far the birth and dignity of the author) requireth a ſpirit of no leſſe wiſedome,conrage,and nob:lity then 
your ſelfe,who haue power to defend, and knowledge to diſcerne the worth thereof. Vouchſafe therefore 
to lenell the eye of your eſteem? vpon the Center of this happy Hiſtory: and as Themiſtocles was anima-

S. Hierom tearmeth them) the vnlettered, take delrght in their errors, whoſe writings (as Plutarch 
ſpeaketh of Ariſtophanes poeme)are written for no moderate mans pleaſure, Let therefore your pright 
eſtimation of this worke (moſt noble Earle) awaken the dead denotion of ſuch as cantemne Artes, and let 
no ſuch corrupt drones (as made ſale of ſinfull thoughts for good marchandiſe)buz about the hiue f true 
ſcience : But as Emperors, Kings, and Princes haue euer in their Greeke, Italian and French, with a re- 
ſpectine acceptance,and bountiful hand,entertained this Hiſtory; ſo let this tranſlation of Toſephus whith 
courteth you now in Enzliſh,be accepted at your hands, and countenanced by your Honour: for whoſe vn- 

confined felicity both I and other of my name haut eger prayed, and will never ceaſe to ſtudy.

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ERA Hiſtory were as calily conceited and made vic of, as (according to Baldrs) 
LA (7-2 ” it hath true proportion and documents for the gouernment of mans life; I 
YM ILY) (ſhould hold it nofin,fo preciſely to preſcribe a ltmitation and bound, to ſuch 
PIG? as ſhould enter the Liſt,and conſult with example; for what more pleaſing to 
9 our ſclues, or profitable for !ociciies couta euer befall vs, rhen in this Theater 
of mans life, (wherein Hiſtory affordeth all forts of Actors) to fit and learnie 
preuention by other mens perils,and to grow amply wiſe by forrain wrecks? 
All which being traduced to our priuate vic,we may cither as partners in what we haue paſt,or 
obſeruers of furure caſualties,by precedent euents,tye ages to our memorics;and preuenting our 
eſcapes,by ſuruey of other mens repentance, briefely beget.experience by ſight, or forefight of 
worldly caſualties,and forme a mirror of fore-paſſed errors,to fore-iudge our furure calamities. 
But for that it bchooueth vs to enter this worldly Afademy, the more prepared, the more that 
Hiſtory is fraught and fulfilled with plenrifull fruit : and whereas the dithculty and difference is 
alike,to yecld an vpright verdict both of amans owne,and other mens life;neirher may any man 
rightly examine another (how wiſe ſoeuer he be) except in-equall ballance he weigh his owne 
imperfections ; it muſt neceſſarily follow on both f1des, that with the more wiſedome, and the 
preater obſeruation we ought to entertaine Hiſtory, leſt our mind like the winde ſhould wander 
vncertainly,and our deuotion ſhould preuent our reſolution; our eſteeme,our knowledge. For as 
in an ample and well furniſhed and affluent banquet;alchough ſome things,(andthey to few men) 
ſeeme pleaſant, otherſome to orher are without taſte and ſeeme tart, and cuery one indgerh his 
meate not by proofe, but by the palate;yet notwithſtanding there is a certaine meane, which ei- 
ther Narures ordinary,or the refined kind of nutriment(being ſimple and incorrupt) hath faſhio- 
ned and fixed for moſt apteſt for the body; from which, whoſocuervarieth, or cither beyond 
meaſure,or without judgement, followeth his fooliſh appetite, in glutting himſclfe beyond dif- 
cretion,reapeth more incommodity then pleaſure by theſe pleaſures : Soin the diuerſiry of mans 
life, although 1000. formes, 1000. fimilitudes be offered, and thar every man faſhionerh other 
mens maners to his mind,yet there is but one true path that vertue walketh in, which whoſocuer 
traſteth with iudgement,doth truly know the vſe of life;whercas they thar fitin a plentifull ban- 
uet, in affeRting all things, can make vie of nothing. Now, how many are there, I pray you, 
= in reſpe& of either of their own,or other mens a&ts and words(according tothe rule of ver- 
tue)can be more choiſe in judging minds,than meates, and that in this matter ſeemeth not ſuffici- 
ently inſtructed 2-Wherein I wonder that men eſpienor their errors, whereas they imagine thar 
Hiſtory is the inſtructor of ſuch as read the ſame;whereas ir onely yeeldeth matter of inſtrution, 
euen as the banquet miniſtreth meat according to eucry mans affetion. Some therefore are ſe- 
duced with the ſweetnes of the Stile, and in ſecking their pleaſure, loſe their profit; who reape? 
no other fruit of Hiſtory,then to beguile time,and beget officious idlenes, laughing away houres, 
and nouriſh repent: others in reading glory, hunt it in a ſhadow,where if they could make vſe of 
it in proportion, they could not fall to repent it. And whereas no man can aſpire to true glory 
without true vertue,neither no wiſe man will hope further : yer ſee we many men, that becauſe 
they haue read many excellent workes, will be Capricious and pretend wiſedome; reſembling 
thoſe tragedians, who will, after they haue diſcharged themſelues of their parts and apparel! 
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whercya they counterfaired the Emperour, yet retaine his Royall and Princcly manners: Some 
triuiall and light witted, that madean Eclipſe of a ſhadow, make more of the embleme;, then the 
worke ; the habit then the Door : ſo admirable effects worketh Hiſtory in mens mindes. 
Now whereas 1t is the moſt exact and chicfeſt intent of Hiſtory to awaken mens idlenctle, and 
arme them againſt caſualties z' and rhe whole bent of example hark ho othrr iſt irfallerh 
out throughrmens ſecurity (who ſuppoſe that their neighbours perils concerne theni nor) that 
wharſoeuer is of note, is ouerſlipt with a'deafeand ſlceping iudgement; and rhingstharmemory 
ſhould beſt-loue, are loſt in. her. To conclude, there are ſome that will haue eucry mans ſhooe 
ficted on their owne Laſt, and rye-all mens pennes to their owne pleaſures : For which cauſe , 
partly by reaſon of this ſecret, partly throveh this ill ordered; confuſed and raſh-migrhodof rea- 
ding, as of corrupt hymours, fo is there gtowneacertaine rx; of Iadgement atid fefofartion : 
and as in temperate bodies.” meate Veeldarh very litdeprofir; ſo reape chey-no freiroFbenefic 
by their reading. By this, good Reader, thou maiſt eafily conceiue, how a Hiſtory ought to be 
read: how mens liugg ought in themſelues be examined:finally how cquall a proportion is requi- 
red in both. And truly in my opinion, the chiefeſt ground of this difficulty,js the peruerſenefſe of 
our judgements : which is the cauſe, we the rather reſpect our owne inclinations whar they are, 
then the true life and force of example. Furthermore,this is no leſſe miſery.thenthe former;zhar 
ſuch as write, ſet downe ſuch thingsas arcacted, not ontly for our profir ſake, bur tbfeede gheir 
 owne humours:and like to certaine Architects (by interpoſing their tudgements)do vainly praiſe 
ſome things,ſuppoſing that our imitation ſhould beticd to' their pleaſure; where if they perfor- 
med what they ought ro doe,the Reader ſhould encounter with no ſuch diſtractions: but now,in 
like manner as Cookes, who rather reſpe& their maſters pleaſurable taſte,then his profit; would 
God the Hiſtortographer did not affect fattery. It therefore appeareth,that in two forrs (firſt in 
our owne iudgement;and next,to the preiudice of thoſe that write) we are circumuented; in thar 
they ſer not downe ſuch cuents as paſle,in their owne nature and as they are. For he thar writeth 
an Hiſtory, is the interpretour of thoſe things that are paſt : whoſe iudgemenr being depraued, 
it fareth with them as with the pureſt and moſt richeſt wine, which waxeth muſtie by reaſon of 
thar veſſell wherin it is inclozed,or is by ſophiſtication corrupted:which is the greatelt folly,and 
moſt intolerable deceit that may befall men. They therfore, who negligently vndertake a Hiſto- 
ry,(or ſuppoſe that life were to be paſt raſhly, and without an exact obſeruance of all offices)are 
no lefle deceiued then cerraine countrey peſants in the laſt troubles of France (of whole folly I 
drew ſome example)who attempting and entring vpon a city not farre off from them, and light- 
ing into an Apothecaries ſhop furniſhed with all kind of drugs and dainties,and being allured by 
the pleaſure,odours and delight of the confeftions they taſted;and ſuppoling all robe of the 
ſame kind, deuoured, tafted, and ſwallowed downe cuery thing : whereupon ſome 
fell ſicke of feauers, ſome grew phrenſie, and many loſt their liues to pleaſe 
their appetites; at leaſtwiſe, he that ſcaped beſt, gaue occaſion of 
laughter to the lookers on. For as life, ſo Hiſtory(the image 
of life) is fraught with pleaſure, and diſpleaſure; and 
onely in thevſe of life,the wiſedome of life con- 
liſteth, Farewell : vſe this, and my ſelfe, 
as two twinnes borne for 
thy profit,

Ath wasa meaſure containing about ſome ſenen pintes French. 
6 The Epha contained three Saths. | 
The Core or Homer contained ten Ephas, that is to fay thirty Saths, and was the fame meaſure both in 
drieand liquid things. | 

The Log contained a French meaſure. 

The Hin contained twelue Logs. 

The Bath contained as much as the Epha. 

The Cad was akinde of pitcher containing ſuch a quantity as a young maiden might well carry. 

The common Sicle cogtained the waight of foure ounces , whether it were of gold, filuer, or of any other 
metall, | | | 

The ſacred or holy Sicle waighed halfe an ounce of any metall whatſocuer, 

The common Sicle of filner was valuedat about ſome ſhilling of our money. 

The holy Sicle of filaer was valuedat about ſome two ſhillings. 

The common Drachme was the _—_ part of an ounce. 

The ſacred Drachme was the fourth part of an ounce. 

The pound waighed twelue ounces, | 

The ordinary Talent contained fifty foure pounds, eight ounces, andaquarter of Troy waight in any metall : 
yet was it not currant money, but a maſſe made vp after the manner of an ingot. 

The facred Talents contained one hundreth pounds. 

Furthermore,note this for your better knowledge, that when as Toſephus quoteth the Olympiades without any 
ſpecification of the yeeres therein contained , hee ordinarily comprehendeth the ſpace of foure yeeres com- 

leat. ; 

velatin the Latin word Sradinm hath diuers ſignifications amongſt both Greeks and Latins (as the 

controuerſtebetweene Phinie and Diodornus Siculus may well teſtifie ) and for that diuers of our Engliſh tranſla- 

rors haue ſomerimes called ita Stade, otherwhiles a Stound, and otherwhiles improperly, a Furlong; I pray you 

in reading this Hiſtory, whereas any of theſe words occurre, ſuppoſe them for one and the ſame meaſure of 

ground, and according to the Greeks account, (which I ſuppoſe 1oſeph:es moſt reſpe&ed in this Hiſtory) con- 

clude itto be either of 600. foote as the Olympique, that is of 120. paſes, or as the Pyrrhique, which contained 

1000. foote,that is 200, paſes. As for the Furlong, cither multiply him 8. times to make him a Stade, or as an 

ouerſight in the printing , let it paſſe with the Errata,

Some there are 
that hauing beene preſent in perſon, and eye-witnefles in the execution of great affaires, haue 
neceſſarily beene inforced to reduce and digeſt the ſame in writing: neither wanted there ſome, 
who ſeeing occurrences of high and neceſſary conſequence (which otherwiſe had beene buri- 
ed in ignorance) haue beene incited (in reſpe& of common good) to imploy both hand and 
head, in the publiſhing thereof: now of theſe forenamed cauſes , the two laſt are they that 
incited me to the like, For the warre which wee had with the Romanes , and the accidents 
and iſſues on both parts, (all which in perſon T beheld, and to my perill I haue learned)' doe 
E compell mee to declare the ſame ; and the rather, for that there are ſome , who 1n heir! wri- 
tings, haue depraued, and peruerted the truth. I haue therefore taken rhis worke in hand, for 
that in my opinion, the knowledge thereof will be both pleaſing and profitable to the Greci- 

ans: for it ſhall containe the antiquity of our whole Nation, their forme of Common-weale, . 
both tranſlated and gathered our of the Antiquities and Chronicles of the Hebrews. Truth ir 
is, that heretofore and ar ſuch time alſo as I compoſed the Hiſtory of the foreſaid warre, Thad 
projected and purpoſed with my ſelfe, to lay open to the world, how and whence the Iewes 
had their firſt ociginall, whar alterations in fortune they had falne into, by what Law-maker 
they had beene inſtructed in pietie, and incited to the exerciſe of vertrue: how many warres 
haue they ſuſtained by long and diuers times, and finally how againſt their will they have 
F beene intangled in this laſt warre, which they waged againſt the Romanes. Bur for that the 
content of this matter, was too ample and copious, I haue ſeparated it aparr, aſſigning thereun- 
to this treatiſe accompliſhed from the beginning euen to the end : afrerwards in proceſſe of 
time (as it vſually hapneth to thoſe that attempt matters of mighty conſequence) I was ſurpri- 
zed with a certaine delay and ſlothfulneſſe,that withdrew me from the tranſlation of ſo waigh- 
ty a marter, in an vnfamuliar and forraine language. Yet ſome there were, who inflamed with 

a defire of knowledge,animated me in this action; ns eſpecially Epaphrodits, aman _— 
re 
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. hemight without controle faine and imagine whatſocuer vanities:for he was borne more then 


 beene enterpriſed, to diſcouer the words and workes of certaine perſons, is alſo imployed for 


red ofall learning, and who in eſpeciall, tooke ir for a pleaſure, to take knowledge of the di- GW \ 


uers Occurrences of Common-weales: as he that had beene agent, in diuers affaires of impor- m 
tance, and ſundry accidents, in all which he hath ſhewed a maruellous magnanimitie of cou- ae 
rage, with an vamooucable reſolution to follow vertue. Being thus periwaded by him-, who ric 
is accuſtomed to incourage thoſe vnto good actions, whom hee perceiueth 0) be apt and prc- - 
pared to performe things profitable and honeſt: and (that which is more) being aſhamed in fl 
my ſelfe, that I ſhould rather take delight to follow idleneſle, than addict my felfe to any lau. bj 
dable exerciſe; I inforced my ſelfe more couragiouſly then beforetime; and (beſides all thar at 
which hath bin ſpoken) I haue effectually conſidered with my felfe , that our anceſtors haue ve 
thought good to communicate and publiſh rhe knowledge of our Hiſtories to the Grecians, he 
if ſo be that any of them were curious to vnderſtand the ſame. I hauc found therefore that Pro- y as 
lomey King of #gyptthe ſecond of the name (highly affectioned to good letters, and deſirous Fe. 
to ſtore and gather bookes) was carneſtly deſirous, that our law and the rules thereof, and the RY 
preſcript forme of our liuing ſhould bee tranſlated into the Greeke tongue. And as touching _N 
the high Prieſt Eleazar (who hath not beene ſecond in vertue to any other whatſocuer) he re- "% 
fuſed not to make the ſaid King partaker of the effect of his defire: ro which hee had wholly I 
contradicted, had it not beene the ordinary courſe of ouranceſtors, not to conccale from other of 
men, what thing ſoeuer was honeſt. For which cauſe I haue held it a matter no waies vnde- _ 
cent for me, to follow the vertuous courage of that ſame grear ſacrificer, and rhe rather for - 
that at this day (onely in as much as concerned learning) I ſuppoſed many allo to bee no lefle x we 
affeed togood letters then the King: for he vndertooke not to haue all the writings which we Ca 
had, bur thoſe tranſlators who were ſent vnto him to Alexandria, did onely communicate that p 


vnto him which was in our law. But thoſe things that are found written 1n the ſacred bookes 
of holy Scripture are infinite, being ſuch as containe in them, the Hiſtorie of five thouſand 
yeeres: in which diuers vnexpected chances, ſundry fortunes of warre, and many changes of 
politike eſtates are diſcouered. In ſumme, if any one haue adefire to read this Hiſtory, hee 
ſhall principally learne and apprehend, thar all things fall out happily, and beyond their expe- 
Ration to thoſe men, who obſerue the will of God, and are afraide to tranſgreſle the lawes'of 
his Commandements; and that God hath prepared for ſuch the Crown & reward of felicitie. 
Contrariwiſe, if they ſhall depart from the diligent obſeruance thereof, that which is cafie K 
ſhall be made impoſſible, and their endeuours in their opinion good, ſhall end in incurable ca- 
lamities. For which cauſe I exhorrt all thoſe that ſhall reade theſe bookes, to fixe their mind 
vpon God, and that they approoue our Law-maker,if (as it worthily deſerued) he hath confi- 
dered the diuine Nature; and attributed to the ſame ſuch actions as are alwaies agreeable to 
his power, and hath kept and continued his narration, free from the vanity of fables, where- 
with othersare poiſoned:although in reſpect of the length of rime;and the antiquity of things, 


two thouſand yeeres agoc,which is a continuance of ages,to which the Poets neither durſt re- 
ferre the originall of their gods; neither the deeds or lawes of men,whereof they make men- 
tion, But in purſuit of our Hiſtory, the ſequel of our diſcourſe,ſhall declare all things exatly, 7 
and in conuenient order. For in compiling this worke, I haue promiſed to adde nothing, nei- 
ther to pretermit any thingzand for that all whatſocuer we ſhall declare, doth almoſt wholly 
depend on the wiſedome of our Law-maker Moſes; it is neceſſary beforeall other things, that T 
ſpeake ſomewhat of himſelfe , leſt perhaps any man ſhould wonder how this labour hauing 


the greateſt part in deſcribing and diſcouering things thar are naturall. We ought therefore to 
know, that Moſes thought it moſt eſpecially necelſary, either for him that will rightly diſpoſe 
hs life, or impoſe lawes to other men, that firſt and in eſpeciall he haue the knowledge of the 
nature of God; to the end that conceiuing in his minde the greatneſle of his workes ; hee 
might as much as in him lyeth , imitate his moſt vnequall example; and follow him with M 
all diligence. For it is impoſſible, that a law-maker being voide of this contemplation, ſhould 
haue good ſenſe; or that his writings ſhould be of any moment to induce them vnto vertue, 
who ſhould xeceiue thoſe lawes, except before all things they ſhould learne, that God who is 
the Father and Lord of all,and that ſeeth all, giueth happy life vnto thoſe that follow him;and 
contrariwiſe inuironeth them with great calamities,who forſake the way of vertue and righte- 
ouſneſſe, Moſes therefore intending to inftrud his Citizens in this doctrine, begannot his ordi- 


nances with the treatiſe of contracts, and couenants, which we practiſe one with another, as

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A other law-makers were accuſtomed to do:buthe hath lifted their ( pirits on high, to the end they

might think on God,and on the orrtament of this world made by him, perſwading that the moſt 
accompliſhed worke among all thoſe things which God had made in the world, was the crea- 
tion of vs men. After that he had made them capable of things concerning piety;then might he 
more eaſily perſwade them in the reſt: Whereas other law-makers, addicting themſelues vnto 
fables,haue in their diſcourſe impoſed on their gods the infamy of fins committed by men,and 
by that meanes haue brought to paſſe, that the wicked ſort are yet more wicked and addicted to 
euill doing. But as touching our Law-maker,after he had declared that God had in himſelfeall 
vertue pure and vnſpotted,he hath thought good that men alſo ſhould endeuour rhemſelues to 
be partakers of theſame,and on rhoſe that neirher conceiue nor belecue thoſe things, he inflicteth 
2 grieuous and jnexorable puniſhment: I exhort the Reader therefore to examine our writings 
according to this Maxime: for to thoſe that confider after this manner , notliing ſhall ſecmect- 
ther abſurd,or vaworthy the magnificence of God;by reaſon that all things haue their diſppfi- 
tion conformable toghe vniuerſall nature, which our law-maker hath declared omcrimesdþ 
{curely,ſomerimes in conuenient allegories grauely; and otherwiſe exprefling that manifeſtJy 

and publiſhing thar in plaine words,which he ought openly ro make knowne. The cauſes wh 
of if any man would ſearch, he might find a moſt deepe and very Philoſophicall contempla- 
tion; which I ouerſlip at this preſent, without longer ſtaying thereon: but if God ſhall giue me 
time, I will inforce my felfe to compoſe it in a volume, as ſoone as I ſhall haue finiſhed this 
worke. For this preſent rhen I will apply my ſelfe, to expoſe rhoſe things which haue beene

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conſidered the vniuerſall matter, he ſeparated the light from the darkeneſſe, and na- 


the Euening the time wherein we ceaſe from trauell,and this was the firſt day which Moſes in 
his language called a day, whereof ar this preſent I could giue a ſufficient reafon : but for that 
in a particular diſcourſe I haue promiſed to write the generall cauſes of all;I will reterre the de- 
clarationtherof,to his conuenient time and place. After this, the ſecond day,he placed the hea- 
uen aboue all the world, and hauing ſeparated ir from other things, he thought good to glue it 
aplace apart; and making it firme by the meanes ofa Chryſtalline matter, he endowed it with 
a quality moiſt and rainy,and did harmonioufly accord the carth with it,ro the cnd the increaſe 
thereof ſhould be watered by deawes. The third day, he firmely cſtabliſhed the earth, ſpreading 
the Sea round about the ſame; and the ſame day, he with a word cauſed all plants and ſeeds to 


E ſpring vpon the face of the carth. The fourth day, he embelliſhed the heauens with the Sunne, 


the Moone and the Starres,ordaining them their motions and courſes by which the ſeaſons or- 
derly enſuing,might be diſtinguiſht. Inthe fift day,he made all kinde of liuing creatures which 
dwell vpon the face of the earth, as well they that ſwim in the deepeſt waters, as thoſe that flie 
inthe aire; vniting them rogether by couples and paires, to the end thar each in their kinde, 
might increaſe and multiply. The fixt day, he made all foure-footed beaſts, and diſtinguiſhr 
then into male and female: and in the ſame day, he formed man. So that <Woſes faith, that the 
world and all that is therein was made in ſixe whole dayes, and that on the ſeuenth day, God 
rooke reſt and ceaſed from his labours. By reaſon whereof we likewiſe deſift from trauell on 
that day, which we call Sabbath, which is to ſay, Repole. 

After the ſeuenrh day, Moſes began to deſcribe the originall of man, and the manner of his 
Creation in theſe tearmes:God framed man of the duſt of the earth, and powred into him a ſpi- 
ritand ſoule, which man was called _Adam, an Hebrew word ſignifying ruddy, becauſe hee 
was made of earth, tempered with red or yellow: for the earth which is rightly called a virgin, 
that is to ſay,carch not remoued but elementary, is of that colour, Then brought Godall kinde 
of liaing creatures before 441m, ſhewing him as well the male as the female: on-whom Adam 
beſtowed thoſe names, which to this preſent rime they retaine. And ſeeing that Adam _ no

die the death. Whereas then at that time,all liuing creatures were at accord one with another; 
The ſubrilty the Serpent conuerling with Adam and his wife,was inflamed with enuy, for that he ſaw they 
ofraeſerpent. ſhould be happy, if they continued in the obſeruation of Gods commandements: and that con- 
trariwiſe,they ſhould caſt themſelues headlong into ruine 8 deſtruction,if they ſhould diſobey 
the ſame. He therefore malicioufly perſwaded the woman,to taſte the fruit of the tree of intel- 
ligence,giuing her to vnderſtand,thar the knowledge of good and cuil was inthe ſamezand that 
as ſoone as they had taſted therot,they ſhould lead a life no lefle happy then Gods: and by this 
meanes he cauſed the woman to fall, which rooke no regard of the ordinance of God. For ha- 
uing her ſelfe taſted of this fruit,and finding it pleaſant and delicious 1n taſte,the perſwaded her 
husband alſo to taſte the ſame:at which time they vnderſtood that they were naked,and ſought 
meanes to couer themſelues: (for this fruit had 1n it ſelte, the vertue to giue vnderſtanding, and 


to quicken the thought.) Then coucred they themſelues with fig leaues; which they put before

their priuiries , eſteeming themſclues more happy then they were before , in that they had K 


found out that which they wanted. But when as God came into the garden, Adam (who be- 
foretime was accuſtomed familiarly to talke with him) finding himſelte guiltic of finne, hid 
himſelfe from his preſence: but God wondring hereat, asked him for whar cauſe hee fled and 
ſhunned him ar that time, whereas beforctime he had taken pleaſure to talke familiarly with 
him * Adam knowing thathe had tranſgreſſed the ordinances and commandemcnts of God, 


God ſpeaketh nſivered him not a word, but God ſpake vnto him after this manner: I had prouided for you

the meanes whereby you mighrhaue led your life without ſufferance of any cuill, or ſenſe of 


any miſery : ſo thar all whatlocucr was requiſite for necethtic or pleaſure, might happen of ir 


felfe vnto you, by my onely prouidence, without any trauell or care on your parts; which if

you had well vſed, age had not ſo ſoone ouertaken you, bur that you might haue lived many, 


yeeres : but thou haſt ſcorned this mine ordinance, and broken my commandements, For in 
that thou art ſilent ar this time, it proceedeth not of vertue, but of euill; of which thou findeſt 
thy ſelfe culpable: wherefore both old age ſhall quicklier come vpon thee,and the dates of thy 
Adam asketh life ſhall be ſhortned.

AXPFN this manner perſcuered they during the courſe of {cuen ages, honoring one God the 
= 59 Lord of al things, hauing alwaies a reſpect of vertue.Butafterwards in procefle of time, K D 
eq ' SESWSthey degenerated from the ancient inſtitutions of their forefathers, neither obſeruing 
loſephusna- humane lawes , neither continuing their accuſtomed ſeruice of God ; and they that before- 
werhin this time induſtriouſly exerciſed themſclues in vertue, afterward with twice as zealous ſtudie fol- 
pace Angels lowed wickedneſſe; and grew at laſt to that height of impierie, that they prouoked Gods hea- 
the ſonnes of yie diſpleaſure againſt them. For diuers Angels of God accompanying themſelues with wo- 
way men, i2gendred outragious infants , and contemners of all good , by reafon of rhat truſt th 
had in their forces, whoſe hainous actions were not much valike thoſe which the Greekes haue 
in their fables fained of the Giants, But Noah perplexed and extremely diſpleaſed with ſuch 
their miſdemeanors, exhorted them to change their thoughts, and amend their miſdeeds: and 
(ſeeing them mollified by no admonirions; bur that they were wholly poſſeſſed with the plea- L E 
Noah depar» fre which they tooke in vices) he fearing leſt they ſhould kill him and his family, left them 
rechintoano- tO their looſenes,and with his wife,children,and all his familie departed into another countrey. 
ther county. Then God (delighting in the iuſtice of man) not onely condemned the men of that age of 
extreme malice, but alſo concluded to deſtroy all whatſfoeuer creatures were in the world, and 
to produce another new race, deuoid, and repurged from all impietie : he abridged alſo the 
life of them, ſo that they liued not any more ſo long time as they were wont, but onely attained 
the terme of ſixeſcore yeeres: and he couered the Land with waters, and by this meanes all of 
them were deſtroyed. Onely Noah eſcaped by the meanes and way which God had taught him

B And whereas they were commanded by God, that (by reafon of the increaſe and multirude of Noes three 
men) they ſhould ſend certaine diſtinct Colonies to inhabire diners countries of the world (to os 
the end that no ſedirions might grow bertwixr the one and the other; but contrariwiſe in [a- manded che 
bouring and tilling a great quantity of ground, they might gather great ſtore of fruite) they Rnermy or, 
were ſo ignorant that they diſobeyed God,and falling into great calamities ſuffered rhe puniſh- bite the earth, 
ment of their offences. For,whereas they flouriſhed in increaſe (by reaſon of the great number 
of their yourh)God counſelled them again that they ſhould diuide rheſclues into colonies. But 
they (thinking that the goods which they poſſeſſed, proceeded not from him,or his bounty, bur 
preſuming that their force was the only cauſe of their aboundance)did not obey him,but rather 
ſuſpected thar God ſ{oaght to betray the,to the end that being thus diuided,he might the better 

C ſubdue them: Nemrod incited them in this ſort to mocke and contemne God. He was the nc- 
phew of Chan, the ſ{onne of Noe: a man valiant and apt for armes:he put them in the head that 
they ſhould not belecue thattheir good hap proceeded from God, bur that they ought to attri. 
bute it to their owne vertue, which furniſhed them with ſo much riches:ſo that in a little ſpace 
he reduced the eſtate to a tyranny;ſuppoling by this only means that hemight make men reuolt 
againſt God, if he might per{wade them to ſubmit themſclues to his goucrnment;giuing them 
to vaderſtand, that if God ſhould once more fend a Deluge, hee would take reaenge 0N him in 
-mens behalfe, and that he would build atower,to whoſe top the water ſhould not attempt,and 
reuenge the death of his predeceſſors. The common ſort was ready to follow theſe ordinances 
of Nemrod,(uppoſing it to be pufillanimity in themſelues,if they ſhould obey God. For which Ge:: xr. 

1D cauſe they began to build the rower with their vttermoſt induſtry , neither was there any one 
idle in all that worke: yea ſo great a number of labourcrs were there, that the worke was raiſed 
to a height beyond all expectation. The thickneſſe thereof was ſo grear, that it obſcured the 
height thereof: and it was built of burnt bricke, and cimented and ioyned with a bituminous 
morter, to the end it ſhould not recciue any cleft in the ſame. 

But God ſeeing their madnetſe,condemned them not to a generall extermination (by reaſon The confubi- 
that they had made no profit by their example,who periſhed inthe firſt Deluge)but made them ®nofrongiies, 
mutine the one againſt the orher by changing of their tongue; ſo thatby reaſon of their diner- 
fities of language, rhey could not vnderſtand one another, The place where this rower was 
builded, is at this preſent called Babylon (by reaſon ofthe confuſion of rongues thar firſt began

their dutie, and payd their tribute) in the thirtcenth yeere reuolted from them. Whereby it came

Aſphaltites, that is to ſay, bituminous. Of this Lake, hereafter we will ſpeake ſomewhat. But the

Bovr that timethe inhabitants of Sodom became immeaſurably proud , by reaſon 

a of their affluence, proſperitie, and great riches; and committed outrages againſt men, 

and impieties againſt God : in ſuch manner as they had forgotten the benefites 

which they had recciued ar his hands, hating ſtrangers, and diſdaining to conuerſe the one 

K with the other, bur in difordinate and abominable inceſts.

After that God had pronounced this ſentence a- 

gainſt the Sodomites; Abraham (as he fat vnder the Oake at Mambres before the doore of his 

tent) beheld three Angels, and ſuppoſing them to bee men and ſtrangers, he aroſe and faluted 

them; and approching necre vnto them, hee defired them that they would accept of his cnter- 
rainment, and lodge with him. Whereunto when they had condiſcended, hee commanded his 

ſeruants to bake them bread of the fineſt lower, and hauing killed and roſted a calfe, hee et it 

before them(as they ſate vnder the Oake)ſuppoſing they would cate: bur they inquired of him 

L E where Sara his wife was:to whom he anſwered that ſhe was within in the tent. They told him 
| then that they would returne againe;and that they ſhould find hera Mother. But whenhis wife 
ſmiled thereat, and ſaid thar it was impoſſible for her to beare children; eſpecially in that her 

ſelfe was at that time 90. yceres old, and her husband 100. they diſcouered themſelues, and 

ſaid they were Angels of God,and that they were ſent one of them to aflure him that he ſhould 

haue a ſonne; the other two to deſtroy the Sodomites. Which when Abraham heard, hee was 

ſorry for the Sodomites,and ariſing beſought God that he would not deſtroy both the uſt and 

the vniuſt together. To whom God gaue this anſwer, thar there was not one 1uſt man among 

the Sodomites, and that if he might bur find tenne, he would ſpare the ciry from puniſhment. 
Whereupon Abrahams held his peace, and the Angels entred into Sodom : where no ſooner 

MB F werethey arriued, bur Zot inuited them to take their lodging in his houſe (for hee was a man 
much giuen to hoſpitality, and ſuch a one as for bounty had beene Abrahams ſcholler. ) Bur the 

« Sodomites perceiuing that thoſe young men which were entred Lots houſe, were of excellent 
beauty; began to offer outrage and villany to their perſons: notwithſtanding that Zox exhorted 

them to moderate themſclues, and nor to offer villany to his gueſts, but in ſome ſortro haue a 

reſpect to his houſe: telling them, thar rather then they ſhould continue in that intemperance,

| pt Fr x « thedeath of Abraham, Rebecca (Iſaacs wife) waxed bigge with childe, and the h 
GG rime of her reckoning being neere at hand, 1ſaac was ſore troubled,and ſought counſell h 
at Gods hands: who anſwered him, that Rebecca ſhould bring forth two twins,and that « 
of thoſe rwo ſons, two nations ſhould be deriued, both which ſhould be called by theirnames, - 
and that he who ſeemed to be the leaſt of them, ſhould grow to berhe greateſt: not long rime 1 


after 
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A after(according as God had forctold him) ſhe was brought to bed of two twinnes,the eldeſt of 
whom was very hairy from the top of the head vnto the ſoale of the foote: and at ſuch time as 
he ifſued out of his mothers wombe, his younger brother held him by the heele,the Father 10- 
ued the elder,who was called fan, and Seir by reaſon of his haire, (which the Hebrewes call 
Serr in their language) but the younger who was called 1acob, was dearely beloued by his mo, 
ther. 

Now for that a great famine raigned in that country, 1/aac (hauing reſolued to retyre him- 
ſelf: to Egypt, by reaſon of the abundance and plenty of that countrey) hee went and dwelt at 
Gerar, according as God had commanded: In which place King Abzmelech receiued and enter- 

| tained him(according to the law of hoſpitality,and the league of friendſhip which was betwixt 

Abraham his father and him.) In the beginning therefore, hee ſhewed vnto him great ſignes of 
friendthip,bur afterwards,the enuy he had conceiued, hindered him from perſiſting in the ſame: 
for perceluing that God was fauourable vnto 7ſaac,and had an eſpeciall care ouer him, he draue 
him out of his cougtrey: bur he perceiving well that enuy had altered him, and that 4Ab:mmelech 
began to be changed;he retyred himfelfe not farre trom Gerar into a place called the ſtraights: 
and as hee there digged to finde out a watering, Abimelechs ſhepheards came and ſet vpon him, 
aid hindred him in Fach ſort as he could nor finiſh his purpoſe: and for that he purpoſely rety- 
red from them, they verily ſuppoſed they had gotten the victory: Anon after, when he began 
to dig in another place, other thepheards of .4bimelcch, outraged him anew, as at the firſt: for 

1 C hich cauſe hee left this fountaine imperfect alſo, expecting with ripe judgement a more con- 

| uenient opportunity, which was afterwards offered him,by reaſon thar the King gaue him leaue 

t9 dig, whereupon hee laboured out a fountaine, and called it by the name of Rooboth, which 
fizniheth /arge. And as touching the other two, he called the firſt of them Eſcon, which isas 
much to ſay as ſtrife: and the other Sienna, which fignifierh hoztiliry, 

Thus increaſed he daily more and more both in power and riches. But Ab:melech ſuppoſing 
that his affluence would be many wayes hurtfull vnto him, and remembring, himſclfe that hee 
had nor faithfully entertained friendſhip with him,bur in ſome ſort giuen occaſion of ſuſpition, 

| by means of ſome hard meaſure:fearing leſt hereafter rhe iniuries freſh in memory,ſhould more 

- RF diſtract himrhentheirold and ancient plighred friendfhip, and miſdoubting his reuenge, hee 

8 Þ repaired vnto him,and contracted a new league of amity with him, leading with him one of his 

chicteſt Captaines, as an arbitcr berweenethem, by whoſc meanes he obtained whatſoeuer hee 
required: ſo courteous was Iſaac, and ſo ready in memory of his fathers old couenant to for- 
giuc new iniuries. And ſo Abimelech hauing obtained his purpoſe, returned to his houſe. Eſa 
one of the two ſonnes of 1ſaac (whom the farher eſpecially loucd aboue all the reſt) hauing at- 
rained the age of forty yeeres, tooke two wines Ada, the daughter of Edom, and Alibamathe 

* daughterdf Eſebeon,two Princes of the Chanaanites (and that of his owne authority, withour 

Z his fathers aduice or priuity,who would not haue conſented, had the matter been remitted vn- 
to him, becauſe he held it inconuenient to mixe and ioyne him,orhis, in affinity with any dwel- 
| ers or inhabitants of the countrey.) This notwithſtanding, he would nor diſpleaſe his ſonne by 

- © x commanding him to giue ouer his wines: but derermined with himſclte to conceale and keepe 

| the matter filent. 

When Iſaac was waxen old and wholly depriued of his fight, he called for Eſau his ſonne and 
ſaid vnto him: that although he had nor any default or blindneſle in him,yer his age would hin- 
der him to doe that ſeruice, which he both ought and wiſhed to doe : and therefore he willed 
him to goe on hunting, and that he ſhould make ready ſome mearte for him that he might cate, 
and after his repaſt,he might pray vnto God that it would pleaſe himto be affiſtanr vnro him all 
his life time,and bee a comforter and aide vnto him: proteſting morcouer, that ſince he was vn- 
ccrtaine-of the houre of his death, he thought good to blefle him,and by his prayers to procure 
Gods mercy towards him,beforahe ſlept with the dead. Hereupon Eſau went on hunting: bur 

F Rebecca inthe meane rime(deſirous that Tſaacs bleſſing ſhould light vpon her fonne [acob) contra- 
rieto her husbands intent and minde, commanded him to goe, and kill rwo kids, and prepare a 

repaſt for his tarher. Zacob becing obſequious and obedient ro his mother in all things, fulfilled 
her command, and as ſoone as the meate was ready, hee wrapped his armes and couered his 
hands with the Goats skins,hoping by the hairineſle thereof,ro make his father belecue,that hee 
was Eſau, For being his brother ar one and the ſame birth, he reſembled him in all things, ex- 
cept in this thing onely: bur fearing leſt hee ſhould be ſurprized in his ſubrilty before his father 
Iſaac had finiſhed his prayers,and in ſtead of his blefſings he might be loaden with his curſes, he 
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reſented the mear vnto his father. Bur 1/aac perceiuing ſome alteration in his voice, called his G 
ſonne, who ſtretching out his hands vnto him couered with the kids skinnes, Thou art(faith he) 
more like vnto 7acob in thy voice; but by thy hairinefle, thou ſeemeſt vnto me to be Eſav, Thus 
ſuſpeRing no deceit,and hauing already eaten, hee addreſſed himſelfe to pray, and called vpon 
God, ſaying, O Lord of all ages,and maker of all creatures,thou haſt promiſed great bleſſings 
vnto my father,and haſt giuen me many and preſent felicities,and haſt vowed that thou wouldlt 
be mercifull vato my poſterity, and plentifully powre vpon them more and moreample bene. 
fits: ler this thy fauour, I beſecch thee, be continued towards me, neither deſpiſe thou me by 
reaſon of this my preſent weaknefle, which is the cauſe that I haue more need of thy helpe.Saue 
and keepe this my ſon by thy clemency, warrantize him from all cuill, giue him a happy lite, 
and poſſeſſion of all bleflings and benefits which are in thy power to beſtow vpon him : make 
him fearefu]l ro his enemies, and gracious to his friends. Thus prayed he vnto God, thinking x4 
he had bleſſed Eſar. Scarce had he finiſhed his prayers, but Eſas returned from hunting, which 
though 7/aac perceiued, he was no waics moued with diſpleaſure, but held himſelte ſilent, Eſa 
beſought him that he might obtaine as much as he had vouchſafed his brother: bur 1ſaac deni- 
ed him,in that he had beſtowed all his bleſſings vpon 7acob- for which cauſe Eſa lamentedand 
wept. His father (amared and moued by his teares) foretold him that he ſhould excell in hun- 
ting, in force of body, in armes, and other ſuch exerciſes, whereby he ſhould purchaſe immor- 
tal glory both to himſelfe and his poſterity, yet notwithſtanding that he ſhould be his brothers 
vaſt Bur for that 7acob feared leſt his brother ſhould ſecke ro bee reuenged of him for rob- 
bing him of his fathers blefſing,he was by his morhers means deliuered from this perill. For ſhe x 
perſwaded her husband to take 1acob a wife neere allied vnto her, out of Meſopotamia. Eſas at 
that time had married another wife called Baſſemath the daughter of 1ſ-zael : for neither 1ſaac 
nor his were well-affetioned towards the Chanaanites : but were offended by reaſon of his 
former eſpoufals. For which cauſe Eſas to giue them contentment married Baſſemath, whom 
afterward hee loued more entirely then all the reſt. |

How Tac o » fled into Meſopotamia for feare of his brother. 


OY Vr 1acob being ſent into Meſopotamiaby his mother, vader hope to marry the daugh. K 
A RAS of Laban her brother, (whereunto Iſaac conſented through the counſell of his 
mz Witc) paſſed thorow the country of Chanaan. And for that there was a conceiued and 
SW open hatred berwixt 1ſaacs people and the inhabitants of Chanaan, he would not take 
vp his lodging amongſt any of them, bur lay abroad in the fields, reſting his head vpon ſtones, 
which he had heaped togerher in ſtead of a pillow: and during the time of his reſt, this viſion 
following was preſented vato him. It ſeemed vnto him that he ſaw a ladder, that exrending it 
ſelfefrom the earth, reached vp vnto heauen, along the ſteps whereof there deſcended certaine 
reſemblances more excellent to looke on, then the ordinary port of humane nature-could im- 
part, and on the top thereof God manifeſtly appeared,and calling him by his name, ſpake vato 
him after this manner: /acob,ſurethouart the ſon of a good father, and deſcended from a grand- L 
father renowned and famous for his great vertue: thou muſt notbe daunted, or appauled by thy 
preſent trauels,bur rather be confirmed in hope of future good hap. For by mine afliſtance thou 
ſhalt be blefſed, and endowed with many benefits. For I am he that brought Abraham hither, 
from the countrey of Meſopotamia, at ſuch time as he was purſued by his parents: I haue alſo 
madethy father happy,and will be no leſſe gracious and fauourable vnto thy ſelfe. 

Be confident therefore, and proſecute thy iourney vnder mine affiſtance. The marriage which 
thou purſueſt ſhall haue a happy iſſue, and thou ſhalt haue good children, who in number ſhall 
grow infinite,and ſhall likewiſe leaue after them a plentifull and famous poſterity,and I wil giue 
them the ſoueraignty ouer this country, both ro them and their ſucceflors,and they ſhall people 
and repleniſh both the earth and the Sea, as farre as the Sunne enlightneth rhe world. Ler not M 
therefore any danger diſmay thee,nor trauaile diſcomfort thee: for beſides all this, whatſoeuer 


Iacob yowerh thou ſhalt vndertake, I will not ceaſe to aſſiſt thee. Theſe things did God foretell vnto 7acob,

to God,and 
calleth rhe 


place Bethel, 


which is the 


who very highly reioycing at that which he had ſeene,and that which had beene denounced vn- 
to him,anointed the ſtones on which the promiſes of ſo many bleſſings had becne made, and 
vowed to offer ſacrifice vnto God on the ſame, if ar ſuch time as hee had attained the good hee 


houſe of God. ſought, he ſhould grant him the grace to returne in health and fafery into his countrey : which

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A as ſoone as he returned backe,he performed,offcring vnto God the tenthof all that which he had 


K 


given him. And as touching the place where the Viſion appeared vnto him; he hallowed it,and 
called it by the name of Berhet,which in the Greeke Tongue t1gnifieth the Houſe of God. Con- 
tinuing thus his jouracy incro Meſoporamia,he trauelled fo long, till at laſt he arriued at Charran: 
' and having met in the ſuburbs of the Citte with certaine ſhepheards and yong men,accompanied 
with yong maidens, ſitting necre to a certaine fountaine, he drew neere vnto them, deſiring them 
to giue him drinke; and falling in diſcourſe with them, he asked them, Whether they knew one 
that was called Zabar, and whether he were yet aliue 2 All of them anſwered, Thar they knew 
him well ; and that he was a man of that reputation,that his name could not be concealed ; that 
his daughter was accuſtomed to feede her flocke with them,and that they wondred that ſhe was 
not yetarriued; of whom(faid they)thou mayſt perfectly vaderſtand all that which thou defireſt 
to know, Whileſt thus they paſt the time in talke,the Damſell drew neere,accompanied with her 
ſhepheards ; whom one of the companie informed, that 7zcob was inquiſitiue after her father : 
who, rejoycing aftg the manner of yong maidens, asked him what he was,and whence he came, 
and what neceſſitie had driucn him thirher * withing ſhee had the mcanes to ſupply whatſoeuer 
his neceſſities required. Jacob being ouercome,not by the force of athninie,or by her good beha- 
uiour and courteſte, but with the Ibue of the maiden,was inflamed, ſeeing her ſo faire and match- 


Icfle in beaurie, and faid vnto her : If thou art the daughter of Labay, there is a greater and more 


ancient conjunction berwixt both thy father, thy ſelte,and mc,then either thy yeeres or my birth cellent beaus 


canatraine vnto : for, Abraham, Aran,and Nachor,were Thares ſonnes; Bathnel,thy grand-father, 
was Nachors ſonne; Iſaac, my father, was the ſonne of Abraham ; and Sara,daughter of Arap. 
There is yet a neerer and dearer bond of friendſhip, wherewith we are linked one vnto another : 
for, Rezecca,my mother.is ſiſter vnto Labap thy farher,borne of one father & mother ; ſothar you 
and I are couſins : and therefore now am I come ar this preſent to ſalute you, and renew that an- 
cient loue which ouralliance requireth at our hands. Bur ſhe remembring her of all rhoſe things 
which her father was wont to report and diſcourſe of Rebecca , and knowing, that her Parents 
were deftrous to heare ſome newes from her,ſhe wept for joy,remembring her of the loue of her 
facher,and hung abour his necke,and embraced rhe yong man; and after ſhe had ſaluted him,ſhe 
ſaid vnto him : Thou bringeſt a moſt defired and grear pleaſure to my father and all his family, 
who neuer forgetteth thy mother, but oftentimes maketh mention of her; and would eſteeme ic 
2 grear felicirie,to heare tidings from her. Then deſired ſhe him preſently to follow her to her 
facher, leſt any longer he might be depriued of fo defired a pleaſure. This ſaid,ſhe brought him 
vato Laban z where, being acknowledged by his Vncle, he both by thar meanes liued ſecurely 
- amongſt his friends,as alſo brought him great contentment,by his vnexpected acceſlevnro them. 
Some few dayes after,this Laban told him, that he rooke ſo much contentment in his preſence, 
that he could not expreſle ir in words ;.yet required he him to manifeſt the cauſe that had indu- 
ced him to leauc his father and mother inthar extreme age, at ſuch time as they had moſt need 
of him.to find him our : moreoucr, he promiſed him all affiſtance and fauour in wharſoeuer caſe 
he had to make vie of him. Whereupon 7aceb diſcourſed vnto him the whole matter: that 1/aac 
had two ſonnes ; himſelfe,and Eſaz : rhat his brother (in thar, by his mothers deuice and coun- 
{ell, he had defrauded him of his fathers blefling) ſought and deſired to kill him, as he that was 
the rauiſher of rhat principalitic from him rhar was deſtinated vnto him by God,and the ſurpri- 
ſer of all his fathers other intended Vowes : that this, as alſo his mothers command, was the 
cauſe why he came rhither ; by reaſon they are all brothers, and by reaſon that in eſpeciall his 
mother was their ncereſt akinne : telling him, that next afcer God, he hoped to find his greateſt 
afliſtance and helpe by the meanes of his Vncle. Whereupon Labay promiting vnto him what- 
ſoeuer humanitie he could imagine (as well in reſpect of their common anceſtors, as forthe loue 
he bare vnto his mother ; towards whom, although ſhe were abſent, he would expreſle his good 
affection, in ſhewing himſelfe well affected towards him that was there preſcnt:) he rold him 
then, that he would giue him rhe charge of his flocke, and make him maſter ouer all his ſhep- 
heards; and that when he ſhould thinke good to returne backe againe to his friends, he ſhould 
depart with ſuch rewards and honours as might well beſceme a friend ſo neercly allyed vato 
him as he was. Which when Jacob vnderſtood, he anſwered, That he would willingly endure 
any ſort of labour in Labans ſeruice,and thar his deuoire towards him would be a delight to him- 


ſelfe : bur that in licu of his labours, he required Rachel ro Wife ; who deſerued to be honoured lacobyor re- 


by him with no lefſe Title, for many cauſes; bur in eſpeciall, for rhar ſhe had brought him thirher: 


ayowing,that the lone which he bare vnto her,was the cauſe why he vicd thoſe ſpeeches. Labar chel for his 


(bei ng Wife. 
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—_ marriage,telling him,that he could not haue wiſhe fora better ſonne in law:and that if hewould 


2103: before ſojourne a while with him, he would make him Lord of all that his heart defired,eſpecially for 
ye " that he was no wayes minded to ſend his daughter among the Chanaanites;and that it repented 
\- him, that (by reaſon of marriage) his ſiſter had beene drawne thither. 7acob condeſcended vpon 
theſe conditions, and couenanted to abide with him for the ſpace of ſeuen yeeres (for he deter- 
mined to ſcrue his father in law during that termeof yeeres, to the end, that hauing made proofe 
of his vertue,it might the better appeare what he was.) Now the time which was couenanted 
betweene them being expired, and Jacob CY the contented poſlefſion of his loue which 
was promiſed him, Labaz prepared a nuptiall feaſt : and when the night drew on, and 1acob leaſt 


Iacobin ſtead ſuſpected, he bringeth his daughter, leſle faire in face,and more elder in yeeres,and layeth her by H 


of Kachel;ly- hjm; who deceiued with the darkeneſſe,and for that he had drunke liberally,lay with her : but 

—— day afterdiſcouering the deceit, hequeſtioned with Zabar,and accuſed him;who asked him 
pardon, alledging the neceſſitie which inforced him to doe that which he djd. For, he had nor 
brought in Lea vnder intent to deceiue him,but that the cuſtome of the countrey compelled him 
thereunto : yet that the ſame ſhould no wayes hinder him, but that he ſhould enioy Rachel, and 
receiue, ſee, and haue vie of her, after ſeuen yeeres more were fully expired. Herewith 7acob 
grew pacified,and ſuftercd himſclte to be perſwaded(in that the loue which he bare vnto Rachel, 
{ſuffered him to doe no otherwayes) and when the other ſeuen yeeres were expired, he married 
Rachel. Now, both of theſe had two chamber-maids,which their father had giuen them : Leas 
maide was called Zelpha,and Rachels,Bala ; who were no {laues,but onely ſubjects. Lea was tou- 
ched with great griete, in that 7acob bare greater affeftion to her ſiſter then to her ſelfe, bethin- 
king her oftentimes, that if ſhe might haue children, ſhe ſhould be better eſteemed and beloued 
by her husband: for which cauſe he continually beſought Almightic God;that it might pleaſe 
him togiue her iſſue : whereupon it happened that God gaue hera ſonne,and 7acobs affeftion was 
turned towards her ; for which cauſe ſhee called him Rabey, that is to ſay, the ſonne of Viſton, 
becauſe ſhe had obtained him through the mercie of God. 

Theexplicai- After him ſhe bare three children; $7meon,(whoſe name {ignifieth, that God had heard her) 

on andnames Zeyj (which is as much to ſay,as the firmeneſle of ſocietie) and laſt of all TIuda,(which fignifieth

| Rube2,che eldeit of all the ſonnes of Lea,brought his mother Apples of Mandragora ; which 
Thejeere of when Rachel had perceiued, the delited her to giue hera part thereof, in that ſhe longed to taſte 
woeld ir M of che ſame: whereanto Lea would yceld no conſent, replying, That ſhe ought to content her 
the Natiuitie felte, in that ſhe had the prerogatiue in loue, in reſpe& of both their beloued, which was 7acob. 
of chrit175”* Rachel mollifying the heart of her ſiſter with kind words, ſaid vnto her, That ſhe would be con- 
Genzz. tent that Zacob ſhould lye with her for that night ; which 7acob aarngues for the loue of Rachel: 
and Lea once more had children, namely, 7ſachar,(which fignitieth, Come by hire) and Zabulon, 
which importeth a pledge of good will ; beſides whom, ſhe had a daughter alſo, called Dina. 
Not long after this, Rachel lay with 7acob,8 brought forth a ſonne, who was called 7oſeph;which 
name fignifieth an addition. During all this time (which was for the ſpace of twentie yecres) 
Jacob,with his Zacob had the gouernment of his father in lawes flocks : but afterwards he thought good(accom- 


þ voy = panied with his wiues) to returne to his owne inheritance : which when his father in law percei- 


flye wichour yed, he would in no ſort giue his conſent thereunto ; for which cauſe, he couertly determined to 


-—+——x forſake him. To this intent he madetriall of his wiues,to ſee how they were affected rowards his 
Rache] bea- 


mn ld thoſe gods which were honored inthat country,fled away with her ſiſter; who both of them led 


fathers houſe. With them all their children on both ſides, their handmaids, with the reſt of all their ſubſtance. 
ES Tacob alſo draue away the moitie of the cartell, without the witting or will of Laban.” Rachel alſo 
pr lacdb, bur Dare with herthe Images of the gods,althogh ſhe had bin taught by 7acob to contemne them,and 
God deliue. - yeeld them no honor: but ſhe ſuppoſed,thar if Labay purſued & ouertook them, in hauing recourſe 
upon to them, ſhe might obtaine pardon. Bur Zaban,a day after the departure of 1acob and his wiues, 


had

The next day, after that Laban had receiued this Oracle from the mouth of God,as ſoone as 

it was day he called 7acob vnto him, to the end they might conterre together (hiding nothing 


from him which the night beforc he had beheld in his dreame.)As ſoone as 1acob was come vn- 


B to him vnder ſafe condud, he began to accuſe him; alledging that he had receiued him into his Labans accu- 


houſe, at ſuch time as he came vato him being poore and naked of all meanes: and how he had _ againſt 
giuen him great aboundance of goods. I haue (faith hee) giuenthce my daughters in marri-. 

age, hoping by thatgmeanes to increaſe thy loue towards me more and more; but thou haſt had 

neither reſpect of thy mother, neither of the acquaintance or parentage betwixt thee and mee, 

neither of the wiues which thou haſt eſpouſed, neither of thy children whoſe grandfather I am 

but haſt dealt with me after an iniurious and hoſtile manner, driuing away that which apperrai- 

ned vnto me,ſeducing my daughters to abandon himthar begat them,and carry away my houf- 

hold gods with them,which both I and my predeceſfours haue fcrued and honoured ; and euen 


as much,as men of warre would not haue done vnto their enemies,that haſt chou done vnto me: 


| C yeathou thatart my kinſman, my ſiſters ſonne, the husband of my daughters, my pledge and 


my familiar ſeruant,haſt dealt thus with me: On the other {ide /acob alleadged for himſelfe,that Iacobs ane: 
God had not onely made impreſſion in his heart, but thar allmenalſoare wholly addictedro the * Fabans 
loue of their countrey;and that after ſo long ſpace of rime, it ſeemed good vnro himto viſit his 
natiue ſoyle. And as concerning that crime (faith he) which thou obiecteſt againſt meas touch- 

ing the prey,if any other bur thy ſelfbe Indge,thou ſhalt be conuicted to haue dealt vniuſtly with 

me: for whereas thou oughreſt to haue rewarded me, forthe maintenance and increaſe I haue 

made of thy goods, haſt thou not done vs great wrong to enuie vs a little part and portion ther- 

of? Andas concerning thy daughters,know this,thar they hauenot tollowed me by reaſon they 

hauc been conueyed away by ſubriltic,but vnder that loue and duty which married wiues beare - 


D vato their husbands: they doc not therefore onely follow me, bur they come after their chil- 


dren. Theſe things alleadged he for himſelfe. Further he replyed and accuſed Laban, becaule Iacobs accu- 

that being his mothers brother,and hauing giuen his daughters to wite,he had notwithſtanding Aion again® 

bitterly vexed him by his ſeuere commandements, vnder which he had beene obedient during ; | 

the ſpace of twenty yeeres, that the troubles he had endured vnder colour of marriage with Ra- 

che! had beene cumberſome vnto him; yer notwithſtanding that it was bur a trifle in reſpec of 

that which he ſuffered afterwards; which, had he borne him an enuious affection or hoſtile ha- 

tred, he could very well haue eſcaped. In cffe& Laban had dealt moſt malicioufly with Jacob. Labans ſubrili 

For ſecing that God aſſiſted him inall that he enterprized, Laban promiſed to giue him all the daling with 

cattell that were borne white, and ſometime that which was brought forth blacke:and when as © * 

that which 7acob had named and choſen did increaſe, then did not Laban performe his promiſe 

vnto him, but deferred him ouer to the next yceeres increaſe, by reaſon he had alwaies a reſpect 

of the greater flocke, and promiſed that which he hoped would not come to paſſe, and which Labans coue: 

if it fell contrary, he was ready to infringe. And as touching the gods,hetold him that he might pane wah 

make ſearch for them.

This condition did Labaz accept : but Rachel vnderſtanding thereof, thruſt the ſaid gods 

intoa ſacke, and made them to be carried on a Camels backe, and ſhee fat vpon them, faying, 

that ſhe was indiſpoſed, by reaſon at that time ſhee had her naturall purgations. And for this 

cauſe Labaz deſiſted from ſearching any further, ſuppoſing his daughter being ſo affected would 

not conceale or ſer her ſelfe ſo neere things that were fo ſacred : and he made a couenant with 


: Jacob, thatrnone of them ſhould call to remembrance the interchangeable vnkindnefles that had

(ne V-r. Tacob attained to that felicitie,that ſcarcely any other had bcene ſo happy ; for he ſur- 
paſſed all the inhabitants of that countrey in riches : and by reaſon of the-yertues of his 

pehenck cluldren, he was both cnuicd and regarded. For,they were accompliſhed in all pertecti- 
vitiex658. OnsS,animated and endowed with ſtout hearts, prepared tocxecute any worke of the hand, and to 
S—V> endureall ſorts of trauaile : finally,all of them were furniſhed with knowledge and providence, 
Hedio &Ruf- But.God had ſuch care of him,and ſo diligently procured and turthered his good fortunes,that 
tinus;chap.z. that which ſeemed vnto him to be griefefull and contrary, he brought to an iflue proſperous for 
him;andencreaſefull for his riches; and brought to paſle,thar both he and his children were the 

firſt motive toour anceſtors to forſake the Land of Agypt, for that cauſe which here enſueth. 

Jacob hauing begotten Zoſeph of Rachel, loued him entirely, both in reſpect of the beautic of his 

body, as alſo of the ornaments and vertues of his ſpirit : and beſides both theſe, his prudence, 

wherein he our-ſtripped all his other brothers. This cordiall affection of his father,moued enuie 

Iacobs fonnes and hatred amongſt his brothers towards him. And beſides theſe, the Dreames which he had 


== a ol ſeene,and told both to his father and brerhren ; which tore-prophecied vnto him a ſingular feli- 

feph. citie. For, it is the common cuſtome of men to be jealous of their proſperitie, with whom they 
are familiar. 

Ioſephs Now the Viſions which 7oſeph ſaw in his Dreame,were theſe. Pcing ſent by his father,in the 


Dreame. = =companie of his brothers,to reape Corne in thetime of Harueſt, he ſaw a Viſton (farre different 
from thoſe which accuſtomably happen in ſleepe) which(as ſoone as he awoke) he told vnto his 
brethren, to the end they ſhould interpret it. He told them therefore, that he thought in his 
Dreame the night paſt, that his ſhcafe of Corne was ſettled ina place where he had fixed it, and 
that theirs ranne towards his,and worſhipped the ſame. Which Viſion of his, ſecmed to fore- 
tell him of his ample fortune; and how he ſhould obtaine the Lordſhip ouer all of them. Bur 
they concealed all theſe things from 7oſeph; making ſhew,that they could in no ſort interpret rhe 
Dreame: but being by themſelues apart, they breathed forth contrarie imprecarions ; wiſhing,

Which Vition he revealed to his father, in the preſence of his brethren,(withour ſuſpirion Cv 
ofany hatred in them towards him) and beſought him to interpret vnto him the meaning there- ——_ = 
of. Now as touching Jacob, he greatly rejoyced at this Dreame, by reaſon he conceiued in his Moone, and 
mind the interpretation thereof, and (in comparing and alluding his conjectures not raſhly, but —q 
with prudence) he rejoyced at thoſe great matters which were ſignified by that Dreame: which ration of lo- 
fore-told,rhar his ſonne 7oſeph ſhould be highly fortunate, and happy; and that the time ſhould 2s dreame. 
B come, in which his father, mother, and brethren ſhould honour him, and worſhip before him. 
For,he compared the Moone(which ripeneth and encreaſethall things that grow)to his mother; 
and the Sunne(which giuerh forme and force) to his father. And as touching his brothers;who 
were elcuen in nungber,he compared them tothe eleuen ſtarres,(which receiued their forceboth 
from the Sunne and the Moone.) Neither did Zacob, without judgement and conſideration, ſo 
interpret this Viſion. Burt Toſephs brothers were highly aggricued at this preſage,conceiuing as 
hainoufly and hatefully thereof, as if this felicitie had beene portended to a ſtranger, and not to 
their brother, with whom they might equally partake his good fortunes whatſoeuer, being as 
well allyed in felicitievnto him, as in conſanguinitie. Whereupon they refolued on his death lofephs bros. 
and deſtruction : and hauing complorted theſe counſailes amongſt themſclues, and gathered in hers complot 
C their Harueſt,they retyred themſclues with their flockes, towards Sichem,(which was a part of $ichema fir 
that countrey) very fir to nouriſh and feede their cattell ; where they kept their lockes, without placetograze 
giuing any notice of their departure to their father. But he perceiuing that no man came from 7

Pucpnar. Al liberall Sciences, ſuffering him to liue,not after a ſeruile,bur liberall manner,and committi 


ynto his charge the care of his houſehold ; all which fauours he made vſe of. Yet was he no 

wayes diuerted, by theſc his priuilcdges and promotions, from his innated vertue ; teſtifying 
Puiphars hereby, that prudence doth not ſubmir roaduerſe fortune,ifa man vſe the ſame orderly, and nor 
wif ſolicirerh at that time onely when fortune fawneth and fattereth.

About this time had hee already attained to thirty yeeres old , beeing held in great honour 
by the King, and was for his incredible prudence,ſurnamed by him ?ſonrom phanechus,which ſig- 
Tofeph marri- Mificth the diſcoucrer of hidden things:he was alſo honoured with a Wite of great dignity: for by 
eth awife in the procuration of the King,he tooke ro wite a Virgin,daughter to Putzfar the Heliopolitay prieſt, 
Egypron .. Whoſe name was 4ſazeth, by whom he begat children alſo, betore the famine began in Egypr. 
gar Manaſſes The elder of whom was called 2araſſes, which ſignifierh Obliuion(becauſe attaining berter for. 
and Ephraim. tune, he grew in obliuion of his former mifery:) but the younger was called Ephrain (which ſig- 
nifiech Returne, for that he was reſtored to the liberty of his anceſtors. ) Now when as accor- 
ding to Joſephs interpretation , the ſeuen yeeres of plenty and affluence were ouerpaſſed in E- 
gypt; the eight yeere of famine beganne ro infelt the land, and for that the euill was vnexpeted,

yp, the headlong multicude gricuouſly trauclled with hunger and miſery,began to flocke about the 


in Egypt, 
Kings gatcs and garners. Hercon the King called for 7oſeph, who preſently diſtributing graineto 
thoſe that wanted it,became without controuerſie, the father and conſeruer of the comminaltie, 
Neither did he onely make merchandize with thoſe that inhabited that countrey: but with ftran- 
gers alſo, deeming that the, whole race of mankinde was allied the one with the other; and that 
it was conucnient, that ſuchas wanted, ſhould be ſuccoured by their meanes who had better for- 
tune. And becauſe the/ſame calamitie both opprefled Chanaan and other Kingdomes of the 
Lacob ſendeth World, acob alſo ſent all his fonnes into Egypr to fetch corne; (as ſoone as hee vnderſtood that 
his ſonnesin- ſtrangers alſo had liberty to trafique in that place) onely with himſclte he retained Beniamin , 
ls oo whom he begar on Rachel, and who was brother german vnto 7oſeph : who as ſoone as they arri- 
ued in Egypt, repaired vnto 7oſeph, beſeeching him that they might be permittedto buy corne, 
Gen.43. (for nothing was done withour his expreſſe command) for euen then found each man fit occaſi- 
on to honour the King , when they bethought rhemſclues how to honour 7oſeph. Hee taking 
knowledge of his brothers, who thought on nothing leſſe then of him (by reaſon that in his 
youth he was ſold away by them, and age had altered the lineaments of his face; and befides, no 
one of them might ſuſpect that hee had attained to fo great dignitie :) determined to trie and 
tempt them, to the end hemight the better gather how they were affe&ted. For he both denicd 
them his licence to buy corne,8& commanded them alfo to be apprehended tor ſpies,telling them 
that they were gathered of diuers nations,and that they fained kinred : for how can it be(faith he) 
that a priuate man ſhould bring vp ſo many worthy ſons; which felicitie ſcarcely and very ſel- 
loſeph foun- dome is granted vnto Kings 2 This did he, to the end he might gather ſome intelligence of his 
der his bro- father, and in what eſtate hee liued, during the time of his abſence; and what was become of 


— Beniamin his brother: for he was ſore afraid, leſt they had offered the ſame hard meaſure to the

eſtace. and for that they ſaw their accuſation muſt be anſwered; Rewber the eldeſt of them, began after this 
Bubers 50 manner to plead their common cauſe.

name,is 7acob ; by Nation,an Hebrew : who begat vs,his twelue ſonnes;on foure women: who, #fre Chrifts 
whule they all were 1n faferic,our affaircs were fortunate and proſperous ; but one of them being OS 
dead, whoſe name was Joſeph, our domeſticall fortunes began to grow to ruitie. Our father lan. WW 
guiſherh in continuall lamentations, whoſe teares doe no lefſe afflict vs,then in times paſt thevn- 

timely death of our deareſt brother did affe&t vs.Now are we come to buy Corne,hauing left in 

our farhers cuſtodie the yongeſt of our brothers,called Beniamin. That thus it is,if ſo thou pleaſe 

to ſend any one vnto our houſe,thou mayſt be afſured. Thus ſpake Ruben, both on his owne and 


his brothers behalfe, whereby he might exempr from Joſeph his ſiniſter opinion of them : who 


HERB knowing that borh his father and brother were in health, commanded themto be ſhur in priſon, Ioſeph com- 


vnder pretence to call them to further examination, vpon his better leyſure, Some three dayes 2d his 


after (calling them before him) he began thus : Since (faith he) you proteſt, that you came not priſon. 
hither into this Kingdome on purpoſe, either to prejudice the King,or worke Treaſons towards 
the State,and that ydu pretend your ſelues to be the ſonnes of one father; you ſhall induce me to 
belecue, that your allegations be truc, if leauing ſome one with me as pledge of your loyalties, 
(who ſhall be well entertained ) you beare hence your defired Corne vnto your father, and re- 
eurne againe varo me, bringing with you your brother, whom (as you ſay) you left behind you: 
for this ſhall be an Argument, that you faine not. Amazed at theſe words, and ſuppoſing thar 
their extreme calamitie was at hand, they lamented their fortunes ; oftentimes expoſtulating a- 


t IC mongſt themſelues, thar the dire reuenge of their brother,oppreſſed with vndecent tyrannie, was 


fallen vpon them. Moreouer, Rubez reprchended their too late & vnprofitable peniteucie, ſaying, 

That thoſe afflictions which God (the juſt reuenger of innocencie) had inflicted on his impious 

brothers, were conſtantly to be borne. After this manner ſpake they one vnto another, ſuppo-. 

ſing that no man was preſent who vnderſtood the Hebrew Tongue : and they all lamented, be- 

ing inwardly touched with the words of Ruben ; and condemned their perperrated wickednefle, loſephs bro- 

as if they had not bene the authors of the fact : for which, at that time, they thought that God F< repent 

did moſt juſtly puniſh them. 7oſeph beholding them in this perplexirie,vnable to difſemble any cuill they had 
longer his brotherly loue,in thar the teares alreadie began to burſt our of his eyes, which at that fone 1959 


time he deſired to conceale,he departed from among them. 


- KEED Not long after returning againe vnto them, he retained Simeon with him, who in the meane Ioſeph ſen- 
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time ſhould remaine as pledge with him, vntill their back returnez and giving them licence to þ,qthers nd 


buy their Corne, he commanded them to depart : giuing withall a ſpeciall commandement to onely terai- 
one of his ſeruants,thar the mony which they had brought ro buy Corne,ſhould ſecretly be ſhur 2 Simeon, 
vp into their ſackes, and they permitted to depart; all which his ſeruant performed. Bur Jacobs 

{ſonnes returning into Chanaan,told their father all that which had hapned vnto them in Agypr, 

and how they were attached for ſpies,and rraitors to that country:and that when they proteſted, 

that they were brethren,and that the eleuenth was leftat home with their father,they would nor 

belecue them. Moreouer,that Simeon was left pledge with the Gouernour, vntill Benjamin came 

thither to giueteſtimony of their truth : whereupon they deſired their Father, without con- 

tradiction or ſiniſter conceit, to ſend their younger brother with them. But 7acob was diſpleaſed Iacob is fore 
with that which his ſonnes had done; and whereas hee was not alittle gricued that Simeon was S5£uee for 
left behinde,he thought it worſe then death alſo to be depriued of Bexramin ; and neither could ſence, and be- 
Ruben with his prayers (offering his ſonnes for pledges , rhat if any ſiniſter forrune ſhould fall <ul Benia- 
vpon Beniamin by the way,the Grandfather might reuenge him on his children) perſwade 7acob deparc from 
to yeeld conſent: butthey vncertain what to do,were more and more terrified, in that they found _ : 
their money incloſed in their fackes of corne. Now when cornebegan already to fatle themz ” 
Tacob being compelled by force of famine,determined to ſend Beniamm with his other brothers; 

forit was vnlawtull for them to returne into Xgypt , except they kept their couenant. And 

whereas neceſſity preſſed rhem daily more and more, and his ſonnes ceaſed not inſtantly to call 

vpon him; yet,as yet was he doubtfull and vareſolued: atlaſt Iuda, a man vehement by nature, Iacobsſonnes, 
began more liberally ro reprooue his father, in that he was too carefull of his brother,to whom rg - oy 
nothing might happen without the will of God, whether itwereabroad or at home : and that theirfather | 
without reaſon he had care of his ſonne Benjamin, in ſuch ſort as it was not poſlible for themro 70nd Bene 
get aughr our of Pharaos countrey which was neceſſary for their nouriſhment; thar he ought alſo them.

Thus ſhedding teares on both fides, 
7, they depart from their father, leauing him miſerably rormented for the health of his ſonnes;and 
his ſnnes COntrariwiſe ſuſpetting with themſelues, leſt through his abſence thcir father. ſhould be ſlaine 
with preſents with ſorrow. In this perplexitic ſpent they a whole day. Ar laſt, the old man remained in his 
ino/8/P- houſe wholly afflited;and they trauelling into &gypt,did mitigate theirpreſent griefe with the 
hope of better fortune : where no ſooner were they arriued,but they repaired vnto 7oſeph ; being 

fore afraid, leſt it ſhould be layd to their charge, that vnder colour of fraud and deceit they had 

carried away with them the price of their former Corne: which preſently, before 7oſephs ſtew- 

ard,they carefully excuſed, ſaying, That they found the money among their Whear ar tuch time 

Jacobs ſonnes AS they emptied their ſacks; which now,in diſcharge of theirtruth,they had brought back againe. 
arriue in But he denying that he cuer miſſed their money, and they being delivered from this feare, began 
BP > rar TO be MOre ſecure; ſo that Simeon was ſuddenly fer at libertie, to conuerſe*among his brethren. 
libertic. = Now,when 7oſeph was returned from the ferutce of the King, they offer him preſents: and inqui- 
ring of them, how their father did © they anſwered, that he was in health. Then perceiuing that 
Beniaminwas yetaliue, whom he ſaw among them, he asked, whether that were their yohger bro- 

ther? and hearing that it was he,he onely.vttered theſe words, That God had the prouidence of 

all things;and departed from them,being vawilling thatany of them ſhould {ce him ſhed teares, 

Toſeph in. Which he could not any longer containe. Inuiting them afterwards vnto a Banquet, he comman- 
——— ded them to fit downe in order,according as they were wont to doe when they were with their 
tethborh che father; and whereas he kindly entertained all of them, he honGred Benjamin with a double ſhare. 
andBeniamin After the Banquet, at ſuch time as they were all layd downe to reſt, he commanded the ſteward 
to meaſure our the Whear which cuery one ſhould beare away with him, and to hide the price 

thereof againe in their ſacks : but in Berzamins ſacke,he commanded him to put his Cup wherein 

as he moſt delighted. Which he therefore did, with intent to make triall of their loues rowards 
finus, chap.6, Beriamin; and whether they would ſtick vnto him, being accuſed of theft;or leauing him behind 
Gena44 as a malefactor,returne vnto their father,as it the matrerno wayes rouched them. Which being 
JoſephterP- done according as he had commanded it,early in the morning all 7acobs ſonnes aroſe,and taking 
mins brothers with them $:2eon, departed onwards of their journey ; rejoycing-as well at his reſtitution, as 
——_— Beniamins returne,whom they both promiſed and proteſted to bring back againe to their father; 
him. when behold, ſuddenly a troupe of horſemen roundly beſet them ; amongſt whom, was that 
Joſephs bre- {cruant who had hid the Cup inthe ſacke. Now they being troubled by this ſudden incurſion, 
in heir jour- Ad aSking them, why they ſet vpon'them whom they ſo lately had both inuited and entertained 
ney. ſo honourably 2 The Agyprians anſwered and exclaimed againſt them, calling them wicked 
voor xr a men, who forgetting their late benefits receiued, and 7oſephs gentleneflſe and humanitic, were ſo 
of theft, Wicked, as to returne him injuries for his courtefies ; threatning them, that they ſhould be puni- 
ſhed for their theft: and telling them, that although for a time they had deceiued the Miniſter 

of the Table, yet could they not deceiue God; and againe asking them, whether they were well 
in their wits, in ſuppoſing that for this offence they ſhould not be incontinently puniſhed 2 In 
theſe,or ſuch like {peeches,the ſeruant inſulted ouer them. But they, who nothing ar all ſuſpe- 
Ctcd this ſubtiltie,accuſed him, ſaying, That they wondred at the mans intemperancie, who durſt 
ſo raſhly accuſe them of theft, who did not keepe backe,no,not the price of their Corne,which 
they found in their ſacks, whereas none but themſelues knew aught of that money; ſo farre were 
they from purpoſely offering any wrong. Yet inthat they thought this inquiſition would better 
ſatisfic them,then denyall, they bid them ſearch their ſacks ; offering themſclues;cach of them, 
to ſuffer puniſhmenr,if any one of them were found guiltie of the theft. This ſearch which they 
offered, the Mgyprtians accepted ; yet referred they the puniſhmenr,to be inflicted onely on him 
who had done the injurie. Afterwards beginning to ſearch,and orderly looking into each mans 
fack,at length they came to Beniamin ; not that they were ignorant the Cup was hid in his ſack, 
but that they might ſeeme to diſcharge their dutie more cunningly. Now all the reſt being 
ſecured in themſclues, they onely as yet were carefull of their brother Beniamin ; they hoped 
alſo, that he would not be found guiltie of falſehood : for which cauſe, they more freely vp- 
braided their perſecutors;objeting vnto them,how through their importunitie they had beene 
hindered the better part of their journey. Now as they ſearched Beniamins facke, they found 
-the Cup: whereupon all the brothers began to mourne & lament, both bewayling their brothers

remned my humanity, or Gods proutdence,as that you durſt attempt and offer ſuch an hainous 
miury againſt him, who entertained you with hoſpitality,and diſmiſſed you with benefits £ T@ 
whom they anſwered, that they were ready to ſuffer puniſhment for Beniamin, calling againe. to 
their remembrance pſeph* injuries, ſaying: that he was happy, who delivered by death from life 
was exempt from all calamities;and that (ifhe liued) God inflicted that plague on them for his 
ſake. They ſaid alſo,that they were the plague and great misfortune of their father, becauſe that 
(to his former ſorrow, which he had conceiued euen vntil that time, of 7oſephs death)they had al- 
{o annexed this new miſery: neither did Rube deſiſt to reprehend them in bitter manner of that 
wickedneſle which they had committed. Bur 7oſeph told them that he diſmiſſed them all(faying 
that their innocency was approoued vnto him)and that hee onely would be contented with the 


C Lads puniſhment : For(faid he) neither is it reaſonable that heſhould be delivered for the loue of 


thoſe who had not offended: neither that they ſhould bee puniſhed for him, who had done the 
theft.

D mency. For which cauſe we beſeech you, that you will not onely have compaſſion of vs,but of << 


your owne nature, and that in this caſe you would be pleaſed to rake counſel], not of your juſt < 
indignation,but your natiue goodnefle: gouerning your wrath with a great mind, to which vul- < 
gar men both in great and ſmall occurrences, are-wont to ſubmit. Confider, I pray you, whe- «« 
ther it ſtand with your dignity to kill thoſe, who preſent thEſelues to be puniſhed,8 deſire inno << 
ſort ro-liue,except it be by rhe benefir of your mercy.Suffer not your felte to be depriued of this « | 
honour : that after you haue delivered vs from famine, and liberally furniſhed vs with corne,fo <« 
of your mercy likewiſe you haue permitted vs to returne vnto our family,being trauclled by the << 
lame perill,and to bring them home ſuſtenance. For one and the ſame bounty is it to continue cc 
them 1n life, who are trauelled with famine; and to forgiue them death, who haue merited itby << 
their offences: to whom their wickednefſe hath enuied that bounty which you haue heroically «< 
extended towards them. It is one and the ſame grace imparted by you in divers maners.For thou << 
ſhalt ſave thoſe whom thou haſt fed; 8 thar life which thou wouldeſt not ſuffer to faile by force « 
of famine,thou ſhalt redeliuer and giue againe: whereby thy clemency may'be more commen- < 
dable,whileſt both thou giueſt life, and thoſe things likewiſe wherby life is maintained. Moreo- « 
uer, T thinke that God himſelfe hath giuen thee this meanes to expreſle thy vertue, that ir = cc 
appeare that thou ſerteſt lighter by the iniuries offered vnto thee, then by thy will to doegood; <« 
and that thou art not liberall ro them onely,who are poore and innocent. For although it be a cc 
great praiſe to yeeld ſuccour inaduerſitics ; yet is a Prince no lefſe honoured by his clemency, « 
eſpecially in a cauſe thar concerneth his particular intereſt.

And whenas by this megns all theſe poſſeſſions came into the Kings hands;they went K 
WATT, to inhabit the one heere,the other there, to the end that the King might be more aſſured of the 
A great prot poſſeſſion of their land: the facrificers only were excepted, to whom the lands which they had, 
the King y remained intire. Finally,this neceſſity reduced both the bodies and minds of the whole nation in- 
this famine. to ſcruitude after ſuch a manner, that they eſteemed no labour or mcanes vnſcemely, that might 
{erue them towards the maintenance of their ſuſtenance.But when the famine ceaſed,8 thecarth 
watered by the oucrflow of the flood, began to gather her former fertility; 7oſeph viſiting euery 
city of the kingdom,& aſſembling the multitude in cuery one of them, reſtored them the profits 
of thoſe lands which they had fold vnto the King, and exhorted them to manure the ſame in no

| {| did, it gaue teſtimonic, thar ar ſuch time as he ſhould attaine to mans eſtate, he would manage 
e I © mightie things. When he was bur onely three yeeres old, God adorned and endowed him with 
an admirable audacitic. He was fo fatre and amiable, that there was not any one,how auſtere and 
4 inhumane ſocuer he were,which but in bcholding him,would not be aſtoniſhed. And it chanced 
alſo, that diuers, who encountred him as he was borne thorow the ſtreetes, turned themſelues 
abour to bchold him, and intermitted their other afftaires, onely to looke vpon him : for the ad- 
mirable and innated beautie which was in this Infant, did rauiſh all thoſe that beheld him: 
Whence it came to paſſe, that Thermuthzs, in that ſhee had no other iſſue, adopred him for her any > 
heire; and condufting him vnto her father,ſhee preſented him before him,ſaying,That ſhee was oF Thermu-- 
carefull of a ſucceſſor,by reaſon God had not vouchſafed him to haue any iſſue. For (fayth ſhe) this, danghrer 
I haue brought vp this Infanr, no lefſe excellent in wir,then diuine in beautic, and haue receiued 19 Phaa, 
D him miraculouſly, by the bountie and grace of Nilus, whom I haue decrecd to adopt my child, 
and to eſtabliſh him as ſucceflor to thee inthy Kingdome. This faid,ſhe deliuered the Infant into 
her fathers armes : who,after he had embraced and hugged him ar his breſt(to giue his daughter 
the more content) he pur his Diademe vpon the childs head: but Moſes pulling it from his head 
after a childiſh manner,caſt it on the ground,and ſpurned-it with his feete; which act of his was 
{uppoſed ominous to the Realmc,and dangerous for rhe King. Whereuponthe ſacred Secretarie 
(who had fore-rold, that his nariuitic would be the deſtruction of the Agyprians) willed them 
tO kill thc: clild, and enforced himſclte to enact it, crying out with a loud voyce, and ſpeaking 
vnto the King after this manner: O King,this child,by whoſe death God promiſeth vs ſecuritie, 
hath alreadie confirmed the preſage,inſulting ouer thy Kingdome,8: ſpurning at thy Diademe : 
L RE Take from the Agyprians thar feare which they haue conceiued through him,by his death; and — 
from the Hebrewes that hope, which they build on his courage and life. Bur Thermmuthzs haſtily Moſes oa 
conueyed and ſnatched him thence, and the King was not ouer-forward to lay hands on him,by geaty 
reaſon that God diſpenſed all things in that ſorr, in that he had a care of Moſes preſeruation. He 
was therefore very carefully brought vp: and in reſpect of him, the Hebrewes in generall were 
repleniſhed with good hope; bur to the Agyprians,his education both was ſuſpected and grud- 
gcd at: but by reaſon that if the Lad ſhould haue beene ſlaine, there was not any one; eyther 
akinne,or adopted,or otherwiſe wharſocuer, that had regard of the eſtate of the Xgyprians, they x 
abſtained from his ſlaughter:Being therfore thus borne,and after this manner brought vp;at ſuch Hedio & Rut- 
Wo time as he encreaſed in yecres, he cuidently,by his vertue, made it knowne vato the Agyprians, —_— 
M I F thathewas borne to abaſe their pride,8 to exalt the Hebrewes, by this occaſion which enſueth. 
The Ethiopians, who confinevpon Zgyprt,hauing ſpoyled & deſtroyed the country round about 
them,ſpoyled and made pillage of all the goods of the Agyprtians ; who,incenſed againſt them 
| tor the wrongs and injuries which they had offered, leuied an Army, intending to reuenge them The Xgypci- 
| of that diſgrace which their enemies had offered them : bur in the batraile they were all put to Tenn 
| flight,ſo that ſome of them were ſlaine ; and the reſt ſhamefully flying, returned with ignominic Ethiopians, * 
worſe then death, into their owne country. The Ethiopians made proud with this good RT, 
in(tantly 
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inſtantly purſued them; and ſuppoſing it a cowardly part in them,not to take the benefit of their 
preſent good fortune, and conceiuing an aſſured hope of conquering Feypr, they generally wa- 
ſted the ſame: and hauing taſted of the ſweerneſle of pillage,without any temper or moderation 


in their victorie, they were incenſed to attempt greater matters. And whereas they perceiued, 
that hauing waſted all rheir neighbour Regions, no man durſt ſally our, to encounter them in 


Armes,chey marched forward toward Memphis;euen vnto the Sea; arriuing ncereno Citie that

eyther had the heart,or durſt make head againſt them. By which calamities,the Agyprtians be- 
ing oucr-ſore oppretſed, they lead one to aske counſell of rhe Oracle,in what manner they might 
preuent their muſcrics ; and when as an anfwer was giuen them, Thar they ſhould chuſe an He- 
brew to affiſt them in the warres, the King commanded his daughter to giue them Moſes ; who,

Moſes fo be £0gether wich the Empire,might gouerne the whole Armie, Shee taking an Oath ot the King, 
their Cap» Thar no injurie or violence ſhould be.offered him,deliuered him into his hands ; eſteeming it to 
Pm be a great good fortune for Moſes, that he was called to the ſuccours of her countrey : and con- 
trariwiſe, thee blamed the Sacrifticers, who were not aſhamed to demand HB aide and afhiſtance, 
whom they had fore-judged,and adjudged to be flaine as their common enemic. But Moſes ex. 
| horted by Thermuthis and che King, willingly rooke the charge vpon him. Whereat the Pricfts 
of both Narions were very joytull : for the Zgyprtians hoped, that when by his vertue and va- 
lour he had ouercome their enemies, they afterwards might more eaſily diſpatch and murther 
him,by ſome Treaſon and fiaiſter mcanes ; and the Hebrewes conceiued a hope, that they might 
depart out of Agyprt.,by reaſon that Moſes was the Generall of the Army. roſes therefore ma- 
Moſes mar- King haſte ; before ſuch time as the eacmics had any notice that he was diſlodged, he leuicd his 
age, ary Army , and conducted them, nor along the bankes of the riuer, but thorow the maine Land ; 
ans. wherein he made manifeſt his moſt admurable prudence. For the journey by Land being very 
dangerous,by reaſon of the mulcirude of Serpenrs, for the countrey thereabouts breedeth vp all 
forts of them,and ſome of that kind,as the like thereof are not ſeene inany place elſe, all different 
in proprictic,malignitic,and horrible forme; and amongſt theſe likewiſe there are ſome winged, 
and apt to flyc, who nor only offend thoſe that they encounter on the carth very priuily, but alſo | 
 towre very high in the ayre,who houer about to hurt thoſe that are not aware of them) hee, for 
the ſecuritie of his Army, and to the end he might march without any inconuenience, inuented 
this maruailous and admirable ſtratagem : For he cauſed rwo Panyers of Sedge to be made, in 
forme of Cofers, and filled them with certaine birds which were called 1bes, who are mortall 
enemies to Serpents, and before whom the Serpents flee ; and ſometimes, in flying from them 
like Harts, they are layd hold of, and ſwallowed by them. Otherwiſe theſe birds are managed 
and made tamc,and are not harmefull to any but ro Serpents:of whom I will now ceaſe to write 
any further,becauſe the Greekes doe alreadie know what kind of bird it 1s. 
Whea as cherefore he arriucd in the countrey of Serpents,he let flye his Tbes againſt the vene- 
mous bezſts, and made vie of them to encounter the other. And when he had marched in this 
Thevigorie ſort, he attained and ſurprized the Arhiopians, before they ſuſpected him ; and ſuddenly char- 
which V1 ging them, he ouercamethem in battell,ſpoyling them of the hope they had to conquer Egypt: 
gyptians had and entring the towns of Ethiopia, he raſed them,and madea great {laughter of the inhabirants, 
_ againſt che. The Agyprian Army hauing taſted the happie ſucceſle that happened vnto them vnder the 
Eeblopi® conduct of Moſes,iatermitted nor their occaſion ; eſpecially, for that they ſaw that the Erhiopi- 
ans were well-igh coquered, or rather wholly deſtroyed : and in the end hauing driuen them 
Saba, their euen vnto Saba,:the chiefe Citic of Echiopia, (which Cambyſes called Meroe, for the loue which 
_ 75 heborevnro his fiſter, who was ſo called) they beſteged them. The Citie was ſtrong, and very 
"HB hardto beaffayled,by reaſon of the riuer Nilus, which enuironed it round about : on the other 
fide,che rivers of Aſtapus and Aſtaborra did flow'in ſo frefhly,as they could neyther breake the 
courſe of the water, nor wade ouer the ſtreame : for the Ciric 1s builded in an Iland, enuironed 
with a ſtrong wall round abour ; hauing great rampiers berwixt the riuers and the walls builr,to 
reſiſt the inundations of the waters:which are the cauſe that the Cirie may be very hardly taken, 
alchough the oppoſite Army had found meanes to paſſe the water. Now, when Moſes was very 
- foregrieued that his Army profited nothing , by reaſon that the enemies durſt not encounter

requirera = Citie, and ſeeing how valiantly he fought and behaued himſclfe, and wondering at the exploits 
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med the conquerers, and happie in their warlike exploits and fortunate executions, were in the 
orcateſt extremitic of danger) ſhe was ſurprized with his lone: and for that this paſhon augmen- 
ted more and more in her, the ſent vnto him ſeucn of her moſt faithfull and houſehold ſeruanrs, 
ro offer him her loue,and entreat with him of marriage, The which he accepted;vndet that con- 
dicion, that ſhee ſhould deliuer the Citic into his hands ; promiſing her, vnder a folemne Oath, 
That at ſuch time as he were Maſter thereof; he would take her ro Wife, without falſifying or 
breach of his promiſe. The matter was no ſooner morioned,bur the effe&t followed. So,that ha- 
uinz ſurprized and conquered the Ethiopians, and after he had giuen thankes vato God,cAtoſes 
accomplithed the marriage,and ſent the Zgyprians backe againe into rheir countrey. Who con- 
ceiued an occaiion of hatred againſt Moſes,becauſe he had beene the cauſe of rheir ſaterie;and be- 
gan ſeriouſly to conſult and deuiſe amongſt themſclues, how they might betray him; ſuſpecting 
leit he,by reaſon of the happie ſuccefle he had had, ſhould begin to quicken and reuiue ſome al- 
cerations in Agypr. They accuſed him therefore of murther before the King, who alrcadie of 
himfelte had him inTufpition, as well in reſpect of the hatred he bare him for his noble carriage 
and courage, during ſuch time as hewas General, as alſo for the fearc he had conceived of the 
deltruction of Egypt, fore-told by his Pricſts, who inceſſantly incited him againſt Moſes - ſo 
that the King was vpon the point to Jay hands on him,and murther him. 

But he hauing intelligence of thoſe his practices,cſcaped and fled ſecrerly,flying trom his pre. 
{ence thorow the Deſart, by which the enemies leaſt ſuſpected that he ſhould haue fled: and al- 
though at no place in his journey he found victuals to ſuſtaine him, yer ouercame he his penurie 
by his patience. And arriuing neerc a Citie of the Madians, ſituate vpon the ſhoare of the Red 
Sea,(that was named by one of Abraham and Chetnra's fonnes) he fat him downe neere vnto a 
tountaine, refreſhing himſelfe, and taking his caſe, after his laborious journey ; for it was about 
Noone-ftead,and the Citic alreadic appearcd in his fight. In this place there befell an occaſton 
vnco him, derined from the manners and cuſtome of liuing, among the inhabitants of the coun- 
wcy ; by which he both expreſled his vertue,and found an opportunitie to better his eſtate. For 
whereas the Region is ſore trauelled with want of water, the ſhepheards had a cuſtome;to ſtriue 
which of them ſhould firſt poſleſle the Pits, for feare leſt the water ſhould be quire conſumed by 
others,before that they and thcir cattell had quenched their thirſt. To this fountaine therefore 
there came ſeuen Virgins, which were fifters and daughters of Raguel the Prieſt, whom the inha- 
bitants oF that place held in great cſtimation,who had the charge to attend their fathers flockes, 
for that it is the exerciſe wherein the Trogloditcs arc wont to exerciſe their women. Thele ha- 
ſted themſelucs to draw ſufficient water for theirtroupes into the Troughes,cxpreflely made to 
recciue the water; and when in the mcane time the ſhepheards came and ſurprized them, and 
droue away the Virgins,to the end they might be maſters of the water: Moſes ſuppoſing it a mat- 
ter vnworthy his honour, to ſuffer this outrage, and to endure, that by violence men ſhould de- 
priue Virgins of thcir right and intereſt;hedroue away the ſhepheards,who would hauc enjoyed 
that which appertained not vnto them, and gaue neceflarie ſuccours to the diſmayed maydens. 
Who as ſoone as they were returned into their fathers preſence, told him the outrage that was 
done them by the ſhepheards,and the ſuccours that they found by the hands ofa ſtranger; beſec- 
ching him,that the courteſie which he had ſhewen vnto them,ſhould not be forgotten, bur that 
11 ſome fort he might receine recompence. The father commending his daughters thankeful- 
ncfle towards their benefaor, commanded them to bring Ioſes into his preſence, to the end 
he might remunerate him according as he deſerued. As ſoone as he came into his preſence, 
Razuel told him, how his daughters had giuen him to vnderſtand , how kindly he had affiſted 
them : and hauing his vertue in admiration, he ſaid, that he had not aducntured himfelfe, nor 
done kindnefle to thoſe that were withour {enſe of rhe courteſies that were ſhewed vnto them, 
bur vato thoſe who were capable to giue him thankes ; yea, ſo readic to requite him, that the 
greatnefle of their requitall ſhould farre ſurpatle the meaſure of his humanitic. He therefore 
adopted him for his ſonne, and 'gaue him one of his daughters to Wife, and made him ſuper- 
intendent and maſter of his flockes(in which, in times paſt, the wealth and riches of forraine Na- 
tions conſiſted.) Aoſes hauing obtained this good torrune at 7etheglers hands ( for ſuch was 
Raguels ſurname) he abode there with him,and attended his flockes. Bur not long after he led his 
cattell to graze neere to the mountaine Sinai, which is the higheſt of all thoſe that are in thar 
quarter,and good for paſturage,by reaſon of rhe wholſome hearbs that grow therabouts:which 
notwithſtanding was not fed vpon before that time, becauſe the ſhepheards durſt not frequenr 
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bited that mountaine. There happened there vnto him a maruellous prodigie, which was, That a G

Moſes hauing 
no cauſe to diſtruſt that which God had promiſed him, and being confirmed by theſe things, 
whereof he was both an eye-witneſſe,and auditor; he required God, that if there were any occa- 
ſion to expreſſe the like power in Egypt, he would vouchſafe to further the effect : beſeeching 
him further, that he would not conceale his Name from him, to whom he had participated the 
hearing of his voyce, and the ſighr of his preſence; thar it mighr pleaſe him therefore to declare 
vnto him his Name, to the end, that when he ſhould offer ſacrifice vnto him, he might call vpon 
the ſame. God declared vnto him his Name, which beforetime had beene concealed amongſt 
men,and of which alſo it is not lawfull for me to ſpeake. Moſes wrought theſe fignes not only ar 


that time, bur alſo when or whereſocuer he thought it requiſit: by all which he gaue further cre- M 


dit to the fire which had appeared vnto him,8 Allred himſelfe,that God would be his fauorable

pilans,who had ſpoyled all their country; and how he had ſpared no trauell, bur ſuſtained all the 

charge of the warre,as iFit had beene waged for his owne proper Nation. On the other fide, he 

opencd vnto him the dangers which he had injuſtly ſuffered for his recompence. He afterwards #*94-5-7- 
diſcourſed vnto him that which had befallen him neere vnto the fountaine of Sinai, & the talke ner gr 
which God had in that place with him,and the (ignes in particular which had beene ſhewed vi- « jd Agypr 
to him,in confirmation of thoſe things whereanto he was enjoyned; exhorting the King,not ro 11,9 
Moſes made him ee, incttect, the ſignes which were ſh2wed vnto him neere to the mountaine of Moſes ſhews 
Sinai. Bur the King waxed wroth, and gricuouſly reuiled him; accuſing him, for that in times & Po 
paſt he fled away, for feare to be ſlaine in Egypt; and ar this preſent returned thither, vnder a | 
ſubtill pretext, cloaking his craft with Magick,and Inchantment, the more to affright him. And 
at the ſame inſtant he called into his preſence the Prieſts of Egypt, to let them {ce thoſe ſignes, 
and to make it manifeſt, that the Agyptians were exerciſed in thoſe Sciences : and that he onely 

was not Maſterin thoſe things,the which he boaſted to performe by Gods power, but that they 

were but deceirs and ſhadowes of maruailes, to deceiue the multitude. Whereupon the Prieſts 
calt-downe their Rods,and they became Serpents. _—_ bcing nothing mooued herewith,faid : 

O King,I deſpiſe not the wiſedome of rhe A2yprians;but I proteſt,that that which T haue done, © 

doth ſo farre furpaſle all their Magick and Art,as there is difference berweene divine & humane © 

things. I will therefore ſhew you,that that which I doe,is not by Inchantment,nor vnder colour © 

of apparant veritie,but by the prouidence and power of God.'This faid, he caſt his Rod vponthe © 

ground, commanding it to change it ſelfe into a Serpent : whereunto it obeyed, and wandering 

here and there, it deuoured all the Rods of the Egyptians, which ſcemed to be Serpents, vntill Moſes Ml 
they wereall of them conſumed ; and that done, roſes tooke his ſtaffe into his hand againe,and kg ofthe 
ic rcaſſumed his priſtine forme. But the King being neuer the more aſtoniſhed, (but the rather Agyprians. 
incenſed at that which was done) faid,that this wifdome and ſubtiltie of Moſes ſhould profit him 
nothing,which he vſcd indiſerace of the Agyptians. He commanded therefore the Ouerlſcer of 

the Workes, who had the goucrnment of the Hebrewes, that he ſhould remir-nothing of their pharao en- 
labour, but that he ſhould oppreſle them with more tedious and grieuous Tasks then they were —. voto 
wont to be pur vnto : whereupon (where he was wont to allow them ſtraw, ro make their Tyle goe gric- 
with) he forbare;afcer that rime, to giue them that allowance; and taxing them in the day time uous Tatkes, 
to follow their worke, he appointed them by night to find and bring in their ſtraw ; doubling 

thereby the weight of their former labour. Notwithſtanding all this, Moſes would neyther de- 

fiſt from his purpoſe, in regard of the Kings threatning, nor the continuall cry of his countrey- 
men,neyther was in any ſort appalled thercar ; but with a confident and vnappalled mind (in re- 

gard of both) he wholly intended rhis, to reſtore his-countreymen to their defired libertie. Hee 

therefore once againe accoſted the King, perſwading him to ditmiſle the Hebrewes, to the end —— 
they might repaire vnto the mount Sinai,and ſacrifice vnto God in thar place: forno leſſe(ſayth \70 rertua- 
he) hath he commanded,neyther can any reſiſt his will. For which cauſe,he aduiſed the King to deththe King 
cadeuour himſelfe (leſt he ſhould ſeeme to contemne his fauours) to grant the people free pal- + woe 
ſage; for feare, leſt if hee ſhould ſecretly forbid them the ſame, hee might accuſe and condemne 

himſelfe to ſuffer that which they in reaſon ought to endure, who reſiſt the will and workes of 


God. For to thoſe that ſtir vp the wrath of God againſt rhemſclues, all kind of miſhaps do flock 


and flow on cucry fide ; The Earth befricndeth them not, neyther ſmilerhthe Ayre vpon them ; 


their 
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their children are not begorten according to nature;bur all things oppoſe themſelues as enemies G 


and contraries againſt them. Moreouer he added, that the Bgyprians ſhould feele the plague, 
after that the people of the Hebrewes ſhould (in deſpight of their reſiſtance) depart out of their 
countrey. But in thar the King deſpiſed theſe words of Moſes,and would not be conuerted,moſt 
grieuous plagues fell vpon the Land of Agypt. (The which I will particularly ſer downe, by 
reaſon thar at that time the Agyprians ſuffered thoſe things, which nencr betore that time hap- 
pened to any other people ; and for that cauſe likewiſe, that I may teſtifie and declare,that Moſes 
hath not falſified orerred in any thing that he hath done : and beſides, for that it is expedient for 
men to learne and doe thoſe things which are agreeable ro Gods will, for teare Icft he being pro. 
uoked and incenſed againſt them,ſhould puniſh them for their vnyuſtice,) For firſt of all, by the 
commandement of God, the riuers ouerflowed with bloud, neither was it poſſible for them to 
drinke, (notwithſtanding they had no other fountaine of water) neither was the water onely co. 
loured like bloud,but when as likewiſeany one dranke thereof, it ingendred and procured in him 
diuers dolors,and grieuous gripings. Such was the water to the gy prians,but to the Hebrewes 
it ſeemed good and {iveer in taſte, without any wayes changing the nature thereof, Hereupon 
the King (not knowing what to doe,and ſeeing this ſtrange accident, and being afraid, by reaſon 
of the Agyptians) permitted the Hebrewes to depart. But no ſooner was this plague ceaſed, 
but he preſently changed his minde, and would not permit them liberrie to depart. For which 
cauſe, God ({ceing his ingratitude,and that he would not be warned,notwithſtanding he had de- 
liuered him from the former calamitie) he inflicted another plague vpon the Agyptians. He 
therefore ſent an infinite number of Frogs vpon them, thar couered and infected the whole coun. 
trey ; and the riuers were ſo packed and ſtored with them in ſuch manner, that they that drew 
water to drinke, found it altogether infeted with the putrifaction of them,dying and rotting in 
the waters : ſo that the whole countrey was full of filthy mud, by reaſon of the Frogs that de- 
faced and died on the ſame. They corrupted alſo their meats, mingling themſelues in their hou- 
ſes amidſt their meat and drinke, and creeping amidft their chambers ; from whence an odious 
ſtench exhaled, by reaſon of the multitude of Frogs that lay dead. Now, when the Egyptians 
ſaw themſelues ſo ſore preſſed with theſe cuils, the King commanded Moſes, that he ſhould take 
the Hebrewes,and that he ſhould depart. And as ſoone as he had ſpoken this, the multitude of 
Frogs vaniſhed,and appeared no more,neither on the carth,nor in the water, but that they retai- 
ned their accuſtomed nature. No ſooner was the earth deliuered from this Curſe,but Pharas for. 
got the cauſe thereof,and retained the Hebrewes anew : and (as if he had a defire to experiment 
the manner of diuers miſerics)hedenied them that ifſue which beforetime he had granted them; 
rather inforced thereunto by his feare,then forward good liking.For this cauſe, God once againe 
rewarded his fraud, by ſending him another plague : for a mulrirude of Lice ſwarmed from the 
bodies of the Zgyprians, whence the wretched men periſhed wretchedly ; neyther could they 
exterminate that race,eyther by bathings or inunRions. The King troubled with this calamitie, 


and fearing the ruine of his people,and bethinking him of the ſhamefull end thereof, he was con- 


ſtrained to remit the better part of his malignitie. For as touching the Hebrewes, he permitted 
them to depart ; bur (after the plague was appeaſed) he required at their hands, that they would 
leaue their wines and children behind them for pledges, till their returne: and by this meanes 
he prouoked Gods wrath more heauily againſt him, in thar he ſuppoſed to delude his proui- 
dence: as if it had not beene God, who (in the Hebrewes behalfe) had puniſhed them,but Moſes, 
that had plagued the Zgyptians. For God filled their countrey with many and diuers ſorts of 
beaſts, (the like whereof, before that time, had not beene ſcene in that countrey) which killed 
them vp, ſo that the earth became deſolate and vamanured ; and if any one amongſt them eſca- 
ped from death,they were afterwards deſtroyed by ficknefle. But notwithſtanding all theſe, the 
King ſtill continued obſtjnate in his wickednefſe,and diſobedient vnto God; permitting onely, 
that the women and men ſhould depart, and that their children ſhould be left behind them : bur 
God deſiſted not to puniſh his wickedneſle. by diuers and moſt grieuous plagues, farre more te- 
dious then the former, yea,ſuch as were diſperſed ouer all the people. 

For their bodies were grieuouſly tormented with VIcers, and corrupted inwardly ; and after 
this ſort,the greater part of the Agyprians periſhed.But when as the King was neyther modera- 
ted nor mollified by this plague, God rained downe Haile vpon them,(which neuer before thar 
time was cngendred in the ayre of Zgypt;and further ſo great,or rather greater then that, which 
falleth tothe Northward,ncereto the Pole Artique,in themidſt of the Spring)& ſpoiledall their 
fruit. After which, anarmy of Graſhoppers deuoured all thoſe buds and fruits which were vn- 
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offenced by the hayle; ſo thatall the hope which the Zgyptians had of their harueſt or fruite, FS 
was vtterly ouerthrowne. Thele aforeſaid afflictions had becne ſufficient to perſivade a man of the world, 
the meanecſt wit (except he had been a reprobate)to grow wiſe,and make vic of that which was 64 before 
moſt profitable for him. Bur Pharao knowing the cauſes ofthe ſame, enforced himſelfero reſiſt yj, hem” 
God, not onely through imprudence, bur for malice; ſo that voluntarily hce betrayed his com- WS 
momweale, Hee therefore commanded <379ſes, that hee ſhould leade away the Hebrewes with 

their wiues ; but that they ſhould leaue theirſubſtance behind them fora prey,in that they com- 

plained, that after all theſecalamities they had nothing left them. To whom Moſes anſivered, 

that hee demanded an vnlawfull matter, by reaſon that they wereto offer facritice vnto God of 

their prey or bootie. Now while thetime was ſpent in theſe conſultations, darkenefle altoge- 

ther deuoyd of light ouerftpred the land of &gypt, whererhrough they died miſerably inclo- The ninth 
ſing their eyes, by reaſon of the thickneſſe thereof, ſo that they were atraid leſt the fogge ſhould plagnc _—_ 
choake them : which becing diſperſed, after three dayes,and to many nights, 2oſes ſeeing that = 
Pharao would not rgpent, nor let the people of Iſrael depart, hee came vnto hum , and ſpake 

after this manner: As long as you ſhall reſiſt the ordinanceof God (who commandeth you 

to ſuffer the Hebrewes to depart)there isno meanes, whereby you may be exempted from theſe 

miſchiefes in doingthat which you doe. The King enraged at theſe words, threatned him to 

cut off his head , if once more hee durſt appeare in his preſence, to motion vnto him any ſach 

matter. Moſes anſwered him, that hee would no more ſpeake vnto him as rouching this matter; 

but that both himſelfe ,, and the chicfeſt among the Agyptians would exhort the He- 

brewes to depart:which ſaide, hee forſookehis preſence. Bur God intending to expreſle that he 
meant yet once more to plague the Xgyptians, and to conſtraine them to deliuer the He- a : 
brewes : he commanded Moſes to declare vnto the people , that they thould haue their ſacri- Moles. | 
fice ina readineſſe, and hauing prepared ir the thirteenth day of the moneth Zanthicus , to cele- 53010118 
brate the ſamethe 14. of the ſaid monerh(by the Agyprians called Pharmuth, and by the He- mongft the 
brewes Niſan, and Zanthicus by the Macedonians) and thar hee ſhould leade foorth all the He- ws. gg 
brewes,bearing with themall their goods. Whereupon hee who had the Hebrewes already in a das reſtifierh 
readinefſe to depart , and had diſtributed them by familics , kept them 1n one place, and in 

the ſame order: but when the fourtcenth day was come, all of them (addrefled to depart) made 


ſacritice,and with the blood ofthe lambe purged their houſes, beſprinkling them with branches 


KD of Iſope. And after they had ſupped,they burned the fleſh that remained,as beeing on rhe point 


to addreſſe themſclues to depart. Whercupon euen at this day wee retaine the faid cuſtome to La 
ſacrifice in like ſort; and do call this ſolemnitie Paſcha, wich is as much to ſay,as the paſſage;by ie Fromm 
reaſon that on that day God leauing and ouerpaſſing the Hebrewes without harme, ftrooke the nificth apal- 
Egyptians with ſicknes:for that plague in the night rime cur off all the firſt begotten in #gypr, ©... 
{o that by multitudes they that dwelt round abour the palace,aſlembled them 1n the preſence of plague, the 
the King, and beſought him to let the Hebrewes goe : for which cauſe Pharas calling for Moſes, eee hr rms 
gaue order that they ſhould depart the countrey, ſuppoſing thar as ſoone as they were gone, AZ- Egypeans 
gypt ſhould no more be afflicted with ſuch like plagues. Moreouer,they honored the Hebrewes 0 gy and 
with preſents, partly to the end they ſhould depart with the more expedition, partly for the ow Tekin 
neighbourhood and acquaintance {ake,which they had one with another. And as they departed, departourof 
the Egyptians wepr,and rcpented them of the euill vſage they had ſhewed vnto them: bur they F8wP* 
rooke their way towards Latopolis at that time defart,and in which place afterwards Babylon 

was builded.ar ſuch time as Cambyſes deſtroyed Egypt. The third day they came vnto Beelze- 

phon neere vnto thered ſea, and for that they wanted victuals by rcaſon of the defart,they rem- 

pered their mcale with watcr,and hardned it with a little heat,and made cakes, with which they 

ſuſtained themſclues for the ſpace of thirty dayes:for they had not brought any more victuall 

our of Egypt,but as much as would ſerue them for thattime,and that which they had,they diſ- 

penſed very ſparingly, rather feeding for neceſſitie, then eating with ſatety. For which cauſe in 

memory of that want, wee celebrate a feaſt for the ſpace of eight daies, which we call the feaſt 

of Azymes, that is to ſay, of vnleauencd bread. Bur it is not caſte to number the multirude of Ty. fear of 


them that diſlodged, if we confider the women and children; but of thoſe that were of full age, the Azymes. 


and fit to beare armes, they were in number ſixe hundred thouſand, — 
of Liras), 
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The Hebrewes depart out of F,zypt, under the conduct of M © s & s, 


hundreth and thirtie yeeres atter Abraham our father came into Chanaan, and in the 
two hundreth and fifteenth yecre after Zacob was tranſported into Xgypr,the cighteemh 
eere of Moſes age; who had Aaror to his brother, three yeeres elder then himſelte. They car- 
ried alſo with them the bones of 7oſeph, according as he had commanded his fonnes. Burt the 
Zgyptians repented themſelues, becauſe they had ſuffered the Hebreiwes to depart : the King 
alſo was very ſore mooued ; ſuppoling, that which was fallen vpon them, had happened by vB 
Moſes meanes : and they all concluded to purſue and follow after them. They therctore armed | 
themſelues, and furniſhed them with all their abiliments of warre, intending to purſue them, vn- 
der intent to bring them backe, if they might ouertake them : for they faid, that God would no 
more bedifpleaſed againſt them,for that alreadie they had giuen them leaue to depart. They ho- 
ped likewiſe very caſtly to bring them vnder ſubjeion, becauſe they were all of them difarmed, 
and wearicd with trauaile. They therefore enquired of euery one which way they held,and ha- 


T6. : y therefore forſooke Egypt the fouretcenth day of the moneth Zanth:cws, fourc 


ſted themſelues to follow them,although they knew the Region was very hard to traucll in;not 


onely for thoſe that were to march zn troupe, but allo for thoſe that were to journey one by one. | 
And therefore did Moſes conduct them this way, to the end,that if the Agyptians ſhould repent | 


them of their diſmifſion,and ſhould haſte them to purſue them, they might recciue the reward of I C Ge 


their wickednefle,and the breach of their promiſe. He choſe this way likewiſeleſt the Paleſtines 
ſhould vnderſtand of their departure, by reaſon they were diſpleaſed againſt the Hebrewes, be. 


cauſe of an ancient grudge which they bare them. Now doth Paleſtine confine and border vpon 


Agypt ; and therefore led he them not by the way that directly leaderh thither,but he intended 
to bring them inro Chanaan, by conducting them farre about, and thorow many calamitics ; to 
the end, that afterwards he might lead them to the mountaine of Sinai, where they might offer 
facrifice,according to Gods commandement. As foone as the Agyprtians oucrtooke the Iſrac- 
lites,they prepared themſelues to fight, truſting themſelues to the number which they had, and 
ſhut themſelues into a place of ſecuritic : for with them, there ſerued fixe hundreth Chariots, 


with fiftie thouſand horſemen,and two hundreth thouſand armed footmen. They had alſo ſtop- KD fir 


ped the paſſages, where-through they thought the Hebrewes might eſcape, encloſing them be- 
rwixt vnaccethible Rockes,and the Sea; on which place there abutteth a Mountaine, vatrequen- 
ted by reaſon of the dangerouſneſle of the way ; and by this meanes they excluded them from 
all hope of eſcape,or flight: For,on the'one fide they were ſhur in by the Mountaine, that exren- 
ded it ſelfe euenvnto the Sea; and on the other fide, by their Campe, picched and embarttelled 
before their faces,to cut them off from the Champaine, if ſo be they intended to flye that way. 
Sceing therefore that they were in no ſecuritie, but were hemmed in by the importunitie of the 
place, and by reaſon of their want,could not endure the ftege, and for that they could not finde 
any iſſue to flye from their enemics ; ncyther, alchough they greatly defired to fight, had they 
meanes to defend themſclues, becauſe they were diſarmed, Finally, when as they perceiued LIE 
that there was no hope of ſaferic left them, bur onely by their abject ſubmiſſion, they began to 
accuſe Moſes ; torgetting thoſe Prodigies, whereby God had forc-promiſed them their liber- 
tic: and fo farre forgot they themſelues, that after hauing ſtoned the Prophet, and through in- 
credulitie contemned Gods promiſes, they were reſolued to yeeld themiclues ſubject to their 
former thraldome. For they were exaſperated by the tcares of their wiues.and children, who 
expected nothing but death, ſeeing themſelues begirt with Rockes,Seas,and Souldiers, and left 
deſtitute of all hope of flight. But although the multitude were exaſperated againſt roſes, 
yet ceaſed he not to take care of them, and to thinke on God ; laying before their eyes that 
which he had ſaid in times paſt, as touching their deliuerance , and afluring them, that God 


would not ſuffer rhem to be ſubjected or ouerthrowne by their enemies; and ſtanding vp in the MP F 


midſt of them, he faid : If your affaires had hitherto beene managed by men onely, it were not 
amiſle in you to diſtruſt them, leſt hereafter they ſhould not bring them to their determined and 
your deſired iſſue, But in that at this tune you diſtruſt the prouidence of God, this ſheweth 
youto be without ſenſe, or vaderſtanding ; conſidering it is he that hath made you ſee all thoſe

Neyther ought any man 
Lederreyt to maruaile at this ſo wonderfull a diſcourſe, that thorow the Sea there ſhould a paſſage bee 
uided ir ſelfe, Found, to ſaue ſo many perſons in times paſt, and they rude and fimple, whether it were done H 
for Alexar- by the will of God,or that it chanced of it {clte ; ſince not long time agoe, God fo thinking it 
roger 8 200d, the Sea of Pamphilia diuided it ſelfe,to giue way to Mlexander,King of Macedons ſoul- 
thorow, diors,hauing no other paflage,todeſtroy the Empire of the Perſians. The next day the Agyp- 
ond ong tian Armes, tranſported by the force of the ſtreame,were caſt aſhore,into fhe Army of the He- 
drive the &- brewes : which when Coſes perceiued that it was done by the prouidence of God, to the 
\Lagrokrony intent they might not be diſarmed, he gathered them together, and furniſhed the Hebrewes 
brews Camp. therewith ; who afteriards led them to the mountaine of Sinai, to ſacrifice vnto God : and he 
offered him thankſgiuing for their deliverance, in the behalfe of the people, according as he

2p/F24&H 1 s new and vnexpcdted deliverance of the Hebrewes from their danger, 

\ was nota little obſcured by the wearineſſe and tediouſneſle of their journey, 
which they cndured in their trauaile towards the mountaine of Sinai : by 
a caſon thar the countrey was deſart, and inhabitable, deſtitute of Victuals, 
= A 9nd wholly depriued of Waters and not onely barren of that which ſerued 
oof) We) for the ſuſtenance of men, but alſo cucry wayes deſtitute of paſturage and 
RIPRI A proviſion for cattell: for it was not only dry,and viterly deſtitute of Water, 
but alſo depriued of all meanes to nourith and encreaſe fruit. Now they were enforced to pro- 
ſecute their way thotow this countrey, by reaſon they could not otherwiſe chuſe; ſo that they 
were conſtrained to beare with them the Water which they had drawne before ſuch time as 
they entred the Defart, according as their Captaine and Conduttor had commanded them : 
which being ſpent, they digged Pits, out of which they drew Water with great difficultie, by 
reaſon of the ſterilitie of the countrey : and further,the Water which they found in thoſe places 
was bitter, and no wayes fir to drinke; and that which was worlſe,very little in quantitie. Tra- 
uclling onwards of their journey after this manner, they arriued about the cuening in a certaine 


Z C place,which by reaſon the Waters thereabout were brackiſh,they called Mara,that is to ſay,Bit- 


rerncfle, There,wearied with their trauaile,and their prouiſton failing them,they began to be tra- 
uailed wirh necefſitie,fo that they reſolucd to ſtay inthat place;and the rather,in that they found 
a certaine Pit there,which although ir were inſufficient to farishe ſo great an Armie, yet for that 
grey found it in that countrey, it yeelded them no little confolation. For they were giuen to 
vnderſtand, thar if rhey trauailed onwards,they ſhould find no Water; and as touching the Wa- 
ter of thar Pit, it was fo bitter, and vnſfit for their drinking, that it neyther was agreeable with 
mens taſte,nor ſupportable for their very catrell likewiſe. Whereupon Moſes ſeeing them ſo diſ- 
comforted,neither knowing in what ſort to fatisfie them,in that he had not to deatewith an op- 
poſite Armie,or Enemie, to the end,to enforce and to repell them with valour; and for that hee 


D manifeſtly perceiucd, that not onely a troupe of valiant men,butalſoa multitude of women and 


children were like to periſh; he was very ſore perplexed,not knowing what to doc;and on him- 
ſclfe he heaped the calamitie of themall,as if himſelfe onely were to beare the heauie burthen of 
their miſerie; for all of them had their recourſe vate him, and to no man elſe : the women be- 
{ought for their children,the husbands entreated for their wiues,beſceching him to take compal- 
fton of their deſolations, and to furniſh them with ſome meanes to eſcape their miſerie. He ad- 
dreſſed himſelfe therefore in moſt humble manner to beſeech Almightie God, that it might 
pleaſe him to conuert the euill qualitie of the Water,and to make it potable. Which grace and 
fauour he no ſooner obtained, bur he tooke the end of his ſtaffe, and caſt it at his feet, and afcer- 
wards brake it in the midſt,and cleft it long-wayes,and calt it into the Pit ; giuing the Hebrewes 


} E to vnderſtand, thar God had heard their prayers, and that he had promiſed them,to giue them 


that Water they deſired,if ſo be they would obey him,and with alacritic and diligence pertorme 
that which ſhould be commanded them. And when they were inquiſitiue of that which they 
ought to doczto the intent the Water might be changed, he enjoyned euery one of them, that was 
of beſt ſtrength and abilitic amongſt them, ro draw Water ; giuing them to vnderſtand, that ſo 
ſoone as they had drawne out great ſtore of Water from the Pit, the reſtthat ſhould remaine, 
would be very good,and conuenient to be drunke, Whercin they trauelled in ſuch fort, that the 
Water,agitated & purified by often drawing,became potable,and retected thewearie multitude, 
Hereupon diflodging from thar place,they came to Helim,a country that afarre off ſeemed very 
picaſant, by reaſon that it was planted with Palme-rrees : but the neerer they approched it, the 


8 T more tedious they found it,(for there were no more rhen ſeuentic Palme-trees in that place, and 


they not very tall,or well growae,by reaſon of the drynefle and barrennefle of that country; for 
they were not watred by the fountaines,whereof rherewere twelue in thar place, neither did any 
one of them yeeld any moiſture,to giue them ſuſtenance) ſo that cndeuouring themſclues to dig 
vp the ſand, they could light on no veines of Water ; and if perhaps any lirtle deale appeared, it 
was ſo troubled by their digging, as it became vnfit to be taſted : neither did the trees beare any 
ſtore of fruit, by reaſon of the want of Water. For which cauſe, the whole multitude began to

he worlal For having marched for the ſpace of thirtie dayes, they had conſumed all that which they u

ofcrit.rsro Wholly ſurprized with deſpaire. Bethinking them theretore onely of that cuill which was be- V 
I fore their eyes,and forgetting the maruailes which God,by the miniſterie 8 prudence of Xoſes, h 
EXIF. had madethem both ſee and partake, they conceiued hatred againſt him,and were readie to ſtone V 
him to death,as if he had beene the author of that calamitie which oppreſſed them. But he per- { 
ceiuing the multitude fo enraged and incenſed againſt him, ſtrengthened himſelte in God ; and > 
warranted by the reſtimonie of a good conſcience, and the vprightnefle of his aQtions, he came n 
out into the middeſt of them z who reuiled him,and had gathered ſtones ro. caſt at him. And for C 
that he was adorned with a ſingular grace and alluring countenance, and endued with pleaſing HW B © 
eloquence, and fit to pacific the popularitic, he began to appeaſe rheir wrath; exhorting them, y 
not onely to forget their preſent diſhculties,but alſo to remember their fore-paſled bleſſings;not c 
permitting, thar the trauaile which they endured at that time, ſhould driuGour of their remem- O 
brance the graces and great good turnes which they had recciucd at Gods hands. He willed f 
them likewiſe diligently to expect their deliuerance from that extremitie, by the prouidence of Z 
God; who (as it were likely) made tryall of their vertue,to ſee what perſcucrance they had ; or V\ 
Moſes exhor. Whether they kept in their remembrance thoſe things which had hapned vnto them; or whether A 
rechchepeo- forgetting their fore-paſled pleaſures, they would ſuffer themſelues to he ſwallowed with their h

had done ya- ed : and how, cuen val that day,being diſarmed, they were by Gods prouidence both furni- tl 
rothem, ſhed and fortified abundantly. Againe,how often God had delivered them from apparant death Mt D 1 
and danger, beſtdzs all mens opinion ; who being All, and alwayes omnipotent, gauc them ar fi 
that time, no, not the leaſt ſuſpition of his affiſtance, For which cauſe, they were to ſuffer all y 
rhings patiently, and to imagine with them{clues, that the ſuccour, although it were deferred, V 
was neuer too late, which was receiued before ſuch time as the danger had preuailed : and foto O 
thinke, that God contemned not their perils, but that he made tryall of their fortitude and free [ 
loue,to ſee whether they were able and willing to abide the want of meat and drinke; or rather, tl 
whether after the manner of brute beaſts,they had leifer be trained in ſeruile trauaile, to the end R 
they might be glutted like them,and made the better able to endure their labour.

Whereupon God promiſed him to haue care of the people ; aſſuring ti 
him, to ſend them a ſpeedie and preſent deliuerance. Which when Moſes vnderſtood, he came fi 
downe vato the multirude : who perceiuing him altogether refreſhed with joy, by reaſon of MI F 0 
thoſe promiſes which he had received at Gods hands, exchanged their doleſome Jamentations h 
intoa habit of delight. He therefore ſtanding vp in the midſt of them, told them, that he broughr c 
vato them a moſt ſpeedic remedie forther preſent neceſſitic. And not long after, a number of V 
God ſender Quailes (which about the Gulte of Arabia myltiply and encreaſe, more then any other ſorts of \ 
_—_— _ birds) flew and croſſed the Sea ; and being wearicd in their flight, and accuſtomably accoſting

V x when the renowne of the Hebrewes waxed great, and was {pred in the cares of all 
Br. (ſo as the bruit thereof was heard in cuery part) it came to paſſe,that the inhabitants 
of that countrey were in very great feare : Whereupon (ſending Embaſſages the one vnto 

the other) they mutually incited themſelues to expell and vtterly ruinate the whole Nation, 
Amongſt the reſt,thoſe of the countrey of Gobol.and the Citie Pctra,(who are called Ama- 
lechites,a Nation very warlike,and more actiue then the reſt)were the chicte agents in this Expe- 
dition : whoſe Kings both encouraged one another,and whetred their neighbour Nations to the 
Ifraclites deſtruction; telling them, that a forraine Armie, flying from the thraldome of the A. 
ogyptians,had inuaded theircountry,whoſe increaſes were not a little ro be {fſpected: counſelling 
them (before they had gathered head,and recouered more meanes, and a Countrey to dwell in, 
and withall waxed more confident, by rcaſon of their forbearance) to charge them firſt, rather 
then to expect their increaſes, and fo to oppreſſe them ; eſtceming it a better point of wiledome, 
ro repreſle their inſolencie and frowardneſle in the Defart,then to expect whileſt they were poſ- 
ſefled of ftrong Cities,and rich meanes. For this (faid they) is the part of wiſe men,to reſiſt the 
vpriſings and power of their aduerſaries ; and not to expect, whileſt by dayly exploits they more 
and more increaſe; and rather to prouide to preuent,then deliver themſelues from perill. After 
theſe Embaſſages, it was decreed by generall counſcl], That they ſhould cndeauour to confront 
and aſſtult the Hebrewes. Theſe determinations and defignes of theirs, amated and troubled 
Moſes very much, for that he expected no hoſtilitic. When therctore he perceiued, that the 
people were affrighted and amazed,to fee themſclues (being wholly vnprouided) to be charged 
by fo ſtrong and well-furniſhed an Armie, he recomforted them, and willed them to bethinke 
themſelues of Gods promiſes, who by his power had ſet them at libertiezafſuring them,that they 
ſhould oucrcome all thoſe that made partie and head againſt them, to deſtroy them : wiſhing 
them to thinke, that though they were inferiour vnto their enemies 1n weapons, wealth, money, 
and munition,and ſuch like;yet fince they had God to friend,and readie to fight for them againſt 
their enemies,that they ought to conceiue ſuch courage.as if they were furniſhed with farre more 
then humane ſupplyes.Alledging further,that they were not ignorant,how great an afliſter God 
was, hauing had ſo often tryall of his goodnefle intheir greateſt dangers, whom both he knew to 
be an enemic to their enemies.and fauourable to their proceedings: which fauour of his,he moſt 
manifeſtly expreſſed,by his miraculous deliverance of them from hunger and thirſt,by yeelding 
them free eſcape, when they were ſhut in by Sea and mountaines : And that which ſhould moſt 


animate them to the fight and viRorie at that rime,was, That after this plunge, they ſhould want h 
nothing that appertained to a more commodious and peaceable life. roſes thus hauing encou- p 
raged the people by his words, he called vnto him the chicteſt of the Tribes, and every one of 4 
them that had the charge of them, both in priuate and publique afſembly,commanding the yon- [ME t 


ger to obey the elder, and the elders to be obedient to their Generall, But they contemning their L} 
danger, and deſirous of fight, hoped that this conflict would prooue the finall end of their cala- | 
mitie. For which cauſe, they inſtantly befought roſes to lead them forth againſt the enemie; 
praying him,not to dull the alacritie of the ſouldiers,by any vntimely delay. Whereupon (chu- 
ſing out among the whole multitude, fuch as were moſt fit tor Warre) he choſe 7eſzs, the ſonne 
of Nauers,the Ephraimite,to lead them ; a man valiant in Armes,and prouident in counſaile,and 
excceding in pietie, and not degenerating in that reſpect from Moſes,his Maſter. He alfo in ſuch 
ſort diſpoſed certaine Bands,that he might not in any ſort be cut off from Water : he left alſo fo ? 
many as might guard the multitude, and keepe the Campe and weaker companie. Thus ſtood . 
they all the night long in a readineſſe to take Armes,fuch as they had fitted tor them, expecting F p 
their Captaines,who ſhould lead them out to fight,as ſoone as Aoſes ſhould command them. M & 
On the other ſide, ®9foſes ſlept not, but inſtructed Zoſuah how he ſhould condu the Armie. Te.

Which when they had performed; the Hebrewes 

by maine force ouercame the Amalechites ; ſo that all of them had beene flaine, if fo be the 

chace had continued,and had not beene cut off by the approach of the night. At this time our 
predeceſors obtained a moſt happie and neceſlarie victoric : For they had the vpper hand ouer 

them that were embattelled againſt them,and aſtoniſhed and amated the Nations round about: 

and got great ſtrength and riches by their trauaile. For being ſeized of the enemies Campe; 

they generally gat great riches, and particularly were all of them relicued ; whereas before 

that time they had not neceſſarie meanes to maintaine themſelues. And this vidtorie of theirs 

was the cauſe of their very great good fortune, not onely for the preſent, bur alſo for the time 

to come : Fornot onely had they their enemies bodies vnder their ſubjection,butr alſo their ſpi- 

rits 3 ſo as they were feared by all the Nations round about. And they multiplyed both in 

ſtrength and riches ; for there was a great quantitie of Gold and Siler taken in the Campe.

Na commanded them to feaſt,and ſacrifice each one according to his abilitie, and fer 
forward the building of the Tabernacle. Firſt of all therefore he meaſured the outward 
court, which in breadth contained fiftie, and in length one hundred cubites, in ſuch manner as 
followeth. Hee raiſed pales of fiue cubites high,and twentie in length, from the one ſide to the 
other, and tenne in breadth;in the hind-f1de to cuery one of theſe pales or poſtes there were faſt- 
ned rings, the chapters whereof were filuer, and the baſes thereof gold, and the lower parts 
of theſe reſembled the points of a ſpeare made of brafle,and fixed inthe earth. Thorow the rings 
there pafſad certaine cords of fiue cubirs length , which on the one fide faſtned in the ground 
with brazen nayles of a cubits length, did faſten each of the pales,and defended the Tabernacle 
224inſt the force ofvinds. Then was there a moſt fine ſilken Curtaine drawne about the ſame, 
which hanging from the chapters of the baſes,and inclofing all that place,ſeemed to differ in no- 
thing from a wall. And after this manner werethe three ſides of the incloſure arounded. But the 
fourth fide, being of fiftie cubites, was the front of the whole frame;thedoore wherof was twen- 
ty cubirs wide,hauing on both ſides double barres in ſtead of poſts;and theſealfo were of filuer, 
except the baſes which were of brafle;and on both fides rhere ſtood three barres well faſtned, 
which were alſo hung round about witha Curtaine of wouen filke: bur at the gate there hung 
a vaile of twenty cubits long,and five deepe, wouen of purple, violet and fine ſilke, embrodered 
with divers lowers, without any figures of ſenſible creatures:within the gates there was a brazen 
Ewcr,with a foote of the ſame metall,wherein the Prieſts might waſh their hands and feet. And 
after this manner was the encloſure of the Court; In the midſt hereof he placed the Tabernacle, 
turning it toward the Eaſt, that the riſing ſunne might ſhine vpon it:the length therof was thirty 
cubits, and the breadth twelue; the one of the walles thereof was towards the South, another 
towards the North, but the hinder part was towards the Weſt; and it was as high as long; and 
on each fide there were twenty woodden plankes foure ſquare, and ioyned together, foure fin- 
oers thicke,and a cubit and a halfe broad,lined both within and without wich plates of gold;and 
cuery boord had two hinges, which were put thorow the two baſes that were of filuer,& in their 
ſockets receiued the hinges of the boords: the plankes of the weſt wall were ſtxe innumber, and 
gilded both within and withour, all of them ſo clozed rogether,as it ſeemed to be but one wall. 
But on both ſides there were certaine boords neerely ioyned together, which in breadth contai- 
ned the meaſure of one cubit and a halfe;and in thickneſſe;the third part ofa hand breadth; and 
{o made vp thirty cubits: but {ixe boords made vp the nine cubits of the hinder wall , to which 
were ioyned other two boords cut halfe a cubit broad, which they placed in thecorners in ſtead 
of whole ones: cuery, boord had rings of gold faſtned to the outward front thereof, riueted in 
order, and anſwering one another on cucry ſide. Thorow theſe rings were put certaine barres 
which were couered with gold, euery one fiue cubits long, which ioyned the boords together : 
and the end of cuery barre was pur into the beginning of rhe other, after the manner of a 
boxe. And on the backeſide of the walles of the Tabernacle,there was one ranke of barres pla- 
ced long-wiſe, paſſing thorow all the plankes, in which by hookes or haſpes, the ſides of either 
were held together,and riuetcd and faſtned one within the other; by which meanes the Taber- 
nacle was ſecured from the force of winds,and kept ſteddy and immoueable. Within,the length 
thereof was diuided into three parts: next to one part thereof conraining ten cubites, on the in- 
1de were placed foure pillars made of the ſame worke and matter,planted on like bales, and di- 
ſtant one from the other by equall ſpaces ouerthwart,beyond theſe was the ſecret place. The reſt 
of the Tabernacle was for all the Prieſts;and this tripartite diuifion of the Tabernacle reſembled 
the nature of the world, for the third part (which was contained within the foure pillars, to 


' Which the Prieſts had no acceſſe) did in a manner repreſent heauen the ſeate of God : but the 


ſpace of twentie cubires (which was onely permitted to the Prieſt, and was vnacceſſible to 0- 


thers) reſembled theſea and land. In the front where the entrance was, they placed fiue pil 


lars vpon brazen baſes; after theſe the Curtaines were ſpred about the Tabernacle, wouen of 
hlke,and embrodered with purple,violer,and ſcarler colours;the firſt of theſe was ſpred ten cu- 
bits euery way,and was drawn about the pillars,which ſeparated the Adyr from the other ſpace; 


and ſcuered ir from the fight of men;andall this Temple was called holy. As for the Adyrt that

this Curtaine or Veyle was pictured with all ſorts of lowers wiuch the earth bringeth forth,and the 
dincrſifed with all that which might giue it ornament ; but that there were no figures of living ag; 
creatures to be found therein. The ſecond Veyle equalled the firſt in greatnefſe, workmanſhip, co! 
and colour, and incompaſſed the fiue Pillars of the entry ; which reaching from the top to the fra 
middeſt of them,and faſtened to each of them by a certaine Ring,gaue accefſle to the Prieſts that WC 
entred the ſame, To this almoſt was there annexed on the out-{1de, another Veyle of like big- | by 
neſſe,and wouen of Linnen,drawnevpon Cords from the one {ide to the other, by meanes of cer- {ol 
raineRings;which was ſometimes ſpred,and other times(eſpecially on the holy-dayes)vnſpred, nat 
leſt it ſhould hinder the peoples ſight : on the other dayes(eſpectally ſuch as were cloudie)it was litt 
ſpred,and ſerucd for a couerture to defend the painted Veyle from the weather, Sithence, that yMW x to 

cuſtome hath continued,after the building of the Temple, that another ſuch like Veyle (as this) he: 
ſhould be ſpred in the entrance. Beſides this, there were ten other Veyles, foure cubits broad, Cat 
and twentie eight cubits long, with certaine golden hookes,enchaſed the one within the other,to An 
the end to conjoyne them, ſo that they ſeemed to be one ; which being ſpred, did couer the Ta- all 
bernacle in the vpper part, and the walls on the ſides, and behind ; not extending to the carth aſl 
within the comjuntl of a foot. Moreouer, there were eleuen other hangings of equall breadth, a l 
bur longer ; namely, cuery one of them of thirtie cubits, wouen with as great Art of Haires, as ba 


the other out of Wooll; which couering all the reſt,extending to the earth,reſembled the forme i 
of a Bed-chamber: one of them couered and extended from the front,which being the eleventh, FF faq 
was annexed to this vie. Theſe alſo were couered with certaine skinnes ſewed together, which || 

rotected the ſame againſt the ſtorme and injurie of raine. For which cauſe,to then that beheld | re: 
it from farre, it ſeemed a thing moſt worthie of admiration. For the colours of the Tabernacte 
did in no other ſort ſhine, then as if a man ſhould haue beheld the Heauens. But the Veyles of | 
haireand skinnes hung after ſich a manner, as that did about the entrance of the Tabernacle, ſet |

Eenſeu To. the Ephod is. This piece 1s called Eflen;that is as much to ſay, as Rationall (which wholly fil. 
gion, leth the ſpace that was left void by them thar haue wouen the Ephod.) And this piece is ioyned 
with the Ephod,and to euery corner thereof with buckles of gold, which are tied with a lace of 
Hyacinth applied to tic them rogerher with theſe buckles. And to the endthe ſpace berween the 
buckles bee not flacke , they filled the ſuture with a Hyacinthine threed : bur on either ſhoul- 
der two Sardonix ſtones enchaſed in gold (in ſtead of buttons) doe tie the hood or Ephod; in 
theſe are ingrauen the names of Tacobs ſons in Hebrew Characters, in cither ſtone fixe: ſo thar 
theelder of them were placed on the right ſhoulder. Moreouer twelue precious ſtones diſtinguiſh 
the Eſſen or Rationall it ſelfe,of excellent greatnes and beauty,which tor their ineſtimable price 
could not be bought by any priuate man. They were inchaſed three and three in foure ranks in 
certaine crownes of gold, to theend they might not fall out: in the firſt order was a Sardonyx, 
a Topaze, and a Smaragd: in the ſecond, a Carbuncle, a Iaſpis, and a Saphir: in the third, a 
Lyncurius,an Amethyſt, and an Agate: in the fourth, a Chryſolire, an Onyx, and a Berill ſtone. 
In theſe were the names of 7acobs ſonnes engrauen, whom we eſteeme for the firſt authors of our 
tribes(cuery ſtone being honoured with a ſeucrall name, according to the order of their birth.) 
Butt whereas theſe rings (whercof before wee haue ſpoken) are weake and cannot ſuſtaine- the 
waighrt of the precious ſtones, they made other rwo greater in the toppe of the Rationall incli- 
ning toward the neckeward, beeing eminent aboue the texture, which might receive the gol- 
den chaines that were made, which met at the top of the ſhouldersto be faſtned with the little 
chaines, the end whereof was crooked , and conueied certaine pipes, but thorow the rings, 
and were more prominent then the brim behind the Ephod , ' to faſten the Rationall , to rhe 
end it ſhuld neither ſway this waics nor that wates. To the ſame Rational alſo was there a girdle 
ſewed,diſtinguiſhed with the ſaid colours and gold;which comprehending the whole, and again 
knit vpon the ſeame, was ſuffered to hang downewards. And as touching the fringes, they were 
ſhut in hollow loops of gold from the one end tothe other. Now his hat was ſuch as the other 
Prieſts v{ed;on which there ſtood an other ſewed thereto,and flouriſhed with Hyacinthine: this Z4 
TheHigh Afcratriple order was inuironed with a golden crowne, in which there were diuers veſſels of F* 
Pricſtstriple gold made after ſuch a ſort as may be ſeene in that herbe which we call Daccharus,and amongſt 
golden cron the Grecian herbaliſts, Henbanc. And leſt any man that hath heretofore ſcene the ſame,ſhould | 
be ignorant of the nature thereof, or rather knowing the ſame, hath not ſcene the herbe it ſelfe;

The Candleſticke, made of feuentie pieces, ſignifieth the 
tiwelue Signes, thorow which cuery one of the ſeuen Planets paſle: the ſenen Lampes that were 
therein, repreſented the ſeucn Planets. The Veyles,made of foure ſcuerall kinds of ſtuffes,reſem- 
bled the foure Elements : for the Linnen ſeemed to repreſent the Earth, from whence it was 
drawne & deriued: the Purple reſembled the Sea, becauſe the Purple colour is made of the bloud 
of a ſhell-fiſh, called Murex : the Hyacinth fignificth the Ayre : and as touching the Scarler, it 
ſignificth the Fire, The Tunicle likewiſe of the high Prieſt demonſtrateth the Earth, for it is 
made of Linnen. The Hyacinth ſheweth the Pole: the Pomegranats reſembled the Lightning, 
as the Bells the noyſe of the Thunder. The Sircot ſheweth,thar the whole World is compaſled 
of fourc Elements, reſembled in his foure colours : to which Gold is annexed (as I interpret it) 
for that Light is annexed to all things. Eſſen alſo is planted in the middle thereof,in ſuch ſort,as 
the Earth obtaineth the middle place of the World. Likewiſe,the Girdle wherewith he is grt, 
reſembleth rhe Sea,which enfoldeth and begirteth all things. The two Sardonix ſtones (fer as 
Buttons or Loopes in the high Prieſts Garment) ſignifie the Sunne and Moone, The number of 
the Gems are alluded ro the number of the Moneths,or the twelue Houſes,or the equall number 
of the parts of that Circle,which the Grecians call the Zodiake (he ſhall not much erre,that fol- 
loweth either the one orthe other of theſe opinions.) The Cap likewiſe hath an alluſion to Hea- 
uen, by reaſon of his Azure or Hyacinthine colour ; for otherwiſe, the Name of God might be 
placed therein: for it was beautified with a Crowne of Gold,to ſignifie the Light, wherein God 
highly delighteth. Let this ſuffice for the preſent : for that which we ſhall diſcourſe hercafter,

for their maintenance. The incenſe 1s caſt into the ſacred fire,in which the burnt-Offerings are 
conſumed,and in place thereof there is new incenſe put. The Prieſt alſo ſacriticeth on his owne 
charge, flower mingled with oyle,and a little baked by fire;and this doth hatwice euery day,and 
bringeth to the fire halfe an 4ſar of lower in the morning, and the other halfe in the cucning. 
But I will entreat hereof more expreſlely hereafter ; and for the preſent, me thinkes I haue ſuth- 
ciently ſpoken alreadie. | | 
The Tribe o& — Aoſes ſeparated the Tribe of Leu;,and exempted them from the other people,ro the end they 
wo ſacredt® might be conſecrated vnto God ; and he purified them with liuing fountaine-water,and purged 
4s them with ſolemne Sacrifice, and committed the Tabernacle to their charge, wath all the hol 
things pertaining thereunto,and all rhe reſt which had bin made for the couer of the Tabernacle, 
to the end they might be miniſters to the Prieſts, their ſuperiors, who were alreadie conſecrated 
to God, After this he diſtinguiſhed the beaſts alſo;namely,thoſe that were to be caten, from thoſe 
Vncleane which were to be forborne and abſtained from,(of which we will ſpeake;at ſuch rime as occaſton 
= FN is offered vs ; and will bring proofes, and the reaſon which induced him to ordaine, that ſome 
74.and15y. Were properto feed vpon, & for what cauſe he would that we ſhould abſtaine from otherſome.) 
He hath generally interdicted all vſe of bloud in meats,eſteeming the bloud to be the ſoule and 
ſpirit of beaſts. He hath alſo generally prohibited to eat the fleſh of thoſe beaſts that died by 
themſelues: likewiſe the caule and fat of Goats,of Sheepe,and Oxen. He thruſt rhem likewiſe F 
= Tncleane. Out of the companie and conuerſation of men,who were leprous,and ſuch as were troubled with km 
the flux of their ſced. And as touching women that haue ſickneſle, he ſequeſtred them for the | 
ſpace of ſeuen dayes, after which, it was lawfull for them to conuerſe indifferently the one with 
the other, The like decreed he of thoſe that had afliſted the buriall of a dead man,whom he per- 
mitted to conuerſe with other,after ſeuen dayes were expired. It was a thing alſo decreed by law, 
that he that was ſurprized with vncleannefle,and vnpurified beyond the number of thoſe dayes, 
| he ſhould ſacrifice ewo Wethers , -one of which ſhould be purified, and the other giuen to the 
Conorthzz Prieſts. The like Sacrifice is made for him that hath had vnnaturall pollution,who firſt waſheth 
himſelfe in cold water. The like muſt they offer, that haue vie of their lawfull Wiues, Healtoge- 
therdroue the Leprous out of the Citic,not permitting them to frequent any mans company, but 
eſteeming them as men little differing from the dead. And if any one,by his prayers made vnto 
God,was deliuered from this diſcaſe,and his skin reduced to his natiue colour, ſuch a one preſen- 
; ted himſelfe before God in diuers Oblations and Sacrifices; of which, we will ſpeake hereafter, 
Ann hem For which cauſe they are worthy to be laughedar,who ſay,that Moſes fled out of &gypr,becauſe 
»gainft Moſes he Was a Leper, and that he conducted with him other ſuch as were travelled with that diſeaſe, 
wp fol- and brought them intothe Land of Canaan. For,if that were true,Moſes had nor made theſe Or- 
= fled our dinances,to his owne prejudice: which if other had propoſed,it behooued him to haue oppoſed 
of Egypt for himſelfe againſt them ; eſpecially, fince amongſt other diuers Nations there are Lepers,who are 
Leprolis. held ingreat honour,and who are ſo farre from diſdaine &contempr,as that they haue bin made 
Generals of moſt notable Armies,and elected for Gouernors of Commonweales, hauing libertie | 
to enter the Temples,and to be preſent ar the Sacrifices. What therefore hindred Moſes(if he had Vi 
bin polluted with the like hatefull ſickneſſe)ro make ſuch lawes,and ordaine ſuch ſtatutes among | 
thoſe people,who honoured and obeyed him; whereby ſuch as were therewith infected, might 
be preferred 2 By which it is manifeſt,that thoſe things that are objected againſt him,are — 
of malice then probabllitic. But Moſes being cleane from ſuch fickneſſe,and conuerfing amongſt 
his countreymen which were vntainted,made theſe Ordinances for them that were ſicke, hauing

and forſworne her ſelfe before God,then dieth ſhea ſhamefull death, for her thigh is nummed, 954 inceſt. 
and her wombe growes full of water. See herehow ofes hath prouided for theſe ſacrifices at Exod. 22. 
the purifying of a woman. He furthermore made theſe Jawes which enſue. He generally forbad 775151, 
adulteric,iudging it to be a great good hap, if men demeaned themſclues honeſtly in marriage : 21,29. 
and that both in politique cftates, and priuate families, it was a thing moſt profitable, that chil- 
dren ſhould be borne in lawtull Matrimony. | 

The law alſo forbiddeth a man to haue the vie ofhis mother (for that it is a thing moſt abo- 
minable)and likewiſe prohibiteth him to keepe vnlawfull companie with his fathers wite, his 
aunt,and his fiſter, or his ſonnes wife: and deteſterh it as a moft hainous and hideous offence. It 
prohibiteth alſo the vie ofa woman when ſhe hath her monethly fickneſle;the vſc of beaſts alſo 
eſpecially the male,by reaſon thar ſuch affections are abominable:and againſt the tranſgreſſours 
of theſe lawes hee eſtabliſhed moſt ſtrict and mortall puniſhments. Hee willed alſo thar the 
Prieſts ſhould be twice more chafte then the reſt, for henot onely forbade them that which he 
prohibited others; but moreouer he inioyned them not to marry thoſe that had becne abando- 
ned,or flaues, or priſoners, or vidtuallers and tauerners,forſaken by their husbands for any occa- reur.zr: 
ſion whatſocuer. And as touching the high Prieſt,he permitted him not to match with the wid- þ evo 
dow of him that was dead(although it were made lawfull for the other Prieſts)and granted him priea Sviote 
only liberty to take a Virgin to his wite,and to keepe her, The ſaid high Prieſt is alſo forbidden many with. 
to approch a dead man (although the other Prieſts are not {canted of that liberty to approch 
their brothers, fathers and mothers,and children deceaſed.) Willing that they ſhould be {imple 
in all kinde of ſimplicitic. 

He likewiſe ordained, that the Prieſt which ſhould not be ſound in body, ſhould be main- 
tained by the other Prieſts,bur in the meane time that he ſhould not approch the Altar, neither 
enter into the Temple : willing rhatnot onely they ſhould be neat in that which concerned the 
diuine feruice, bur alſo that they ſhould ſtudie and indeauour to be the like in all the actions of 
their life,to theend thar ho man might reproue them. For which cauſe they thar bearethe habir 
of the Prieſts arc vnreprouecable,and inall things pure and ſober,being forbidden to drinkewine 
as long as they ware the prieſtly veſture. They were willed alſo to offer vp entire ſacrifices,and 
no wayes maimed. Theſe ſtatutes did cIoſes decree, and make during his life time. And after- 
wards he deuiſed others alſo, at ſuch time as he remained in the defart; which both the people 
might practiſe in that placc;and then alſo when they had pofleſſed the land of Canaan. He gaue ,,,;, .,. 
reſt vnto the earth the ſeuench yeere; ſo that it was neither tilled nor planted (in like manner as The law of | 
he had commanded them to reſt from their labours on the ſcuenth day of the weeke) and hee = 7 ane 
ordained,that the fruirs which the earth of it ſelfe brought forth,ſhould be common to allthoſe "© * 
that would make vſe thereof;as well to thoſe of the countrey, as ſtrangers, withourany forbid- 
ding or reſeruation. He likewiſe decreed tharthis ſhould be done after the ſeuenth week of yeers, 
which containeth the ſpace of fiftic yeeres,which the Hebrews call 7b;le, in which the debtors 
are acquited by their creditors, and the bond-men m34e free,who being of the people (and for 
that they had forfeited againſt ſome one law) had beene puniſhed, being handled after the man-

When they pitched the Tabernacle, it was planted in the midſt of the Campe, guarded and de- _ 

fenced with the tribes which were incamped three by three on cuery fide. There were certaine ty 


The wb _ waies or paths likewiſe laid out between them, and a market place was quartered out,and ſhops

any, for all ſorts of merchandize diſpoſed by order, and workemen and artizans of all occupations, | 


trauelling in their ſhops; ſo that to looke vpon it, it reſembleda Citie that marched and en- 

camped. | 
The Prieſts firſt were planted next vnto the Tabernacle,and after them followed all the com- 
munity of the Leuites (for there was a view alſo made of them, accounting all the males ex- 
ceeding the age of thirty dayes;and they werecounted to betwenty and three thouſand, eight 
AcJoudonthe hundreth and eightie.) And when it chanced thata cloud deſcended vpon the Tabernacle, then 
4" reſted they,as if God thought good to reſt in that place; and if it departed from the fame, then 
'*._ remooned they likewiſe, He inuented alſo a certaine kinde of Cornet made of filuer,and framed 
after this manner, - In length it was almoſt a cubit, and it was like the narrow whiſtle of a Fife,

=> "I or End to receiue the breath,and the end thereof was made like a little Bell, in forme of a Trumpet, 


ſiluer. They call itin the Hebrew tongue Aſofra. There were two ofthem, whereof the one of them 
{crued to aſſemble and call the people to publike aſſemblies; and the other to conuocate the Go- 
uernours when they were to conſult vpon affaires of eſtate: and if both of them were ſounded, 
then all of them in generall gathered together. Whenthe Tabernacle was remoued, this man- 
The order ef Ner was obſerued ; As ſoone as the firſt charge was ſounded, they that were incamped toward 
= -—: day the Eaſt, firſt of all diſlodged; at the ſecond charge, they to the Southward difincamped; then 
nacle. was the Tabernacle vnpitched, and carried in the midft,fixe of the tribes marching before, and 
| {ixe of them after : the Leuites were all about the Tabernacle. And when they ſounded the 


third time, the quarter toward the Weſt-ward remooued: and the fourth was that to the 


Northward. They made vſe alſo of all theſe Corners inthe divine ſeruice, with which they or- 
dered the ſacrifices on the Sabbath andother dayes. Then alſo was the firſt Paſſeouer celebrated 
with ſolemne offerings after their departure out of Agypr, they being in the defart, 
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certaine encampings(of which we will ſpeake)they came to a place which is called Iſere- = --hiipthin 
moth; where the pcople once more began to ruminate and reuiue their Seditions, and yum.nr. 
lay the faulr of their laborious pilgrimage vpon Moſes ; objecting, thar by his perſwaſton they _ -- 
had left a fertile countrey,and now not onely that they were deſtitute of the plentic thereof,burt | 
alſo in ſtead of hoped felicitie, forced to wander here and there in extreme miſerie, and trauet{ed 
with want of Water: and that if Manna likewiſe ſhould in any ſort faile them, they were likeall 
of them, without queſtion,to periſh for want of ſuſtenance. Hereunto annexed they diuers con- 
rumelics, which were euery where inflicted againſt him,being a man of ſogreat deſert and conſe- 
quence. Meane whife there aroſe one amongſt the people, who (admonithing them of the fore- 
paſſed benefits recetued by the hands of Moſes) counſelled them to be of good courage; afluring 
them, that at that time they ſhould not be fruſtrate eyther of that hope,or helpe,which they ex- 
pected at Gods hands. Bur the people were the rather incenſed againſt him by theſe words,and 
more and more whetted their ſpleencs againſt the Prophet : Who ſeeing them ſo deſperate, wil- 
led them to be of a good courage; promiſing them, that although by injurious ſpeeches he had 
vndeſcrucdly beene offenced by them, yet that hee would giue them ſtore of fleſh, not for one 
day onely,but alſo for many. But they being incredulous,(and ſome one amongſt themdeman- 
ding, how he could make prouiſton for ſo many thouſand men) God (fayth he) and I, although

V r after that Moſes had led them out of that place,and had brought them into a countrey Hedio & Ruf- 
Bro ſo apt for habitation, (not farre from the borders of the Canaanites, which is called a: 

the Iawes) he called the people to a Councell, and ſtanding vp in the midft of them, he wana13.14- 
dpake after this manner : God(ſaith he)hauing decreed to graunt you two great benefits,namely, «cc 
the libertie & poſſeſſion of a happie Country,hath granted you alreadie the poſlefſon of the one, «c 
and will ſhortly make you partakers of the other. For we are vpon the borders of Canaan; from « 
whence,both the Citics and Kings are fo farre from driuing vs,as the whole Nation being vnited cc 
together, is not of power to expell vs. Let vs therefore addrefle our {clues very confidently to 
attempt the, matter: for neyther without hight,will they re{1gne thetitle of their Countrey vnto <« 
vs; neyther without great conflicts, may we obtaine the Palme of Victorie. Letvs therefore ſend Moſesſendeth 
Out certaine Spyes, to ſearch into the ſecrets of the Countrey, and {uch as may conjecture how pycr -M 
great their power is : but aboue all things, let vs beat vnitie one with another; and let vs honour Tang of Ca- 
God, who affiſtcth vs in all dangers,and fightcth for vs. Afr that Moſes had ſpoken after this nan. 
manner, the people (applauding his counſels) choſe twelue out of the moſt nobleſt Families of 
the Tribes,to oe & ſearch the Country,out of cuery Tribe one: Who beginning from the parts 
extending towards gy pr, viſited all the Countrey of the Canaanutes, vntill they came to the 
Citic of Amathe,and the Mountaine of Libanus. And hauing ſearched out both the Land, and 
the nature of the inhabitants, they returned home againe, hauing conſumed fortic dayes in thoſe 
affaires, Moreouer, they brought with them ſuch Fruits as the Countrey yeelded; and by the 
beautie thereof,and by the quantitie of thoſe riches,(which they reported to be in thar Countrey) 
they encouraged the hearts of the people to fight valiantly : but on the orher fide, they diſmayed 
them with the difficultic of the conqueſt, ſaying, that there were cerraine Riuers impoſſible rq be 
; ouerpaled,both for their greatnelle 8 depth;thar there were therein alſo inacceſſible — 
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AA and Cities, fortified both with walls and.bulwarkes. Moreouer,they told them,thar in Hebron (i AR 
oo aro they found a Race of Gyants. And thus theſe Spyes (when as they had found all things farre pc 
2455. before. grcater amongſt the Chanaanites,then to that day they had ſeene;{ince their departure our of A- fic

-— > wg owne faferie, but that it would pleaſe him to reſtore the deſpairing multitude to a better minde, : 
da who were troubled with ſo many preſent and inſtant neceſſities. Whereupon ſuddenly a Cloud 
. appeared on the Tabernacle,and gaue teſtimonie,that God was there preſent. Which when Moſes - 


»» perceived (drawing his ſpirits vnto him) he preſſed into the preſence of the multitude, and told 
»» them, how God was incitcd and whetrted to take puniſhment of the outrage which they had 
>» committed againſt him ; yer not ſo ſeuerely, as the iniquinie of their {innes deferued, bur in that 
»» diſcipline which fathers are accuſtomed to vie, for the inſtruftion of their children. For at ſuch 
»» time as he ſtood before God in the Tabernacle, and beſought him with teares for the ſafetie of 
»» the multitude, God had recounted vnto him, how many benefits and fauours they had receiued 
» from him, and how vngratefull they ſhewed themſclues towards him : and that ar the preſent 
»» weing tranſported with the feare of the Spyes, they had eſteemed their reports more true, then 
»» his promiſes. Notwithſtanding all which,that he would not vtterly conſume them all,nor ex-

God, the people were in great ſorrow and calamitie, and beſought Moſes,that he would appeaſe 
Gods wrath conceiued againſt them; beſeeching him, that forgetting their faults that were paſt 
in the Defart,he would make them Lords of their enemies Cities. Moſes anſwered them, that 
God was not incited againſt them according to the manner of humane weakeneſle, but thar hee 
had giuen a juſt ſenteuce againſt them. In this place it is not to be ſuppoſed,that Moſes (who was 
bur a man onely) did appeaſe ſo many multitudes of diſpleaſed men, but that God afliſted him, 
and brought to paſſe, that the people were conquered with his words, (hauing with diuers diſ- 
obediences, and by the calamities whereinto they were falne, knowne, that obedience was both 
H__ man good and commendable. Furthermore, for that Moſes was admirable for his vertue,and the force 
a  procceding from his faith : of whom,not only they haue ſpoken,who liued in his time, but cuen 
| at this day there is not any one amongſt the Hebrewes, who (as if Moſes were now here preſent

Empire of Claudizs, and Iſmael being high Prieſt amongſt vs) when asſo great a Famine op- The greae 
preſſed our Nation, that an .{ſſar was fold for foure Drams, and there was brought to the 
Feaſts of .1zymes the quantitie of ſeuentic Cores, (which make thirtie Sicilian and fortie Athe- 
nian AZedimmi,whichare two Buſhels of ours almoſt) ſome of the Prieſts were not ſo bold as 4%: 
to eare one graine of Barley, (notwithſtanding the countrey was in that extremitie) fearing the 
Lay, and Gods diſpdeaſure extended alwayes againſt finnes concealed. For which cauſe, wee 
ought not to wonder at that which happened at that time, conſidering, that the Writings left

had forbidden them to hazzard or enter battaile againſt rhe Canaanites. Ney- 
ther would they now any longer giue eare vato Moſes, (who perſwaded them | 
ro peace) but waxed confident in themſelues, that both without his conduct 
and counfailes, they might eaſily obtaine victorie ouer their enemies : and ac- 
cuſed him likewiſe, as if he ſought after no other thing, bur that they being dayly prefled with 
great wancs,ſhould be enforced continually to depend vpon his counſailes. Whereupon they em- 
battailed themſclues againii the Canaanites z preſuming with themſelues, that God would ſuc- 
cour them, not onely in regard of Moſes, but allo tor that he had a generall care of their Nation, 
euer ſince the time of their forefathers,whom he had alwayes held vnder his protection; and by 
reaſon of whoſe vertues,he hadalreadie graunted them libertie. They ſaid likewile,that if they 
would take the paines at that time,and cndeuour themſelues,that God would alwayes fight with 
them: proteſting,that they were able to oucr-runne the Nations,although they were but them- C th 
ſclues; yea,although Moſes would endeuour to eſtrange God from them. In a word,that it was MR * : 
behoofefull.thar all of them ſhould be Lords of themſclues;and that being recomforted and re- 
deemed from the ſeruitude of Zgypt, they ought not ro ſuffer Moſes to tyrannize ouer them, or 
to conforme their liues to his will ; vnder this vaine beliete, that God had onely diſcoucred to 
Moſes that which was behoofefull for them, by reaſon of the atfection which he bare him: As if 
all of them were not deriued from the loynes of 4Abraham,and that he onely were the moriue of 
all,in fore-knowing thethingsthar ſhould happen vnto them, by particular inſtruction from God? 
That cuen then they ſhould ſeeme to bewile,it{condemning his pride,and-fixing their truſt vpon 
God)they would take poſlefſion of the Country which he had promiſed them, in ſpight of Moſes 
contradiction;who for this cauic hindred them, ſetting the name of God before them:That ther- K 
fore putting before their cyes their neceſſitie,and the Deſart,which dayly more and more aggra- | 
uated their miſerie,they ſhould endeuor themſelues couragioully to ally our againſt the enemie, 
the Canaanites; alledging, that God would be their Guide, fo as they had no reafon to expect 
the aſſiſtance of their Law-maker. At laſt, when rhis ſentence was approued by a generall allow- 
ance, they flocke our in multitudes againſt their enemics : who neyther affrighted by their fierce 
The Caniz* affaule, neyther terrified with their infinite multitude, valiantly reſiſted them, who deſperately 
ites purt | _ .

This ouerthrow(hapning beſide all 
mens opinion) wondrouſly dejected the minds of the multitude, that they grew deſperate of all 
furure good forrune; concluding,that God had ſent and inflicted that plague vpon them,becauſe 
without his counſaile and fauour they had enterprized the battaile. But when Xoſes percciued, 
that both his owne countrymen were diſmayed with the ouerthrow which they had, & the enc- 
mie was waxen proud with theirlate victorie,fearing likewiſe leſt(not content with their preſenc 
Moſes rety- ſucceſſe) they ſhould atrempr further, he derermined to retyre his forces backe againe inro the 
—_— pe» Defart. And whereas the people promiſed thereafter to be obedient to him, (being taught by 
Deſart, their owne miſerie, that nothing would fall out proſperouſly vnto them, withour the counſaile 
and condudt of their Guide)they dif-incamping themſelues,retyred into the Deſart vnder this re- 
ſolution, That they would no moreattempr the batraile againſt the Canaanites,before they recei- 
ued a figne of their good ſucceſſe from Heauen, Bur cuen as ina grear Armie it accuſtomably fal- BY |, 
leth our(eſpecially in time of trouble)that the common multitude wax headſtrong 8&diſobedicnt MR x 
to their Gouernors,{o did the like alſo happen amongſt the Iews.

judice)only ſtudie his owne glory: ſhewing them, how of late, without all Law and right,he had << 
giuen the Prieſthood to his brother Aaron, and diſtributed other dignities at his owne pleaſure <c 
like a King,without the allowance 6 approbation of the people : That this injurie done by him, «< 
' was not to be endured, by reaſon, that ſo couertly he had infinuated himſelfe into the Gonern- <« 
ment,that before he might be eſpyed,the people ſhould be brought vnder ſeruitude, For he that < 
knoweth himſelfe to be worthy ofa Gouernment,ſtriueth to obtaine the ſame by kind perſwaſt- «c 
ons, and conſent of the people, and not by force and violence : but they that deſpaire by good << 
meanes to attaine thereunto, doe notwithſtanding abſtaine from force, leſt they ſhould loſe the «« 
opinion of their goodnefle & honeſtie;yet endeuour they by malicious ſubtiltics to attaine there- cc 
D unto. That it concerned the Common-weale to extinguiſh and root out the ſubtill infinuations <«c 
of ſuch men, leſt of priuate,they ſhould at laſt grow publique enemies. For what reafon ({aid he) <c 
can Moſes yeeld,why he hath beſtowed the Prieſthood on Aaron and his ſonnes? For,if that God << 
had decreed,that this honour ſhould be beſtowed on one of the Tribe of Lexz, there were more «cc 
reaſon that I ſhould haue ir,who am of the ſame kindred with Moſes,and who ſurpaſſe him both « 
in riches and age. And if this honour appertained to the moſt ancient of the Tribes, that thoſe of cc 
Rubens loynes ought by right to enjoy ir, namely, Dathan, and Abiram, and Phalal, who are the Alias Balas. 
moſt ancient of that Tribe,and the moſt powerfull in riches. Theſethings ſpake Chore, vnder co- © 
lour &pretence of the weale of the Common-weale,bur in effect only to raiſe a tumult amongſt 
the multitude, and intrude into the Office of the high Prieſt. This diſcourſe of his paſſing by 
E little and little from one eare to another amongſt the multitude, and multiplyed by the enutous, 
and ſuch as maligned Aaroz, at laſt brought the whole Tribes into a murinic : fo that two hun- Two hundred 
dred and fiftie of the chiefeſt Nobles grew ar length to be parrakers of Chores confpiracie ; and in Inyo 
all of theſe enforced rhemſclues to rake away the Prieſthood from Moſes brother, and to trans- Fa&ion.

For if it were God 
thar had choſen him to be high Prieſt, he would haue preferred ſuch a one to the Dignitie who 
had beene worthic, and would nor haue departed it to thoſe who were tarre inferiour to others ;

heare the ſtrife decided amongſt the Competitors ; neyther was this aflembly withour 
rumult : for the whole multitude were in ſuſpence,inexpetation of the eucnt; and ſome 
of them were delirous,that Moſes might be conuicted of deceit.Bur {uch as were of the wiſer ſort 
amongſt them,defired an end of the Sedition; for they feared leſt the Common-weale ſhould be 
vtterly ruinated, if the tumult ſhould proceed any further. The multitude likewiſe (being naru- 
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tude; and haſt made Pharaves power and armie inferiour to my fortunes ; thatwhenwe were ig- 
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vpon euery occurrent. Moſes allo ſent his ſeruants ro Abziram and Dathan , to ſummon them to 
appeare (according to the conenans and accord) toattcnd -the iflue of the ſacrifice. But their 
anſwer was, that they would not obey him , neither that they would any longer permit that 
Moſes by his ſubrill and finiſter deuices, ſhould ſ{igniorize ouer the people: Which when Moſes 
vndzrſtood, he rooke diuers of the Elders amongſt the people with him : and being no waies 
mooued with Dathaz and his contumacie,he came vnto him (being willingly attended by thoſe 
who were drawne to accompanie him.) Now when Dathaz and his friends vnderſtood that 
X6ſes with the Nobles came vnto them, both they, their wiues and children afſembled them- 
{clues before the Tabernacle, expecting thar which would enſue. They came likewiſe guarded 


3 with their ſeruants, who were armed to oppoſe themſelues againſt Moſes,if ſo be he ſhould offer 


them any violence : But no ſooner drew he neere vnto them , but thar lifting vp his hands vnto 
heauen, he cried out with a loud voice in thehearing ofthe whole multitude, and prayed after 
this maner:O God(ſaid he)thou Lord ouer all that which cither heauen,carth,or ſea containeth, 
thou arta ſufficient Wirneſſe with me of all mine actions : forthat I haue managed all things by 
thywill;and thou arr he who haſt giuen me power to exegute my purpoſes: thou that alwaies in 
commiſeration of the Hebrewes haſt beene my perpetuall helpe and aſſiſtance, heare this my 
prayer. For nothing that is either done,or thought, is hidden from thee: for which cauſe I hope 
thou wilt not diſdaine to teſtifie and iuſtifie my truth, and manifeſt the ingraritude of theſe men. 
Thou doeſt exactly know the antiquirie of my race, not for that thou haſt heard it, but for that 
thou haſt ſcene and aſſiſted it ; in effe&, now allorteſtifie the truth for me in thoſe things which 
theſe men(although they know the contrarte) arenor aſhamed to impure vnto me. At ſuch time 
as I led! a peaceable- life , and that by my vertue and thy counſell,and my father in law Raguels 


fauour, I had ſufficient to liue vpon; I forſookethe potleſſion of my goods, and the fruition of < 


my pcace, to ingage my ſelfe in theſe miſeries , which I haue ſuffered for theſe men:and firſt of 
all for their libertie, and now likewiſe for their {afetie, I haue moſt readily vndertaken grieuous 
trauels. Now therefore {ince I am growne into ſuſpition amongthoſe men ; who by niy care 
and prouidence haue eſcaped ſo many miſchiefesand miſeries; thou that appearedſt vato me in 
that fire on the mountaine of Sinai, and vouchſafedſt both to ſpeake vnto me , and to confirme 
me by the fight of miracles ; that in thy name ſentſt me a meſſenger into Xgypt ; thar haſt aba- 
ted the great fortunes of the Agyptians, and haſt given me meanes ro eſcapefrom their ſerui- 
norant of our way,gaueſt vs a paſſage thorow the ſea , in whoſe bottome and wombe afterward 
the Agyprtians were drowned;that gaueſt vs armes,when we were vaweaponed;that madeſt the 
bitter water ſauoury and fit to be drunke of; and in our ſcarcitic of water enforced(t drinke for 
vs out of the bowels of the hard rocke, whenwe found no meat on the land,didi(t ſend it vs from 
the ſea ; Moreouer(as a thing neuer before heard of) affoordedlt vs meat from heauen, and haſt 
eſtabliſhed our eſtate with lawes and cuſtomes : Be thou,O Lord,my Iudge inall chings,and my 
vnpartiall witneſſe, rhat neither I haue beene corrupted by any bribe of any particular Hebrew, 
to fauour iniuſtice, neither that IT haue ſuffered a poore man in his iuſt cauſero loſe his right 
againſt a rich TS: And now hauing adminiſtred the Common weale with all {inceritie, I 
am called in queſtion for a crime, whereof I am altogether guiltleſle, as if T had beſtowed thy 
Prieſthood on my brother for priuate affetion,and not for thy command ſake: makeit knowne 
thatall thingsare diſpenſed by thy prouidence,and that nothing is brought to effect by caſualtie, 
but by thy eſpeciall ordinance : And to expreſle that thou haſt care of the Hebrewes, teſtifie the 


lame by thy 1uſt puniſhment inflifted on Dathanand Abiram, who accule thee to be inſenſible, < 


and boaſt that thou art circumuented by my ſubrilttes. Bur thou ſhalt make thy reuenge more 
notorious againſt the vnbridled detractours of thy glorie, if they periſh after no common man- 
Acr, leſt any man ſhould ſuſpect that they ſuffer nothing inhumane : bur let rhe earth, which they 
vaworthily tread vpon , open it ſelfe and ſwallow them vp both with their, families and fa- 
culties.By this meanes both rhy power will manifeſtly appeare vnto all men,and thouſhaltleaue 
an example to poſteritie,that no man hereafter ſhall dare to thinke otherwiſe of thy maieſty then 
becommeth him,and my miniſtery ſhall be approued ro proceed from thy direction.

And thus exacting a pu- 
niſhment fromthoſe that diſturbe thy people, keepe the reſt of the multitude in peace , concord, 
and obſeruation oftky commandements, ſecure and voideof thar puniſhment which is due Mo!

deare,which was after a maner ſo exterminate, as nothing remained of theirs to be beheld, 
Wherupon ina moment the earth cloſed againe,and the vaſt gaping was faſt ſhut,ſo as there ap- 
peared notany ſigne of that which had hapned. Thus periſhed they all, Icauing behind them an 
example of Gods power and iudgements. And this accident was the more miſcrable,in thatthere 
were no one,no not of their kinsfolk or allies that had com paſſion of them:(o that all the people 
whatſocuer, forgetting thoſe things which were paſt, did allow Gods 1uſtice with ioy full accla- 
mations,eſtecming them vnworthie to bebemoned , but to be held as the plague and peruerters 
of the people. After that Dathan with his family was cxtinguithed, Moſes aſſembledall thoſe that 
contended for the Prieſthood rogether , committing againe the election ff the prieſthood vnto 
God,concluding that the eſtate ſhould bee ratified to him, whoſe ſacrifice was moſt acceptable 
in Gods ſight. For which cauſe therwo hundred and fiftic men aſſembled themſelues,who were 
both honoured for the vertue of their anceſtors , and for their owne abilities farre greater then 
theirs : with theſealſo ſtood Aaron and Chore, and all of them offered with their cenſers before 
the Tabernacle, with perfumes ſuch as they brought with them ; when ſodainly fo great a fire 
ſhone.as neither the like was cuer kindlcd by mans hand , nor vſually breaketh from the bowels 
of the burning earth,neither was cuer quickned in the woods, ſplit and borne downe inthe ſum- 


men were {0 conſumed, that there ſcarce appeared any reliques of their carcaſſes; Only Aaron remai- 


brought to paſſe, Moſes (intending to leaue a perperuall memory to poſteritie of that puniſh- | 
ment)to the endrthey ſhould not be ignorant thereof,commanded Eleazar the ſonne of Aaron to 
conſecrate their cenſers affixed to the brazen Altar , that by reaſon of this monument, all men 
might be terrified, who thinke thar the diuine power can be circumuented by humane policy, 
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What things hapned in 38. yeeres ſpace to the Hebrewes in 
the deſart. 


by ſiniſter inſinuations,neither by the fauour of his brother , but onely by Gods eleRion 
| had obtained the Prieſthood ; he euer afterwards held it without any contradiction : yet 
for all this,the ſedition was not ſuthcicntly ceaſed, bur that it brake out with amore vreent furic 


\ Fr = that by ſo cuident an argumentit appeared very ſufficiently , that Aaroz neither 


inſt beof long continuance. For whereas this per{waſton had once taken roote in the hearts of men, | 

that nothing is brought to paſſe without Gods will , they imagined that God wrought theſe 
things in fauor of Moſes;to himthertore impured they al theſe things,as if God had not puniſhed 

thoſe meri throughthe hate he bare againſt their {1ns,but only on Moſes ſolicitation:8 they were 
ſoreagericued that Moſes ( hauing giuen this maymevntothe people, by the lofle of fo man 
noble men, that onely periſhed through the zeale they bare to Gods ſeruice)not onely had done 
them open wrong;but that which was more, had aſſured the Prieſthood to his brother after ſuch 
a manner,that thereafter nomandurſt oppoſe himſelfeto purchaſe the ſame ſeeing how vnfor- 
tunately thoſe others were ouerthrowne by a violent death. Morecouer the kinſmen of thoſe thar 
were {laine,ſollicited and ſtirred the people, praying them to reſtraine the pride and Oouecrgreat 
power of Moſes,in thatir lay intheir power caſily to performe the ſame. Bur Moſes perceiuing M 
that thepeople was incenſed,and fearing leſt once more they ſhould bethinke them on ſome in: 
nouation,wherby ſome great misfortune mightſucceed, he aſſembled them together, and gaue 
audience to their accuſations:8 withour replying any waies(for feare he might the more incenſe 
them)hee onely commanded the heads of the tribes , that each of them ſhould bring a rod 
wherein the name of each tribe ſhould bee written , promiſing that the Prieſthood ſhould re- 
maine with them, in whoſe rod God ſhould ſhew any ſigne. Which judgement of his being al- 
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s (A lowed by all men, both rhey,and 44707 brought their rods with theirinſcriptions;and Aaron had 
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Tbe yeere 


written 11 his,the tribe of Lewi, Theſe Iofes tooke from them,and laide them in Gods Taber- zhe warld, 


nacle:thenex: day he brought them forth eucry one of them (which were cafily knowne to bee 


thoſe which the Princes brought, & the reſt of the people had marked) & they ſaw tharal theirs 
remained in the ſame forme which the day before rhey retained , when Moſes tooke them ; but 
out of Aarons rod there grew branches and buds : and that which is moreto be wondred ar, it 
bare ripe Almonds , which in a rod of that kinde of wood was admirable and miraculous. The 
people amated at the noueltie of this ſpe&acle ( dilmifſing their hatreds wherewirh they both 
proſecured cAroſes & Aaron)became wholly amazed and drawne into admiratis of Gods iudge- 
ment,and forbare any more to repugne againſt God, or to oppole themſelues againſt Aarons 
Prieſth00d. And chus three times confirmed by the approbation of God, by all mens conſenthe 
became he Prieſt;and the people of the Hebrewes turmoyled with long ſeditions,ar laſt by this 
meancs grey {cred in peace and quietnes. But after that Moſeshad made the tribe of Len/(which 
was dedicate to Gods feruice) freeand exempt from warfare ( for feare leſt being occupied in 

prouiding themleluedneceflaries for their maintenance,they ſhould grow negligent in executing 

their duries in ſacrifice) he ordained that after the land of Chanaan was conquered by their for- 

ces and Gods fauour , that of the Cities they ſhould conquer , they ſhould diſtribute fortie 
cight.of the belt & faireſt onthe Leuites,& certen lands abutting on their Cittes,to the quantity 
and ſpace of two thouſand cubits. Moreouer , hee commanded that the tenths of all the yeerely 
fruit that was gathered by the whole people, ſhould bee ginen and beſtowed on the Leuites and 
Prieſts ; and cuer atrer this tribe had their ſolemne reuenues. Now muſt I declare what things 
are proper to the Prieſts. Ofthe fortic cight Cities which were granted tothe Leuites , he com- 
manded them to grant thirreene to the Prieſts; and that of thoſe tenthes which they receiued 
of the people, they thould pay vnto them a tenth fhare. Beſides , hegaue charge that the people 
ihould offer vp vnto God all the firſt fruits of whatſocuer the carth yeeldeth them:and that the 
firit borne of foure foored beaſts dedicated for ſacrifice, if it were a male, ſhould bee deliuered 
rothe Prieſts to ſacrifice,to the end they might be nouriſhed with all their family inthe ſacred 
CicicofTerufalemzand thar they which are not fit to bee ſacrificed to God, ſhould bee eaten by 
them according tothe vie and cuſtome of the countrey , the owners paying in licu of a firſtling 
aſicle and a haltz,and for the firſt borne of a man, fine ficles. Hee allotted them likewiſe the firſt 
fruits ofſheep-thearing,and ordered that the bakers ſhould offer them ſome cakes. But they that 
conſecrate themſclues by vow,and are called Nazarites (nouriſhing their haire, and taſting no 
wint)when as they conſecrate their haire, were boundro offer it vato the Prieſts. They likewiſe 
who call themſelues Corban,which is callcd the gift of God,ifthey deſire to be di{mifled from 
thar miniſterie(whereunto by voluntarie vow they bound themſelnes) muſt pay money to the 
Prieſts, for a woman thirtie ficles, for a man fiftie; and thar thoſe that had not ſo much money, 
ſhould be lefr to the diſcretion of the Prieſts. And ifany man ſhould Kill (for his private teaſt) 
any beaſt;and nor for Gods ſeruice, yet thathe ought to offer vnto the Pricſt the breſt and legge 
of the beaſt. This is that allowance which Moſes ratified to the Prieſts, and beſides this , what- 
{ocuer the people offered for ſinnes (as we declared in the next precedent volume.) And what- 
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ſocuer was contributed by the people to the. order of the Prieſts , hee commaunded that botlr 
their wives , cluldrenand ſeruants ſhould bee made parrakers of the ſame ( onely except thoſe | 


things which were offered for ſinne offerings, for theſe things the Prieſts onely themſelues cate 
vp inthe Teple the ſame day.)After that this policy was in this ſort ratified by 2oſes,& thatthe 
murinic was appeaſed,he remooued his campe, and withall his forces came to the borders of I- 
dumza,where he ſent Embailadors to the King therof, requiring him to grant him and his free 
paſlage(and offering him ſuch and ſo ſufficient pledges, as hee ſhould eſteeme and recken of, to 
aſſure him that no violence or iniurie ſhould bee offered ; aſſuring him ro make payment for 
whatſocuer vicuall or drinke,cyther he or his army ſhould receiue.)But he ſerring light by their 
Embaſſage,denied them paflage, and with a well furniſhed army marched foorth againſt Moſes 
to withſtand him, ifcontrary to his will hee ſhould attempr to paſſe thorow his countrey. 
And for that God had not coanſelled Moſes to begin the combare,if hee were inforced by the e- 
nemie, hee retired backe againe , determining to ſecke his paſſage athwarr the defart. At that 
time died his ſiſter Mary,the forticth yeerc after their departureout of Agyprt, & the firſt Moone 
of the monerh Xantique : ſhee was magnitically entombed at rhe common charge , on a cer- 


taine mounraine called Sein: and afterthepeople had mourned for her fortic daics , hee puri- 
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tied them after this manner: The Prieſt taking a yong heifer(which had neuer as yer borne yoake ofpurificaris- 


nor 
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fs nor laboured) in colour wholly red,led him a little apart from the Camp,ina moſt cleane place, CW a cr 
the world, and there cut his throat; and with the bloud thereof;taken on his finger, he ſeuen times beſprin. 
og ho kled the Tabernacle of God: and after he had conſumed in fire the whole Heifer,with his skinne 
ity, 1471, and cntrailes, he caſt a branch of Cedar.inro the fire, with a little Hyſope, and red Wooll, and 
x wholly gathered vp the aſhes thereof. A man that is cleanſed,putteth it in a cleane place;and they 
thar are vncleane,by meanes of one that is dead, put a little of theſe aſhes into a Fountaine,with 
Hyſope, and after they haue mixed the aſhes in the Fountaine, they beſprinkle themſelues three 
times,and on the ſeuenth day, and after that, they are purified, He likewiſe ordained, that the like 
Nuth-20, purification ſhould be vied,whena man ſhould take poſſeſſion of his inheritance. 
Bug aftcr the Armie (that had ſo long mourned the dead ſiſter of the Generall) were thus pu- 
rified, he led them thorow the Defart, into Arabia: and arriuing ina place (which the Arabians þ 
account for their Metropolitane Citie,in times paſt called Arcc,and at this preſent,Petra) which 
Is enuironed with a high mountaine, Aaron aſcended the ſaid mountaine ; and Meſes ſhcewed him 
the place where he ſhould yeeld vp his ſoule vnto God : and in the fight of all the Armie, ſtan- 
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Mos = s ouercommeth S x n on and O 6, Kings of the Amorites,and diſtributeth their 
countrey by Lot unto two Tribes and a balfe of the Hebrewes. 


Num.21; V r when Moſes percciued,that the Amorites were diſpoſed ro hoſtilitie;for which cauſe, # 
The Hebrews ſuppoſing that the injuric and contempt was not to be endured, and ſeeing the Hebrewes 7 
nur were an intractable kind of men,(and ſuch,as eyther by idlenefle,or want, might be eaſily

zeainſtthe Perſwaded to renue their former ſeditions & tumults, and being willing to preuent all theſe oc- 
Amorires. caſions)heasked counſellat Gods hands, whether he would permit him to enforce his paſſage by | 
the ſword. Now when God had allowed his purpoſe,and beſides that, promiſed him the victory, || 
he was greatly confirmed in hope,and animated andencouraged his ſouldiers ; telling them,that 
the time was now come, wherein they might enterpriſe their long defired Warre with Gods ta- 
* our, and his approbation and encouragement : who rejoycing at this libertie that was granted 
them,ſuddenly rooke Armes,and ina ſer batraile haſted to charge the enemie. On the other ſide, 
the Amorite (as ſoone as he ſaw them march forward,and begin the onſet) forgetting his former 
ferceneſſe,was both himſelfe terrified, and his ſouldiers likewiſe (who before the ſight of their 
enemies,were as cruell and bloudie as Lyons) now waxcd as fearcfull and as mecke as Lambes. | 
The Hebrews SO that they ſcarcely had endured the firſt aſſault,bur that they fled; repoſing the whole hope of 


—— their proſperitie,in their retreat. They truſted likewiſe to their walled Townes (which notwith- |

par theme ftanding did nought at all auaile them.) For no ſooner did the Hebrewes perceiue,that their enc- WT 
Pight. mics beganto truſt their feer,8 that their ranks were broken, but they more freſhly purſued them, | 
and brought them into extreme feare, So thar being vrterly put to flight;and diſperſed vpon the 
field,they were enforced to flye vnto their Cities. Yet ceaſed not the Hebrewes to purſue them 
more fiercely, but began more and more to moleſt them with thoſe kind of Weapons wherein 
they were exerciſed beforerime. For being expert & well trained in the Sling and Bow,and pet- 
fect incaſting the Darr,and nimble in body,(by reaſon of their light Armors)they ran after their

, (WW, cncmics, and with their ſhafts and bowes ſhot ar thoſe wich were afarreoff, and might not bee 
Y ouertaken. So thatthere followed a moſt hugeſlaughter , and they that eſcaped , were grie- 
C uouſly wounded : yet were they more afflicted with thirſt then any other hoſtilitic (inthar ir 
was fummer time) ſo that all thoſe that went to refreſh and coole their thirſt at the riuer(beſides 
all thoſe that had turned their backs to flic)were purſued with all kindes of miſſile weapons and 
darts vntill they were all ſlaine. The king Sehoz himſelfe alſo was flaine in this fight. And the 
Hebrewes ſpoiled thoſe that were ſlaine,& carried away great ſtore of pillage. They had likewiſe 
great foyſon and abundance of all kindes of fruites (in that the harueſt was nor as yet gathered.) 
Thus paſled the Armie through the whole countrey , forraging and ſpoyling the fame withour 
any reliſtance; by reaſonthat the enemie was diſcomfited, 8 that all his forces in warre were de- 
feared. This was thedeſtruction which hapned to the Amorites,who ncither vſed their counſell 
: prudently,nor managed tacir warre valiantly. Bur the Hebrewes occupied their countrey ( ſi 
tuate berweene three riuers,after the manner ofan Iland.) For the banks of Arnon doe terminate 
the Southerne coaſts therof,and 7obacchus the Northerne, which flowing into Tordan, leeferh his 
name:now the Welſtgrne coaſt is watered by the riuer of ordan. Amiditthis proſperous eſtate 
of the I{raclites,there aroſe a newenemy againſt them,called 0z,king of Galadine,8: of the coii- 
fries of Gaulanitis , who came as a friend and companion to aſſiſt Sehor; who ſeeing his fortunes 
# andeſtate fo deſolate and deſperate, yet in hope to obtaine the victorie , determined romake 
ie EZ triall both of his owne mens vertuc,and his enemies valour : which hope ofhis failed him , for 
re FF hee both dicd inthe battaile, and his whole hoſt was likewiſe diſcomfired.But Moſes no ſooner 
o IEC ouerpaſled the flood of obacchns, bur that entring 0gs kingdome, hee ouerthrew one citie after 
Z another,and deſtroyed all the inhabitants thereot(who for riches and fruitfull paſtures exceeded 
*Z allothermen of that countrey.) 0g alſo was a man ofa moſt heroicke and high ſtature , and 
i- 3 nothing inferiour thereunto either in ſtrength or vertue ; the argument of whoſe ſtrength and 


Id FX ſtature was extant inthe facke of the chiefe citie 8 palace of the country ofthe Ammonires, cal- 
of FF led Rabatha,where there was an Tron bed found of foure cubirs breadrh,and nine inlength. The 
Ng EZ fil of this man did not only further the preſet felicity ofthe Hebrews,bur alſo became the cauſe 
if 4 of many their future and more fortunate ſucceſſes:forthey took ſixtiewell fortified cities which 


were vnder his gouernment;and what with their priuie preyes and publike pillage,they were all 
enriched. After this, Moſes remooued his campe toward 7ordar,and pitched it in a broade plaine 
neere vnto the Citie of Tericho (which is rich and fruirfull, and abounderh with palme trees and 
balme.)And now were the minds ofthe Iſraelites in ſuch ſort confirmed,as they deſired nothing 
more then warre,and battell; and Moſes thinking good ro make vſe of this their forwardnefſle, 
(hauing ſacrificed to God in way of thankſgiuing , and feaſted the people) he ſent part ofrhem 
armed to deſtroy the countrey of the Madianites,and to ſpoile the cities of thar region:the cauſe 
of which warre had this originall.

<> Ht x Balac King of the Moabites (who was both an old friend and confederate 
NEE with the Madianites) ſaw the Iſraelites increaſe to ſuch greatnes , he began to ſuſpeR 
VV, py the ſecuritic of his owne fortuneand eſtate:for he knew not thar God had inhibited the 
99" Hebrewesto couetto polleſſe any other Counttey bur the land of Canaan , and there- 
fore more raſhly then prudently he bethoughr him of new matters; and for thathe durſt not aſ- 
failethem in battell, whom he knew to be puffed vp with the ſucceſſe of many vidtories(yer deli- 
rous to hinder them from proceeding any further) he ſendeth Embaſſadors to the Madianites to 
conſult with them, as concerning their commonprofit. They knowing that beyond Euphrates 
there was a famous Diuine called Ba/aam:(who was their eſpeciall friend)ſent ſome of their moſt 
honourable princes together with Bakcks Embaſſadors,beſeeching himthat he would come vn- 
ro them and curſe the Iſraelites. The Prophet intertaining the Embaſſadors with great humani- 
tie,and feaſting them ar his ownetable , asked counſaile of Godas touching that which the Ma- 
dianites had requiredar his hands : but ſeeing thar God forbad him to obey them , hee returned 
vnto them,and told them that he wanted not will to gratifie them,butrhar God withſtood him; 
to whoſe mercie he aſcribed the glory which he had hitherto gotten by true predictions and 
prophecies:for that armie which they deſired ſhould be curſed, was ary beloued of God.For

Balaam com- Afﬀer that God had giuen him this charge, he went vnto Balaac,who entertained him honou-

2 dence and proweſle is giuen you by Gods prouidence, who onely can and may abaſe the power 
2 ofgreatneſſe, and repaire the weakeneſle of obſcuritic. Thus ſpake the Wizard in his propheti- 
ts bole call ſpirir, being tranſported beyond himſelfe, and rauiſhed with a ſupernaturall furie, But Bala 
diſpleaſed,re- Was {orc incenſed againſt him,exclaiming that hee had not kept coucnant, although by greatre- 
R_ wards he had been by his Confederate drawne thither to curſerhem, vrging it againſt him, thar 
oa in ſtead of exccratios againſt them,he had publiſhed their pietic and praiſes. To whom the Pro- 
anſwer. phet madethis anſwer: Thinkeſt thou(ſaid he) thar it lieth in our power , as often as deſtinics are 
» tobediſcouerd,to ſpeake or conceale what we liſt,at ſuch timeas God ſpeaketh in our mourhes? 
>> No, he himſelte vttereth thoſe words which him liſteth,6 publiſheth thoſe oraclesby vs,which 
2 neither we know,norecuer thought vpon. Verily I ſufficiently remeber wherunto 1 was perſwa- 
»> dedby the ſolicitation of the Madianites,and for that cauſe cameT hitherto cxecute that which 
2 they extorted from my hands ; but God is more powertull then my will, who contrarie to on 
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as he cntreth into our hcarts,there remaineth no more of our {clues in our ſelues. Truly I had de- 
rermined in my felt co [peak nothing in rheir praiſes,neither was it in my mind to recks vp what 
God had decreed to buitow vpon that nation,bur the fauorable power which befriendeth them, 
and {tudicth nothing inore then the felicity & glory of that nari6,hath in his preſcience put theſe 


words inro my mouth : now therefore ({ince it is my deſire to gratifie both thee, & the Madia- 


nits, whoſe praiers I ought not bur admit)go to,ler vs erect new Altars, & prepare freſh ſacrifice | 


& make trial if perhaps God wil be moued to grant me licence to curſe theſe kind of men. 
Hereunto Balac gaue his conſent,yet did not Godratifie rhoſe his imprecarios made againſt rhe 
I{raelites,notwithſtanding he had ſacrificed twicc;fo that falling on his face, he declared the oc- 
curreces of their kingdomes 8& common-weales,of moſt cſteeme (ofwhich ſome one was not as 
yer builr) 8 ſuch things likewiſe as ſhould rhereafrer happento thoſe men both by land and ſea, 
euen to our dates : out of all which things (accompliſhed according to his predictions) we may 
oacher moſt aſſuredly thar,which of his prophecie is to be fulfilled, will ſurely take eftect. Balac 
being orc diſplealed,becauſe the Iſraelites could not be curſed, ſent Balaam backeagain without 
honour:who returning homewards(at ſuch time as he came vato Euphrates) called Balac & the 
Princes of the Madianites,and ſpake thus vnto them:Balac and you Princes of Madian,it behoo- 
acth me to gratific you(although it be againſt rhe will of God) for which caulc giue care vnto 
me : All rhe forts ofdeath that may be to the vrtermoſt, cannot extinguiſh the race of the He- 
breves:neirher by warre or peſtilence,or famine,or any other chance may they beruinated : for 


; God hath care to preſerue that nation from all cuill, ſo that no ſlaughter can fallvpon them, 


: "he k - : 
whereby the whole multitude ſhall be extinguiſhed: yet inthe meane while ſome things may not 


be uoyded, whereby afflicted for a time,they may preſently flouriſh more then they did before, 
being by ſuch achaſticement reduced to betrer health. For which caule if you ſceke to obtaine 
{ome ſhort victorie ouer them , by this my counſell you ſhall bring your wiſhes to effect. Send 
me the faireſt of your daughters , as trimly decked and beautified as is pofſible , who by their 
Dcutic may conquer,and by their loue allure their hearts ;let theſe wander about rheir campe, 
and oftr themſclues to entertaine a familiar embrace, if by the yong men they ſhall be {ollicited 
thereunto : and as ſoone as they ſhall eſpie them to be ſurprized with deſire, ler them fodainly 
breake from them ; and whenas they thall be required by them to ſtay , let them nor yeeld,ex- 
cept they will be per{waded to forſake their countrey lawes,and the ſeruice of God from whom 
they receiued them,and honour the gods of the Madianites , and Moabites. For by this meanes 
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ſhal they incenſe Gods wrath againſt themſclues. Which when he had certified and admoniſhed 


them ot,he departed. Now whe the Madianirs(according as they were counſelled)ſent out their 

daughters,the yonger ſort ofthe Hebrewes were intangled with the bcautie of the damſels: and 

growing in talke with them,chey prayed them that they would not enuy rhem the opportunity 
ro reape the pleaſure and inioyment of their beautie , neither that they would diſdaine their in- 

tercourſe : they willingly both admit the words , and the embraces of the yong men, and ha- 

uing well hette them with dalliance,they addreſled themſclues to leaue them in the heat of their 
deftres. Whereupon they diſcomforted at the womens departure,did inſtantly intreat them,thar 
they ſhould not in that ſort forſake them , bur that in hope of future marriage and poſlefſion of 
cheir greateſt goods,they ſhould remaine and dwell with them. Theſe promiſes they confirnied 
with oathes,and ſealed with teares,calling God to witnes( the rather to perſwade and confirme 
them vnto mercie)whereupon they (after they perceiued rhar they were {urprized,and befotted 
with their companie ) anſwered after this manner : Valiant yong men ; we want not at home 
ncirher ample faculties,orthe aftections of our parents, and domeſticall friends ; neithercome 
we hither vato you for want of theſe things ; neither admit we your prayers ,in that we meane 
tomake ſale of our beauries : but being pertwaded that you archoneſt men, we haue not diſdaj- 
ned to entertaine youwith rhis gracious hoſpiralirie, in that we ſee ye had need thereof, and for 
that cauſe hauewe ſhewed our {clues courteous vnto you: now therefore becauſe you ſay you 


i Jouevs, andrhar youare ſorcaggricued ar this our departure, we hauethoughr good not to 


gainſay your intreatics : if therefore you will plight your faith, and promiſe vs marriage (which 
thing onely is that which muſt ſatisfie vs)we will willingly live with you as your lawtull wiues; 
but we feare leſt whea your luſts are farisficd, you ſhould with iniurie and contumely , ſend vs 
backe againe to our parents : to which ſuſpect ofours ir becommeth you{if you ſo pleaſe)to giue

dition(by reaſon of their extreme loue.) Well then(faid the virgins\fince thatyouare ſo pleaſed,

For the youth having once had a touch of theſe forrain & la{cinious 

faſhions , were vuſatiably tranſported with the ſame:and if there were any more excellent then 

others innobility,they together (with the reſt ofthe multitude)were retchleſly corrupted. Zam- 

po brias alſo of the tribe of S:xzcoz(8& one of the Princes among the, marrying Cosby the Madianite, 
and -5- daughter vnto 774 a goucrnour of that countrey ) at the comandement of his wife,8& in cont@pt 
ſeth the Ira» of Moſes lawes,for her ſake did ſacrifice after a forrain maner , & contrary to the law diſported 
nope pr with his forrain wite which was a ſtranger.

* hidden,may be reduced to a better mind)bur he told them that it was a thing venyorthy &ill- 

< beſceming themſclues or their elders,that they ſhould ſer more by their pleaſures , then by God 
© and their religion. That it behooned them whileſt they had time,to repent themſelues , and that 
they ſhewed them{clues to be valiant men,not by contepr of lawes,but by appeaſing their diſor- | 
dinate defires.Betdes hetold the that it was an abſurd thing, that wheras in the defartrhey liued | 
modeſtly,they ſhould now in a plentifull countrey grow ſo diffolutc &- diſordinate, as to loſe 
that by atfluence which they had got by reperance. In ſuch like ſpeeches he indeuoured to cor- 
rect the youth,& to reduce them to abetter mind:whereupon Zambrias rifing vp,ſpake after this 
Tonka pe manner: Moſes ({aith he) viethou thine owne lawes (whercunto by long vic thou haſt added 
rlonage® ſtrengthand confirmation) which hadſt thou not done;,oft imes ere this hadſt thou ſuffered pu- 
<« niſhment,and learnt to thine owne miſerie) that the Hebrewes were not to be deluded : formy 
ſelfe,thou ſhalt neuertie me to thy tyrannicall decrees,for hitherto haſt thou indeuoured nought 
& elfe,but vnder pretext of laiy and religion,to bring vs into ſcruitude and ſubiction;and thy ſelte 
<« by thy ſubtileand ſiniſter meanes,to honour and ſoucraigntic; raking from vs the pleaſures & li- 
<< bertic of our Jiues(things rhat belong to free men, and ſuch as appertaine or liue nor vnder any 
« mans gouernment.)For this ſhould be worſe thenan Agyprtian thraldome , to puniſhcuery man 
« bythy lawes,according to thinc'owne pleaſure ; whereas thou thy ſelfe art more worthy to be 
< puniſhed,in that thou diſannulleſt that thing which is approucd byall mens conſent: and defireſt 
« thatthy decrees ſhould be of more force,then all the reſolutions of all other mortall men what- 
ſocuer.Bur I (as rouching that which Tdoe)in that I ſuppoſe it to be well done , amnor afraid 

ro confeſlein this aſſembly, namely , that I haue takena ſtranger to wife : thou heareſt mine 
actions from mine owne mouth, as from a free and reſolute man, neither doe I deſire that they 
ſhould be hidden. I likewiſe facrifice to the gods contrarie to our cuſtome , becaule I ſuppoſe ir 

to be both tuſt and neceſſaric,thar from many I ſeekethe truth,and not(depending as it were vp- 
ona tyranny,or liuing thereunder)to build my faith vpon one only: for no man ſhall pleaſe me 
that will haue more intereſt in mine ations then my ſelfe. Whileſt Zambriz: alledged this both 
for himſelte and other of his faction ; thepeople filently expetted the iſfue of this audacious 
boldneſſe, eſpecially for thatthey ſaw their Law-maker would not contend any longer, leſt he 
ſhould make an infolent man more outragious; for he ſeared leſt diuers ſuch in imitation of him

By whoſe example, the reſt of pep" mane 

the youth(being exaſperated by this his worthie a&t)enforced themſelues to doe juſtice on thoſe therowat one 

that had committed the like offence;ſo that they flew a great part of them by the Sword,and the 4=*- 

reſt by the Peſtilence (which was inflicted by Gods judgement on them ) were vtterly rooted 

out. Neyrher ſpared he thoſe, who though by reaſon of confanguinitie they ought to haue re- 

ſtrained and difſivaded their kinſinen from lewdnefle, yet had rather eyther difſemble, or kindle 

their luſt in them, then counſaile them ; neyrher intermitred he from puniſhing thoje men, till 

fourcteene thouſandgof them were done tq death by fickneſſe.

bchalfe. For in regard of Balan, (ſought out by the Madianites, vnder the intent ro curſe the "* 
Hebrewes,although he could nor doe it,bcing hindred therefro by the prouidence of God, who 
notwithſtanding gaue that counſaile to the enemie , by meanes whereof, within a little ſpace a 
great multitude of the Hebrewes were corrupted in their courſe of life, and divers haue beene 
grieuouſly plagued with ficknefſe) in regard I ſay of this Balaam,he hath greatly honoured him, 
in chronicling his predictions in his Writings. And although it had beene eafte for himro haue 
depriucd him of the glorie,and to haue appropriated ir to himſelte, by reaſon that there was not 
any witnefſe that might contradi& him ; yet neglected he not to giue teſtimonie of him, and ro 
make mention of him in his Writings : Yet ler cuery one thinke of this, according as it ſhall 
{ſeme good vnto him. Bur Moſes (as I began to fay) ſent an Armie of twelue thouſand men 
againſt the Madianites,chufing out ofeuery Tribe one thouſand ſouldiers,and appointed Phizces 
Captaineouer theſe Forces, by whoſe induftrie(as a little before I hauc declared)both the Lawes 


were fatisfied,and Zambri (thar brake the ſame) was puniſhed.

The Hebrewes fight againſt the Madianites,and overcome then

V » the Madianites (hauing intelligence that their enemies drew neere vnto them,and that Hedio, cap. 7, 
they were not farre off from their borders) gathered their forces together, and beſet all Ruiinus,c.5- 
thoſe paſſages of their countrey, by which they thought their enemie might breake in,ad- 

dreffing themſelues to repulſe them with force and valour. But no ſooner d1d Ph:zces with his 

forces charge them,and ſer vpon them, but rhat(vpon the firſt encounter) ſo great a multirude of 

the Madianites was flaine, that the number of rhe carcaſſes might not be accounted, Neyther 

were their Kings in like ſort ſaucd from the Sword: theſe wete 0g,Sures, Robeas,Ybes,and the fift Fiue Kings of 
Recemus (fronz whom the chicteſt Citic of the Arabians deriueth his name,and at this day retai- hy cod 
neth the ſame,and is called Receme,which the Gracians had rather call Petra.) The Hebrewes ggwim 
hauing thus pur their enemies to flight, foraged the whole Region, and carried and droue away Areceme,or 
with them a grcat prey; and killing all the inhabitants thereof,both men and women, they onely **: 
{pared the Virgins,(for this command had Phinees receiued from Moſes hands:) who returning 

home with'his Armic in ſafetic, brought with him a memorable and mightie prey;of Oxen,fiftic A grear prey 
and two thouſand, ſixtic and ſeuen; of Afes,ſtxtic thouſand; of Golden and Siluer Yellels a great $942 from 
number(which thoſe of that countrey were wont to vic in their domeſticall affaires.) For by rea- == ad 
{on of their great riches,they lined very delicately.There were alfo led capriue from thence abour 

2 thirtie thouſand Virgins. But Moſes (diuiding the prey) gaue the fifticth part thereof to Eleazar, Numer. 

- | andthe Prieſts, and to the Leuites another fiftic : as for the remainder, he diſtributed it amongſt 3: 

the people. Whence it came to paſſe, that eucr afterwards they liued in great ſecuritie, hauing nonodg 


gotten riches by their vertue, and peace alſo to enjoy the ſame. Now for that <9oſes was well {ah for his 
TOI H 2 ſtricken fucceſlor, 
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ſtricken in yeeres,he appointed Jeſus (who,if need were,might ſucceed him in the Offices, both G 
of a Prophet and a Prince and Gouernour; for God had fo commanded that hee ſhould make 
choice of him) to be his ſucceſſor in the principalitie. For he was moſt experr in all diuineand 
humane knowledge; being therein inſtructed by his maſter Moſes. About that time, the two | 
tribes of Gad and Ruber, with the halfe tribe of Manaſſes (being abundantly ſtored with cattell, 
and all other manner of riches) by common conſent beſought Moſes that he would giue and aſ- 
ſigne to them in particular the countrey of the Amorites, which not long fince they had con- 
uered by the ſword, for that it was full of rich paſtures. But he (ſuſpecting leſt ſurprized with 
fare, they did detra&t and withdraw themſelues from the battell of rhe Chanaanites, and that 
vnder the pretext of the care of their cattell, they couered their ſloth) highly taunted and con- 
trouled them, ſaying that they were fearefull diſſemblers: He accuſed them likewiſe, that their þ 
defire was to poſlefle that land, which was conquered by rhe common valour of the people, to 
the end they might lead their lines in idleneſſe and pleaſure ; and that bearing armes with the 
reſt of the hoſt, they would not helpe to poſſeſſe the land beyond 7ordar, which God had pro- 
miſed them, by ouercomming thoſe nations which he commanded themyto account for their 
enemies. Who perceiuing that he was difpleaſed (leſt he ſhould ſeeme to be deſeruedly incen- 
{ed againſt them) anſwered, that neither through teare they fled danger, neither by reaſon of 
ſloth ſhunned labour, bur onely ſhot at this, that leauing their prey in commodious places,they 
might be more fitro enter conflict: ſaying, that they were ready (if ſo be they might receiue 
Cities for the defence and receit of their wiues,children,and ſubſtance) to follow the reſt of the | 
army whither-ſoeuer they were conducted; and to aduenture their lives with them for the com- 1| 
mon ſucceſſe. Whereupon Moſes (allowing their forwardneſſe, and aſſembling Eleazar the | 
High Prieſt, and 7eſ#s, with the reſt of the Magiſtrates)granted them the land of the Amorites, | 


ſhould warfare againſt their common enemie, till all things were accompliſhed according to 
their deſires: and by this meanes hauing receiued that which they demanded,and building them 
walled Cities,they left their children, wiues and ſubſtance in the ſame. Woſes alſo builded ten 
Cities in that Region(which are to be reckoned in the number of thoſe fortie and eight)in three 
whereof he appointed Sanctuaries and places of refuge,which they onely might take benefit of, 
who fled thither for chance-meddly; and he appointed them their terme of exile till ſuch time 
as the High Prieſt died,vnder whom the man-ſlaughter was commirted:at ſuch time they might K 
ſafely rerurne into their Countrey. And during the rime of their exile,it was lawfull for any of 
the kinne to take reuenge againſt the offender by his death, onely at ſuch time as he found him 
without the Citie of refuge: and that right he onely ratified to thoſe that were a kinne, but not 
vnto others. Now the Cities of refuge were theſe: inthe confines of Arabia, Boſora: in the | 
Region of Galadena, Arimanum : in the countrey of Bataneades, Gauladeaman : And after 
the conqueſt of Chanaan ſo many Cities of the Leuites (by the commandement of Moſes) were 
appointed to that end that they might giue refuge and habitation to ſuch ſort of offenders. Ar 
that time when one ofthe Magiſtrates called Salpades, of the tribe of Marnaſſes, was dead (and 
had onely left behind him children of the worſer ſexe) the Gouernours of the tribe came vnto

Euery {cucnth yrc, when the people ſhall be aſſembled together in the ſacred Citie to facri- 
fice vpon the feaſt of Tabernacles , ar ſuchtime as the feaſt approcheth , rhe high Prieſt from a 
high Pulpit{from whence he may be heard by the whole multitude) ſhall reade the law vnro all 
of them: io that neither women nor children ſhall be exempted trom the hearing of the ſame, 
no not the very flaues and bondmen.

Twice in the day, in the morning and 1n rhe 
euening about bed time , let God be honoured for his benefit of our deliuerance out of Agypr. 
For it 15 a thing in nature reaſonable, to giuc rhankes vnto God , as wellin acknowledgement of 
the goods which we haue beforetimerecciued , as in expectation of his future mercies. The 
chiete of theſe allo are to be written ouer our doores, and worne on our armes:and choſe things 
which declare his power and beneficence,arc to be borne about, writteaon rhe head and armes, 
that cucry way Gods bountie may be feene towards his people. In cuery Cirie or townſhip ler 
there beſenen gouernours,fuch as are approoucd in vertue, and famous tor their wſtice :ler each 
one of theſe Magiſtrares haue two Miniſters of the tribe of Lexis Ler chole thar are appointed 
Iudges1n the Cities be held in high reputation : ſo that intheir:prefence go man preſume either 
to vrge contunelics, or iniurious ſpeeches : for ſo ſhall it come to paſle, that menaccuſtomed ro 
doe reuerence, ſhall alſo excrciſe themſclues in pictic , and grow ſo muctx che further from con- 
tempt of God and his power. Wharſocuer ſeemeth good tothe Tudges ro decree, let that be 
held inuiolable ; except it be apparant that they be corrupted with money , or rhat they may be 
manifeſtly conuicted of a wrongfull indgement. They ought likewiſe to tudge without reſpect 
of Iucre or dignitie, and preferre juſtice before all other things : for this iniurie forteth our to 
Gods contumely;as if it were to be ſuppoſed, that he is to be ſuſpected to be weaker then they, 
tor whoſe ſake they wreſt the law contrarietocquitie: for Gods power 1s iuſtice ; he rherctore 
that giucth judgement in fauour andpartialicic of great men, maketh them greater then God 
himſclfe.

Nowtherefore ſhal they ſiy,Surely the 
follics of youth are to be pardoned ; let this ſuftice you, that hitherto you haue forgotten your 
dutic: for which cauſe,remember your ſelfe,and grow wiſe; thinking with your felfte,that God 
is gricuouſly offended againſt thoſe who diſobey or diſdaine their parents , by reaſon that he 
himſelfe is the Father of all mankind;who ſeemeth to be prejudiced in himſelfe,in that diſhonor 
which is done vato thoſe that beare his name, at ſuch time as they receiue not ſuch dutie from 
their childrens hands,as he commandeth, The Law likewiſe inflicted an ineuitable puniſhment 
againſt ſuch; which thou oughteſt with all prouidence to preuenr, and not incurre. - If by theſe 
medicines the vabridled irregard of youth may be healed, let no man eyrher impute or reproach 
him in his ſubmiſhon: for in ſo doing, the Law-maker ſhall be accounted mercifull,and rhe pa- 
rents ſhall be held ro be happie, when as they fee that their ſonne or daughter is exempt from 
puniſhment. Bur if ſuch ſpeeches and inſtructions of the father are ſer light by the ſonne, let the 
Lawes be irreconciliable enemies againſt ſuch continuall outrages commitred by the children 
againſt their parcnts, and let them drag them out of the Citie,in the fight and preſence of all the 
people, and there let him be ſtonea to death : and after the offender hath lyen there a whole day, 
inthe fight of the people, ler him be interred and buricd by night.

It is not lawfull for any Hebrew to lend vpon Vſurie, whether it be meat or drinke ; for it is 
an vnjuſt thing ro make profit of the fortunes of the Tribes : bur it is better to {uccour their ne- 
ccſſities,and impute their thankſgiuing,and Gods retribution,to be a gainevnto them, which are 
wont to follow ſuch kind of benefits. Bur they that haue borrowed eyther money,or any frur, 
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eyther drie or moiſt ; when as by the fauour and affiſtance of God, they ſhall reape their owne mutt be payd. 
Harueſt,and gather their fruit,let them make a willing reſtitution to thoſe that haue lent them;as Dev#-24- 


ifthey had layd them vp for themſelues,to poſſeſſe them at ſuch time as they had need of them. 
But if there be any ſo impudent, as they will not make ſatisfaction, let no man enter into their 
houſes,to take a Pawne, before the Indges haue giuen order,that the Pledge ſhould be demanded 
before their doore ; and the Debrer withour contradiction ſhall bring it vnto him, being aſſiſted 
by the majeſtic of the Law. If he of whom the Pledge is taken, haueAufficient abilitie,the Credi- 
tor may retaine the Gage,rill ſuch time as he be payd: bur if he be poore, he ſhall reſtore him his 
Pawne before the Sunne-ſer, and eſpecially, if it be any Garment whercon he is accuſtomed to 
{leepe; for God doth naturally beſtow his mercie on thoſe that are poore. Ir is not lawtull ro 
receue in way of Gage, eyther a Mill, or ought elſe that belongeth thereunto, leit any Debter 
ſhould bedepriucd of the neceſſary Inſtruments to prouide his Yictuals with,& hcſhould endure 
any cuill through pouertie. Let him that committeth any Thett,be puniſhed with death ; bur he 
that hath ſtolne eyther Gold or Siluer,lct him reſtore it two-fold. If any man kill ſuch as breake 
:nto their houſes, to rob them, or they that breake their walls , let not ſuch a one be punithed. 
Whoſo ſhall ſteale a beaſt, ſhall reſtore foure for it,except it he an Oxe,for which one thal ſatisfie 
huc-fold; and if the Thiefe want meanes to pay this penalric,let him betheir {laue againſt whom 
they haue treſpaſſed, and at whoſe ſuit they are condemned. If any one be fold vnto one of his 
owne Tribe, let him ſerue him ſeuen yeeres;and at the ſeuen yeeres end,he ſhal depart with liber- 
tie. But if during the time that he remaineth with the buyer,he beget any child vpon a female fel- 
low flaue,and that he be willing to feruc,by reaſon of the good affedtionand grear amiticthar he 
bearethynto the houſe;in the yeere of Iubile(which hapneth euery fiftieth yeere)ler him be ſer ar 
libertie, leading away with him his children,& wife,with their freedome. If any man find Money 
or Gold by the way, ler him ſecke out him that hath loſt it,and make knowne the place where he 
tound it,to the intent he may reſtore it;knowing,rhat the profit is not good which commeth and 
accruerh by another mans injurie. The like is to be done with beaſts: for if any man find them 
ſtrayed inthe Deſart,if he find not our the owner, let him preſently keepe it by him, taking God 


to witneſle, that he will not detaine with him another mans goods. If any man find another 
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mans beaſts bemyred or bebogd,ler him not paſſe further, but fuccour them: or if he find them ( 
trauailed with foule weather,let him endeauour and helpe to ſaue the ſame,and helpe him thar is 
the owner, not ſparing or making nice of any labour. | 

Let each man direct the ignorant trauailer in his way,and ſet him in the right path, if he wan. 
der, without deluding him,or hindering him in his necefſities,or mil-leading him in his journey, 
Let no man ſpeake ill of him that is eyrher abſcnt,or deate. It any man be ſtrucken in a quarrel], 
and it be not with a weapon, let him that ſtrucke him be preſently puniſhed,jn receiving the like 
outrage as he hath offered him. Bur if he be carrycd into his houle,and lye ficke vpon it diuers 
dayes,and in the end die thereofhe ſhall be exempt of the penaltic.

uice,and carefull of the conſeruation of his lawes,withour diuerting from that which Moſes had 
commanded. The fixe other alſo were appointed to anſwer the like: and when as likewiſe theſe 
ſixe laſt had praied , the ſixe firſt were ro anſwer them, and confirme that which they had pro- 
nounced. This done, they pronounced maledictions againſt the tranſgretfors(each one anſwering | 
other (in ratification of that which had beene ſpoken. He reduced alfo vnder writing theſe blef: 
ſingsand curſes, to the intent that the memorie thereof might neuer be ſuppreſſed or extingui- 
ſhed by time: which he alſo(being neere vnto his death) cauſed to be written in the Altar on the 
one fidethereof, in that part which extended it ſelfe toward the place where the people ſtood, at 
ſuch time as they ſacrificed and offered burnt offerings. Since which day there were no more ſa- ""as 
crifices offered in that place : becauſe it was contrary to law. Thus did Moſes eſtabliſh,and theſe 


Dexte 23 the Hebrew nation gblerue continually and inuiolably, euen vnro this day. ms 
On the next morrow, he reaſſembled all the people,themſclues, theiriwiues, and children : he "op 


Moſes bin- likewiſe commanded that the ſlaues ſhould bethere preſent , binding them by an oath rhar they [ 
1 wc ſhould maintaine and keepe the lawes , andthat diligently tying themſelues to the will of God, 
eath rokeepe they ſhould not ſo much eſteeme either their kinred,or means,or perils,or any other cauſe what- 
the Jam. ſoeuer, as that thereby they ſhoyld be driuen to negled their lawes, or depart from the ordinan- 
cesthereof : but whether it were any one of their kindred , or any City whatſoeuer, that would 
ſeeke to alter and diſturbethe ſame, or ſtriuero weaken the eſtate thereof, that both in particu- 
lar andinpublike, they ſhould expoſe rhemſclues and endeuour'to puniſhthem : and if they 
ſhould fortune to take ſuch a City, thatthey ſhould razeand vrterly deface the ſame; and if it 
were poſlible,not toleaueone ſtone vponanother , bur to deſtroy the foundation. Bur if they 
weretoo feebleto take ſuch a reuenge, yet that they ſhould make itknowne that they werenot 
conſenting torheir impietic. Hereunto the whole people ſubſcribed and ſealed it with an oath, 
He afterwards told them , how the people ſhould know when the ſacrifices were agreeable vnto 
yes how they ought tomarch out to batrell , taking a figne of the ſtones of which I haue 
oreſpoken. 

Tofach likewiſe,during the life and inthe preſence of Moſes, foreprophecicd whatſocuer hein- 
tended to performe forthe profit of the people, either abroad inthe adminiſtration of war,or at 
home in preſcribing lawes; and preparing them to an order of life(which was newly preſcribed 
them)hetold them,thatby inſtructions from God he foreprophecied, thar if they violated their 
country religion, they ſhould not eſcape theirdeſtruction;for that both their countrey ſhould be 
filled with forraine armes, and their Cities ſackt, and their Temple burnt, and that they them- i 
ſelucs ſhould be fold vnder the ſpeare, and that they ſhould ſerue a nation which would notbe) 
mooued ortouched with commiſeration of their afflictions and miſcries;and that at length they 
ſhould too lately and vnprofitably repent them of their errour : yer that God their effabliſhe 

_ ſhouldreſtore Citiesrothe Citizens, and a Temple to his people : Andthart it ſhould cometo 
Mats Gn paſſe,that they ſhould nor loſethis only one time, but alſo very many times. Then did Moſes al(o 
exhort Jeſus that he ſhould lead his army againſt the Chanaanites , promiſing him that God 

would be afliſtant in his ations, prophecying belides much good hap vato the people, 
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Since that (faith he) I goe vnto mine anceſtors,and that God hath prefixed this day and time 
of my departure, I proteſt before you, rhat liuing as yet and ſtanding in your preſence, I gue 
him thanks for the care and prouidence , which he hath hitherto had of your affaires; not onely 
in propulſing your aduerſaries, but alſo in largely imparting his bleſſings vnto you, and for that 
hehatrh alwaies fauourably helpt me,whilſt Tendeuoured by my labour and care to reduce your 
fortunes to a better ſtare: And that which is more, it is he which hath giuen both the entrance 8: 
the iſſue; making viſe of me but as his committee and ſeruant inallthar good , which hee would 
ſhould be done vnto his people. For all which things I haue thought it requiſite, that (in depar- 
ting from you) I ſhould blefle the power of God, who mn time to come ſhall haue the care and 
charge of you: and to acquit my {elfe of that debt, I leaue you this in remembrance, which is, 


> that you ought to ſerue and honour him,and reuerence the ordinances which he hath giuen you, 


whereby (continuing his fauour towards you) hee will grant you grace to conſerue and keepe 
this excellent gift. Truely that law-maker(that were no more thena man ) would be greatly dif- 
pleaſed and highly diſcontented with thoſe men, who ſhould violate his ordinances, and ſhould 
ſer them at noughts:dbe not you therefore tempt God,who is prouoked vatoanger, when thoſe 
lawes which he himſelfe hath eſtabliſhed andgiuen you, ſhall be comtemned and neglected, 
Whileſt 2oſes pronounced theſe his laſt words, and diſcourſed vnto the tribes their ſcuerall 


; deſtinies , the whole multitude brake into teares; and the women beating their breſts , ſhewed 


and expreſſed the ſorrow they had conceiuedat his death. The children likewiſe lamented , ma- 
king it knowne that they could not bee maſters of their owne forrow , becauſe thar in their ten- 
der yecres they had-vnderſtood the vertue and famous acts of Moſes; and berwixt the elder and 
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younger ſort, there was as it were a conflict who ſhould weepe more bitterly : for the one vn- . 


derſtanding of how worthy a Gouernour they were depriued, lamented the time to come ; and 
the other were perplexed, becauſe they ſhould then forſake him, before they had ſuthciently ta- 
ſted and made triall how great his vertue was. But how great the compaſſion and complaint of 
the people was ,a man may make coniecture by this that then betell the Prophet. For,although 
he were afſuredly perſwaded,that a man was not to lament vpon the inſtant of his dearh (in that 


| itchanced vnto him both according tothewill of God, and the law of nature) yet he beholding 


the affe&tion of the people, could not temperate and reſtraine himſelfe from teares : And whileſt 
he was born thither where he vaniſhed our of their fight,all of them followedhim, wetting their 
facesand boſomes with flowing teares. Then did Moſes ( beckening with his hand ) warne 
them from a far off, that they ſhould ſtand ſtil and keep their places, and exhorted the that were 
neereſt him,by word of mouth, that they ſhould not follow nor proſecute him any further with 
teares, for feare leſt they ſhould make his departure tragicall and lamentable. Onely the Se- 
nate led him forth,and Eleazar the high Prieſt, and the chiefetaine 7eſus. And when hee was ar- 
rived vpon the mountaine called Abarim (whichis very high, and fituate ncere vato Iericho, 
and from whence he might diſcouer the greater part of the land of Chanaan) hee diſmiſſed the 
elders,and whileſt with mutuall embraces hetooke his laſt leaue- of Eleazay and Teſus , and dif- 
courſed with them,a cloud ſodainly enuironed him, and heewas takenaway into a certaine val- 
ley:bur in the ſcripture he writeth thar he died, fearing leſt for the excellency of his vertue,the 

might report that he was rauiſhed and taken away by God. The whole time of his life was one 
hundreth and twenty yeeres, the third part whereof he ſpent in gouernment { one month onely 
exempted.)He died the laſt month of the yeere,and the firſt day oftharmonth which the Mace- 
donians call Dyſtrus ; and our countrimen Adar. Of allmenthe wiſeſt that euer was, and who 
nexecution of his good counſels had no man to equall him. Moreouer in eloquence he was in- 


| Comparable,and in dexterity and grace to entertaine and perſwade the people, he had no ſecond: 


and ſo were his affections alyaies ſeuelled and limitted by his wifedome,that hee ſeemed vtterly

For which cauſe the whole multitude mour- 
ned forhim during the terme of thirty daies : neither were the Hebrewes euer ſeized with fo ex- 
treme griefe,as they were at that time when the Prophet died ; neither did heonly leaue behind 
him a preſent deſire of him, but a great eſtimation amongſt all men , who haue euer chanced to 
reade and examine his writings,whilſt by them they make eſtimate of his vertues, And theſe are 
thoſe things which I thought good to be ſpoken of the death of Moſes,

About the ſhutting in of the euening , -they retyred themſclues into a certaine hoſtrie that ad- 
ioyncd the walles, into which they had beene directed to take their repalt; and whileſt after ſup- 
per time they-conſulted vpontheir returne,the king was giuento vnderſtand(as he fate ar his ſup- 
pcr) that certaine Spies ſent out of the Hebrewes campe , had ſuruayed the Citie , and taken vp 


their lodging in Rahabs houſe, where they ſuppoſed to conceale themſclues till they might gaine- 


them opportunity to depart. Whereupon the King ſent a ſpeedy commandement and offi- 
cers to apprehend them , to the end that beeing brought before him, hee might by torture ex- 
rort from them the cauſe and reaſon why they came into his Citie. Of whoſe approach , when 
Rahab had gotten ſome priuate intelligence , ſhee hid the Spies vnder certaine packes of linnen, 
which ſheedryed neere vnto the walles, and told them that were ſent by the King, that certaine 
ſtrange gueſts alittle before Sunne-ſer had fupt in her houſe, but that they were departed; who 
if they were ſuſpected by the King, as {uch as intended any detriment to the Common-weale, 
they might with little labour and purſuite be eaſily ſurprized in their way. They hearing the 
woman ſpeake after this manner,and imagining no ſubtilry or deceit in her, returned backe againe 
without ſearching the hoſtrie. But afterthey were buſicd and trauelled inthe purſuit and ſearch 
after them cucry way , and tracting of euery path, whereby they might bee ſuſpected to trauell 
towards Tordan, and percciuing noſigne oftheir flight, they defifted any further to purſue them. 
No ſooner was the tumult appeaſcd,but Rahab calleth forth the Spies,and told them the dangers 
to which ſhe had expoſed her ſelfe for their ſecurity ſake(for had ſhe bin conuinced to haue con- 
ccaled them,ſhe might by no meanes hauceſcaped the puniſhment of the King, bur that both ſhe 
and all her family had miſerably periſhed:) She therfore requiredthem,that at ſuch time as they 
ſhould bee Lords ofthe countrey of Chanaan, and had both the occaſton and power to requite

her courtelies,that they would haue her in remembrance. This ſaid ,  ſhee diſmifled them (to 


the end they might returne home againe.) But before their departure ſhe tooke an oath of them, 
to warrantize both her ſelfe and all that which appertained vnto her, at ſuch time as they ſhould 
become maſters of the Citie, and had deſtroyed all rhe Citizens thereof,according to the arreſt 
and ſentence giuen againſt them z which ſhee knew ſhould come to paſſe, hauing certaine appre- 
henfion of the ſame, by certaine fignes and tokens from God : whereupon for the preſent with 
many thankeſgiuings they proteſted, and for the future avowed and {wore vnto her, toacknow- 
ledge her kindneſſe not in words, but in deedes. At ſuch time therefore as ſhee ſhould perceiue 
that the Citie was ready to bee ſurprized,they counſelled her that ſhee ſhould retyreall her fub- 
ſtance,and all thoſe thar appertained vnto her,intoher houſe; and that before the doore thereof, 
ſhee ſhould ſpread ſome crimſen garment, to the intent that the Generall perceining the ſame, 
might inhibite the ſouldiours from pillaging and ſpoiling her houſe : For (aid they ) wee will 
give him notice herof (by reaſon of thatwilling forwardnes that hath binin thee to ſauc our lines) 
and if by misfortune any of thy friends die in the combate, doe not impute the fault vnto.- vs; 
and wee beſeech God ( by whom wee haue {worne) that hce be not diſpleaſed againſt any of vs; 
except againſt ſuch as falſific their oathes. Hauing after this manner accorded vpon the coue- 
nant, they let downe one another from the wall zand when they werearriued in ſafety among 
their nation, they recounted vnto them all that which had happened fince their, arriuall in the 
Ciric. Toſuah hereupon declared vnto Eleazar the high Prieſt and thereſt of the Elders, what 
oath his Spies had ſworne vnto Rahab , who all of them ratified the promiſe they had made, 
But the Generall was penſiue and ſore troubled, for that heknewe not which way he might paſſe 
the riuer of 7ordan , by reaſon that for the preſent it was very deepe and without bridges. For, 
before that time there was not any bridge built thereupon ; and if they would haue built one, the 
enemy would hauc interrupted them : and further beſides that, there were not any places con- 
ucnient to ſtay in. But God made him apromiſe that hee would make the waters fall , and giue 
them paſſage there-through.

For being _— perſwaded that they were maſters of the ficld,and that _ 
their army ſhould be alwaies warranted and fafeat ſuch time as they ſhould fight ( according as are pur es 
before times God had promiſed them)they ſaw(contrary to their opinion) that their aduerfaries fight by the 
had taken heart;inſomuch as clothing themſelues in ſackloth vpon their raiments,they. ſpent all towats praier 
the day in teares & lamentari6s without taſting any meat;ſo grieuouſly were they afflicted with vnto God. 
the inconuenient that had hapned.Bur 7oſuah perceiuing the army diſcomfited after this maner, 
and conceiuing ſome ſiniſter hope of thetreſtares , boldly addreſſed himſelfe vato God,ſaying: © 
We haue not beene induced by our own temerity to attempt theconqueſt of this land by force, © 
bur we haue beene hereunto incouraged by thy ſeruant Moſes, towhom thou haſt promiſed by © 

C diuers fignes , that thou wouldſt giue vs this country to inhabit in,8& that our army ſhould haue <* 
alwaies the vpper hand in battell, and of theſe thy promiſes wee haue oftentimes experimented © 
the cucnt, But now beyond all expectation(hauing recejued an overthrow and. loſt ſome ofour © 
ſoldiers)being terrified by this accident,and ſuſpicious of thy promiſes ro Moſes,we both abſtain © 
from war, and (after ſo many enterprizes and entrances of war) we cannot hope of any fortunate << 
or ſuccesfull proceedings. Be thou therfore affiſtant vnto vs, O Lord (for it lieth in thy power) © 
& by thy mercy relicue our preſent ſorrow with a largeſle of viftory, & take fro vs the thaught © 
of deſpaire wherein wee are too farre plunged. 7oſuahlying proſtrate on his face,made this prater 5,4; angyer 
vato God, who preſently anſwered him,thar he ſhouldariſe ; comanding him to purge the armie to loſahs 
of that pollution that had hapned therein, and of theft committed by one of the multitude, Pra 
who was ſo hardy as to violate and conceale thoſe rhings which were conſecrated vnto him, 
aſſuring him that that cauſe was the meanes of the preſent calamitie : but that as ſoone ashe had 
ſearched out,and punithed rhe ſacriledge, the Iſraelites ſhould become fortunate and obtaine 
the victorie. This Oracle 7oſuah declared vnto the people,and calling for the high Prieſt and the 
Magiſtrates,he caſt lots vpon the tribes,and when as the lot had fallen on the tribe of 7uda,it was 
againe caſt by kinreds ; and when againe the facriledge was found to bee committed in Zacha- 
71a kirited, they examined the ſame once more man by man, and found out Achar : who ha- cbr found 
uing no meanes to deny theſame,and being diſcoucred by God himſelfe, confeſſed the fat , and and puniſhed. 
broughtforth thoſe things, which he had concealed : Whereupon being preſently pur ro death, 
he wasby night buried after an ignominious manner,according as he deferued it. But 7oſuah ha- 

£ Uing purified the people; led them foorth againſt 4izaz, and laying an Ambuſcado by night 
time aboue the Citric, carly in the morning hee drew the enemy outro fight, who boldly broke 
forth(being incouraged by their former vitory)bur 7oſuah making a ſhew of retreat, drew them 
farther off from their Citie(forming in them an imaginarie hope thar the Iſraelites fled,and that 
they ſliould gaine a ſecond viory ouer them.)But when 7oſ#4h ſodainly madea ſtand,and freſh- 
iy charged them, and gaue a ſignall vato thoſe that lay in ambuſh, they were incontinently ad- FI 

reſſed and encouraged to fight,and with all expedition entred rhe gates of the Citie, on the pour? foo gy 
walles whereof there ſtood diuers of the inhabitants, beeing eye-witnefles ( as they thought) 
of their atchicued vicorie. In this manner was the Citie taken , and All they that wete therein; 
were laine:and 1ofuah on the other ſide inforced thoſein ſuch manner ( with whom he maintaj- 
ned skirmiſh) that they turned their backs , and fled rowards the Citie, as if it had beene in 
the ſame eſtate as they left it:but when they perceived that it was furprized,& ſaw both it,their 
wiues,and childrenconfumed with fire , they ſcattered themſelues aboutthe fieldes, not beeing 
able to rally themſelues,by reaſon of their diſturbance and diſorder, After this ouerthrow ofthe | 
Ainites, there were a great number of women, children , and bondflaucs taken capriue , and The prey &- 
ſtore of all ſorts of mooueables. The Hebrewes alſo became Lords of much carttell,and gathe- — i 
red agreat quantirie of filuer (for the counttey was rich.)All which 79ſua4(vpon his returne tg people:

Whereupon they 
Pile :n;. Were adiudged to attend ontheſe ſeruices: and by this meanes deliuered they themſelues from 
ſeries, rheir imminent perill. Bur for thar the King of Ieruſalem was fore incenſed againſt the Gabeo- 
3 ap 19. . nites(for that they had reuolted and ſubmutted to Teſus) hee aſſembled together the kings of his 
leruſalem Neighbour nations, to make warre againſt them. The Gabeonites perceluing the danger they 
mouerh ware yere in,and how the enemy was preparcd to aſſault them (and how to that intent they had pit- 
Choe, Ched their tents neere vnto a certaine fountaine not farre off from the Cirie ) they required Jeſus 
to aſſiſt and defend them. For their affaires were in that eſtate, that they expected death from the 

hands of their friends:and contrariwiſe hoped for helpe to be warranted by thoſe Hebrews,with 

whom they had c6tracted amity(notwithſtading that they arriued in that country to deſtroy the 

leis Sek whole nation of the Canaanites.) 7oſuah therfore(haſtning onward with his whole army to giue 
fero flight, themaſliſtance,and marching both day and night) early in the morning charged the enemy (at 
ſuch time as he intended his aſſault) and hauing put rhemto flight , he purſued them by a ſteepic

The whole Armie of nites mooue 
them conſiſted of three hundreth thouſand foormen, ten thouſand horſemen, and twentie thou- JA17e 282int 
ſand Chartors. This great multitude of the enemie aſtoniſhed 7oſuah,and the Ifraclites,and (by The huge 
reaſon of the aſſured teare wherewith they were ſeized) they conceiued bur little hope of obrai- eat 
ning the vpper hand : but God reproached him,and vpbraided him of that his timiditic;and for Py 
char they ſuſpected themſelues to be ſcarcely ſecured vnder his protection, hee promiſed them 
likewifc,that he would ouercome their enemies, and make their Horſes vnprofitable, and would 

conſume their Chariots by fire. 1oſuah therefore was emboldened by theſe promiſes from God, 

and marched out againſt his enemics ; whom he ſurprized on the fifth day. The encounter was 

ſtrong,and the ſlaughter ſo great, that they who ſhould bur heare the ſame, would ſcarcely be- 

leeue it. Many alfo were laine in the purſuit; ſo that (a few onely excepted) the whole Armie 

was put to the ſword. The Kings alſo were all of them flaine; and of their men,there remained All the Kings 
not any one aliue. 1ſuah alſo commanded,thar their Horſes ſhould be {laine,and he burned their * *e ©ha-

Chariots,and ſecurely marched rhorow the whole countrey ; ſo that no man durſt fally out, or tofuah ipoy- 
make head againſt him. He beſteged likewiſe their ſtrong places, and killed all thoſe whom hee = _ 
might apprehend. Now, when the fifth-yeere was fully finiſhed, and nor any one of the Cha- ——-—adp 
naanites were left aliue,(except ſuch as were fled into their Cities and Forts of defences) Toſuah 
once more retyred his Campe toward the mountaines, and placed the ſacred Tabernacle in the 
Citie of Siloe,which ſeemed to be a very conuenient place,by reaſon of the bzautic of the ſame; 
where the Arke might remaine,rill ſuch time as their affaires of eſtate permitted them to build a 
Temple. From thence he departed with all the people, to repaire vnto Sichem;and there builded 
he an Altar in that place,(according as before-time Aoſes had commanded and enjoyned) and 
hauing diuided his Armie, he planted the halfe of them on the mountaine of Garizim, and the __— Ciuje 
other halfe on the mountaine of Gebal(on which alſothere is an Altar)with the Leuites and the jt >=

For which cauſe , calling vnto him ſome ſpeakes his 
few companions of his perils, who were diſcontented with their preſenteſtate , and defired a {9nne Arhniel 
change, he firſt of all diſcomfited the garriſon which Sch1ſart had placed ouer them:and ſo much _— w_ 
was he furthered with his firſt ſucceſle, thar the number of his followers increaſed more & more, 
{o thatthey ſeemed ſufficient ro equall the enemy in open field : whereuponencountring him in 
one battaile, they ouercame him,and recouered their libertie ; and thereſt of the ſcattered and 
confuſed army retired themſelucs roward Euphrates. Now after that Cenizus had by thus effec 
gluen proofe of his valour, he recciued the gouernment at the peoples hands, and exerciſed the 
office of Iudge fortie ycercs, atthe end whercof he died.

As foone the world, 
as her husband rerurned home againe,thee rold him all that which the Angell had faid vnto her, pix 95 nt 
who was amazed at the beauty and greatnefle of the young meſſenger, who appeared vnto her uirie, 1181, 
after ſo ſtrange a manner, as Manoach was almoſt ſpent with icaloufte and ſuſpicion (which ſuch 
a paſſion is woont to engender.) Bur ſhee deſirous to mitigate his diſcontent, and thar diſtruſt 
which he had vainely and vnaduiſedly conceiued ; beſought God that it might pleaſe-Him once 
more to ſerd his Angell vnto her, to the intent that her husband might ſce him. Whileſt there- | 
fore they liucd in this ſort our of towne,the Angel preſented himſelte againe (through the grace The Angell 
of God) and appeared vnto the woman (being apart from her husband.) But ſhee beſought him —_— 
to abide vatill ſuch time as ſhe had called her husband: which when ſhee had obtained, the went to Mancach.

Bur 
incontinently after that God had declared to E; and the Prophet Same! (who about that time 
was very young) what miſhap ſhould fall vpon Elzes children, hee mourned ouer them, as if 
they had bcene already dead. (But I will firſt of all declare ſomewhat vnto youas concerning 
the Prophet Samuel, and afterwards will I ſpeake of rhe children of EZ1;, and what inconuent.

_ w__ one or the others expectation. For when they toyned battell, the victory which the Hebrewes 
thieu. hoped ſhould be theirs , fell vnto the Philiſtines; and the lotſe whichthe Philiſtines feared, fell 
fandareflaine ypon the Hebrewes , who at laſt perceiued that they had repoſed their confidence onthe Arke 
rr b all in vaine. For as ſoone as their enemies, and they fought pell mell with them , they turned 
theenemy. their backes,and loſt about thirtie thouſand men, amongſt whom the ſonnes of the high Prieſt 
were flaine, and the Arke was taken and carried away by the enemie.

_ mc beſt to bedone, and firſt of all they reſolued to ſend backe the Arke vnto thoſe to whom it ap. 

pertained, whoſe captiuity Goddid reuenge, in that with it many plagues entred into the fame 
| Region, and ceaſed not to waſte both their menand their countrey. There were ſome that ſaid 
that this reſolution was vnſeemely to be executed, denying that theſe things ſhould be imputed 
to the captiuity of the Arke(whoſe power if it were ſo great as they intended, or if God had 
any wayes care of the fame; hee would neuer haue permitted it to-haue fallen into the hands of 
men of a contrary religion) perſwading them to digeſt theſe misfortunes with an equall minde, 
and ſo to thinke that all theſe things were nothing elſe but the effects of nature,which in certaine 
periods of times is wont to ingenerate in mens bodies, in the earth, and in plants, (andin other 
things ſubicc to her power) theſe kinds of alterations and mutations. But the counſell of thoſe 
men, that had approoued their vnderſtanding and wiſedome in times paſt, was preferred before 
their opinion. For the afliſtants ſuppoſed that in this deliberation, as alſo-their opinion and 
counſell was moſt conuenient. They therefore aduifcd that the Arke ſhould be ſent backe and 
not retained, and that the fiue Citics ſhould dedicate fiue golden ſtatuacs in teſtimonie of their 
gratitude, becauſe they had beene preſerued by his fauour from that plague, from which by hu- 
mane remedies it was impoſſible to eſcape ; they annexed alſo ſo many golden mice vnto them, 
like vato thoſe that ſpoiled their country. All theſe locked ina cheſtand laid vpon the Arke,they | 
commanded that a new Cart ſhould be built,and that they ſhould yoake and tie to the ſame cer- 
eaine kine that had new calued, locking vp their calues from them, leſt they ſhould be an impe- 
diment to their dammes,and(to the intent that through rhe defire to ſee rheir yong)they ſhould 
haſte the faſter.

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but point by point informed him of all that which had hapned vnto him,during his being and a- 
boad with the Prophet Samzxel, and how he had declared vnto him the recoucry of his Ales : 
bur as touching the royaltie , and thoſe things that concerned the ſame , hee concealed rhem; 
ſuppoling that if it ſhould be made knowne,it would not be belecued; but that he ſhould reape_ 
hatechereby. For although he were both his friend and couſin ; yer thought he it more ſecure 
and conuenient for him to burie the ſame in ſilence: reputing (as I ſuppoſe) in himſelfethe in- 
firmitic of mans nature,that no man is conſtant in loue, but alchough by maniteſt affiſtance from 
God, feliciry fall vpon any man, yet other men doe gricue and repine that any one ſhould be 
referred before them. , 
After this, Samuel aſſembled the people in the City of Maſpha,where he framed his ſpeech in 
{ach ſort, as he cerrified of thoſe things which he had receiued from God, namely, that he ha- 
 uing procured rheir liberty , and brought their enemies in ſubiection vader them; nexr, how 
they were forgerfull of ſo many benefits, and had degraded God of his royalty; as if they were 
jonorant,that the greateſt good that might happen vnto men,is to be gouerned by him thar is 
the ſoucraigne good; how they had derermined to hauc a man to their King,who according to 
i his pleaſure and apperite, or according to the vabridled bent of his paſſion, would vie them like 
flaues made ſubject vnto him, and would vſurpe vpon their goods without forbearing any thing 
wharſocuer; that men arenot ſo ſtudious to maintaine their handie works and labours , as God, 
who hath an ineſtimable care of thoſe whom he hath created. Notwithſtanding (faith he)ſince 
you haue thus determined,; and are after this manner relolued, and that the outrage which you 
haucenterprized againſt God, preuaileth with you,ſer your ſclucs all of you in orderaccording 
to yourtribes and families,and let each of you caſt your lots. To this the people condeſcended, 
andthe lot fell on the tribe of Beniamiz,which being caſt the ſecond time, light on the family of 
Uetr!, and afterwards being approued by the people, it tell to Saws lot, who was the ſonne of 
Cis, to hauethe kingdome. The young man, who before that time knew what ſhould happen, 
had ſtept aſide;to the intent(as I ſuppoſe)thar it might not ſeemethar he had delired this dignity; 
and ſuch moderation and temperance ſhewed he in this matrer,that although it ſo fell our, that 
diuers cannot conceale the ioy they concciue, if any face of felicity ſmile vpon them; bur mani- 
feſt the ſame vnto all men: yet notwithſtanding he not onely was voide of vaine appearance (al- 
though he were to be King and Lord of ſo many worthy people)but that w® is more, he ſtole 
away from the preſence of thoſe men ouer whom he ſhould command,and fo handled all things 
that he made them ſecke after him,and trauell to find him our. Whileſt therefore they carcſully 
ſought,and knew not what was become of Saxt,the Prophet praied God that he would ſhew the 
where he was,& that he would bring him into their preſence: whenas therfore he was enformed 
by God in what place he remained; Samxel ſent out certaine meſſengers to conduct him thither, 
and aſſoone as he came amongſt them, Samuel (et and placed him in the midſt of the people:now 
was hee morethigh then any of the company by, the ſhoulders ; and had a Kingly and goodly 
ſhape and appearance: then ſpake the Propher after this manner, God hath giuen you this man 
to be your king,behold how he ſurpaſſeth you al,and ſhewes himſelf worthy to be your Prince. 
But as ſoone as the people had cried God ſaue the King;the Prophet, who had reduced into wri- 
tings all thoſe miſchietes that ſhould betall chem, read the fame vato them in the hearing of the 
King,and put the book into the Tabernacle of God for a perpetuall teſtimony vnto poltericy of 
thoſe things which in future ages ſhould ſucceed,according as he had fore-prophecied : which 
done, Samuel diſmilled the people,and returned to the City of Ramarh,whici was his countrey. 
But Saz/ departing vnto Gabarha,diuers worthy men gauc their attendance on him,and did him 
the honor that appertained vnro a King. Bur diuers ſeditious and looſe companions, who ſet him 
at noughts. both mocked them, and thoſe things which they did, neither brought they any pre- 
ſents vnto Sar, neither ſeemed they either in affection, or in word, any wayes to reſpett their 
King. A moneth after this inſtalment, there fell a war berwixt him and Naas King of the Ammo- 
nites, which was the originall ofthat honour which was generally attributed vnto him by the 
Whole multitude:this Naas had offered diuers outrages vnto thoſe Tewes that dwel on the other 
lide of Iordan. For he had trauerſed the river witha grear 8& huge army leuicd againſt them; and 
had overcome diuers of their Cries. For at thattime he vſed force and violence againſt them:and 
fo the intent that they might not rebel, neither deliver thEſelues from his ſubiection, he vied rhis 
ſubtilty 8 preuentionto cur off al colour & occaſion from them,of oppoſition. For to thoſe that

afliltance eo {econd his courage, furniſhed him with a royall armour, a ſword anda helmet, and 


ſcar him forth to the battell, But Danzd feeling the weight of his armour, and ſ{ceming rather 
to be loaded then defenced with the ſame, ſaid vnto him: Let theſe armes (O King) ſcrue to in- 
cloſeand defence thy body , who artable to beare them, and ſuffer me I beſeech thee, who ani 
thy {cruant,to fight according ro mineowne tanrafte. He therefore laid vp his armour,and tooke 
2 ſtaffe in his hand,and frue ſtones which he gathered on the bankes of the torrent, which. he pur 
in his ſcrip,his fling he bore in his right hand: and being rhus armed, he marched forward to en- 
counter his enemie. Now when the Barbarian ſaw him thus furniſhed, he ſo much contemned 
him, thar in way of ſcorne he asked him whether he thought hingto be a dogge, thar hee rhus 
came forth to fight with him, with weapons fit to ſcare dogges? Nay (faid Danid) Teſteeme 
thee worſer then a dog: which ſo much peruerted Go/zahs paricnce, that he curſed rhe name of 
his god, thundring out threats, that he would caſt out his carkeiſe to be deuoured by the beaſts 
of the field, and the birds of the aire. But Dauid anfwered, Thou commelt againſt me with thy 
ford, thy iauclin, and curets: but contrariwife, I march our againſt thee vnder the warrantiſe 
and protection of God, who ſhall deſtroy thee by my hand,and with thee thy whole army, for 
this day will T take thy head from thy thoulders,andcaſt the reſt of thy body ro the dogs whom 
thou reſembleſt, and all men fhall know that God 1s the Prince of the Hebrewes, and that our 
armes and forces are the cares thart it plcaſerh him to haue of vs, and thar all other furniture of 
warre is vnprofitable,cxcept it be afſfiſted by God.

forced it againſt Goliah,and gaue him ſuch a ſtroke on the forehead, that hee pierced him to the 
very braine: ſo thar Goliah tell downe ſuddenly dead, and he running vpon him as he lay ſpraw- 
ling on the earth, cut off his head with his owne ſword: for he himſelfe had none: As ſoone 
as he was ſtrooken downe,diſcomfiture and flight feiſed all the Army of the Philiſtines:for ſec- 
ing the moſt eftcemed warriour amongſt them ouerchrowne and flaine,they beganto ſuſpect the 
gcnerall iflue of their warre,and reſolued to retire from thence; ſo they tooke their flight in diſ- 
order and confuſton, ſuppoting by that mcanes to deliuer themſclues our of dangers. But Sax! 
and the whole armie of the Hebrewes fallied our againſt chem, with grear ſltouts and cries ; and 


 Inthe perſuite made a great (12ughter of them, and draue them to the borders of Geth and the 


gates of Aſcalon. In this battell there died on the Philiſtines {ide aboue rhirty thouſand, and 
the reſt that were hurt and wounded, were rwice as many. Saul returning backe into lis campe, 
pillaged and burnt their tents : but Dawd bore Golzahs head into his pauillion , and hung his 
iword in the Tabernacle, and conſecrated the ſame vnto God. Bur Saul afterward conceiued 
a priuic hatred againſt David, vpon this occatton 1which enſueth : For whereas he returned tri- 
umphant like a conquerour with an armie , and the women and maidens fſtnging and dancing 
totheir cymbals and rimbrels, in way of honour came out to meete him: The women ſung,that 
Sa! had flaine diuers thouſands of the Philiſtines;and rhe virgins an{wered,thar Danzd had lain 
diuers ten thouſands, Which when $az/ vnderſtood,and ſaw that the lefler teſtimonic of thou-

the Palcitins. dedicated vnto God, at ſuch time as he flew the Philiſtine. David hauing gotten it, fled out of 
the countrey of the Hebrewes,and went vnto Geth,acountrey of the Philiſtines, whercin Ach; 
was King. There being knowne by the Kings feruants,he was diſcouered and noted to bee tha 
David, that had flaine many thouſand Philiſtines. Dawd fearing to bee put to death by him, 
Dauidcoun- and ſuſpeCting leſt hee ſhould fall into the ſame danger which hee had eſcaped by flying from 
rerfeirsmad- Fay], counterteited himſelfe to bee fooliſh and mad: ſo that the fome frothed and iflued our of 
>. une © his mouth; and counterfeited in all things ſo cunningly, that hee made the King of Gerk belecte 
Achis. moſt ſtedfaſtly that he was beſotred and frenzie in his fickeneſle. For which cauſe the King was 
1%: wroth with his ſeruants,inthat they had brought him a mad man,and commanded them with al 
expedition that might be, to driuc him our of his countrey. Hauing in this ſort eſcaped outof 
the countrey of the Geths, he tranſported himſelfe into the tribe of 1#da, and being in the care 
of Adullam, heſent vnto his brothers to let them vnderſtand that he was there, who came ynto 
him withall their linage: and diuers others that either were in neede or ſtood in feare of Saul, re- 
ſorted vnto him,ſaying,that they were ready to performe whatſocuer he ſhould command them: 
| all which amounted to the number of foure hundreth or thereabouts. Da#/d therefore being thus 
aſſured,by reaſon of the ſuccors and forces that came vnto him, diſlodged from thence & went 
nite. © the King ofthe Moabites, belecching him that hee would bee pleaſed to entertaine his father 
ringrorhe and mother in that countrey, vntill ſuch timeas hee vaderſtood what ſhould bee the iſſue or end 
Moabits,co- of his affaires. The King vouchſafed him this fauour, and did them great honour all the time 
mirect bi they werein his countrey. Andas touching David, he hauing recciued inſtructions by rhecom- 
ther rohis mandement of the Prophet to abandon the defart,and to ſoiourne inthe tribe of 74da:he obeyed 
Ow him; ſothat comming to Saron, he made his abode 1n that place. Bur when Sau/ had vnder- 
methtoSars, ſtood that Dauzd had beene ſcene with a number of men, hee fell into an extraordinary feare 
Saul feareth andtrouble of minde: forknowing both the vnderſtanding and courageof the man, hee thought 
2 inwardly with himſelfethar hee would attempt no action that was not great, and ſuch a one as 
might not onely endanger his Kingdome, or at leaftwiſe breed him much difficulty and labour, 
For which cauſe,aſſembling his friendsand Caprtaines,and thoſe of his tribe in Gaba, where hee 
kept his royall Court, there ſitting in aplace called Aror,where all his honourable and ciuill M 
Siſtrates , with the reſt of his Capraines and ſouldiers cnutroned him round abour, hee ſpake 
Sauls oration yntorthem after this manner: Beloued friends, I know that you can beare witneſſe of my boun- 
. ty, and how I haue aduanced ſome of you to honours, ſigniorics and poſſeſſions, and hauepre. 
and eſtates,a- ferred you tothe chicfeſtdignities and prerogatiues amongſt the people. Now would I knowof 
gun Dauid ou whether you hope or expe from the ſonne of Jeſſe greater bounty and largerbenefits,then 
I haue beſtowed vpon you-T knovw that all of you are confederated with him,and that my ſonne 
Tonathan likewilc is of the ſame faction, and hath perſwaded you to follow and fauour him. For 
I am not ignorant both of the oathes and couenants thatare paſt twixt him and Dauid, andam 
well aſſured that heeis both a counceller and affiſter vnto him in whatſocuer hee vndertakeths 
gainſt me: yet are none of you touched with theſe cares ; but intending your owne quiet, yol 
expect the cuent of theſe matters. 
Wheathe King had ſpokenthus, there were none of the afliſtants that replyed: onely "_

Doeg the Syrian to perpetrate the ſlaughter, who ioyning to himſelfe certaine other ſacrilegious vn 4 
andimpious men, he murthered Achimelechand all his race, who were in number three hug. "YEE: 
dreth, thirtie and fine men. He further ſent to Nob the citicof rhe Prieſts , and put all of them 
vnto the ſword , neither ſparing woman norchilde , nor hauing reſpect vnto any orher age, but 
conſuned the whole Citie with fire, onely oneſonne of Achimelech eſcaped , who was called 
Abiathar. All which befortuned according as God had foretold the high Prieſt Z1z, ſaying, 
that by reaſon of the tranſgreſſionof his two ſonnes, his poſteritie ſhould be extinguiſhed, 

This cruell and malicious act perpetrated by King Sarl (inextinguiſhing all the race of the Amanifeſt | 
ſacerdotall order,without compaſſion either of Infants,or reacrence of old age: this deſtructlon **=pifcath 
of his of that Citie, which God had choſen ro bee the countrey and common nurſe of the .prouctbe, 
Prieſts and Prophers, and which he elected to be a recepracle and refuge ofall that forr of men) Honours 
manifeſtly expreſſeth and declarcth vntoall men, how depraucd and corrupr the minds of men OO 
are:For fo long as they are humble,and limited by a baſe and priuate eſtare,becaule they neither < 
dare nor can haue libertie ro giue ſcope to their vabridled natures : they ſeeme to be good and Note dili. 
iuſtmen; and make ſhew ofa wonderfull ſtudie of iuſtice, accompanying the ſame with pierie, gently 
andare perſwaded that God is preſent in all our actions : finally, thathe beholdeth all our cogi- 
tations. Bur no ſooner haue rhey attained to power and empire, laying aſide their former and 
reformed manners, and taking vpon them as it were ina Stage-play,both a new habit and ano. 
ther perſonage, but they aredeuoured in all audaciouſneſſe and inſolencie,and contempt of both * 
divine and humane lawes. And when as to ouercome their enuic,they had moſt neede of pie- 
tleand iuſtice ; and when as not onely all their actions , but alſo their wils are expoſed to all 
mens eyes : -then moſt of all, as if eirher God diffembled, or feared their power, they exerciſe 
their tyrannics vpon their ſubie&s; and wharſocuer they decree, either through vaine feare, ha- 
tred or vnreaſonable fauour,rhar ſuppoſe they both to be ratified by men,and allowed by God: 
being alrogerher depriued of cither reſpe& or reaſon of thoſe things that are to come. For 
whatſocuer they be that ſpend their many and vnexhauſted labours 1n their ſeruice, thofe doe 
they firſt preferre : and afterwards when they haue loaden them with the burthen of dignities, © 
they through enuie nor onely depriue of thoſe dignities;but through flander alſo doe oftetimes © 
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oppreſſe them , not conſidering how deferuedly they oppreſle, but onely giuing credit without ( 
proofe to raſh and ſcandalous detractions, executing and ſatiating their rage, not on thoſe they 
ought to puniſh,but thoſe that may moſt eaſily be depreſſed and ouerthrowne.The manifeſt ex. 
ample hereofappeareth vnto vs in Saul the ſonne of C:s : who after the gouernment of the nohj. 
lity was extinct , and the ſupreme magiſtracie of Indges was difannulled, beeing the firſt created 


_ King of the Hebrewes,onely for that hee ſuſpeted CAchimelech, he flew three hundreth Prieſts 
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and Prophers,and after he had ſlaine them, deſtroyed their citie with fire; and as much as in him 
lay,depriued the high Temple of God,not only of Prieſts,but ſacred miniſters ; 8 after ſo hide. 
ous a {laughter,neither ſpared their countrey nor any of their ofſpring to be left aliue. But Abja- 
thar Achimelechs ſonne,who onely eſcaped with life amidſt all his flaughtered family, Ayingvy- 
to Daxid,declared vnto him both the ouerthrow of his family and the death ofhis father. Dauid } 
anſwered him , that hee expected no lefle then that which hapned, at ſuch time as hee eſpied 
Doeg there, whoas his minde gaue him,would not faile to reprooue and ſcandall Achimelechtg 
Saul:yet tooke he it on him thar the misfortune hapned vnto his friend by his meanes : he there. 
fore praied him toremaine with him , becauſe he could not be concealedfor ſecured in any place 
better then with himſelte. " 4 
About the ſame time, David vnderſtanding that the Philiſtines made a road into the counter 
of Cilla,and preied the ſame, determined roaffault them, if after the Prophet had asked counſel! 
of God, hee ſhould bee by theoracle animated to the performance thereof : which accordingly 
falling out , heefallied out accompanied by his friends, and {et vpon the Philiſtines, and madea 
great ſlaughter of them , and recouered a very rich prey , and gaueconuoy to the Cillans , till | 
ſuch time as they had ſafely gathered in and houſed all their corne and fruite, The rumour of 
this his expJoite was preſently brought vnto Sau: for this nobleact and happy execution was 
not onely not ſhut within the limits of the place wherein it was performed, . but the renowne 
thereof was diſperſed euery where both in other mens cares asal{ointhe Kings,and both the ac- 
tionand the author thereof were highly commended. Sal was very 1oyfull to heare that Daxil 
was in Cilla, and ſaid thus : God hath deliuered him into my hands, by inforcing him to ſhut 
vp himſelf within acitic incloſed with wals,gates,and barres:whereupon he ſodainly gaue com. 
A—_ thatall the people ſhould march againſt Cilla, and befiege the ſame, and {urprizeor 
ll Daxza, | 

But David hauingintelligence hereof, and aduertiſed by God, that if hee ſtaied among the 
Cillans, they would deliuer him into the hands of Sa#t , hee tooke with him his foure hut- 
dreth men, and retired himſelfe from the Citie into the defart , and encamped on a defen- 
ced hill called Engaddi: ſothart the King being aduertiſed that he was fled from the Cillans,cer 
ſed to ifſue out inarmes againſt him, From thence Dauid departed to a certaine place of the 7i- 
phians , where Jonathan Sanls ſonne met with him, andafter hee had embraced him, hee exhor- 
ted him ro bee of good cheere, andto conceiue an afſured hope of future good fortune, and not 
to giue place to his preſent miſeries,by reaſon that he ſhould obtaine the kingdome , and ſhould 
hauethe whole power of the Hebrewes ſubieRed vnto him ; but that ſuch things were not wont 
to happen,except they were accompanied with greattraualles: andafter they had once morere- 
nued the oath of mutuall and laſting amitie and faith berweene them,during all the time of thei | 
lives, calling God to witneſle with imprecations againſt him , that ſhould contradict or inany 
ſort change thoſe conuentions ; 10n4than left Dauid ſomewhat eaſed in heart, and disburdened 
of his conceiued feare, and that done, returned to his owne home. But the Ziphians inter 
ding to gratifie Sal, told him thar Davzd was amongſt them, and promiſed him to deliver him 
priſoner into his bands, if ſo be hee would ifſue out againſt him: inſomuch as if hee would ſeize 
all the ſtreights of the countrey , it ſhould bee impoſſible for him to flie into any other place. 
The King praiſed their forwardneſſe,and promiſed them torequite their loyalty,and to remune- 
rate them ſhortly tor this their good affeftion, and withall ſent out certaine men to ſeeke out 
Dauid and to beake ouer theforreſt, promiſing them that ſhortly hee would follow after them. 
Thus did the Gouernours & Princes of the Ziphians offer theſelues vato the King to ſearch out 
andapprehend him,expreſling their affection therein, not onely in outward ſhew, but alſo ith 
their whole power labouring what they mighr,that ſurpriſing him,they might deliver him tothe 
Kings hands. Bur their iniuſt defire had as infortunate ſucceſſe: who beeing to incurre no peril!

ſure the from perill. And whenthey came to Hebron, they preſented David with 15boſeths head, 
offering themſelues as his moſt dutifull licgemen todo him ſeruice,who had delivered him ofan 

 enemy,and made away an aduerſary agauiſt his royaltie. But Danidallowed not theiract in ſuch 
fort as they hoped, bur ſpake thus vnto them;O curſed men.,faid he (on whom I intend preſent- 
ly to execute iuſtice)haue you not heard how I puniſhed him that murthered Saul, and brought 
his royall crowne vnto meF Yea,although he ſlew himvpon his owneinſtant requelt,andto the 
intent the enemy ſhould nor ſurprize him aliue? Were you of that opinion that I was changed, 
&that I am not the ſame that I was, but that I take delight to be partaker with you1in your mil: 
chiefes,or that I will countenance the, as 1f theſe acts of yours (who are murtherers of your ma- 
ſter)were laudable in you? in you, I ſay, who haue ſlaine-a good man on his bed, that iniured no 
man,but was your benefaCtor,ard who had both cheriſhed and honoured you: nay, rather aſſure 
your ſelues,that you ſhal be punithed 1n his behalfe, 8 ſhall yeeld me ſarisfaRtion by the loſſe of 
your liues, becauſe you haue thought thar 75þoſc1hs death would work my contenement:for,you 
couldnot inany ſort diſhonor me more, then by conceiuing ſuch an opinion of me. Which laid, 
he adiudged them to die by the moſt cruell rorments that might bee imagined: and with allthe 
honour thathe might, he cauſed 75boſeths head to be interred in Abners rombe.

| the Giants (which isa place not farre off from the City)they in that placeexpected the 
encounter. But the King of the Hebrewes, who was wont to doe nothing inconſiderately,witl- 
| out 
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\ out Gods aduice, commanded the high Prieſt to prophecicand foretell,whart ſucceſſe and cuent q 


the warre ſhould haue; who after he had informed him that God ſmileth on;and fauourerh their 
xtemprs,he preſently drew out his army againſtrhe enemy: ahid ſtriking the bartell, heſaddenly 
aſſailed rhe enemies on their backs, and partly flew them;and partly pur theini to flight. 'Bur ler 
no man ſuſpeR, thar the army of the Paleſtines-was ejther-ſmall in number,or weake in courage; 
which at that time affailed the Hebrewes, in thathee coniecturerh in his'minde, that they were' 
aaily ouercome; without their attempting or performing any noble or memorable action. For 
he is to know,that all Syria, Phenicia, (and all orher warlike Nations beyond them) bare armes; 
with them,and were confederates inthis warre: which was theonely cauſe, that notwithſtanding' 
they were ſo many times ouercome, and had Toft diners rhouſands ofmen,thar they deliſtednot' 
roafſaile the Hebrewes with more grear force: and that which is more,hauing beene defeated in 
the battels before recited, yet forbare they not to affaile Dauid anew wirhthtice as much: power 
a5 before,and to incampe inthe ſame place. For which cauſe, Danid tooke counſell of God once 
more, what the iſſue of this battell ſhould bee: .and the high Prieft rold him, that hee ſhould en- 
'campe inthe forreſt called Teares, becauſe it was nor far off from the enemies campe,andthat he 
ſhould nor depart fron#thence,neither attempt them in battell, before the trees did ſhake with- 
out any. agitation Or breath of winde. Wherupon;zas ſoone as the trees ſhook,and the time which 
God had appointed was come; without any delay,he iſſued out, to enioy a prepared and nianifeſt 
viſtory. For the ſquadrons of the enemy were difarraicd;and incontinently berookthem toflighr, 
and were ſwiftly followed and {laughtered, vntill the City of Gerar (which is a frontire-towne 
of their countrey) and their campe was thorowly ranſacked , wherein there were found oreat 
riches;and amongſt all other things, their gods were beaten to pieces. | | gore 
The bartell being brought to this end, it ſeemed good vato Dad (by the counſel of the EI- 
dersand Coronels ouer thouſands) that all the lowre of their youth ſhould be aſſembled from 
allcheparts ofthecountry,cuery one according to his tribe.

The King marched tormoſt,and after him all his people, praiſing God, and tuning all forts of 
| melody thenvſuall in that country, with diuerſity of ſounds of inftruments,of Dances,8& Shalms, 
Trumpets & Clarions:and in this manner conducted he the Arke into Ierufalem.Bur when rhe 
were come to the threſhing loore of Chidon (which is a certaine place fo calied) 6za died, tho- 
row the wrath of God: for the Oxen ſtumbling that drew the charrior, and the Arke ſomewhat 
ſhaken, he ſtretched out his hand with intent to ſuſtaine the ſame; and becauſe he was no Prieſt, 
Godſtrooke him till hedied. The King andthe people were ſore aggricuedar rhe death of 9za, 
andthe place where he died,is called to this day,0z45-Striking. Danid,fearing leſt if hee ſhould 
retire the Arke with him into the City, the like happe ſhould attend him that had befallen oza, 
(who was in that ſort done to death, for that he had onely thus ſtretched out his hand) he placed 
Itnot with himin his owne houſe within the city, bur commanded that it ſhould bee left*in 
the poſſeſſion of onecalled bez, by deſcent a Leuite, and in behauiour, a man good and vertu- 
ous: where it remained for three moneths ſpace, during which time, his houſe was bleſſed with 
al worldly goods and goodnes. The King being aſcertained whar aduantages had befallen obed, 
(who of a poore and needy man, was ſuddenly become very rich, ſo thar all men had theireyes 
fixed on him, and they thar heard ſpeake ofhis houſe,cnuied him) he aſſured himſelferharno in- 
conenience would befall him ; for which cauſe he retired the Arke into his owne houſe, which 
was carried by the Prieſts,and ſeuen quires of finging men,diſpoſed by the King,went before the 
ſame. The King himſelfe likewiſe touched, and played vponthe Harp,ſo that Michol, Dauids wife 
and Savls daughter,ſecing him entertaining himſelfe after that manner,mocked at him. The Arke 
thenbeing thus carried, was placed in a Tabernacle erected and dreſſed by Dazid, who offered

ſhamefully dyed. In remembrance of whoſe diſaſter, they ought to haue beene more waric,

* warre, tO haue in memory both fatall and fortunate ſucceſſes , 'to rhe end that when a man isin 
© the like dangers, hee may follow the one,and flie the other. Whileſt hee thus rebuked them, tlie 


Dauidisap. Meſſenger certified him of 77ias death, which did ſomewhat appeaſe him: So that he commar- |

But 7oab and his men being more skilfull and trained in feates ofarmes then the reſt, diſcomfi 
ted and brake 4bſalons army : ſo that they fled thorow woods and ſteepe places. Danids ſoul: 
diers purſuing afterthem,tooke ſome,and flew orher ſome;ſo rhar both in flight & fight, a grea 
number of them were put to theſword:for there fell that day about twenty thouſand men.

4bſalon had erected in the royall valley two fur- 
longs diſtant from-Ieruſalem a Marble pillar , which he had intituled by the name of A6/alor: 
Hand ; ſaying , that when his children ſhould be dead , his name ſhould remaine in thar pillar, 
Now he had three ſonnes,and a daughter which was called Thamar, as we haue ſaid heretofore 
who was married vato Roboarm, Dauids Nephew, and had by him a ſonne called 4bia, who ſuc- 
ceded his father in thekingdome : of whom we will ſpeake moreconueniently in his place.

This did the Generall 4cnic him, be ar 
it was not conuenient that he, who before times was wont tobring ioyfull newes, ſhould now 
certifiethe King of his ſons death. Herherefore commanded him ro ſtay,8& calling Chuſe to his 
preſence, he gaue him commiſſion to certifie the King of that which he had ſeene. Achimaas re- 
queſted him the ſecond rime that he would ſuffer him to go,promiſing him that he would make 
no mention but of the victory; 8& that as touching Abſalens death, he would nor vrrer any thing: 
whereupon he diſmiſſed him alfo,who chuſing the ſhorter way (which he onely knew) ourſtrip- 
ped Chuſaz. Now as David ſate in the gate of the Citie (expecting ſome meſſenger that might 
certific him of the ſucceſfe of the battell) one of the Sentinels perceiuing Achimass, that came 
non haſtily,and vnable to diſcouer who itwas,told Dawid that he ſaw a meſſenger comming 
towards him:who anſwered that it was ſome one that brought ioyfull newes.

To the gate of the Temple alfo hee of s 
faſtned conuenienr dores 20.cubits high,anſwerable in height rothe wall,6 couered with plates | of ( 
of gold. In a word, he left not one place either withinor without the Temple, that was not gar- ſors 
niſhed with gold: he likewiſe adorned the outſide of the gatesas he had done the infide. Butthe WM wit! 
gate of the porch had no ſuch ornament. After this, Sa/omon {ent vnto Hiram King of Tyre for 
one,who was a cunning workman called YJram,the fon of a woman of the line of Neprhalr;and of 
Prias the Iſraclite. This man had great knowledge inall kinde of works,but his eſpeciall excel- 
lency was in working gold, filuer and braſfe, who made all that which couered the Temple ac- 
cording as the King commanded. He made two pillars of brafle,foure fingers thicke,& eighteene 
cubits high,and rwelue in the circumference;on the chapters of each of them, heplanted a four- 
ded lilly,of five cubits in heighr,which he inuironed with certain grates made of brafle after the 
maner of enterlaced nets, which coucred the lillics on each fide,on which there hung downe two y 
hundred Pomegranats in two ranks. Theſe pillars placed he in the entrance of the porch,the one 
on the right hand called Iachin, the other on the left called Boz. He foundedalſo the brazen Sea 
made after the maner of a Hemiſpheare,& this veſſel was called the ſea,by reaſon of the hugens 
thereof. For it was a lauer that by meaſured line was ten cubits broad,the thicknes of a hand;the 
midſt thereof was ſuſtained with a pillar ten times twiſted, whoſe bignes was a cubit. This lauer 
was ſuſtained by rwelue heifers, which by three & three were placed dire&tly oppoſiteagainſtthe 
quarters of the foure winds : and the hindermoſt part of theſe heifers were ſer ſomewhat ſtoo- 
ping,to the end that this round and ample veſle}l mightbe the more ſurely ſupported by them, 
This ſea contained three thouſand Bads. He made alſo ten brazen baſes foure ſquare, for thelx 
uers,cach one in length five cubits, in bredth foure, in height three ; thus were the parts of this 
work ſeuerally faſhioned. There were foure little pillars {quare,and erected at euery corner one, 
in which the ſides of the baſes were adioyned, & diuided intothree ſorts, according to the place 
diſtinguiſhed berweene the ioynts;with Images, here a Lion,therea Bull, and in another placean 
Eagle. The pillars likewiſe were adorned with the ſame ingrauing: and all this whole work hung 
vpon foure wheeles, which were made of caſt worke, which had certaine naues or ſpoakesa- 
bit and a halfe in the Diameter:and it was a wonderfull thing to ſce thecircumferences of them, 
how cunningly they were wrought, & properlyſcttled tothe ſides of the baſes by theirnaues,or 
ſtrakes. They were thus madc:the corners or angles on the vpper part were ſuſtained by certaine 
ſhoulders made after the manner of extended hands,on which was there placeda ſpire, to which 


the lauer was faſtned, being vpheld by the pawes of a Lion,and an Eagle, which were faſhioned WW alth

Be Bok. Seuen yeeres after the Temple had heenethus builded (as it hath beene heretofore decla- 
finus, chap. 5. £ed) he began the building of his Palace, which he ſcarcely finiſhed in thirteene yeers ſpace (for 
Salomons Pa- he yas not ſo intent and earneſt in building thereof, as he was in the ſtructure of the Temple) 
ace finibel For although the Temple were very great,and of incredible and maruellous magnificence,yetfy 
yecres. it is, that God(for whom it was made) affiſting the workemen, it was thorowly finiſhed within 
the terme of the yeers aforeſaid, Bur the royall Palaces, being farre leſlgr then was the Temple, 
were builded more ſlowly, becaulſc the ſtuffe had nor beene prepared ſo long time before, nei. 
ther with ſo grear affection; and the rather, becauſe the Palaces that were builded, were not for 
God,but for Kings: Notwithſtanding, this houſe was builded very magnificently, according as 
the wealth of the countrey and the power of the Hebrew King required. Bur it ſhall not bex | 
miſſeif T declare all the order and diſpoſition of the ſame houle, that by the deſcriprion thereof 
the Reader may both gather and conſider the whole amplitude thereof : It was a great and 
goodly lodging,ſuſtained by diuers pillars, prepared to receiue and containe much people at the 
 eehomand 4, time of their aſſemblies,wherein they intreated of afftaires and held pleas. It was a hundred c- 
bits in length, and in breadth fiftie, and in height thirtie, comprized vnder ſtxreene ſquare pil- 
lars couered with Corinthian worke, with ſtaires of the like meaſure, and carued gates, bath 
pleaſant for ſight, and fir for fortification. 

In the midſt of this ſpace, and hard by the Temple, there was another ſquare Pauillion thirty 
cubits large, ſuſtained with ſtrong pillars,within w® there was another magnificent Tribunal,on 
which the King fate to giue judgement: vnto which there was annexed another Palace prepared | 

The Queenes for the Queene. All the chambers,as well thoſe that were ordinarily in vie,as thoſe for recreation 
_— ooh afrer he had retired himſelfe from publike affaires, were adorned with planks of carued Cedar, 
of pleaſure. and were builded partly of ſtone ten cubits ſquare,partly of curious marble,and very rarely and 
The ornz" cunningly wrought (ſuchas are wont to adorne Temples and Palaces)and are found our bythe 
peo Pa, Moſt curious and cunning Maſons. And that which made it more beaurifull,were three panes of 
lace. > Tapiſtry,and the fourth admirable for the artificiallengrauings:for the workmen had made ther. 
Guts intrees andplants of diuers forts,ſhadowed with their branches and leaues, hanging in ſuch for, 
houtold that to behold them, a man would haue thought that they ſhooke, the workmanſhip was ſo ex- 
ſuffeofgold quiſite and curious that couered the ſtone. The reſt,as-farre as the roofe,was enchaſed,and flow 
riſhed with diuers antiques and pictures. Furthermore,he builded other places of pleaſure, with [ 
very long porches to beautifie the Palace; amongſt which, there was one moſt magnificentto 
- make banquets and feaſts in, which altogether was adorned with gold:and all the neceſſaries be- 
longing thereto, and to the entertainment of thoſe that banquetted, were of gold. Ir is a great 
3 Kings 10. matter to number the hugeneſſe and variety of theſe royall lodgings,both greater and lefler; of 
thoſe that were hidden vnder the earth,as of thoſe,whichbeing lifted yp in the aire,did moſt ap- 
parantly maniteſt their beauty:The pleaſant arbors likewiſe delightfull ro behold,and moſt con- 
renting in ſummer, for that they were couered and warranted from the heate. To ſpeake ina 
word all the building was made of white marble,of Cedar,of gold,and of {iluer:the floores and 
walles were figured with diuerſity of lowers and of precious ſtones, inchaſed in gold, after the 
omons Tanner of the Temple of God, which ſhined with ſuch like ornaments. There was likewiſe ere- 
Sene made Cteda moſt mighty Throne, made in forme of a Tribunall, with ſixe ſteps of pure Tuory:oncach

The Queene About this timethe Queene of Egypt and Xthiopia (a womanadorned with wiſedome, and | 
of Egypt and admirable in all other things) hauing heard of rhe renowned vertue and prudence of Salamn, 
Erhiope re” was touched with a defire both to ſec him;as them alſo that were reported daily to attend him 
lowon, and for that cauſe,came in perſon vnto the King,vnder purpoſeto confirme her belicfe by expe 
 rience,and not by heare-ſay. For oftentimes report is no other thing,but a fafſe opinion, which 
is belecued by oneor other,and is but only grounded on relation.

Amongſtall the gifts that were 
eucr preſented vnto Salomon,that which was giuen him at thattime,was moſt excellent in great- 
neſſeand beautie. But let no man thinke, that rhe Pine-wood (which we ſpeake of) had any re- 
ſemblance with that which we call by that name at this day, or which the merchants to delude 
their chapmen, ſell for the ſame. For they are like vnto fig-trees, bur that they are more white and 
clarer: which I rhought good to manifeſt in this place, leſt any man ſhould be deceiued tho- 
row ignorance, in diſcerning the one from the other : becauſe the affaires of Salomon haue drawne 
vsto make mention of this matter. The weight of gold which this nauy brought vnto the King, 
| WaSfixc hundreth,ftxry and fixc talents: beſide that which the merchants bought themſclues,or 
that which the kings and princes of Arabia had ſent vnto him in way of preſent. This gold cau- 
ſed he to be molten downe,and made thereof two hundreth targers,cach one waighing ſixc hun- 
dreth {icles;and three hundreth bucklers,cach of them waighing three mines ofgold,and placed 
and hung them in the lodging of the wood of Libanus.

ined not thething which he requeſted at his hands. Hereupon Tezabet willed him'to be of 
ood cheere, aduifing him,thar difmiſſing his diſpleaſure, he ſhould continue his ordinary. enter 
inment, becauſe ſhee her ſelfe would rake vpon her to reuenge him on Nahoth. Whereupon ſhe 
reſently ſent Lerrers in Achabsname-to the gouernours of the countrey , whereby ſhee.inioy- 
edthemto celebratea faſt, and .to aſſemble thepeople, charging them rhar inithat place Naborh 
ould haue a ſeat prepared for him, by reaſon of his birth and noblilitie ; willing them after 
ads, that ſuborning three impudent and falſe witneſſes to depoſe againſt him, that hee had 
dlaphemed againſt God and the King : rhey ſhould by this meanes and forthis occaſion, 'cauſe 
Im to be ſtoned and'put to death by the people. All which was performed, according/as: the 
Qeene had written, and Naborh ((conuinced by falſe witnefle, for ſcandalizing both' God and 
he King) was ſtoned by thepeople and pur to death. When 7ezabel had tidings hereof, -ſhee 
earedro the Kings preſence, and told him that hee ſhouldenioy Naboths vineyard , andidif- 
urſenothing for the ſame.

For which cauſe the Syrian (taking his army with him) refortedy 
Samaria, and encamping beforethe ſame, intended to ſcale and batter the Citic. Bur firſtof 4 
ThcSyrians He ſent a Herald ro 4chab, to require him to op audience to his Embaſladours which he wau 
Embaſſage to ſend vnro him, by whom he ſhould be certified whar his refolution was. As ſoone as the K! 
Achab. of Ifracl had granted them free acceſſe, the Embaſſadours came,and (according to the Kings 
recions)required that 4chabs goods,his children and wife ſhould beat. Adads command: which 
ifhe would confeſſe,and ſuffer him ro ſeize ſo many of them as beſt liked him, heewouldley 
the ficge, and batter the Cirie nomore. 4chab gaue the Embaſladours commiſſion to certifiethe 
King of Syria,that both himſclfe,and all whatfocuer was his,was at his command. Vpon whid 
anſwer the King-ſent a ſecond meſſage vnto Achab,cnioyning himthe next day to admit ſuchd 
his ſeruants as he ſhould ſend vato him, to ſearch. his royall palace, and the houſes of his frienk 
and kinſmen , and take from thence thar which was beſt liking, and in greateſt cſtimatewit

in warlike ſort to bid the barrell,they ſhould bring them ynto him faft bound ; and if they came the world, 
in peace, they ſhould doe the like. Now had 4c4a6 withinthe Cirie, arranged another -army, mew before . 
and kept then ina readineſſe. When as therefore the young men had charged the Syrian guard, 5 a 
and flaine a great number of them, and had purſued the reſt euen vnro their owne campe, 4h — WW 
ſpying his preſent victory and aduantage , cauſed his whole army to breake forth; whogiti 
an vnexpected charge vpon the enemies, diſcomfited the Syrians ( wholittle expected for ſuch ay: vias- 
aſtrarageme from the Hebrewes)and aſſailed them difarmed and drunken : ſo that they lefrboth ry again the 
armour and weapon behind them z and fled from their campe; and their Kinky likewiſe was [þ 2 
hotly purſued, thar he ſcarcely had opportunitie to ſaue himſclfe by the ſwiftneſſe of his horſe. 
Achab made a long chace in following the Syrians, and ſlaughtering them that fled ; hee ſpoiled 
their campe likewiſe ; and carriedthence great riches , anda huge quantitie of gold and ſiluer. 
Hetooke Adads charriots and horſesalſo, and withthem returned backeinto the Cirie. » : : :. 
But whereas by the aduice of the ſaid Prophet, he was perſwaded to prepare and keepe an ar- 
my in readines againſt the next yeer(for that the Syrians were like,nay rather refolued to chat 
him againe) the King intermitted no preparation that concerned the warre, For Adad (being 
eſcaped from the fight with thoſe few forces that remained after the barrel) conſulted with us 
friends,how he might war againſt the Iſraelites. Who aduiſed him fromthenceforth neuer more 
to fight with them in mountainous places , for that their God was powerfull vpon rheahoun- 
taines, and for that cauſe they had beene ouercome by them : but if he foughtwith themrinrhe 
Plaine, both he and his ſhould bee aſſured to haue the vpper hand. Moreouer they counſelled 
him,that he ſhould diſmiſſe thoſe Kings that he had confederated with him,to the end that each 
ofthem might returneinto his owne countrey, and thatin their ſtead he ſhouldretainerheir-:for- 
ces,ouer which hee ſhould ordaine Chieferaines ; befides(to ſupply their places that were loſt) 
they aduiſed him toleuy horſinen 8 chariots thorow all his countrey. Adadſuppoſing that they Adads fecond 
had diſcrectly counſelled him in this marter,ordered and leuted his army according as they had <*Pedirion 1 
aduiſed him. Andas ſoone as the ſpring-time was come, he aſſembled his army, & led them forth cas 
againſt the Iſraelites;and arriuing neere vnto the city of Aphec,he incampedina plaineffgld:Bar I 
Achab with his forces(marching outto meet with him)pitched his tents and arranged higbares1! phy + oþ 
neere vnro him(although he were farre inferiour both in force and number.)To himthe Prophet 3041: before 
appeared anevv,telling him that God would once more haue the victory,to make it knowne thar js = ron 
his power was not onely in the mountaines (as the Syrians perſwaded themſclues') but in the VS 
Plaines alſo. Thus continued both the armics,oppoſed and incampcd the one againſt the other, 
for the ſpace of ſixe daies. On the ſeuenth, when the enemy forſooke their trenches carly in.the -: 
morning,and placed themſelues in batrell ray ; Achab drew out his army and affronted chem,and 
preſently charged them : where after a long and dangerous fight berweene them, the enemies 
were put to flight,and many of them flaine in the chace. For ſome of them were intangled with 
their owne charriots, otherſome ſlew oneanother pell-mell ; and ſome few of them found the 
meanes to flie vnto their city of Aphec, who periſhed likewiſe to the number of ſeuen and twen- 
tiechouſand ( being laine by che ruine of the walles that fell vpon them) beſides one hundreth 
thouſand men that gaue vp the ghoſt in that fight. Bur Adad atrended by ſome of his faithfull 
friends, went and hid him(elfe 1n a certaine caue vnder the ground: who proteſting vnto him, 
andconcluding amongſt rhemfelues, that the Kings of Iſracl. were courteous and mercifull, and 
thatthere was hope of pardon to be had{if after the manner of ſuppliants they mightbe atrired 
and ſent vnto him) Adad permitted them : Whereupon they incontinently preſented themiſelues 
| 04h cloathed in ſackecloth, and hauing their neckes wreathed about with cords (according 
to the manner of ſuppliants amongſt the Syrians, telling him that Ada beſought his maieſty to 
grant him his life ; promiſing on his behalfe, that from thencefoorth he would alwaies continue 
bis ſeruant, and acknowledge his fauour. Achah anſwered them, thar it highly contented him Adadis recek 
that their King was as yer altue,and had eſcaped from the fury ofthe tight,offering him by them ved inc fa- 
that good will and honor, which one brother ought to ſhew vnto another. Afterthis'they drew cab, and dif 
a oath from Achaþ,that he ſhould offer him no wrong, if ſo be hedifcouered himſelfe vato him, miticd vpon 
and withall preſently reſorted vnto 4dad ; whom they drew out of the place wherehe was hid- ©* 
den,& afterwards brought him vnto Achab,who was mounted vpon acharriot. Adadproſtrated 
himſelfe before him: but 4chab ſtretching our his hand, made him incontinently mount vp with 
him into his charrior, and kiſſed him, willing him to be of good courage, aſſuring himthat hee 
ould receiue neither injury nor iniuſtice ar his hands.

Which all the Citizens imbraced and interrained ſo willingly, thatrhey ſeemed to emulateand 
ſtrive the one with the other,which of them ſhould exceed the reſt in the ſeruice of God.

Ex :ve on Achab called for the prophets (who were in number foure hundreth)and Thefalle pro- 
| EE them to enquire of God, whether hee would giue him thevictory inthat 199e4.5ag 
battell which hceenterprized againſt Adad or no, and whether hee ſhould recouer the PONY 
Citie which he intendedto befiege? Who anſwered and counſelled him tohazzard the barrell,in 
that heſhould haue the vpper hand ouer the Syrian,and ſhould rake him priſoner as he had done 
beforetime. 1oſaphat vnderſtanding by their words that they were falſe prophets,asked 4chab if 
 hehad not any other Prophet of God, who might moreexactly certifiehim of that which might 
ſucceed. Achab anſwered,that he had one as yet remaining, butthat he hated him becauſe he pro- 
phecied noughrelſe bur miſ-hap & miſery vnto hun,and had forerold him thar ifhe ſhould tight 
againſt the Syrian,he ſhould be ouercome and flaine; and for thar cauſe he held him at that time 
in priſon, ſignifying vnto him that his name was Mzcheas the ſonne of 1mlah., Toſaphat required _ 
that hemight be brought into his preſence(which was accordingly performed by one of his Eu- _ PRs 
| nuchs; who by the way certified Micheas,rhat all the other prophers had prophecied to the King 
vitory.)But Micheas told him that it was not lawfull for him to lie againſt God, but tha it con- 
cerned him to ſpeake that which God ſhould informe him of,concerning the King. As ſoone as 
he came before Achab,and was adiured to ſpeake the truth, he ſaid that God had ſhewed him the 
Iſraclites putto flight, and diſperſed by the Syrians, that purſued them na otherwiſe then ſheepe 
without their ſhepheard. All which fignifieth no lefle (ſaid he) bur thar the reſt of the people 
returning home in faferie, 4chab onely ſhould be flaine in thebattell. When Micheas had {j poken 
| afterthis manner; 4chab turning himſelfe rowards 7oſaphat,faid vnto him,I told you before this, 
how this fellow was affeted towards mee. But Mzcheas conſtantly auowed,that he prophecied 
nothing but that which God had commanded him to ſpeake, aſſuring Achas that he was ſollici- 
ted by the falſe prophers vnto warre vnder hope of victory, whereas he ſhould aſſuredly periſh in 
the battell. Theſe words of his made Achab muchdiſcomforted. Bur Sedechias one of the falſe 
prophets ſtepped forth, and exhorted him to fer light by Michees words, the rather for thathee 
ſpake vntruly. Andin confirmation of this his allegation hee alleadged El;2s, (who was a farre 
more skilfull Prophet in foretelling things to come, then Mzcheas was) yet that the ſame El;as 
had forerold that the dogs ſhould lick Achabs blood in the citie of Tezracl in the field of Naborh, 
becauſe Naboth had beene ſtoned to death by the inſtance of Ahab. Whereby it appearcd mani- 
feltly,that ſince he contradicted a Prophet fo excellentas he was,he lycd in {aying that the King 
ſhould die within three daies. Morcouer (faid he)it ſhall appeare whether he berruly ſent from 
God orno,if as ſoone as he ſhall receiue a buffet from me, he cauſe my hand to wither,according 
& Iadon made Terobeams hand ſhrinke.at ſuch rune as he thought to apprehend him. ForT thinke 
(aid he) O King, thar thou art aſſuredly informed hereof: which ſaid, hee ſtrooke him, and for 
that no inconucnient fell vpon him, by reaſon of that his audacious attempr, AchaFaſſured him- 
lelfe,and recouered his courage,and forwardly ſer forthagainſt the Aſſyrian army.For as it is to 
be ſuppoſed, the wil of God was of fuch power, that it cauſed the falſe prophets to triumph auer 
thetrue: which was the cauſe that the falſe prophets were truſted more thenthe true, to the in- 
tent that Gods preordained will mightbe fulfilled. But Sedechias made him yron hornes,and faid 
vato 4chab, that God by them ſigniticd vnto him that he ſhould ruinare all Syria. Bur Micheas yy; anuhe 
prophecied to the contrary,that within very few daies Sederhies ſhould walke from caue to cage tinus,chap.r5, 
to hide himſelfe,and auoid the puniſhment ofhis falſhood. 4chab diſpleaſed herear,commanded 
that he ſhould be led thence,and kept priſoner with Achmor the Gouernour of the cirie, yeelding 
him no other allowance but bread and water for his ſuſtenance.

Torars repenting himſelfe of that diſpleaſure which ke had conceiued againſt.the Prophet , and 
fearing leſt he that had the commiſſionto murther him ſhould ſpecdily execute the fame, haſted 
himſelfe all that he might to hinder the flaughter,and ſaue Elizez, When as therefore he came 
into his preſence, heaccuſed him, for that he had not beſought God to deltwer them from thoſe 
many.cuils which they ſuffered; conſidering that he himſelfe was an eye-witnefle, they were mi- 
ſerably conſumed by them. Ehzexs promiſed him thenext day (about the ſame houre tharthe | 
King came vnto him) that he ſhould haueſo. great aboundance of victuals , that two meaſures 
of barley ſhould be ſold in the market for a ficle, and a meaſure of flower for a ficle. 

By theſe words of his, the King with all his attendants were wonderfully comforted, and 
madeno difficulticto belecue the Prophet, becauſe that before-time they had beene aſcertained 
by their experience of the truth of his prophecies;and rhe expectation ofthis day,wasthe cauſe 
that the neceſſiticand miſery ofthe preſent was more patiently endured.But a certaine friend of 
the Kings,and the Gouernour of thethird part of his army (on whoſeſhoulder the King at that 
time hapned familiarly to leane){pake vnto himafter this manner:Prophet,thoutelleſt vs increds- 

» blematters:for as it is impoſſible that God ſhould raine downe heapes of barley 8 flowre from 

»» heauen, ſo cannot that which thou ſpeakeſt come to paſſe. To whom the Prophet replyed:Thou | 
thy ſelfe (faid he) ſhalt ſee the iſſue hereof, bur thalt partake no part thereof. Which prediat- 
on of his had a moſt certaine effect; accordingas hereafter it appeareth. 

It wasa cuſtome in Samaria, that they that were defiled with a leprofie, ſhould liue without 
the Citie walles,for feare leſt their conuerſation might infe@ others: and at that time alſo theic 
were ſome who for this cauſe had their dwelling without the gate. Theſe, for that(by reaſon of 
the extreme famine that raigned within the City ) they recciued no reliefe or ſuſtenance outof 
the ſame,& whether they hadlicence to returne into the City, or whether they contained them- 
{clues intheir houſes, they knew that they ſhould aſſuredly pefiſh by famine; decreed amongſt 
themſelues to ſubmit themſelues to the enemies mercy,to the end that if they ſpared them;rhey 
m__ liuezand if it hapned otherwiſe, that they might die with leſle rorture. Now hauing reſol- 
uedvponthis deliberationamongſt themſclues, they repaired by night vato the enemies campe- 

The enemies At that time Godbegan to terrifieand trouble the Syrians, and to fill their eares with a noiſe of 
flight by rez* charriots and armes,as if anarmy had violently charged them. Whereupon they grew ſuſpicious 
that Godſent and were ſo moued,that they forſooke their tents, and ranne vnto Adad,and told him that 7oran 
among them. King of the Iſraclites had entertained the King of Egypr,8 the King of the Iles for his confede- 
rates, whom he led out againſt them,8& howalready they had heard the noiſe of the that appt& 
ched to bid them the battell. Adad(whoſe cares were filled with no leſſe rumor then thoſe of the 
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ple) was amated and'amazed at ther ſayings : fo that all of them abandoned their campe, 
their horſes, beaſts of carriage,and riches,and berookethem to flight with diſorder 8 confuſion. 
Thoſe Lepers that were retired from Samaria into the enemies campe (and of whom wee haue 
herecofore made ſome mention)being neer vnto the camp, perceiued that there was great ſilence 
inthe ſame,and no lefleaboundance of all things: for which cauſe approching the ſame;and en- 
rring into a tent,they found no body therin:for which cauſe they fell ro cating and drinking,and 
thar done,to beare away a quantity of rayment,and gold which they hid withour the camp. AE 
terward reſorting to another tent, they bare away likewiſe that which was therein, and:did the 
like by foure others without any encountry or contradiction of any man:and coniecturing ther- 
by that the enemies were retired, they began to accuſe themſelues, becauſe they had nor given 
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notice thereof to Foram,and the inhabitants of Samaria, For which cauſe drawing neere vnto the 
y. Wl wales of the Ciry,rhey cried out vnto the watch, giuing them to vnderſtand in what eſtarethey 
n WE had found theenemies campe, who ſignified no lefle to 7orams guard,ſo that ar laſt it came vnto

For which cauſe ({aid he) I aduiſe youro keepe good guard within 
of Wl the City , and let this retrear of our enemies make vs the more confiderate. Some one of his 
r- 18 Councell praiſed this aduice of his,8& allowed his toreſighr,aduiſing him to ſend out two ſcouts 
in WW vpon horſebacke,to ſearch euery quarter betwixt that and Tordan, to the end that if they ſhould 
he WB be taken and ſlaine by the enemies ambuſhment, their fall might be a preſident to the whole ar- 
my to ſtand vpon their guard (for fearelleſt they ſhould be ſurprized in like manner:)vrging this 
for aconcluſion, tha the lofle of rwo horſemen ſhould not be very great; ſince perhaps they 
might otherwaies haue beene cut off by famine. This aduice of his was allowed by the King,and 
ratified by his affiſtants:ſo that preſently there weretwo ſpies ſent out,who rode along without 
encountring any enemy; bur they mer with great quantity of viduals, and armes caſt away and 
abandoned by the Syrians, to the intent they might flie away the more lightly. Which when 
the King vnderſtood, hee ſuffered the people to iffue our, and ſpoile the campe, who recouered 


befides that, they found ſo great a quantity of wheat and barley,that had they dreamed thereof, 
they could not hope or imagine the like. Thus were they delivered from all their precedent affli-

madewar vpon the Ammonitcs and Moabites. And after he had brought theſe nations vnder his XX, / 
obeifance,he went and fought againſt the King of Agypr, and overcame him : andafter he had world, 3367. 
ſlaine their King that gouerned at that time, and planted another in his place, hee afterwards _ = 
tooke the Tewes that he found in that countrey, and carried them priſoners into Babylon. By WA 
this meanes we haue learned that the eſtate of the Hebrewes being brought to this point, hath bin 
tranſlated twice to the other ſide of Euphrates. For the people of the rwo tribes, were captiued 
by the Aſſyrians,during the raigne of 0ſzas ; and conſequently rhat of the rwo tribes vnder Na- 
buchodonoſor King of the Babylonians and Chaldees vpon the taking in of Ieruſalem. True it is 
that Salmanazar, after he had diſplaced the Ifſraclites, planted rhe Curheans in their place, who 
oretime inhabited the innermoſt of the countries of Perſia and Media, and were called Sa- 
maritanes,according to the name of the place which they inhabited ; bur the Babylonian hauing 
the two tribes priſoners, hath not planted any other people inthcir places. 
For this cauſe, ludza, Ieruſalem, and the Temple, remained defart for the ſpace of ſeuentic 
yeeres ; and all the time that paſſed berweene the captiuiry of the I{raclites,vnrill the deſtrution 
ofthe two tribes,was a hundred and thirty having moneths,and ten dayes.But Nabuchodono-

Daniel was called Balthaſar ; Ananias, Sidrach ; Miſael, Miſcah ; and Azarias, Abdenago, Theſe 
did the King eſteeme very highly for their excellent nature,and tor the great affection that they 
had to attaine vnro learning and wiſedome, wherein they rope greatly, & were for that cauſe 
highly reckoned of by him. And whereas Darrel and his kin{men thought good to liue y. Wi 
ſterely, and to abſtaine from thoſe meats that came from the Kings table, and ingenerall fron 
all things that had life, they went to Askenas the Eunuch (who had the care and Charge oye 
them) beſeeching him to conuert thoſe meates to his owne vie, which were {ent them fromthe 
Kings table, and allowethem herbes and dates, and ſuch things as had no life z becauſe they jn 
tended to holdrthat courle of life,and to forſakeall others. Askenas told them, that he was ready 
rocondiſcend vato their demands ; but that hee feared, leſt being called tor by the King, the 
ſhould be found to be leane in body,and diſcoloured in face (for without doubr following tha 
diet, they muſt ncedly loſe their colours, and be lefle diſpoſed in comparifon of others)which 
mightbce the cauſe to bring kim into hazard of his head. They percciuing that As&exa: inte 
ded nought el{c but his ſccuririe,perſwaded him to allow them but ten daies of approbation,n- 
der condirion,that it by that regiment of diet, their habitude of body ſhould not beeany waig 
altered, they might continue in thar faſhion of lifeand dier, which they had intended from tha 
day forwards : but ifthey ſhould be found leane and weake,and lefle proportionable (then they 
that fed vpon the Kings allowance)that then they ſhould returne to their accuſtomed dict.Noy 
it ſo fel out, that not only thcir bodies were betterin growth,but they ſecmed rather betterfed 
and ofa taller ſtature then the reſt:{o that they thar liucd vpon the Kings ordinarie, ſcemd leae 
and weariſh ; whereas Daniel and his companions made ſhew, as if they had beene nouriſhed 
with dainties, and brought vp in aboundance. From that time forward, As*ez45 tooke allthi 
which was allowed the fourc young men from the Kings table, and boldly kepr it to himſelk; 
gluing them in ſtead thereof, the diet thatthey choſe and delighted in. They hauing their ſpirits] 
more pure and {ubtill ro comprehend their maſters inſtructions,and their bodies more ſtrongty 
endure labour(for their ſpirits were not charged with diuerſities of meates,nor their bodies 
minated for the ſame cauſe) attained the more readily to all that doctrine that was taught them 
by the Hebrewes & Chaldecs:Damel eſpecially hauing profited in wiſedome, ſtudied the inter 
pretationof dreames, and God appeared vnto him.

he beſoughr Ariochus to go vnto the King,andto procure one nights repricue in the behalfcot 
the Agyprians and Chaldees, inthat hee hoped during that night time to beſeech God, andi 
treat from him both the dreame andthe ſignification thereof. Hereupon ©Ariochus toldthe Kiy 
what Damet had requeſted, who reſpited the execution of the Magicians for that night, varilllc 
might ſee what would become of Dariels promiſe : who retiring himſelfe with his Companion 
into his chamber, beſought God all the night long to manifeſt vato him the dreame, and del 
uer the Magicians and Chaldees from the Kings wrath, with whom both he and the reſtotl

But Daniel(refuſing all theſe preſents of his,in that the wiſedome that is cc 
8uen from aboue, is no: corrupted thereby , but is freely anſwerable ro thoſe that haue need «c 
thereof)told him thatrhar wricing did foretell him the end of his life, becauſe he had not learned «« 
tO feare God, neither tollift vp his thoughts higher then humane nature, notwithſtanding he had 
enethe chaſtiſement wherewirhhis predeceſſor had beene puniſhed , for the outrages he com- 
Mutted againſt God. For thar Nahuchodoneſor hauing beene driuen to lead his life amongſt beaſts

Hee was Aſtyages ſonne,and is otherwais 
called by the Greekes. Herookethe Propher Daniel,and led him with him into Media,and key 
him ncere vnto him,doing him much honour: for he was of the number of the three gouemor 
whom he conſtituted ouer three hundreth and threeſcore Prouinces ; for ſo had Darin: com 
manded it. Now Dazzel being thus honoured and beloued by Darizs, and onely truſted by hin 
inall things, for that God was with him, was gricuoufly hated”: for they are moſt hainouſly ha 
ted, who haue greateſt intereſt in Princes favours. Whereas therefore they that were icaloy 

Theforceof of the good eſteeme which he had with Darins, ſought occaſtonto calumniate and backbite hin, 
SY is bo.

6 honour mighr be touched, blamed,or calumniated , they ſought out a new meanes to diſgne] 
him. For they perceiuing that Damiel did thrice euery day make his prayervnto God,they fu- 
poſed that they had found a juſt pretext to worke his ruine. For which cauſe they came vnto D+ 
rius,certifying him that the Princes and Gouernors had concluded together to this effec: Tha, 
for thirty dayes ſpace an intermiſſion ſhould begranted to the people;zduring which time;itws 
neither lawfull for them to demandany thing,neither of himſelfe, or of any man or god whut 
. ſoeuer; andif any man ſhould attempt any thing againſt this common decree, ir was order 
that he ſhould be caſt into the Lyons denne. But the King percciuing not the drift of theirms 
lice,nor how they ſought by this deuice to entrap Darel, told themthar he liked of thedecrey 
and promiſed to confirme the fame, and propoundeda publike edit, wherein the Princes re- 
lutions were ratified. Now whileſt all menendeuoured through feare,carefully and diligentlyt 
obſcruc this edict, Dazzel ſer light thereby,and according to his accuſtomed manner ſtandingin 
all mens {ight,he worſhipped his God,and prayed vnto him. Whereupon the Princes (hauny 
got that occaſion which they long expected) came readily vnto the King,and accuſed Dariefa 
that he only amongſt the reſt had preſumed to infringe their decree:vrging moreouer, that hedd 
itnot for = & religion ſakethat was in him,but by he was obſcruedand watcht by his malig- 
ners. And for that they feared leſt Darius by reaſon of the great affeion he bare vnto Dart, 
ſhould be ready ro pardon him (notwithſtanding he had tranſgreſſed their edit) they conc 
ded vponno milder iudgement, but thathe might be caſt into the Lyons denne, according to 
the forme of the edict. Darius hoping that God would deliver Dariel,and that no harme ſhoul 
befallhim by the tawes of wilde beaſts, cxhorted him patiently to endure that aduenture. Now 
as ſoone as he was caſt into the denne,the King ſealed vp the ſtone thar cloſed the mouth ther, 
and departed,ſpending all that night withour repaſt or repoſe, ſo gricuouſly was he diſtemperel 
in Daxiels behalfe. And when the day was come,as ſooneas he aroſe, he came vnto the den, ad 
finding the ſeale vnbroken wherewith he had marked the ſtone, he opened the ſame, and called 
ynto Daxiel with a loud voice, asking him if he were wholeand in fafetie.

| ivith eſpeciall regard,eſteeming him amongſt the chiefeſt ofhis familiars. Hee therefore being 


thus famous end admirable. (becauſe he was beloued by God) builded in Ecbatane inthe coun- 
trey of the Medes a magnificent Caſtle, and a maruellous monument that remaineth euen vato 
this day, which ſeemeth ro rhoſethat looke thereon, that it is burnewly builded, and made bur 
that very day which they behold the ſame ; the beautie thereof ſeemerh ſo liuing and perfect, as 
that continuance of time doth inno ſort detace it.For it farcth with buildings as with men, they 
waxe old and are infecbled by yeeres,and loſe their beautie ar this day all the Kings of Media, 
Perfia,and Parthia,are intombed in this Caſtle, and the charge Fender A committed to a Prieſt, 
whoisa Iew: and thiscuſtome concinueth euen varill this day. Neither is that to be buried in 
filence, which is worthy eſpeciall admiration in this man: For all exceeding felicitic that was 
incident ro a moſt famous Prophet,attended him ; and during his whole lifetime hee was both 
moſt highly honoured by Kings, and reuerenced by the common ſort: and after his death his 
memory is perdurable. For all the bookes which he left in writing, are readamoneſt vs cuen at

ww > RY Eres x Dalusdeth; his ſonne Xerxes ſucceeded him, not onely as heire in the gouert 
x Po mert of his'kingdome,but alſo as ſucceſſour vnto his piety and deuotion towards God: 
*oxaking for hero waics changed thoſe inſtitutions of his farhers that concerned religious fer- 
1 2.2 uice, but with great beneuolence fauoured all the Iewes. During his raigne 1oacims the _ 
'othe law, Of [eſac was High Prieſt : Among(t them alſo that remained in Babylon, there liveda Hig 
Prieſt with the Iewes that place called Eſdras; a mit man,and one of great repuration amoneſ 

che people: and whereazhe was very Skiltull inthe lawes of Moſes, he obtained great fricndp 

with the King. This man irrending (with certaine other Iewes of Babylon) to make his repair 
9k, xe vnto Ierafalem,beſought the Ying that he would vouchſafero beſtow his letters of commend 
——_— 7. the Gouetnours of Syriain his behalfe. Wherupon the King wrotehis letters pattents0 
2 « grace,certifying his-fauor towards £ſZas,to the Princes inthoſe parts,to this effect:Xerxes __ 

« of Kings,to E/dr« the High Prieſt,and Readerof che diuine Law,health, [ris decreed by me Ny 
ſcuen other ofmy Coungel.thar whoſoeuerin my kingdame of the Iftaclires,their Pucſtyor If 
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uires will repaire with thee vnto Ierufalem, lice may freely performe the ſame wich my good lt- 
cence,and reuifite Indza according to the law of God ; bearing withyou thoſe preſents vnto the 
God of Iſracl, which both I & my friends haue vowed, I likewiſe giue thee licence to take with 
thee all the gold & {1luer whatſocuer,that any of thy nation liuing here in Babylon wil offer vp 
vato God,to buy offrings to be ſacrificed vpon the Altar of thy God : and to make wharſocuer 
veſſels of gold or ſiluer,which citherthou or thy brethren ſhal think meet. Thoſe ſacred veſſels 
alſo which are giuen thee, thou ſhalt dedicate vnto thy God,& if there be ought elſe requiſite in 
this behalfe,that according to thy wiſdome ſhalt thou prouide,& the charges ſhalt thou receiue 
out of my treaſurie.I haue alſo commended thee to the Treaſurers of Syria and Phoenicia ;;and 
hae written to them, that whatſocucr Z/4ras the Pricſt and Reader of the law of Go» thall re- 
quire, they ſhall preſently deliuerit him. And to the end that God may be fauourable to me and 
my children,my wil is,that a hundred meaſures of wheate be giuen vnto God, according to the 
law, I commandyou alſo that are Magiſtrates, that you exact nothing,neither impoſe any tax- 
| ations onthe Prieſts, Leuites, ſacred Singing-men, Porters,or holy othcers.Burt thou Eſaas (ac- 
cording to the wiſedome giuen thee from abouc) ſhalt appoint Indges, who ſhall in Syriaand 
Pheenicia execute iuſtice vnto the people,according to the ſeruice ofthe law. Teach thou like- 
wiſe freely al ſuch as are ignorant,fothart whoſocuer violateth eicher Gods or the Kings law, he 
may be fined, or elſe condemnedto death, as not finning through ignorance, but of contumacie, 
| Farewell. 

When Eſ/dras had recciucd this ſetter, hee was wonderfully contented,and beganne to adore 
God, confeſling openly that it was he, who was theauthor of that tauour he had receiued at the 
Kings hands : for which cauſe he ſaid, that the only thankſgiuing appertained to him. And after 
he had read this letter vnto rhe Tewes that were at that time reftdentin Babylon, he kept the ori- 
vinall,bur ſent the copy to all thoſe of his nation, being inthe country of the Medes:who vnder- 
ſtanding of the Kings affetiontowards God,and his fauour towards E/dras,were very ioyful; 
and divers amongſt them tooke their goods & came vnto Babylon,deltring to returne to Teru- 
falem: but all the reſt of the Lſraclites would not abandon or leaue their quiet dwelling there, 
For which cauſe it came to paſſe, that two Tribes were vnder the obedience of the Romans in 

Afia and Europe : but the tenne Tribes were on the other fide of Euphrates , euen vntill this 
day;being many infinites of thouſands, whoſc number may not be comprehended. With Eſaras 
there departed a great number of Prieſts, Leuites, Porters,Singing-men, & ſeruants of the Fem- 
ple, Now after that he had aſſembled thoſe of the captiuiric,thar inhabited on this fide Euphra- 
es,and ſojourned there three daies, he commanded them to folemnizea faſt, and topray vnro 
God for his preſeruarion, andthar no euill might happen vnto him ; and chat ncirhertheir ene- 
mies nor any other might doc them any violence. For £ſdr4s had forctold rhe King, that Gop 
would be their Protector, 8 that therefore he required no conuoy of horlemen at his hand for 
his ſecuritie. Afterthar they had recommended themſelues vato God,they let forward on their 
way, thetwelfth day of the firſt moneth of the ſeuenth yeere of the raigne of Xerxes, & arrived 
nlerufalem in the fifr moneth of the ſame yeere. Whereupon, he incontinently preſented viito 
the Treaſurers (who were oftherace ofthe Pricſts)the ſiluer that was conſecrated, namely, ſixe 
kundreth-and faftic talents, of filuer veſſell a hundreth talents,of veſlell of gold twenty talents,of 
| brazen veſſell(more precious then gold)waighing twelue talents. Theſe were the preſents of rhe 
Kingand his friends, and of the Iſraclitesthat dwelt iw-Babylon. hos HJ BH] 

When Eſdras haddeliuercd theſe abouenamedpreſents vato the hands ofthe Prieſts,he-offe- 
redburnt offerings vato God;according to thelaw,namely,twelue Bulles for the publique con- 
kmuation of the people, ſeucntic two Rammes and Lambes, &twelue Goates for the expition 
offinne. And after them he deliuered the Kings letters to his Princes & Gouernours in'Calo- 
Iyria and Phcenicia : who beeing conſtrained to execute that which was enioyned them bythe 
King, honored the Nation ofthe Tewes,8: ſupplyed them euery-waics 1n their neceſſities. This 
counſellhad Eſdras himſelfe giuen of their departurerBut in my opinion God (hauing regard of 
liswiſedome andimteeritie) did happily aduance his deliberation. 4 

| Not long after this,there came certaine men vato him, complaining that fone ofthe people, 

Prieſts, and Leuites had tranſgrefſed againſt the policic,and broken the lawes of the Conntrey, 

forthar they had eſpouſed certaine ſtrange women, and confoundedthe race of the Priefts : rc- 

Quiring him that hee would haue an inward regard to Gods ordinances, for feare leſt hee (con- 

Euiing agenerall hatred againſt them all )ſhould ſend them anew ſome grieuous calamitics. For 

Which cauſe Fſdras denoured with ſorrow, incontinently rent his clothes, and tore his =_ 
an 
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SAA and pulledhis beard,and caſt himſclfe vpon the ground, becauſethe principals among the peg. 1 
The yeereof = 1c had part in that offence. And for that he fearcd leſt if hee ſhould command them to forſle 
the world, PCN P : 
3506. before their wiues,and thoſe childrenthey had begotten by them, he ſhould nor be obeyed, he perſiſted 
Cirifts birth, ;n griefe,and lay continually couched vpon the ground. Whercuponaal thoſe reſorted vnto him, 
EARS whowerenot guilty,and wept and lamented with him, for that which had hapned. Where 
| port onEſadras (raiſing himſelfe from the earth,and lifting vp his hands to heauen) ſaid, that hewy 
tharhad mar- aſhamed to looke thereupon, becauſe the offences of the people were ſo hainous ; who had for. 
ried tran" oqtten the inconuenience that had befallen their forefathers for their impicties,beſeeching Go 
Peay, thathe would reſerue ſome remainderand ſeed of the aduerſity and captwity,which atthattine 
| hapned vnto them, and that he would once more eſtabliſh them againe in Ieruſfalem their nate} 
countrey: that he would take compaſſion on them,& grant them pardon for thoſe ſinnes which 
at that preſent werecommirted by rhem:for which though they deſerucd death,yer hoped thy 
in the mercies of God for their deliuerance. Whil'ſt thus both he and thoſe that came vntohin 
lamented round about him, with their wines and children, a certaine man called Achonins, one 
« of the principall men of Teruſalem,repaired vnto him,8 ſaid,thatthey had ſinned, becauſe th 
« hadeſpouſed ſtrange women; and per{ſwaded Eſdras to adiurethem all, to baniſh both themand 
« thechildren begotten by them ; wiſhing thatthey,who obeied not the law, might be puniſhed, 
« Eſdras (perſwaded by theſe words)made all the Princes of the Prieſts, Leuires, and tribes of. 
- raelſ{weare,that they would diſmiſle their wiues and children, according to the counſaile of 4 
chonius, And as ſoone as he had receiued their oathes, hee departed from the temple vnto thy 
houſe the ſonne of Eliafib, and there ſpent he all the day without taſting any meate,by reaſonef 
the griefewhich ſo inwardly hee had conceiued, 

Whence therefore it was publiſhed by Edict, that all they that were returned from the cy. 
tiuitie, ſhould repaire within two or three daies to Ieruſalem(vnder the penalcie that they,who 
defaulted therein,and came not within the prefixed time,ſhould be held as excommunicate, and 
their goods confiſcate to the publiquerreaſury ofthe temple, by the ordinance of the Pricſh) 
they of the tribes of Iuda and Beniamin came thither withinthree daies,on the twentieth day df 
the ninth moneth,called by the Hebrewes Thebeth,andby the Macedonians Apellzus. Ands 
ſooneas they were ſeated inthe vpper part of the temple, in the preſence & aſſiſtance of the: 
ders,although the weather were very intemperate, by reaſon ofthe froſt;EZ/dras aroſe & repws | 

1.Eftr& x0. Uued them for that they had tranſgreſſed the law, in taking wiues vnto them, who werenotd 
their nation:for which cauſe hetold them, that it they would performea matter that were agre. 
able vnto God,8& profitable for themſelues,they ſhould diſmiſſe ſuch wines. Whereupon with! 
loud voice, they all cried,that they would doe it willingly;but thar there was no ſmall number 
ofthem, and that thetime was winter, and the matter of that conſequence, as one or two dais 
could not end it : For which cauſe they thought it very needfull, that the execution were defer 
red fora while ; and that at the length, ſome of the Princes who were free from thar ſinne, wit 
certaine other choſen Elders of cuery place, ſhould make inquiſition of them that had marie 
wiues contrarie to the preſcript of the law. Which being approucd by them, abour the nei 
moone of the tenthmoneth this inquiſition began, which continued vntil the new moone ofthe 
moneth enſuing : and there were many ofthe familie of 7eſ#s the high Prieſt, and of the Priclt, 
Leuites, and Iſraclites, that (making more account of the obſeruation of the lawes, thenoftie 
naturall affeRions to their wiues and children ) did preſently put away their wiues, and hol 
children they had by them; and ſacrificed certaine Rams for a peace offering varo God : whol 
names tt werea needleſle matter to reckon vp in this place. 

When Eſdras had inthis ſort reformed the errour committed by ſuch marriages, he ſo cot 
rected theeuillcuſtome thereof,that this confimation continued firme and irreuocable foreut! 
In the ſeuenth month, they ſolemnized the feaſt of tabernacles:whertowhenall the people wet 
relqrted, they al gathered togcther inan open placeof the Temple towards the gate that looketi 

Thereading Eaſtward, requiring Eſdras that he would read Moſes ordinances vnto them ; which he pertur 

of wow ly, med,andſtanding vp inthe midſt ofthe multitude,heread the law vnto them from the morning 

» Eds vntill noone, By which reading; not only for the preſent, bur for the time to come;, they learne

ing to. memoriethat which was paſt,they were ſo diſcomfort, 
that the teares fell from their eyes, in thinking with theſelues, thar ifrhey had kept the law,tis 
had not ſuffered any of thoſe eyils, by which they had beene tormented.

Whul'(t thus he walked before the gate,and la- 
3 and mented bitterly,newes was brought him that the King was ready to {ir down to his meate: For 
nel) WW which cauſe he gaue attendance according to his office, and ſcrued the King dutifully,during his 
time of repaſt. As ſoone as ſupper was done,the King grew pleaſant and ioytull, and caſting his 
eyes vpon Nehemias (whom he perceiued to be heauie and difconſolate) he asked him what hee 
aled? Nebemias(after he had beſought God ro giuc him gracc and perſwaſtue ſpeech to diſcourſe 
vato the King)anſivered: O King,how is it potfible rhat I ſhould be other but difcomforted,and 
that griefe ſhould nor pierce cuen vato the very center of my ſoule,when I heare that the wals of 
lerſalem (which is my natiue countrey) are leuclled with the ground, and the ſepulchers and 
monuments of my predeceſlors are detaced,and the gates of the Ciry are burned? Do methere- 
forethis grace, that I may reſort thither, and repaire rhe ſame,aid finiſh the reſt of the building 
of tne Temple. 
This ſaid, the King gaue care to his requeſt, and promiſed him his Letters, aſſuring him thar 
E he would addreſſe them to the Gouernours, commanding them ro doe him honour, and to fur- 
niſh him with all things neceſſary, to accompliſh that which he intended. For which cauſe(faid 
he) ceaſe thou to be (ad, and doe thy ſeruice willingly. Hereupon Nehemias adored God, and 
tanked che King,for the promiſe he had made him;and therefore by the pleaſure he conceiued, 
hecleared that confuſion and ſorrow, that before that time he bare his countenance.

The King allowing and ratifying this 
cinhe MWſcounſaile of theirs, ſent our certaine meſſengers and depuries, commanding them to bring vnto 
rthat W's preſence the faireſt Virgins that were to be found in his kingdome: when as therfore they had 
tack WYelcmbled a great number of them they found in Babylon a young Orphelin(withour either fa- 
edto- W''cr or mother) who was brought vp vnder her vncle(whoſe name was Mardechens) of the tribe 
1! n- Yo! Feninrin, and one of the greateſt men amongſt the Tewes. Ir came to paſle, that this Z/her 
(tor ſuch was her name)was iudgcd to be the faireſt amongſt thereſt, who for her amiable coun- 
nance made all men to ſtand and gaze to behold her. She rherfore was deliuercd in charge vnto 
oe of the Eunuches,who carefully artended her with all the diligence that was poſhible,decking 
her with odors and precious perfumes, according to thc cuſtome of noble women; and after 
lis manner were foure hundred Virgihs entertained for the ſpace of ſixe moneths. Now when 
bethat was put in truſt with this commiſſion, thoughr theſe Virgins to be ſufficiently prepared, 
and that they deſcrued to approach the Princes bed,he ſent cucry day one vnto the King to keep 
"| company:who after ſome embraces ſent her preſently backe againe vnto the Eunuch. Bur 
1 me, When as Eſther came vato his preſence, he ſettled his affection more on her then on all the reſt,& 
hereof being ſurprized with her loue,he rooke her for his lawfull wife:and thenuptials were ſolemnely 
King, MI *levrared inthe ſeuenth yeere of his raigne,and in the twelfth monerh called by vs Adar, and 
all, by WY S<ncrall y Frebruary: and he ſent poſts thoroy all his kingdomes to proclaime a feaſt in honour 
Len the WM of liis marriage: he himſelte alſo teaſted rhe Perſians,and Medes,and the Princes of the nations, 
y Pro tra whole moneths ſpace for the {fame cauſe.

a WM 0:00 the royall Palace. Now wheras the King was deſirous to ſhew thre maicſty of his Queene Aſſerus 
ſendeth for 
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where etery day he walked before the Palace gare, enquiring how Eſter did: for that he low 
her as dearely as if ſhe had been his owne naturall daughter. Now the King had made a law 


no man ſhould approach his preſence, except he were called, during the time that he was in; 
Throne ; and round about his ſeat there ſtood certaine others with their axes, ready to Puri 
thoſewho being vncalled ſhould atrempt to approach the Throne. The King himlelfe ſarealy 
and holding in his hand a golden {cepter, whenſoeuer he intended to {auethe lite of any gy 
that approached his Throne vncalled, he ſtretched forth the ſame and touched him thereyjg, 
who being thus touched, by theſe meanes auoided the penalty of death. And as touching the 
things we haue ſufficiently ſpoken inthis place. | 

Not long after this, whenas Bagathous and Theodeſtes,two of the Kings Eunuches, had conf 
red againſt him;Barmabazms,who was of the Hebrew narion and one of their ſcruants, diſcl, 
their treaſon,diſcouered it to the Queenes vncle Mardocherns,who by her meanes made the Ki 
priuy to their conſpiracy. Who ſore troubled herewith, found out the truth by examinatig 
and after he had commanded them to be executed on the gibber, he for that time gaue nore; 
pence to Mardocheus for the ſategard of his life: he onely commanded his name to be regiſtr 
and Chronicled ia his Commentaries,commanding that he ſhould attend in the Palace, and je 
eſteemed for one of the Kings moſt inward friends, Now as often as Aman (the ſonne of 4m 
dath an Amalechice)came vato the Palace to viſit the King , all choſe that were either Perſu 
or ſtrangers (according to the Kings eſpecialldiretion) did him honour : But Mardoechen: (hey. 
ed him no honour'both by reaſon of that vpright iudgement that was in him,as alſo forthatth 
lawes of the Iewes forbad the ſame. Which when Amzax had obſerued, he demanded wheng 
he waszand vnderſtanding that he was a Iew,he was much diſpicaſed,ſaying in himfelf\thatth 
Perſians who were of treer condition,caſt themſclues proſtrate before him, and he that washy 
a ſlaue,diſdained to do the like. Intending therforeto reuenge himſelfe on Maraochens,he thou 
it not ſufficient to procure his punithmec at the Kings hands,but reſolued wholly to exterminae 
his race(for he was by nature a capital enemy of the Iewes,by reaſon rhat the Amalechires,fron 
whom he challenged his deſcent, had bin wholly ruinated by them.)For which cauſc,he addr 
ſed himſelfe vnto the King, and accuſed them, ſaying, that there was a certaine curſed nan 
{pred thorow his whole Kingdome, infociable, and abhorring che cuſtomes of other men,nly 


vſed diuers Jawes and ceremonies hatefull both for their manners and ſtudies, to all there 


his ſubiects,and all mortall men. This nation ({aith he) if thou wilt doe a gracious and accepts 
ble fauour vnto thy people, thou ſhalt vtterly extinguiſh, and leaue neither captiuenor flaws 
live amongſt them. And leſt your Maieſties tribute would bce any wayes impaired by the 
meanes,I promiſe you of mine owne reuenewes forty thouſand talents of filuer; defiring rattx 
willingly to forbeare ſo much money, then that your Kingdome ſhould be vapurged of fucti 
curſed race of men. When Aman had made this his requeſt, rhe King anſwered, that he fi: 
gaue him the money , and that hee permitted him to deale with that nation as beſt him liked 
When Aman had obtained this his defire, he preſently ſent an edi& thorow all nations in tit 
Kings name,and to this effect: The great King Artaxerxes ynto his Gouernours of a hundret 
and feuen and twenty Prouinces, extending from India as farreas Ethiopia : Health, Haut 
obtaiacd the Empire ouerſo many Nations, and extended my dominion ouerthe world, acct 
ding ro mine owne pleaſure, withour being conſtrained to offend any of my ſubiects, by ving 
our power more proudly and importunately then becommeth vs, but ſhewing our ſelues fauar 
rableand mercifull in prouiding for their peace,and plentifull eſtate, wee haue ſearched outti 
meanes thereof, ro the intent that we might perceiue the fruite. Being therefore admoniſheddy 
my friend Aman (who for his wiſedome and iuſtice is more honoured then all other by me, a 
tor his approoued fidelity, bath the ſecond place in authority next me) thar there is a certal 
race of men intermedled among you,enemics toall humanity, vſing none bur their owne laws 
and ſuch as are different from others, diſobedient to their Kings, and of depraued mannets 4 


cuſtomes, that neither allow our Monarchie, nor further our affaires: I will and command, tit 


they (being made knowne by 4man,a man whom we hold as deare as our father) be Alaine,wit 
their wiues, and childrcn; ſo as you ſpare none of them, attributing more vnro your owner 
cy then our edict: and this command weeto be done the fourteenth day of the twelfth monet 
of this preſent yeere,thar in one day cutting offall our enemies, hcereatter it may be Tawfullior 
you to liue in peace and ſecurity. This edi& being ſpred thorow all places of the countreſ) 
and publiſhed in cuery city, all men addreſſed them(clues againſt the prefixed day,vtterlyto®

cours ſhould wholly proceed from God by ſome other meanes then this: but ſhe and her fathers 
houſe ſhould be deſtroyed by them, whom ſhe had conremned. Vpon this reply, Eſher ſent the

whereupon being preſently aſtoniſhed, her members failed her, her colour faded,and ſhe fell he. 
twixt her handmaids armes in a ſwoune. Hercon,the King(by the wil of God,as Iverily eſteem) 
changed his affeRion ; and (ſuſpeRting leſt feare ſhould cauſe his witeto fall into ſome gricuy 
accident) he ſuddenly leapt from his Throne,and embracing her with both his armes, he raiſed 
her vp,and kifſed her,and ſpake comfortable words vato her,praying her to be of good Courage, 
and not to ſuſpe& any ſiniſter misfortune, for that ſhe came vnto him without any motion of his 
That the ordinance was onely made for his ſubiects : for which cauſe he willed her (who wy 
equall in gouernment with him) to feare nothing: whereupon he tooke his Scepter in his hand 
and laid it on the Queenes necke (according to the law) enforcing hunfclfe to deliver her from 
all feare; by which meanes ſhee recoucred her vigour and courage; and ſpake after this manner 
O King (faid ſhec) I cannot cafily expreſſe vnto you the inconuenience that is ſuddenly fallenyp. 
on me : For as ſoone as I beheld the great, faire, and: redoubted Mateſty of your perfon,my ſp 
rits forſooke me, and my heart failed me. Now whileſt ſhee ſpake theſe words with paineand 
fcebleneſſe,the King was touched with compaſſion; ſo as he animated and encouraged her, and 
commanded her to expe& nothing but good; yea ({aid hee) if thou demandelt the halfe of m 
kingdome,I will grant it thee. But Eſther onely requeſted thus at his hands, that onely he and hy 
intire friend Amar would vouchſafe to grace her with their preſence at her banquet : which the 
King readily granted her. Now when they were come vnto the banquer,and in the midit ofthei 
cups,the King commanded Eſther to aske what ſhee would, and he would grant it her, aſſur 
her that he would refuſe her in nothing; yea,although ſhe demanded the halte of his kingdone, 
But ſhee deferred to diſcouer her ſuite vatill the next day, requiring him once more to repaie 
with 4maz vnto her banquet. When the King had promiled to reuifit her, Aman departed with 
great ioy,for that healone had the credit to banquet with the King and Eſther,and no otherhadk 
euer obtained the like honour amongſt any Kings of that dominion, Bur 1n his returne perce. 
uing Mardochexs in the Court,he was ſore mooued, becauſe that (notwithſtanding he had look 
vpon him) hee had not done him honour: when as therefore he came home vnto his houſe, he 
called Zaraza his wite,and his friends, and told them what honour (not onely the King, butts 
Queene alfo had done him ; and how hee onely with the King had ſupped that day with the 
Qucene; and was inuited the next day alſo to banquet with the King and her:notwirhſtandinghe 
told them that he was diſcontented,becauſe he ſaw Mardochens the Tew in the Court. Zarazalis 


_ wifetold him,that heſhould cauſe agallowes to be raiſed of fiftie cubits high, and that thegext

ofallthar which had hapned ; whotold him, that it was no waies pofſiblefor him to revenge 
himſelfe as yer on Mardochens, becauſe God was with him.

For the Perſian encountring with the Macedonian was ouercome, and Tr 
fer he had loſt the greater part of his army,and left his mother, wife and children priſoners,he any a 
himſelfe fledinto Perſia. Alexander arriuing in Syria,ſeized Damaſco,tooke Sidon,and beſieged gainſt Dari- 
Tyre:and by his letters ſent vnto the high Prieſt of the Tewes,he required him to ſend him ſome ** 
ſapplics in his warre, and to ſell his army viCtuals for their money ; aſſuring him thar if he deſi- 

ve cd the friendſhip of the Macedonians, he would gue him that tribute which he paid ro Dariws, 
belides orher good turnes. The high Prieſt anſwered Alexanders meſſenger,thathe had ſworne 
vnto Darizes neuer to beare armes againſt him,during his life time; againſt which oath of his, he 
would neuer worke any indignitie. Which when Alexander heard,he was ſore diſpleaſed;and re- 
ſolued notwithſtanding to conrinue the ftege ar Tyre,vnrill ſuch time as ic wastaken; yet threat- 

ned he that as ſoon as he had takenthe ſame, he would lead forth his army againſt the hie Prieſt, 

WH tothe end that all men might know to whom they ought to keepe their faith. For which cauſe 

ſparing no labour, he onercame Tyre, and after he had giuen order to theeſtate thereof, he came 

ynto Gaza,and tooke it with Babemeſes the Caprtaine of the garriſon that held it. But Sanaballath 

fndinga fir opportunitie ro make himſelfe great, forſooke Darius & followed Alexander,leading 

withhim eightthouſand of his ſubic&ts:and finding him vpon the beginning of the ſiege of Tyre, 

he offered to ſurrender him all thoſeplaces wherein he commanded,acknowledging him for his 

Lord more willingly then he had done Darivs. Alexander accepted him willingly : whereupon, 

Saraballath freely informed him of the whole eſtate ; giuing him to vnderftand that Manaſſes

Which being ſpeedily per 
formed inthe ſpace of ſeuen daies,all the Kings ordinance was accomplithed, and thereyas * | 
outfor the i of them all, to theſumme of more then foure hundreth and fixtie talent, 
For the Maſters exa&ted fixeſcore drachmes for the children alſo , grounding themſclues por

Theſe things being thus magnificently exployted , according to the Kings command, he, * 
gaue Demetrius in charge to make a Decree, as touching the tranſlation of the bookes ef the 
Tewes.

So that whoſocuer ſhall beholdthe ſame, he ſha 
incontinently iudge by the curious workemanſhip,the high perfection of the workeman, andhy 
the excellencies of the pieces, he ſhall incontinently know by whom each of them was faſhioned 
The copie of the aduiceand/ſuggeſtion made by Demetrzus is this : Demetrius to the greatKing 
Health.

The Kings i= When the King had inthis ſort beeneboth aduiſed and ſuggeſted, hee wrote vato Eleazar the 


high Prieſt of the Tewes, as touching this marter : giuing him likewiſe to vaderſtand of thatli- 
berty by him granted vnto the Iewes that were in his kingdome: Heſent himalfo fiftie talentsof 
golc, to make cups, ewers and veſſels, with an infinite number of precious ſtones, commanding 
is Cofferers, who had the charge of his Iewels, to ſuffer the workemen to chooſe what ſtones 
7 beſt liked. Furthermore,he willed that a hundreth talents ſhould be giuen for the ſacrifices | 
and{oblations, and other vies of the Temple. Bur after that I haue declared what was tit 
Copy of the Letter ſent vnto Eleazar the high Prieſt , and the manner how hee obtaindl 
that -<"— dignitie; I will ſer downe both the rich preſents, and their curious works 
manſhip. 
After the deathof 0xias the high Prieſt, his ſonne Sz03 ſurnamed the Tuſt, ſucceeded hin 
his place,who for that cauſe was fo called,by reaſon of the piety which he ſhewed toward God, 
and the good affection which he barevnto his countrimen. This $/-02dying 8 leauing bell 
him one only ſon,of young &render yeeres, who was called 0ias:his brother(which wasth 
Eleazar of whom we ſpeake at this preſent) tooke vpon himthe Prieſthood, and to himwior

» In his time in Agypr,he hath committed his forts and garriſons,to the end they mightbe rele 


2» Cted among the Agyprians: After that I haue bin called to the Gouernment,T haue behauedmy 
” ſelte graciouſly towards all men, andeſpecially towards thoſeof your nation, of whom [ ha 
2» Cclivered more then one hundreth thouſand out of captiuitic , disburſing their ranſome wy 
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\ mine owne cofers : I hauc likewiſe inrouled ſomeof thoſe that were of age in the companies and 
bindsof my men of warre : I haue recciued ſome into my Court, whom I rooketo bee faithfull 
and loyall,& inmy opinion well-worthy ofſuch pretermenr:ſappoſing that the moſt acceprable 
1nd he deareſt preſent I might offer vp vnto God, for his prouidence extended roward mee in 
xduancing me to thekingdome, was to performe the ſame. And being deſirous not onely to gra- 
ifie them, but alſo all thoſe Ieives that are in the whole world, I haue determined to cauſe your 
[ny to bee tranſlated ; thar after it hath beene tranſcripted out of Hebrew into Grecke, I might 

place it inmy librarie. You ſhall therefore do well,if you chuſe me out ſixe diſcreete and learned 

WM na ofcucry tribe amongſt you, who are already ſtepr in yceres, and ſend them vnto me; who 

oi by reaſon ot their age {hall be well inſtructed in your lawes,and ſufficiently enabled to expound 

the ſame. For in ſo doing, I ſhall accept it atyour hands, as a great honour. For this cauſe I 

ſend vnro you Andrew the principal Captaine of my guard, and Ariſfexs allo (whom we eſpe- 

| cially honour) to conferre with you: by whom TI haue ſent you one hundreth talents of filuer,as 
| he rſt fruits oF thoſe gifrs and ſacrifices, which we intendro offer in the Temple. You ſhall doe 
ysan eſpecial four, if you ſtgnitie your mind vnto vs by your letters, | 

As ſoone as Eleazar had receiued the Kings letters, he rerurned him an anſwer full ofhonour 

andaffeRion,*according to therenour which enſuerh:The high Prieſt Eleazar to King Prolomey , 

Health, TFyou, your Qacene Arſinoe, & your childrenbe in health, all our affitres likewiſe haue 

no lefſe fortunace ſuccetle, Wee haue receiued your princely letters with no ſmall ioy, and haue 


ofallche pcople,and haue declared vato them your pietie towards God,and haue ſhewed them 
thoſe viols which yoa ſent vs,twenry of gold,and thirty of filuer ; with fue veſſels, and a Table 
whichin way of preſent you haue ſent vnro vs, We haue likewiſe ſhewed them thoſe hundreth 
: WY talents which Andrew and Ariſtens (very vertuous and excellent learned men, and honoured by 
youamongſt your deareſt friends) haue brought vnto vs, to be employed in ſacrifices and other 
neceſſities of the Temple, Know therefore, that whatſoeuer ſtandeth either with your content or 
profit, wee will enforce our owne narures,to the end we may acknowledge the benefits, which 
you haue diuers waies beſtowed vpon our nation. We haue therefore duely and continually of- 
kred facrifice for you,your Queene Arſinoe,your children and friends : the people likewiſe haue 
 prayedrhat God would ſend you happy ſuccefle in wharfoeuer you defire, thar your kingdome 
may be continued in peace, and that thetranſlarion ofour law may be accomplithed in ſuch ſort, 
35you defire, for your owne commodiry. To that intenr we haue choſen {ixeElders out of cue- 
ry Tribe, whom we ſend vnto you, together with rhe originall of our law, Our requeſt.is, that 
acording to your accuſtomed pictic and 1uſtice, you recurnevs both our lawes and rheſe Inter- 
preters 11 ſafery, as ſoone as they haue ſarisfied your expectarion. Fare you well. GO 
This is the anſwer which the high Prieſt ſent varo him. Yet haue I rhought it to be a tmatter 
meerely vnneceiTarie to ſer downe the names of the ſeuentie two Elders 1n particular, who'were 
ſent by Eleazay together with the law,notwichſtanding they were {-r downe in the Epiſtle; Yet 
inke T it nor amille,to recite the excellency and faſhion of thoſe preſents that were ſent by the 
King, and offered vp vnto God, to the end that all men my know how zealous he was towards 
the fernice of God. For in performance therof;he ſpared no immeaſurable expence, but continu- 
aly afiſted the workemen.,and examined their workemanſhip,to the end chat nothing might be 
cacleſly finiſhed, or negligently performed. I will therefore ſer downe (as neere as in me lizth) 
theexcellencie of euery picce (although it may be thought rharthe courſe of hiſtqrie requiret 
nor) but therefore will I diſcourſe the ſame, becauſe my deſire is by ſo doing to cxpreſſt ynto 
he Readers, how greatthe liberality and generoſitic of the King hath beene. And firſt of all I

He vndertooke therfore to make 
ag = the Table of two cubirs and a halfein length, of one in bredth, and of one anda halfe in heigh, 
Ss all of maſliue gold: about the which there was made a border, a hand breadch large; enriche 
with moouing waues,on which there was a bend grauen with admirable art, appearing on three 
ſides : For being triangulary, eucry angle preſented the ſame engrauing ; ſo that when it wastyr. 
ned.ir {ccined chat one and the ſame,and no waies different figure, repreſented it ſelfe:withinthe 
inſide of this border it was inchaſed with diuers goodly figures, but on the outſide it ras farre 


moreexcellently beautified and wrought, becauſe in that partit was moſt opento the eye; For | 


this cauſe the vpper part of the Table appeared to be of two parts,and of three angles, which(s 
we ſaid) were apparant at ſuch time as the rable was turned, each one ſeeming of equall magn;. 
tude with the other, Vpon the graued bends there were precious ſtones inchaſcd, diſtant bye. 
uall proportion the one fromthe other, and faſtned by golden buttons tyed by loopes. The 
{es of the borders (which preſented themſclues to the eye) were beautified with rich ſtone, 
diſpoſed after the manner ofan ouall; andthere was a border of goldentwigs engrauen rounds 
bout the Table : vnder the ouals there was a crowne garniſhed with cluſters of diuers (ortsof 
fruits, the cluſters ofgrapes hung downe, the ſpikes of corne ſtood vpright, andall was incloſed 
with pomgranats,andthe precious ſtones were inchafed in gold thorow the whole circuitofthe 
Table, to preſent each ſort of fruit in their natiue colours. There was alfo a ranke of ouals 
der the crowne,not vnlike to the former, made of gold : ſo that on both ſides, both the variety 
and delicacie of the worke appeared,both in the bends and borders;as alſo inthe table, in which 
there appeared nor any difference, on whatſocuer ſide it was turned; and from the topyntothe 
lower foote one and the ſame workmanſhip appeared. For it hada plate of gold ſome foureftn- 
gers broad,comprehending the breadth of the Table, on which the feet ofthe ſame were ſtaicd 
which were afterwards faſtned to the border by buttons and claſpes of gold,to theend thatthe 
excellent and curious workmanſhip might the better be ſecne, and that on what fide ſoeuert 
were turncd,it might alwaies ſceme the ſame. They engraucd alſo on the ſame a labyrinth,inthe 
midſt whereof there were diucrs kinds of precious ſtones,ſhining like ſtarres:& amongſttherel 


there were Rubics and Emeralds of moſt orient brightnes,as alſo all other ſorts of ſtones thatet- | 


ther arecſteemed or defired for their beauty or price. Neere vnto this labyrinth fromtheonead 
ynto the other, there were certaine corded pleits in themiddlelike vatoa Rhombus or Loſense, 
ypon which there were certaine pieces of Cryſtall and Amber, enchaſed and placed the oneby 
the other inequall diſtance,and proportion: which gaue a marucilous contentment to whomle- 
euer beheld the ſame: The Chapters of the feet were made after the forme ofa Lilly;the lewes 
whereof bent themſclues vnder the Table,whereas otherwaics the ſtalke ſeemed to be ſtretched 
- out ſtraight. The baſe of the ſame was an hands bredth large, adorned with a Carbuncle ina. 
ry part. The breadth thereof was eight fingers,on which all the plate of the feete was ſtaicd;al 
on euery one of them was there ingrauen by curious workmanſhip Tuie, and vine branches lo 
den with cluſters of grapes;ſo made to life, that they ſeemed to be very grapes indeed. Fortl 
whole was ſo ſubtill and delicate,that when the wind blew, the workemanſhip waued and ws 
carried vp on high ; ſo tha it ſeemed that theſe fruits were rather naturall, then counterfaitediy 
art. The work was made after a new faſhion, as if it conſiſted of three pieces: and notwithtat 
ding it was ſo well ſhut and cloſed together, that the ſeames and ioynts mightnot any wales 
{cene. The thicknes of the table was no leſle then halfe a cubir. | 
See heere whar this preſent was, which through intire affeRionthe King preſented ; whetel 
the price of the ſtuffe, the diuerſitic and beauty of the workmanſhip, and the excellencic oftit 
engrauing was accompliſhed in perfe&ion. Moreouer, in this hee ſo farre inforced himleltew 
perform ſo much,thar ifit might not ſurpaſſethe other which wasalready in the temple,at leaſt 
wilc in art,new invention and excellencie of projie&,it might be farre more excellent and adm 
Twopolden Table. He gaue belides this,two veſſels of gold,ſcaled from the bottome as farre as the halfcpit 
ſtandingcups. of the Cup ; and beſides thar, inriched with diuers precious ſtones curiouſly and diuerll 
enchaſed. And inthe midſt of them there was a labyrinth a cubit hic,made of all ſorts of pit 
ous ſtones,and ar the foote thereof were ingrauen ſpires, after the manner of twigs,and faltl} 
them a cerraine fould like vnto anet made in ouall faſhion, that aſcended euen vnto the bub 
The midft thereof was filled with lirtle targets, of the greatnes of foure fingers, made of pf 
cious ſtones,and round abour the edges thereof were lillies, iuy, flowers, and vines with tif!

pected faſhion : ſo that by his ripe iudgement, hee ſhewed the workemen ſuch inuentions, ashe. 6 
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\ cluſters of grapes engrauen round about. This was the beauty and excellency of thoſe two hr?

ſome and manner,diſmiſſed all thoſe that reſorted thirher for their particular affaires, ro whom

For ſo was it ordained by rhe King,thar in euery Citie 
that had any particularitic intheir manner of life; rhere ſhould be a Commiſlary appointed to 
prouide for forrainers that arriued in that place, tb the intent they might be intreated according 
Otheircuſtomes : intending thereby, that their entertainment ſhould be the more agreeable vn- 
them, and tharthey might be the leſſe rired with forraine nouelties. This cuſtome of his was 
Putin practice at this time by Doretheus care and exa&t diligence , who in his owne perſon dif- 
poledall that which was neceſſary for thar hoſpitality. He prepared rwo places to banquet in,in 
woeuerall parts (according as the King had commanded him) ſo that ſome of them might ſit 
Meither {ide of him, and the reſt mighr be placed neere vnro his table, omitting nothing of that 
Which concerned either their honour or kinde of enteruiew.

Whoſo defireth to knoy 


the queſtions that were propoſed vntothem in particular,let him rcadethe booke which ariſu, 


us hath written to thateffect. Ina word, the King was not oncly aſtoniſhed at their anſiyer 

but the Philoſopher Menedemars alſo : who hauing affirmed that all things were adminiſtredh 

a diuine prouidence,and that ir appeared what the vertue and excellency of this diſcourſe was th 
queſtioning debate was finiſhed. But the King proteſted in their preſence, that theiraccelle ha 

infinitely contented and inſtructed him ,] in thatby their meancs he had obtained the goody 

to bee informed by them how to gouerne his kingdome. Whereupon hee commandedthy 

each of them ſhould haue three talents giuen him , and that they might bee conuaycd to ther 

Thetranſlati- lodgings.

rongue. =Aallnoiſe,and fit for contemplation:to which place after he had brought them, he beſought then, 


that ſince they had all thoſe things that were neceſſary for the interpretion of their lawes, they 
would intend the ſame without any diſcontinuance of the' worke, vntill they had brought itty 
perfection ; and they for their parts imploycd all their labour and diligence that was inthen 
poſſible,to the end the interpretation might be exact, intending onely and continually this |; 
bour fromthe morning varill three houres after noone: afcer which time they imployed there 
of the day in their refection;and to that end they werefurniſhed in all aboundance with all ſors 
of victuals. Ouer and beſides, Dorotheus preſented them with a part of diuers diſhes, which were 
prepared for the King: for ſo had his Maieſticcommanded it. Thus cuery morningentred they 


the Kings Palace, and afterthey had ſaluted him, they retired themſelues to their accuſtomed 


place; and after they had waſhed their hands inthe Sea-warter, and were purified, they ſetthen 
downc in that manner to procced,and proſecute their tranſlation. Now when the law was fully 
interpreted, and the worke was fully finiſhed in the ſpace of {cuentic and two daies : Demers 
aſſembled all the Tewes in that place where thelaw had beene tranflated, and cauſcd it to beread 
oucr in the preſence of theinterpreters themſclues. Which done,the aflembly approoucd theer- 
poſition of the interpreters; and praiſed Demetrins,by whoſe ſuggeſtions,and inuenrion they it 
toyed ſogreata good. They requeſted likewiſc,thart this cxpoſition ſhould be peruſed,and ouer- 
read by the Nobles and Goucrnours.. After this, boththe Pricſt,the Elders of the interpreters 


and the Magiſtrates of the people required, that fincethis tranſlation was ſo happily atchieucdyr 
| 


might remaine vnaltered ; ſo that noiot thereof might be changed. 

Which reſolution being allowed by all men, it was ordered, that if any man perceiueday 

thing in that tranſlation, which was either exuperant or deficient, he ſhould conſider thereupot 

and giue notice thereof, to the end it might bee corrected : dealing herein very diſcreetly, 

theend that that which had once bcene adiudged good, ſhould continue inutolable forcutt. 

The King therefore was highly contented , ſeeing his endcauours and purpoſe in thar behalfelv 

happily and profitably finithed : but aboue all things, he tooke pleaſure in rcading of the law, 

admiring at the deepe conceit and wiſedome ofthe Law-maker; and began to queſtion with 

metrius, by what mcancs it cameto paſſe, that neither any Poct, nor Hiſtoriographer had malt 

mention of thar law, notwithſtanding thart in it ſelfe it was ſo admirable. To whom Demerw 

gaue this anſwer : that no man was ſo hardy to touch that worke, by reaſon that it was dune! 

and euery way venerable : aſſuring him alſo, that certaine men who had attempted to ſer thell 

i hands thereto, had becne puniſhed by God: giuing him to vaderſtand, how Theopompus, int 
vpon thoſe ding to reduce certaine contents of that law into his hiſtory, had beene diſtraught in mindef0! 
Echnicks thar MOre then thirtie daics, and that hauing ſome intermiſſion of his fir,he appeaſed God by praſ% 
co 12-9 thereby eafily conicturing what was thecauſe of his malady. Moreouer, he was certified by 
credScrip> f10n that appeared vnto him inhis {leepe,that this inconucnicnt befell him,in that he hadtoo® 
UrEh. riouſly ſearched into ſacred and diuine matters,and had intended ro communicate the ſame vii 
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A prophane men: from which enterprize ith he had defiſted, he recouered his right wits againe. 
He likewiſe inſituated further, that Theodeftes the tragicke Poct, intending to make mention in the world, 
ſome of his Poems of a cerraine hiſtory written in the facred Scriptures,was ſtrooken blind;and 37%: b/we 
acknowledging the cauſe hereof to proceede from his audacious preſumption, he was reſtored yjrie. 380, 
his fizhr after he had appeaſed Gods diſpleaſure. | i td nes 

When the King had conſidered on theſe words,according as Demetrius had diſcourſed them 

yato him, he proſtrated himſelfe on the earth,and commanded that the bookes ſhould be care- 

| fully kepr,to the end they might continue 1n their pure integrity. Furthermore, he exhorted the 

Tranſlators to repaire oftentimes vnto him from Tudza, afſuring them thart in ſo doing, the mat- 

B ter would redound both to their honour and profit; telling them that for that time hee thought 
o00dto diſmiſſe them: but when they ſhould returne vnto him again of their owne motion, they 
ſhould obtaine all that which their wiſedome deſerued, or his magnificence might impart vnto 
them. This ſaid, he gaue them leaue to deparrt,after he had giuen each of them three ſeucral ſutes Thepreſents

Vpon this occaſton 7oſeph went vp into the Temple, and ſummoned the 
people to agenerall atlembly, exhorting them to beno waies troubled,and ro conceiue no fear 
liberalirieyp- Qrough the negligence of his vncle 0745, requeſting them to be confident in heart, andeſtrar 
on hisrerune ged from al finiſter ſuſpicion;promiling them rhat he himſelfe would go in Embaſlage vntotte 
King, and faithfully plead their cauſe before him,8 perſwade him that they had committedno 
inſolent neglect,or contempt againſt his maicſtie. Which whenthe people vaderſtood, theygaeR 
Toſeph hearty thankes. Whereupon he preſently came downe from the temple, and honourably 
cntertainedthe Embaſladours that came from Ptolomey,and hauing preſented them with gifts of 
great price,and feaſted them magnificently for many daies, he ſent them backe to thcir Prince;

Aſſoone as the Embaſſadour returned into Egypt, he certified the King of Gras ingratitude 
and 7oſephs humanitic: certifying him that hee would come in perſonto intreat pardon forte 
people,tor thar offence they had committed againſt him;and the rather, for that he was in ct 
cial authoritie among the people: and fo farre vſurped hee vpon 7oſephs praiſes, that both the 
King and the Queene Cleopatra had a good opinion of him, notwithſtanding hee was as yet 
ſent, But Joſeph ſent vnto Samariato his friends, and borrowed money, making his preparation 
for his voyage. Having therefore furniſhed himſelfe with apparell, veſſels, and horſes, withtix 


Ar thar very time irchanced that the Princes,and goucrnours of Phoenicia and Syria repaired 
thither to buy theirtribures:for the King was accuſtomed cuery ycereto ſellthem to the menot 
moſt reſpect in euery city:Theſe meeting with 7oſeph on the way, began to mock at his baſendl 
and pouerty.

As ſoone as he came to Aſcalon, he demanded the paiment of rhe tribute at the Cirizens 

hands, which they nor onely refuſed to performe, but moreouer vpbraided him with injurious 

words, For which cauſe laying hold on about ſome twenty of the principals among them, he 

\ purthem to death: and hauing gathered their ſubſtances together, hee ſent the King ſome thou- 

ſnd talents, certifying him of that which he had done. Pro/ommey admiring at his wiſedome, and 

allowing of his execution, permitted him to diſpoſe of all things at his pleaſure.

_ Indas hauing knowledge thereof,came forth againſt him,accompanied with ten thouſandmey; ! 
and diſcouering the number of his enemies fax toexceed his(after he had beſought God by prit 
er that it would pleaſe him to fight with him) he charged the vauntguard of the enemy withlo 
great force,that he diſcomfited them,and ſlew about ſome fiue thouſand of them, leauingtherek 
in great feare, Lyſias knowing the reſolution of the Iewes,and how they werepreſt ro die,except 
they mightliue 1n liberty;onthe other {ide redoubting their de{perarions,more then theirforcez, 
TheTemple IE gathered together the reſt of his army, and returned backe to Antioch : where he ſojourn 
of leruſakem. hiring many forraine ſouldicrs, to make a greater army andpreparation to inuade Terry withull, 
Sues After thar Antiochus Capraines had beene diſcomfited ſo many times, ud aflembled thepeople 
che world, together, and told them, thar after they had obtained ſo many vidtories through the mercydt | 
| pr . God,it behooued them to aſcend vp vnto Teruſalem,8 ro puritiethe Temple that was deſolate, * 
cie,vcz, And to offerthoſe ſacrifices ordained by the law. Aſcending therefore thither with a mulcitudeot 
SV > people,he found the Temple deſart,and the gates rae Fuego grafſe growing withinthe 
lame,through deſolation. Being therefore confuſed with fo pitious aſpeQacle,hebeganto wee BN , 
withall thoſe that accompanied him : And hauing choſen out certaine of his beſt ſouldiers, it - 
commanded them to enforce thegarriſons that werein the fortreſſe ; whiles he himſelfe purgel wi " 
the Temple. Which command of his being exactly 8 reſolutely fulfilled, he ſent for new vellels a 
a candleſticke,a table,analtar of incenſe,all made of gold. He put alſo vailes or hangingstoti I 
doores,accuſtomed to be ſpred abroad;and ſer gates to the Temple. And hauing throwne dow! = 
the alcar of burne offerings, which had bin prophaned by Antiochws, he builded anew of all ſors 500g: 
of ſtones,neither hewne,nor hammered according to art. The fiue and twentieth day ofthem+ Bi by 
neth of Chafleu (with vs September) there were lights ſer vpon the candleſticks, and perfums : 
TheTewple laid vponthe altar,and loaues impoſed vponthetable,& ſacrifices offred vpon thenew altar.Al 
lef: deſfolace Which hapned the ſameday three yeeres, wherein before-time the ſacred Religion was chats ſouot 
_ into prophane and hatefull impiety. For the Temple was ruinated and left dgſolate by Antioch, wn. 
andremainedin that eſtate for the ſpace of three whole yeeres. For this deſolation hapnedin te 
Da.1z» hundreth, forty 8 fift yeere,and the fiue 8 twentieth day ofthe moneth called Apellzus or a 


guſt;in the hundreth,fifry and three Olympiade:and the Temple was repurged on the ſame Wh beare 
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A inthe yeere one hundreth, forticand eight ; and the hundreth,fiftic and fourth Olimpiade. This 
deſolation of the temple hapned, according as Daniel had foreprophecied, foure hundred and 
eight yeeres before: tor he declared euidently thar the Macedonians ſhould deſtroy the ſame. 

| After that 7#4as had reeſtabliſhed the ſeruice of the Temple, both hee and his countrimen ſo- 

ſemnized a feaſt for cight daics, omitting not any kinde of honeſt pleaſure, banquetting them 

ſumptuouſly and magniticently,and honouring God in Hymnes and Pſalmes. Thus retoyced 
they at this reeſtabliſhmenr, (ceing that contrary toall hope after ſo long time,they had recoue- 
red the cuſtomes of their countrey, and their ancient Religion : ſo that a decree was made for 
thoſe that ſhould come afcer, whereby it was commanded, that for the ſpace of eight daics the 
B rebuilding of the Temple ſhould bee ſolemnized, with the ceremonies and ancient ordinances:

; and cuer fince that time vnrill this day we celebrate this feaſt, called the feaſt of Lights ; for this 
4 cauſein my opinion, for that this ſo greatfelicity began to ſhine vnto vs as a light,contrary to all 


hope. He incloſed the City likewiſe with a wall,and builded high towers thereon, in which hee 
planted garriſons againſt the incurſions of rhe enemies. Hee fortified the Ciry of Bethſuraalſo, 
that it might ſerue as a fort againſt the enemy. 
..- Whilſt theſe things paſled thus, the nations round about diſpleaſed with the reeſtabliſhment 
' mdforce of the ewes, oppreſled diuers, whom they ſurprized by ambuſhes and treachery. On 
thoſe 1#das made continuall war,to hinder their incurſions, and to make them partakers of thoſe 
evils they had inflicted vpon the Ievwes. So that inuading Acrabathan, hee flew the Idumzans 
C that were deſcended from Eſau, and brought away a great prey out of their countrey,8 ſhut vp 
the ſonnes of Baan their Prince, who lay in waite for the Tewes ; and hauing beſieged them, he 
ouercame them, ſetting fire on their towers,and killing all the menthat were therein. Afr this 


k hedeparted from thence, and made warre vpon the Ammonites, who had a great and mighty ar-

d mie, vnder the conduct of Tizotheus. Theſe did hee encounter with and ouercome, and tooke 
D their City of Iazor,and burned it, and led away their wiues and children into captiuity, and af- 


terwards returned into Indza. The neighbouring nations hearing of his departure, aſſembled 
themſelues together in Galaad againſt the Iewes, who inhabited the frontiers of Galaad ; who 
hauing retyred themſclues ro the fort of Dathema, ſent letters vnto 1adas, giuing him to vnder- 
ſtand, that Ti»otheus intended to ſurprize the place wherunto they wereretreated,and requeſted 
V him to deliver them from this danger. And whileſt he was reading of theſe letters,certaine meſ-

in; and afterwards drew onwards on his way ; and ſo great a number was there of thoſethat 
were {laine, that he marched vpon the bodies of dead men. 

After they had paſt Iordan, they came into a great Plaine, wherein the City of Bethſan (by 
the Greckes called Scythopolis)confronted rheir cics;from whence they departed and camein- 
to Indza with ioy and gladnes,ſinging and prayſing God,6: viingtheir accuſtomed paſtimes and 
{ongs of victory. This done, he oftered vp ſacrifices of thankſgiuing for their happy ſucceſſe,and 
the ſafety of his armic ; for that in all thoſe batrels and encounters he had not loſt one Iew.

In the meane while two captaines, to wit,7oſeph the ſonne of Zachary,and Azarias,who wee tiemt

Hexeveon Artiochus ſcnta herauld to Tudzz and thoſe that were beſieged with 
him, promiſing them peace, with permiſſion to liue according to their religion. 
Which condition they willingly entertained: and hauing taken an oath and afſu- 
rancefrom the King; they furrendred vp the Temple, Whereupon Amtiochus entred the ſame, 
and ſeeing it to be aplace ſo well fortified, he contrary to his oath, commanded his army to le- 
xll the wall that enuironed the ſame with the ground: which done, he returned to. Antioch, lea- 
ding away with him the High Prieſt 0/45,who was called Merelaus. For Lyſizs had counſelled 
the King to murther Merelans, it he intended that the ewes ſhould line in peace, without an 
commotion: and the rather, becauſe it was he onely who was the author of all thoſe cuils, by 
reaſon of the counſaile he had giuen to Artzochus his farher, to inforce the Tewes to forſake their 
xligion, The King for that cauſe ſent Merelans vnto Beroea a city of Syria, where he comman- 
d:d him to be put to death,after he had enjoyed the High Prieſthood for the terme often yeers. 
Hewas a wicked and impious man,who for his onely ambitious deſire of authority had inforced 
ournation to reuolt from theirreligion. As ſoone therefore as Menelaus was dead, Alcimus was 
made High Prieſt, who was called 7ac:wus. Now when Antiochus found that Philip had already 
conquered a great part of his countrey, he fought with him, and taking him priſoner, ſlew him. 
But 0744s the ſon of the High Prieſt (whom as we haue heretofore declared, was leftan Orphan 
his infancy) ſecing that the King had flaine his vncle Merelaus, and given the Prieſthood to 
Alcimus , who was not of the race of the Pricſts, and had transferred this honour into another 
family at the perſwaſton of Zyſias, he fled vnto Prolomzey King of Zgypr, where being honoura- 
bly entertained by the King and his Queene Clegparra, he obtained a place in the Heliopolitane 


homorie, where he builded a Temple like vnto that which was at Ieruſalem : whereof we ſhall 
hereafter haue more fir opportunity to ſpeake.

T that time Demetrins, Seleucus fonne fled to Rome, and tooke poſſcfſion of Tripolis in 
A 5 and after he had ſer the Diademe vpon his head , and had leuicd and hired cer- 
taine ſouldicrs, he inuaded the kingdome: where he was receiued to the generall content 
ofall men, who ſubmitting themſelues vnro him, laid hold on the King Antzochus and Lyſtas, 
ad brought them aliue vnto him; bur he incontinently commanded that they ſhould be pur to 
Eat, after that Aztiochus had raigned two yeeres, as we haue already declared in another 
place, To this new clected King, diuers Icwes (baniſhed for their impictic) and with them the 
teh Prieſt A/cimmms made their reſort: who in generall accuſed their nacion, and as principals 
lia and his brethren, obicKing againſt them, thar they had ſlaine his friends, and all ſuch as 
Were on his {ide ; and that amoag all rhoſe rhar were in the Kingdome and expected his com- 
ming, ſome of them were ſlaine; and that the reſt being driuen from their natiue countrey,were 
miſhed into other places: requiring him that hee would ſend ſome one of his friends to take 
knowledge of the outrages committed by 1udas and his brethren. Demetrius was much mooued 
} theſe reports of theirs, and for that cauſe ſent Bacchides (who was 1n times paſt much eſtce- 
med by A ntiochus Epiphanes for his valour, and to whoſe gouernment at that time all Meſo- 
Potamia was commitred :\To whom he gaue an army,ioyning with him the high prieſt Alcimus, 
Wthcommiſſion to kill 1udz5,and his confederares. Bacchides departing from Antioch with his 
amy,came into Indza, and ſent a certaine herauld ro 1#dz5 and his brerhren,to intrear with him 
Vpon certaine articles of peace, becauſe his intent was to ſurprize them by ſome ſubritie and 
teacherie. Bur ud ſinelling his drift, gaue lictle truſt vnto him : for in that hee came thither 
With fo great an armie, he eaſily conicturcd thar he intended no peace; but to make warre: not-

from Bcthoron,hauing with himar the moſt not aboue onethouſand men. Notwithſtanding 
exhatte 
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themſelues againſt how many they were to fight ; bur againſt whom, and for what recompence 
they were to fight, to rhe intent they might altogether couragiouſly ſet vpon the enemy, ar ſuch 
time as he ſhould lead them forth to the onſer. Whereupon affailing Nicanor,there aroſe a dan- 
erous conflict berweene them ; wherein Tudzs had the vpper hand : for hee flew a great num- 
berof theenemy, and finally, Nicazor himſelfe fighting couragiouſly, was {laine; and ſo ſoone 
25 he fell downe dead, his army betookethem to flight. For hauing loſt their Chieftaine, they 
diſperſed themſclues, and caſt away their weapons: das ſpeedily purſuing chem, made a great 
ſlughter, and by ſound of trumpet certified them of the neighbouring villages, that he had diſ- 
comfired the enemy. Whereupon the inhabitants thereabout vnderſtanding heereof, betooke 
them to their weapons , and meeting with thoſe that fled in the foreward, ſlew them., ſo as no 
onceſcaped from this battell, notwithſtanding they were to the number of nine thouſand. This 
vitory hapned on thethurtcenth day of themonerh Adar,as our countrimen call it,and the Ma- 
cedomans Diſtre : And hereof each yeere there is both a ſolemne feaſt and memoriall obſerued. 
From thistime forward the nation of theTewes were in quiet withour any inuaſion, and lived 
in peace fora little time: but afterwards they were troubled with the like combates and dangers, 
Whereas therefore the high Pricſt A/c;/mms intended to beate downe an old wall of the Sanctua- 
ry, which had beene builded by the holy Prophets, he was ſuddenly ſtrooken by God ;: ſothat 
heincontinently loſt his ſpeech,and fellro the ground ; and afterhe had endured many grituous 
zorments for diuers dayes,at laſt he died miſerably , after he had enioyed the Pricſthood for the 
ſpace of foure yeeres. | 

After his death, the people witha generall conſent gaue his place to Iudas. Who vnderſtan- 
ding of thegreat power of the Romanes,and how they had conquered Gaule,Spaine, Carthage, 
Greece,and the Kings Perſeus and Philip, and beſides all theſe, rhe great King Aztiochus determi- 
ned to make friendſhip withthem, and ſent Eupolemus the ſonne of 7ohn, and 14ſon the ſonne of 
Zluzar his two intire friends vato Rome, to intreat the Romanes to betheir allies and confede- 


raes, and to write vato Demetrins, that he ſhould giue ouer to warre againſt the Iewes. When

heart to purchaſe an immortall memory, hee determined io heſeech the King Prolomey, and the 
Queene Cleopatra by Letters, that it might be lawfull for him to build a Temple in Agypr, te. 
ſembling inall points that which was at Ieruſalem , and thathee might haueltbertie to play 
Levites and Prieſts in the ſame,of his owne kinred : And hereunto was he eſpecially moouel, 
by a certaine prophecy of Zſay, who more then ſixe hundrerh yeeres before, had foretold that; 
Temple ſhould beafluredly builded in Agypr, in honour ofthe Almightie God, by a lew, Bc. 
ing therefore incited by this Oracle, hee wrote a Letter to Prolormey and Cleopatra, to this dff:t, 
During the timethat I was imployed in your warres, and by Gods fauourable affiſtance ha 


Leontopolis ( which is in the territories of Heliopolis.) I haue alfo viſited diuers other place, 
wherein the Icewcs haue Temples , againſt all right and hoaeftic : which is rhe cauſe rhatthey

»» multitude of temples, and the great dinerſirie of religions. And hauing found our a very con

And both of them {wore both by God and the King , thar 

they would bring their prooues according to the law, beſeeching Prolomey to adiudge him to 

death, whom he ſhould finde to haue falſified his oath. The King therefore fare downe with his 

fiends, both to heare the cauſe,and determine vpon their differents. Burt the Iewes of Alexan- 

dria were fore mooued and diſpleaſed againſt rhem, rhat had drawne the preeminence of the 

Temple in Ieruſalem into queſtion,and were highly diſcontent that a Temple fo ancient and fa- 

mous, and ſo eſteemed and honoured thorow the whole world, ſhould in ſuch ſort bee diſgra- 

cd. Whenas therefore the day of audience was come, Sabbeas and Theodoſins ſuffered 4ndro. 

nicus to declaime firſt:who began to approoue the lawfulneſſe, holines,and religion of the Tem- 

plein [cruſalem our of the Lawzand by the ſucceſhue gouernment of the high Prieſts, who from 

fither to ſonne,and from hand to hand, had receiued this honour; therein alleadging thar all the 

Kings of Afta had honoured the Maieſtie of that place with preſents and rich oblations: wheras 

rether in record of men, nor courſe of antiquity, the Temple of Garizim had beene in any eſti- 

mation, By theſe and ſuch like words, Andronicus perſwaded the King,that the Temple of Ieru- 

filem was builded according to the ordinance of Moſes, inuiting him to adiudge Sabb2ns and 

Theodoſins ro death. This may ſuffice as touching the differents of the Iewes of Alexandria, and 

uchthings as befell them during Prolomey Philometors time.

& Alexander was King of Syria, who wrote to Prolaney Philometor, requiring his daughter — 4 
in marriage, telling him that ic was a matter anſwerable to his dignity, to contractathni- ajexander 
with him; firſt,fince he had obtained his fathers Empireby the fauour of God: and next, for Kingof Syria 
that hee had ouercome Demetrius. Ptolomzy yeelding a willing eare to theſe his demands, and —_— 
enertaining them with grear pleaſure, wrote backe that hee was very glad that he had recouered meis daughter 
ks farhers kingdome; promiſtag him to giue him his daughter in marriage; gtuing him to vn- 
(erſtand,cthat he would meere him at Prolomais,and bring his daughter vnto him to thar place, 
adthere celebrate the nuptials. After he had writtentheſe letters, Ptolomey made his ſpeedie 
chic Wh repaire to Prolemais, and led with him his daughter Cleopatra; where meeting with Alexander 
lkr, BN (iccording to their appointment) he deliuercd him his daughter,with ſuch a dowry of gold and 
canes WY fuer, as well beſcemed his Kingly magnificence. Vnto the ſolemnizing of this marriage, Alex- 
the Wh der by letters inuired the High Prieſt 10nathan, commanding him to repaire vnto him to Pto- 
cence BN lemais. Where,after he was arriued,and had both preſented his ſeruice with other magnificent 
plac! WY preſents to both the Kings; hee was highly honoured by both, infomuch as Alexander conftrai- 
(or BN &d him to pur off his ordinary garments,and to put on apurple robe,and afterthat to fit vpon 
nels, Bi 2toyall Throne; commanding his Captaines to march before him thorow the City ; and to 
cm By command by publike edi, that no man ſhould dare to ſpeake any thing againſt him ; neither 
fer him any cauſe of diſcontent in whar ſort ſocucr.

As ſoone as Alexander heard that Apollonins the Generall of his armie was diſcomfited; and 
forced to flie, he madea ſhery that he was glad thereof, pretending that it was againſt his will 
that 1onathan had beene moleſted by warre,who was both his friend and his ally, Whereupon he 
ſent an Embaſladour vnto him, to fignitie vato-him how nuch hee reioyced at his viRtory, offe-- 
ring him preſentsand honours, witha chaine of gold,ſuch as the Kings were accuſtomed to giue 
othoſeof their kinred : he likewiſe gaue him Accaron and thecountrey therunto belonging, to 
him and his heres for ener, | Br 

About theſame time King Prolomey Philometor ſet out an army by ſea,and another by land,ro 
revaire into Syria,and to ſuccour his ſonne in law Alexanaer-and in his way all the cities cnter- 
raned him very aftectionately, according as Alexander had commanded them, and conducted 
himas farre as the Citic of Azot:in which place all of them exclaimed before him,and challen- 
ged Tuſtice at his hand, for that the temple of Dagon was burned and deſtroied ; accuſing 7ona- 
thn for the firing thereof,and the ſlaughter of many people therein. Bur Prolorrey hearing theſe 
accuſations, anſwered them not a word : But when Tonathan came to meete him at Ioppe, hee 
courted him with royall preſents,and all the honour that was poſſible,and after he had kept him 
company as farre as the flood called Eleutherus, he diſmiſſed him, and ſent him backe to Ieruſa- 
km, When Prolomey was come to Ptolemais, he hardly eſcaped death, and that contrary to all 
expeRarion by Alexanders owne complotting, and CAmmonies his friends mediation : Which 
tracherie bzing diſcouered, Ptolomey wrote ynto Alexander, requiring him that CAnmonins 
might be puniſhed for his treaſon and conſpiracies practiſed againſt him, which in their natures 
requireda ſeuercand cruell puniſhment. Bur ſeeing that Alexander delivered him notvp into 
his hands,he conieured and concluded, that he himſelfe was the author thercof, and conceiued 
ahainous diſpleaſure againſt him. In like manner before that time Alexander had offended the 
Antiochians,by the meanes of the ſaid Ammonins, who had loaden them with many wrongs and 
ncommodiries : but in the end Ammonirs was puniſhed for theſe his outragious miſdemeanors, 
addiſgracefully flaine like a woman, whileſt in a womans attire, he ſought to hide himſelfe,as 
Ke have expreſſed it in another place. 

Arthat time Pto/omey began to accuſe himſelfe for beſtowing his daughter in marriage on 4- 
lxander,and for refuſing Demetrius tobe his friend and confederate : ſo that hee brake off the af- 
inity that he had with himzand after he had withdrawne his daughter from him, hee preſently 
at Embaſſadours varo Demetrius to confirme a league of peace and affinity with him ; promi- 
{ng him to beſtow his daughter vpon him in marriage, and to eſtabliſh him in his fathers king- 
dome. Demetrius very iopfull to heare of this Embaſlage, accepted both of the confederation 
admarriage.Thereonly remained one difficulty for Prolomey to ſurmount, which was, how he 
might perſwade the Antiochians to admit Demetrius,againſt whom they were ſo gricuoully in- 
(en(ſed, for the indignities which his farher Demetrizs had offered them;bur this difficulty ouer- 
ameheby this meanes thar enſueth. The Antiochians hated Alexander, becauſe of 4nmonius 
(®wc haue expreſſed hererofore)and by rhat meanes were the morecaſily drawne to driue him 
atofrhe Ciry, Hee perceiuing himſclfe ro bee thruſt out of Antioch, came into Cilicia, 

tereupon Ptolomey came vnto Antioch, and was both by the Citizens and ſouldiers therein, 
proclaimed King, and was conſtrained to take two Diadems, the one as King of Aſta, the other 
® King of A&92ypr.He was a man ofa gentle and iuſt nature,no waies ambitious ; bur ſuch a one 
& prudently did forecaſt what was to enſue : ftriuing by all meanes poſſible to auoid the hatred 
nd iealoufie of the Romans. For which cauſe ( aſſembling the Antiochians together, hee 
Wouphr ſo much with them, that at laſt hee perſwaded them to accept of Demetrivs, aſſuring 
themchat if he ſhould receiue that benefit ar their hands, hee would no more keepe in memorte 
Woſethings that had fallen our betwixt them and his father:proteſting for his own part, har he 
Would inſtruct him both how to order the courſe of his life honeſtly, & to mannage his publike 

res rightly;& promiſing them that if he artepted ro work them any incouenient,he himlſelfe 
Would be the formoſt to chaſtiſc him;alledging for his own part that he would content himſelte 

tbe King of Egypt.Andby this mcancs the Antiochians were induced to recciue Demetrius. 
ut when as Alexander was departed our of Cilicta, witha great army', and was come into 
Jria, and had burned and ſpoyled the countrey of the Antiochians , Ptolomey accompanyed 
Wl his fonne Demetrins ( for hee had already marricd his daughter vnto him) iſſued our _ 
rheir 
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DR their armies, and obtained a ioynt and muruall victory, by ouercomming Alexander,who wy of 
the world, Conſtrained to flic into Arabia. It came to paſle in that conflict, that Prolomeis horle hearing thy 
3818: befire - noiſe of an Elephant , was troubled and ſtumbled in ſuch fort, as hee threw his maſter on the 
rg 14s. ground:which when his cnemics perceiued, they ranall rogether vpon him, and gaue him dive; 
AA wounds inthe head, whereby he was in danger to haue been {laine,vnleſle his guard had reſcueg 
rig cn him : notwithſtanding hee was fo ficke for foure daics ſpace, that hee could neither heareny 
come, flieth ſpeake. But Zabel the Potentate of Arabia beheaded Alexander, and ſent his head vnto Polome, 
eſatns who beeing ſomewhat come vnto himſelfe after his wounds on the fift day,and hauing ſony 
iethacplace, knowledge,heard and ſaw together a thing both delightfull in his care, and pleaſant in his ge 
Prolemeis which was the death and the head of his enemic. But ſome few daies after,he dyed himſelfe he, 
Ow ing full of ioy in that hec ſaw his enemies fall. This Alexander ſurnamed Balles,raigned for th 

ſpace of fiue yeeres,as we haue elſewhere declared. , 
Demetrius ſurnamed Nicanor, hauing obtained the kingdome, began through his malice 
diſmember Prolomeis army ; forgetting both the confederacy and affinity that he had with hin, WM red li 
by reaſon of Cleopatra his wife, who was Ptolomeis daughter, Bur the men of warre hating hs WW But 7:

beleeching him to caſhire thoſe that were in garriſon inthe fortrelles ofTudza : who nor oncly 
promiſed him that demand, bur alſo marters of farre greater momenr,after that warre w hich hee 
had then in hand, were determined. For the preſent troubles at that time, gauchim no leiſure to

performe the ſame : he therefore praid him for the right of their friendthip to ſend him ſome of 


his forces,giuing him to vaderſtand,that his army was reuolted, Whereupon 104th choſe out 


| threethouſand fighting men, and ſentthem vnto him. Bur tae Anttochians hated Demetrius, 


bothbecauſe of the inturics they had indured vnder him, as alto for the hatred they had concci- 
wdagainſt his farher, who had in like manner done them much wrong); ſo thar they onely ex- 
peed and watched their opportunitic to expulſe him. Vnderſtanding theretore thar the ſuc- 
cours that 70zathazs ſent vato Demztrius were at handzand foreſccing that in ſhort time he would 
gather a great army, if they haſted not themſclues ro preuent him betume they betooke them to 
theirweapons, and beſet the Kings Palace after the manner of aftege, and garded all the gates 
withanintent to lay hold on the King, Who ſecing himſelte roundly beler by the armed multi- 
tude ofthe Antiochians, rooke thoſe hircd ſouldicrs (with thoſe whonr Tonathan had ſent tim) 
adcharged them : bur he was forced to retire;and ouercomne by them,who were atſembicd in 
tlatplace ro the number of many thouſands. For which cauſe rhe Iewes percciuing thar the 
Antiochians had the berter hand, they mounted vpon the battlements ofthe Palace, and from 


thence darted and ſhot againſt rhem, without any eadamagement to themſelucs. ( by reaſon of 


tie diſtanceand height of the place where they were) notwithſtanding they gauled the people 
prieuouſly, in ſo much as they droue them from the houſes necreadioyning, which they incon- 
rently ſer on fire, whereby the flame thercof was ſpred thorow the whole Citie ; ſo that rhe 
houſes that were cloſe builded the one by the other, & for the molt part framed of wood, were 
burnt downe tothe ground. The Antiochians perceiuing rhat they could not remedy the fire, 
tor extinouith the ſame, berook them to flight, and the Iewes chafing thei from houſe to houſe, 
purſued them after an incredible manner. When the King perceiucd thar the Citizens of Anti- 
Ch ranne hcere and there to ſauce their wiucs and children, and for that occaſion had giuen ouer 
the battell,he ſer vpon them in a.certen narrow ſtreighr, whereas diuers of them were {laine,and 
ala laſt enforced to caſt downe their weapons, and to yeeld themſelues ro Demetrius mercy, 
Wo pardoning them thcir rebellion, pacifiedthar {edition. After this he rewards the Iewes with 
part of the pillage, thanking them as the onely authours of his victory. Whereupon hee ſent 
them backe tg lonathan,with no ſinall acknowledgement and teſtimony oftheir proweile & vir- 
We.Bur afterwards he diſcoucred his ewll nature towards him,and falfitced his promiſes, mena- 


Mg him to make warre vpon him, excepr hee paid him thoſerribures, which the people of the 
lewes ought, and were wont to pay vnto the Kings his anceſtors beforetime. Ard chele de- 
*ignes of his had he executed, had not Tryphop hindred him : for he was enforcey to turne thoſe 
vrces that he had prepared againſt 1onathan, ro make warre vpon Tryphoz : wo returning from 

rabia into Syria, with the younger Aztiochas(who ar that time was vnder yeeres)he ſer the dia- 
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me vpon his head. All rhe army likewiſe that had abandoned Demetrius, for ſhortaing taem Demerius 


Ot their wages, came and followcd him, and made open warre againſt their maſter, and vnder

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younger ©Antiochus ſent Embaſſadors and letters to 7onathap, calling him his ally and trieng 

3820. before confirming the Prieſthood vnto him,and allotted him the foure gouernments annexed to Judey 
ea = and beſides theſe, hee gauc him veſlels of gold, a robe of purple, with permiſſion to Wearethe 
ſame: he gaue him alfo a pendent of gold,and enrolled him amongſt his chiefeſt friends, and ©. 
Jonathan ted his brother Sion Generall of his army, from the marches of Tyreas farre as Agypt.tmu 
and benefits "thay highly reioyced ar theſe fauours of Antiochus, and ſent Embaſſadours both vnto him 
= oj? Tryphon, proteſting that he was their friend and ally,and that he would tight on his fide againg 
Antochus Demetrins, who neglecting thoſe benefirs which he had receiued(notwithſtanding that in his e. 
handsgffe- ceſſirie he had beene ſuccourcd by him)rerurned him euill for good, which he had fo kindly

beſt indea- But after that A»tzochus had granted him leauc toleuy a great army out of Syriaand Pha. 
Dear Cia,to fight againſt Demetrius followers, he addreſſed himſelte incontinently into the Cities,yjy 
receiued him very magnificently;yet did they not affoord him any men of war. Comming frog 

thence vnto Aſcalon, the Citizens in honourable array came out to meete him with preſent, 

whom together withthecities of Cceloſyria, he exhorted to forſake Demetrius part,8: tofollgy 

Antiochas ; to the end,that ioyning themſelues with him, they might all of them combine their 

forces againſt Demerrins, and rake vengeance of thoſe miſchietes which they had oftentimes x, 

dured by his meanes : & which if they prudently examined, they had many reaſons to proſecute 
their reuenge. After he had perſwadedtheſe Cities to enter into confederation againſt Demey,| 

z,he came to Gaza,to induce them likewiſe,and reconcile them to Aztiochus. Bur he foundth 

Gazcans to be of a far contrary diſpoſition,then that which he expected; tor they flatly reſiſt 

him: andalchough they were intended to forſake Demetrins;yet would they not toyNethcir for. 

ces,or ſubmit their Citic to his goucrnment. For which caule 1onathar beſieged their Citie, ad 

ſpoiled their country : for with the one halfe of his armie hee begirt Gaza; and with theothe 

halfe he ouer-ran the countrey,ſpoyling and burning the ſame. The Gazeans ſeeing theſemile 

ries which they were conſtrained to endure, and percciuing that no ſuccours came vntothen 

from Demetrins;but that their owne ouerthrow was at hand,and their aſſiſtance far off; and tha 

which was worſe, moſt vncertaine : they thought itto be the wiſeſt part for themto torſakethe 
one,and follow the other. Whereupon they ſent meſſengers vnto 7onarhan, proteſting that they 

would be both his friends and confederates. For, men doc vnwillingly take knowledge ofthei 

»» profit, before they haue bought irto their ſorrow 3 and that which they neglected ar firſt, ad 

5» was moſt expedient for themro performebefore they were afflicted, rhardo they carneltly tun 

» after, at ſuch time as they haue beene chaſtiſed. Vpon this ſubmiſſion of theirs, 10nathap rect, 

»» ued them into fauour,and tooke pledges of them, and ſent them to Ieruſalem ; and fromtherce 
marched hee along the countrey as farre as Damaſco. And whereas a huge hoſt ſent by Dem: 

tris, Came out againſt him, as farre as the Cirtie Cedaſa,necre vnto Tyre and Galilce,making 

their reckoning to diuert 7onathan from Sy ria,by ſuccouring and relieuing thoſe of Galileo 

were their confederates:16atha went out ſpeedily to meete with them, recommending thee 

ſtate of Iudzatothe charge ofhis brother $i7z0x. Who aſſembling all the power that waspol 

. 7... Ilbletobegathered thorowour all the countrey, encamped before Berhſura, a ſtrong fortinl 
"hams brother dA 3 and beſieged it (for Demetrius becing beforetime ſeized thereof, kept garriſon therein, 
raketh in before this we haue declared.) When as therefore Simon raiſed his bulwarkes aftd fitted his 
Berhlur®® pines toaſſault the Ciric,8 employed all his ſtudy to ſurprize the ſame, they that were belicged 
waxedaffraid, leſt if he ſhoald take the rowne by force, they ſhould loſe their liues. For which 

cauſe, they ſent an Herald vnto Simon, requeſting him that he would permit them to depart alt 

of Bethſura with the ſafety of their lines & goods,and go vnto Demetrius : who ſatisfying the 
demands,they preſently departed our of the Citie,and he planteda garriſonthereinof theirom 
men, in place ofthe Macedonians. In the meane while Ionathan, who was in Galilee, cauſl 
his army to diſlodge from a place called the waters of Genezareth, where hee was encamptd, | 

and marched towards the plaineof Azot,without any ſuſpicion that his enemies had bin planted 

- thereabouts : When as therefore Demetrius ſouldicrs had intelligence the day before that /# 

than ſhould march forward againſt them, they laid an ambuſh for him, which they placednee 

the mountaine, preparing the reſt of their forces to bid him battell inthe Plaine. As ſoone 3 [6 

rathan perceiued their preparation to rhe batrell, hearranged his army as conueniently as 

poſlible ; but when they thatlay in ambuſh aroſe, and charged the ewes vpon their backes,thef 


fearing to be inclozed, and conſequently cafily flaine, beganto flie; ſo thar all ofthem Saw 


Citic of Antioch. Whereupon Demetrius becing wholly diſcomfited, fled into Cilicia. Butthr 
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\ ned Tonathan, Except ſome few to the-number of fiftie at the vttermoſt, and Matthias the ſonne 
of Abſalom,and Inaus the ſonne of Chapſens, the Chicftaines of the army ; who boldly cntred, 
and like deſperate men charged theenemy in the vantgard with ſuch fury, that they made them 
amazed at their valour and force of handy blowes, compelled them to truſt to their heeles, 
Which when they that fled from 7onathar perceiucd, they rallied themſelucs and began to pur- 
fue them as farre as Cedaſa, where the enemies were encamped. 
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Now when 7ozathar had obtained this famous victory , wherein there dycd about ſome 


twothouſand of the enemy, hee returned to Ieruſalem, and ſeeing that by Gods prouidence all 
things fell out according as he himſelfedefired) he ſent Embaſladours vato Rome, purpoſely 
to renew the ancient league that was made berwixt them, and the people of the Iewes : com- 
manding his Embaſledours vpon their returne from Rome, to tranſport themſclues to Sparta, 
and renew their common friendſhip and acquaintance alſo in that place. As ſoone as they were 
come to Rome, and hadpreſented themſclues before the Senate, they declared how they were 


ſent from the high Prieſt 7onathan, who required the renouation of their alliance. Whereupon 
the Senate granted all that which they had demanded as touching the amitie of the Iewes, and 
eaethem their Letters of recommendation to beare vntoall the Kings of Aſia and Europe,and 
to the Gouernours of all the Ciries, commanding them to grant them free paſſage to returne in- 
to their countrey. And in their returne they paſſed by the Lacedemonians, and preſented thoſe 
Letters which 70nathan had written vnto them, the copy whereof contained matters to this cf- 
et: Tonarhan the 4121 Prieſt of the Nation of the Tewes,and all the communaltie of the Tewes ; To the 
Ephores, Senate and people of Sparta, Health, If you bein health, and both your particular and 
publike affaires hauetheir defired ſucceſſe, we haue that which we defire : For our {clues we are 
ngooddiſpoſition. For as much as heretofore we haue receiueda Letter by the hands of Demo- 
tes, wrieten from Ars your King to 0/45 our high Pricſt, making mention of that acquain- 
tance and alJ;ance, which is berweene you and vs (the copy wherof we haue hereunder inſerted) 
and haue receiued your Letters with great content, and haue with all kindly acceprance required 
both Demzoteles and Arins (notwithſtanding wee werenor ignorant of this conſanguinicic long 
before, for that we were inſtructed therein by our ſacred Scriptures:) And whereas we hauc not 
fiſt of all acknowledged you for our kinſmen,it was to no other end bur for fearc we ſhould ra- 
uſhtae honour of rarifying the friendſhip berweene vs, which wee intended alwaics ſhould be 
yours. Since which time wherein we haue contracted friendſhip with you,we haue on our holy 
adſolemne dayes ſacrificed vato our God,beſecching him to continueand keep you in proſpe- 
nite: and on the other ſ1dein as much as we haue beene inuironed with many warres,caufed by 
tie diſordered deſires of our neighbours , we haue neither thought ir meete to be'troubleſome 
to you,or to any other whatſocuer. But now at this time, {tace we hauc obtained a happy iflue 
fall theſerroubles, we haue ſent Numentus the ſonne of Antimachns, and Antipater the ſonne of 
lſm,menhonourable amongſt our councellers,both.to the Romancs and to youalfo ; to whom 
re have giuen our Letters to be preſented vnto you, inour behalfe,to the end they might renew 
ieamitie which is betweene you and vs : you ſhall therefore doe well if you write backe vato 
s,and certifie vs wherein we may ſtead you, in thatwe haue cucr had ancarncſt defire and will 


continue our loue towards you,or ought elſe what concerneth your welfare, Theſe Embatla- | 


cours of his were kindly entertained by the Lacedemonians, who made a publike ordinance as 
touching their aſſociation, and amitie with the Iewes ; which they deliuered vnto them. 

In this time were there three Sects among the Iewes, who had different and contrary opint- 
Ss touching humane affaires : the firſt was that of the Phariſees;the ſecond of the Sadduces; 
adthe third of the Eiſenians. The Phariſees affirme that ſome rhings and notall things, are di- 
tected by deſtiny ; and that ſome other things weretyed romens clection, whether they would 
ptforme them or not. The Efſenians ſaid, thar deſtiny gouernedall rhings ; and that nothing 

pned amongſt men that was not dif poſed thereby. The Sadduces auow that there is no deſti- 
ly ; andthat humane affaires, in that deſtiny is not, cannot be gouerned and diſpoſed thereby : 
their onely opinion is, that all things depend vpon our owne diſpoſition ; ſo as in reſpe&t of 
argood deeds, wee are theauthors thereof; and in reſpe& of our cuill , they are the fruits of 
"a megard, But hereof hauc I intreared more exactly in my ſecond booke of the warres gf 
elewes. 

Demetrius Captaines deſirous to aboliſh the diſhonour of that diſcomfiture, and recouer the 
ole that had lately befalne them,gathercd together a greater power then the former, and went 
"Magunſt 10athan; who hauing intelligence of their comming, marched ſpeedily to encounter 
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VID them neere vntothe Plaine of Amarh : for he refolued to preuent their intended roade into... ( 
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da. Encamping therefore ſome fiftie furlongs oft of the enem 
of what force they were,and how they were on. cold mer rhaperdoop dy 
view knowneall that poſhbly they could, returning rooke certaine priſoners, andbrou = = 
away by night with them : by whoſe confeſſion the intent of the enemies was Abodonk; - 
Tonathan, which was, that they would ſet vpon them on the ſudden.

chan, ond ſee horting them to beboth valiant and ready, foraſmuch as they muſt needs fight by a "gp th 
= ner-Pare end that they might nor be ſurprizedby the ſubrilties and policies of their enemies Bux wh nd 
uercd,flic by Captaines of Demetrius vnderſtood that their intended purpoſe was diſcouered vnto I rs 
night. they were inſuſpence,and knew not what counſell totake: for this troubled them becauſe bs 
ſaw that nothing would fall out to theirgood , without rhe praQtice of ſubrill meanesto _ 
their enemics : and ſuppoſing themſclues not to be of ſufficient ſtrength to bid Tonathan os 
in theplaine field ; they therefore reſolued to flie, and leaue great fires thorow all their wink 
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to the end their enemics might thinke they were afleepe: and fothey diſcamped by nigh 

the morrow, when Tonathan drew neere their campe to bid them batrell, and ſaw fin = 
and conieured thereby that they were fled, he followed after them ; but he could noto wo 
them,becauſe they had already paſt the flood Eleutherus,& were retired into their ſtron wm 
and places of ſecuritic.

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the Greekes call Scythopolis) whither 7onathan came to meete him with forty thouſand choſen 
men, ſuppoſing that T7yphon reſorted thither ro make warre vpon him. But he knowing that 70- 
wthan came thither with ſo much ſtrength, wrought him by preſents and counterfeit courtefies; 
commanding his Captaines to obey 1onathan, thinking by that meanes to perſwade him that he 
incirely and truely loued him,and to extinguiſh his ſuſpicion,to the intent he might lay hold and 
incrap him,at ſuch time as he had leaſt ſuſpicion of him. He counſelled him to diſmiſle his army 
likewiſe, becauie hauing cut off all occaſion of warre,he had no reaſon to retaine them, for that 
there was no ſuſpicion of alteration. After this he inuited Tonathan to come to Ptolemais,and ro 


bring with him ſome few of his ſouldiers, fignifying vnto him that he would deliuer the Citie 


inco his hands , and reſigne all the fortreſſes that were in the countrey to his poſſeſſion ; vrging 
further,thar he came into that countrey to no other end, but to performe it. 7onathan {uſpecting 
no finiſter dealing, and belecuing that Tryphon ſpake of good and entire affetion, diſcharged 
his forces, and tooke onely three thouſand men with him, whereof two he left in Galilee, and 
with one thouſand repaired to Ptolemais vato Tryphor.Bur the Ptolemaidans ſhutting the gares 
as ſoone as he was entred (according as Tryphon had commanded them) tooke Tonathar priſo- 
ner,and flue all thoſe that attended vpon him. He preſently ſent alſo part of his army vnto the 
two thouſand that were left in Galilee, to the intentto put them all to the ſword:butthey hauing 
notice of that which had befallen their Chieftaine, raking vp their armes, ſpeedily departed out 


of Galilee. And although the ſouldiers of Tryphoz exceeded them far in number, yet were they 


not ſo hardy as to trie whether part were the ſtronger; becauſe they knew that the Iewes were 
ready toexpoſe themfelues to all dangers, to defend their liues : and fo they returned backe to 
him that ſent them, without doing any thing.

ers,gricuouſly lamented for this accident,rhar fo great a man as he was, was taken from 
=. them,in that they feared(and that not without cauſe)thar being deſtitute after his deceaſe 
both of his valour and prudence,the nations that were round abour them, would ſceke their trou- 
bleand moleſtation:who hauing held themſelues quiet in admiration of him,would at that time 
liffthem(clues vp againſt them;and nor onely perſccute them with war,bur bring them into ex- 
treme danger of their lines. Neither did their expectation deceiue them. For the netghbouring 
nations,vaderſtanding of 7onathans death, began preſently ro make warre vpon the Iewes on all 
ldes, as againſt thoſewho had no longer any Chieftaine vader whoſe condud they might wage 
Warreand ſhew themſelues valiant. And Tryphon likewiſe hauing gathered forces, was determi- 
nedtoaſcend into Tudza, to warre againſt the inhabitants thereof. Simon perceiuing that the

E Citizens of Teruſalem were diſmaicd with the feare, which they apprehended of thoſe rumours

He was called Phile!cs,that is to ſay,a louer of the Greeks. Thus after he had profited his cout 
trey many waies, and ſubdued the Iturcans, and ioyned thegreater part of the countrey, toll 
dza; and had conſtrained them likewiſe, who ſhould remaineinthat countrey, to be circumcr 
ſed, and to live according to the lawes of the Iewes, he dyed thus miſerably. Hee was by natur 


courteous and very ſhamcfaſt,as Sryabo teſtificth, ſpeaking after this manner,by the authoritic of 
Timagenes; This was a courteous man, and profitable to his countrimen the Tewes in mall | 
things: for he inlarged their countrey,and conquereda part of the nations of the Itureans,wiom 


he tyed vnto him by the bond of circumciſion.

Vpon his arriuall , certaine of her tamiliars counſelled her to lay hands on 
him, and to ſeize the countrey : and not to permit that fo great a number of Tewes,and they fo 
valiant men, ſhould become ſubic&ts vnto one man. But Azarzu gaue her counſcllto the contra- 
ricalleadging that the ſhould commir anact ofgrear iniuſtice,if the ſhould depoſe him, who was 
her allie, from the gouernment; who was beſtde that, very neerely allied vato her.

Now whe Alexander perceived,that he 
wasdiſcharged of the teare which he had conceiued in reſpect of Prolomey,he incotinently drew 

hisarmyinto Coelofyria,and after fixe moneths ſiege, tooke Gadara: he tooke ſhortly after A- 

mathalfo (which is a great fortrefle belonging to the inhabirants about Iordan ) where Theodore 
the ſonne of Zezon had hoorded vp thericheſt and goodlieſt part of his ſubſtance:who ſurpriſing 
the Iewes at vnawares, ſlew about ten thouſand of them, and pillaged Alexanders baggage. 

This did not any waies aſtoniſh Alexander ; but notwithſtanding the diſaſter, he marched for- 
ward toward the Cities Raphia and Anthedon,which Herod afterwards calledAgrippias,f1tuate

Demetrius,reforted vnto him; which when the Conquerer heard, he retired himfelte.Aﬀcer this, 
the Iewes made war-againit AJexader,g in diuers lofſes which they receiued, there dyeda great 
gumber of them in diuers combates: Finally , after he had clozed vp the moit ſtrongeft'amongſt 
them in the Ciry of Bechom, he beſieged them; and after he had taken the City, and'brovght 
them vader his ſubiection, he carrizd chem ro Ieruſalem , where he perpetrated an vaſpeakea- 
ble & cruell murther. For whilſt he banquerted with his concubines, inthe ſight of them-all,he 
commanded eight hundreth of them or thercabout to be crucified, and before their eies whil't 
they yet liued,he cauſed their wiucs and childrens throats to be cur. All which he did roreuenge 
himſelfe of thoſe wrongs which he had receiued : but he exceeded the bounds of humani:y:here- 
in,notwithſtanding they had rebelled againſt him, and reduced him into a moſt pitiousettare, & 
put him in danger both of his life and kingdome. For being not contentto aflaile and make war 
ypon him with their forces , they drew ſtrangers alfo in his countrey againſt him : and finally, 
they ouerprefſed him in fuch ſort, that hee was conſtrayned to yeld vp into the King of Arabias 
hands, the countries and cities that he had conquered from the Moabites and Galaadites ; for 
feare, leſt they ſhould toyne with the Iewes,and make warre againſt him ; beſides other innume- 
rable injuries and outrages committed by them againſt him. This notwithſtanding it cannot bee 
excuſed, but that he ouerſhot himſelfe herein ; ſo that by reaſon of this enormous cruelty ,hce 
wascalled Thractdzs, that is to fay, as crucll as a Thracian : and this title continued amongſt the 
lewes. The ſouldiers of the contrary party, who amounted to the number of eight thouſand, fled 
by night into ſtrong and ſure holds; and as long as Alexander lined, they were inexile. But at'the 
lt, after he was deliuered of all theſe troubles , hee lined in quier, and gouerned his kingdome 
peaceably all the remnant of his lite. But Demerrins departing from Iudza to Bercea,beticged his 
brother Philip with ten thouſand footmen, and one thouſand horſe. Bur Straton Lord of Bercea, 
allied to P-l;p,called Zizus Duke of the Arabians, and Mithridates Sizaces goucrnor of the Par- 
thians, vato his helpe;who repairing vnto him with great forces, beftteged Demetrius in his owne 
trenches,in which they ſo incloſed him by continuall ſhooting of darts, and want of water,rhat 
they conſtrained him,and thoſe that were with him,to ſubmit themſeluesto their mercy. When 
) $therefore they had preyed the whole countrey , and were ſeized of Demetrius , they ſent him

kingdome : whereby ſhee nor onely appcaſed the diſpleafure which before-rime they had con- "ue 
ceived againſt Alexander,butalſo obtained their good will and amitie. They therefore came 
and declaimed amongſt the people, making an Oration of theacts and geſts of Alexander,com- 
planing cucry wherethat they had loſt a good King, and by the inforced praiſes that they vied, 
they incited the peopleto great griefe and lamentation:ſd that they buried him with more mag- nedio& Ruf- 
nificence,rhen any King that raigned before him. This Alexander left two fonnes behind him, LIE 
the one called Hircanus, the other Ariſtobulus, and by his teſtament committed the gouernment ,\ggaus 394 
of the kingdome to Alexandra his wife. For Hircanns was incapable to manage affaires,and ra. Alexanders 
ther delighted in peace and quiet ; and Ari/tobnlus,who was the younger,was both actiue and fit , 
for gouernment. The people were well affeted towards Alexandra, becauſe ſhee had manifeſt- 
ly expreſſed how greatly ſhee miſ-liked her husbands miſ-gouernment. 

Shce appointed Hircanms high Pricſt(both in regardof his age, as allo for that by nature hee ,; Þ... 
wscompoſed to peace and quict) and committed all things to the diſpoſition of the Phariſes, high Prieſt 
commanding the people to obey and ſerue them. Sheealſo renued and confirmed that which 
Hircanus had diſanulled, and the Phariſes(according to the cuſtomes of their forefathers) had 
ntroduced;ſo that ſhee barethe name, and the Phariſes the authoritie royall. For they reſtored 74, py.ucires 
ſuch as were baniſhed, to rheir eſtates, and deliuered priſoners ; and.in all things they demeaned admirred ro 
themſclues like great Lords, Alexandra allo for her part vndertookethe care of the Common- = _ | 
wele,and kept a great number of ſouldiers in pay,and increaſed her power in ſuch ſort,that the the Common- 
Tyrants round abour her feared her, and deliuered the hoſtages and pledges of peace.

1 How after the death of Alexandra, her youngeſt ſonne Ariſtobulus made warre againſt his brother 
Hircanus for the Kingdome: who obtaining the victory, compelled Hircanus to flie into a Caſtle in 
leruſalem. And how after it was agreed and concluded betweene them, that Ariſtobulus ſhould be

Tyre were addreſſed , with which they inforced & darted ſtones againſt the temple:and hadnv 

che ordinance of the countrey commanded to keepe the Sabbath (which was the ſeuenth day of 

the weeke)holy,8 to labour inno forton that day,the Romanes had neuerbin able ro hauera 

ſed their bulwarke,if they withinthe temple had oppoſed themſclues againſt them. For the ”

ro fight, bur not afſaile them when they intend any other worke. Which when the Romans vn: te wt 
derſtood, they neither gaue aflaulr,not proffered skirmiſh on thoſe daies;which we call Sabbaths: 3993: before 
but they builc their fortifications and towers,and planted their engines;ſo that the nextday they ——_ T 
were ready to put them 1n vſe againſt the Iewes.

" moneth,and on a faſting day, in the hundreth ſeuentie nine Olympiade,in the yecre wherin Cains The _ of 

Anenius,and Marcus Tullins Cicero were Conſuls ) the enemy entred the Templeby force , and ®* TemP6: 

ſue thoſe that withſtood them. Yer notwithſtanding all this , the Prieſts ceaſed not to exerciſe 

their accuſtomed ſacrifice: neither the hazard of their liues,nor the great number of thoſe thar 

were dead,could force them to flie; but that they held it more conueryent for them toindure all 

? things thar might happen in atcending vponthe Altar , then to tranſgreſle or vary one iot ffom 

their ordinances.And thatthis may ſeeme to be no fable,or praiſe of their diſſembled deuotion, 

but the exact & perfecttruth,al rhoſe thar write the Hiſtories concerning Pompey & his a&ts,doe 

witnefſe no lefſe:amongſt the number of which,are Srrabo, Nicholas,and Titus Livins the Romiane 

Hiſtoriographer,the moſt famous among thereſt. The greateſt of thoſe towers was battered by 

theſe engins,& fell, bearing a great pane of the wall to the carth with it, which was the cauſe that 

theenemies in multitudes brake in by the breach. The firſt that aſcended the wall, was Cornelins 

Fayſtus the ſonne of Sy/la, with his ſouldiers. After him mounted the Centurion Farins , accom- 

pnied with thoſe thar followed him, on the other fide: 8& thorow the midf(t of the breach, did 

the Centurion Fabius enter with a ſtrong ſquadron. The whole circuit was filled with murthers; 

and ſome of the Iewes died by the Romanes {words ; other ſome flew one another; the reſt caſt 

themſelues downe headlong fromthe ſteepie places : many likewiſe ſer fire on their houſes, and 

conſumed rhemſelues therein , for feare they ſhould behold the executions rhat were perfarmed 

by their enemies. There died about twelue thouſand Tewes, and very few Romanes. 4bſalom al- Twelue that

And as touching Hippon,Scytliopolis, Dion, Cities raketi 
ould {MI *mnaria', Mariſſa , Azot , Iamnia , and Arethuſa , hce reſtored them to the ancient inhabitants , 
mpt thereof all which were ſituate in the heart of the land : Beſides, Gaza, Ioppa, Dora,and the rower 
het of Straton (cities ſituate vpon the ſea-coaſt, and ruinared beforetimes with divers warres) he ſet 
ad MY ® libertie, and annexed them vnto the prouince. As for the tower of Straton,, it was mhagnifi- 
fron IM *itly builded by Herod , and decked with eatcs and faire Temples , and the name thereof was 
dro: WY ®anged,, and called Czſarea. Thus Hircams and Ariſtobalus,through their diſſenſtons and ciuill 
ay of royles, were the cauſe of that ſcruitude and miſery that fell vpon the Iewes, For wwe hai loſt 
cri.

S Cava v s led forth his army againſt Petraa Citie in Arabia,and for thatthe Cite might 


very hardly be beſieged , hee ipoiled all rhe countrey round about. When as therefore his 
army was preſled with famine , ztipater by the commandement of Hzrca#rs, furniſhed 


him with corne, and all other neceſſaries our of Iewry. Who being ſent Ambaſſadour to 4ray 
from Scaurns.in that hee had ſometime ſoiourned with him, perſwaded him to contribute acer. 
taine ſumme- of ſilyer to warrantize his countrey from pillage; and hee himſelfe alſo became 
pledge for three hundreth talents. This done,Scaurus finiſhed the warre, according to his deſire 
and with no leſſe contentment to Aretzs and his countrey.

A which cauſe Gabinivs came from Rome into Syria , and ( beſides other things worthy 
. T of memory which heatchicued ) he led forth his army againſt Alexander , for that Hj- 


®K TO r long after this , Alexander Ariſtobulus ſonne, made diuers inroads into Iewry: for 


cauys had not as yet ſufficient power to reſiſt him , beeing otherwiſe exerciſed in building the 
walles of Teruſalem that were beaten downe by Pompey; notwithſtanding the Romans thatwer 
Hedio& Rub ;Tewric hindred him from performing the ſame. This Alexander trauailing thorow the whole 
countrey, aſſembled diuers Iewes ; ſo that in ſhort time, hauing gotten together tenne thouſand 
footemen, & fifteene hundreth horſe with good munition,he fortified the Caſtle of Alexandr- 


on neere vnto the Citie of Coreas. Hee fortified Machzron alſo in the mountaines of Arabu, 


Gabinius therefore came forth againſt him , hauing ſent before him Marcus Antonius accompat 
ed with other Chiefetaines of warre, who armed the Romans of their traine,and the Iewes that 
were vnder their obedience, whoſe Captaines were Pitholays and Malichus, They tookealb 
thoſeallies whom Aztipater had hired , and in this equipage came they to make head againſt 


lexander. Gabinus alſo ſeconded them with his troupes. Hereupon Alexander drew more nexx | 


with his army towards Ieruſalem, where waging battellwith the Romans, hee loſt aboutthue 
thouſand of his followers, and the like number of his men were led away priſoners. Afﬀer thi, 
Gabinius repaired to Alexandrion,andinuited thoſethar held the ſame to deparr,promiſing then 
pardon for the Rebellion they had begun. And whereas many of his enemies had encampe 
themſelues before the Forr,the Romanes charged them: in which conflict Marci Antonius Ws 


adiudged te haue behaued himſ(elte very valiantly, in that heflew divers of his enemies. Gab 
aius left a part of his Army in that place , to the end thar during the ſiege thercof,, he might 
gocand viſitthe countrey of Iudza: hee commanded therefore all thoſe Cities, which in hs 


journey he found either deſolate ordeſtroyed, to berepaired : for that Samaria, Azot,Scythopo- 


lis, Anthedon, Raphia, Dora, Mariſſa and Gaza, with diuers others, were new builded: fo that) 
through the obedience that was giuen to Gabinius command, it came to paſle that the Cit 


were {afely inhabited, which had laine long time before defart. 


And after Gabiniushad behaued himſelfe in this manner in the countrey,he returned to Ales 
andrion. Whilſt therefore he thus inſiſted abour the fiege, Alexander ſent Embaſladors vatohin 
demanding pardonar his hand for his offences,and reſtoring into his hands the Caſtles of Huc# 
niaand Machzron, and finally thar of Alexandrion ; which Gabizius leuelled with the ground 
And whereas 4lexanders mother came vnto him (who fauoured the Romane faction, and who 7

{lem to rake charge of the temple and Prieſthood, He ordained alfo fiue iudgement feats and 

aces of ſcfon,and divided the prouince into an{werable parts : for the one anſwered in Ieruſa- 
am; the ſccondar Gadara the third in Amatha; the fourth ar lerico; and the fifr at Saphora 
which is arowae of Galilee. By this meanes the Iewes were deliuered of their Monarchie ; and 
Taed vader an Ariftocracic, or goucrnment of rhe Nobiliric,

Caſtle of Alexandrion, which nor long fince was ruinated. Againſt him Gabinizs fent out 
certaine men of warre with their Captaines,namely Szſenna , Antonius and Sernilius, both 
tokeepe him from the poſſeſſion of the place, as to apprehend and ſurprize him likewiſe, For 
many Tewes reſorted vmo him , being drawne hereunto by the ancient reputation that he had : 
who defired likewiſe to worke innouarions. P:tholans allo ( who was eſtabliſhed Licutenant Ge- 
nerall in Ieruſalem) of his owne accord came vnto him, witha thouſand men wellarmed:burt the 
other that were retired within, for the moſt part were nor ſufficiently furniſhed with armes ; for 
drifobulus making his reckoning to ſeize Macheron, diſmitled thoſe followers of his that were 
difarmed, and were vnapt for any exccution,and retaining onely eight thouſand wel armed men, 
ketooke the field and marched thither. But the Romans purſuing and oucrtaking him , fought 
dſperately with him , and overcame both him and his,notwirhſtanding their valiant refiſt, Bec- 
ing therefore forced by the enemies, they were put to flight, & about fue thouſand of them were 
lane; and the reſt diſperſed, wandring here and there, ſought for their owne private ſecurities: 
but 4riſfobnlrs fled to Machzron with more then a thouſand followers, and fortified the place. 
And though his affaires had very lender ſuccefle;yet loſt he not his hope:but after he had endu- 
red the fiege fome two daies,and recetued many wounds, he was taken prifoner, and with his ſon 
) 4ntigonus(who fled from Rome with him)led away captiue by Gabiaims. Such was the aduen- 
ture of Ariſtobulus ; that he was ſent priſoner backe againe to Rome, andthere kept in bonds af- 
terhe had bene King and his Prieſt three yeeres, and {txe moneths. A man in that dignity both 
magnificent and magnanimous : yet did the Senare ſend backe his children (according to the te- 
nor of Gab7zius lerters) who had promiſed their deliuery to their mother , ar ſuch time as ſhce 
furrendred the Caſtles into his hands : whereupon they returned into Iewry. But Gabinins , in- 
tending to make warre againſt the Parthians, and hauing already paſt Euphrates, changed his re- 
ſolution, and determined to returne into Egypt,and reeſtablithed Prolomrey , as it is declared in an 
her place. In this expedition alfo he was furnzhed by Aztipaters meanes,with victuals,money 
admunition;and by his aduice, thoſe Iewes that inhabite Peluſtum(who kept as ir were the ve- 
ryentry into Egypr ) weredrawne into his ſociery. Whenas therefore Gab1zzas returned backe 
ut for Egypt, he found all Syria full of tumulr & rebellion. For Alexander, Ariſfobulus (onne,ta- 


Bc 1 Ariſtobulus flying from Rome, returned into Iewrie, and determincd to reedifie the 


king once more poſſeſſion of the Kingdome,cauſed diuers Iewes from day to day to reuolt; and 
foraging the countrey witha huge army,he flewall thoſe Romanes whom he met withall, and 


belieged allthoſe thar fled into the mount Garizim. Gabinins ſeeing the affaires of Syria inthar 


late, ſent Artipater before him vnto them to appeaſe theſe commotions , and to heale them of: 
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their frenzie, and if it were poſſible to reduce them to a better mind : for Antipater was a man of ** Monar:

After that Gabinins had ordercdall things in Ieruſalem by Antipaters aduice , he preſently fer 
forward againſt the Nabatheans, whom he ouercame in battell. He {ent backe alſo Aithridates 51, conqueſt 
and 0rſanes(men of good reckoning among the Parthians)who had retired themſclues vnto him, of the Naba- 
cauſing a bruit to be pred, that they werefled with Gabinius. Now when Gabinins had pertor- cheans.

(2 84nk 
on; but that contenting himſelfe that he had threatned and affrighted Hircams, heeſhould not witha great 
tempt any further againſt him, who had raiſed him to thar highdegree.

After Catas Ceſars death,the Conſuls Marcus Antonius, and Publius Dolobella, aſſembled the

thatthey required. And Dolobella hauing receiued Hircanus Letters, ſent them thorowout all 
Aln,and to Epheſus (which is the Metropolitane City of Afta)in theſe termes : The Generall 
Dulbbella to the Princes, Senate, and people of Epheſus, Health : Alexander the ſonne of Theodore 
Embaſſadour to Hircanms the high Prieſt and Prince of the Iewes , hath giucn vs to vnderſtand, 
thathis ſubie&s cannor goc on warfare, becauſe it is not lawfull for them to beare-armes,nor to 
travell on the Sabbarh day ; as alſo for that rh&y may nor ſeeke for their victuals and other ne-

upon Malichus mightily fearing Antipaters power, determined to make him away ; and hauing 
corrupted Hircanus butler with money (with whom both of them celebrated a feaſt ) hee made 
him away by poiſon, and afrerwatds afſembling many men of warre about him, hee madehim- 


{fe Maſter of the Citie. When Herod and Phaſzlus vnderſtood of the traiterons conſpiracie at- SW 


zempted againſt their father, they were grieuouſly incenſed againſt Malichns. But he denicd all

incontinently reſolued to reuenge his fathers death , and came forth with an army againſt Mal;- 


\ cus : But Phaſelus,who was the elder,determined to circumuent him by policie , for feare leſt 


he ſhould raiſe a ctuill warre. He therefore accepted of Malzchus iuſtifications, and made a ſhew 
that he ſuppoſed that he had in no ſuch ſort ſought Artipaters death, and onely intended his fa- 
chersmonument and funerals..Meane while , Herod reſorting to Samaria,and finding it in deſpe- 
ratceſtare, reſtored the ſame, & pacified the difſenſtons that were amoneſt the inhabitants. Nor 
long after (by reaſon of a feaſt ) he came to Teruſalem with his men of warre. Whereupon Mal/- 
cus being affraid of this his acceſſe , perſwaded Hircanus that he ſhould not permit him to enter 
into the Citie : whereunto Hircanus condeſcended, alleadging for pretext of his defence, that 
amongſt the holy people it was not lawfull to intermixe a troupe of polluted men. But Herod 
made ſmall reckoning ofthem that brought him this newes,& notwithſtanding this command, 
entred the Citie by night : whereat Malichus was much amazed. Whereupon , according to his 
wonted difimulations, he openly wept & bewailed the death of Aztipater as his clpeciall friend; 
but vader-hand he prepared a guard for his owne ſafety. Notwithſtanding it was thought meer 
by Herods friends,to take no notice of this diffimulation; but ro make aſhew for their parts,thar 
they were well-affe&ted towards Malichns.

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well of what conuerſation Malichrs was,wrote back vato Herod that he ſhould reuenge 

the death of his father: beſides, he ſent ſecret letters ro the capraines that were in Tyre, 
commanding them to aide and affiſt Herod in that ſo iuſt execurion which he intended, Afrer 
therefore that Caſ57us had taken Laodicea, and the inhabitants of the countrey came together, 
bringing with them crownes and filuer to preſent him, Herod expected thar Alalichss in that 
place ſhould receiue his puniſhment: bur he entring into ſuſpicion of ſome practice, ar ſuch time 
&they drew neere vato Tyre in Phoenicia, attempted farre greater things. For :whercas his 
ſomewas an hoſtagein Tyre, hee entred the City with intent to draw him thence, and after- 
wards toreturne into Iudza. Afeer this, vſurping vpon that opportunity which he had by rea- 
ſonof Caſsius troubles ( who haſtily marched forward to-meer with Athony) he determined

po ay ments, yet Herod gaue credit vnto her, for that ſhe was amoſt wiſe woman, Now whileſ 
- by. Parthians were in deliberation what were beſt to be done(in that it was held no policy tom 
to 


open aſſault vpon ſucha man) they deferred the whole marter vatill the next morning, While 


thus they were debating of their differents, Herod came vnto them, who rather giuing credit 


that which he had heard as concerning his brother (and touching the treafons intended a9aind 
him by the Parthians) then to his aduerſaries, as-ſoone as it was night,concluded to make yſeg 
the time,8 to make away,withour ſtaying any longer amongſt thoſe vncertaine dangers, whig 
his enemies intended againſt him. For which cauſe hee fled with thoſe men of warre which he 


had with him : and mounting his mother, his ſtſter and hs bertrothed, whom he was tomay 


(who was Alexanders daughter, the neece of Ariſtobulus) and her mother (who was Hiram 
daughter)and her yonger brother, withall their family 6 traine, he departedinto Idumaa yi 
out efpiall or ſuſpicion of the enemy. Amongſt whom there was not one fo hard or yron-hex: 
ted, who ſecing ſuch a pitrifull ſpectacle,could not be mooued to compathon,beholding the mg. 
thers drag away their little children,and abandon their countrey with teares and complaintsand 
that which was worſe,to leaue their friends in bondage, without any hope of cofort or redreſe 

But Herod maſtered theſe misfortunes by his inuincible courage, and for that hee was a cop 
ſtant man inall fortunes, he exhorted euery one of them whom he met in the way,to be ofgogl 
courage; and not abandon themſelues to immeaſurable ſorrow, for that by ſuch meanes thy 
might hinder his retreat, on which their ſole and {ecureſt conferuation depended : whereupa 
they for their parts. indeuoured themſclues to digeſt their griefes, according to Herods exhonz 
tion. Meane-while he hardly refrained from laying violent hands on himſelfe, by reaſon of th

Herod ſeeing chariot wherein his mother rode, which ouerturned and had almoſt flaine her;yeca {o much dd 


his mothers this Caſualty terrifie him ( for feare leſt the enemy in purſuit ſhould ſurprize him during thek 

_ delaies ) as that he drew and prepared his {word to kill himſelfe,had not ſome aſſiſtants and fol. 

dy ro murther 1OVCrs ſtept in to him & ſtayed the ſtroke, beſecching him inſtantly not to forſake them,&lear 

himſclfe. = them ſubie& to the enemies violence: affuring him that it was not the part of a valiant man to 

reſpect his owne priuate intereſt, and neglect his friends perill. By theſe perſwaſtons he wasin- 

ducedto hold his hands,both by reaſon of rhe apprehenſton of theſe words, which were ſpoken 

vato him,as alſo for that he was ouerruled by the multitude of thoſe who wonld not permit hi 

hand to execute his will: ſo that taking vp his mother,and doing her allthe ſeruicethat thetime 

permitted, he followed on his way,and with the ſpeedieſt & neereſt meanes he could, heretired 

 towardthe Caſtle of Maſſada; where inthe way, he oftentimes fought againſt the Parthuns 

- hot that charged and purſued him, and returned alwaies with victory from them. The Tewesalſ 

Mafſada,is af- WCIE NOF 1 peace with him during this his flight; for ſcarcely had he trauelled fixtie ſtounds out 

ited.vy e ofthe City , but that they aſſailed him in the high way : but he putthem to flight andobta: 

* nedthe vidorie, not like a deſperate man enforced thereunto through neceſſity, bur like adb 

creet well furniſhed and valiant ſouldier. So that inthe very place where he obtained that vio 

ry againſt the Iewes ( atter ſuchtime as hee was made King ) hee buildeda moſt ſumptuous pt 

lace, and neere vnto the ſame a city which he called Herodium. Whileſt hee remained at Ref 

(borough of Idumxa) Zoſeph his brother came forth to meete him, and to conſult with him 

touchingtheir whole cſtate, and to know of him what ſhould become of that great mulritud 

that followed them, conſidering thatthey had no ſouldiers in pay, and the Caſtle of Maſſa: 

(whither he pretended do flic)was too little to hold all the people: for which cauſe he ſent awaj 

many to the number of nine thouſand, willing them to diſperſethemſelues here and there intic 

countrey of Idumza ; and for the berter diſpatchoftheir journey, he furniſhed them with vie 

The Parthi- als, As for himſelfe, he tooke with him his moſt able ſouldiers and inward friends, and repaite! 
aneFpoile the to the Caſtle of Maſlada, in which place he left the women andrheir rraine, to the number 

ruſalem,and Cight hundreth or thereabouts: and furniſhing the place with corne, water and other prouifions 

cre Ma- neceſſary, he went vnto Petrathe chiefeſt Ciry of Arabia. As fooneas it was day, the Parthiats 

ſacked all that which appertained to the Citizens of Ieruſalem; and among orher wy the 
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f ſpoiled the palace;notwithſtanding they medled not with Hrcamus money, which amounted to COM 
{me three hundrerh talents. They left diuers other things behind them alſo thar appertained ro world, =

Fr  n that Herod was come from Italy by ſea to Ptolemais, and that he had aſſembled 
As ſmal number of ſouldiers both ſtrangers & his own countrimen , he marched forward 
againſt Artigonus , and paſſed thorow Galilee. Silo and Yertidins alſo gaue him affiſtance 
inthis action , hauing receiued direction by Gel/ins from Antonins, that they ſhould aſliſt Herod 
torecouer his countrey. But Yertidins was employed in appeafing the troubles that were raiſed 
inthe Cities by the Parthians : and as touching S1/o hee kept in Indza , hauing becne corrup- 
ted by Antigonus. But the further that Herod daily marched into the country,the more and more 
increaſed his forces ; and all Galilee ( except a very fewe)ſubmitted themſclues vato him. Whi- 
[therefore hee marched forward toward Maſſada, ( beceing vrged thereunto in that hee was 
o relecue his parents that were belteged therein ) the City of Ioppe would not grant hini paſ- 
ſpe: for the Citizens thereof were his enemies : ſo that it behooued him firſt of all ro ruinace 
the ſame, to the end he might leauc no retreat or place of reſcous for his enemy on his backe, 
if ſo bee he made toward Ierufalem. Vpon which occaſton'S/lo laying hold , diſlodged his ar- 
my and made thitherward : whom when the Iewes did purſue , Zered allied our with a ſmall 
company, and put them to flight, and {aued So, notwithſtanding hee fought very coldly & co- 
wardly, Afterwards being ſeized of Ioppe,hehaſted onwards to dcliuer his friends that werebe- 
ficged in Maſſada; bur part of the inhabitants ſubmitted themſelues vnto him for the friendſhip 
they had borne vnto his father : another ſort of them , for the honour that they bare vntohim : 
thereſt admitted his gouernment, in acknowledgement of thoſe benefits they had recciued from 
them both. But the greateſt part was thereunto mooued by the hope they had concejued of their 
new elected King,and the confirmation of his gouernment. Thus by theſe meanes was his army 
mightily increaſed, 

Whileſt thus he marched forward,;_4ztigonus (cized thoſe places that were fitteſt to lay am- 
bulkes'in, or to fight at aduantages by the way (notwithſtanding that by thoſe meanes and ſtra- 
tems he did but ſmall or no hurt at all to his enemic;) ſo that Herod raiſed theſtege,8& diſchar- 
red his friends out of the Caſtle of Maſſada:& after he had taken the fort of Reſſa, he approched 
knſalem,being attended by Silves army,8& by diuers Citizens of the City , who were afraid of 
lis power, And when as he had pitched his campe to the weſtward of the City, thoſe that kept 
tiewatch and guard on that fide , ſhot their arrowes and caſt ſtones againlt him: diuers likewiſe 
rouped foorth, and fought, hand to hand againſt thoſe that were planted there : For which cauſe 
inſt of all Herod cauſed proclamation to be made round about the walles , fignifying vato them 
thathe reſorted thither for the common profit of the people,and for the c6ſeruation of the city, 
without intent of reuenge or memory of any wrongs that his priuare enemies had offered him, 
promiſing his moſt free pardon to all thoſe whoſoeuer had hainouſly offended him. Hereunto 
Unigonus madethis anſwer(turning his ſpeech to Sz/o and the Roman ſoldiers) that contrary to 
Aliuſtice they gaue the Kingdome to Herod, who was a private man, and an Idumzan (rhat is to 
ly a halfe Iewe,)whercas it hath beene 'a cuſtome to beffow the ſame on them that are of the 
line of the Prieſts. For albeit at that preſent they were diſpleaſed withhim, for that he was ſei- 
2d ofthe Kingdome by the meanes of the Parthians , and had reſolued with themſelues to diſ- 
polleſſe him; yet that there were diuers others of that royall race, who might be made Kings ac- 
Ording to the law , who hauc no waics miſdemeaned themſclues towards the Romanes; and 
moreouer there are Prieſts , who ſhouM not be iuſtly and vprightly dealt withall,if they ſhould 
bedepriued of that honour which appertaineth vnto them.

dens. Now theſe caues were ſituate in the moſt higheſt and inacceſſible mountaines , impreg- 
nable through narrow paths, enuironed with ſharpe rocks, wherin the robbers inhabited ſecret- 
ly,vith all thcir families, King Herod cauſed a certaine number of coffersto be made, taſtned to 
yrol! chaines, which he cauſed to be let downe by an engine from the top of the mountaine (be- 
cauſe it was neither poſſible by reaſon of the ſteepineſle of the hill to aſcend the ſame from be- 
neath, neither from aboue to creepe downward againſt them.) Theſe cheſts were filled with ſol- 
diers,armed with great hookes to draw theſe theeues vnto them,and to breake their necks head- 


> long from the height to the bottome. Bur the vſe of theſe coffers was dangerous, for it was ne- 


cſlary to let them downean infinite deprh into the caues , eſpecially for that the theeues had 
neceſlaric munition among them : notwithſtanding when they had gotten downe , none of the 
theeues durſt peepe out of the mouthes of their caues, bur feare conſtrained them ro hold them- 
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{clues quict. But a certain ſoldier, hauing girt his ſword by his f1de,and caken hold of the chaine coffers. 


with both his hands whereto the coffer was faſtned , {lid downe as faras the entry of the caue: 
2nd being diſpleaſed that no one ifſued out,he ſhot divers arrowes at thoſe that were within , & 
wounded them ; and after that , with his hooke hee drew thoſe vnto him who refiſted him, and 
tumbled them downe headlong from the ſteepy rocke : which done, he ruſhed in vpon thoſe 
tharwere within the caue,and ſlew many of them , and afterwards returned and reſted himſclfe 
in his coffer. Diuers hearing the grones of thoſe that were wounded, were ſurprized with feare 
& deſpaire of their life : but the nights approach was the cauſe that the matter was nor fully ar- 
chicued, and many of them (receiuing noitce of the Kings free pardon by a Herauld) ſubmitred 
themſelues. The next day they renued & continued the ſame manner of fight , and diuers ifſu- 
ed out of their coffers to fight vpon the outward entrances of the caues, into which they caſt 


frewhich ( for that there was great quantity of wood in the caues) did quickly burne. Within * certaineold

Yet before his death, he reuiled Herod in bitter words,and vpbrai- 
ded him of his obſcuritie 8 ignoble race: & although Herod ( who ſaw all that which had 
happened) ſtrerched out his hand vato him & promiſed him pardon; yet would he not reſpe& 
him;and by this meanes were all theſe caues entered,and the rheeues therein taken. 

Now when the King had eſtabliſhed Pro/omey Capraine ouer the ſouldiers in that region, hee 
retiredhimſelfe into Samaria, with fixe hundreth horſemen, and three thouſand foormen, with a 
reſolution to fight with Artigonns,and to end their quarrell. Bur Prolomey had bur very ſlender 
ſucceſſe in his gouernment: for they that before-time had troubled the country of Galilee, falli- 
&d out vpon him, and ouerthrew him. After which execution they fled 'into the Mariſhes and 
macceſhble places, where they robbed and ſpoiled all the countrey. But Herod returning and 
ſetting vpon them, puniſhed them: for he ſlew ſome of them, and the reſt were conſtrained to 
tle into ſtrong places, where he beſteging them and entring their fortreſles pertorce, flew the 
men,and deſtroyed their fortifications:and hauing brought this rebellion to an end, he condem- 
ned the Ciries to pay him the ſumme of one hundreth talents. Meane while, Pacorus was flaine 
Nwarre,and the Parthians were diſcomfited with him; which was the cauſe that Yertidzus ſent 
Macheras to ſuccour Herod with two legions and 1000. horſe, aud that by the commandementr 
of Antonius,But Macheras was drawne by Antigonus, who corrupted him with money: and not- 
withſtanding Herods contradiction & dillwaſion; yer reſorted he vnto him, alledging thar he did 
Itto looke into his actions. But CAntizonus ſuſpetting his ſudden approach,entertained him nor, 
but cauſed him to be dartcd at and driuen thence;giuing him to vnderſtand by his entertainment, 
What opinion he had of him,and how he was affected rowards him: who at that time perceiued 
plainly that Herod had giuen him good counſell; and that himſelfe had miſdone in misbelee- 
ung his aduice:for which cauſe he returned ro the City Emaus,and flew all thoſe Iewes whom 

© met withal inthe way,whether friends or cnemies:{o highly diſpleaſed was he at that which 
adhapned. Herod ſore mooued hereat, came to Samaria,reſolying with himſelfe to poſte vato

countrey, from whence hc drew rich reuenewes and many forces, gathered diuers companiesof 


vnto him, that hehad no need of his afliſtance: notwithſtanding he commanded him to makex

Whereof when Herd 
was fore-aduertiſed, he marched foorth againſt them, accompanied with the greater part of his 


he had well fortified and entrenched his forces, to ſet on theenemy vpon the firſt opportunitic: 
but whileſt he imployed himſelte in the execution hereof, all the armic of the Iewes cryedout, 
requiring him withour delay,to leadthem forward againſt the Arabians. And thus highly were 
they incouraged, both in reſpe&of the confidence they had inthe good adminiſtration andor- 
dering of their army,as in regard of their forwardneſſe,who had bin actors inthe former warte, 
and partakers of the victory ; fo that they ſcarce gaue their enemy leiſure to ſettle themſelus 
to their weapons. When as therefore Herod perceiued that the heat and forwardnes of the ſoul- 
dier could hardly be appeaſed;he thought good to make vie of the readines of his army,andat 
ming himſelfhe marched foremoſt, being ſeconded by his ſouldiers in battell ray, with a ſoldit- 
like march. This ſuddenapproach of his wonderfully abaſhed the Arabians ; For alchoughfor 
a while they made hcad againſt them ; yet perceiuing their enemies full of heart, andthem- 
{clues vnable torefiſt them , diuers of them retreated and berooke themſclues to flight; ſo that 
all of them had beene vrterly defeated, had not Athenio endamaged Herod and the Iewes. For 
he hauing the command of that army which Cleopatra had in that place ; and beſides that, bez

Butthe Tewes not daring to expect or preuent their aſſault, for their preſent miſeries had deie-

,» for this name can both bring God to mans knowledge, and reconcile enemy to enemy. 
» What impietic therefore is more vnpardonable, then to put thoſe Embaſladours to deat, 
,» who bring tidings of right and juſtice? or what proſperity can they expet either intheir war, 
-» Or felicity in their whole lives,after ſo hainous a crime? Truely I cannot imagineany : Butper- 
,» haps ſome manwill ſay,that rightand equitie is on our fide;but that the greater number ofmer 
,» and meanes are with them: but this their ſpeech is vnworthy of my followers. For with thoſe, 
wu _ with whom iuſtice is, with thoſe alſo is God; and where God is, there neither wanteth multi- 
is, there is £ude nor fortitude.

Theſe per{waſtons of his did not a little encouragethe Iewes to the battell; and made them Wn 


more forward then before. As for Herod, after he had offred ſacritice,according to the cuſtome;, 
he drew his army foorth, and led them with great confidence againſt the Arabians;and paſſing . 
ſordan, he cacamped neer vnto theenemy,wirh an intent to ſurprizea fort ſituate between them 
both:making this account that it would further him much, cicher if ypon the preſent he ſhould 
13 Þ* drawne forth to fight,or if ir concerned him tomarch onward, for that this place ſhould ſerue 
him ro encampe in with more ſecurity. The ſame reſolution alſo had the Arabians, for which 


cauſe they fell to skirmiſh in thav place, wherein the firſt on both ſides that gaue the charge, and opment 


afcerwards ſome other followers were {laine:{othat thoſe of the Arabians fide being ouercome; by Herod. 


betooke them to retrear. This ſucceſle of theirs bredno little hope in the Iewes,who ſeeing the 

enemies army addrefled to attempt any thing rather then to fight, waxed the more hardy to aſ- 

ale the Arabian in his trenches,and beate him from his campe. They being forced by theſe a(- 

fults,drew forward totheir defence in grear diforder, bringing neither courage nor hope of vi- 

Qory with them: yet notwithſtanding they detended themſclues, both in regard of their great 

mmber,as alſo in reſpect of that neceſſity wherunto they were inforced by the Iewes. The skir- 

© miſh on both ſides was hot,anddiuers on either party were put to the ſword: but in the end, the 
Arabians being pur to the worſt, turned their backs. The {laughter was ſo great, rhatthey nor 

onely periſhed by their enemies ſwords;but they themſelues alſo murthered one another in the 
preaſe, and diſorderly flight, in which they were trodden vnder foot, and lay ſlaughtered in a 
manner by their owne weapons, So that in that diſcomfiture there died ſome fiue thouſand: the 
et haſtily fled on the other ſide of the rampire: but being ouerpreſſed with want of vials, 
andin efpeciall with Iacke of watcr,they had not any ground or affuranceto eſcape. After them 
poſted the ewes, and being vnable to recouer-the fortreſle with them, they begirt the campe 
witha ſiege, and ſhut vp all che paſſages that no ſuccour could come vnto them, and tooke from 
them all opportunity to eſcape, although they ſhould affect flight. 

D When as therefore they ſaw rhemſclues reduced into ſuch extremity, they ſent Embaſſadors 
vato Herod, firſt of al to demand a truce:and afterwards for thatthey were oppreſled with thirſt, 

ro craue ſome remedy for their preſent neceſſities. But he neither reſpected the Embaſſzdours, 
neither the proffered ranſome for the captiues , nor any other whatſocuer reaſonable demand , 
d&liring carneſtly to reuenge himſelfe of thoſe inturious treacheries they had practiſed againſt his 
Embalfadors. Being theretore inforced by thirſt(which amongſt other plagues moſt grieuouſly 
afflicted them)many of them forſooke their trenches, and offred themſelues to bonds, and to be 
kdaway captiues;ſo that within ftue daies ſpace foure thouſand of them yeelded them(elues pri- 
ſoners, On the ſixr day,all the reſt determined to fally our,and aſfaile the enemy;rather making 
cioice of aſſured dearh,then thus lingeringly and ignominiouſly topine away. When as there- 
fore they had all concluded hereupon, they incontinently brake out of their trenches, bur like 
mapt fouldiers for a skirmiſh, decaied not onely in body, bur in mind; reputing their death for 
aduantage,to eſcape thereby their extreme misfortunes. For which cauſe vpon the firſt onſer,a- 
bout ſome ſeuen thouſand of them were flaine: and thus the fierceneſſe of this narion bing alai- 
edby this ouerthrow, they ſubmirred themſelues to Herod , whom to their owne ſorrow they 
lad approoued to be a valiant ſouldier,

and when he had anſwered , that hee had receiued nothing bur foure courſers for his ſaddle, the 
; King wreſtedthis to a capitall offence of corruption and treaſon : and commanded him prefent- 
oe uileſe ly to beled to death. Now that he died guiltles,they alledge this for amoſt approaed argument; 
Hircanus life. namely , his gentle diſpoſition , who cuenin his yourhfull yeeres neuer gaue figne or appearance 
of raſhneſle, or pride,or fignification of audaciouſneſſe,nonot euen then when hee had the roiall 
gouernment in his hands,bur in that freedome of authoritie, diſpoſed the moſt things by Ar 
paters aduice. Bur at that time he was more then fourcſcore yceres old , and knew that Herb | 
eſtate was ſecured:8 paſſing Euphrarcs alſo, 8 liuing on the other fide of the riner, he left ſuci fiende 
as held him in great honour , and returned home into his owne countrey , to the end hee might, WM tir, = 
live vnder Herods gouerument. Whereby it is lefle likely , that he would attempt any _ ud pre 
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4  farre different fron his nacure;(o that all theſe things ſeeme to be fained by Herod. 

Thus ended Hircarns life,after his variable and aduerſe fortune, wherewith during all his life 
timehe was afflicted, For ar ſuch time as his mother Alexana+aliued, he was created high Prieſt 
ofthe Iewes,and obtainedthat honour for the ſpace of nine yceres: andafter his mothers death, 
te had ſcarcely oouerned the kingdome for the ſpace of three moneths, but that he was expulſed 
by his brother Ariſtobulus; and afterwards reſtored by Pompeyes afliſtance, and receiuing all his 
&rmer honours, he lived in full poſſeſſion of them for the ſpace of forty yeeres. After this he 
Was Once more diſtaſted by CA1ntigonus; and being maimed in his body, liued certairie yeeres in 
cptiuiry among the Parthians: from whence not long after he returned home; and though hee 

had many things promiſed him by Heroa, yet after ſo many alterations of fortune, he obtained 
nothing at his hands, and that which amongſt allthe reſt is moſt of all to be lamented; as we 
have ſaid, he was vniuſtly put to death,an innocent,and in his old age: For he was a louer of it- 
ſice,and an obſeruer of perpetuall modeſtie,and gouerned his kingdome for the moſt part by o- 
ther mens direRion, being onely guilty in himſelfe of ignorance and the loue of idleneſſe. True- 
ly, Antipater and Herod by this mans goodnefle obtained their ſo great riches : for which de- 
frrs of his,againſt all law and right, he was cruelly put to death. 

Bur Herod after Hircanus death, addreſſed himſclte to performe his journcy towards Ceſay: 
.ndhauing little hope of any good fortunezin regard of his friendſhip with Aztonins,he grew de- 

 ſperately 1calous of Alexandra,for feare leſt ſhe raking opportunity of the time, ſhould incite the 
(prople to rebell,and fill the kingdome with domeſticall ſedition: for which cauſe, committing 
the gouernment of the eſtate to his brother Pheroras,he leſt his mother Cypros, his ſiſter, and all 
ti kindred in the Caſtle of Maſada,and commanded his brother, that it any misfortune ſhould 
befall him,he ſhould retaine the kingdome in his owne hands and maintaine it; As for his wife 
Marianme, for that by reaſon of certaine diſlikes betwixt her,his mother, and fiſter, they might 
wr live rogether,he left her with her mother Alexandra in the Caſtle of Alexandrion;and com- 
mitted them to the cuſtody of his Treaſurer Joſeph, and Sohemus the Tturian, and with her the 
keping of his Caſtles, both which had alwaies beene his faithfull friends, and ro whom in way 
ofhonour, he committed the cuſtody of theſe princely Ladies. But he gauethem al{0this com- 
mandement;thar ifrhey ſhould becertified that any ſiniſter miſhap had befallenhim,they ſhould 
D preſently kill them both, and to the vemoſt of cheir power, continue the kingdome in his chil-

at ſuch time as he tooke the view of his army: he entertained him alſo and his friends with one 
hundreth and fifty men,adorned with moſt rich and ſumptuous apparell. And for that they were 
to paſſe thorow a countrey, wherein there was great ſcarcity of water, he furniſhed them both 
Herod giueh With water and wine; ſo that they needed neither of them. He gaue Ceſar alſo eight hundreh 
Czfarcight talents,and ſo royally ſatisfied he all men,that they confeſſed themſelues ro haue had farregres 
undreth ter entertainment, then the reuenues and profits of his kingdome could affoord them. By which 


ns. meaneshe gaue the more ample teſtimony of his forward friendſhip, and free affection to.de- 
ſerue well : and making vie of the opportunity of the time, he obtained the repuration:of a

ſhe had bin marricd beforetime,as we haue heretofore declared.Coftabarus ſeeing himelf in this 

eſtate beyond his expectation,grew more elate and proud then his good tortune required,andin 

alittle time forgot himſelfe ſo far,that he thought himſclte diſhonoured, if he ſhould performe 

that which Herod commanded him , and {corned that the Idumezans ſhould be vnder the Tews 
ſubieRion,notwithſtanding they had recejued their maner of gouernment from them. He ther. 

fore ſent meſſengers vnto Cleopatra, giuing her to vnderſtand, that Idumza had-alwaies beene 

vnder her anceſtors ſubiecion; and for that cauſe ſhe ought vpon uſt cauſe to demand and hes 

that country at Antonius hands, and thar in reſpect of himſelfe he was ready to become her ſer- 

uant. All which he pratſed,nor to gratitic Cleopatra in any ſort whatſocuer, but to the inten, 

that if Herods fortunes ſhould beany waics weakned, he might more eafily by this meanes both 

inlarge and obtainethe kingdome of Idamza. And with theſe fooliſh hopes was he tranſported, 

in regard of his birth and riches, which he had heaped-togerher by {uch diſhoneſt meanes as he 


continually praiſed, as he that intended no ſmall.matters. But notwithſtanding Cleopatra of. 


ten andearneſt petition to obtaine this ſoucraignty; yet could ſhenot obraine it at Anti | 


PR hands. When Herod had notice of theſe coucrt and cunning practices, he was ready to kill cx

ned,that Salome fell at debate with Coftabarns,for which caule ſhee ſent alibell of diuorce toher 
husband,notwithſtanding it were againſtthe lawes and ordinary cuſtomes of the Iewes, Forac- 
cording to our ordinances,itis onely lawtull for the husband to do the ſame;and as touching the 
wife,notwithſtanding ſhe were ſeparated, yet it is not lawfull for her ro marry againe,except her 
Coftabarus, Husband firſt giue her licence, Bur Salome without reſpect of thelawes of the countrey,grour- 
Lyſimachus, ding her ſeife too much vpon her owneaurhoritie, forſooke her husband,ſaying,thar ſhe ſepars- 
rs ted her ſelf from her husband,by reaſon of the great friendſhip which ſhe bare vnto her brother, 
cuſed before for that ſhe had receiued ſome notice that Coſtabarus pratiſed ſome innouarion wirh 4ztiputer, 
_ Lyſumachus and Doſitheus. And this accuſation of hers confirmed ſhe by Babas children, whom 
abas ſonnes ; He” 3 « 
preſerued by he had already kept with him in all {ecuritie for the ſpace of twelue yecres, All which was true, 
Coſtabaru. and at that time beyond all mens expectation wonderfully troubled Herod, as ſoone as he heard 
it. For as touching Babs ſonnes , he had heretofore reſolued ro cut them off, for that they had 
beenalwaies badly affected towards him and all his enterprizes;bur all that time he had let them 
paſſe, becauſe by continuance they were growne out of his remembrance. Now the cauſe of thi 
enmitieand hatred which he bare towards them, was gathered from this ground : At ſuch time 


as Antigonus enioyed the ſoueraignty, and Herod beſieged the citie of Ieruſalem with an armic: 


now thoſe incommodities. and neceſſities that ordinarily happen vnto thoſe thar are beſieged," 


were the cauſe that diuers acknowledged Herod, and fixed their hopes vpon him. But Babs (ons 
being inauthoritie, and beſides that, artended by a great number of men , perſeuered inthe 
faithfull obſeruation of Antigonus, and blamed Herod continually , encouraging the inhabitants 
to continue the kingdome in thoſe to whom it appertained by deſcent : and they themſelues fol 
lowed that courſe, which intheir opinion was moſt profitable for the Common-weale. Butafter 
thatthe citie was ſurprized by Herod, and he grew maſterof the eſtate, Coſtabarus, who was iP- 


pointed to keepe the citie gates,and to lie in wait that none of thoſe who were accuſed _ = 
ortakl

ſtaharus. But vponthe carneſt ſupplications of his ſiſter and her mother, he diſmiſſed and parde- | 
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4 forſaken the Kings fide , ſhould eſcape , knowing thatthe ſonnes of Babas weregreatly eſteemed 
1nd honoured among the people, and foreſeeing that their ſafery might be no {mall turtherance 
© himſelfe , if at any timethere might beforrnne any alterarion ; hee diſcharged, and hid-them 
within his owne poſſefſions:and notwithſtanding that at that time he had proteſted to Herod by 
1 oarh, thathe knew not what was become of them ; yet though ſuſpected of periury?, he con- 
-ealed them. And afterwards when the king had by proclamation promiſed a reward to him that 
hould diſcoucr them, & ſought for them by all meanes, neither then alſo would he confeſle the 
a&, For being affraid leſt he ſhould be puniſhed for his firſt deniall,he continued through con- 
ccalement, bcing-not onely now driuen thereunto by friend{hip, but alſo by neccllitic. 

3} - Now when the King had notice hereof by his fiſters report , hee ſent certaine meſſengers to 
the place where they were hidden, and flery them, and all thoſe that were partakers of the ſame 
crime : ſo that no one of Hircans kinred was now left aliue ; but all of them being ſlaine , who 
excelled in nobility and dignitic, hee did whar himſelte lifted withour any contradiction or con- 
troulement : for which cauſe he by little & little forſooke the ceremonies and ordinances of his 
countrey , and corrupted rhe decrees and nſtirutions of their anceſtors, which heought to haue 
kept inuiolable, by his new and ſtrange inuentions. In whole time there was a very great change 
1nd alteration of the ancient and good manner of liuing ; for all fell from bad to worſe : and the 
politike order, whereby the people ought to be gouerned and kept within compalle of their du- 
y,went ro decay. For firſt of all, he ordained cerraine wreſtlings trom hue yeeres to fiue yeeres, 
F Cin honour of Ceſar; and builded a Theater for that purpoſe within leruſalem. He erected alſo a 
moſt huge Amphitheater within the Plaine, which were two piles worthy the regard & behol- 
ding,by reaſon of the ſumptuouſnes therof;but wholly eſtranged trom the faſhions ofthe Iewes. 
; Forneither the vſe,nor the preſentation of theſe ſpectacles,hath cuer been practiſed or taught by 
ouranceſtors : yet was it his pleaſure to ennoble this aſſembly , ro the end it might becontinued 
from five to flue yeeres,and this proclaimedhe publikely inthe countries round about him, and 
tothis ſpectacle aſſembled he all the Nations. The wraſtlers alſo, andallchar which concerned 
their exerciſe, were ſought out fromall corners of the world, vnderthe hope to obtaine the pro- 
poſed palme and viRorie; and all the moſt excellent in thoſe exerciſes that were. to bee found, 
wereinuited to that aſſembly. For he propole& moſt huge rewards , not onely to thoſe that ex- 
D exciſed wraſtling,bur alſo vnto thoſe who arecalled Muſicians, to all forts of plaiers on inſtru- 
ments, labouring to his vemoſt power , that all the moſt famous inthole profeſſions ſhould bee 
aſiſtant in thoſe paſtimes. Hee appointed allo a reward of great value for ſuch as ranne vpon 
chariots of three, foure or of one horſe;and all that which was both ſumptuous and magnificent 
tobchold, for euery one was moſt carefully prouided , in that he ſtroue ro haue the honour of a 
moſtmagnificent preparation for hisgames, The Theater was hung all about with Ceſars ti- 
tes, and the trophees of thoſe nations, which were ouercome by him, alrogerher ſer out and ſhi- 
ning with gold and filuer. As for the inſtruments thereof, there wanted neither furniture , coſt- 
 veſtments , or precious ſtones. Thither alſo were drawne cerraine fauage beaſts, as Lyons 
adother wilde beaſts, which were worthy to bee placed inthis famous ſhew, being admirable 
L both for their force and rareneſle of nature,who fought the one with the other, and againſt ſuch 
men likewiſe who were condemned to die: whereby the ſtrangers conceiued, together with the 
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n admiration of his expence , an vacomparable and vnaccuſtored pleaſure, But his countrymen 
6 aterpreted this thing for a maniteſt corruption of rhoſe diſciplines and manners which before- 
d WI time they had entertained, and honoured amongſt them. For it was an act moſt manifeſtly impi- 
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0s, to hazzard menagainſt wilde beaſts, to delight the eyes of other men ; It was alſoa matter 
%1mpious,to change and prophane the ordinances of the country,for forrainc exercites:But the 
moſt hated of all theſe, were the Trophees : for in that rhey were certaine Images attired in ar- 
mour,thevſe and veneration whereof were forbidden by our lawes , this diſpleaſed and grieued 
them more then any thing whatſocuer:neither was Herod ignorant of thoſe troubles, which they 
procured. But hee thought it to bee a matter of danger to attempt the ſame for the preſent by 
force; and for that cauſe he familiarly debated rhe ſame with ſome few of them, and diſcourſed 
Vnto them his occaſions, ro the endto ridde them of thcir ſuperſtirion, although herein he pro- 
ted nothing. For all of them with one conſent , cried out againſt the indignitic which they 
lay him commit : telling him , that alchough all other things were to bce tolerated ; yet the 
Trophees,which were images of men, were vnſupportable , becauſe they were vnuſuall in their 
countrey, Herod perceiuing that they were diſcontented , and that they would not eaſily bee 
Wrought vpon,except they had ſome contentment, w_ called the moſt-worrthuelk men —

Notwithſtanding, there Citie 

were ſome of theſe that perſiſted in the indignity they conceiued inthoſe vnaccuſtomed exerci. to the 

ſes, ſuppoſing that the corruption of their ancient difcipline was an inducemet to their grieuoys with a 

calamities ; & they imagined that it rather concerned them to vadertakeall dangers, then toe. the wl 

dure any alteration intheir policy , by permitting that Herod ſhould introduce new and extr. Þ mous' 

ordinary faſhions , who onely in word was their King , but in effect an enemy of their wholenz. 4M there 

ws tion. For this cauſe there were ten men amongſt them,who bound themſclues by oath to hazard was a 
Hire againſt All extremities, and to this intent they hid certaine ſhort ſwords vnder their garments : amongſt Citie, 
Herod. theſe there was one that was blind, who vrged and egged on by the ſtrangenelle of thoſe thinss proui 
which he had heard, not for that he was of ability to execute any thing with his hand,but tote- And as 

ſtifie that he was ready to ſuffer with the reſt,ifany misfortune ſhould betfall them,'by his exan- ſterity 


ple the reſt ofthem were not a little confirmed. Theſe hauing mutually vndertaken this their te. 
ſolution, repaired to the Theater vnder hope that Herod ſhould nor eſcape them, for that they in- 
tended to aſſaile him vnawares: at leaſtwiſe if they, failed of him,their hope was to fall foule on 
ſome of his fauourires and followers , accounting this to be ſome ſolace in their expedted death, 
if in regard of their violated religion,they might bring the King in hacred withthe common peq. 
ple. And theſe intending to offer themſclues as chieferaines and leaders vnto the reſt, reſolued tg 
Herod hath EXCCute theſe things. Bur one of tholt intelligencers that Herod had fent abroad to pry and ſearch

0 the intent that within a little ſpace they might inrich themſclues. He inuironed the Citric alſo 
with a ſtrong wall; being afſiſted by the naturall ſtrength and ſtcepineſle of the place : 8 befides 
the whole circuit, hee included {0 much ground, that it was no waies inferiour to any of the fa- 

p mous Cities 3 for it contained the circuit of twenty furlongs or ſtadia. And in the midſt thereof 
there was aſacred place, containing a turlong and a halfe, wonderfully adorned; in which there 
ws a Temple builded, famous borh for beauty and bignefle. And as for the other parts of the 
Citic, he decked them wirhall ſorts of ornaments. And feeing how neerely it concerned him to 
prouide for the ſecurity of his perſon in this walled Citie, hee crected a fortreſſe for himſelfe. 

And as touching the beauty thereof, his iatent was that it ſhould remaine for a monument to po- 
ſterity, o7 his magnificence and liberalitic,

( H a cr very yeere, which was the thirteenth yeere of Herods raigne, very great calamities Hedio & Rug 
hapned in that countrey ( either through Gods diſpleaſure, or for that the reuolurion of finus,chap.11. 
A time would haue it ſo.) For firſt of all,there were ſuch continuall droughts, that by rea- F' 4.1 
ſon thereof the earth grew barren, 8 produced not thoſe fruirs, which of it {elte ir was accuſto- cronght and 
medro beare, And after this, the ordinarie courſe of mens diets beeing altered by reaſon of the ferilrie in 
want of corne, the want of ſuſtenance was accompanied with a bodily {icknelle ( for that by cu- — og of 
ſome theſe two plagues doe ordinarily entertaine one another : ) For this made the plague and viſuals bree- 
fickneſſe more vehement; for that the ſicke in this great penury,could neither haue care ofthem- «gg 
{clues as was expedient, nor get conuenient nouriſhment for preſeruation of lite: And many died 
daily ; and thoſealſo that remained aliue were in deſpaire , becauſe rhey could nor relicue their 
D want and neceſſities, what diligence ſoeucr they ved. For which cauſe, after the old fruirs of that 
yeere were wholly conſumed,and allthe reſt of their ſtore was vtterly ſpent,there appeared not 
ary meanes whereupon they might hope , namely , tor that the miſery increaſed more then was 
expected ; yea and extended ir ſelfe beyond that yeere: ſo thar they had nothing remaining by 
them,& the ſeeds they ſowed at that time mouldred away,and the earrh for all their labours af- 
forded them no intereſt. The neceſlitie therefore being thus great,conſtrained mento ſcarch out 
many new inzentions to maintaine theirlife : and the King likewiſe was inno lefle perplexitie, in 
thathe was depriued of thoſe ordinarie reuenues which he recciued by rhe fruits of the earth ; & 
the rather, for that he had ſpent his mony in repairing his cities, according as beforethis we haue 
declared : & in ſuch fort were all things waſted by diuers calamities , thar a man could conceiue 
L nohope of remedy.Beſides this, the people grew in hatred of their king, for that iris their cuſtom 
ordinarily to accuſe their gouernors,as if they were the authors of al their cuils, Yer did the king 
bethink himſelfehow he might remedy theſe inc6ucniences,but hardly could he find the means, 
forthat their neighbours had no meanes to {el them victuals,becauſe they were no lefle afflicted 
then themſclues : & although he might haue recouered ſome lictle meanes for a great ſumme of Herod ma- 
money,yet wanted he it alſo to defray the charges: notwirhſtanding in that he knew,thar it be- _ F— 
looued him to imploy his vttermoſt indeauours in yeelding a generall remedy to ſuch and ſo vi- ornaments & 
olent an oppreſſion, he melted downeall thoſe moucables he had cither of gold or filuer within roar ” 
lis palace, and ſpared nothing either for the marter , the excellencie , or the faſhion ; no nor ſo md tarand 
much as the veſſels wherein hee was ordinarily ferued. This money ſent he into Agypt, where buicth corne. 
F atthattime vnder Ceſar, Petronius held the gouernment. This man being Herod friend,inthat he 
defired theſafetie of his ſubiects, ar ſuch time as diuers of them retired themſclues vato him,by 
reaſon of thar their neceſſitic,he permitted them to buy vp corne; and aftiſtedthem 1n all things, 
bothin their bargaines,8 in their carriages;(o that the greater or the whole fumme of their ſuc- Nh 
cours was attributed to him.

renowned amongſt other nations,that rhe ancicnt hatred which they had conceijued againſt hin death, 

for thathe had alreredcertaine cuſtoimes of their Kingdome, was wholly forgotten, and hee "= builde! 


ſuppoſed by them to hauc made a ſufficient recompence,by the diligence hee had ſhewed in aſi 
Thetevesfa. {ting them inthcir neceffities ; and no lefſe eirhergrace or glory obtained heamong ſtrangers; 
uour Herod tharby theſe miſcries the Kings honour was not a little magnified , and whatſoever damage hee 
forhisbounty recejned at home,ſo much honour and reputation atchicued heabroad. For whereas in ſtrancers

neceſſities he had ſhewed himſclfe ſo ful of magnanimitie, each man did not reſpect whathee 
had beene before, but ſuch as they lately found him to be. 
rerod fn — About theſame time alſo he ſent Ceſar certaine ſupplies,namely, fue hundreth choſen menof K 
deth Czfar his guard, whom Elizs Gallzs led into the wars in Arabia , and had often vic of them in his moſt 
_ I_ dangerous attempts. When as therefore his Kingdome was reſtored to his former felicitic, he: 
The Balace builded a roial palace inthe higher part of the citic, furniſhed with many large buildings,8& dec- 
built in leru- ked with gold and marble ſeates; fo as they might recetue a great number of men: hee named 
_ & Ruf. alſo cach room ofthe houſeaccording to their ſcuerall names,& called one the lodging of Caſa, 
finus,chap.1z and another of Agrippa. After this,bcing intangled with loue, he married a wife, leſt he ſhould 
be diſtracted by vaine deſires;and the cauſc of this his new mariage was this:There was among 
thoſe that dwelt in Ieruſalem.a certaine citizen called Son, the ſon of Bethas the Alexandrine, 
who was a Prieſt,and one of thechicfeſt in nobility amongſt them : this man had a daughter, thc 
faireſtand comlieſt creature of that age, whoſe beauty renowned by the common voice, it came | 
to paſſe, thatwith her fame Xerodat one time entertained a good affeion towards her, andaf- 
terwards obtaining the ſight of her, he grew in loue with her ; yet would not vſe his authoritie, 


leſt hee ſhould ſeeme to behaue himlelte tyrannically, but choſe rather to accept her for hisbe- 


ns 100- trothed wife. Whereas therefore S;on ſeemed vaworthy his affinitie, and yer roo worthy to 
from his Þce blaſted by comtempr, he made election of a conuenient meanes to obtaine the fulneſſe ofhis

—_— * file inthar place wherein he had ouercome the Iewes , vpon the time and incontinently afterthc 
ouerthrow of Antizonus,and when he had taken vpon him the gouernment. 

This places diſtant from Ieruſalem ſome ſixtie furlongs or ſtades,ftrong by nature, and fitfor 


defence and good fortification. For necre vnto the ſame there is a certen ſteepy hill made by att, | 


after the manner of a round dugge, enuironed with round towers, witha ſtcepy aſcent oftwo 
hundreth ſteppes cut out ofhewed ſtone. Within the ſame there are diuers places, builded witl 
grear & ſumptuous workmanſhip, made both for defence & delight. At the foot of this hilthere 
aretwo houſes worthy the fight, for diuers their ſingularities, namely, by reaſon of thoſe cot- 
duits of water,which alchough they ſpring not inthat place, yet notwithſtiding are they oy 
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| Fom farre with great coſt andexpence. The Plaine that adioyneth vpon it,is all full of buildings 
after the manner of a city,and the top of the caſtle commandeth all the Plaine. As ſoone as there- 
fre he had diſpoſed all his affaires, according to his hearts deſire, he poſſeſſed the kingdome in 
oreat QUICtNCS, for that he made his ſubiects obedient vnto him, both by feare,in ſhewing him- 
?feincxorable when it concerned him to puniſh ; and by liberality, whereby he prouided for 
their publike neceflities : he therefore tooke an cſpeciall care of himſelte,as if the life and ſaferie 
of his perſon had beene the ſecuritic of his people, He behaued himſclfe officiouſly and fauoura- 
ly towards all forraine c1ties : he entertained the Princes by preſents, which according to his 
xccafions he ſent vnto them, to infinuate himſelfe into their fauours, being in his owne nature 
| magnificent and fir to gouerne: ſo thatall his fortunes increaſed, and all things fell our happily 
according to his hearts deſire. True it 1s, that the care which he imployed in honouring Ceſar, 
1nd other mighty Magiſtrates of Rome,cauſed him to outſtrip his cuſtomes, and to falfific di- 
ers ordinances of his countrey, in building Cities,and erecting Temples in honour of them, al- 
though he builded them not in the land of Tury : for the ewes would not hauc cndured ir , be- 
cuſe weare forbidden to honour images and figures, formed according to the likeneſle of a 
man, as the Greekes are accuſtomed to doe, bur hee did this in the countrey and forraine cities, 
andexcuſed himſelfe to the Iewes, ſaying, that hee did it not of his owne head,but performed 
that according to the charge and commandement which he had from others , who were greater 
hen himſelfe : and in the meane-while gratified Czſar and the Romanes, in that hee relpedted 
Cthcir honour more then he did the ordinances of his countrey ; although 1a all things hehad re- 
ſpe&trohis particular aduanrage, and determined with himſelte to leaue behind him after his 
death, large and ample teſtimonies of his power and greatrefſe : which was the cauſe thar hee 
builded cities with great charge and expence.

The building of the Citieby CASARE a, 


VV x N as therefore he had found outa fit and conuenient place vpon the Sea coaft, to 


build a city on, which of long rime had bin called the tower of Straton, he both mag- 
D nificently deſigned and ſer downe the module and forme thereof, and made man 
ſumptuons buildings, both of royall places, and of other priuate lodgings , not builded after a 
flight manner, or of weake and fading matter, but of marble ſtone, Bur the greateſt and buſteſt 
watke of all, was the hauen which he made exempr and free from ſtormes and tempelts, thar in 
ereatneſſe reſembled that of Pir2s, and was ſo ſpacious, that it wasable to receiue many great 
thips into the road, and had diuers roomes & warchouſes to lay vp the merchandizetherein. And 
themore admirable was this pile, becauſe the ſtuffe rhat was fit to finiſhthis fo great worke, was 
not gathered or gotten in that place, but muſt needly be brought from another place,vpon great 
charge & expence. This city is ſeated in Phoeniciavpon the coalt,in the way to Egyprt,berweene 
lppaand Dora,certaine villages ſituate vponthe ſea coaſts,vnfit eirher tor landing or harbour, 
þ by reaſon of the Aﬀeicke wind, that driuing the ſand of the Sea vpon the ſhore, giueth nor any 
Quiet road vato the ſhips, but that the Merchants are enforced for a long time to ride at anchor, 
Tocorre&this incommodity of the place, he made thecircuit round about the port fo ſpacious, 
tat it was able to receiuea great Fleet: and he caſt downe to the bottomethereof, which was 
bout ſome twenty fathoms deepe, certainehuge ſtones , that for themoſt part were fiftie foot 
bng.cight foot broad,and nine foot high, ſome more and ſome leſſe. Thepile that was erected 
pon this to affront the Sea, was a pane of two hundreth foor, the halfe whereof was oppoſed a- 
vinſt the waucs to break the fury of the ſtreame, & for this cauſe was called in the Greek tongue 
Prcymation, that is to ſay, Beforc floud : The other halte ſerued as a foundation ro bearc vp a 
wall of ſtone fortified with diuers towers, the chiefeſt whereof was a faire pile or building, 
E which was called Druſus,in memory of Druſis,Ceſars ſonne in law,who died very yong:it had 
a diuers retreats or hoſtries in the ſame,into which the Mariners were receiued and lodged. 
The deſcent being hard by, incompaſſed all the porr like a round plattorme, that ſerued for a 
pleaſant walking placefor whomſocuer liſted. The entrance and mouth of the hauen was toward 
tie north, which is a wind that of all other moſt puritieth & cleanſeth. The ſupporter 8&ſtrength 
Of all the circuit on the left hand vpon the entrance tothe port, was an ample and huge tower to 
altenir themore ſtrongly ; and on the right hand, were two huge pillars of ſtone, more higher 


then the Tower that ſtood oppolite againſt them, erected and faſtned together, All round cr 
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the haven there were certaine buildings, abutting one vpon another of poliſhed marble, and in 
the midſt there was a little hillocke, on which there was a certaine monument placed in honour 
RK 3942: before of Ceſar,which preſented ir ſelfe'to their ſight who failed to the port, in which there were the fi. 

"oF ket 4 gures of the City of Romeand of Ceſar. This City alſo was called Czſarea.as muchto be won- 
GAL dred at for the matter whereof it was built, as for theart whereby it was erected : and no leſſs 
cunning was there ſhewed in the vaults and conduits vnder ground, then inthofe buildings the; 
wereabout them; ſome of them were conuaied toward the port, and diſcharged themſelues inty 
the Sea by certaine compalled ſpaces:but there was one that went athwarts,that comprehendeq 
all the reſt,to the end rhat thereby the raine-water,and the cleanſings of the Cirie might be con. 
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uaycd into the Sea,and that whenthe Sea ſhould flow,it might waſh and cleanſeall the Citie, 


that was able torecciue a great number of men;zand fo pleaſantly and fitly ſituated, thatfrom the 
ſame a man might diſcouer the ſea. This City was finiſhed at the end of 12.yceres,during which 
time,the King was ncither wearied by intending the worke,nor negligent in fu rniſhing the nece(. 


He erected alſo a Theater of ſtone, and bchindthe ſame to rhe Southward,an Amphitheater 
p] 


ſary charges. After this,perceiuing that the Cirie of Sebaſta wasalready inhabited alfo,he reſol. 
ued to ſend his two ſonnes Alexander and Ariſtobulus to Rome, to preſent them vnto the Empe- 
rour Ceſar; who no ſooner reforted thither, but they were lodged in Polos houſe, whoamongf 
all the reſt was an intircfriend of Herods. They might haue licn alfo at Ceſars houte,who enter. 
tained them with as great familiaririe and kindneſle,as might be poſſible: and gaue Herod licence 
in like manner to contirme the kingdome in one of his children, which ſo cuer beſt liked him, | 


annexing io his gouernmear, the countries of Trachona, Baranea, and Auranita for the occaſion 


which enſueth. A certaine man called Zenodorus, had hired Lyſanizr demaines or Lordthip: and 


not conteating himſfelfe with rhoſe reuenewes which he gathered, bur deftrous to gather more 
he liued vpon ſpoiles and robberies in Trachona, which is a countrey, the inhabitants whereof 
commonly liue by pillage and ſpoile, which they purchaſe from the Citizens and Merchants of 
Damaſco. And fo farre was Zenodorns from prohibiting theſe robberies, that he himſelfealp 
was partaker of the booty; ſo that the nations neighbouring round abour,ſ{ecingthemſclues thus 
abuſed, ſought for remedy at Yarus hands, who was their Gouernour, requiring him to certift 
Ceſar,of Zenodorus wrongs and outrages. Which when he vnderſtood,he commanded that fuch 
lawlelle ryoters ſhould be puniſhed, andthar the countrey ſhould be added vnto the juriſdiftion | 
of Herod;tothe intent,that by his vigilancy the inhabitants of Trachona ſhould no more moleſt 
their neighbours. For it was hardto reſtraine them, conſidering that they were accuſtomedand 
traded in ſuch theft, and could not liue otherwaies, For they neither had rownes nor lands, nei- 
ther heritages nor any poſlefſions, bur onely certaine retraits and caues vnder ground, and liued 
pell mell like beaſts : and hauing made abundant prouifion of water and victuals,they might eaſt 
ly endure warre a long time,and maintaine themſclues in their caues,when their enemies aſſailed 
them without, 
 Thedoores of theſe dennes were ſo narrow,thatthey could beentred but by oneat once; but 
within it was incredible ſpacious and large:the vpper part thereof was not ſteepie,but plaine,and 
in forme of a ſmooth carth:for the whole place naturally confiſteth of a ſharpe and raggedrock, | 
with a hard and difficult paſſage thereon,vnleſſe a man beguided thorow the paths. For the way 
was not dirce and ſtraight,bur full of windles and many turnings. Ar ſuch time as they wanted 
opportunitie to ſpoile their neighbors,they robbed one another;and omitted no kind of wicked- 
nefſe, Herod hauing recciued the gift of this countrey at Czſars hands,reſorted thither vnderthe 
conduct of certaine guides that knew the waies,and hauing brought their power and prollingto 
an end,he left the neighbour nations in aſſured peace. But Zenodorns being partly wherted 00 
with enuy, partly incited by the griefe which he concciued through the lotle of his poſſcſhons, 
reſorted to Rome to accuſe Herod ; yer could cffe& nothing of that which heinrended. 
When Agrippa was ſent into Aſia by Ceſar to-gouerne the prouinces beyond the Seas, He

rod, becauſe hee was his very friend and familiar , went to ſalute him ar Mitylene where heel 


wintered, for that he was one of his inward friends, and afterwards returned into Iewry. But 
Certaine Gadareans came vnto Agrippa with an intent to accuſe Herod - but he: ſent them bound 
vnto the King and vouchſafed them no audience. On the other {ide,the Auranites,who of lotg 
time hated Herods government, ſtirred vp commorions, and laboured to draw the countrey 
to rebellion, and thar vpona iuſt ground, as it ſeemed,at that time : for Zenodorus deſpairing 0 
his affaires, went and ſold them certaine part of the Lordſhip in Auranita (which was comp!f- 


hended within Cars donation to Herod)tor the ſurname of fifty talents of yeerly revenue, when

4 with they grew diſconrented, for that they were vniuſtly depriued of their eſtates: and hereupon 
hey made often incurſions, indeuouring them(ſclues ſometimes to recouerthe ſame by forcezand 
atherrehile contending for the righr of their poſſeſſion by courſe of iuſtice. They drew alſo vnto 
hem certaine needy ſouldiers ; who according to the cuſtome of wretched men, expected their 
brcer forrunes by change and innouation: winch though Herod knew, and could haue proui- 

; gently preuented them , yet exhorted hee them to maintainerheir titles rather by good meanes 
| then open violence, being loth to giue any occaſion of new trouble or difquiet. At length in the 
ſyentcenth yeere of his raigne,Ceſzr came into Syrta:vpon whoſe arriuall diuers of the Gadare- 
ans began to exclaime againſt Hero , accuſing him of his ſeuerity and tyranny : which accu- 
p ſationthey the rather atrempted,becaule they were chictely incired thereunto by rhe inſtigations 
nd falſe ſuggeſtions of Zerodorus, who bound himſelfe by an oath,that he would neuer giue q- 

| uer, varill that delivering them trom Herods tyranny, they were reduced vnder Ceſars protedti- 
| on, The Gadareans,per{wadcd by theſe his proteſtarions, began to continue their exclamarions, 
andthat fomewhar the more audaciouſly, for that they perceiued that they lined as yet vnpu- 
niſhed whom 4grippa had deliueredinto Herods hands: for Herod had ſet them at liberty with- 

WH outany puniſhmenr, notwithſtanding thar in regard of his owne ſubicts he was incxorable, as 
cucr man was 3 and moſt patient in induring thoſe iniuries that were offered him by ſtrangers, 
| whom he alwates diſmiſſed without reuenge. When as therefore they accuſed him of violence 
WW :dcapine, and for violating and razing downe their Temples, Herod being nothing diſmaid 
TC: thercat, preſented himſelfe before rhe Emperour to iuſtifie his ations. But Ceſar entertained 
him very kindly, and diminithed nothing of the goodaftection which hee bare vnto him, not- 
withſtanding all the vprores and infolent tumults of che people. Thus was the firſt day ſpent in 
audience of their complaints, and in thoſe daies that followed there were no further obieRions 
tobe heard of : for the Gadareans percciuing both Ceſars diſpoſition andthe inclination of his 
councell,and fearing (as it was moſt likely)to be deliuered into Herods hands, the next night after 
ſome of them ſlew themſclues ; other ſome for fteare of torments brake their owne necks; and 
ſome of them alſo drowned themſelues in the riuer. And thus whereas they ſeemed to fore- 

dec themſelues, Ceſar preſently abfolued Herod. | 

Andthis felicitie of his, was ſeconded with another of ſmall conſequence. For Zenodorns 

D having his bowels broken through an extreme fluxe of blood, finiſhzd his life at Antioch in Sy- 
rt. Whercupon Ceſar gaue Herod his countrey, which was a largeand ample fignory, and was 
lituate berweene Trachonita and Galilee, containing Vlatha, Paneas, and the countries therea- 
bouts. Hee made him one of the Gouernours of Syria alſo, commanding them to execute no- 
thing withour his aduice. Art this time attained he to the height of all worldly felicity : For 

| whereas within the huge and ample Romance Empire, all things were diſpoſed by Ceſar, and 
dgripa, Ceſar honoured no man more then Heroznexr to Agrippa; and Agrippa reſpected him 
aboue all men next to Ceſar. Whereupon he grew to be ſo confidear, that he begged a Tetrarchy 
a Ceſars hands, for his brother Pheroras : on whom hee beſtowed one hundreth talents of his 
revenue out of his owne kingdome, to the intent thar if heſhould happeato die, Pheroras cſtate

» LIE night beafſured and left no waies ſubiect vnto his children, | 
As ſoone as therefore he had conducted Czſar as farreas the ſea, vpon his returne he builded a 
g0odly Temple of white marble in honour of his name,in the country which belonged to Zeno- 


@rus,ncere toa place which is called Panion,which is a goodly caue in the heart of a mountain, 
adaplaccof great pleaſure, vnder which there isa wide poole of immeaſurable depth, which is 
full of tanding water, and rhe vpper part of the mountaineis very high. From vnder this caue 
ſpring the fountaine heads 'of the loud Iordan. This place of it {elfe ſo famous & delightfull,was 
choſen out by Herod,and adorned alfo with a Temple which he built in honour of Ceſar.At that 
lmealſo he releaſed the third part of thoſe tributes which his ſubiects paid vato him, to the end 
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F Us intention was, that he did ir to that end to wintheir fauours, who were ſiniſterly affected t9- 
Wards him. For they had concciued an hatred againſt him,becaule all piety was ina manner abo- 
uhed,8& the ordinances of the country in a ſortdifanulled by the meanes of thoſe temples,which 
chad builr,& each man priuily muttered with bitternes againſt him;ſo that welny they were ad-

liesin the city,or to talk one with another vnder colour of walking abroad for pleaſure or feaſts 
ke, Moreouer,hee had ſent out certaine Tntelligencers to diſcouer all that which was done,ap- 
pointing 
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(sheſaid)tharhe might relieue his ſubiects after the penury they hadendured. Bur the truth of 


dreſſed to mutiny.But Herod with great diſcretion preuented the {ame,8 cut off all occaſions of

whom he found to be vntractable and obſtinate,and would nor be conformed to his will, hegir. 
patched them by one meanes or other, binding the reſt of rhe-peopleby an oarh to ſerue hin

Thi {ſudden and vnexpected ſpeech of Herods , filled all mens cares with wonder, and hearts 
withexpectation,in that he ſeemed to promiſe ſuch a thing,as was beyond their hope, & as they 
thoughr far greater then his power : & that which moſt diſtracted them was, for that they had 

(BR) conceiued a feare,, leſt after he had pulled downthe old , he ſhould not bee of ability to ere a 

new, For which cauſe his counſell ſeemed to bee dangerous,and attempt ouer difficult. But'the Fs _ 

King perceiuing with what doubts they were detained, encouraged them , promifing in no ſorr Herod ſhould 

todeface the old temple , before all that was prepared & poliſhed which was requiſite for the puldownethe 

building of the new. And in this he kept his word. For hee appointed a thouſand chariots to oy 
day ſtones vnto the place , & choſe out amongſt the reſt ten thouſand cunning & expert wotk- prepared mar.

n{engch one hundrerh cubitrs , and twenty cubits in height,aboue thoſe hundrech cubits which — 
the former contained , which twenty cubits were in ſome ſort fcantled,after that by ſucceſſion How therem- 
oftime the foundations began to bee ſettled , and during Neroes raigne our countrimen had 3n fur hove? 
thought to haue raiſed it to the firſt height. Thebuilding was of white & ſtrong marble ſtones, F 
which were each of them twenty and fiue cubits long , eight cubirs high , & about ſome twelue 
Cubits broad.

For the citie was fituatenecre vnto the temple , after the manner of a theater ; and was bended 
to the ſouthward by a deep valley. As touching the fourth ſide turned toward the ſouth, it had 
likewiſe certaine gates in the midſt thereof; and vpon the ſame there was a triple gallery very 
royall and nr ed. ,the length whereof extended from the oricntall valley as farre as the we 
The porch fterne.

Betwixt theſe foure ranks there were three porches, whereof two were on either ſide, contai- 
ning inbreadrh each of them thirty foot, and in length a ſtade or furlong : and more then fiftie 
fot in height. That in the midſt was in bredth once anda halfe as much as theſe two; and in 
3 height twice as much. For it ſurpaſſed the reſt by farre. The floore was made of goodly planks, 
engrauen with diuers figures ; and the roofe thereof was farre higher then any of the reſt, in 
which certaine hugebeames were morteiſed, on which there were certaine pillars builded vni- 
ted and annexed fo ficly together, that it is a matter incredibleto thoſe that haue not ſcene the 
fame, and admirable to him that beholderh it. Such was the faſhion of the circuit of the firſt ,,_. 
porch. Inthe midſt, and not farre off from the other, ſtood the ſecond ; whereunto there was —_ 
anaſcent made with few ſteps. It was incloſed with a ſeparation of ſtone, withan inſcription which andno 
forbidding any ſtranger to enter the ſame vpon paine of death. This inward porch both to the poets 
foward and the northward had three gates, inranke equidiſtant the one from the other; and enter. 
toward the eaſtward had onegreat gate, by which thoſe men entred who were cleanſed with 
(their wiues. For beyond that place it was not lawfull for the women to haue acceſſe. But the 
third inward ſpace was only acceſſible by the Prieſts. Init was the Temple, and before the 
{merhe Altar ; on which they were wont to offer burnt ſacrifices vato God. Bur Herod durſt 
notenter the interiour ſanctuary, from whence profane men were cxcluded by the law : but 
thamediarion of the Prieſts he intended the ſtructure and building of the inward porch, and fi- 
niſhing in eight yeeres ſpacethereſt of the edifice, ar length alſo he finiſhed the Temple ir ſelfe 
by the endeuours of the ſame Prieſts, within the terme of one yeere and ſixe moneths. By which 
meanes the people were repleniſhed with the fulneſle of toy , and cuery one gaue thankes vnto 
Godfor that the whole worke was finiſhed ſo ſpecdily , and wiſhed all happineſle to the King 
for his coſt and diligence in the execution and finiſhing thereof: and they celebrated agrear 
D faſt in honour of the reſtauration of the Temple. Then did the King offer vp three hundrech Yy 
oxen vnto God, and thereſt of them each one according to his abilitie offered fo many facri- — "0 
hices, : that ſcarcely they may be comprehended in number,for that their multitude exceedeth Temple. 
their eſtimate. 
About the very time of the celebration of this feaſt,in rhe honour of the reedification of the 
Temple, the Kings day of Coronation fellout, which he was wont to ſolemnize every yeere 
withgreat ioy: and for this twofold occaſion the ſolemnitie and toy was farremore ſumptuous 
adcompleat. The King alſo cauſed a conduit of water to be made, and conuayed by pipes 
mder ground , drawingirt fromthe Caſtle Antonia vato the Orientall gate of the Temple; 
| teereto which hee builded another Tower alſo, to the end, that by the conduits hee might 50 = Fl 
dcendprivily vato the Temple, if haply the people ſhould practiſe any inſurrections againſt fom the Ca- 
his royaltie. It is reported , that during the building of this Temple, it neuer rained by day nee 
tine, but only by nighr,to the intent the worke might not be interrupted: and our predeceffors building of 
kuereſtified no lefſe vnto vs. Neither is this thing vncredible, if we attentiuely conſider thoſe **T=pls, 
nhereſſe&s of Gods prouidence.

V x the King as yet miſtruſting nothing,mooued with a fatherly care oner them, had them 
bY ſuch eſtimation as reaſondid require, and for thatthey were now come vnto mans e- 
ſtate, he married them both : and vnto Ariſtobulus hee gaue Bernice the daughter of Sa- 
Imeand vato Alexander,Graphyra the daughter of Archelaus King of Cappadacia. Which done, 
C vnderſtanding that Marcus Agrippa was returned our of Italy into Afta, hee went vato him thi- 
| therand inuited him into his kingdome , requeſting him to accept of his triefids entertainment, 
Which 4zrippa yeelding vnto, Herod omitted nothing that might delight him : for hee recei- 
ued him in his Cities newly builr,ſhewing him thefairehouſes and goodly editices,enterraining 
him and the reſt of his friends and followers with all forts of delights, pompe and magnificence, 
25 well at Sebaſte;as at the hauen of Czſarea, and inthe Caſtles he built, to wit, Alexandrium, 
Herodium, and Hircania. Healſo brought him to Ieruſalem, where all thepcople methim ap- 
parelled in ſuch goodly and braue attire, as they were accuſtomed toadornethemſelues withall, 
whenas they celebrate their feſtiuals, and with many 1oyfull acclamations receiued and ſaluted 
him. 4grippe offered a hundreth head of fat oxen to God, and feaſtedall the people ; and al- 
D though he would willingly haue made a longer abode there, yet winter drawing nigh, fearing 
tempeſtuous weather, hee was forced to ſaile away with all ſpeed into Ionia, both hee and his 
friends being honoured with very grear preſents.

kaue beene ahard man,andintractable,and who paſſed all bounds of modeſty ; ſothat we would af nd 
thinke him to haue bin of two contrary diſpoſirions. Bur Iam otherwiſe perſwaded, and thinke owe nation- 
latboth theſe did proceed from one matter : for becauſe he thirſted after glory and honour, 
nd wholly applyed himſelfe thereunto, he became liberall whereſocuer he was, in hope either 
toreape preſeat thankes for his Iabour,or a future remembrance. Wherefore ſpending aboue his 
ruenewes for this matter, hee was forced to be chargeable vnto his ſubiects : for it was neceſ- 
fry thar hee that ſo lauiſhly beſtowed ſuch huge ſummes of money vpon others, ſhould ſome 
wiere ger it,though with cuill meanes, Laſtly, ſeeing himſelfe for ſuch like iniuries hated of his 
ubjes,he thought it a hard matter to ger their good wils;which he could do'no waies elſe, but 
by remitting the tribute they paid him. Wherefore he abuſed the hatred of his people for his 
) one commodity : for if any one of them did not tolcrate that ſlauery whereinthey lined, or 
Wdendeauour to ſhake off rhe yoke of his dominion, againſt ſuch he vied a maruailous cruelty; 
adoutraged them no leſle, then as if they had beene his enemies, neither reſpe@ting friendſhip 
norkinred; for thar he deſired alone to be honoured of all men. And how greedy of honour he 
was, we may guefle by the honours he did vnto Ceſar, Agrippa, and others of their friends : for 
tedefired to be an example to his ſubiects, that as he himſclte honoured men better then him- 
lf; ſochey ſhould all honor him likewiſe: thereby declaring what thing he did naturally moſt Heio0erceay 
&fire. Bur the Tewes religion doth not permit them licence to honour Potentates, who of ne- © 
airy ought to haue greater care and reſpect of right and equity, then of ſuch officiouſneſſe 
owards ſuperiours: for it was diſprofit enough vato the Tewes,thar they could not with ſtatuaes 
nd Temples obtaine the Kings fauour, and with ſuch like flatteries ſatisfe the fond appetites of 
trane-olorious man. And this ſeemeth to me to be the reaſon that Herod was vniuſt, and hard 
towards his friends, and to thoſe whom he made partakers of his counſels and enterprizes; and 
lankeand bountifull towards ſtrangers.

butthat he was perſwaded that Ceſar would hauc had a care of the common peace,and tranquil-

Ceſarhercat was greatly mooucd, and inquired of ſome of Herods tricnds, who were then pre- 
knr,and of certaine men that were lately come out of Syriaalſo,whither Herod had led an army 
out of the 1tmits of his owne kingdom. Which they nor denying,and Caſar not vouchſafing to

corrupt the Kings ſiſter alſo, who was married to one of the kings moſt eſteem'd friends in court, 
Furthermore, he was a {ubtill and politike man in entertaining thoſe men with colourable and 

\ cloaking ſhevv of friendſhip, with whom he conuerſed, and to draw himſclfe into credit with 
them: contrariwiſe,he was ſufficiently practiſed ro diflemble his malice and diſcontenrs, which 
he had conceiued againſt any man. Notwithſtanding all this, he could not deceiue Salome his Antiparer 
unt,who of long time before had ſounded his inclination, and who was not ſo {mple as to ſuf- —_ NR 
fr her ſelfe ro be deceiued; bur had already by all cunning means that might be, prevented his 
malice,alrhough ſhe had a daughter married vnto his vacle,by the mothers ſide. This daughter 
was firſt of all wedded to Ar:ſtobulus,and afrerwards by Antipaters means eſpouſed to his vncle. 

For Calleas her husbands ſon had married the other, But neither could this afhnity colour the 

matter ſo much, bur that his malice was diſcoucred; neither could that former confanguinitie 

extinguiſh the deſcrued hatred conceiued againſt him. Herod conſtrained Salome (who through Herod com- 

mmorous paſſion had thought to haue married her {elte ro Sy/leus the Arabian) to marrie with 363mg

refuſe that marriage, for feare leſt he ſhould proue her verer enemy; for thar Herod had made 

oath , that if Salome condeſcended not ro marry Alexas , ice would neuer make account of 

ter: For which cauſe ſhe followed 1:25 aduice;who was Cefars wite, and counſelled her alſo 

her profit and preferment. | 

Atthe ſamerime Herod ſent his daughter to King Archelans,; who had beene married to Alex- Glaphyra 
wer, preſenting him a dowrie out of his owne treaſury, leſt there (hould any difference ariſe ſometimes 
berweene them,and he himſclfe moſt carefully brought vp his ſonnes children. For Alexander Aexancers 

tadtwo ſonnes by Glaphyrazand Ariſtobulus begat on Bernice, Salomes daughter, three ſonnes and backeto Ar. 

) mo daughters. Theſe ſomerimes would he preſent and commend vnto his friends, and bewai- —_— 
lng the misfortune of his ſons, would beteech God rhar no ſuch ill forrune might befall their -* aa 
children, but rather that they might encreaſe in vertue, and acknowledge their education and Hedio & Rubs 
bringing vp, with all durifull reſpects vnro their parents. He prouided them alſo each of them re TG 
via wife,at ſuch time as they were ready for marriage, naincly, the daughter of Pherora; for getb vp his 
theeldeſt of Alexanders ſonnes; and the daughter of 42tipater for Ariſtobulus eldeſt ſon: and one children. 
of 4riftobulus daughters was married to A ztipaters ſonne; and rhe other he eſpouſed to Herod 
isowne ſonne, whom he had begotten of the daughter of the High Prieſt. For itis lawfull in 
Wrcountrey, and according to our caſtome, to haue diuers wiues at onetime. The King pro- 
aredtheſe marriages through the compaſſion hee had of thoſe Orphelins , thinking by theſe * 
mutual alliances to cauſe Artipater to be their friend. But CAntipater conceiued no lefle harred 
bward the children, then he had done malice towards their father. For the care that Herod had 
efthem, increaſed his hatred , in that he pretended to be the greateſt among the brethren; and aiparer has 
teeſpecially feared leſt when they ſhould grow to mans eſtate,they would reſiſt his power, be- teth his bro- 
aſiſted by King 4rchelaus,as his ſons in law; and Pheroras who was a Tetrarch ſhould do the *<5 *hileren 
lke, for that h had married his ſonne to Alexanders daughter. And ſo much the more was hee 
cited, becauſe all the people had compaſſion of theſe Orphanes, and had concetueda hatred 
gunſt him, who neuer ceaſed to expreſſe his malice againſt his brethren. He therefore deuiſed 
al the meancs that were poſſibleto diſannull rhe decrees which his father had reſolued vpon to Antiparer Ia- 
lsefſect,being very loth thar they ſhould cuer liue to beparrners with him in the kingdome. SQ bourcth bisfa. 
atar laſt Herod condeſcended to Antipaters demand, which was, that he might marry CAriſto- porof ah —_ 
us daughter,and his ſonne he eſpouſed to Pheroras daughter: and thus were the promiſed and agesbeinten- 
vementioned marriages wholly cut off; yeacuen againſt Herods former decree. At thattime ** 
rd had nine wiues,namely CAntipaters mother,the High Prieſts daughter,by whom he had a Herods nine 
Mechat bare his name,and a daughter of his brothers, and a couſin of his owne, by whom he "**:

exemptfrom all tribures,and paiments of cuſtomes. This Babylonian Iew was induced by theſe 
offers of his to come,and rake poſleſſion of the place, where he builded a borough,called Bathy- 
ra. This man oppoſing himfclfe againſt the Trachonires, deteaded them of the countrey, and 
thoſe Tewes that came from Babylon to Ierufalem to offer ſacritice, from all incurſions and roþ- 
beries of the Trachonitcs: and diucrs that obſerucd the religion of the Iewes, reſorted ynto him 
from all places, ſo that this countrey was very well pcopled, by reaſon of rhe enfranchiſemen 
of the Tribute, which continued during Heroas life time. | 
But Philip, who ſucceeded him, exacted afterward ſome ſmall tribute of them, andthathut 
for alittle while. But 4grippathe grear,and his ſon of the ſamename,vexed them very grieuouſly 
with taxations;yet permitted them to cnioy their liberty, whole ſucceſſors the Romans impo- 
ſed many gricuous tributes vpon them, yet continued their freedome, of whom hereafter wee 
will more particularly and largely diſcourſe in due place, and in proceſle of my hiſtory. Now 
this Iew Zamars,to whom Herod had giuen the poſleſſion of his countrey, died, after he hadli- 


ued vertuouſly, and lefta vertuous oft-ſpring behind him, amongſt whom was Tacim renowned | 


for his dexterity on horſebacke, who with his troupe of horſe was of the King of Babylons 
ouard. This Iacim died when he was very old,and left his ſon Phz/ip tro ſucceede him, a manvi 
liant in armes,and addicted to all forts of vertue, as much as any one that hath bin renownedin 
writing : for which cauſe King Agrippa loucd him and put his truſt in him, and committedthe 
* truſt and trayning of his ſouldicrs vato him,who led them alſo foorth if any occaſion of ſeruce

Fi words that Herod had ſpoken apart betwixt his ſon and himſelte, which had been reported vnto 


the women that Pheroras entertained : namely , that hee would giue him one hundreth talents, 
' provided he would vic no conference with Pheroras, Moreoucr , they reckoned vp the hatred 
that Antipater bare vnto his father,the complaintsthat he made vato his mother, ot the too long 
lfeand continuance of his father : for that in regard of himſclte hee was already waxen old; ſo 
thatalchough the Kingdome ſhould fall into his hands preſently, yer could he receiue but very 


litlecontentment thereby. Moreouer he alleadged , that diucrs brothers and brothers children

E Theſewords, which as he knew had reference to that which his ſiſter had often informed him 
of, were not by him held incredible ; fo thar being preſſed with the malice of Aztipater, he ſe- 
queſtred Dorzs his mother from his preſence, ſpoiling her before her departure of all her iewels, 
vhich were valued at many talents : and from that time forward he ſhewed himfelte more fauo- 
ndle towards thoſe women of Pheroras houſhold. But nothing did more whet Hereds diſpleaſure 
wanſt Antipater, thendid a certain Samaritane , who was alſo called Aztipater,who had the or- 
Gring of the atfaires of Artipater the Kings ſon. For he being brought in queſtion and tortured, 
declared amoneſt other things , that Antipater had mixed a mortall poyſon, and deliuered the 
lameto Pheroras his vacle , commanding him to practiſe the Kings death in his abſence, and by 
thatmeanes leaſt ſuſpected. Thar this poy ſon was brought out of Egypt by one called Aptiphe- 

, Antipaters friend. That it was ſent to Pheroras by one called T heedion , Antipaters mothers 
brother. Thar this poyſon was kept by Pheroras wife , & was committed by her husband to her 
ultody, She being examined by the King hereupon, confeſſed no lefſe, and haſtning forth as if 
lheintended to fetch the ſame,ſhe caſt her ſelfe down headlong from thetop of rhe houſe: yer did 
lhenot murther her ſelfe, becauſe ſhe fel vpon her feet. Now after ſhee was recouered out of her 
lwoune, and the King had promiſed all ſecurity both to her ſelf & her family,if ſo be ſhe would

»» ſeemed there nothing to be fained, for that the accuſers neither ſpake in fauour of the King, nej 
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»» ther concealed any thing for feare of perill, but condemned all Aztipaters wicked actions, and 


iudged him worthy of death and puniſhment,not fo much tor his fathers ſecurity as of his og 
demerit. Neither did they onely accuſe him,who were by iuſtice tyed thereunto,bur diuers yg. 
luntary witneſſes alſo brought in their cuidence ; ſo that although hee was a very cunning dif 
ſembler, and colourer of his lies, and moſt impudent in his aflertzons, yet durſt he not once. 
pen his mouth or murter againſt the ſame. 
As ſoonas Nicholas had tiniſhed his diſcourſe and accuſations,Yars commanded Artipaterty 
anſwer to thoſe crimes that were obiccted againſt hum, it he had any thing to alleadge, that he 
was not guilty of thoſe forfaits or hainous crimes that were laid vnto his charge. For of himſelf 
he delired nothing more,and knew wellthat Herod his tather defired no letle,thenthat he ſhould 
iuſtific himſelfe,and maintaine his innocency.But he humbling himſelfe vpon his face,and loy. 
ly bending his body to the ground, b2{oyght God, who was the fcarcher of all hearts, top. 
proue his innocency by ſome cuident figne, how he had neuer atrempred any thing to his & 
thers preiudice. For this is the cuſtome of all wicked men,that as ofcen as they attempt any hai 
nous ac, they engage themſelues in all wickednes,wirhour any reſpect of Gods iuſtice;and when 
as by their mi{deeds,they are fallen into perill,then call they God to their minds, by whoſein- 
uocation and teſtimony they deſire to be deliuered, making a thew thar they commit al thingsto 
his derermination. The like whereof in this time hapned in CAtzpater:who, whereas betore. 
time he diſpoſed all his ations in ſuch ſort,as if there had binno God that had the ouerſivay of 
humane affaires;at ſuch time as iuſtice ouertooke him, and he was disfurnithed of the benefit of 
the law, had his recourſe to Gods power, alleadging that he was reſerued by God to thisend, 
that he might diligently intend his fathers ſafety. Hereupon Yarus, when as by often queſtic- 
nungs he could wreſt nothing from him, but that he only cried vpon God, ſeeing that otheryiſe 
there would be no end of theſe debates, he commanded the poyſon tobe brought forth before 
them all,that he might make experience of what force it 'was : which being preſcntly brought 
vato him, and miniftred to'one that was condemned to die, it preſently killed the man. Which 
done, he aroſe and departedour of the councell,and the next day went to Antioch, whetefor 
the moſt part he was wont to haue his reſidence, for thatit was the chiefe citie of the Aſſyrians, 
Bur Herod preſently commanded his ſonneto be put in bonds, no man knowing what talke had 
beene berweene him and Yarus vpon his departure, bur all mens opinion was char the King did 
nothing in impriſoning him, but by his counſell.When as therefore he had faſt bound him, hee 
ſeat vnto Ceſar,and wrote his letters vnto him,as touching Aztipater, ſending certaine appointed 
meſſengers, who by word of mo.th might certifie him of his curſcd treaſons. | 
Ar the very ſame time there was a lctter intercepted, ſent by Antiphilus to Antipater, whici 
Amtiphilus remained in Egypt:which letter being opened by the King, was written to this cet: 
I haue ſent you Acmes letter, hazzarding therby mineowne life: for you know that I am inda- 
ger of the diſpleaſure ofrwo mighty families, if I ſhould be diſcoucred, As for your ſelfe, be 
thinke you well of your affaires in this reſpe&. Such were the contents of this letter. The King 
made diligent ſearch for others alſo, but he could finde none : for C1 ntiphiius ſeruant, who had 
brought thatwhich was read,denied that he had any other. But while the King was in this doubt 
one of his ſeruants and friends percciucd that the inſide of the meſſengers vnder-coat was newly 
ſewed: for he had two garments the one vpon the other:and coniccuring thar the letters migit 
be hidden in the fould thereof, as indeed they were,he ripped the ſame, and found them. Tit 
tenour thereof was this: Acme to Antipater, Health: I haue written the letters to your farher,a 
cording as you gaue me inſtruQions, and I haue counterfeired the copy of my letter, as ifit had 
been ſent by Salome my miſtris. I aſſure my ſelfe,that when he hath read the ſame,he will puniſh 
Salome as one that hath praiſed treaſon againſt him. But that letter that was ſuppoled to have 
beene written by Salome to Acme, was of Antipaters inuention, and written in Salomes name, X- 
cording to his inuention, and in .Acmes ſtile, The contents were theſe: Acme to King Hereh,

,» Others to attempt ſo hainous a reuenge againſt them: for their inſolency ſeemed in apparanceto 
,» Concerne Archelays ; yet in a ſort their contumacy pertained to Czſars ruine. For thoſe thathad 
,» been ſent by him to appeaſe & redreſſe their ſedition,were againſt all law and right chargedadd 
> {laineby them, withour reſpe& of God, or regard of the ſolemne feaſt : whoſe defence Amtipurr 4 
»» was not aſhamed of, without reſpe& of equity,ſo that he might ſatisfie that hatred which he bare 
,» Vnto Archelaus. That therefore it was their fault , who firſt of all abſtained not from iniury, but

Jewes:yet preuailed he nothing by this his polite. Foras ſooae as Yarns was departed, Sabinys, 
who intended Ceſars affaires, remaining in thar place, grieuoutly burthened the Tewes, truſting 
tothat power that was left him, and ſuppoſing that he was already enabled to withſtand the 
multitude. For he armed diuers ſouldiers, and made vſe of them to opprefle the ewes, and to Alias chap.rs, 
| rrovokethem to ſedition; For he inforced himſelfe to ſurprize their fortreſſes, and forcibly ro Sabinusaua- 
make ſearch after the Kings treaſures, for his priuate lucre and couetouſneſle ſake. When as Es 
thereforethe feaſt of Whirſontide was come (which is one of our feſtiuals) diuers thouſands in Icrufalem, 
fomall parts repaired to Teruſalem,nor only'for religion ſake, bur alfo for deſpite & hatred they hmm hs 
tad conceiued againſt thoſe violences and injuries, which Sabizus had offered them. And nor ; 
ly were thoſe of Iudzea gricuouſly offended (bur diuers alfo reſorted out of Galilee and Idu-

» been afflicted with many calamities and murthers, yet thar there is no example extant amongt _ 
»» their monuments of antiquitie,that may be compared with their preſent calamitic vnder Herad. limbs

red,not onely againſt God,bur alſo againſt men. For in the Temple it ſelfe he hath cauſed three 
houſand of his Ownecountrymen to be laine, And how can he chooſe but be iuſtly hated, who 
teſides his other cruelties,obtecteth againſt vs the crime of rebellion and mutiny £ The effet of 
their requeſt rherefore was this, that they might not any more be gouerned by a King, fidt atiy 
ſuch like gouernment, but that they might beannexed vnto Syria, and ſubmit themſclues vto 
thoſe gouernours that ſhould be ſent thither : Tharin ſodoing it ſhould truly appeare whether 
they WErC ſedirious, and addicted to changes, or whether they would liue in peace at ſuch time 


ccuſing him, might haue cauſed him to be puniſhed during his lifetime , ſhould now addreſle 
their accufarions againſt him after he was dead. Andas touching thoſe things that were obie- 
ded concerning Archelavs ations, it ought to be impured to their inſolence, for that engaging

Hex Caſar had heard theſe things, he diſmiſſed the aſſembly. But ſome few dayes af- 
VV ter, he defirousto make anendof this matter, declared Archelans not King, but Lord 
of halfe that goucrnment that appertained to Heysd,promiſing him to beſtow a royall 

donitievpon him, if ſo be he behaued himſelfe vertuoufly, according as it became him. As 
forthe other moirie, he diuided it berweene two,gtuing a {euerall part thereof to each of Herods 
ſonnes, Philip and Antipes , who debated with his brorher Archelans for the whole kingdome. 
Theſame 4ntipas alſo had the countrey on the other {ide of Iordan, and Galilee, with two hun- 
dah calentsof annuall revenue. As for Phifip,he had Bathanca, Trachonitis,and Auranitis,and 
part of the palace that was called by Zenodorus name, with one hundreth talents. As for Ar- 
thlas, he had Idumza, Iudza and Samaria, which were diſcharged of the fourth part of the 
tbunes by C2ſar , for that they had ioyned themſclues with the reſt of the people during the 
| timeof the ſedition. Beſides thar, Archelaus had thetower of Straton, Sebaſte, Ioppe and Teru- 
lem, For Gaza,Gadara,and Hippon were cities of Greece which Ceſar had diſmembred,;and 
aioyned ro Syria. CArchelans had five hundrerh talents of yeerely rent out of his countrey, 
Thus was the patrimony diuided among Herods fonnes. As for Salome, befides that which her 
brother had giuen herin his Will, which were the Cities of Iamnia, Azot, Phaſaelis, and halfe 
amillion of faluer money , Ceſar granted her a royall houſein Aſcalon; fo as ſhe receiued, in 
tae whole, ſixtic talents of annuall reuenue, and had her houſe allotted her within the domini- 
M of Archelaus. All other of Herods kinred , receiued that which was bequeathed vnto them 
by his teſtament. Two of his daughters that were.vamarried, were endowed by Ceſar with a 
Qurtter of a million of filuer money which hegaue them, befiderheir fathers portion, and they 
| cre married ro Pheroras ſonnes. Moreouer, he gaue Herods ſonnes,all that which he had giuen 

limby the teſtament, amounting to theſumme of one thouſand and five hundreth talents ; con- 

tenting himſelfe onely to receiue ſome few mooueables , not ſo much for their value, asin re- 

ncmbrance of the King, who had giuen them.

Archelaus i accuſcd anew,and afterwards baniſhed, and ſent into Viewna 


came into Iudza; where he depoſed 7oazar the fon of Bozthus from the high Prieſthood, 

accuſing him to haue fauoured the ſeditious, and eſtabliſhed Eleazar his brother in his 
place, After this he reedified the Palace.in Tericho, and ſumpruouſly adorned it, drawing away 
hehalfe of thoſe waters which ſerued the borough of Neara : and conucying them thorow a 
feld which he had planted with Palme trees ; hee builded a borough in that place,which he na- 
med Archelars, and contrary to the lawes of his countrey he married Glaphyra Archelaus daugh- 
er, who had beene his brother Mlexangers wife, by whom allo he had diuers chidren, not- 
vichſtanding , the law of the Iewes forbiddeth a man to marry his brothers wife. Neither did 
Flazar enioy the Prieſthood any long time: but during his lite-time , Jeſ# the ſonne of Sias 
ws ſubſtituted in his place. | 

The tenth yeere of Archelays gouernment , the chictcſt gouernours among the Tewes and 
Gmariranes, vnable any longer to endure his crueltie and tyranny, accuſed him before Ceſar, 
nd eſpecially afrer rhey had vnderſtood that he had tranſgreſſed Ceſars command, who had 
charged him to behaue himſelfe gracioufly towards them. Which when Ceſar vnderſtood, hc 
was ſore diſpleaſed,and cauſed Archelans agent to be called before him,who was then at Rome, 
nd ſent for Archelaus alſo : and eſteeming it too baſe an indigmitie for him to write vato him, 
Goe (faid he) vnto him with all expedition,and bring him vnto me withour delay. He poſting 
forward withall diligence, at length arrived in Iudza, where he found Archelans banquetting 
ith his friends,and hauing certified him of C2ſars pleaſure,he incited him to haſten onward of 
his way. As ſoone as he came toRome, after thar Ceſar had heard certaine of his accuſers and 
hs iuſtifications, he baniſhed him, and confined him inthe Citic of Vienna in France, and con- 
1 kſcated all his goods. 

But before Archelaus was ſent for to Rome, he reported vato his friends this dreame which 
auch ; Him thought thar hee ſav tenne cares full of wheat, and very ripe, which the oxen 
browzed vpon, and as ſoone as he awoke, he conceiued an opinion that his viſton preſaged ſome 
great matter. For which cauſc he ſent for certaine ſooth-ſayers, who made it their profeſſion to 
nterprer dreames. Now whileſt they were debating one with another(for they differed for rhe 
noſt part in their expoſition ) a ccrtaine man called $/70z an Eflean, hauing firſt of all obtained 
kcuritie and licence to ſpeake, ſaid that the viſion pretended, rhar a'greatalterarion ſhould befall 
in 4rchelavs eſtate, to his vttcr diſgrace. For the oxen ſignified afflictions, in reſpe& that thoſe 
 kinde of creatures do ordinarily trauell;and as rouching the change ofeſtate,it was ſignified by 
this,in that the earth being laboured by the rrauell of the oxen,retained notthe fame eſtate : and 
Stouching the ten eares of corne,they ſignified the like number of yeeres. And therefore when

There raigned thefes,ſeditiss 
wching but robberics and murthers of noble perſonages, who entenained one another vnder ag _

They belecue alſo that the ſoules of T<Phariſes 
men areimmorrall;and that vnder the earth they recciue judgement of honour or diſgrace, ac- © 
ording as they haue addicted them{clues to vertue or vice 1n their life times : the one to liue in 
| perpetual priſon; the other to riſe againe very ſhortly. For which cauſe they are in great eſti- 
mation among the people: and all that which apperrtaineth to the ſeruice of God, whether they 
bepraye;s or ſacrifices, all things are done according as they giue direftion. So amplea teſti- 
mony yeeld the Cities of their wiſedome, temperance and honeſt life. But the Sadduces are of 
that opinion, thar the ſoules of men periſh with their bodies. They obſerue no other thing but The Sadduces 
that which is in the law,and hold it a vertueto diſpure withtheir maſters,as touching the decrees opinion. 
oftheir ſet, Their opinion is entertained by very few, yer ſuch, who for the moſt part are men 
of the beſt reckoning;yert entermeddle they not inany caſe with any affaires: and when they ate 
Wuanced to any honours, either with their owne good liking, or with conſtraint; they ate en- 
forced to allow of that which the Phariſes ſhall propoſe, otherwiſe the common people will 
F 9tendure them, The Eſſeans attribute vnto God the goucrnment and diſpoſition of all things, The Efeans 
Tixy ſay chat the ſoules of men are immorrtall,and all the vttermoſt of their indeuour & delight Proflon, 
$to maintaine iuſtice and equity.

facvnto him. After he had begotten on her his ſon Phraaraces, he was ſo much beſorred with 
kerbeauty,thar he rook her to his wife,and held her in high eſtimation. She that mighr perſwade 
lin vato all that wharſocuer ſhe liſted, enforced herſelfe ro the vttermoſt ro make her ſon king

power to contradict Thermuſas will,and only Phrautaces was brought vp inthe affuires of citate; 
mothinking che time too tedious and long,if he ſhould expect the kingdome whillt his father 
were dead , conſpired againſt him by the inſtigation and turtherance of his mother , with 
nhom (as it is thought) he committed inceſt. In effect, being equally atrainted of theſe two hai- 
mus crimes, borh for the murther of his farher, as his inceſt commirred with his mother, he was 
rnerally hated by his ſubicRs, who rebcllcd againſt him before ſuch tune as he was ſerrled in 
iskingdo:me. By this meanes was his fortune ouerthrowne,and hedicd. The noble mcn among 
\the Parthians , perceiuing that ir was impoſſible for them ro maintaine rhear policy without a 
King.and that their King ought lineally to deſcend of the race of the Arlacians (becauſe by cu- 
tome they might nor chooſe any out of another ſtock)and ſuppoſing that their ordinances had 
wmucit already binbroken,and that it would redound to their great diſhonor if the kingdome 
ſould be continued in the hands of ſuch a man, who was deſcended from an Iraltan concubine, 
ley ſent Embaſſadors to require Herod to come and bee their King, who otherwiſe was in ha- 
ted with all che pcople,and acculed of extreme cruclty. Ina word,he was an vnſociable man,and 
aremely cholericke, notwithſtanding he were of the blood of the Arſacides : they therefore 
locked about him, and killed him at a banquet made at a certain facritice(tor rhe cuſtome of the 
Parthians was, that cuery one bare his weapon) or as the common report was, that he was laine 
thch time as he was. a hunting. For this cauſe, they ſent Embaſſadors to Rome,requiring that 
mcofthoſe that were hoſtages there might be their King, and one Yorones was {cnt vato them, 
Wo was preferred aboue all his brethren. For he ſeemed to be capable of that high degree of 
our, as to command two of the greateſt ſoucraigntics that were vnder the ſunne; the one 
( his owne nation; the other of a forraine dominion. Bur the Barbarians, who are by nature 
table and moſt impatient of indignity,ſhortly after repented rhemſclues : tor they diſdained 
bexccute the command of a {laue ; for fo called they a pledge, ſaying, that the Parthians had 
ta King giuen rhem by right of warre , but that which was the moſt outrage that might 
befall them,by iniary offered them in time of peace.

rough her ſtudy and exerciſe in vertue. Beſides this , ſhee was verie rich, and with her riches ,g"" 
eurifill and in her flowring yeetes ; and notwithſtanding a verie mirrour of chaſtitie. Shee Neva? 
was married to a Certaine noble man called Satyrnize, that equald her in all thoſe her excellent 
{:&ions. A certain young man called Decins Mwndns , one of the knights of greateſt account + 
chat time, fell in loue with her. Burt ſhe was of that diſpoſition, thar it was impoſſible for him 
corrupt her by preſents : And the more ſhe refuſed thoſe infinite preſents which he ſenr vato 
ter, the more Was Mundus heart inflamed with ardent affeCtion ; ſo that to enioy her but onely 
menighr, he offered her tio hundred thouſand drachmes, amounting in our Engliſh money to 
ne f1xe thouſand pound); yet for all this he could not ouercome her. For which cauſcbeing 
mable to indure this his vafortunate loue,he thought beſt to pine himſclfe away for want of fu- 
ſenance, thereby to deliuer himſelfe from the tyranny of that paſhon , wherewith he was affli- 
&d: Finally,thar he confidently reſolued,he conſtantly pur inexecution. Now there was a cer- 
ine freewoman that belonged ro Mundus father, whoſe name was 1de,expert in all forts of ſub- 
ties, who being ſore aggrieued to behold the yong mans reſolution, who ſhe ſaw wholly ad- 
litdto a deſperate dearh,ſhe addretled her ſelf varo him,an1 encouraged him with hope, pro- 
nifing him to bring him to Paulinas ſpeech, by themean«s of a certaine bribe which ſhe inten- 
&dto offer. He reioycing very much at her motion , demanded what ſumme ſhould ferue her : 
nho requiring nothing more then fifty thouſand drachmes to obtaine Paulina; he furniſhed her 
eſently. When as by this means ſhe had quickned the young mans fpirir,and receiued all that 
whichſhe demanded, ſhe ſhaped not the ſame courſe which others had keptthat had the ſollici- 
tion of the marter before, ſeeing ſhe ſaw that mony would norrempt her ; but knowing that ſhe 
nz deeply deuoted to the ſeruice of Iſis , ſhe practiſed.this tub:ill and vacxpected policy. She 
refed her ſelfe to certaineprieſts of the temple, and-vpon greathopes , and offer of greater 
reſents, and paying them downe vpon the preſent, rwenty & fie thouſand drachmes, and pro- 
ning them as much more vpon the performance of the bargaine, ſhe diſcloſed vnto them the 
wſonate loue which the young man bare vnto Paulina, exhortitig them to work ſo wiſely that 
temight inioy her. They bewitched with this huge preſent they had , and hoped to recciue, 
momiſed her to work the fear. Whereupon, the eldeſt among them reſorted to Paulina, and ha- 
rg free acceſſe vnto her preſence, he required that hemight haue conference with her in ſe. 
et: which when he had obtained, he told her that he was fent-vnto her by God Axubz,in thar 
tieGod was ſurprized with her loue,and deſired that ſhe would come vnro him. Paulina, tooke 
rat pleaſure in this his diſcourſe , and told her familiars how ſhe had been honoured with the 
aorous ſollicitation of a god, and certified her husband how Arzubzs would banquet and lie 
nith her.

W1mpudence , tore her garments, and hauing told her husband of all this ſubtill circumuenti- |

Thus Cypres Alana 
kwing furniſhed her husband for his tourney into Traly , returned her {elfe and her children in- 
l ludza by land. But Agr/ppa,as ſooneas he arriued at Purcol, wrote vato Tiberias Ceſar,who Brip pr _ 
liedat Capreas, ſignifying vato him that hee c2me ro doc his duty , beſceching him that hee is admireed 
rould grant him free and fauourable acceſſe., Tiberius with all expedition returned him a very ————_ 
lndeanſivere, certifying him that he would be very glad to ſee him ſafely arriucd in Capreas. Eat 
haword, as ſoone as hee was arriued, Caſar exprefled and made it knowne, that his affection 
msanſwerable to his letters , and both embraced him and lodged him.

But when his tricnds at any time queſt 
oned with him, why he vicd theſe accuſtomed delayes ; he anſwered them , that he deferred the 
embaſſadors after that ſort, for feare leſt if he ſhould ſpeedily diſpatch them,rthey ſhould inſtar. 
ly returne with new , whereby it ſhould come topaſle, that hee ſhould be continually troubled 
inentertaining and diſmiſſing them.

A regard of his ſubie&s welfare. For naturally all magiſtracy is ſubic& toauarice : bur in eſpeciall 


his gouernors ftrangers induce thoſe, who exerciſe the ſame to gather, and.ingrofle the more inſtantly , when | 


as the timeof theirauthority is ſhort and of ſmall aſſurance; whereas it they ſhould continuein 
the ſame for a long time, in regard of the gaine they had made, and the much profits they had 
raiſed, they would be afterwards lefie greedy to extort further, Now if he ſhould ſend othersto 
ſuccced them on a ſudden, it were impoſſible for him to content them , notwithſtanding their 
many bribes : whereas in giuing them time to fill their purſes, when they had gotren well, they 
would abate the furious defire of lucre which they afte&ted before. And to this purpoſe he told 
them an example of a poore man that was a Lazar , to whoſe wounds a great number of fliesa{- 
ſembled themſelues,and coucred the ſame : at fight wherof ſome by fortune arriuing there, aud 
hauing compaſſon of his miſery , and ſuppoſing that the cauſe why he repulſed them not , pro- 


ceeded from his diſability , approched neere to help him : but he required them to let him | 


lone. Whereupon they demanding the cauſe.wherfore he that was hurt refuſed to be dilivered 
from ſoirkſome an cuill, he anſwered them , for that they ſhould do him more wrong, it thoſe 
flies were driuen away; for that bcing already full of blood,they prick me not ( ſaid he) neither 
ſuck me ſocarnſtly , burgiue me ſome caſe; whereas if new ſhould alighton my woundwhich 
were hungry,and ſhould ſeize my fleſh in that deſperateeſtate that I am,they would procuremy 
death. For theſe cauſes he ſaid ; rhat ſeeing his ſubicts already conſumed by ſo many exadtions, 
he thought it a good policy in him , anda better prouiſion for them, not to ſend them new go 
uernours continually, who might after the manner of flics ſucke them to the quick, eſpeciallyif 
to their innated couetouſnes hee ſhould annex the feare of their ſudden diſplacing.

Ceſar hauing true vnderſtan- 
ding thereof, cauſed Seranns and his confederats to be executed. Although therefore that before 
thar time he honored CAntorza greatly , yer did hee afterwards honour her farre more, in ſuch 
fort as he truſted her in al things. When as therfore ſhe entreated him to giue Extychus audience: 
Tiberius anſwered, It, faid he, Extychus hath falſely obiected any thing againſt Agrippa,it ſuſficerh 
that he endure that puniſhment which I haue enioyned him. Burt 1f 1n the rorture hee main- 
rinechat which he hath ſpoken to be true it is to be feared leſt Agrippa intending to punith his agrippa vr- 
fzeman , do rather heap the puniſhment vpon his ownehead. When Aztoria had reported this graces 
anſvere of his to _Lgr7/ppa, hee did the more inſtantly follicite her,requiring her that the matter —_ 
might be broughtto tryall. And for that Agr:ppa ceaſed not to umportuneher, Antonia took the ches of his is 
occaſion, which was this : Tiberias being after dinner time carryed in his litter, and hauing Cains 27 99 
1nd Azrippa before him, ſhe walking foot by foot by the licter , beſought him to call Eurychus 
to his tryall : whereunto he replyed : The gods(faid he)know,thatthat which I do,I do it not of 
mineown wil,but for the neceſſity I am preſſed with vpon your requeſt : 8& hauing ſpoken thus, 
( hecommanded Maron Seianus ſuccetlour to bring Eutychus before him : which was performed 
with al expedition? Whereupon Tiberivs asked him what he had toſay ag1inft him, who had en- 
fanchiſed him? My ſoueraigne(ſaid he)Cazus that is here preſent, and Agrippa rode one day toge. 
ther in the ſame Coach, and I fate at their feet. After diuers diſcourſes held between them, A 
grip began to ſpeake after this manner vnto Cavs; O,faid he, would God rhe day were come 
wherein the old man departing our of this world , would make you gouernour thereof..For his 
| on Tiberius would be no hindrance vnto you, for him might you make away. Then thould the 
world be happy, and I likewiſc haue my ſhare in the telicity. Tiberius eſteeming this his accuſa- 
tion to be true, and hauing of long time concelued a grudge againſt 4grippa, for that notwith- 
banding he had commanded him to honor Tiberius, who was his nephew,& Druſus ſon; Agrip- 
D pchad giuen ſmall regard to his commandement,and had not honored him, but was wholly ad- 
died vnto Caius, For which cauſe ſaid he ro Macroz,bind me this fellow. He ſcarcely vnderſtan- 
| ding that witich hee ſpake, and'no waies {uſpecting that he ſhould giue that commandement in 
reſpect of Aerippa,deferred the performance vntil. ſuch timeas hee might more exactly vnder- 
ſand his mind. When as therefore Ceſar turned into the Hippodrome, and by chance met with 
dprippain the teeth : This is he({aid he) Aacron,whom I haue commanded to be bound, 8 de- 
manding of him once moreby whom he ſpake: Ir is Agrippa,faid he. Then had Agrippa recourſe 
to ſubmiſſiue and humble prayers, refrething the memory of his ſonne with whom he had been 
broughr vp,8& alledging the education he had vſed rowards his nephew Tiberius - but he preuat- 
led nothing, but was led away bound in thoſe purple ornaments which he then wore. 
E Acthattime it was very hot weather, and bcing in diſtreſle of wine, he was extremely thirſty Thauwaſtus

leaue to viſit him, by whoſe ſeruice and kindneſle his neceſſities might bee relicued, His friend oWy bled 

Silas alſo was admitted to ſpeake with him,and amongſt his free-men Marſyas and Stichns, who hands 

brought him in ſuch meates as hce was delighted withall., and coucrings vnder colour to {ell tary 

them : which by the permiſſion of the ſouldiers,who had no lefle direftion from Macros , they Tiber 

Agrippaliued ſpred by night tor him to take his reſt vpon. Sce here the eſtate wherein Agrippa liuedin priſon aduic

row fon Tiberius , ſurnamed Gemellus. Hee had Caius alſo, his brother Germanicus ſonne , who was inthe main 

ſonnes = flower of his age, and had trauailed very diligently in good difciplines, To him alſo the people hap. 
ym fe: aſcribed very much, in remembrance of the vertues of his deceaſed father; and as touching Out a] 
of Diuſus. himſelfe, he was of a ſiveet conuerſation,and ſo modeſt, that he was familiar and conuerſant with thing 
Caius rne all men. Whereby it came to paſſe, thatnot onely the people , but the Senate alſo held hum n Cain 
gan.

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A forc conceiued a preſage, that he, who the next day ſhould enter firſt to ſalute him, it ſhould be 
he, who 1n the Empire ſhould neceſſarily {ucceed him . And hauing {ctcled this thing in his 
fincaſte, he lent vnto his little fonnes Maſter, charging him to bring hun vato him by breake of 
- dy, ſuppoſing chat God had ordained that rhe Empire ihould be his: but che marter fell out 
aire contrary to his expectation. For being in this thought, hee commanded Exodus, that as 
Hone as he might, and as ſoone as the day ſhould ariſe, hee thould ſuffer him of the two young 
Princes to enter 1N VAtO him,who ſhould arriuec the firſt. Hee walking out,mer with Cars before 
he chamber doore ( for Tiberins was not there, who being ignorant of that which his grandfa- 
ther thought , was buſic abour his breakefaſt ) and faid vnto him, that the Emperour his father 
p -lled for him, and withall ſuffered him to enter. When Tiberizs beheld Caius,he ſuddenly be- 
-1n to conſider vpon the power of God, who depriued him of themeancs to diſpoſt'of the Em- 
pre, according as he had derermincd with himlclte, for thar it lay nor in his power : and hee la- 
menredgreatly, nor ſo much for that he ſaw his deliberation could not be brought to effec, as 
&rthat his ſonne Tiber/us was diſtated of the Romance Empire ; and beſides that, was in danger 
of his life. For he made reckoning thatthey,who were more ſtronger then he, would nor ſuffer 
him ro conucrſc among them, and that allfance could nor aſfurc him his lite : tor ſometimes for 
fare, and otherwhiles for hatred, ſome one would accuſe him, that he went about and bulily 
ſought to ſcize.the Empire;or that hee had complotred ſome [traragem, leſt hee (hould loſe the 
Empire with his lite. Ina word, Tiberins was very much addicted to Altrologicall predictions 
1nd natiuitics ; ſo that the greater part of thoſe things which he executed inall his life-time, was 
ordered thereby. | | | | 
He ſeeing Calb4 one day comming towardshim,ſpake this of him to certaine of his familiars: 
Behold the man thar ſhall be one day honoured with the Romane Empire. And amongſt all the 
Emocrors,he gaue grearelt credit to diuinarion, for thatin certaine things he had found the con- 
i!ures correſpondent to truth. Bur atthar time he was grieuouſly diſquicted, by reaſon of the 
misfortune that had hapned;yca he was in ſuch ſort gricucd,as if his grandchild had bin already 
þ,and he blamed himſelfe for that hehad ſought theſe preſages : for thar he might haue dycd 
without falling into thar diſaſter,in being ignorant of rhar which was to come: whereas now he 
ſhould dic in the knowledge of their mis-haps whom he loucd moſt intirely. Being thus trou- 
q bled ro ſce thar the ſoucraignric of the Empire ſhould contrary to his intention fall into their

c hap. For it is a perilous matter for thoſe, who arc raiſed to high dignirics, to be ſole and with- 
g outallics, Furthermore, the gods doe neuer leauc them vnpuniſhed, who attempt or aRany 
i thing againſt the lawes of conlanguinitic. Theſe were the laſt words which Tiberius ſpake to 
IN Cuw,who promiſcd him to pertorme all that which he required,notwithltanding he meant no- 
th tlingleſſe. For incontinently after he was inſtalled inthc Empire,he cauſed T; tbertns to be made 
ll way, bethinking him of thoſe duinations : as alſo the fame Cazms dyed anon afrer by a con- 
- hiracy that was practiſed againſt him. When that Tberins had declarcd Cains his ſucceſſour in 
e, theEmpire, hc liued not many dayes after, and dyed after hc had goucrned twentic two ycercs, 
3M p fue moneths.and rhree daics.

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written and ſent, yet did not Petrorius receiue the ſame during Cars life-time, for that they that 

arried the ſame, were ſtaycd by croſſe winds ; ſo rhat Petrorins receiued thoſe letters that certi- 

fied him of Cars death, before he receiued the other. For God would not forger Petronius,who 

expoſed himſelfe to great dangers for the loue of the Iewes,and the honour of God. And Caius 

being taken out of the world by Gods wrath being kindled againſt him, by reaſon that he affe-. 

&ddiuinc honours,receiued his reward ; and Petronins obtained fauour both at Rome,and tho- 

rowall the whole gouernment , and eſpecially among the principall Senators, againſt whom 

Cans was accuſtomed to vomit his cholericke diſgraces. Hee dyed a littleafter he had written 

the letter to Perronis, by-which hee threarned and denounced him death. Hereafter will Tde- 

carethe cauſe why he was taken out of this world, and themanner how treaſon was complot- perronius re.

Among theſe Iewes liued CAfineus and Anileus gy 
o_= -= brethren, borne in Nearda; whoſe fatherbeing dead, their mother ſet them and bound themt 
in Neardayte- the weauers trade, for that among thoſe nations it was accounted no indignity to follow thy 
re ee on; Erade: forboth men and women exerciſe themſelues therein, It hapned, that their maſter with 
pon compa- Whom they learnd their occupation, beat them one day, for that they came ſomewhat latevny 
nies flock n- their worke. They taking this chaſtiſement of his as if a great iniurie had beene done vnto them 
to thew. Herooke themſelucs to their weapons, whereof there were great ſtore inthat houſe, and retire 
themſelues into a place where thefloud deuiderh it {elfe into two parts, which naturally abuy. 
ded with excellent paſtures, and ſuch fruits as werereſerued for the vie of winter. To theſe men 
there flocked a number of needy perſons, whom they armed and became their captaines,andng 
man oppoſed himſelfe againſt their inſolent proceedings. Being by this meanes growne abſy, 
lute and impregnable, for that they had builded themſclues a ſtrong fortreſle,they ſent vntothe 
inhabitants, commanding them to pay them tribute for their cattel which they paſtured;ſo tha 
this tributegaue ſufficient to entertaine them, promiſing to thoſe who obeyed them, all friend- 
ſhip, and that they would maintain them againft all thoſe that ſhould injure rhem,of what place 
ſocuer they were : but if they did not that which they commanded them, they threatned them 
that they would kill all their cattell. The inhabitants of the countrey,knowing themſelues ynz- 
bleto crofle them , obeyed them, and ſent them the number of cattell which they required; { 
that greater forces daily coupled themſclues with them, and they grew of that power, thatthey 
. could maketheir excurſions againſt thoſe whom they intended ro hurt. Euery one reſpetted 
them, and they were feared by all men, ſo that their renown came at laſt ro the eares of the king 
of Parthia.

The Gouernor'of Babylon likewiſe intending to cut off this miſchicfe before itgrew to gre 
jm and tr head, aſſembled as many men as he could poſſible, both Parthians and Babylonians, &mar-

ons beſet by Ched forth againſt them ; with an intent ro root them our, before they ſhould haue any inkling 
—_— thereof to prepare themſelues for their defence. Hauing therefore prepared his army, helayin 
Babylon, ambuſh necre vnto a mariſh, and the next day following (which was the Sabbath, in whichthe 
| Iewes forbcarc all kinde of worke, he making his account that the enemy durſt not make head + 
gainſt him, but without fight he ſhould lead them away captiues) hee marched cafily,thinkine 
ro charge them vnaware. Aſinexs, who at that time by chance ſate idly with his fellowes, ha 
uing his Armes faſt by him: Ye men (ſaid he)me thinkesT heare the neighing of horſes,notfuch 
as whenthey are in their heat,but as when they are backt by men. Moreouer,I heare the noiſcof 
their bridles, and I feare leſtthe enemies ſecretly ſtealing vpon vs,ſhould circumuent vs:let ther- 
foreſome one of vs go and diſcouer what the matter is,& certifie vs truly of that which he ſull 
perceiue: I would I were found a lier in that which I haue told you. This ſaid, one of them 
went out toeſpy what the noiſe intended ; who running haſtily backe againe,told himthat he 
had not falſly conieRured as touching the intent ofthe enemy, for that they were at hand, and 
would not ſuffer themſeclues any longer to be out-braucd by them. He alſo declared, thatthere 
wasa mighty number of horſemen, who wereafſembled like a droue of beaſts, ſufficient & able 
viterly to ouercome Aſinews and al his company, foraſmuchas they were not in a readinestode- 
fend themſclues : for that our law forbidderh vs in any fort to trauell on the Sabbath. Ain 
determined with himſelfe not to do that which the Spy had ſaid, but thought that it was better 
for them to behaue themſelues valiantly in thar their neceſſity wherein they were plunged, and 

that if they muſt needs dye,it better becamethem to make breach of their law, then to hearta 
their enemies by their ſubmiſſion. He therefore preſently berooke himſelfeto his weapons, and 
po gs encouraged all thoſe that were abouthim, ro make ir knowne in effe& what their valour ws. 


bchad encou- Whereuponall ofthem at once marched forth againſt the enemy,and ſlaughtred a great many of 


my them,for that they ,deſpiſing 4ſimeus and his followers, marched as if they went to lay hold on 
his encniesro MEnalready vanquiſhed ;, but in the endthey were conſtrained to berake them to flight.

on: but inthe ſixr yeere, when the plague grew rife in Babylon, the Iewes that remained there, y 
were enforced to ſeeke them ſome new habitation; and that remooue of theirs into the City of 
Seleucia was the cauſe likewiſe of their further miſchiefe,as I will make manifeſt. The Greeks, 
who dwell in Seleucia, are ordinarily at debate with the Syrians, and haue alwaies the vpper 
hand;bur after that the Iewescame to inhabit in that place,in a certain (edition that aroſe amo 
them, the Syrians had the vpper hand,by the meanes of the Iewes, who ioyned their forces with 
theirs, who of themſclues were valiant and good ſouldiers. 

The Greckes who had beene repulſed inthis tumult, ſeeing they had but one only means ck 
them to maintainethcir former honour, butto breake thar league of friendſhip which was be. 
rweene the Syrians and the ewes, deuiſed in priuate each one with thoſe Syrians, with whom 
they were acquainted, promiling to liue in peace and amity with them, whereunto they condel: ! 
cended willingly. For the chiefeſt of theſe two nations concluded the peace, which preſently 
after followed, to the end that on both parts they ſhould ioyne in hatred againſt the ewes, $9 
thatall together charging themat vnawares,they ſlew more then fifty thouſand of them:andall 
of them were {laine,except ſome few,who through the mercy of their friends,and warrantizedf 
their neighbors were ſuffered to eſcape. Theſe retired themſelues to Cteſiphon a City of Greece, 
that was not farrefrom Seleucia, where the King ſoiourneth euery yeer,and keepeth the greatef 
part of his moucables;hoping inthar place through the reuerence of the King they might remain 
in more ſafety and ſecurity. All the nation of the Iewes that were in theſequarters ſtoodin 
feare : For the Babylonians and the Seleucians, with all the Afſyrians of that country,accorded 
among themſclues to make a generall war againſt the Iewes; whereby it came to paſſe that they 
aſſembled themſeclues at Nearda and Niſibis,truſting themſelues to the ſtrength of theſe forte: 
ſes, which were inhabited alſo by men who were expert in armes. Sce here what the eſtateof 
thoſe Iewes was, who remained in Babylon.

And as touching Mizcianus,he was induced to ſeeke his reuenge, through the deſire he nes whic| 
had to do iuſtice on him in Zepidus behalte, who had bin one of his eſpeciall friends, and one of Whit 
the rareſt men that were euer found among the Romane citizens (whom Cazzs had put to dexth who wer 
through the feare he had conceiued of him) knowing well that all they,againſt whom Cajus is thatther 
incenſed,could not eſcape with leffe indignity then lofle of life.

About thar time the Circenſian games were ſolemnized, whichis WI 5 vio | 
phony © a kind of paſtime which the Romans very willingly behold, and to this intent they reſorttothe WI 0 £lemer 
Caius cauſeth place of theſe exerciſes, and the common people is wont to demand ſoineghat at their Empe- ndrrauel 
ies at rors hands,which they deſire to obtaine; and they, after they haue examined their requeſts, doe them hau 
who requeſt Neuer refuſe them. Now they required with inſtant and importunate ſupptications, that Caiw WA jxlon or 
_—_— would diſcharge them of their taxations,and moderate the-exceſſiue tribures which they paid: tielewor 
pony but he would giue no eare vnto them,and cauſed thoſe to be apprehended who called vponthe lur, tha 

matter moſt carneſtly; ſending his Guard, ſome of them one way, ſome of them another, toput WW 0nts: ar 


them to the ſword. After he had giuenthis commandement, and they who receiued the charge, 
had fully executed it, a great number of men were flaine. The people ſeeing this, ceaſed toex- 
claime any more, ſerting light by their goods; and ſceing before their eyes, that their refuſal 
WY would bethe cauſe of their death, Thele conſiderations incited Chereas the more to execute his 
many cauſes CAcCrPrize,to the end he might finiſh his furious and lawleſſe life, whoſe pleaſure wasall mensin- 
isinciteda» Jurie and preiudice. And very oftentimes was he determined to ſet vpon him whil't he bar- 
gainſt Caius. Qyetted,yet he deferred to do the ſame,nor for that he failed or fainted in his refolution,butbe- 
cauſe he expected ſome fit opportunity to hit him home, and ſpeed him to the death, Hee lived 

Captaine of Cais Guard a long time, yet rooke he ſmall pleaſure in conuerſing with him, 
But after that Cars had appointed him to gather in his tributes, and that money which was

Whil it thus 2zati;a was led forth to bee tortured , ſhe trod vpon the foot of one of thoſe Caius com- 
who were of the confederacie,giuing him to vnderſtand that he ſhould be of good courage, for roy 
thatthere was no feare that ſhee would bewray any thing in torture , but would endure it with tobetorured 
great conſtancy : notwithſtanding , Cherees tormented her cruelly , which he rather performed who coteſſerh 
by conſtraint then of his owne free will.

"Omg couer all the conſpiracy, conſidering that delay & procraſtination would bee but an occaſion to 


hinder the action, When as therefore he perceiu'd him to gue willing eareto all that which hee 
intended, and that already he was confirmcd with no lefle reſolution then himſelfe was : butin 
that he knew not with whom he might familiarly comunicate the ſame, heſaid nothing ; wher. 


as otherwiſe he was ready,not only to concealethat which he had heard, but alſo declared thx 


which he had in his heart,he was ſo much the more incouraged. For which cauſe, without fur. 
ther delay they went to Iznucianns,who was conformable vnto them in vertue, good affegion 
and great courage ; & who beſides that, was ſuſpected by Cazns by reaſon of Lepidus death, For 
AMinucianus and Lepiaus were very great friends,8 had been aflociates in the ſame dangers.Þyr 
Catas was feared by all thoſe who had any publike office , ſparing none of them in particular; 
in generall, but made them all grone vnder the burthen of his fury. 

Now they knew well one another,that all of them were diſpleaſed to ſee the common-weale 
in that eſtate : but the apprehenſton of the danger ſuffered them not to manifeſt the hatred that 
each one of them bare to Caivs, although their ſecret conceit engendred among them a certain 
amity. For before that time, as often as they metre together, they were accuſtomed to eſteeme | 
AMinucianus for the moſt honourable man of the company; as in truth,among all thecitizens of 
Rome he was the moſt tamous , valiant and beſt eſteemed among them : being therefore afſen. 
bled at that time , he was firſt of all requeſted to ſpeake his opinion. For which cauſe hee acked 
Chereas what the watch-word was hee had receiued that day (for all the city knew very well 
what mockery Cars viually vied in giuing Chereas the watch-word ) Chereas, notwithſtandino 
this diſgrace,failed not toan{wer him,relying onthe wiſedome of Minucianns,6: (aid vnto him; 

Burt giue you mee for the watch-word Liberty ; meane while I giue you thankes for that you 

,, have awakened me more ſpcedily then of my ſelfe I haue accuſtomed to bee. You neednotnow 

any further inforce your ſelf to incice me by your words,fith both you 8 I haue vndertaken the 

* fame reſolution. Before we were aſſembled in this place,our thoughts were vnited. Behold here 
** my {word,that is girt vnto my fide; this ſhall ſufize for vs both. Andif you pleaſe, you ſhall be

Charens, 2 Minucianus,perceiuing with what affetion Chereas ſpake,embraced him with all loue;S& after 
with certain he had praiſed him, he exhorted him to continue his conſtancie : then departed they onefrom 
o—_ _ che other,with praters and wiſhes ; and at that time there hapned a preſage that confirmedthem 
0m am themore. For as Chereas entred into the Senate, ſome one among the people caſt out a word, 
that redoubled his courage. Diſpatch ( faid he) that which thou haſt to do: for God will aſl 
thee. Chereas was ſome-whataftraid,leſt ſome one of his aſſociates had betraied him. But at laſt 
he thought irwas ſome one of thoſe, who, being priuy to his reſolution,'gaue him a watch-word 
ro animate him the more; or that it was God , who, gouerning and obſeruing humane affaires, 
puſhed him forward. After he had imparted this his deliberation to diuers ; fundry Scnatours, 
knights,and men of war, being aduertiſed hereof, were in armes. For there was not any onethat 
ſuppoſed not that Caius death was the greateſt good hap the common-weale could expect. For 
which cauſeall of them enforc'r themſelues, as much as they could,ro afliſt that execution with 
Caliſthus, COUrageous and vertuous reſolution : & as forward were they in affection as in power; 1 words 
Caius fice: as in effect , defiring each of themto be partakers in the diſpatch of a tyrant. For caliſthw allo, 
Claudius thar WHO WaS Cazus free-man,8: raiſed him to great authority, yea,ſuchas he almoſt equald him, ad- 
Caius com- joined himſelf to them for the fearc he apprehended of all men, & for thoſe grear riches which 
nr” He = hehadgathered rogerher, for that he was a man of a corrupt conſcience, 8 eaſily won by bribes 


him. & preſents, doing wrong tq all men, & abuſing the powerhe had, againſt whoſocucr he pitt 
| contrary 
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bis riches was not the leaſt, which was the cauſe that made him ſerue Claudiwe, and ſecretly to 


{that time he ſhould by him be maintained in the ſame eſtate, which he enioyed : and by this 
neanes thought he ro obraine his amity and good liking , by giuing him ro vnderſtand how 
Cizs had commanded him to poiſonhim , and how he had inuented infinit delaies to deferre 
his execution. As for mine own part, I thinke that Cal;thus forged this matter. For if Caius had 
| pretended to kill Claudius, he had not beene difſwaded by Cal:ſthus allegations, who had inconti- 
rently receiued his reward, if he had deferred to execute his Maſters command, with all expe- 
dition ina marter {0 acceptable to him. So it is, that the prouidence of God would nor permit 
Cgusro exccute that rage againſt Claudius;and Caliſthus was thereby thanked for a benefit which 
no waics deſerued.

any further delay. The cuſtome was, that thecaptains of the guard entred the palace with their | 


ſwords by their fides, and in ſuch equipage they asked rhe Emperor the watch-word, Ar that 
time it fortuned that it was Cherezs turne to fer the word,when as a great number of people foe. 
ked tothe palace, to take vp their places to behold the games with great preaſe and noiſe;wherin 
Caius was greatly delighted:for there was no diſtinction of place cither for Senators or Knights 
but each one ſare together confuſedly,men and women,flaucs and freemen. Caius, ariuing ther 
Caiwſacrifi- firſt, had offered ſacrifice in honor of Ceſar AuguFtus, in dignifying whom likewile choſe ſport 


were ſolemnized.It came to paſle that whileſt thoſe beaſts were emborweid, that were appointed 


for ſacrifice, 4/ſþrenas gown,who at that tine was Senator,was beſprinkled with blood: wherex 
Caius b{ganto laugh; yet notwithſtanding , this was a preſage for Aſþrenas, For ite was (line 
that very day that Caizs was. It is reported that Cazrs ar that time,contrary ro his own naturebe. 
haued himſclfe moſt affably towards all men, ſo thatall the afſiſtants were aſtoniſhed to behold 
the courteſy that he vſed. After the ſacrifice was done, he ſatehim down to behold the paſtimes, 
and had-about himthe moſt noble of his friends and familiars. Now was there euery yeereq 
Theater builded, according to this form and faſhion that enſuerh : Ir had two gates, the one to- 
The Theater. wards the open yard;the other opening vpon the porch,by which the actors had their cgreſleand 
regreſſe, without diſturbance of thoſe who ſate to behold rhe paſtime. There was within the ſame 
a certain ſeuerall room; ſeparated from the reſt, where the plaicrs and muſicians kept. When the 
people were ſeared, and Chereas with the captains were neer about Ceſar, who fate on the right 
{ide of the Theater : Batibins one of the Senators,a man very expert in feats of Armes,asked Clu. 
#itus priuily in his care, who fate by him and had in like fort bin Conſul, whether he heard any 
newes 2 who anſwering him, thathehad heard nothing.On this day (ſaid Batib#s5)ſhall the tra- 


gedy be plaid of a tyrants death. Clunitus made him this reply in Howers words : 
Whifſt ; leſt ſome Greeke ſhould liſten to onr tatke. 


Now whileſt ſome one darted certaine apples and rare and precious birds at the people, Caw 
tooke great pleaſure to behold how they ſtroue one with another round about him, buffering 
one another to ſee who ſhould ger the ſame : bur at that preſent there chanced two preſages: for 


the ſport that was repreſented, was of a Iadge, who was apprehended and crucified, and inthe 


dancethey repreſented Cynera, who was ſlaine with Myrrha her daughter : and there was a great 
quantity of blood gathered to counterfait both the murther of the Tudge that was crucified, as 
alſo of Cyrera. It is affirmed likewiſe that the day was the very ſame , whereon Philip the ſon of 
4myntas King of Macedon, had been flaine by Pauſanias one of his familiars, at ſuch timeas ke 
entred the Theater. Whileſt Cars was incertaine with himſelfe whether he ſhould remane vi- 
till the ſports were finiſht, for that it was the laſt day of them,or rather ſhould reſort ro thebath, 
and after he had taken his refecion, returne back againe thither, as he had done beforetime; M- 
zucianus fitring next vnto him, fearing leſt the occaſton ſhould be ouerſlipr, aroſe, for hat hehad 
ſeene Chereas depart out of doores, with an intent to goe and encourage him, But Caius catch 
him by the gown,ſaying, Whither go you my friend? Ar which time for the reuerence ſake that 
he bare vnto Ceſar, he ſate him down againe : bur the feare that he had, grew ſo forcible,thathc 
aroſe againe; ſo that Cazus could not detaine him, ſuppoſing thathe departedthenceto diſpatci 
ſome important bufineſle. Ar that time did Aſprenas counſaile Ceſar to repaire to the bath,telling 


him that after his refetion hee might returne thither againe ; all which he did, being 


defirous 


thatthe reſolution might rakeeffe. They that were with Chereas were already diſpoſed to take 
aduanrage of the time, and wereagrecd cach of them to ſtand preparcdand inareadineſle, ina 
place appointed,to theintenrto ad the tragedy :and the delay was very grieuous vato them,tot 
that it was already three a clock after noone. So that Chereas ſeeing that Caius lingred (0 long, 
intended to goin vnto him and affaile him in his/ſeat : bur he concciued that he could not britg 


that to paſſe without great loſſeand murther of Senators, and Knights that were there pre. 
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| Nowalchough he had this apprehenſion, yet addrefled he him(clfeto the execution therof, ſup- 

* poſing r1ar the loſle that might happen by the death of ſome one, would be well recompenced the world, 
bythe ſecurity and liberty, that would redound vnto all men. When as therefore they were ina eng. ffs: 
-adineſcro cater the Theater, newes was brought them that Cazus was riſen to come forth ; by ©; FOI 
means whereof there aroſe ſomenoiſe. For which cauſe the confederates turned backe into the Whos 
Thezter,and appeaſed the people, telling them that they difpleaſed and annoyed the Emperour : 
ut the effect was, to draw him aſide from all thoſe, who might yeeld himany affiſtance; and ſo 
pſer pon him. Before Caius marched Claudius his vncle, and M. Minucianus his ſiſters husband 
nd Yalerius, Who at that time was Proconſul, who might not any waics be drawne from their 

place, alchough they had the will, by reaſon of the placeanddignity whichthey held. Cazas fol- 

lowed after them, accompanied with Paulus Aruntius. Now when he was entred into the palace, 

teleft the ready way where his officers were, and Cl/audins with his aſſociates held :he turned a- 

ideby an vnfrequented way to the baths, vpon purpoſe ro ſee certaine young boyes, who were 

come out of Afta,and were ſent him out of that country, partly tofing in thoſe ceremonies that 

were inſtitured by him,and partly to dance in armes about the Theater;aud in that place Chere- 

4 came and encountred him,asking him the watch-word: which Cazzs gaue him very reproch- 

fuly according to his cuſtome, For whichcauſe wirhour any turther delay, Chereas aſfayling | 

him both in word and act, drew his {word and gaue him a great wound, which notwithſtanding Calus flaine. 

wsnot mortal:{ome ſay that Chereas purpoſely wounded him atter that ſort, becauſe he would 

rotkill him at once, but to his further torment increaſe the number of his wounds : but I cannor 

teleeve the ſame, for that in ſuch executions a man hath no leaſure to determine how to ſtrike. 

Andif Chereas had ſuch anintention, I account him rhe vericſt foole that might be, for thar he 

rhertooke his pleaſure to content his deſpite, rhen readily ro deliuer both him{elfe 8& others, 

vhoby his delay in being of his confederacy might be drawne into hazard. For if Caius had nor 

bene ſuddenly {laine , hee could not haue wanted meanes of reſcous, and it ſhould ſeeme that 

Chereas had not pretended to doe ſo much miſchicte to Eazzs,as to him{elfe and his fellow con- 

kderates, And being in this incertainty, whether his enterprizeſhould haue fallen out happily 

orno, he had without reaſon both vndone himlſelfe and loſt the occafion : whereas hauing- hap- 

ply hithome, he might without a word {peaking,warrantize himſelfc againſt thoſe, who would 

 ofend him. But let each man thinke whar beſt pleaſerh him. Cazzs feeling the griete of the wound 

(or he was ſtrooken betwixt the ſhoulder and the neck, and his ſword could not pierce further, 

lyrcaſon thatir hit vpon the firſt boneof the breft ) he cryed not in any ſort, neither called for

Thus died Caius, being ſlaughtered with many mortall wounds : now when Chereas and his 
Ompanions had diſpatched him, they perceiued well that it would be impoſhble for them to 
we themſelues, if ſo be they ſhould returne by the way that they came; ſomuch were they ra- 
lhed with that which they had done. For they drew rhemſelues into no ſmall danger,by mur- 

Ing an Emperour, who was cheriſhed and beloued through the folly of the common people, 
103 WF 0 whoſe death themen of warre would nor leaue vapuniſhed. Now in that the waies were 
Wow wherethe murther was done, and they themſelues alſo were hindered by reaſon of the

although the palace was bur one, yet conſiſted it of diuers lodgings which were buildedb c - 
uerall Emperours ; whoſe names, whether they had begun or finiſhed the workes, were i . 
ſed oa the ſame buildings. When as therefore they were eſcaped from the preaſe,they _

Y ang his mighty ſtrength & huge body. They therfore ran abour with their naked ſwords ſearching 
flew Caius. for Ceſars murtherers from houſe to houſe : and meeting with .{ſprenas at firſt, whoſe gomne 


Aſprenas cut (as we haue ſaid) was bebloodicd with the blood of the ſlaughtered ſacrifice, which was a pre:

ſage that boaded him bur little good fortune, they hewed him in pieces. The ſecond was Nyr- 
banus (who for his nobility and anceſtors might deriue his titles from the nobleſt Citizens, a. 
moneſt whom were diuers Generals of Armies) who ſeeing they made no reckoning of his dip- 
niry,and being of himſeltc endowed wirh great force and ſtrength, hee tooke a {word from one 
of them which firſt aſſailed him;with whom he grapled,and madethem know that he intended 
they ſhould buy his blood very dearcly : and indeed ſo had hee'done, but that being inuiro- 
ned by diuers,who aſſailed him at once, he was beaten downe and ſlaughtered with many dead- 
ly wounds. The third was Aztezus , one of the number of the Senators, who with ſome others 
met not with theſe men by chance, as the rwo other had done ; but to ſhew the hatredthathee 
bare vnto Caz#,8 the pleaſure that he rooke to ſee him lie dead,was come out of his houſe, be- 
ing cgged on with enuy to feed his eyes with that fpectacle, For Caius had baniſhed Anteis fa 
ther , whoſe name likewiſe was Arteins , and not content therewith, hee had ſent his ſouldiersto 
kill him. He therefore with great pleaſure beheld the flaughtered carcaſle of this tyrant: but 
hearing the vprore that was raiſed in cuery part of the houſe, he thought good to hide himſelfe; 
yet might he not auoid the narrow ſearch of the Germans , who were fo diſpleafed , thatthey 
flew al thoſe whom they met with, whether they were guilty or guiltlefle of the fat. Thus were 
theſe three made away. 

But after the rumour of Cars death was heard in the Theater, enery one was amazed, and 


people they COU ſcarcely beleeue it. For although diuers of them were very glad, thar he was taken outot 


_ the world, perſiwading themſelues that it would highly profit them ; yer did their feare hinder 


death. 


their beliefe. On the other ſide, there were ſome,who deſiring not that any ſuch miſ-hap ſhould 
befall Ceſar, and conceiuing in their thoughts , that ir was impoſſible to be done, for that there 
was no man ſo hardy,as to cnterprize the ſame ; they ſuppoſed the report to bee vrterly vatrue, 
Of this minde were certaine women and children, flaues and ſouldiers. Theſe, by reaſon they 
receiued wages at his hand , and tyrannized with him, being his miniſters in all choſe outrages 
that he offered ro many good citizens , in partaking the bootie and other aduantages that Cas 


drew vntohim. As for the women and children , they were of that opinion, by reaſon that ſuci 


kindeof people take delight in plaies,, icſts, donations of fleſh , and orher ſuch paſtimes, whici 


Caius in word pretended to do togratific the common people, bur in effect it wasro hauc meats 
ro ſatisfie his rage and cruclry. He was alſo gracious among the ſeruants 8 {laues,for thatby him 
they had the liberty ro accuſe and contemne their Maſters , and were therein countenancedby 
Caius. For when they falſely accuſed their Maſters , they were eaſily belecued : and whenthey 


diſcouered their Maſters treaſures, in recompence of their diſcouery they were not onely made 


free by him , butalſo ſent home with rich and ample rewards. For che reward that was afligned 
them, was the eighth part of thoſe goods that were confiſcated. As for certaine of thenobillty, 


although the matter ſeemed true to ſome of them, for that before-rime they were priuy to that 


which the reſt intended, and notwirhſtanding they deſired that the enterprize ſhould bee effec- 


ted: yet kept they all things cloſe, and gaue no ſigne of ioy, nor made any ſhew that they _

inothe market place all bloody as he was , and after that matiner declaimed before the people. 
Sehere how they that ſpred theſe rumours, preferred their coniectures,which were void of all 
raſon; which diſtracted thoſe vncertainly that heard the ſame,according as they were affetio- 
(ed, This notwithſtanding no man remooued from his place, for teare leſt they ſhould be ſud- 
dnly accuſed, knowing well that they ſhould be cenſured,nor according to their thoughts and 
(#Qions, but according to the diſpoſition of their Iudges and acculers. 


the affiſtants expected nothing but death; and as ſoone as any man entred, they were ſeized with 


{WH wg no heart to depart from thence : and otherwiſe perſwading themſelues, thar if they ſtayed 
- WH therceany fonger, ir would breed them further danger. Finally, when the ſouldiers were entred 
. WH inothe Theater by force, all che whole aſlemblic cried out,and beſoughtthem, proteſting that 
maatſocuer was done,it was beſides their knowledge, whether it were either attempted by con- 


them, and not inflict the penalty of the guilty on thoſe that were innocent for their owne parts, 
Þ they beſoughtthem to ſearch out thoſe, who had comitred rhe act, ifany ſuch thing were com- 
nitted, And thus ſpake they with teares, beating their breſts, and calling the gods to witneſſe, 
aledeing all chat which the preſent danger ſuggeſted them withzand as much as ſuch as pleaded 
forthcir liues could proffer. By theſe perſwaſtons of theirs the fouldiers fury was abarcd;ſo that 
1 WH theybeganto repent themſclues of that which they had executed inthe Theater : for this alſo 
c WJ nsacruelty, as they cheinſelues (norwirhſtanding their barbarous inciuility)ſuppoſed it to be, 
which was, that the heads of Aſþprenus and ocher that were {haine, were carried and ſet vpon an 
Altar. Wherear all the afliſtants were moſt gricuoutly diſcontented,remembring themſelucs of 
the dignity of the men, and hauing compaſſion of that which had betallen them, conlideting al- 
bthat they themſelues were not farre off from dangers, being vacertaine whether they ſhould 
lethemſclucs : whereby it came to paſle, thar{oine of choſe, who had for good cauſe hated 
 Cuus,durſt not freely reioyce at his death, becauſe they were vpan the point to loſe their owne 
lucs, hauing as yer no appearance of any ſafety. 

Atlength Aruntivs,a man who was gracious among the people, and was one ofthe common 
ayers, who had a ſtrong voice, and by crying ſuch goods as were to be fold, had gathered ſo 
Neat ſubſtance, as that he was accounted one of the richeſt men in Rome, and in great eſtimati- 


able manner : and alchough he inwardly hated Caius, yet for rhe fearc hee conceiucd leſt hee 
ſhould loſe his 200ds, and in conſideration of the preſent danger, he diſſembled his ioy,tvegring 
U thoſe garments of mourning, and vſing no leſſe lamenrarton then if hee had bemoaned#he 
th of his dearcſt friend. After this manner came he into the Theater, publiſhing Caius death,

appeared in that which had bcfallen Caizs ; who before any thing was either deuiſed, prafized 
or executed againſt him, was already hatefull to all men, and had inſuch ſort violated all laws; 
that his greateſt friends were refolued to take armes againſt him, who in appearance had depri. 
ued him of life, when both in truth and in effect it was he himſelfe, who was the author of his 
Owne ruine. | 
Hereupon all they aroſe who were in the Theater,and raiſed great noiſe and trouble in ſeek 
Arcionacer- tq ſaye themſclues.

auchority ſhould happento obtain the ſoueraigne gouernment. Furthermore,that it wouldbec: 
uery way preiudiciall vnto them, if they had nota part of the gouernance, and a hand in the ad- 
miniſtration of the common-weale. Whileſt therefore the ſoueraigne authority remained as ye 
vadiſpoſed,they thought meet to ele Claudius, who was Caius vncle,fortheir Emperour; who 
was'a-man of that reputation, that none of thoſe, who had been aſſembled in the Senate, W# 
mote capable then hewas, both in regard of the vertue of his anceſtors, asalſo inreſ] _ ofthc

For * 
nine own part, I cannot remember our ancient liberty, for that I was borne after the ſubuerſion , 
hereof: Bur I infinirly deſire to haue the happy fruition of that which we enioy art this preſent. 
And Irhink them alſo very happy, who are borne and brought vp in vertuous ſtudies. I likewiſe © 
lppoſerhar a ſecond honour next to the immortall Gods is to bee aſcribed tothem, by whoſe ©* 
were at laſt though very late euen in this our age, wee haue obrained the felicity to enioy the ©* 
lms; which happineſſe would God with our inheritances we might bequeath to our poſterity. ** 
Forinregard of our ſelues, this day ſufficeth vs both, as well all thoſe thar are yong as they alſo © 
whoare old.

= binth, hall deale very welland wiſely in my opinion to prouide for the common-weale, foreſeein 
- very diligently all that which concernerh the good andprofit thereof. Ir is free forany mantg 
__ ſpeake his opinion of that which diſpleaſeth him, for thar there is no ſuperiour to countermang 
rain liberty. their ſayings, or that is exempt from reproofe if hee offend againſt the common-weale, or thy 
© may threaten with the authority of an Emperor forthat ſhall beſaid.For what elſe in theſe later 
© times hath increaſed and furthered our ouer-topping tyranny, then their louthfull feare, who 
© durſt in no ſort oppoſe themſclues againſt his luſt? For being entangled by a certain kind of plea- 
© ſure of a quiet life,and accuſtomed to liue after the manner of flaues,and being afraid alſo to dye 
” vertuoufly, and defirous to liue with ſhame, weare fallen into theſe ſcarce ſufferable calamities 
© andinroſuch miſchicfes as haue concerned vs tao neerely.Firſt of all therfore,you ought to ho- 
* nourthoſe, who haue {laine rhe tyrant, by dignifying them with as great honors as may beinz 
"* oined, and eſpecially Chereas. For he only hath bin the man, who by the power ofthe gods.and 
wy rhrough his great wiſedome & valour,hath giuen you your liberty. Neither ought youto forget - 
Chxreas 7 14m,but to heape honors on his head, yea elpeciall fauours, asto the man who firſt of allcon, 
for hisnoble. ſalted, and firſt of all hazarded himſelte againſt a tyrant for your liberty.It is an honeſt and wel. 
attempt.  beſecminz actionin men of frec hearts, to reſtorc and repay condigne kindnes for the benefits 
«c that they haue receiued : ſuch is this man in your bchalfe,not like to Brutus & Caſsius,who mur. 
«cthered Ceſar; for they were the originals of {editions & ciuill wars in this city: and this manh 
© the deathofa tyrant, hath not only at oncedeliuered you of him, bur alſo hath cut off all thoſe 
© miſchiefes that aroſe by him. 

Thus ſpake Sertius,and his aduice was emertained with great applauſe, not onely by the$e- 
nators, but the knights alſo that were there preſent. Whereupon a certaine Senator called Tre- 
bellius Maximus aroſe, and ſtepping to him,pulled off the ring which Sextizs had on his finger, 

' wherein was inchaſed a ſtone with Cazus picture in it, which Sextzxs had forgot to pull off:ſoin- 
tent was he about that which he both ſaid and did : and by rhis meanes the engraued image was 
broken. Now for that it was late, Ch2reas demanded the watch-word at the Conſuls hands,who 
gue him the word Liberty. Thus all of them were aſtoniſhed at this change,and could (carcely 

Chzreas re- belecue that which had hapned. For ſince that time that the popular gouernment had been abo- 
quiretha , liſhed, the Conſuls had neuergiuen the watchword varill that preſent time, For beforethecity 
atthe Con» Was oppreſſed by tyranny, the Conſuls commanded the men of warre. After that Cherees had 
ſuls hands. recejuedthe word, he gaueir to his ſouldicrs, who ſubſcribed to the Senats authority : of theſe 
' there wereabout foure companies, which preferred the lawfull gouernment before a tyranny, 

who alſo retired themſclues to their chiefraines. As for their parts, the people returnedtotheir 

ſeuerall houſes, full of toy, hope, and courage, for that they had regained the gouernment ofthe 

ſtate, which belonged vato them, and not to any particular gouernour. In a word, Chereas ws 

their only hope : He foreſecing that there would ſome miſchiefe follow,if Caizs wite & daugh- 

terſhould remaine aliue;and that if all his friendsand family ſhould not be vtrerly extinguiſhed, 

all thoſe who ſhould bee ſpared, would ſerueto no other end, but to the ruine of the common- 

weale and the lawes: and on theother fide, deſiring to ſee a finall end of that which hehadbe- 
gun, and to farisfie that hatred he had conceiued againſt Cazzs, he ſent 1#lius Lupus one ofthe 
captains ofthe guard, to kill both his wite and daughter,which he did. And the cauſe why hee 

gaue this charge chiefly to Lupus, was, for that Lupus was Clements kinſman,who wasa confede- 
Chereas ſen. TAC in the execution of Caius ; to the end that partaking after this manner the death of the ty- 
deth Iulius rant, he mightbe knowane to haue dealt as forwardly for the common-weale, as if from the be- 
Lupus co kill ojnning he had bin a counſeller & agent in the conſpiracy. Notwithſtanding, there were ſomeof 
Caius wite L aki frh *- Larir ſhould heb . x ©? -1 that ſort 
daughter. iS compatiions of that opinion, that it ſhould be bur cruelty ro deale with a womaninthatlort, 
for that Cazus had offended through thecorruption of his owne nature, and nor by the counſel! 

of his wife ; and that all thoſe cuils which he commirted in the common-weale, by defolating 

the flower thereof ,was his owne offence, not hers. 

There wereothers that accuſed her to be the cauſe of all that which Cains had committedal- 

f ledging thatſhe had giuen him an amorous drinke, by which he was tied and entangled in ſuch 
ſort varo her, and ſo led & tranſported by her loue, that ſhe gouerned all that which concerned 

the eſtate of Rome,andthe world ſubie to Rome but her defenders preuailed nothing. Fork 
nally ir was reſolued , that ſhe ſhould loſe her life. 7 |

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0 To finiſh this tragedy, Lupus was diſpatcht, who loſt no time in theaccompliſhment of their SA 
car who had ſent him, tor teare he had to be blamed, and accounted but coldly aff-ionate = 2: of 
towards the good of the common-weale, As ſoon as therfore hecame into the palace,he found 403: after 
Ceſonia, C1 widow, lying faſt by the body of her ([ughtered husband, deſtitute of all that + pf os 
which the law gracifieth thoſe that are dead with, altogether bloody & greatly :Micted, hauing WY 
terdaughrer faſt couched by her. Being in this eſtare,ſhe was heard to vtrer no orher wotds,bur Fo gpAoe 

thar ſhe blamed Cazs,for that he had nor giuen credit to that counſell which ſhe had giuen him for thar hee * 

often : which words of hers, were by ccrraine of them interpreted two waies. For ſome of keorgds. 
| them thought char ſhe meant, thar ſhe had counſelled her husband to giue ouer his cruelty, and her counſels, 

} nurthers which he exerciſed again(t his citizens;& that in his gouernment he ſhould vſe a tem- 

pered meaſure with vertue, for feare leſt his ſubics miſliking of his manners, ſhould ſeeke his 
| &ſtruction. Others tooke it as if ſhe had encouraged Cains to {er vpon the confpirarots and kill 

them, without any delay ; yea, before they had commitred any offence, and by that means pro- 

wide for his ſecurity. They therefore ſaid, that Ceſonia blamed Cats for thar hee had behaued 


inſelfe too carelefly, in that wherein ſhe had counſelled him. Such were the words Ceſonia 


© WH fake, and ſuch was the expoſition, as diuers men interpreted the ſame. 

, She ſeeing Lupas comming,ſhewed him Cavs body,and beſought him with tearcs and com- 
. plaints tO COME NO Neerer, But perceluing thar he continued in his reſolution,& made noaccounit 
$ ofher words, but did that for which he came;after that ſhe knew the caule of his arriuall, the of- 
- WC fed her naked throat vnto him, with a great courage, vſing ſuch ſupplicacions as they ordinarily 


dowho deſpaire of their liues. For ſhe willed him to defer no longer,to finith that cragedy which 
his companions had begun, & dicd in this ſort couragcoutly by rhe hand of Lup:and after her 
was her daughter ſlain, which was very yong. This did Laps certifie Chereas of with all expedi- 
tion, This vas Ca#zs end,atter he had lived foure yeers, wanting foure months. Before ſuch time cus a vic 
35 he obrained the Empire, he was an intemperate 8& wicked man, and addicted ro his pleaſure, kedwan, 
1fuourcr of rale-bearers, exceeding fearefull,and for thar caule, when he got the vpper hand of 
ay man, he was ready to kill him. Heeſteemed this the only fruir of his power, when heabuſed 
the ſameagainſt innocents ; and garhered orheaped vp great ſpoiles and booties by wicked and 
miuſt murthers, rapines and oppreſſions ; lifting himſelfe aboue all humane authority, and af- 
) ting to be eſteemed as a God, ſuffering himſelfe to be tranſported by the peoples praiſes. 
furthermore, all chat which the law condemned and puniſhed, as a thing moſt deteſtable, that 
madehe vie of to puniſh vertue with. He ncuer remembred any friendſhip that had beene done 
him, how grear ſocuct it either was or had bin, at ſuch time as he was in his choler, and was apr 
inflict puniſhments in his rage on iuſt & vpright men. All thar which was an{werable to ver- 
te, was odjous in his eyes : Inall chings that hit liſted he had fo violent appetites, that it was 
impoſſible to contradict him ; ſo thar he was not aſhamed to vſcthe vnlawtull company of his 
ownefiſter: whereby it came to paſſe, that the Citizens of Rome began ro-hare him extremely, 
forthatthe like matter had not beene ſeene nor heard of: of a long time men could not belceue 
the fame, yet notwithſtanding they ſufficiently expreſſedthe hatred rhey bare againſt che fact he 
| had committed. Ir cannor be ſaid of him,thar he builded any work beſceming his royall magni- 
teence worthy the mentioning, or proficable cirher to the preſcnt or future world, except ſome 
ports that he made neere to Rhegium and Sicilia,for harbour of ſuch thips as came & went into Caius builded 
Eypt for corne, which doubtleſſe is a goodly and mighty work,and very profitable for ſuch as Man. 
muell by ſea. True it ts; that it was not brought to perfection, bur only halte finiſhed, becauſe the 
wrkemen trauelled leaſurely. But the chicfe cauſe thereof was, that he (peat his ſtudy in vnpro- 
tablemarters, and loued rather to conſume his ſubſtance to feed his owne priuate luſts wherein 
tetooke great delight, then to erect and build any goodly orfamous worke, which might haue 
rdounded to the profit of the common-weale. Otherwiſe he was a man well ſpoken, and very 
apert in the Greek & vulgar Roman tongues, apprehending preſently, that which others ſaid: ©; an ex. 
Fadalthoughthey had ſpent long rime in diſcouering their minds ; yet anfwered he them vpon ccllen Ora: 
the inſtant, and in affaires of conſequence hee had ſuch a mouing per{wafion and power, as no 
Mancould exceed him,both in regard of his quick ſpirit &cafic apprehenſ10n, as of the exerciſe 
ad pane he had taken. | For being Therins brothers ſonne, whole ſucceflour alſo hewas, he 
Wenforced to beſtudious, ſecing thar Tiberius, who was of the ſame yeeres, was in like man- 
Wrexcellently learned. Cans therforcinforced himſelfe to imitate the Emperor Tiberins whoſe 
ere kinſman he was, and ſurpaſſed all rhoſe that were in Romeart that time ; yer notwithſtan- 
Ws, all theſe great aduantages, which his goodinſtruRion had bred in him, could nor _— 
tne 
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Ry the misfortune that befel him, by the abuſe of his authority. So rare athng it 1s to ſee them,who c 


thewordd, hauc liberty to do what they liſt wirhout puniſhment, to gouerne themſclues with modeſty, I, 
40os. after the beginning he tooke delight 1n the friendſhip of very honeſt men, to get credit & reputation 
on _— Fe thinking to outſtrip the moſt excellent : bur after he was giuenouer to licentiouſnes, the affeci. 
AL onthat he bare them was changed ; and in ſteadrhereof, he grew in hatred of them from day tg 
day : whereby they-were inforced to conſpire againſt him, and ſecke his ruine, 

Hedio & Ruft- Now, as I haue heretofore declared,Claudius vnderſtanding of that which had befallen Cay; 
finus,cha. 3- hjs Nephew,and ſceing all his houſe wholly troubled,for this occaſton was in ſuch diſtruſt, thar 
he knew not what to do to ſauc himſelfe:but wenr and hid himſfelfe in a certain corner, where he 

was ſurprized, hauing no other cauſe to apprehend his danger,cxcept his nobility.For during the 
time that he liued a priuate man, he behaued himſlelfe modeſtly, kindly, and fauourably vntoal 

men, being well ſcene in the Sciences, and principally in the Grecke tongue, ſhunning as muchx 

in him lay, allrumult &trainthatmight breed trouble. When as therfore the people ar that time 

were wholly amazed atthe trouble, and the palace was replenithed with ſouldier-like fury and 

feare,8 nothing raigned more in generall then confuſton'& diſorder ; the fouldiers of the guar, 

who werethe moſt experienced & hardy amongſt the men of warre, conſulted amongſt them- 

ſelues whar courſe they were to take. Neither werethey much difcontented with Caius death, 

in thatthey ſuppoſed that vpon uſt occation, he was done to death : far which caule they rather 
bethought themſclues on that which concerned their eſtates, and how they might aſſure them- 
{clues in thoſe dangers, ſeeing the Germans were wholly bent againſt thoſe, who had flaughtred 
Cains; rather incited thereunto of their owne cruell natures, then of any good affection they had 
towards the welfare of the common-weale. All which things troubled Claudins, andput him in 
feare of his life, the rather for that he ſaw' Aſprenzs head , and the reſt of the nobility that were 
maſſacred,carried about to be ſcen:for this cauſe he kept himlelfe ina certaine place,which was, 
onely acceſſible by certaine ſteps or ſtaires, and hid himſelfe therein, becauſe it was obſcure, In | 
that place one of the ſouldiers of the palace, called Gratus,being vnable to difcerne who he was, 

in regard of the obſcurity of the place,and, ſuppoſing him to be ſome one thar defiredto be con- 
cealed, he drew neere vnto him, to the intent he might the better know him : And when as Clas- 

dias beſoughr him that he would depart and leaue him, he paſſed rhe more onwards, and lain 
hold ofhim and drawing him into the light, knew:him; crying out to thoſe that followed him; 
This is Germazicus, let vs take hold of him,and create him Emperour,Claudzus perceluing that he 
was ready to be attached, & tearing leſt they ſhould put him to death in the like maner as they 
had done Caius,beſought them that they would pardon him, proteſting vnto them his innocen- 
cie, and how he had inno ſort becn either acceſſary or agent in that which had bin done. Wher. 
upon Gratys beginning to ſmile, tooke him/by the hand, ſaying,that he had no cauſe inthat ſon 
ro ſuſpect his life : For (faid he) it behoueth hee to pull vp thy ſpirits, and ro bethink thee how 
ro gouerne an Empire, of which the gods (who haue the care of the whole world) haue deſpoi- 
led Cazus, to reward thy vertue with. Ariſe therefore and take poſſeſſion of the throne of thine 
anceſtors. This ſaid, he lifted him on his ſhoulders, for that Claudius could not walke on foot, 

through the feare and ioy that he hadconceiued of that which had beene told him. 

Vpon theſe ſpecches diuers of the ſouldiers of the guard aflembled about Gratus: and percei 
uing that it was Claudius, whom they ſuppoſed to be dragged to his death, they had compaſſion 
of himas onan innocent, for that they knew him to be a man ofmilde nature, who all thetime 
of hislife intermeddled withnothing, and who in like ſort had bin often in great danger during 
Caiuslite. There were others of them that ſaid,that the iudgement of his marter pertainedto the 

Claudius 2  Confuls : whereupon, although agreat number of ſouldiers flocked about him, and the ſimple 
rawnevnto PEOple that were vnarmed, fled from them ; yet could not: Claudius goe onward in his way; 10 
the Empire: weakeand fecble felt he himſelfe inhis whole body. It fortuned likewiſe, that they who carried 
his litter,perceiuing his flight,fled away for feare,and left him; ſo little hope had they that their 

Maſter ſhould eſcape with his life, vhom they ſaw to be thus drawn by the ſoldiers. Now when 

Gratus 8 his aſlociats were arriued in [3 court of the palace, which (as it is reported)is the place 

Thecauſethat which was firſt of all inhabited in Rome, they began ro thinke vpon that which was to be done: 
_— the thitheralſo there flocked agreat number of other ſoldiers vato them,who tooke pleaſure tobe: 
Claudius hold Claudins,enforcing themſelucs ro place him inthe Imperiall dignity, in regardofthar good 
Emperor: affection which they bare to Germanicus his brother, whoſe memory was much honored among 
| all thoſe, who hadatany time conuerſed with him. Morcouer,they ripped vp how many auaticr 


ous acts the Senate had comitred,6&: how greaterrors the chiefeſt Senators had defaulted _ 
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\ fore the publike gouernment was changed. Morcouer, they conſidered vpon the danger & dith- fp 
ulty of cheir actions then in hand,for that the gouernment being adminiſtred by one only man, the world, 
would bee dangerous forthem, if he ſhould obtaine the ſame by any other meanes ; whereas if iy after 
Cl-dins ſhould enioy the ſame by their permiſſion & good will, he would haue them in remem- =—_ ds 
ance who had Fauoured him,and would recompence them according to their merits. This was WI 
teeffect of their difcourle, which they held among themſelues, or when they met with one a- | 
cher, Finally, all of them at lengrh concluded vpon this aduice,and enujroned Clandins, and Claudius car; 
jfing him vp vpon their ſhoulders , they carried him into the army, to the intent that rio man wat 
night hinder them to finiſh that which they intended. There fell a debate alſo betwixt the Sena- the army. _ 
tors and citizens: For the Senate deſirous to recouer their former dignity,8& enforcing themſelues Difference 
oauoid the ſeruitude that had befallenthem by the our-rage of Tyrants, intended the mainte- DS, 
wnce of their offered good fortune, Contrariwiſe,the people enuied themrhat dignity.

ting their purpoſe at that time. When as therefore Philzp had ſotourned there for the ſpace of 
foure daies, on the fift he fled away , diſguizing himſelfe ina falſe haire, for feare hee ſhouldbee 
diſcouered : And as ſoone as he was arriued in one of thoſe villages which was ofhis own, 
poſſeſſion, ſituate neere vnto themount Gamala, he ſent for certaine of his ſubieQs to makethei 
repaire vato him. But God wouldnor permir it; but for Philips greater good, hecroſſedth, 
ſcope of his intent, which otherwiſe had bin the ruine of many : for being ſurprized by a ſudden 
feuer, hee committed certaine letters of his writtento CAgr2ppaand Bernice who were yer bot

| —_— by the King and Queene, to adminiſter the affaires of their Kingdome, for that they weregone 
the terrers. tO Beryth to meet with 7Zeſsius. As ſoone therefore as he had recetued Philips letters,and vnder- 
Varus tyran- ſtood that he was eſcapt, he tooke it very hardly, for thar he thought it would bee aid that the 
__ King and Queene had no vie of him fince Philip was arrived. He therefore brought him that 
couurrey. had the carriage of theſe letters, into the peoples preſence,obiecting againſt him that he had for 
owe ged that writing, alledging that he falſely lyed in that he reported thar Philip was in teruſilem, 
his powerand Making warre with the [ewes againſt the Romans : and for that cauſe he commanded him tohe 
tyranny. executed. Philip being ignorant ofthe cauſe why his free-man did not returne, ſent another wit 
letrers,to the intent he might diſcouer what was become of his firſt meſſenger, for whatcauſe 
he ſtaied ſo long. Burt Yarus accuſing his ſecond meſſenger alſo very falſely, commanded him 
to beexecuted, as he had done the firſt. For the Syrians that inhabit Czfarea, had majle him 
proud, infomuch that he aſpired to high and great matters, by telling him that Agyippa ſhould 
be put todeath by the Romans, in regard of thoſe faults which the Iewes had commited; and 
that Yarws, who was royally deſcended, ſhould poſſefle his gouernment, For without queſtior 
Varus was held to be of the blood-royall, for that he deriued his pedigree from the Tetrarch 5, 
hemusthat gouerned the countrey tharabutted on Libanus. For theſe cauſes, Yarus grew proud 
and retained Philjps letters by him, hoping by theſe means thar the King ſhould haue no know 
ledgethereof; and he ſet watch in euery paſſage, for feare leſt any man ſhould flie andcertifi 
the King, of that which had hapned; and to giue the Syrians the better content, who dweltin 
Czfarea , hee put divers of thoſe Iewes that dwelt among them to death, Hee intended alſo te 
' vndertakea warre againſt the Iewes of Bathanza, who were called Babylonian Iewes, byco 
federating himſelfe with the Trachonites of Bathanza. For which cauſe, ſending for twelueot 
thoſe Iewes who were of moſt eſtimationamong the inhabirants of Czſarea, he enioynedthen 
to repaire to Ecbatane, to fignifie vnto thoſe of their nation thar dwelt there, that Yarus vader 
ſtanding that they pretended ro take armes againſt their King, and ſcarcely belecuing it, had 
ſentthem vato them,toperſwade them to lay by their armes. And that this ſhould beacertane 
fiene, by which they might perfectly expreſſe that hee had no reaſon to giue credit to their re 
ports who had inforced and obiected ſo much againſt them. Furthermore, he commandedthem 
that _ of the chiefeſt of them ſhould be choſen our, to anſwer to thoſe accuſarions where 
with they ſhould becharged. Theſe tweluearriuing in Ecbatane, and entertained. by thoſe of 
their nation, found that they neither imagined nor intended afiy commotion: for whichcaule

— io when 7ehp percciued , hee beganne to enuy mee, and beſoughr mee by his letters , chat I would This r 
lohn defireth giue him licence for his health ſake,to bathe himſclfe in the hot baths of Tiberias : I ſuſpeding thetowvr 
charhe might ng treaſon, willingly granted him that which he demanded. Moreouer , I wrote vnto thoſe, toll aproic! 
bauhe himſelf ; -—_ : = . : »Þ 
in the bore Whom I had committed the truſt & adminiſtration of the citie, to prepare him a lodging, «08 hicinm 
baths of Ti- furniſh all his companions with victuals, and to prouide him alſo ofall things neceſſary for uy that kep 
_ dict and entertainment. Inthe meane ſpace, I my ſelfepaſt my time in a certaine village of GM tisarmi; 
lilee called Cana. But after that 70h came to Tiberias,hee wrought the townſmen in ſuch ſort, WM He, allur 
lokns reaſon. 1 4/2t forgetting both their faith and durie, they reuolted vnto him;and many of them lentawil-W calc he 
ling eare vnto his entreaties , eſpecially ſuch as reioycing in innouations were too , prone tO newhic 
change , and greedy of diſſenſton: bur in eſpeciall 7aſtus and his father Piſus , willingly enter itoup 
tained this occaſion to reuolt from my obedience, and to ſubmit themſelues to 1oh»;yet was thus when he 
conſpiracy of theirs preuented by my ſpeedy acceſle. For a certaine meſſenger came vnto mee ne. Wh 
from $i1zs, whom I had in former time preferyed to the gouernment of Tiberias, who cerrificd feet: 
me of the cirizens intent, and exhorted me in all haſte to make my repair thither, for that orher-W ting, 
wiſe the citie would ſhortly fall into another mans hands. As ſoone therefore as I had peruleaM Afeer 
The people of Silas letters , I trauclled all night long with two hundreth choſen men ; and ſending a mellenj lepers 
Tiverias care ger before me, who might ſignific my approach to the citizens, I loſt neither time nor va/IYl adexch 
loſeph. Andinthe morning when I drew ncere vnto the citic, the whole people came our to meet cal Who fi 
and among the reſt oh» ; whoafter he had beheld me, and ſalured me with a ſuſpicious counte-ly ne pref 
nance, fearing leſt his treaſon being diſcouered, he ſhould grow in danger of his life, ſpeedil I toned 1 
| retired himſelf into his lodging. And whenas I drew neerethe citic within a furlong,difmillng lM perceiui 
bg , Ul my guard but one, and retaining onely ten armed ſouldiers with mee, I beganneto expoltulW wart 
the Tiberians, IatE with the Tiberians from a certaine high place , from whence I might bee heard, and = Whoſe x

\ faled them tharthey ſhould not reuolt, leſt in fo doing they might ſhortly repent them of their 
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murability and breach of faith : forthar no man hereafter would giue them credit, being alrea- 
dy aithcr ſuſpected or guilty of this their perfidioul! nefſe, 

Scarcely had 1 ſpoken this,bur thar I heard one of my atrendants,who perſwaded mee to de: 
ſend, telling me that this was no time now to reconcile the Tiberians , or to perſwadethem, 
but cacher to ſceke for mine own ſecurity, and how I might eſcape mine enemies. For after that 
nz had learned that I was deſtiture of followers, he ſent a thouſand of his choſen ſouldiers: _— 
commanding them to kill me ; who were at hand, and ready ro commit the murther, had I not mincher 10+ 
ſpeedily leapt down with my ſeruant [acob, and being relicued by Herod che Tiber1an, had been pb. 
brought to the lake 3 W here finding a barke by chance , and putting forth to ſea, I eſcaped con- 
nary co mine enemies expectation, and came to Tarichcas, 

As ſoone as the inhabirants of that citie vnderſtood how perhidioutly and traitrouſly the Ti- 
terians had dealr with me,they were ſore difpleaſed,and beraking themſelues rotheir weapons, 
perfivaced me to lead them forth againſt them, telling mee that rhey would reuenge the injury 
that was offered vnto their Gouernor,and they blazcd this treaſon of theirs thorow all Galilee. he Cattle 
For which cauſe a number of armed Galileans came to me, requeſting me that I would inuade end = 
Tiberias,and entering it,that I would ſpoile the ſamezand in the rutnes chereof,that I would ſell they may in- 
teinhabitirs with their whole families. vnder the ſpcare. The like did my friends, who eſcaped **&Tivcrias. 
with meour of the citie, perſwade mee. But I in no ſort would admit their ſuire,ſuppoſing it to 


( heamatter vaworthy my diſcrerion,to reuiue acauſe of ciuill warre, imagining with my ſelfe, 


that ſuch a contention ought to proceed no furtherthen words : yea, I proteſted vato them, that 
ſich renenge would be preiudicial to rheſelues alſo, if the Romas ſtanding ar gazc,they ſhould 
pendthem{clues in ciuill diſcords.By this meanes at length the Galileans wrath was appeaſed. 

But when 70-2 perceiued thar he failed of his purpoſe, he began to feare: for which cauſe ta- thn excuſerts 
ling with him thoſe armed men which he kept about him,and forſaking Tiberias, he repaired tg bimſclt ro 
Githala, and from thence he wrote his letters vnto me,excuſing the faR,as if hee had beene no 19PÞ: 
nzcs guilty thercof, & beſought me that I would in no ſort ſuſpect him,8& cohirmed his words 
mithexccrable oathes , whereby hee might win the more creditto his writing. Bur the Galile. 
n,vho were gathered ingreat multitudes from all parts of the region, knowing that hee was a 


) vicked and perfidious man, beſought mee that TI would lead them forth againſt him, promiſing 


meto oucrthrovw both him , Giſchala , and all his country- Thereforc , after I had giucen them 
tanks for their loue towards me, I promiſed them rhar mine offices of loue ſhould be anſwera- 
bleto their kindnefſe, Yer beſought I them to reſtraine themſclues, and to grant me pardon, for 
tlatT thought it better to appeaſe, then procure rroubles, 
This requeſt of mine the Galileans granted : Whereupon we preſently came to Sephorts. But 
tietownſmen, who were reſolued to continue fairhfull rowards the Roman people, fearing my 
pproxch , endcuoured themſelues to diſtract me with ſome other affaires, whereby they might 
ue in more ſecuriry. Whereupon, ſending their meſſenger to Teſus,the Captaine of the theeues, Ieſus capraing 
tlat kept vpon the confines of Ptolemais , they promiſed him a great ſumme of money, if with © rhecues, 


 bsarmic of eighrhundrerch men, who lived vnder his command, he would wage warre with vs. 


t,allured by their promiſes, bethought himſelfe to afſaile vs ſuddenly 8 vnwares: for which 


cauſe he beſought me by ameſſenger,that I would grant him leaue and liberty to come & ſalute 
tewhich when he had obtained, for that I was wholly ignorant of his treaſon, raking with him 
troup of his rheeues, he haſted ſpecdily rowards me: yer failed heof his purpoſed treaſon; for 
Wen he was not far off from me, a certaine fugiriue of his troupe diſcouered his intent towards 
mc. Which when I heard, I went out into the marker place, faining that I knew nothing of his 


ket fraud, arrended with a mulcitude of armed Galileans , and among theſe with certain Tibe- 
Hans, 


Afterwards, ſending abroad certaine ſpies, who ſhould {coure the high-waies, I comanded the tcfus ſeckes 


pitepers of the e1es, that they ſhould only ſuffer 7eſ#s ro enter with the formoſt of his copany, betray lo- 


adexclude the reſt : and if they ſhould attempt to break in by force,they ſhould beat them off. op 


no fulfilling that which was commanded them, zeſ#s entred with a few : and being willed by 
Ic preſently to lay downe his weapons, except he deſired to be {laine ; he, fecing himſelfe inut- 
ned with armed ſouldicrs, obcyed. Whercupon they that tolldwed him, and were excluded, 
Miceiving that their Captain was apprehended, ſuddenly betook them to flight; & leading Ieſws | 
Qurtl rold him I was not ignorant of thoſe treaſons, which he intended againſt me, neither b ors P A 
Woe proyocatis hc atrempted the ſame. Yet told I him that I would pardon him,if - beby zh += 
changing 
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Joſephs boun- chan 
tie towards 


Ieſus. whichT requeſted, I diſmiſſed the man , and gaue him leaue to depart with his weapons; 


yet 


threatned Ito puniſh the Sephorites , except hereafter they defiſted from their treaſons. Abour | 


the ſame time there came two noblemen vnto me,who were ſubiect to the king of Trachonir 
bringing with them both horſemen, armour , and money : whom when the Iewes wouldhave 
Tofephs care Conſtrained to be circumciſed,if ſo be they would remaine amongſt them, I would not permit 
of religion them to be troubleſome to the Trachonites, alledging that cuery man oughr,according to his 
owne minde,and not by other mens impulſion,ſerue God: and that it was not to be ſuffered ther 
they,who for their ſecurity ſake were fled vnto vs, ſhould repent themſelues of their truſt the 
put in vs. And thus hauing perſwaded the multitude, I freely and aboundantly furniſhed theſ 
men with all things neceſſary. | 
In the meane ſpace, 4gripp ſent out his forces vnder the conduct of Equus Modius.to take the 
rburvs a Caſtle Magdalaby force,which forthat they durſt not affaulr,they beſer the waies, & the rather 
gainſt Ioſeph. troubled Gamala, But Ebautius Decadarchins , who had the gouernment of the great champaine, 


hearing thar I was come toa certain village called Simonias , fituare on the confines of Galilee, | 
and diſtant from the ſame ſome ſixty furlongs,took with him by night one hundreth horſethar Þ 


attended him,and about two hundrerh footmen , with certaine inhabitants of the citie of Gaba 


their aſſociates , whom he conducted by night, and aſſailed and beſet the borough where was. | 


Againſt whom after I had drawn forth a valiant band of men, Ebutias laboured al that hemiohe 
ro toule vs into the champain, for that he truſted very much in his horſemen : but he eaſily yer- 
ceiued that we might not be won. For knowing the aduantage whichthe horſemen had, if wee 
ſhould encounter them inthe plaine , conſidering that we were but footmen , I reſoluedto foht 


ws A in the place where we were:and Ebatius charged vs for a while very valiantly. Ar length,percei- 


parterh with- Uing that he had no vic of his horſemen in that place, he founded the retreat,and departed back | 


out perfor- goaine with loſt labour to Gaba, hauing onely loſt three men inthe batrel]. Bur 1 preſently pur- 
*_ wy ſued him with two thouſand armed men:and when cameto Beſara,whichis ſituate on the con- 
fines of Ptolemais , diſtant ſome twenty furlongs from Gaba , where Ebatins encamped at that 
time;6& beſetting all the paſſages with courts of guard, whereby we might be more ſecure from 


the excurſions of our enemies, vntill wee had carried out the wheat , whereof there was agreat 


quantitie ſtored vp in that place, which was gathered our of the rowneſhips thereabout, belong- j 


TEOE ing to Queene Bererice, and loading diuers Camels and Ales , which to that cnd I had brought 
_—_—— with me; I ſent the ſame corne into Galilee, And hauing finiſhed this buſinefle,I offered Ebutiw 


into Galilee. the bartell: and whereas he derracted rheſame,being terrified by our boldnes,I took my courſe | 


gain Neo to encounter with Neopolitanus , who (as it was reported ) was inthe territorie of the Tiberiars, 
i 


—__ and foraged there. Now this Neopolitavus was a Captaine of horſemen,and had vndertakento de- 
fend Scythopolis againſt their enemies : Hauing therefore driuen him from doing any wrong in 
the country belonging to the Tiberians, I prouided for the ſecurity of Galilee. 

But 70» the ſon of Leui, who (as we faid)liued at Giſchala, after he heard thar all things fel 
lobn malig- out fortunately with mee,and that I was loued of my ſubiects,and feared by mine enemies,was 
eoodfacceſſe. Tore aggrieued rhereat : and ſuppoſing his owne fortune was embaſed by my felicity,and being 


touched with no ſmall enuy, & in greater hope that he ſhould hinder my good ſucceſle, if ſobe | 


that he could bring me in hatred with my ſubiects; he ſollicited thoſe of Tiberias and Sephoris 
to forſake me,and ſuppoſed alſo that the Gabarenians would reuolt vato him, which Ciries are 
the chiefeſt in Galilee. For he told them, that vnder his condu& the common-weale ſhould be 


more diſcreetly gouerned : but among the reſt, the Sephorites gaue leaſt eare vato him, for that 
neglecting vs both , they onely held for the Romans. 
As for the Tiberians, they would not conſent to rebell : yet notwithſtanding they promiſed 
The Gabar- him ſome friendſhip. But the Gabarenians wholly addicted themſclues to Thr, by the meancy 


ny once of one $:202, a principall Citizen , who was 1ohns fellow and friend. Yet did they not openly 


perſmaſion, fſeeme to allow him, for that they vehemently feared the Galileans, whoſe good will towat 


methey were long time aſſured of, but priuily they ſought another meanes to entrap mce. And 
truely I fell into great danger vpon this occaſion. For when as certaine Debarittenians ( beelng 
The Debarir- audacious young men) had intelligence that Prolomeis wife, the Kings ſteward , vnder the colt 
_ du& of certaine horſemen ſhould in great pompe trauell along the great Plaine,out ofthe Kings 
wife. countrey into the Romane gouernment, they ſuddenly ſet vpon them, and putting the womai 
to flight, they ſpoiledall that which ſhe carried with her. Which done,they draueto Tarich6s 


ſorts: 


a place where I then kepr, cerraine Moyles loaden with apparell, and houſhold ſtuffe of diuers 


—— 


ging his manners \he would be faithfull vato me hereafter. Who promiſing mee: all tha, « 
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\ ſors; among which there were diuers {tluer veſſels, and fiue hundred pieces of gold. Intending 
therefore to reſerue rheſe things for Prolomey, as being one of the ſame tribe, in that our law per- 
nicteth not to defraud,no not our enemies, if they be of the ſame tribe;I told thoſe that brought 
the goods thicher,that chey muſt be kept to be ſold, totheend that the price ofthe goods might 
te beſtowed vpon the building of the wals of Teruſalem.This motion of mine,the yong men in- 
xrpreted very hardly,in that they were cut off from the part ofthe prey which they hoped for. 
For which cauſe,diſperſing themſclues inthe ſtreers of Tiberias,they (pred a rumor that I would 
kerray that country to the Romans, alledging that I only fained that the prey was deſtinated to- 
wards the repairing of the wals of Teruſalem : whereas the truth was, that I kept the ſame to the 
ment I might reſtore it to the owner, In which matter they were no whit decciued in their opt- | 
non, For after thedeparture of the yong men, I called vnto me two chiefe citizens, Daſsion and _— —_ 
lanews the ſonnes of Lexz,intire friends to the King,and commanded them,that taking the houſ- Prolomey "ys 
bold uffe with them, they ſhould conuay it vato the King , threatning them with death,if they his goods, 
rucaled this ſecret toany man. 
Bur when as the rumour was ſpred thorow Galilee, that I would betray theregion into the 
kandsof the Romans,and all of them being grieuouſly bent and intent againſt me to puniſh me; 
they of Taricheas alſo-giuing creditto the yong men, fained ſpeeches, perſwaded my guard,and 
tereſt of the ſouldiers,that forſaking me whil't Twas aſleep, they ſhould come into the-horſe- 
nce,and conſult with other in that place how to degrade me, and giue the honor vnto another. 
(They, being perſwaded, cameto the appointed place, where they tound many others there ar- 
tued:and all of them cried out with one conſent, that it was meet to take puniſhment on a trai- 
or,ywho hath ſought the deſtruCtion of the common-weale. But he that moſt of all incited them $eamen a. 
to theſe troubles, was Zeſ#s the ſonne of Saphias,who atthat time had the magiſtracy of Tiberias gainfloſept, 


nhis hands, a man giuen ouer to all wickednefle, and borne to breed troubles, and ſtirre vp ſe- gy 
Utions. EEE : ; : conſpireth 4- 
This man,bearing Moſes tables in his hands, and comming autinto the midlt of the aſſembly, gzintloſeph, 


ſake thus with a loud voice: If (ſaid he) you be touched with no careof your ſelues, yerat the 
kfwiſecontemne not theſe ſacred lawes, which this your chieftaine 7oſeph,a man worthy to be C 
aedby all men,hath of long'time dared to betray , and forthat cauſe is worthy of extreme pu- ,. 
) nihment, | 
Afer he had thus ſpoken, and was applauded by the acclamations of the people, he leading 
the armed men with him, haſtily repaired to the houſe where I kept, with a certaine intent and 
pupoſe ro pur me to death. Meanewhile, I {uſpecting nothing of all this rumult, andrtired with ſy . 
 kbour and wearinefſe,rook my reſt 5 when as ſuddenly $729» one of my guard, who at that time "9695 —_ 
mely remained with me, ſeeing the incurſion ofthe people, came and awaked me : and certify. awaketh him, 
no me of mine inſtant perill , he gaue me counſel] likewie , that rather, likea noble and vndaun- 
tdchieferaine, I ſhould ſhorten mine owne life, then ſhamefully die by mine encmies direQion. 
Wiilſt he gaue me this counſell,I committing my ſafery ro Gods,hands and chenging my gar- 
ments, went forth into the aſſembly after a mournfull manner , and wearing my ſword hanging 
{ bout my neck, ſtealing by that way, by which 1 knew thar none of mine aduerſaries might 
meet me:and comming into the horſe-race, I offred my ſelfe to eucry mans eye, and lying pro- 
{ate on my face,& watring the carth with my teares, I moucd all men that bcheld me to com- 
lon, And when I perceiucd that the affections of the people werechanged,T labouredall that Ioſep moues 
[mightto diuide chem in opinions, before the- armed ſouldiers returned from my houſe: and —_— agg 
onteſling my ſelfrhat I was not wholly clecreof that which was obiected againſt meTbeſought 
lem to vnderſtand to what vſeT reſerued that prey that was brought to my hand; after which, 
Ithey liſt they might kill me. And whil't the multirude commanded me co ſpeake, the armed 
teareturned back,and beholding me, ruſhed invpon me with an intent to murther me: but be- 
tgreſtrained by the peoples exclamations , they moderated their fury ; ſuppoſing, that after 
qa of treaſon, and reſeruation of the Kings money, they might hauea berter occaſion 
von my Tragedy. 
For which cauſt - after filenceTbeganne thus : Men and brethren (faid TI) if in your opinion I 1,60þ4 eas 
&ſerye death, Trefuſe not to dyc;yet before my death will I certifie you of the whole truth: tru- on andeons 
When as I percciued, thar this City was moſt commodious and fit to entertaine ſtrangers,and ic{ſion defore 
[ percciued that many men, forſaking their owne countries, were delighred with your con- ries. 
rations,and willing to parrake with youinall ſorts of fortune:I was reſolu'd to build vp your 
Wa with this mony; tor which being rhus deſtinared ro do you good, your indignatiort is pro- 
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uoked againſt me. Vpon theſe words,the Taricheans and ſtrangers cried our, gluing me thanks 
and willing mee to be of good courage. But the Galileans and Tiberians continued in their ha 
tred,in ſo much as they grew to debate betwixt themſclues, the onethreatning me with puniſh. 
loſepheſca® ment z the other contrariwiſe, willing me to aſſure-my ſelte of ſecurity. But after Thad promiſed 
== the Tiberians that I would recdifie their wals, and fortifie other conuenient cities , they Liu 
credit to my words, repaired eucry one of themto their own houſes. Ard I beyond all expcRz- 
tioneſcaping from ſo great a perill, with certaine of my friends,and ſometwenty ſouldiers,retyr. 


ned to my houſe. 


Bur once _ the thicuesand authors of ſedition , fearing leſt they ſhould be puniſhed for 


lofeph inan- theſe their offences , begirt my lodging wich {ix hundreth armed men , intending to conſume it 
other danget- \1irh fire, Of whoſe atrriuall,as ſoon as I had intelligence, imagining with my ſelfe that it would 
be much diſhonor for me to fly, reſolued ra.uſe valor and courage againſt them:for which cauſo 
commanding the gates to.be ſhur, I required them from thetop of the houſe, that they would 
loſephs fira- ſend in ſome of them vnto me, to receiue that money, for which they had been drayne intothis 
ragem —Mutiny : whereby they might haue no further cauſe ro be incenſed againſt me. Which doneylay. 
ing hold of one of the moſt troubleſome fellowes, that with the reſt came in vnto me, I cauſed 
him to be bearen with many grieuous ſtrokes, 8 his hand to be cur off,and hung about his neck; 
and thus handled, we thruſt him out of dores,to returne vnto thoſe who had ſent him. Bur th 
being wondroully affraid heerewith,and ſuſpeCting the like puniſhment if they ſhould itay there 
any longer,for that they ſuſpected that I had diuers armed ſouldicrs in my houle, they ſuddenly 
all of them fled away : and fo by this ſtratageme eſcaped I the other dangers. Yet wantedthete 
. not ſome, who incited the people once more againſt me;ſaying that the kings ſeruants,who were 
- dr fed vnto ne for refuge,ought not to liue, except they ſubmitted themſelues to their laes and 
cuſtomes,from whom they required protection. 

They likewiſe accuſed them, that they were of the Roman faCtion,and priſoners,and preſently 
the people began to murine, being decciued-by their words,who labored to flatter them. Which 
when I heard of, I once more inform'd the people, that they ought not to perſecute thoſe who 
reſorted vnto them for reſcous : and I ieſted at their folly who accuſed them of impoiſoning,and 
that the Romans would not vainly nouriſh ſo many thouſands of foldiers, ifthey pretended to 


| make away their enemies with poiſon, Being by theſe words ſomwhar pacified, they had ſcarce-1 


ly withdrawne themſelues awhile, but thar by certaine out-caſts and wicked men,they werein- 
cited againſt the nobility, ſo that with armed weapons they came to the houſes of the Tariche- 
ans,intending to murther them. Which whenT heard, I was fore affraid, thar if this wickednes 
ſhould be committed,no man hereafter ſhould dare to truſt his life in my hands. For which cauſe 
loſeph priuare DEing afliſted by diuers orhers,T haſtily reſortedto their lodging,and ſhut vp the gates: and cut- 
lydiſmiſſeeh ting a trench betwixt itand the lake, I called for a bark, and entring into the ſame withthem, 
dread crotled ouer into the confines of the Hippenians - and furniſhing them with mony to buy them 
horſes, for that they could not tranſport their owne with them in that flight, I diſmiſſed them, 
requiring them to digeſt their preſent misfortunes with a conſtant minde.For,I my ſelfe rookit 
very heauily, that I was once moreinforced to landthoſe men in the enemies country, who had 
committed themſelues to my.truſt : yet thinking, that ifir ſhould ſo fall our,that they ſhould fall 
intothe Romans hands, they ſhould be fafer, then if by ſuffering them ro remaine in my cout 
try, I ſhould ſeethem oppreſt : I aduentured them thus. Yet were they ſaued, and che king gaue 
thempardon, And this was the end of this tumult. 
TheTiberians Bur they of Tiberias wrote vnto the king,requiring him to ſenda garriſon into their country, 
letters to and promiſing him to reuolt and follow him. Which done, as ſoone as I came vnto them, they 


Sn: tia required me that I would build them thoſe wals which I had promiſed them:for they hadalres 


makealmoſta dy heard that Taricheas was enuironed with wals. Whereunto I condeſcended, and gathering 


Germanmile. (4 72 from euery place, I ſer the workmen to their raske. Bur ſome three daies after,departing 


from Tiberias towards Taricheas, which was thirty ſtades diſtant from thence , by chance L 
troupe of Roman horſemen were diſcouered, not far from the City , which made the inhabt- 
Sediconand FAants belecue, that they werethe Kings army : Whereupon they preſently began to vrter many 
revellion in things in honour ofthe King, and morein my reproach. And preſently a certaine friend poſted 


iberias, 


richeas to their houſes, for that the next day was the Sabbath : for I would by no meanes, that 


the Citizens of Taricheas ſhould be charged or troubled with entertaining fouldiers. And ti 


vnto me, and told me what their mind was, and how they intended to reuolt from mee, Which | 
when I vnderſtood, I was wondrouſly troubled : For I had ſentbackemy men of war from Tx 
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_—— | : : _ 
\ tines, when I remained in that cirie, I tooke no care of the guard of mine owne perſon , hauing 
td often prooe of the loyaltie of che inhabitanrs towards me. Beeing therefore at that time ar- 
-aded onely with ſeuen fouldiers, & a few of my friends,1 knew not what to doe. For I thought 
not fir to call back my forces,for that the day was welny paſt ; and although they ſhould haue 1-ſcphin dan. 
wen with me the next morning, yet they might. hot haue taken armes, becauſe our lawes forbad ; ence « 
he ſame, how great ſocuer the occaſion bee that is offered.

&th the Taricheans and rhe ſtrangers thar were retired thicher , and if vnder hope of prey I had 
þdthem forth, yet ſaw [ that they were too feeble to refiſt their forces.On the other fade, alrea- 
deperceiued thar if I ſtaied ouer-long , thearmy which was ſent by the King , being already en- 
red the citie, would haue excluded me : I therefore determined to vie this ſtratagenrI preſently 
therefore garded rhe gates of the Taricheans with my moſt truſtic friends , ſuffering no man to 
plſe our of them 3 and aſſembling the chiefeſt of cuery famility.r commanded euery one of 
hemro lanch their boates into the lake, and to follow me with the maſters of their ſhips. Afer 
which both I and my friends ; and ſeuen other ſouldiers,betooke vs to a batke,and failed roward 
Tiberias. But when the Tiberians perceiued that they had no forces come from the King, & that 
the whole lake was couered with barkes; amazed and fearing the ruine of their citie , for that 
hy ſuppoſed the ſhips to bee loaden with ſouldiers, they changed their former opinion. For 
which cauſe laying by their weapons,they themſclues with their wiues and children came forth 
meer mee , entertaining me with happy acclamations : for that they thought I had heard no 
ning of their intents , beſeeching me that for the ſaferie of their citie,x would enter the ſame; 
Biel drawing neerethe citic , commanded the maſters of the barks to caſt afichor farre'off the 
ſyre, leſt the rownſmen might percciue that the ſhippes were emptie : and I my ſelfe drawing 
xerewith mine owne barke vnto them, accuſed them, for that contrarie to their oaths, they had 
keene ſo fooliſhly induced to reuolt, Afterwards, I promiſed them affured pardon, if fo bee they 
xould deliuer mee tenne of their chiefeſt nobilitic: which when they had inconrinently per- 
farmed , I ſhipt them in a barke , and ſent them priſoners to Taricheas : and by this policy one 
eranother , I at laſt gotte all the Senate of Tiberias , and manie of the chicteſt Cirizens, and 
ariedthem rhither alſo. | | '&

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certified him of his eſtare by his letters: which when he had receiued , he highly retoyced at Phi. 
lips fafetie, and ſent thoſe letters to the King 8& Queene, who liucd at Berytum, Whereuponthe 
King vnderſtanding the falfe rumour that ranne as touching Phzlzp , that he was the chiefetain of 
Agrippas the Iewes armie , who vadertooke the war againſt the Romanes , ſent certaine horſemen to ph. 
—_—_— liptobring him to his preſence : before whom heeno ſooner arriued bur he embraced him verie 
wards Philip. kindly,and ſhewed him to the Romane Capraines, telling them that that was Philip, of whom i 
was commonly reported, that he was 1n rebellion againſt the Romans. Hetherfore charged hi 
_ » © that taking with him certainehorſmen,he ſhould poſte in all diligence to the fort of * Gamalyg 
drawing his houſhold ſeruants from thence, hee ſhould lead and reeſtabliſh the Babylonians in 
Baranza , and trauaile to his vttermoſt power that the ſubiect ſhould bee continued im obedi. 
ence and peace. After Philip had receiued this commandement from the King, he haſtedto per.

vp 4 ſedition , But loſeph a certaine drougier or treacle-ſeller,gathering rogether a fort of bold young men,& 
inGamala. inciting the nobilitie of Gamala, perſwaded the people to fall from the King , and that betaki 
them to their armies , they ſhould recouer their former libertie : and thus drew they other intd 
- their opinion, killing thoſe that durſt contradict them. Amongſt theſe died Chares and leſw his 
kinſman, and che ſiſter of 7uſtus the Tiberian,as we haue hererofore declared. After this they te. 
queſted me by letters, that I would ſend them aide,and certaine labourers to begirt their Towne 
wichall. To both-which requeſts of theirs, I cafily condeſcended. About this time the cour- 
ta 8 of Gaulonite, as farreas the borough of. Solyma, rebelled againſt Agrppa. I alſo incloſed 
enole from Scleuciaand Sogon, which were two ſtrong places vnacceſſible , and forrified by nature, with 
the Romans. walles, I did the likealſo by Iamnia Ameritha, and Charabe , a borough of higher Galilee, al 
chough they were ſituated amongſt the rocks. I fortified in like ſort Taricheas alſo and Tie. 
rias,8& Sephoris , citties of Galilee ; and the borough of the caue of the Arbalians , Berſobe, Se. 
lamen, Iotapa, Capharath , Comoſogana , Nepapha, and the mountaine Itabyrium, In thoſe 
places hoorded I vp great ſtore of corne , and laid vp ſtore of armour, and munitionfor defence, 
Meane-while, 7ohn the ſonne of Lewz, increaſed his hatred daily more and moretowards mee, 
being greatly aggricued ro ſee my fortunes happy, and the ſucceſſe anſwerable: and wheregs he 
was wholly reſolued to rid me of my life, after he had encompaſſed his countrey Gifſchalawit 
walles, he {endeth Sim0x his brother with one hundreth ſouldiers to Teruſalem, to Simon the ſo 
of Gamaliel, requiring him to labour the matter in ſuch ſort with the City , that my authority 
— might be difannulled , and that 794» by the common conſent of all , might bee ordained Gouer- 
Ioſeph in his Nour ouer the affaires of Galilee. This $/z0z was borne in Icruſalem , noble in birth, and in ſe 
gouernment- 1 Phariſe ( which ſect of all other ſeemed moſt exactly inſtructed in the lawes of our countrey) 


a man of excellent wiſedome , who by his counſaile was able to repaire the decaying ruines0 
his countrey , who of long time had made vie of 1ohns friendſhip , becauſe hee was at that time 
mine enemy. 
Simons coun» This man, ſollicited by the interceſſion of his friends,perſwaded the high Prieſt Ana and 
ſell againit 7oſ775 the ſonne of Gamala,and others of his line and faCtion, to curoff my increaſing honours, and

mY not to permit me to artaine the fulneſſe and content thereof. For ir ſhould be very profitabletor 


them alſo, if I were remoued from the gouernment of Galilee. Further, he told Azanus andtin 
reſt, that they were not to delay the matter, leſt vponthe diſcouery of their counſaile, [ ſhould 
inuadethe Ciric with minearmy. Thus ſpake Simon - yet 4nans the high Prieſt replyed, thatit 
might not eaſily bedone, for that diuers Prieſts and gouernours of the people bare witnelle for 
me, that I behaued my ſelfe honeſtly inthat gouernment,and that it was ill done to intendanac- 
cufation againſt a man, who might not bee touched with any miſdemeanour. When Simon at 
heard whar Anazns had faid , he beſought him and thereſt alſo to ſpeak nothing therof; neither 
ro makehis motion knowne, certifying them thar he had prouidently prouided , that I ſhouldv« 
ſpeedily driuen out of Galilee: And calling vato him his brother 7ohz, he charged hum to ſend 
preſents to Anazus. For ( ſaid hee) in ſo doing they would ſo much worke with him, that they 
would make him change his opinion. In the nd, Sor obtained that which he long time ſought 
after. For CAnanus and his adherents were corrupted with money,and accorded tocaltme from 
- Simons {e- the goucrnment of Galilee, without the conſent or allowance of any orher of the citizens: For 
| cond counfell which cauſe they thought good to ſend certaine noble men in birth, andno waies inferiourto 
againſt 19 nc arjother in learnin , whereof two of them wereof the common ſort, and Phariſes; the 016 


called 1onathas , the other Ananias ; the third was 10zarus of the tribe of Lexi, who Was 4 04 


Phariſe, and of the race of thePricſts.But Simon was of the order of the Prieſts , and they ongel 
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fem all. Theſe did rhey command, thar calling rogether a Gouncell of the Galileans; they 

tould demand why they loued me {owell;commanding them that if they anſwered that I was *' 
(Galilcan, they ſhould likewiſe ſay that Teruſalem was their countrey. Bur if they allowed in Embaſſudors 
eche knowledge of the law, they were likewiſe willed to ay, that they knew their coumrey _——— 
aſtomes,07 if in regard of the name of Prieſthood, they ſhould fay they loued me, they ſhould 
ewiſe auerre that two of them were Prieſts. Being thus inſtructed, and receiuing forry thou- 
(n{ fluer drachmes of the publike treaſure, tor their fellow and conſort Zonathes, they ſer for-

And for that at the very ſame time a certaine man called 7eſwus of Galilee, was come to Ieni- 
tem with a band of fixe hundreth ſouldiers,they ſent for him and hired him,8 gaue him three 
nonerhs pay, commanding him to follow 1onathas and his companions; and to doethat which 
ſhould command them: and to theſe annexed they three hundreth Citizens, whom they 

red with reward. Wirh this preparation the Legares ſer forward, being accompanied with 
tayn10hns brother, who had one hundreth ſouldiers with him, who had commiſſion fromthoſe 
kiſencthem, that if I willingly gaue ouerarmes, they ſhould ſend me aliueto Ieruſalem: and 
i[reſiſted, by their authority they might lawfully kill me. They had lerteis alſo diredted to 
$1, which incited him to make warre againſt me. Moreouer , they charged the Sephorites, Ioſephsfubd, * 
Garires,and Tiberians, to maintaine 7obn againſt me. After thar I had intelligence hereof, *87cth = 
lyny fathers lecters,who had intelligence thereof by 7eſus the ſonne of Gamala, one of thoſe mo ham, 
nowere preſent at the deliberation, and who 1ntirely and familiarly loued me; I was much 
gieued, ſeeing with how much ingratitude my countrimen requited me, who of malice had 
reed vpon my death: and for that my father inuired me by moſt affeRionare lerters to draw 
{elſe homeward, telling me how much he defired to ſee me, who was his ſonne, before he 
kithis life; I imparted theſe things to my triends,and certified them, that within three daies I toſeph refob 
wild forſake their countrey,and retire my felfe inro mine owne. Whereupon they were altg- verb wo re- 
mher ſurprized with grear ſadnefle, and beſought me with weeping teares, that I would nor ”—_ 
hike them, for that they ſhould be vrtesly ouerthrown,if fo be they were left deſtitute of my 
and{t, But wheras by nomeanes they might perſwade me,and che careof mine owne ſecurity 
muiled very much with mezthe Galileans fearing leſt I ſhould leauc rhem,and by that meanes 
tetheeues ſhould be encouraged to fer vpon them, they ſent meſſengers thoraw all Galilee, to 
fnifie vato them the reſolution of my departure. Whereupon diucrs of them being made pri- 
to theſe newes, reſorted vnto me from all parts,bringing with themtheir wiues and children; 
weſo much;as I ſuppoſe, for the ſorrow they conceiued at my departure, as the fearethar they 
hfoftheir owne eftares : For they perſwaded themſelues, thar if I remained among them, 
teecould no miſchiefe befall them. They aſſembled therefore in a great Plaine, called Aſo- 
Qin, where I remained. | 

That night in my flcepe I had a wonderfull dreame. For lying 1a my bed,and being wholly leſcphs adml- 
lonſolate and troubled with the newes I had receiued, me thought that a certaine man from > <rame. 
dove ſpake vnto me after this manner : Pacific thou che paſſions of thy ſpirit, and be thou free c< 
foall feare. For that which diſcomforcerh thee,ſhall be thar which ſhall make thee grear,and cc 
ſeffrpcad thine expectation. For not onely thele things ſhall turne to a forcunate end or 
ſirburalſo many other. Be not thou therefore difmaied, bur remember thy ſelfe that chouarr c« 

med to make warre againſt the Romans. After I had this dreame, I awaked;and fo prepared a nunteree 
8[1vas, went I downe into the Phaine:and as ſoone as I came thuther, all che people of Galilee, Galileans be- 
ihtheir wives and children, humbling themſelues vpon the earth,and weeping, befought mee 6. hs 
liz I would not leaue them for a prey to their enemies : ncither that I would abandon their ner forſake 
Ontrey to ſerue for a prey and mockery to heir aduer{aries. But fceing that I made ſmall rec. **=- 
ning of their praiers, they conſtrained me by oath to remaineamongſt them, andvreered di. 
Ks inturious outrages againſt the people of Ieruſalem, that enuied them the peace and happi- 
Kewhich they enioyed. 

After I had heard theſe words, and ſeene the defolation of the people, my heart was broken 
Mit compaſſion, and I refolued my ſelfe thar in reſpe of fo great a multitude, my life could 
Mtheberter hazzarded then for their contentment: | therfore gaue my confent to remaine with loſeph con- 
fiew, 1 2aue order that fiue thoufand of their beſt ſouliers, with their prouiſton,ſhould arrend ſeorethro fag 
ie: a5 forthe reſt, 1 ſent them backe euery one to his owne houſe.

+... purpoſe failed them, they ſent me another letter after this tenour which enſueth: Tonathan _ in 

his company to Joſeph, Health: We command you that within three daies, you make your tprot 


pearance before vs, withour any of your ſouldiers, in the borough of Gadara, to the end hs - h 
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\ may anſwer to that which 7ohz hath obiccted againſt you. As ſoon as they had writtenthis,and 
lured choſe whom T had ſent,they went to Iapha, which is the greateſt town of Galilee,defen- 
ed wich ſtrong wals,and peopled with many inhabitants.

7onathan and his com- "ns 
qani0S WCre prouoked with theſe cries;yet durſt they not make any open ſhew oftheir diſplea- encrrainedia 
ire, but without returning them any anſwer they reſorted to other Cities, wherethey mer with > —_ 
lee effectuall exclaimes from the multitude, proteſting with aloud voice,that no man ſhould 
jeable to difſivade them from continuing Toſeph in authority in their gouernment. Wherupon 
| jathan with his followers marched forth without any further ſpecch, and came to Seplioris, 
hegreateſt citic of Galilee. But the inhabitants thereof being addicted ro the Romans, came 
fchro chem: bur for my part they neither praiſed nor blamed me. Departing from Sephoris, 
they came tO Aſochim, where the citizens ſung the ſame ſong, that the Tapheans did. Where- 
pon they being vnableto containe their diſpleaſures, commanded heir fouldiers to bear them 
wich their truncheons, who exclaimed againſt them,and claimed me for their Gouernour. And 
when they drew necre to Gabara, 70h» came outro meet them,accompanied withthree thouſand 
quldicrs : and I hauing intelligence by their letters, that they were reſolued to make warre a- 
rinlt me, departed from Chabalon, accompanied with three thouſand ſouldiers ; and hauing 
committed the campe to the charge of my truſtieſt friend, I went to Iotapara, becauſe I would 
rþewithin foure ſtades of them,and ſent them this lerter: If your will be that I muſt needs come _ Wri- 
noyou, there are in Galilee two hundreth and foure cities and boroughs, I will meer you in an 
ay one of them, which you pleaſe, except Gabara or Giſchala: for that the one is the place of ,, 
Wnsnatiuiry,and the other is his aflociates and friends. < 
As ſoone as Tonathan had recciucd this anſwer,he replied notany more,but ſought the means The conſulca. 
tentrap MC. 70/72 was of the opinion to write vato all the cities and boroughs of Galilee, ſup- tion _ 
pling that without queſtionthere were one or two inthem that were mine enemies, whom —_— 
they might incenſe againſt me, as againſt their common enemy. Hee gaue order alſo, thar this ſeph. 
bsreſolurion ſhould be ſent to Teruſalem, to the end that thoſe of the city vnderſtanding that I 
wadiudged an enemy by the Galileans,might in like ſort confirme thar their decree by their 
pinion, For he aid, that by this meanes it would come to paſle, that the Galileans, who were 
wlaffected rowards me, ſhould forſake me for feare they had of them. This aduice of Johns 
nzmilouſly pleaſed them all,and was preſently brought vato me about the third houre of the 
wht,by one Sacch2#5, who flying from them,came and brought me thenewes, and particular- 
hrelaced ro me their intent. For which cauſe perceiuing that the time required no longer de- 
ly,and ſuppoſing that Zacob was one of my molt aflured and traſtieſt ſeruants, Icommanded + gg 
lmtotake two hundreth men with him,and to belay the wagics berweene Gabara and Galilee, o Galilee. 
adtoſend me thoſe whom he ſhould ſurprize, that came that way ; and eſpecially thoſe that 
ariedletters. I ſent Terezzy alſo, who was one of my friends, to the marches of Galilee, with 
txchundreth men at armes,to keep the paſſages that way towards Ierufalem,commanding him 
boy hands on all thoſe that carried letters, and ro commir the mea to priſon, and to ſend mee 
er packets, | 
Aer had in this ſort inſtructed thoſe whom IT ſent,1 willed and commanded the Galileans 
henext day following, to take rheir armes, and to furniſh themſclues wich viRtuals for three [oph with 
Wes,and to atrend me at the borough of Gabaroth. Thoſe ſouldiers that I had,I diſtributed in drtarkes 
furecompanies, and kept thoſe with me in whom I repoſed moſt confidence for the guard of Gubworh, 
ty perſon: and hauing appointed captaines ouer them, and commanded rhem to be careful 
Warged them to ſuffer no vaknowne ſouldier to enter in among them. The nexrday Icame to 
Gbaroth,the fifch houre of the day,whereT found all the fields about the Citie full of men of 
Vare, of thoſe of Galilee, who reſorted thither to aſſiſt mee, according as I had commanded 
Ftiem. Thicher alſo came there a multitude of other men from other boroughs. As ſoone as I 
ancto their preſence, and was ready to ſpeake vnto them, all of them bgan to cry out,calling 
ncethcir benefatour, and maintainer of their countrey. Afcer I had folemnely giuen them 
tanks for this fauour they had ſhewed me,l charged them neither to offer war,or attempt any 
Pale in the champaine countrey, but to encamp amidl(t the fields, contenting themſclues with 
tar prouiſton they had brought with them. For 1 rold them all in generall,that I would extin- 
oli 5ul thoſe troubles wirhour effuſion of blood. Ithapned the ſame day thar 1onathans meſſenger 
yl dlereers fell into their hands, who had the guard of the paſſages by my appointment,and ac- 
Fif2 cording 
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cording to my direQion the men were kept in ſecurity, as I gaue order: and —_ the letters ( 


that were brought me;to be full of nothing but ſlanders and lies written by the Em alladors;1 


ſaid not a word to any man,but thought it beſt policy to'ſer vpon them. But 7onathars ſouldicrs 


lonandthe hauing intelligence of my comming, retired both themſclues and their goods, and with them 
Embatiadors 7oþ7 alſo into Teſi#s houſe, which was a great tower, nothing different fron a citradell,in which 
roleſushouſe. they hid a number of men of warre,and locked vpall the other gates ſaue one; expeRting that] 
ſhould comethat way,to falutethem.In a word,they had commanded their ſoldiers that when 
I ſhould enter, they ſhould ſuffer no man elſe to enter with me,bur exclude all the reſt. For th 
made noother account, but that by this means they might eaſily lay hold on me. Bur they wete 
deceiued of their hopes : for hauing notice beforehand of their intents, as ſoone as I came thi. 
ther, entring intoa lodging that was right ouer againſt theirs, I fained that I went to takem 
reſt, Whereupon 7onathans ſouldicrs ſuppoſing that I was afleepe, and that in troth I was ſafe. 
they came forth inall haſte into the Plaine, labouring to diſſivade my fouldiers from their love 
andalleageance, and detrafting my Gouernment. Bur all things fell out contrary to that th 
thought:foras ſoon as they weredifcouered,the Galileans gaue agreat ſhour,teſtifying the 200d 
will they bare vnto me;who was their Gouernour, and they blamed the Embaſſadours,fortha 
without any cauſe of iniury, they were cometo diſturbe the publike peace, willing them tohe 
gone,for that they intended to admit no other Gouernour. Wheathele things were ſignified 
_ pt vnto me, made no doubt to aduenturemy ſelte among them : for which cauſe T ſpeedily went 
enteth him- I - 
ſelfe among Out to heare what theſe Embaſladors could allcadgeagainſt me. Vpon my arriuall the whole 
his enemies. troupe ſhouted for ioy,and applauded me with a loud voice,giuing me thanks for my happyand 
peaceable gouernment. 

Tonathan and his adherents hearing this, were affraid, leſt if the Galileans ſhould fer vpon 
them,they ſhouldgrow in danger of their liues , and began to bethinke themſelues how they 
might eſcape. Burt perceiuing that they mightnot retire, for that I required them inſtantly tg 
ſtay, they were altogether diſmaied, and paſt their ſenſes. I therefore commanded the people 
to {urceaſe their ſhouting, and planted the ſouldiers of greateſt truſt in euery paſſage, to pre- 
uent leſt 794» ſhould charge them vnawares. Afterthis, I exhorted the people to berake them 
to their weapons, to the end that if the enemy ſhould ſuddenly affaile chem , they might not 

_—_— tellowes, what letters they had written , and how they had certified him , that they were 

againſtthe ſentby the communalty and inhabitants of Teruſalem , ro make an end of thoſe debates that 

Embalſadors. vcore betweene me and Toh»; and how they had incited me tocome vnto them : Afterwards 
in the ſequell of my diſcoarſe I produced their letters in open view, to the end they might not 
deny any thing, ſeeing themſclues conuicted by their owne hand-writing, and ſpake thus ynto

« haue lived, and whether I haue gouerned this countrey inall honeſty and uſtice. I adiure you 

' « all therefore, who are my fellowes and friends of Galilee, that you hide nothing of thernuth, 

| butthatbefore theſemen, as before your Tudges you profetle, if I haue done any thing thats 

The Galile- COntrary to right. Whileſt I ſpake after this manner, all of them with one accord calledmethetr 

ansreſtimony benefactor and defender, and gaue teſtimony of my forepaſſed gouernment , andex horted me 

of loſephs tO continue the ſame hereafter. Andall of them affirmed by a publike oarh,that I had carefully 
g00d gouerite : 

; preuented leſt any woman ſhould be violated, or any man by my meanes ſhould be drawne t- 
loſephopenly £9ANY Iniury,or inconuenience. This done, I publikely read thetwo letters in the preſence of al 
readerhTona- the Galileans, which were taken from 1onathans meſſengers by thoſe, who were appointedby 

thansEpiſtles me ro beſet the waics, and were by them ſent to me, which were full of iniurics and falſhood, 
| alledging chat T rather behaued my ſelfe like a tyrant thenagouernour towards them: and be- 
ſides that,there were diuers other things written & vrged very impudently. Theſe letters({aidl) 


werevoluntarilyoffered me by thoſe that carried the fame. For I was vnwilling that mine aduet- 
faries ſhould know that I had beſet the waies, fearing leſt they ſhould forbear ro write hereafter, 


Thepeople hauing heard this, were diſpleaſed & animaredagainſt 70nahan and his Rl, 


—— 


bee driuen to diſorder. "This done, I firſt of all began to rippe vp to 7onathans followers and | 
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— flocked 0 to murtherthem; and they had ſurcly done it, had I not pacified the diſpleaſure 
' (fthe Galileans. As for the Embaſladors that accompanied Jorathan, I rold all of them that \þ uw _ 
xdoned whatſoeuer was paſt, if ſo be they would repent themſelucs of that which was done, peopleagainit 
ndifypon their returne into their countrey,they would rruely report vato thoſe who had ſent "5 _ 
yem;how all things had paſt vader my gouernment. This ſaid; I diſmiſſed them, notwithſtan- g,opagagors. 
lngthat I knew they would perform nothing of that which they had promiſed. But the whole 
muſticude proſecuted rheir diſpleaſure againit them, requiring me ro giuethem leaue ro puniſh 
hoſe with all rigour, who had committed this {landerous act. But I laboured all that Imight to 

fade them,to lay no hands vpon them, knowing full well that wharſocuer muriny it bee, it | 
 annot but breed preiudice to the common-weale. This notwithſtanding,the multitude would _ os 
" by no means be ſatisfied , bur all of them ran in heaps with great fury to the lodging, where 10- on withour 
wha & che Embaſſadors kepr. Whereupon ſeeing that it was impoſſible to reſtraine their fury, bloodſhed. 
lixcontinently berooke me to my horſe, and commanded the people to follow me to Sogan a 
borough of the Arabians, diſtant from thence ſome twenty ſtades. By this (tratagem I broughr 
wpalle,chat the beginning of the ciuill warre might not be imputed to me. 

After 1 came neer to Sogan, I aſſembled the people, and told them that they ſhould nor vio- loſeph ſends 

knly ſubmit themſelues to their froward diſpleaſures , nor entertain their vnquenchable defire 97 Panere® 
ofrevenge:& 1 commanded them to pick out an hundreth of the chiefeſt 8& oldeſt men amongſt to leruſalens, 
them,who ſhould make their repaire tothe citie of Ieruſalem ; and there complain vato the peo- 
Cpleagainſt choſe that had kindled ſedition in their country, And I ſaid vnto them, If the people 
' kefwourable 8 liſten to your diſcourſe,you ſhall perſwadethem to write vnto me, that accor- 
dngto their command I remain in Galilee; 8 that 10nathar 8 his partners depart from hence. 
Aker Thad giuen them this charge, and that they were furniſhed with all things neceſſary for 
their journey , in all expedition on the third day after rhe generall aflemblie , I diſpatched them 
ad ſent five hundred armed men with them. I wrote alſo to my friends in Samaria, ſo to fur- 
therthem that they might finiſh their journey in al ſecurity. For Samaria was already in ſubiec- 
toato the Romans : and it behoued my men of neceſſity , who would make a ſhort tourney, to 
uſe that way. For from Galilee by this means a man may in three daies arriue at Ierufalem. 
futhermore , I guarded the Emballadors my felfe as farre as the frontiers of Galilee, laying 
I forces and guards vpon the waies,to the end that no man might caftly diſcouer or know of their 
(ature, Which done, I ſoiourned for a certaine time at Iapha. 

But Jonathan and his companions hauing failed of their purpoſe intended againſt me , diſmiſ- 
kd v4n to Giſchala: as for themſclues they went to Tiberias , hoping to bring the ſame vnder Wy 
lier obeyſance;for that 7eſ#s, who was Preſident at that time, had written vnto them,and pro- = —_—_ 
nid them to perſwadethe people to entertain them, & take their part if they came:and vnder ger Tiberias 
lis hope they alſo retired themſclues thirher, Sy/zs, who (as I declared ) was left by meas mine mn our 
Agent in Tiberias , certified me of all this by his letters, requiring me to vſcall diligence : and poſſeſſion. 
londeſcending thereunto, was brought in danger of my life vpon this occaſion that enſuerh:10- 
whwand his followers bcing come to Tiberias,perſ[waded diuers who were mine enemies , to 
| teuolt from mee; but after they were ccrtified that I was there in perſon, they were affraid, and 
ame ynto me,and ſaluting me,told me that they reputed me happy,for that I had ſo wiſely be- _ _ 
ted my ſelfe in Galilee : and they reioyced alſo in appearance, for that I was returned with ai 
lonor;telling me that the honor that was done vnto me, was their ornament, for that they were 
ly inſtructors and fellow citizens , & that the friendſhip which I bare them, was more iuſt then 
lar of Johns: they therfore required me to tepaire vnto my houſe, promiſing very ſhortly tode- Jonathan and 
ler 70þn into my hands: & theſe ſpeeches of theirs they ſeconded with dreadfull oaths, which bis <oniede- 
Made methink that I had no cauſe to misbelicue them.

7onathars partners ſeeing me there in perſon contrary to their expeQation 
Lonathans & WCre very ſore troubled, and bethought themſelues of this ſubtilty. They told the multiryde 
his aſſociates that a certain friend of theirs had informed them , that he had diſcouered certain Roman hore 
ſubtilty. men vponthe frontiers of that territory , ſome thirty ſtades from the citie, in a placecalled Ho- 
monoea: and that thenewes being brought to them, thoſe of 7ohxs faftion had preſently fignifi- | 
edthe ſamevnto them, to the intent they ſhould not endure their countrey to be facke by the 
enemy. They vſcd this ſpecch, ſuppoſing that vnder pretext of reſcuing the country, they might 
drive me abroad, and ſtrengthen the city for themſclues. 
Now although I knew very well what their intent was , yet gaue I are vnto them, leſt 
I ſhould drive the Tiberians into an opinion,that I was negligent and carclefle of their fecurity 
I therfore rode out,8 came to the place of which they had ſpoken:where finding ſcarcea foor- 
FP ſtep or appearance of an enemy , I returned ſpeedily without delay to Tiberias. When 1 came 
Roti: there,I found the whole councell aſſembled with a multitude of people, and 1ohns partakers vr- 
produced by ging againſt me a very vehement accuſation, that I made no account to relieue them in their 
; Sewn warres, but that T ſtudied nothing but mine own pleafare. And whileſt they ſpake theſe words, 
loſeph. they produced foure letters , as being written vnto them by thoſe who were vpon the marches 
of Galilee, requiring them to come 6 ſuccor them, for'that the Roman horſemen and footmen 
would within three daics forrage and {poyle their country : for which cauſe they made haſte, 
and would not neglect their ſuit who beſought them. The Tiberians hearing thele allegations, 
and ſuppoſing them to betrue,cryed out ſaying,that it behoued them nor in that manner to dal- | 
lie time, bur ro go and ſuccor their countrimen inuironed with great dangers. Whereunto Ian- 
{wered, that T was ready to obey them,and promiſed to march forth againſt the enemy withall 
_ expedition. Now knew 1 well the pretence of 1975 partakers;and was of the opinion, thatfince 
loſeph #9 thoſe letters ſaid that the Romans gathered head infoure diuers places,it was requiſite to diuide

As ſoonetherefore as we were retyred cuery one 
Jonathas wri» OF Vo Our ſcuerall lodgings, 7ovathan and his partakers wrote to 1ohz,toreſort vato themearly 
w_ Fug _ inthe morning with his men of war,8 all the power he could make: for that they might ealily 
im. lay hands on me. and accompliſh that which they had fo long time longed after. He recewuing 
this letter, willingly obeyed. The next day I commanded two of my ſtrongeſt and faithfullelt 
ſouldiers to hide their ſhort ſwords vnder their gownes, andto attend mee, to the end that if in 
any ſort we were affailed by the enemy,we might defend our ſelues.I put on my curets alſo,and 
girt my ſword by my iden ſuch ſort, as no man might perceiuethe ſame, and came with them 
tothe place of prayer.

The people being diſpleaſed 
terewith (for I very cafily perceiued the wicked diſpoſition of theſe men ) 8 ſeeing thara ſedi- 
ron was likely to ariſe , I thought ir beſt to whet & animate the people tae more againſt them:T 
fid.chat if 1 had done amifſe in rewarding the Embaffadors onthe common ſtock , they ſhould 
1edto take no further diſpleaſure for that : for ſaid I, I will repay thoſe twenty pieces of gold 
of mine own purſe. Hereupon the people were incenſed the more againſt them , in that they The peoples 
manifeſtly diſcouered what hatred they wrongfully bare vato me. Whereupon 7eſzs tearing leſt loue © Joſeph 
ome change might ariſe, commanded the people to depart , and required the councell to ſtay, 
frchat it was vnpoſſible to examine matters diſcreetly , where ſo much trouble and turmoile 
ws. The people cried out, that they would not leaue mealoneamong them. Wherupon there 

(came one vnto Jeſus, who ſecretly informed him that lohn with his armed men was at hand, who 
forthat cauſe being vnable to containe and conceale his toy , God ſo prouiding for the confer- 
ution ofmy life (for had their purpoſe taken effe&t , 7o4z and his followers had veterly ouer- 
hrowne me.)

Whereupon I incontinently ſent for the chiefeſt men of Galilee , and told them how contra- | 
eto all law and right I had almoſt been murthered by 7ozathan and the Tiberians. For which w_ one: 
euſeche Galileans were grieuouſly diſpleaſed againſt them , and willed mee without delay to leans , how 
make war againſt chem;or 1f I liſt not my ſelfe,to ſuffer them with all expedition ro cur off both avis rang 
IWnand 70vathan, with all their followers. Yet did I reſtraine them the beſt I could,and pacift- rag ad eas 
their diſpleaſure , andprayed them to expect vntill ſuch time as wee knew whar newes our Þ:ddealtwih 
Embaſſadors would bring that were goone to Icruſalem. For T told them wee ought ro execute 

{rokinde of thing without their approbation and conſent : and by theſe meanes I perſwaded 
them, Bur 70h» ſeeing at that time thar his policy had bur very ſlender ſuccefſe, rerurned backe 
wane to Giſchala. 

Some few daics after,our Embaſſadors,who were returned from Jeruſalem, certified vs, thar The hundred 
the people of Teruſalem were ſore diſpleaſed with 474ni25 the high Prieſt, and S/zw07 the ſonne nnanyy wo 

OGandliel, for that without their common conſent they had ſent Embaſladors into Galilee, 8 leruſalem. 
ight to diſplace mee of the gouernment there, and cheir diſpleaſure was ſo kindled, that they 
were ready to ſer their houſes on fire. They brought meallo letters, by whichthe Gouernor of 
lruſalem vpon the inſtant requeſt that the people had made vnto them,cofirmed me inthe Go-. 
ermnt of Galilee, commanding 7ozathan and his aflociates to returne backe againe with all 
F apedition. After I had receiued theſe letters, I repaired to the borough of Arbela, where I af- 6 ny 
{mbled the Galileans: before whom I commanded the Embaſſadours to report how much the 
Fople of Icruſalem were diſpleaſed and diſcontented, in regard of thole things which Tonathan 
adiniured me in : and how they confirmed me inthe gouernment of this countrey , and had 
aled and commanded both 7onathan and his confedcrates backe againe to Teruſalem,to whom The councell 
lpeedily ſent that letter that was directed to them, commanding the meſſenger to obſerue very a m_ 
artfully both their ations & acceptance.

They therefore 
fntto Ceſtizus Gallizs Gouernour of Syria,praying him to repairevnto them, with all expedition, 
vtake pofſeſon of their Citie, or toſend them a Garriſon of menar the leaſt. Galzs. promiſed 
vcoe varo them, bur he ſer downe no certaine time of his approach: whereof when I was ad- 
xtiſed, T tooke the men of warre that I had, and marched againſt the Sephorites, and tooke 
) their Citie by force. The Galileans very glad of this opportunitie, and ſuppoſing thetime was 
ome wherein they might fſatisfie the inſatiable hatred thar they bare againſt char cirie, marched 


mwith that intent; as if they would haue wholly ruinated the Citic, with all the inhabicants. 


y They therefore trauaiſed the ſtreets, and ſer fire on thehouſes, which they found wholly defo- 
, te: For the inhabitants were fled away for feare,and were retiredinto a fortreſſe. They there- 
f BH ficeranfackr all things,and left nothing vnſpoiled: neither was there any kinde of mifery-which led 


they inflicted not on their countrimen. Which when I ſaw, I was ſorc gricued; and comman- 
&dthem ro giue ouer, ſignifying vnto them that it was impietie inthem, to ſhew themſclues fo 
ſuzge towards their countrimen. And ſeeing that neither by any prayer or commagd that I 
made, Icould draw them to obedience, for that their hatred ſurpaſſed my counſels, I comman-

power,and a friend to the Romances : and aduiſcd rhe King to fend Philip ro Rome, to yeeld ac- The Gover, 
-aunt of his ations. Bur notwithſtanding thar Philip was ſent thither, yer preſented henot him- nors of Decs 
tlebefore Nero; for finding him extremely buſicd with troubles andciuill warres,he returned fot cu 
mocheKing without doing any thing. When Yeſþaſzan was arriued at Ptolemais,the gouernors Of Veſpaſiane 
ofthe ren cities of Syria cried outagainſt 7uſtus the Tiberian, accuſing him for burning of their poo ery 
boroughs. Veſpaſian therefore delwered him bound vnto the King, ro the end that the ſubie&s May. 1ead 
his kingdome might haue him puniſhed, Bur the King before that time, vawitting to Yeſþ4- —_— _— 
faked kept him priſoner,as it hath beene heretofore declared. The Sephorites alſo reſorted to ——— 
Tehapan, to falute him, and recciue a garriſon from him, with their Commander Placidus,. who lower, 
nd many roades into the countrey , and purſued them vntill fuch time as Yeſþaſear arriued in 
Glike : of which arriuall I have amply ſpokervin my bookes of the Warres of the Iewes, how 
kecane,how he fought againſt me,the firſt time neere to the Citic of Tarichea: how 1 departed 
fomthence to repaire to Iotapata, my taking,rhy 'deliuerance, and all my actions and fortunes 
Urng the warres of the [ewes,and the ſiege of the Citie of kruſalem. But now mceſeemeth 
tht it is neceſſary ;/that T defcribe'other things exploited by mce during my life time in other 
gacesthen in the wars of the Tewes. Aﬀeer the ſiege of Totapata wasended, I was priſoner with 
te Romanes and kept very carefully: yer norwithſtanding,Yeþ fan did mee much honour, For 
bytis commandement I married a virgin, rhat-was one of thoſe that had beene taken capriue in 
Czfarea, Bur ſhe remained not long time with me : for after I was ſer art libertie, and that 7 fol- 
lbned Yeſpaſtar, ſhererired her ſelfe ro Alexandria. After which, I married another woman 
nAlexandria, from whence I was ſent to Titus to the fiege of Icruſalem, whereTI was often- 
limesin danger of dearh, For the Iewes laboured what they might to take and puniſh mee: and ,,"_..... 
teRomans ſuppoſing that as many and oftentimes as they were repulled,it was by my treaſon, that Toleph 
med out continually ro the Emperour to execute me for a Traitor. Bur Titus well experienced I 
the changes of warre, pacificd the violence which his ſouldiers intendcd, againſt mee, by his fi- RT” - 
knce, And after the Cine of Icruſalem was taken, T7tus often follicited mee to take that which 
Iikedamong the ruines of Icruſalem, promiting to giue it me. But I making bur {mall account 
& any thing after the ruine of my countrey, beſoughr him that hee would giue me certaine free 
b, kad the ſacred Bible , which TI receiued for a great conſolation in my miſeries. All which 
erdciouſly granted me.Not long after hauing beg'd my brorher and fitty other of my friends, 
tiey were g1uen me,and I was refuſed in nothing. Entring into the Temple by Titus permiſſion, _ 
Ifounda great flumber of pritoners ſhut vp therein, and all thoſe womenand childrenof my ons ot ot 
ſends and familiars, whom Iknew, Ideliucred them, to the number of one hundrethand nine- numberof 
without paying any ranſome :.and I reſtored them to their former free conditiow Being "Ps 
with Cerealzand one thouſand horſe into the Citie of Thecoaby the Emperour Titus , to Iofephdelive- 
dicif the place were fit for a Camp;in returning from thence I ſaw diuers priſoners, who were ** three

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and I came and fignified the ſame vnto Titxs with teares : who incontinently commanded that

| notwithſtanding the vemoſt diligence of the Phyticions, and the third ſuruiued, 
loſephrepai- = Aﬀeer that Titus had appeaſed the troubles of Iudxa,coniecturing with himſelfe that the pol. 
ern ie ſeſſions which Thad in Teruſalem, would yeeld mee hur little profit, by reaſon of the Romane 
Rome,andis garriſon that ſhould be placed there; he planted mein a poſſeſſion in a champaine COUNtrey : and 
honourably * intending to embarke himſelfe to depart for Rome, he tooke me with him in his owne ſhip, ang 
by Veſpaſian. did me great honour, As ſoone as we cameto Rome,Yeſþaſian had great care of mee; for hee 
lodged mein his owne houſe, where he kept betore he was Emperour, and honoured mee with 
the title of a Citizen of Rome, and gaue mean annuall penfton in money ; and aslong as helj. 
ued, continued his good affeRion towards mee, forgetting no kinde of bountie which he miohe 
loſephenuied yſe rowards mee. Whereupon I was ſo much enuied, that I'grew in danger thereby to loſe 
-- waa life : Fora certaine Iew called Tonathan,hauing ſtirred vp a fedution in Cyren,and gathered about 
him ſome two thouſand inhabitants of the countrey, was the cauſe of their ouerthrow: and; 
touching himſelfe, being bound by the gouernour of that country,and afterwards ſent vntothe 
Emperour, he ſaid it was I that had ſent himarmes and money. But Yeſþaſian knew his falſe. 
hood, and condemned him to death,and commanded him to be executed. Aﬀeer this,mineene- 
mies obiected diners crimes againſt mee in regard that I was in good reputation : but God 6 
wrought that Ieſcaped them all. Morcouer,I receinedin gift from Yeſþaſian an ample poſſeſſion 
Joſephs third jn Tudza, and atthat very time I forſooke my wife , becauſeher manners pleaſed menot, a. 
though ſhee were the mother of my three children, of whom two are deceaſed, and the third, 
who was called Hircanns, is yetaliue. After this I married awite that was bornein Candie,and 
was by nationa Tew, and by birthnoble, and one of the greateſt reputation amongſt the inhabj. 
tants,cndowed with aslaudable mannersas any other vertuous woman whatſoeuer;as her after-} 
life moſt plainely expreſſed. By -berT had two ſonnes, 7#ſfus,who was the eldeſt, and Simonide, 
who alſo was ſurnamed CAgrippa. - Thus farre as touching my domeſticall affaires. That 
bountie which I receiued from the hands of the Czfars,hath alwates continued mine. For after 
Veſpaſiansdeath, Titus,who ſucceeded him inthe Empire, continued the ſame fauour whichhis 
The verver}. FAcNer had ſhewed mee. For although I were oftentimes accuſed, yet were not mine aduerſaries 
afaow of belecued. Domitian, who ſucceeded him, augmented mine honours. For he puniſhed thoſe 
theCzſars 4 Jewes that accuſed mee , and gaue order that the Eunuch and flaue whom I kept to teach my 
ſeph, ſonne,and by whom I was accuſed, ſhould be puniſhed. Hegranted mee exemption alſofrom 
all the tributes of Indza, which is one of the moſt greateſt honours that a man may recciue. 
And as touching Domitia the Emperours wife, ſhee alwaies continued her good affeQion ' 
towards mee. Behold heere the ſhort recitall of my whole life : whereby let 
each man coniefureof my manners as him liſteth. But O thrice 
excellent Epaphroditus , after TI haue giuen and offered 
thee all this ancient Hiſtorie of our nation, 
I will for this preſent pauſe in 
this place.

But neither was Artiochus ſatisfied with the vnexpected ſurprize of the city,nor with the pil- 
ge and {laughter of the citizens,but was ſo fartranſporred by his pafſions,& incenſed with the 
remembrance of thoſe cuils which he ſuſtained during the fiege of the Ciry, that he compelled 
the Tewes to forſake the cuſtomes of their country; commanding them from that time forward 
ovſeno more circumciſion of their children, but that they ſhould immolate fwinevpon the Al- 
ryhich when al of them jointly refuſed ro obey,the moſt conſtant among them were for that 
canſe pur tO death. Bacchides being made chiete of the garriſons by the appointment of A7tio- 
4s, what with his innated cruelty,and the impious commandement that was left him, omitted 
10 occaſion to further his wicked impiety, inſomuch as he particularly tormented ſach as were 
of noble birth, and quality: that each day for the moſt part, he repreſented ynto them the freſh 
fceand memory of the deſolaion of their City: till all of chem ar the laſt being prouoked and 
whetted on through the grieuouſnes of that which both themſelues and others indured,addre(- 
( edchemſelues with confidence to proſecute their reuenge. Ar length Matthias the ſon of Aſme- 
xu,one ofthe Prieſts, who was borne ina village called Modin,accompanicd with his fiue ſons 
1nd his owne houſhold armed with ſwords,ſluc Bacchides: and tearing the power and multitude 
of the enemies garriſons,ſpeedily retired himſelte 1nto the mountaines. Thither reſorted diners 
of the people vnto him:for which cauſe he waxing more confident and courageous,came downe 
fom the mountaines,and ouercomming the Capraines of Antiochus,d raue them our of the bor- 
ts of Iudza. Ar ſuch rime therefore as through his happy ſucceſle he became potent,and was 
by common conſent of the people(for that he had deliuered them from the ſubicion of ſran- 
 gers)made their Ruler: he died,leauing his eldeſt ſonne who was called udas, to ſucceed him in 
the gouernment, Who fearing leſt Amtiochus would [till continue warres againſt him, gathe-

-her(who had beene one of the richeſt amongſt all the Kings of Iudza) rooke morethen three 
touſand talents of money from thence;and wrought fo much with Aztochas,that vpon the pai- 

Ben of three hundrerh calenrs of money, he made him raife his ftege & depart the country. This 
Hircanus was the firſt of all the Tewes thar with his owne goods maintained outlanders and foul- 
erg, But ſo ſoon as Amtiochus had bent his power and forces againſt the Medes,he took hand- 
© of that opportunity he had offred him,to reucnge himſelte,8& preſently aſlaulred the townes 
of Syria,afſuring himſelfe he ſhould find them(as indeed they were) void of ſouldiers to defend 
hem. Whereupon he tooke Medabaand Samea, with the places thereunto adioyning, Sichem 
and Garizim, which border vpon the Chuthzans, who inhabit the places adioyning to the 
Tanple, thar is made afrer the imitation of that which ts ar leruſalem. Morcouer ,. he tooke 
many Cities of Idumza,and amongſt the reſt Doreon, and Marifa: and comming into Samaria 
(where now Sebaſte 1s ſituate, which was builded by Herod )he belicged it on cucry {1de; and left 
(hisrwo ſons ©Ariſtobules and Antigonns,to continue the ftege, who diligently belicged the place. 
There was ſuch a famine in the city, that they were conſtrained ro care vnaccuſtomed meates, 
Forwhich cauſe, they required aide of Aztiochas, ſurnamed Spondirs, who willingly afliſted 
them,but he was ouercome by Ariſtobulus and Artigons, and was purſued by the aforeſaid bre- 
hrenvato Scyrhopolis,whither he then retired himſelte: bur they retiring againe vnto Samaria, 
defieged rhe Cirte, and ar laſt taking it by force, deſtroyed the ſame, and led away their inhabj- 
tas captives. Whileſt thus fortune fauoured them moreand more, they ceaſed not ro purſue 
heir 800d ſucceſſe, bur led their army ro Scythopolis : and raking it, they diuided and ſpoiled 
althe countrey.

diuers of the ewes rifing vp in armes againſt them , were {o much ouer-ruled by their 
anbicious paſſion , that they could not containe themſclues from the proſecution of an open 
adbloody warre: wherein notwithſtanding they were put to the worſt. From that day for- 
ward 1ohz paſſed the remainder of his life in all felicirie and happineſie ; andafter he had gouer- 
td the Common-weale for the ſpace of thirticthree yeeres, he departcd this life , leaming be- 
hind him five valiant ſons. He was a man truly happy, fo fauoured by Fortunc,that he had no 
vecalion ro complaine of her niggardice in bountie, Finally, he alone might juſtly boaſt himſclte 
ofthreeexcellent endowments:firſt of all, char he was the Prince of his countrey: fecondly,thar 
hewas high Prieſt: thirdly,a Propher,to whom God fo ſpake,that he was 1gnorant ofno future 
«cidents: he foreſaw and foretold that his two cldeſt ſonaes ſhouldnot conrinue long inthe g0- 
lernment(whoſe lives are worth rehearſall, alchough they much declined from their fathers fe- 
lcitie) for theeldeſt ſonne Ariſtobulus , after his tarhers death tranſlaced the principalitie into a 
kingdome ; and was the firſt that put a Crowne on his head ; foure hundrerh, cightie and one 
ſeeresand three monerhs,after the deliuerance of the people from the captiuitic of Babylon, As 
for Antigonus(who was his ſecond brother,and whom in appearance he feemed to Joue moſt in- 
ely)he made him parraker of his digritie, and committed the refidue of chem to priſon. Hee 
mpriſoned his mother alſo, for that ſhee had contended with him as touching rhe priacipalitie, 
ach 70h had ſolely committed to her diſpoſe)and was fo farre giuen ouer ro all kinde of cru- 
lie, that henot onely kept her priſoner in bonds, butalſo pur her ro death by famine.

could not keepe out Aztzochus, but that burning the towers,and filling vp the trenches, he entred? 


and paſſed ouer them with his forces. And not tarrying at that time to reuenge himſelfe ofhim 


who had thus forbidden him paſſage, he preſently marched forward againſt the Arabians. Buf 


the King of Arabia retyring himſelte into certaine places of his. countrey which were fitteſt for 
detenice,and returning ſuddenly to bartell with his horſmen(who were in number 10000,)tuſhed 
haſtily vpon Aztzochus fouldiers, and found them vnprouided: ſo thar a hot .skirmiſh began he. 
twixt them, in which the ſouldiers of Antiochas, whilſt he lived , ſhewed themſelues valiant 
(though they were' on cuery {ide maſſacred by the Arabians)but ſo ſoone as he was flaine(who 


was alwaies ready to aſſiſt thoſe that were in danger) all of them fled: and the greateſt partof | 


them were {laine in the bartell and in flight:as for thoſe thar eſcaped,they fled into the towneof 
Cana,where they all(excepr very few)died for hunger. After this,the people of Damaſcus being 
incited by the hatred they barero Ptolomey the ſon of Mineus,ſent for Aretas,and eſtabliſhed him 
King ouer Cceloſyria: who warring againſt Iudza, and ouercomming Alexander in battell,ret- 
red himfelfe vpon compoſition. Alexander hauing taking Pella,reſorted once more to thetowne 
of Gerafa,in that he was deſirous of Theodorus riches: and rooke the place, notwithſtanding that 
it was fortified with three wals:and that vpon cuery wall there was planted a garriſon. Hetooke 
Gaulan and Seleucia and that town which is called the valley of Antiochus. Moreouer,haung 


taken Gamala,which was a moſt ſtrong Caſtle,and impriſoned the Gouernor thercof,who was 


called Demetrius, becauſe he wasa wicked perſon, he returned into Tudza, after he had ſpent 3: 
yeers in war: where for his proſperous ſucceſſe he was ioyfully receiued of his nation. Butno 


ſooner ceaſed he from war but he fell ſicke,and falling into a quartane ague, he thought that hel 


ſhould drive away his ſicknes,if he employed himſelfe in ſome bulineſſe: for which cauſe my 
not rid of his diſcaſe,he applied himſelfe ro war,and labouring aboue his ſtrength, amidſt thoſe 
tumults yeelded vp the ghoſt in the 37.yeere of his raigne: leauing the kingdome to Alexandra 
his wite,fully accounting that the Iewes would in all things obey her,becauſethar ſhealwaiesby 
miſliking and ſeeking to hinder his cruelty and iniquity,had won the hearts of thc people.

Whercupon Herod cauſed one togot 
onm"s about the walls of the Cirie,and to proclaime howthat he was come for the good of the whole 
Citie, and that he would not take reuenge of any, though hee were his open enemy, andthat 
he would pardon euen them that had beene moſt ſeditious.

Herod purſued then'euen vnto Tordan, and killed many 
dfthem ; thoſe that eſcaped fied ouer the river ; and thus he freed Galilee from rhat feaxe, ſane 
tlatyer he had left ſomelurking inthe caues, andrtherefore he was conſtrained there romake a 
longer abode. Wherefore firſt of all he gaye the ſouldicrs the fruit of cheir labours, and diſtri-

making Prolomes chicte ouer that part;returned into Samarta,carrying with him three thouſand 
Capraincof footmen,and fixchundreth horſemen againſt Antigone. Afcer whoſe departure thoſe that were 
tiers Maine, accuſtomedto trouble Galilee, and moleſt it,hauing now(as they thought) opportunitie, aſſaul. 
ted Prolomems at vnawares and killed him:and waſted the country, retiring themſelues into mari | 
grounds and ſecret places. Which when Herod vnderſtood , hee preſently came ro ſuccourthe 
country,and killed themoſt part of the enemies ;and hauing taken all thecaſtles by force,he ex- 
acted a hundrerh talents for recompence of that reuolt ro be payed by the cities. Now the Par- 
thians being pur to flight,and Pacorws (laine,Yertidzus being walled thereto by letters from Ame. 
ris, ſent vnto Herod athouſand horſemen,and two legions of foormento afliſt him againſt 4m;. 
gonus, Now Antigonus writ letters to the Generall of the foreſatd company named Machu, 
defiring him to helpe him ; and complaining thar Herod iniured him, promiſed him a ſamme of 
money. But hethinking it nor beſt to forſake him he was ſent to ſuccour, eſpecially ſeeing that 
Herod would giue more,would not be ſuborned by him : yer counterfeiting himſelfe to be 4mj. 
gon his friend,meaning vnder that prerence to.creepe into the kno wledge of his ſecrets; which 
not regarding Herods counſell he went to diſcouer, norwitliſtanding that Herod dilliwaded him 
| from it: Bur Antigonus perceiuing his intent, ſhut him out of the Citic, and like an ehemy drave 
Machzras him away from the walles, till ſuch time as Machera was aſhamed of thathe had done; andſo 
inquire. returned to Amathunt vnto Herod, - And being ina rage that things fell out againſt his expedy- 
tion, he killed all the Iewes he found, not reſpecting wherher they fauoured Herod or Antign, 
Herod hereat was mooued,and thought to be xeuenged vpon Macheraas vponan enemy yet he 
riewar of bridled himſelfe and haſted to Antoine tolet him vnderſtand Macheras crueltie, Ma. 
che world, cheraremembring how he had offended, followed the King,and with many entreaties beſought | 
3923-beforre him to be friends, and obtained it. Yer Herod kept on his iourney to Antonins, and hearing that

Ant.lib.14. Tc the meane ſeaſon Herods affaires in Iudza went backward : for hee left his brother loſqh 
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WP Gouernour of all, commanding him to doe nothing againſt CAztigonss till his returne, 
For helittle truſted to Hacheras helpe, becauſe of the parts hee had played before. But 
Toſeph vnderſtanding his brother to bee farre off, not regarding what charge was left hin, 
went to Iericho accompanied with fiue companies which prom Jig ſent with him , thinking 
now inharueſt time to haue taken away their corne : but being aſſaulted by rhe enemy vp 
the mountaines and in difficulr places, himſelfe was there ſlaine, ſhewing himſelfein that fight | 
a worthy and valiant man: and there was not oneleft aliue of all the Romane fouldicrs; for 
they wereall newly gathered out of Syria,and they had no old fouldiers amongſt them to 
them who were ignorant in warfare. Artigonus not contented with the viRtory, became ſuch 
 tyrant,that he cauſed the dead corps of 1oſeph to be ſcourged : and hauing the dead bodics

When Herod if _—_— 

i wat Antiochia necre Daphne, his brothers death was manifeſted vnto him in a dreame : And tcrsdeath 

( whileſt he was troubled thus, ſo that he leapt our of his bed; euen at the ſame inſtant the meſſen- *2® veame, 

i vers who brought tydings of his death, entred into the houte: and weeping a little for griefe, 

re x8it were deferring his ſorrow till anothertime, he went rowards his enemies; ſothar he haſted 

- tbouc his ſtrength. When hee came to Libanus,hee rtooke eight hundreth inhabiranrs of thar 

ſh muuntaine to helpe him, and toyned vnto them one of the Romane legions ; and nor expeRing 

ne the day-tyme, with them he entred into Galilee, and mecting with his enemies, he forced them 

oo to flyc vizo the place from whencethey came: and euery day he afſu}ted their Caſtle : Bur be- 

” forche could take it, being wearied with cruell winter, he was conſtrained to lead his army in- 

” tothe next village. Within a few dayes his number being increaſed by one other legion which 

- Antonins ſent, he put his enemies in ſucha feare, thar they inthe night time fled and forſooke 

We the Caſtle. And now he haſted to Tericho to bee reuenged vpon thoſe that killed his brother: 


where there betell him a moſt ſtrange accident, from the which beingagainſt all hope dcliuered, 


night had ſupped with him, ſupper being ended, and cuery one being gone forth, incontinently 
the honſe wherein hee ſupt fell downe: Herodrookethis as a Praſagium borh'of rhe dangers 
nd proſperous ſuccefle he was to haue in his warres. And the next morning early he remooued 


fromthence , and about 6000. of theenemies deſcending from the mountaines, affaulted rhe 
vantguard,' but they durſt not ioyne battell with the Romancs , but moleſted chem ſtanding a- 
fare off with ſtones and darrs, and they wounded many : ſothatalſo Herod himfelfe paſſing a- 
long, was wounded inthe fide witia dart. Artigonrns defirous to ſhew himſclfe moſt potenr, as 
wellin multitude of men, as alfo in courage,ſent Pappes a friend of his, with anarmy into Sama- 
ta,who there got the victory of Machara. Herod wentabout the enemies countrey and took there 

D fuetownes,and deſtroyed two thouſand of the inhabitants,and firing the houſes, he returned to 
hisarmy neere vnto a village called Cana. 

Every day there came flocking vnto him a very great number of Iewcs, both from Iericho 
nd from other parts of the countrey, ſome ofthem hating Antzgonw, other ſome louing Herod 
forhis valiant deeds: for many without any reaſon defired an alteration, Whileſt thus he haſted 

t fight, Pappas with his men neither fearing the multirude, nor ſtrenghof rheir enemies , came 

| tercly vpon them, and offered battell. The batcell being begun, the others a while abltained, 
onely Herod remembring his brothers death, ventured more then thereſt , ro the end to bee re- 
uenged ypon them that were the authors thereof: and ſo le cafily ouercame the enemies army; 
ad ſtill aſſaulting the freſh men, hee put them all ro flighr. There was a mighty {laughter : for 

| many being forced to flye into the village from whencethey came, he purſucd them and flewan 
nintenumber. Laſtly,ruſhing amongſt the encmies tizar fied, he brake into the village, where 
althe houſes. were full ofarmed men, and cuery houſe roppe tullof men to defend it ; and be- 
cuſe he eaſily ouercame thoſe that were abroad, he ouerthrew the houſes, and ſo forced them 
ar were within to come forth. Others hee killed in companies withrhe raines of rhe houſes 
wherein they were ; and if any one chanced to eſcape, rhe ſouldiers withour that were already 
amed, with ſwords kild chem: ſo that there were ſuch heaps of dead bodies,thar they who had 
the victory could not paſſe thorow theſtreets for them. The enemies were fo diſcouraged with 
his overrhrow,thatthe whole multitude of them(ſceing rhoſethar were flaine inthevillage)fled 
may: and Herod by the benefit of his good fortune had euenthen come to Ieruſfalem, had nor 
F Vinter ſtormes hindred him, which was theonely cauſe thar he at that time got not a full con- 
Queſt; and that Antigone was not vrterly ouerthrowne,who through feareand deſperation was 
Purpoſed to leaue the City. Bur Herod towards night hauing giuenhis friends leauc to depart 
forelt their wearie bodies, being himſelfeheated with his armour,after the mannerof fouldiers , 
Yettto wath himſelfe, accompanied onely with one Page. And before hee came to the bath , 
Me of his enemies met him hauing a ſiyord drawne 1n his hand ; andrhen another ; and after- 
Wards a third; and after them more: and theſe eſcaped out of the battell,and came to thebath to 
lethemſelues; and ſceino the King there,thcy were ſoreafraid,and ſought to hide themſclues,

he had quartered his army as he though belt for his purpoſe,and cur off the ſuburbs, he cauſeq F 


three rampircs to be raiſed, androwres to be builded vpon them : and leauing therehis truſ 

friends that would nor ſlack their buſineſle, he wentinto Samariato viſit his betrothed, which 
was the daughter of Alexander,who was ſonto Ariſtobulus,who(as we before made mention)was 
deſpouſed vnto him: and he wedded her euen in the time of the fiege,as who ſhould fay, now he 
contemned his enemies: after his marriage rites were performed, he returned to Ieruſalem with 
a farregreaterarmy:Soſius alſo ſeconded him with a greatarmy of foormen,and horſmen, whom 
he ſent before him thorow the mid{(t of the countrey; and he himſelfe cameafter by Phoenicia, 
Now when all his whole army was aſſembled together, to the number ofabour ſome 11.1egions 
of footmen,and fix thouſand horſemen, beſides the Syrians that came to helpe him,which were 


no ſmall number,helaicd his aſſault and battery ro the northermoſt wall; and the rather becauſe ] 


; hethought himſelfe warranted by the decree of the Senate, wherby he was declared to be King, 
all che army chat was vnder his gouerament.Meane while thoſe Icwes that were within thecity 


the Temple,grew to this reſolution;that whoſocuer ſhould fortune to die in this attempr,ſhould 


Thelewes va- bee moſt happy and beloued of God, But choſe who were hardieſt amongſt chem, joyning

hindred the aduerfary from ereRing their rampires; ſo that they ſtill found ſome new deuiceto 


hinder the force of their engines; neither did they any wayes preuaile fo much as by their mynes 
which they made. As forthe theeucs, the King ſought to repreſle rheir incurſions, by placing 
an ambuſh of men to intercept them; by which meanes hee relieued rhe want and ſcarcity of vi. 
Cuals, by fetching prouiſion from places farre diſtant : Butnorwithſtanding they in their fight 
failed in no ſort to expreſſe their incredible valour ; yer did that military experience which the 
Romans had,ouer-maſterthem by ods. Nathelefle, notwithſtanding the imminent danger whet- 
inthey were plunged, they fought with them in open field : but where it chanced thatthe Ro- 
mans by digging two ſcuerall mynes, brake all at once intothe midſt of them; yer ſuddenly re- 
paired they the breach that was made inthe wall,and fortified the other part thereof. Ina word, 


they neither ſpared hands nor engines,but wereall of them determined to fight it out euen vato L 


the laſt caſt: and alchough they werebefieged with ſo huge an army, yet they defended thetown 


Herods ſouldi. from them flue monerhs,till ſuchtime as certaine of Herods choſen men, valiantly ſcaling and clei-

in the narroweſt places of the ſtreets,as alſo in their owne houſes: yea euen then alſo whenthey 
fled into the Temple, withour reſpect of age or woman-hood. For although the King intreated 
the ſouldiersto ſpare the people: yet for all that, they neuer reſtrained theircruell hands,bur like 
mad menthey raged againſt all; men, women, and children. At that time alſo Antigen neither 


Sofiusraketh reſpecting his former condition,nor his preſent eſtate, came and proſtrated himſelfe at Sofens bus

feet, beſeeching him to be mercifullvnto him; but Soſivs nothing compatſhonating his calamity,

Now when Herod had conquered his enemies , hee endeauored to the vemolt to appeal 
the fury of the ſouldiers ; forall the whole multitude were defirous to ſeethe Temple, w Uy 
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4 holy veſſels therein: bur he reliſted them, appealing ſome by threatnings, reclaiming others by Ijin? 
qrce,and the reſt by 1ntreaties, ſuppoſing thar ir had been better for himſclfe to haue beene con- the tf, 
quered,then by obtaining rhe victory, ro miniſter a meanes whereby thoſe things ſhould be diſ- 392» b#fore 
coucred which were notlawtullto beerenealed. Hee therefore preſeritly repre the ſouldicrs BY 
fom ſacking the city,inucying much againſt Soſtns, and obiccting againſt him,that the Romanes SW 
would deſolate the city both of men and money,and leaue him King ofa place without ſubjects: 

adding further, that he eſteem d not the Empire ofthe whole world tobe a recompence tor ſuch 
:mallacre of his citizens. Hereunto Sofzns replied, that incquity the ſouldiers were to haue the 
ſacking of the rowne, in recompence of thar labour they had ſpent in the flege, But Herod gaue 
z im tluis anſwer,thar he had rather recompence cuery man out of his owne treafury; and by this

« for thecauſe that moueth them to aſſault vs,is,not thetruſt they repoſe in their owne valourand that 
great army, but it is our miſery thatinuitcth them. Yet who knowes nor that the hope is fruſtra- __ 
ted that is founded not vpona mans priuate vertue, but vpon another mans misfortune ? There 
isnothing aſſured in humane affaires, in reſpe& cither of proſperous ſucceſſe,or aduerſe fortune, 
which a man may perceiue to alter vpon all occurrents:as we our ſelues may witneſle by ourown 
experience.

{added vnto his dominion another country; for which cauſe he creed another Temple vnto 
kim, necrevnro the head of Iordan, of white marble, ina place called Panium, where thereis a 
mountaine riſing an infinite height into the aire, ar the fide whercof there is an obſcure valley, 
where there are high rocks,thar(by drops of water falling on them)are made hollow:ſo:that the 
warcr,{tanding in their concauiry till they run ouer, fallerh down with a ſtreame of ſuch a length 
$isadmirable. Ar the foote of this valley on the outſide, there ſpring certaine fountaines, and 
many __ this'to be the head of the river Iordan; which, whether it betrue or no, we will de- 
clare hereafter. reeds 


Arlericho alſo(berweenthe caſtle of Cyprus, and the other ancient Kings houſes) heerected 


( other buildings, fairer and more commodious for theni that came thither, calling them after the 


names of his friends. Finally,there was no conuentent place in the whole kingdome,wherein he 
ercted nor ſome thing in honour of Ceſar-and hauing 1n cuery place of his owne kingdome de- 
uſed and dedicated Temples vnto him, he in Syria alſo where he ruled did the like, founding in 
yery many Cities, Temples,which he called by the name of C2ſar, And perceiuing,that amongſt 
the Cities of the ſea-coaſt, there was one called Stratons tower, which, being very old, was rut- 
nated; and for the ſituation thereof deſerued reparation and coſt : he repaired ir all with white 
ſtone,and built a very royall Palace therein, wherein chiefly he ſhewed a mighty minde.Forthis 
City ſtanding in the midſt betweene Dora and Ioppe,there was no port or hauen in that coalſt:ſo 
that whoſocuer ſailed from Phoenicia into Egypt,were in great danger, by reaſon of the violent 


D winds that blew from Africa;zwhich blowing bur a very eafic gale,inforce the water with ſuch a 


violence againſt the rocks on the ſhore,thar the waues, rebounding back again a good way with, 
inthe ſea,make the whole ſea tempeſtuous. But the King,with his liberality and coſt ouercom- 
ming nature,builded a port or hauen inthat place, far bigger then that of Pirzum, and within it 
made moſt ſafe ſtarions for ſhips. And although the narure of that place was altogether contra-

ryto his intent, yer he ſo overcame that difficulty,that the ſea could do that building no harme: 
adit was ſo gallant and beautifull to behold, as though there had bin no let any way to hinder 
the adorning thereof. For hauing meaſured our ſuch a place(as we haue ſpoken of) for the port, 
helaid a foundation inthe botrome twenty elles deepe of ſtone,whereof moſt of them were fif- An apr de- 
ty foot long, nine foot rhicke, and tenne foot broad, and ſome bigger ; and all the bottome of [7iprionef 
| the haven where the water came, was laid with theſe ſtones. Which done, he raiſed a wall of two ; 
tundreth foor, whereof a hundreth foot was builded ro breake the violence of the waues, and 
ladaname according to rhe vie it ſerued for. The other hundreth foot ſ{erued for a foundation 
ofthe wall whereof the hauen was compaſled, which was repleniſhed with many goodly tow- 
tis; thegreateſt and faireſt whereof he named Drufius,after the name of Ceſars kinſman, There 
were very many vaults alſo to condut ſuchthings into thetowne as were brought into the ha- 
ien,and about them a paued place for them to walke in,that came our of the ſhips: The entrance 
—_— was on rhe North fidezfor by reaſon of the ſituation of the place, the North-wind there 
bthecalmeſt, | 

Before the entrance were 3. great coloſſus held vp on euery {ide with pillars: they w*? are on 
cleft hand,are propr vp by atower being a ſolid rock of ſtone. Butar the entrance on theright 
indwere two huge ſtones toynd together, which make a greater towerthen the other. There is 
Uoa houſe adioyning vnto the hauen built of whire ſtone: The ſtreets ofthe cities comming to 
tat place,are of one bignes and proportion, Vpona hill oppoſite to the mouth of the hauen,was 
there builded a remple very beautifull and exceeding grear,which he dedicated to Ceſar,wherin 
Was placed Cſars coloſſus,fully as greatas [upzters at Olympus:for it was made after that exam- 
Plexqualto char ar Rome, and char of Junoes ar Argos. The city he huilded for the inhabitants of 
lat Prouince,and the port or hauen for ſeafaring men. The honour and credit he —_— to

tothe ſecond andthirdafter them. He repaired Anthedon alſo, which was deitroied by thewar 4" th 
and calledit Agrippium:and louing*Agrippa very dearely, he cauſed her name to be engrayen g. 
uer the portall he builded inthe Temple. Neither was he vamindfull of his parents : for inthe 
richeſt ſoile of the whole kingdome he built acity fora monument of his father:and by his nay 
called it Antipatris,being a very rich foile,both tor trees and rivers. At Ierichoalſo he built x ye. 
ry gorgeous and ſtrong Caſtle,and called ir Cyprus,in honour of his mother. He likewiſe by 
a.towet in memory of his brother Phaſaelus,ar leruſalem,and cald it Phaſaelzs his tower (of the 
compaſſe and beauty of this tower we will ſpeake hereafter.) He alſo called another City Pha. Y 
faelys,which is ſituate in a valley beyond Iericho, towards the North. B- 
Hauing thus eternized the memory of his friends and kinsfolke, he did not forget to doe the Fc 
like to/himſelfe:for he built a caſtle on amountain neer Arabia, hauing on one fide a ſtrong place dy box 
of defence, and this Caſtle he called Hcrodium after his owne name. By the ſame name alſo he who was 
called a tombe,which he builded ſixty ſtounds from Ieruſalem, artificially made in manner of x he return 
womans dug, which he richly adorned:tor within com palle of the top of it,hecauſed round my. the city, 
rets.to be placed: and round abour it he builded princely houſes,gallantly adorned borh within come 
and without. He alſo brought water from a great way off, with great coſt and charges,and made 18M wad be 
a paire of ſtaires of pure white marble,to go vp,which had two hundreth ſteps. For the wholehil hum) bec 
was made by art, and it was made of an exceeding height: at the foot thereof likewiſe he built after he [ 
another Palace,and houſes to receiue his friends and their carriages: ſo that this caſtle, forthea- WW byo2d 1 
bundance of all neceſfary places, ſeemed a ciry,and yet was it all the Kings Palace. Hauing ere- by them 
Red thus many buildings,he ſhewed his braue mind in ſtrange cities likewiſe:for at Tripolis, and deth;to1 
Damaſcus,and Ptolemais he builded publike baths, which are called exerciſes. He builded the WI moved - 
wall of Biblus; and ſeats,porches,temples, and markets at Berytus and Tyre: at Sidon and Dz- tothe kit 
maſcus he builded a Theater,and a water-conduit at Laodicea,a fea-towne. At Afcalon he built peſt ras 
foutttaines or lakes very ſumptuous,and baths with pillars, that for greatneſſe and gallant worke farther 
were miraculous. To other places he gaue woods and ports: and to many cities he added fields, (WM whoue all 
as though they had been fellow-cities of his kingdome. Alſo, toward the maintenance of baths torments 
he gaue a yeerely annuity for cuer: as namely, to thoſe at Cous, to the intent he might beanc- his beſt 
ternall benefactor. Moreouer, he gaueall poore people corne; and heoften and in ſundry places bang a 
oaue the Rhodians money to build a Nauie of ſhips. At his owne proper coſt he repaired Pythi- ebare 
um, which was burnt with fire. What ſhould I ſay of his liberality which he extended tothem ad vao 
of Lyciaand Samiazor the magnificent gifts which he vſed roward all the people of Ionia; yea, tebad x 
all things that their hearts could deſire:whereby he relicucd all their neceſſities? Nay, boththe &erhe þ 
Athenians,and Lacedemonians, and Nicopolites, and the citizens of Pergamus in Myia, recei Culida 
ued very many benefitsat his hands. He paucd alſoa large ſtreet in Antiochiaof Syria,which was Wl by the G 
in length twenty ſtounds,and that with faire marble. This ſtreet before that time was fo full of 1 «we

durt,that.no man could goe thorow it; and all along it he built galleries,thar people mightgoc Keroach

Some one may fay,that theſe benefits he thus beſtowed, weredone for the proper vſe of thoſe adulre

And after- 5, /anqktien 
(wad be flew Hircanus his wines vacle (notwithſtanding that hee returned out of Parthia vato Hircanus his 
lim) becauſe after he ſuſpected that he intended ſome treaſon againſt him; whom Barzapharnes, Murs grand. 
ter he had taken all Syria, tooke away prifoner wath him. But his owne countrimen that dwelt ; 
beyond Euphrates, in commiſeration-redeemed him from thraldome; and had he bin counſelled 
bythem and not come vnto Heyod,he had not bin killed:bur the marriage of his neece cauſed his 
&xi;for,for that cauſe,and eſpecially for the loue of his matiue ſoile,he came thither, That wh 
maued Herod ro kill him was,not for thathe ſought the kingdome,bur becauſe he had right vn- 
wthe kingdom. Herod had five children by Mariamme,two daughters,and three ſons. The youn- Herods chil- 
x was ſent to Rometo ſtudy,where he dicd. The other two he brought vp like Princes,both #* by Ma 
fartheir mothers nobility ſake,and for that they were borne after he was King. Burt that which _—

L r1anme daily caſt in Herods tecth,and vpbraided both his mother and fiſter,with very ſharpe and Farr oong 
tproachfull words:yer he fo loued her, that notwithſtanding all this he held his peace. But the accuſe Mari- 
women were ſer on fire:and that they mightthe rather moue Herodagainſt her,they accuſed her %=c okume 
afadultery.and of many other things which bare a ſhew of truth: obieting againſt her that ſhe 
ad ent her portrairure into Egypt vato C4»torius; and that through immoderate luſt ſhee did 
What ſhe could to make her ſelte knowne vnto him, who doted vpon womens loue, and was of

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Garged to kill me. Herod hearing this which he thought to be ſecrer, was like a mad man, and OY 
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his, except he had abuſed her; ſo that hereupon he became furious, and leaping our of his beg

4.before he walked vp and downe the Palace: whereupon his ſiſter Salome hauing fit Opportunity, cop. 
Chis birth firmed his ſuſpicion of 7oſeph. For which cauſe, Herod growing now raging mad with lealouſie 
WY commanded both of themto be killed. Which done, his wrath was ſeconded by repentance;and 
—_—— after his anger ceaſed, the affeCtion of loue was preſently renued : yea ſo great was the Power 
loſeph and of his affection, that he would not belecue ſhe was dead, but ſpake vato her as though ſhe Were 
Miiamne alive,vntill in proceſſe of time being aſcertained of her tunerall,he equalled the affeQtion he bye 
Marianmes her during her life, by the vehemency of his paſſion for her death. Mariammes ſonnes lucceedeg 
ſons inheri- their mother in her wrath, and recogitating what an impious act it was, they accounted their 
eats, father as a mortall enemy,both before and after they went to ſtudy at Rome, and eſpecially af 
The yeereof ter they came againe into Iudza. For as they encreaſed.in yeeres, ſo did the violence of their 
ney minde increafe. And they being now marriageable, one of them married the ——_— of their 
chriftsbirth, aunt Salome, who accuſed their mother; -the other married the daughter of Arc 
Cappadocia. Andnow to their hatred was there ioyned a liberty to ſpeake more freely 2ainſ 
them,and by this occaſion of their boldnetſe: many were animated to calumniate them : ſ9 tha 
ſome did openly tell the King that both his ſonnes ſought ro worke rreafon againſt him,and that 
the one of them prepared an army to helpe the other to reuenge the death of their mother; and 
that the other(to withe that was ſonne in law to Archelaws) purpoled to flye, and accuſe Hergy 
wi phe rohe before Ceſar. Herod giving care vnto thoſe calumniations, ſent for Artipater whom he had þ 
ammd,  Dors, tothe end he mighr defend him againſt his two ſons, and ſought ro aduance him aboye 
Ant, lib. 16. them.But they thought this alteration intolerable; ſeeing one, whoſe mother was but a Priuate 
WP woman, ſo preferred : and they moyed with their owne nobleneſſe of birth,could not containe 
their indignation, but vpon euery occaſion ſhewed themſclues offended; yet were they euery 
Antipater by day lefſe accounted of. As for Antzpater, he wrought himfelte into fauour: for he knew how to 
diſgracing his flatter his father,and raiſed many ſlanders on histwo brethren, partly inuented by himſelfe part - 
brothers, 's ly diuulged by ſome of his fauourites, whom he ſer aworke abour the matter, till char at laſt ke 
fathers heire, Put his brethren out of all hope of hauing the kingdome. For he was now by the Kings Will and 
Teſtament declared King,ſo that he was ſeat asa King varo Ceſar in a Kingly habit and pomp, 
onely he wore no Crowne: and in time he ſo preuailed,that he wrought his mother into Mr. i 
ammes ſtead;and with flatteries and calumniation ſo mooucd the King, that he began to delibe. 
Sy rateabout the putting ro death of his ſonnes. For which cauſe, he conducted his fon Alexander 
= ho " with him to Rome;and accuſed him before Ceſar, that he had giuen him poyſon. But heewith 
Czar. much adoe hauing obtained liberty to plead his owne cauſe,and that before an vnskilfull Iudee, 
yet more wiſe then Herod or Antipater, hee modeſtly held his peace in all things that his father 
had offended in: and firſt of all he purged his brother from danger of that crime,and taking the 
whole matter vpon himſelfe,he in very good fort acquitted himſelterhercof. And afterwardshe 
inueighed againſt Antipaters ſubtiltie, and complained of thoſe iniuries, which had been offered 
him, hauing beſide the equity of his cauſe, ſuthcient cloquence to acquit himſelfe: for hee 
a vehement orator;and knew well how to perſwade. Laſt of all, he obiected that his father ha- 
uing a deſire to put both himand his brother to death, had laid an accuſation vpon him:wherat 
the whole audicnce wept,and Ceſar was ſo moued,that not regarding the accuſations that were 
Areconcitia. 1aid vnto them, he preſently made Herod and them friends, vpon theſe conditions, that they in | 
tion berweene all things ſhould be obedient vnto their father; and that their father ſhould leaue the kingdome 
Herod and 1, whom he pleaſed. 
Hereupon Herod returned from Rome, and though he ſeemed to haue forgiuen his ſonnez 
yet laid henot his jealouſie and ſuſpicion afide. For Antipater ſtill vrged his argument to make 
Herod hate his other two ſons,though for feare of him thar reconciled them, hedurſt not openly 
ſhew himſelfe an enemy vnto them. Afterward Herod failed by Cilicia, and arrived at Elzula 
Archelus Where Archelaws receiued him very courteouſly,thanking him for the fafery of his ſonin law, 
kindly enrer- and very ioytull for that they were made friends:for he wrote vnro his friends at Rome withal 
winatHerod £ced poſſible, that they ſhould be fauourable vnto Alexander,when he came to plead his cauſe 
Herods wor. And after this entertainment, he conducted Herod vnto Zephyrize, giuing him gifts to the value 
- 4 "qa of thirty talents, and ſo rooke his leaue of him. Herod as on as he cameto Ieruſalem afſem- 
whercis be bled the people together, 8: being aſſiſted by his three ſons,he ſhewed vnto them the cauſe of his 
diſtribareeh going to Rome,and bleſſed God,and thanked Ceſzr,who had appeaſed the diſcord of his houle

All Alexanders friends were either corrupted by ander- 

money, or flattering ſpeeches, wherewith Artipater oucrcame all, and made them theeues and By whar 

proditors of ſuch things as were either done or ſpoken againſt him:and himſelf doing all things, ys Cage 

te dealt ſo warily,thatat laſt thoſe calumniations came vnto Herods care: and he counterfeited is la 

lis brothers pcrſon, and ſuborned other tale-carrycrs, telling what they could againſt Alexan- A 4 mf 
7and pretending good will towards his brother, at firſt fainedly reproued them, and after- Tao :

CENC expectation was Vpon Antipater, na tnat WNIcn gricuc exanacr te more, was, that all 
theſe miſchicfes, wrought to his oucrthrow, were done by the counſel! of Antipaters mother; 


for ſhee being a ſtepmother, was cruell, and hated them being borne ofa Queene, farremore' 


then a ſtepmother doth her ſons in law. And alchough all men tollowed Aztipater for the ho 
which they had of him, yet were they alſo compelled thereunto by the Kings command, why 
oaue al eſpeciall charge ro their deareſt friends, that none ſhould follow Alexander or his bro. 
ther: ſo that he did not oncly terrific thoſe of his owne kingdome, bur alſothoſe of other forrain 
nations. For Ceſar had giuen him ſuch authority: tor he gaue [um licence to take any one that 
was 4a fugitiue from him, out of any City, althougia it were not vnder his dominions. And the 
young men were ignorant of the offences laid vnto their charge, and ſo were more eaſily ep. 
trapped being vnaware ofthem:for their father did nor openly tell them of any marrer,bur they 
euery day perceived their fathers good will towards them to decay, wich ſo much themors 
encreaſed their griefe. Inlike manner Antipater by little and little mooucd Pheroras their vndle 
and Salome their aunt againſt them,daily conſulting with his wife, whom he thould incire a9ainſt

FO Now Glaphyra Alexanders wife encreaſed their maliceeucry day, recounting her owne nobili 
aphvra A.

increaſed his by the fathers {ide,from Timenms;by the mothers ftde,trom Hys?afþzs his fonne called Dariue:in- 


ere , ueying very much againſt rhe baſecnefle of Herods wiues,and his filter, who were choſen for their 
berwords, beaucy,and nor for rheir nobility of birth. For Herod.as we haue faid)had many wiues,both for 
that it was lawfull by the cuſtome of their countrey, and becaule Herod delighted in many; and 


all of them hated Alexander, tor Glaphyras pride and coatumelious ſpecches. And Ariſtobulu © 


made Salome his enemy, although ſhe was his wiucs mother : for thee was before mooued by 

Ariftobulus Glaphyras ſpeeches, and he often vpbraided his wite with her baſe birch, (till relling her that he 
obiefterh ro had' married a priuate woman, and his brother Alexander a Queene, And his wite often with 
why og weeping teares told this to her mother:adding moreouer,that Alexander and Ariſtobulus threat-

themſelues ro learning.Salome mooued hereat,could not containe her felfe,but told all to Herd,

tion was laid to their charge,whercart the King was greatly moucd:for he was enformed that 4- 
lexander and Ariitobulus did often bewaile their mother, aad lament her hard hap with fighes, 
Afobalas And curſed him:and that often when he beſtowed ſome of Afariammes cloathes vpon his later 
oftentimes Wues, they threatned that in ſhort time in ſtead of princely attire,they ſhould weare a black ha- 
_ yr? bir. Whereupon Herod, though he feared the conſtant minds of the young men, yer becauſe he 
by charmeans Would not take away all hope of amendment, he called them vato him (for he was to faileto 
__ Rome)and as a King threatned them in few words,and like a father gaue them many admonit- 
. ons, and requeſted them to loue their brethren, promiſing them forgiueneſle of their former of- 
fences, ſothar hereafter they amended all : Bur rhey beſecching him not to belceue accuſations 

forged againſt them vpon malice, and anſwering that the ctfe&t of matters would eafily acquite 

'Therwo bro- them, requeſted him not ſo eafily to belccue tales, bur refuſe to giue malignant people oppot- 
on _ tunity and recourſe vnto him: for that there would alwaics be ſome that would malictouſly it 
before their UE tales to tell , whileſt there was any one that would giue them the hearing, and belecung 
father Herod. thereof, For they knew that Salome was their enemy,and Pheroras their vacle,and borh of rhem 
bare cruell minds,and were hard-hearted;and eſpecially Pheroras,who was fellow with his bro- 


ther ofall,ſauing only the Crowne,and had his owne reuenues amounting to a hundrerk ralcnts

a yeere, and recciued all fruits of the whole countrey beyond Iordan, which was giuci him by: 


his brother. Herod alſo had obtained of Ceſar, to make him Tetrarch, and beſtowed vpon him 
a Princeſſe for his wife, deſpouſing vato him his. wiues ſiſter, after whoſe deceaſe he deipou- 
ſed vnto him his cldeſt daughter,and gaue him three hundreth talents with her for a dowry-Þut 
Pheroras fell in loue with his maid, and forſooke a Princeſſe:whercar Herod being angry, married 
his daughter vnto his brothers ſonne, who was afterwards {laine by the Parthians; but Her 

preſently pardoned Pheroras offence. Diuers before this time were of opinion thar in the life-

'mony with Sylleus,who was Procurator tO Oboda,King of Arabia,who was a great enemy of the 
Kings: and the being conuicted both of this and all things elſe, whereof her brother Pheroras ac- 
caſed her,yer obtained pardon,as likewiſe Pheroras did: fo that the whole tempeſt of all their fa- 

; mily was turned againſt 4/exander,and light vpon his head. 

The King had three Eunuches whom he loued dearly, and cuery one knowne by their offices: 

forone of them was his butler; the other was his cooke; and the third gothim to bed, and la 

wich him:theſe three Alexander with great gifts oucrcame. Which the King vnderſtanding,by en 

orments forced them to conteſſeir,and declared with what promiſes they werethereto by Alex- ap. "ron 
xr induced,and how he had deceiued them: afhrming that there was no truſting to Herod who Eunches, 

wasa ſhameleſle old man; and that he died his haire, ro make himſelte ſeeme young:and that he - hy 
in deſpite of him would be his Succeſſor, and then he would be reuenged vpon his enemics, and fucccedinthe 
makehis friends happy,and cſpeciallyrthem: and that the whole Nobility did ſecretly obey him, K'ngdome. 

:nd the Capraines of the army and Gouernours did priuily come vnto-him. Hereat Herod was Herod feareth 

We forcrrified, thar he durſt not preſently dinulgetheir confeſſions, bur night and day he ſent ſpies - — 
olcarne what was ſaid or done 3 and whom he ſuſpected, rhem ne preſently killed: ſo that his © au. 
whole Kingdome was full of iniquity. For eucry one as his malice mooucd him, fained calumni- 
tions, and many delirous of blood-thed, abuſed the Kings wrath as they pleaſed againſt their 
encmics,and credit was giuen to euery lic,and no man was fo ſoone accuſed,bur preſcntly he was 
puniſhed; and he who preſently before accuſed others, was now accuſed himſelfe,and carried to 
depuniſhed with him whom he accuſed. For the Kings perils ſhortned rherime of riall for their 
lues,and he became fo tyrannous,that he afforded not agood looke vnto them that were not ac- 
cſed,and thewed himſelfe moſt ficrce and violent euento his dearcſt friends: ſo that he baniſhed anr.127.c.8. 
many out of his Kingdome,and railed againſt ſuch as he had no power ouer. Antipater increaſed Fo em 

D ths milchicte more and more, and gathering together a grcat company of his friends, he omit- 4 
tednokind of calumniation. The King likewiſe was terrihed by rhe rumors and tales of pick- 
thankes, that hethoughr alwayes that hee faw Alexander before him with adrawne ſword. For 
which cauſe hee ſuddenly tooke him and caſt him in priſon, and tortured his fricnds , many of Herodcaftert 
which diedin torments, becauſe they would not confeſſe morethen in conlcicnce was true:others Alexanderin- 

| | Y .., topriſon,and 
notable to endure the torments, were forced to confetle that Alexander and his brother Ario- wortured bis 
blusthought to haue wrought treaſon againſt their father, and thar they expected their time friends 
ul he went a hunting ; reſoluing in themſelues thar hauing kild him, they would preſently flic 
to Rome. Alcthoughtheſe and ſuch like calumniarions were no waies probable, yet extremi- 
tieof paine forced men exterpore to inuent them , and the King willingly belieucd them , as it 
lt vere comforting himſelfe thereby , in that hee might not bee thought ro haue impriſoned his 
lnnevniuſtly. Alexander perceiuing that it was impoſſible for him to aboliſh his farhers ſuf 
pcion,thoughtir berrer to yeeld himſelfe guilty: and ſo wrote foure books againſt his aduerſa- 
tes, and contefled the treaſon : affirming that he had many partakers therein, namely, Pheroras, during bis i 
ad Salome,who were the chiefe; auouching thar before thar time he had had the vie of her body was 
nthenightrime:and how though he himſelfewas vawilling, yer ſhe forced him therunto.Now yoke ad 
thebookes came vnto Herods hands , which charged the greateſt amongſt the Nobility with his cnemies,

moſt hainous matters. Archelans fearing his ſon in law and daughter to be in great danger,ſpec- 


aly came into Indza, and ingemioutly appcaſed the Kings wrath: for ſo ſoone as hee came vnto 
Herod,he cried, Where is that wicked ſonne in law of mine, or where may I ſeethe face of that 
wretch that gocth about to murther his father, that T may teare him in picces with mine owne 
hands, and marry my daughter anexv to a better husband * for although ſhee be nor priuy to his 
counſel], yetis ſhee defiled, for that ſhe was wife toſuch a man. Nay I admire thy patience who ,, 
atinſuch danger, and ſuffereſt Alexander yet to liue: for Icame thus haſtily our of Cappado- ,, 

Ca, thinking hee had beene pur to death, to talke with thee concerning my daughter, whom I Arckclaus 
married ro him forthy ſake and honour. Wherefore noyy let vs take counſel what to doe with we F" 
themboth: and ſeeing thou art too fatherlike and not able to puniſh thy ſonne, thy treacherous 

lonne; let vs change roomes,and let me bein thy place to reuengethee: with {ach like MT + 
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he deceiued Herod (though otherwiſe firme in his purpoſe.) Then Herod ſhewed him the bookes « 


that Alexander had wricand reading euery chapter with deliberation, Archelaus took occaſion 
fit for his purpoſe;and by little and little laid all the fault on Pheroras,and thoſe that were accy. 
ſed in che book. And percciuing the King to giue care vnto him, let vs (quoth he) conſider whe. 


ther the yoig man was not circumuented by the treachery of ſo many lewd perſons,& notthgy, | 


by the yong man: for there appeares no cauſe why he ſhould tall into ſuch wickednes, who now 
enioyed the kingdome and hoped to ſucceed thee therein, had hee not beene perſwaded theretg 
by other men, who ſecing hima yong man, entiſed him vnro ſuch naughtineſs. For wee ſte that 
through ſuch men,nor only yong men,bur alſo old men,and moſt noble families, yea, & whole 
kingdoms are ruinated. Herod vpon theſe ſpeeches began ſomewhat to relent, fo thar heappez- 


ſed his wrath toward Alexandey,and encreaſed it towards Pherores;for he was as it wetetheſyb. | 
ic ofthe whole booke. Who percciuing the King ſo to truſt to Archelawe friendſhip, that hee | 
was led by him to doe what he pleaſed; leauing Alexander,he in humble manner came to Are. | 
lazs, ſecking impudently for ſuccor at his hands, of whom hehad nor deſcrued any fauour, 4r. | 
chelaus anſwered him,thar he knew no waics to obtain his pardon, who was guilty of ſo haingus | 
crimes,and conuicted manifeſtly ro haue practiſed high treaſon againſt the Kings owneperſon, | 
and to beethe cauſe of all theſe miſeries that had now betallen the young man, except that hee | 
would lay aſtde all ſubrile dealing, and denying of his fact, and confefle the crimes whereof hee | 
was accuſed; and ſo in humble wiſe go vnto his brother who loued him dearely, and craue par- | 
don; promiſing him thac ifee would fo doe,hee would do him what good he could. Hereupon 
Pheroras obeyed Archelaus his counſell, and putting on ablacke attire, he in pitifull manner and | 
wirh teares proſtrared himſelie at Herods feete, and crauing pardon, obtained ir, confeſfing him- | 
ſelte robe a moſt wicked and vile perfon,and to be guilty of all that which was obicRed againſt | 
him,and that the cauſe which moued him to do all thoſethings, was the frantick and mad hrs he | 
fell into for the louc of that woman. Now when Pheroras becamehis owneaccuſer,and a witnes | 
againſt himſelfe, then Archelaus endeauoured to mitigate Herods wrath towards him,and excuſe | 
his faults with fir examples: for healleadged rhat his brother attempted greater matters againſt | 


him,whom notwithſtanding for natures cauſe he pardoned : adding that ineuery Kingdomeas 


in mighty bodies, alwaies ſome-part began to ſwell, which notwithſtanding was not preſently | 


tobe cur off, but to be cured by caſte meanes, 
CArchelaus viing many ſpeeches vnto Herod to this purpoſe, at laſt quite appeaſed his wrath 
toward Pheroras, ſtill counterfeiting himſclte to bee angry with Alexander, affirming that hee 


would take his daughter away with him,tillat laſt he forced Herod of his owne accordtoentreat | 


for the young man, requeſting him againe to deſpouſe his daughter vato him. Archelaus after 
much entreaty anſwered , thar hee was willing that the King ſhould beſtow his daughter vpon 
any ſaue Alexander,for hee greatly eſteemed the law of affinity. Herod replied,that if hee didnot 
diuorce his daughter from Alexander,hee ſhould thinke that hee beſtowed his ſonne vpon him: 
for they had nochildren, and his daughter was dearely loued of the young man fo that ifhec 
would permit her to ſtay ſtill there, for her ſake he would pardon all Alexanders offences, Hereto 
Archelaus with much adoe agreed, and ſo was reconciled vato his ſonne in law, and he vnto bus 
father. Yer Herod affirmed that he muſt needs be ſent ro Rome to ſpeake with Ceſar, for he had 
written the whole matter vnto Ceſar, Thus Archelaxs craftily deliuered his ſonnein law from 
danger, and after his reconciliation was made,they ſpent the time in feaſting and mirth. Vpon 
Archelaus departure, Herod gaue him ſeuenty talents, and a Throne of pure gold, adorned with 
precious ſtones, and Eunuches, and a concubine named Parichis; and rewarded cuery one of tus 
friends according to their deſerts. And all the Kings kinred by the Kings appointment and coſl- 
A EBIEeS rich gifts vpon Archelans, and both hee and all his Nobility accompanied him to 
ntiochia, 


Not long after,there came one into Tudza far more ſubtile then Archelaus, who both diſannul | 


led the reconciliation made for Alexander, and cauſed his death alſo. This man was a Lacede- 
monianborne named Eurycles,who by mony ſought to haue obtained the Kingdome, This mat 
brought vnto Herod rich gifts as it were for a bait ofthat he intended ; hee had ſo behaued tum- 
ſelfe in Greece,rhatit could no longer tolerate his excelſe: and Herod againe rewarded him with 
farre greater gifts then thoſe were that he gaue him : but hee eſteemed his liberality as nothing, 
except hee bought it with the blood of Princes. For which cauſe hee circumuented the King, 
partly by flattering him, partly by praiſing him fainedly , and eſpecially by his owne craft and 


{ubtiltie:and quickly perceiuing his inclination, he both in word and deed ſought to pleaſe "= 


— 
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4 forhattheKing accounted himamong his chicfeſt friends. For both the King and all the Nobi- 
liry honoured him the more tor his countrey ſake, inthathe was a Lacedemonian. Bur he very 
exlily percciuing the teeble ſtay of zZerods houſe, and the hatred berweene the brethren,and how 
the King was afteted towards eucry one of them, he firſt of all entertained himſelfe at Artipaters 
houſe,making a ſhew in the meane while of good will rowards Alexander, pretending and pro- 
eſting,that intimes paſt he had bcen Archelaus companion; and by this meanes he quickly crept .faincdfricnd- 
into fauour with him, as an approued friend: which was the cauſe that he was ſuddenly entertai- ſhip decciuerh 
ned for a fairhfull man. He preſently likewiſe brought him into friendſhip with Ariſtobulus; and 
hauing ſounded eucry mans diſpoſition, he accommodated himſelfe toall humors: and to begin 
withall,he became Aztzpaters penſtoner,and a traytor to Alexander. And he often vſed hot words 
10 Antipater,as it were chiding him;thar he being eldeſt of the brerhren,ſo ſlenderly looked after 
them, who pretended to put him beſides the Crowne, which was his right. He many times like- 
wiſe vicd the like words to Alexander, admiring him who was borne of a Queene, and husband 


t0aQueen,and yer would permit fucha one who was deſcended of a priuate woman to ſucceed 


j the Kingdome, eſpecially ſecing he had ſuch occaſion and opportunity to effett the contrary: 


forhe might aſſure himſelfe of Archelaz his helpe inany thing. Alexander ſuppoſed he had ſpoke 


25 he thought, becauſe he counterfeited friendſhip with Archelaws: ſothat hee miſdoubting no- 


thing,diſcloſed vato himall his mind concerning A»tzpater,ſaying, that it was no wonder though 
Berod difinherited them of the Kingdome;fith beforerime he had ſl une their mother. 


0 Evurycles,counterfeiting himſelfe bothto pitty chem, and to be forrowfull for their miſchance, 


enticed 4r:ſtobulzs to ſpeake the like:and hauing animated them both ro complaine in this ſorr 
zpainſt their father, he preſently went to Antzpater,and diſcloſed ro-him all their ſecrets, forging 
alſo the treachery which thoſe two brethren intended againſt him , which was to diſpatch him 
wich their ſwords. For this cauſe Anripater gaue him a great ſumme of money , and commen- 
d&{d him to his father,and being hired to effect thedeathof Alexander and Ariftobulns, hee him- 
ſlfe became their accuſer: Whereupon hee came to Herod, and told him how in regard of thoſe 
benefirs hee had receiued at his hand, hee would now beſtow his life vpon him, and rhe light of 
tais world for recompence of his hoſpitality; affirming that Alexander had lately ſtretched our 
his hand with his {word drawae to kill him, and hee onely was the cauſe that hee performed it 


D not, ſtaying his hand, and promiſing him to aſſiſt him in the matter: adding that Alexander vied 


theſe ſpeeches 3 That Herod was not contentcd to enioy a Kingdome which was another mans 
tight,nor yet as it were to diſmember his Kingdomeatter Mariammes death,bur hee would alfo 
kawethe Kingdome, belonging vnto their anceſtors, vnto a pernicious baſtard, Aztipater: and 
forthat cauſe hee would revenge Hircanm and Mariammes death: And thatit was not conueni- 
eatto receiue the Kingdome from ſucha father without blood; and cuery day hee had occaſion 
gen him ſo to do: for he could ſpeake nothing withour calumniation. For if any mention were 
made at any time ofany ones Nobility, preſently he was vpbraided without caule, tor his father 
would preſently ſay , There is none noble bur Alexander, whole fathers baſe birthis a ſhame 


addifcreditvnto him. And that going a hunting,ifhe held his peace, his father was offended, it 


E hepraiſed, then it was ſaid he mocked: fo that in cucry thing he found his farhers affection rur- 


nedfrom him,and that he was onely fauourable ro eAztipater- fo that he would die with all his 
heart,if he failed of his purpoſe; if he kild him, his father in law Archelaus would worke his ſafe- 
ty,00 whom he might eaſily flee. And after, he would goe ro Ceſar (who as yet kneiy not Herods 
manners) for he would not ſtand before him then, as hee did before, being rerritied becauſe his 
father was preſent: neither would he onely ſpeake of his owne wrongs,bur ofthe wrongs of the 
Wale nation, who were oppreſſed by exactions euen vnto death. And then hewould lay open 
1 what pleaſure, and after whar ſort the money gotren with blood was conſumed: and who and 
What kind of men they were, that were thereby enriched; and what was thecauſe of the afflicti- 
Motthe city: and that there he would bewaile the death of his vncle, and his mother,and vn- 


F fold all Herods wickedneſſe: which being once made manifeſt vato the world,no man would ac- 


count him amurthererof his father. Eurycles hauing falſely reported this of Alexander, fell pre- 
my to praiſeandextoll Artipater, affirming that he onely loued his father, and hindered ſuch 
praftices. 

The King,yet not thorowly appealed for that which had paſt, grew into an exceeding agony, 
and 4ntipater once againe ſuborned other falſe witneſſes againſt them , who affirmed char they 
were wont to haueſecret talke with 1ucundius and Tyrannins,who ſometime were Generals of the 
Kings horſemen, who were then diſplaced for ſoine offence they had committed. O_

ſonne Antipater had procured poyſon out of Agypt tokill him,by the meanes ofa friend of 44 Wi 16 flyer 
tiphilus; which poyſon Theudion, Antipaters vncle,tooke of him,and delivered to Pheroras: whom Wi Wards w] 
Antipater charged to diſpatch Herod whilſt he was at Rome, far from ſuſpicion,andthat Pherra WY his firher 
gaue his wife the poyſon to keepe. Whereforethe King calling for her,commanded her to bring Bl lined jn 
forth that which was deliuered varo her. And ſhe,making as though ſhe would hauegone fortl Uthey el 
to fetch it, caſt her ſelfe downe from a houſe toppe, Co ro preuent the rorments, which, it WF adthe 1c 
ſhee were conuicted, they would inflit vpon her. But by the prouidence of GOD (as it ſhould ad yer f 
ſeeme) it came ſo to paſſe that ſhe fell not on her head, but on her fide, and ſo eſcaped death, 10 Wi will25e0 
the endthat God might infli puniſhment vpon Amtipater. And being brought vnto the King, Til more(y.s 
ſo ſoone as ſhe began to cometo her ſelfe(for ſhe was amazed with the fall) the King demand Who wer 
of her, wherefore ſhee had done ſo,and {ware vnto her, thar if ſhe would truly diſcloſe all, " Were pur - 
would pardon her forall ; butif ſheetold an vatruth , her body ſhould be torne 1n pieces m7 Kurne þ;

And now(wife)bring me hither the poyſon which was left by C1n- _ _ 
rater in thy keeping for my brother,and make itaway before my face,that I carry not with me ag--<e=o 
hell a quiltie conſcience for that crime. So I brought it as he willed mee,and the moſt part of 
hepoyſon I caſt intothe fire, where it was conſumed, and kept a little thereof to my ſelfe, for 
feof miſchances,and of thee. And hauing thus ſaid, ſhe brought fortha box which had in it 
avery little of the poyſon. And chen the King tortured the brother and mother of Antiphitus, 
nd they alſo confeſſed that Amtiphilus brought abox our of Agypt, & that he receiued poyſon 
Jfom Ns brother,who praiſed Phyſicke at Alexandria. The ghoſts alſo of Alexander and A4ri- 

wulus went all about the whole kingdome, and becameas it were ſpies, ro giue notice of ſuch 
things a$ WErE vncertaine ; who alſo cauſed thoſe that dwelt in the x cond parrs of theking- Gods iuſtice 
dome, to come and giueeuidence of ſuch things as were ſuſpe&ed. At laſt ir was prooued that ; nh 
xarianmethe daughter of the high Prieſt was acquainted with theſe conſpiracies, for her bre- niſhed, | 
thren being tortured did confeſleir. Wherefore the King reuenged the mothers fault vpon her 
childe: for hauing writin his Will , that Herod herſonne ſhould ſucceed Artipater inthe king- 
dome, now for her fault hee blotted that out. |

to all his practices. This Bathyllus was one of his libertines, who brought another ſortof 
poyſon,to wit,of Aſpes, and the poyſonalſo of other Serpents ; that if the firſt prooued 
to weake and tooke not effect, that then Pheroras and his wife ſhould makean end of the King 
viththeſe. And beſide theſe ſhamefull practices of his againſt his father ; hee alſo had letrers 
which he had counterfeited againſt his brethren. For Archelans and Philip , two of the Kings 
ſonnes, were at that time at Rometo ſtudy , who were very toward young men: and for that _ 
 Unipater feared they might be ſome hinderance to him, inthar which he expected, hehaſted Antpaens 
bail meanes poſhble to makethem away. And the better to cffe& his purpoſe, he counterfeited painſ arche- 
ktters in his friends names that wereat Rome,and he for money got others to write, that theſe cud ogg 
woyoung men vſcd in taunting wiſe to raileagainſt their father , and openly ro complaine of 
tiedearh of TH/exander and Ariſfobulus:and that they rooke ir in bad part that they were ſent for 
bome(for their father ſent word thar they ſhould come away)8& therear 4ntipater was moſt rrou- 
bled. For he before his departure from Tudzato Rome, procured ſuch like letters to be forged 
gant them at Rome; and ſo delivering them to his father, that he might auoide all ſuſpicion, 
kemed ro excuſe his brethren, affirming ſome things that were written to be lyes ;'other things 
tobe offences, whereunto young men were prone. Ar which time he gaue grear ſummes of mo-

For one of Amtiphilus ſeruants came from Rome, and brought letters inthe 
name of Acme, who was one of 1u{;aher maids, which the writ vato the King, telling him that x 
ſhe found aletter of Salomes amongſt 1#/14s lerters;and ſo tor good will ſhee had ſent it him: the 
i letter which ſhe affirmed to be Salomes, contained many bitter inuectiues againſt Herod, and ma- 
proofeagainſt Y accuſations. But theſe letters were written and fained by Aztipater, who for money had per- 
Antipater- ſ{waded Acme ſo todo, as wehaue ſaid:for the letter which ſhe writ to Antipater euidently ſhow. 
ed it to be ſo: for ſhe wrote as followeth: I haue written vato thy father as you requeſted mee, 
and ſentalſo otherlerters : and I aflure my ſelfehe will not ſpare his ſiſter, if he doe but readthe 
letters: and you may do well,ſecing I haue performed all your requeſts, that now you would be 
mindfull of your promiſe. This letter againſt Salome and others being found to be counterfeited, 
the King began to doubt that Alexander was made away by ſuch counterfeired letters : and hee 
; was very angry that he had almoſt pur his fiſterto death,through Aptipaters deuice. Wheretore 
derh Anipa. 1E 00 longer delayed to puniſh him for all, yer he was hindred by a great fickneſle from accom- 
mit pliſhing his purpoſe. He alſo ſent letters vnto Ceſar concerning Ace the maid,and Salome falle 
ment,Qnc- ccuſfation, and changed his teſtament, and blotred out thename of eAxtipater, and in his roome | 
bisnameour Wrote Amtipas,leauing out Archelaus and Philippus,who were the clder brethren, becauſe Antpx 
_ ter had accuſed them. And he bequeathed vato Caſar a thouſand talents, beſide many other rich 
gifts:and ro his wife and children,and kinred,and libertines,about five hundreth,andgauecuery 
onea great gift, either in ground or money, and honoured his ſiſter Salome with moſt rich gitts 
And thus he correRed his will.

their ſet, he muſt make his goods common to them all : for ſo neither any amongſt them ſhall 
ſeemeabic& for pouerty,nor any great for riches ſake, but they haue as it were al equall patri- 
monies like brethren. They account it a ſhame to vſe oyle: and if any man againſt his will be a- 
nointed therwith, they vſe all diligence to wipe it away: for they account homelines beſt;and all 


their clothes are white. They haue amongſt them procurators, to oucrſee and vic all things for 


their common benefit,and euery one ſeeketh the good of all, who are choſen from among them 
by a common conſent. They haue not one certaine city,bur are in many cities: and ifany of their 
|& come vnto them from another place, they giue him any thing they haue, as if he himſelfe 


z were OWNer thereof, And in bricfe, they goe boldly in to thoſe, whom they neuer in their liues 


did ſee before, as though they were very familiarly acquainted with them: and therefore when 
they rake a tourney, they only armetheſelues againſt theeues, and carry nothing with them elſe, 
In every city there 1s one of them appointed, whoſe office is to haue a care of the gueſts,and fee 
char they neicher want clothes nor any thing elſe neceſſary for them. All children vndergouern- 
menr,brought vp by them,go apparelled alike, and they neuer change theirapparell, nor ſhooes, 
except they haue cleane worne their firſt apparel,or that by reaſon of long wearing they will do 
no more ſeruice. They among themſclues neither buy nor ſell:but euery man that hath any thing 
that another wanterh, giuerh him ir, and taketh thar of him which himſelfe needeth: yet euery 
oncof them may take any thing he hath need of from whom he pleaſerh, without any change. 


( Aboue all, rowards God they are very religious: for before the ſun riſe they haue no prophane 


talke,but they make certain vowes and praiers after the cuſtomeof their country,as it were pray- 


ing thar it may riſe vpon them. After this,euery one is diſmiſſed to practiſe the art he knowerh: 


aid when euery one hath diligently laboured till five of the clock, they all gather themſelues to- 
gecher again,and being couered with linnen clothes, ſo they waſh their bodies with cold water: 
and hauing thus purged themſelues, they haue a ſecret aſſembly, vato the which no man thar is 
not of their fect is admitted:and ſothey come into the refectory as into a holy Temple,al fitting 
down with ſtlence, 8 the baker ſetteth eucry man in order aloafe, 8& the cook euery man a meſle 
of pottage of one ſort. Then before meat the Prieſt giueth thankes, and no man may taſte any 
mear betore they haue made their praters vato God. Likewiſe when dinner is ended, they pray 


D zgaine:for both before and after they giue thanks vato God the giuer of all,and then putting off 


that apparell as ſacred, they apply themſelues vato their worke tl eucning. This done,they do 


zs before, cauſing their gueſts to ſup with them, if by fortune any come. Their houſe is neuer 
troubled with cries or tumults, for euery one is appointed to ſpeake in his turne : ſo that they 
whoare withour the houſe, eſteem their filence as ſome ſacred myſtery, The cauſe hereof is their 
continuall ſobrietie, and that euery one is limited how much he ſhould eate or drinke. And al- 
though thatin all other marters they are ruled by their Goucrnor, yet in theſetwo, to wit, com- 
paſtonating and helping, they may doe as they thinke good : tor cucry one may when he plea- 
kth,helpe thoſe whom he thinketh deſcrue helpe: and when chey pleaſe, giue meat ro them that 
aeinneed, Yet may not they giue any thing to their kinred withour the leaue of their Gouer- 


E nour. Theſe men giue not place to anger, bur refraine from wrath, keep their promiſe,and main- 
| taine my and account euery word they {peake of more force, then if they had bound with 


aoath: and they ſhun oathes worſe then periuric: forthey eſteeme him condemned for a lyer, 
whois nor beleeued without he call God to witnefle. They ſtudie diligently ancient Writers, 
ciefly gathering our of their writings,whar is moſt conucnient for the ſoule and the body.Our 
of them chey learne remedies for difcaſes.and medicinable hearbs, and what is the proper effect 
ofeuery ſtone. Thoſe who are deſirous to beof their order, doe not ſtraightway conuerſe with 
them, but for a yeere before, they liue out of their Colledge, and have the ſame diet, giuing them 
ala little hatchet,and ſuch a girdle,asis before ſpoken of,and a white garment, Burat the yeers 
end,ifthey perceiue him to be continent, thenthey take him into their refectory, and he is made 
partaker of purer waters (to the end he may continue chaſte) yet is henot admitted in common 
aongſt them: for two yeeres after this his triall, they obſcrue his life and manners: and at laſt, 
when he is thought worthy, then is he admitted to theircommon companie. And before he be 
rcetued to the common table, firſt he proteſterh with grear and folemne oathes, that hee will 
worlhip God,and obſerue iuſtice & fidelity towards al men,and neither willingly hurt any man, 
n0r1niure any one for another mans command, but that he will alwaies hatethe wicked, and af- 
iſtthe good;and euer keepe his faith to all, bur eſpecially to his ſuperiours, For no man can ob, 
Tnethe power of principality,without the will = good pleafyre of God: andthar if he be pur 
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ute 


> inauthority our others, he neuer will abuſe it to the prejudice of thoſe thar are vnder him, and (

3973 afty the truth,and cuer endeauour to confute liers:and that he will keep his hands from ſtealing, ang 
—_— "mt his ſoule pure from all vniuſt gaine: and thar he will not conceale any myſteries,or ſecrers from 
LAS hiscompanions,nor reucale them to any ſtrangers,although he ſhould be thereto compelled by 
IR death. Adding moreouer, that they will neuer deliuer any doctrine, ſaue that which they haue 
iniuſtice. recciuedzand that they will auoid theft,and diligently keepe the books of their doctrine,and the 
names of Angels. And withtheſe oathes they cry,and as it were arme thoſe who enter into their 
order. Thoſe of their congregation, who ſhall be condemned, they thruſt our of their comps. 
ny : and whoſoeuer is ſo puniſhed, for the molt part dierh a miſerable death; for hauing once 
taken his oath, ir is not lawfull for him to take meat of any ſtranger;ſo that feeding on grafſe like 


beaſts,at laſt he periſherh through famine. For which cauſe oftentimes they mooued with com- Þ| 


paſſion, receiue many into their order againe, euen ready by famine to yeeld vp the ghoſt; iudg- 
ing them to haue endured penance cnough for their offences , who with famine were almoſt 
brought vatodeaths doore. They are very ſeucre,and iuſt in their tudgement; and to decideany 


matter,there is neuer fewer of them then a hundrerh, and that which by them is agreed vpon,is | 
an irreuocable ſentence. Next after God they reuerence the lawmaker , inſomuch as if one re. # 
uile him, they forthwith condemne him to death. They greatly reverence old men, anda mul. | 
titude: ſo that if ten of them fit rogether, no man of them muſt ſpeake without he be licenceq £ 
thereto by nine of the company. They alſo muſt not ſper inthe midlt of the aſſembly,nor onthe ]

is Herefore I will beginto recount what Nero did againſt the Iewes. Hee made 4- FM ofthe C 
ri#tobulns, Herods fon, King of the leſter Armenia, and toyned vnto Agrippas king. MY betaken 
dome fourecities, and the ground belonging vnto them : two of them, Abila and

Iulias,were in the countrey of Perza; the other, Tarichza and Tiberias,were in Galilee: andhe TY thatro: 
made Felix Gouernour ouer thereſt of Iudza. This Felix tooke Eleazar , Captaine of the 3 
theeues, after he had robbed and ſpoyled the country twenty yeeres, and many more with him, Z 
& ſent them bound to Ceſar: and he crucified a great number of them, who either were theeues, 
and his confederates,or clſe ſuch as aſſiſted him. The countrey was no ſooner cleanſed from ® 
theſc,bur preſently another ſort of theeues arole in Ieruſalem,called Sicarij, with ſhort ſwords, 
who at high noone in the midlt of the citic killed many in euery place: and eſpecially atthe ce- z 
[cbrating of holy feaſts they mixt themſelues with the multitude, hauing ſhort ſwords vader 
their coats,and therewithall kild thoſe to whom they bare any grudge;and when men fel! down 
dead,they among the reſt complained of this wickedneſle. By this deceitfull meanes they were 
a long time vnſuſpected and vaknowne, And firſt of all, they kild 1o»athanthe high Prieſt,and af Þ 
ter him cuery day ſome were ſlaine;and the citie was put ina feare worle then dearh it ſelfe: for Z 
cach man eucry moment expected death,as though ithad beene amidſt open warres : likewiſe e- 
uery one caſt a diligent eye vpon thoſe that came neere him ; alſo no man truſted his familiar 
friends : and yet were they murthered, whileſt they were looking about them to eſcape danger. 
So cunningly did theſe theeues couer and conceale their ations. Moreouer,there aroſe another 
ſort ofmiſchieuous people, who did not ſo much harme with their hands as the firſt, but with | 
their impious counſell more, and did no lefle trouble the quiet eſtate of the citie then did the 
theeues. Theſe people being vagabonds and iugglers, defiring alteration vader prerence of reli- 
gion, madethe peopleas it were mad: for they went into the wildernefle, affirming, that there 
God would ſhew them tokens of their libertie. Felix,perceiuing that their ationtended to re- 
bellion, ſent an arme of horſe and footagainſt theſe people, and kild a great many of them. 
Buta certaine Agyprian, a falſe propher,cauſed a far greater maſſacre among the Iewes then 
that was: for being a Magician, he came into the country;and calling himſelfe a prophet, he ga- 
thered vnto him almoſt thirty thouſand Tewes, who were by his Magick arts ſeduced: and lea- 
ding them from the wildernes to mount Oliwer, he determined from thence to goeto Ieruſalem, 
and to driue backe rhe forces of the Romans, and to vc his authoritic ouer the people.

| ſacked,to wir, the fields and villages, and a mighty ſlaughter was made.of them that were taken * 
in theſe places. The Syrians made as greata maflacre of the Iewes as this among them:for all the © 


IJewes inhabiting among them were murdred,not only for an old grudge,but allo for the auoig. 


diuided into two parts,and cither parts ſafety conſiſted in this,to preuent the other in murderin 
them firſt : the daies were ſpent in bloodſhed, and rhe nights in feare, worſethen death it ſelfe, 


For though they onely pretended to deſtroy the Iewes, yet were they drawneto ſufpe& other ” 


nations, that followed the Iewes religion; and becauſe they were as it were neuters, the Syrians 


— 
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thought it not good to deſtroy them: and againe, for their agreeing in religion with the Jewes, ©: 


they were conſtrained to hold them as enemies. Many of the contrary part, who before ſcemed © 


modeſt, were now through auarice incited ro meddle in rhis murder , for euery one tookethe 
goods of them that were ſlaine,and carried them to other places as conquerors: And he was moſt 
All Syria full renowned that had ſtolen moſt, as hauing alſo kild moſt. There might you ſee in euery part of 
_ _ thecity the dead bodies of all ages vaburied, old men and children, and women lying in moſt 
on ſhamefullmanner, their ſecret parts being vncouered. Briefely, all the country was filled with 
exceeding great calamity, and the feare of miſery ro come was vnſpeakeable. 

And theſe werethe conflicts betweene the Iewes and ſtrangers. Bur afterward making incur- 
ſion vpon the borders of Scythopolis, the Iewes there dwelling were their enemies. For they 
conſpiring with the citizens of Scythopolis, and preferring their owne commodity and ſecurity 

Tewes againft before their kinred and conſanguinity, ioyned with the Gentiles againſt the Iewes, who for all 
Iewes, thar,were ſuſpected for their forwardnes. Finally, the Scythopolites fearing that they wouldaſ- 
fault the city by night,and excuſe their reuolting by their great miſery, they commandedall the 
Tewes,that if they would ſhew themſelues truſty vnto the Gentiles, they with all their children 
ſhould goeinto a wood hard by: who forthwith did as they were wild, ſuſpecting nothing, and 
the Scythopolites were quiet for two daics after,and did nothing: But rhethird night they ſent 
forth ſcouts to ſee what they were doing:who finding ſome of them aſleepe, and others not re- 
The Scytho- ſiſting,they ſurprized them in a moment, and kild them all, who were in number thirteenethou- 
politans kill ſand,and afterward took their goods. Ithinke it not amiſle to ſpeake of the death of Simon, who 
33000. lewes- yas the ſonne of Saul, a man of regard : he was a man of great courage, and ſtrength of bodie, 
both which hevſed to the great hurt of his owne nation: for he daily killed many Iewes, who 
dwelt neere vnto Scythopolis, and he alone often ſcattred diuers companies, and put whole ar- 
mies to flight; who had an end worthie of his deeds, and murdering of his countreymen. For 
when the Scythopolites had compaſſed the wood about, ſo that none could eſcape their hands, 
Simon daily They killed the Tewes in euery part thereof. Simzon, drawing his ſword, made no reſiſtance to any 
killech many of his enemies: for he ſaw thatit was bootlelſe to ſtrive againſt ſuch a multitude. Then pirrifully 
kh bn crying our, I receiue, O Scythopolirs, a worthy reward for that which I haue done,who to ſhew 
Scytopolis. my fidelity towards you, haue kild ſo many of mine own countrimen:and ir is a uſt plague thata 
ſtrange nationſhould be falſe to vs, who impiouſly forſook our own brethren. I will do therfore 
as a profane perſon, killing my ſelf with my own hands,and this death will bea ſufficient puniſh- 
ment for my offences, and a full argument of my magnanimitie, that none of my cnemics may

P l He Citizens of Alexandria had alwaies a quarrel againſt the Iewcs that liued with them, 


ſince the time thar that famous Alexander vicd their helpe againſt rhe Agyprians, and 
F therefore permitted them to inhabit in Alexandria, and to haue the ſame priuiledges 
F thatthereſt of the Citizens had. And this honour was alſo continued with them vnto the time 
2Y ofthe ſucceſſors and heires of Alexander:who alfo gaue them acertaine place in the city to dwel 
n;thatthere rhey might liue more commodiouſly. The Gentiles hauing nothing to doe among 
them, permitted them alſo to call themſelues Macedonians. And afterward, when Egypt was 
brought vnder the rule of the Romans, neither Ceſar, nor any oneelſe, did diminiſh the Iewes 
dgnitic in that place which Alexander had giu& them.So that now there were daily conflicts be- 
tween them and the Greeks: and although the Tudges on both parts ſtill puniſht rhem that were | 
fault, yet the ſedirion more and more encreaſed; and when all cities elſe were filled with trou- 
bles, there the tumult was more vehement. For when the Alexandrians had called rogether the Seditionin

prone to warre of themſelucs. Likewiſe 7oþ# the ſon of Lewcas,at Toſephs command, built the wall | 


of Giſcala himſelfe alone:bur inall other places that were fortified , Toſeph put to his helping 
hand,and told how they ſhould be'done, He leuicdalſoan army of an hundred thouſand, who 
were all young men,whom he armed with old armour, which he gathered from all parts of the 
country:and conſidering that the Roman army was inuincible, tor that they were all obedient 
ynto their rulers,and expert in warre, he could not inſtruct them in marciall diſcipline,other gc. 
cafions forcing him to the contrary: bur calling to minde that the multitude of rulers made ohe. 
dicnce,he ordained many capraines,and conſtituted diuers ſorts of ſouldiers,as the Romans vſed 
to doe;making ſome gouernors often, orherſome ouer a hundred, and others ouer athouſand; 
and appointed likewiſe rulers oucr them. He taught chem alio how to glue the ſigne of warre, 


and how to ſound thetrumpet both to call them ro comiate, andro retire : how to marchin | 


length, and caſt ina ring,aud alwaics to ſuccour them that w« re oft in danger: and to be ſhort, 
he taught them whatſocuer mighr cither incourage them, or make them active: bur eſpecially 
he exerciſed them in feates of armes,imitating in particular the order of the Romans, often te]- 
ling them that they were to fight with men, who for ſtrength of body and courage paſſed all 
nations of the world. Alſo he told them that hereby he thould percetue whether they would be 
obedient in warre,if now they abſtained from ſuch things as were vſuall to ſouldiers,to wit,rob- 
bing and ſpoiling their countrimen, and crafty and deceitfull dealtng; .nor thinke the ſpoile of 
thoſe with whom they conuerſed, to be their owne gaine: for thoſe wars had alwaies beſt ſuc- 
ceſſe, where the ſouldiers carried good conſciences; and they that were 'bad, ſhould not onely 


haue men, but God alſo for their enemy. And afcer this manner he daily exhorted them, and | 


now he had appointed how many wereto fight. For 60000. footmen, and 200.and 5o. hotle- 


men, and beſide theſe 4.000. and 500. whom he hired, were alwaies in readineſfe,and 600. cho- þ 


ſen mento guard his owne perſon. And the hirelings onely excepted, the reſt of the ſouldiers 
were prouided for by the cities: tor euery ciry before mentioned, ſent one halfe of their men for 


ſouldiers; and the other halfe they kept ro prouide victuals for rhem, that one part being em- | 


ployed in warre, the other might doe ſuch buſinellcas the city required.

V ' po _ 7 ordered the eſtate of Galilee, there aroſe a traitor bornein Gif- 


cala,the ſon of Leuzas, whoſe name was 1447,4 moſt ſubtill and deccitfull rreacher, 
who by vile meanes was now become the richeſt man in that countrey, being be- 
fore very poore; whereby for a while he was hindred from putting his villanies in practice: who 
could lieat his pleaſure and eaſily giue credit vnto lies, who thought deceit to bea vertue,which 


he vſed euen toward his deareſt friendg:and a great counterfeiter of humanity: yer for the hope 
of gaine became a cruell murtherer. He alwaics aimed ar high matters, with an aſpiring mind, 
and at firſt nouriſhed his hope with ſmall villanies.For firſt he was a thiefe after his owne mandr, 
and liued in woods and folitarie places; ar laſt he got him a company of audacious people like 
ro himſelfe,at firſt ſnall,but afterward he greatly increaſed ir. He alſo had a great care to chooſe 

i in martiall affaures: 
of theſe he gathered foure hundreth, the moſt of them our of Tyre, and the villages thereabout: 
and with them he waſted all Galilce,and put many in mind of the miſerable wars to come. This 
man along time before deſired to be Gouernor of the army: and aſpired to greater matters, 0 
ly the want of money hindred him: and perceiuing that 7oſeph rooke delight in his induſtnic, he 
perſwaded him to ſuffer him to build the wals of that place where he was born, which was noW 
. defolate;and to accompliſh this, he gathered great ſummes of money of the richer ſorr. Then 
he deuiſed another ſhift: for hauing perſwaded the Tewes that were diſperſed ouer all Sy gy

the richeſt men in the trowne, who ſhould reſtore them ro the owner when time {erucd: whercin

Thearer at Tarichea,rhe greateſt part cried out in their choler and fury,that the traitor might be 
depoſed, orherſome that he might de burned, and 7o/z himſelfe incited many, and wich him one 
ſu the ſonne of Sapphas,who ar that time was Gouernor of Tiberias. All the friends of 7oſeph 
ad his guard being terrified with ſuch a multitude,fled, foure onely excepted. But 7oſeph in the 
D meane while was afleepe:and had he ſlept a lirtle longer, they had fer his houſe on fire. Where- 
upon he aroſe,and the foure that remained wich him, counſelled him to flye: bur he nor difmaid 
ntharhe was left alone, nor for that ſo grear a multitude came againſt him , went boldly to. 
wards them wirh his garment all torne and aſhes vpon his head, holding his hands behiad him, 
and his {word vpon his necke. Whereat they that bare him good will, eſpecially the people of 
Tarichea, were moued to compaſſton: but the country people and they whom he overlaid with 
taxes and tributes, curſed him, and bad him bring forth the publike treaſure, and confeſſe his 
treaſon: for becauſe of the attire and habit he came in; they thought he would not haue denied 
ayching whereof he was accuſed, and that he came fo to mooue them to compatſion,and ſoto 
Obtaine pardon for his offence. This his humility ſtood him in good ftead,for hereby thoſe har 
| before were inraged againſt him, now began one to fall out with another in his behalfe, when 
ie promiſed to confeſſe the whole marter: and then obraining licence to ſpeake, he faid : I was 
never minded to ſend backe that money to Agrippa, nor to keepe ir varo my priuate vie. For 
| (God forbid) that T ſhould cuer hold him tor my fricnd, who is your open enemy, or thar I 
ſhould ſo ſeeke mine owne profit, thar I ſhould thereby damnifie youall. Bur (9 ye men of Ta- 
tichea) foraſmuch as I perceiued that your city cſpecially had greateſt necd to be fortified, and 
that you were not able to build the walles, and for rhar I feared the people of Tiberias, and 0- 
hers adioyning, who ſtill gapeg after this prey and wealth thar was taken from Agrippaz I de- 
termined to ger rhoſe ſpoiles for you to reedific your walles, If ye miflike this, T will bting our 
the treaſure, and giue ir to be diuided amongſt you : but if you like thereof, thenir appeareth 
flow you moleſt him who is your benefator. gs 
This ſpeech of his well pleaſed the people of Tarichea, and difpleaſed them of Tiberias; ſo 
that they breathed out threatnings againſt him. Thus they bor left 1oſeph,and fought one againſt 
another, He now hauing many partakers (for the people of Tarichea were almoſt forty thou- 
land) ſpake more boldly vnto the multitude, and rebuked their temerity ; affirming that it was 
neceſſary to ſtrengthen Tarichea with that preſent money, and that he wouldalſo prowde tq 
{rengthen other cities,and thar they ſhould nor want money, if they would agree and conſpire 
gether againſt rhem, from whom they ſhould take it; and not to offer violence vnto him who

againſtloſeph uer that mother citie. But the people vnderſtanding before of 7oþns hatred,did not regardit: yet! 
diuers rich menand magiſtrates who enuied 7oſeph,ſecretly ſent money vnto 70hn,to hire ſouldi- 
ers that were ſtrangers, that he might warre againſt 7oſeph; and determined amongſt them to 
diſplacehim:and thinking that their decree was not ſufficient to effe> it, they ſent moreouer fue 
hundreth and foure thouſand armed men,and foure of their principall nobility amongſt them,to 
wit, Toazar the Lawyer, and CAnanias the Sadducee, and Simon and Iudas the ſonnes of Iond- 
thes,all very eloquent and learned men,to withdraw the peoples minds from 7oſeph;giuing them 


charge, that if he of his owne accord came vnto them, that then they ſhould permit _—_—

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f ſpeake for himſelfe: bur if he refuſed ſo to doe,that then they ſhould hold him as an enemy. Io- 
ſephs friends at [cruſalem gaue him intelligence , that anarmy came againſt him , but for what 
cauſe they knew nor, for thar it was kept ſecret. And heercupon before he could preuent it,foure 


Citics did reuolt from him,to wir, Sepphoris, Gamala, Gifcala and Tiberias,the which he ſoone 


after caſily recoucred , without any force of armes : and hauing taken the foure captaines and 


counſellors of his enemies, hee ſent them vnto Ieruſalem: againſt whom the people being in- 
cenſed, would haue killed them, and thoſe thar brought them, had they not fled berime.

Tiberias and Sepphoris were recouered by Toszpu; 


after Tiberias reuolted againe, the inhabitants calling in Agrippa , who came not at the 

day appointed,and yera few Romane fſouldiers ſhewing themtclues, they reuolted from 
Iſeph. Toſeph vnderſtanding this at Tarichea, hauing ſent his ſouldicrs ro fetch corne, thought 
ir not g00d to goe alone againſt the Rebels , neither did he rhinke it beſt ro delay the time any 
longer, fearing that whileſt he delayed , King Agrippa would come and polleſſe the rowne : for 
the next day,becaulc it was the Sabbath, he could doe nothing. Wherefore he thoughtto ouer- 
come the Rebels by policic,and ſo he commanded the gates of Tarichea to be kept ſhut, that his 
intent might not be reucaled vnto them of Tiberias. Then taking all the boates that were in the 
lake, in number two hundreth and thirtie,and in eucry one of them foure ſaylers,he haſtily ſay- 
[ed to Tiberias : and when hee came neere the city, yet ſo farre off thar the inhabirants thereof 
could not eaſtly deſcry him, he leftall the boates vpon the water emprie,& taking onelyſcuen of 
his guard with him,vnarmed,he went neere vato the city,that chey mighrſee him. When the re- 
bels perceiued him, and thought thatthe boates had beene fullot armed men, they caſt downe 
their weapons,and held vp their hands to him,beſecching him to ſpare the city, 7oſeph,after ma- 
ny threatning and bitter ſpeeches, firſt,for that hauing vndertaken warres againſt the Romanes, 
they with ciuill wars conſumed their owne forces : ſecondly, tor thatthey had ſought his life, 
who had wroughtthcir ſafery,and that they were notaſhamed to ſhut the gates againſt him,who 
had builded the city wals : yer (ſaid he} ifany would come and talke with him, and confirme a 
kague of their fidelity vnto him, he would not refuſe them. So ten of the chicteſt among them 
came vnto him, whom hee carricd away in a fiſher-boat farre from the citric, and ſent for fiftie 
Senators,as though he requeſted their promiſe alſo. And deuiſing new cauſes, he ſtill vader pre- 
renceofagreement ſent firſt for one,and then for another,as he thought good,rill he had loaded 
allthe boars : which done, hee commanded all the boarmen with all ſpeed poſſible to goe to 
Tarichea, and put them in priſon, ſo that he carried away all the councell, which werein num- 
ber fixe hundreth and two thouſand people, all whom he brought to Tartchea in boares, But 
they which remained in the Citie, cryed with one voyce , that one C/izus was cauſe of that 
reuolr,and therefore beſought 7oſeph to puniſh him for all. Joſeph rold them that he would pur 


| N Ovv Tehn,for feare of Toſeph,kept himſelfe withinthe walles of Giſcalazand a few dayes 


x none of them to death, but commanded one of his guard called Zea, ro comeand cur off Cl;- 


tw his hands : but he fearing totruſt himſelfe amongſt all his enemies,refuſed co doe execution, 


_ Ciimsperceiuing thar Toſeph was angry, and ready to come out of his owne boat to doe it him- 


ſelfe, beſought him to grant him one of his hands: which Jaſeph did, vpon condition, that hee 
ſhould cur off the other himſelfe. So Clitzs drawing out his {word with his right hand,cut off 
his left, being afraid of 1oſeph; and after this,he returned to Tiberias to bring it againe vnder his 
ſubieion : and within a few daies after, he rooke Giſcala and Sepphoris, which werereuolted, 
hauing gjuen the ſpoyles thereof to his ſouldiers, bur yer afterwardhe reſtored all that was ta- 
ken away,vato the people, and ſo hedidrto the inhabirants of Tiberias and Sepphoris : andby 
this meanes got the good will of themall.

the wort, nedtheir men in warlike diſcipline. All places were filled with tumulrs; but the grauer ſort were 
4031- after very penſiue,and many as it were foreſeeing the calamitie that after enſued, burſt our into teares: 
_ __ they that deſired peace,receiued no comfort inany thing:all things were done at their beck,who 
CAD werecauſe of all this warre. And the eſtate of the Citie euenthen before the Romans came, was 
ne or likea Citie ro be deftroyed. Now Ananus omitted that which was neceſſary for war,and laboy- 
commirteeh red to reconcilethe ſeditious faction of them that were called Zelous:but how he was ouercome 
apb.cm and what his end was,we will declare heereafter. Now one $7”0- the {onne of Giora inthe To- 
in Acrabatena Parchie of Acrabatena,hauing gathered together a multitude of ſcditious people , robbed and 
and [damz3- {poyled al;and not only brake into rich mens houſes, but alfo did beate them grieuouſly,openly 
exctcifing his tyranny. Bur when CAnarus and the reſt ſent an army againſt him, heefled vnto 

his fellow theeues of Maſlada, and there he ſtayed till Azanxs and the reſt of his enemies were 

{laine : and then he waſted Idumza with the reſt,ſo that the gouernours of that place were faine 

- ' to put a garriſon in euery village: ſo great was thenumber of them that were flaine by theſe 


thecues. And thus ſtood the affaires of the lewes.

Fter that Nero vnderſtood of his euill ſucceſſe againſt the Iewes, he was ſei- Neroisama. 
zed with feare and aſtoniſhment ; ycrhe difſembled it as muchas neceſſity 759220a7ad 
would permit him. In the meane-while he ſet a good face onthe matter, as of the - 
7 and madcas though hee were of more courage, ſaying, that that which **©* .. | 
2 happened,was rather by the faulr of his Generall, then by the valor of thei 
> aducrfaries : thinking that it bchooued him, who was Emperour, not to 
| > = (hew himſelfe mooued with alictle bad newes; and the greatneſſe of his 
Empire ſhewed hehad a minde which yeelded ro no misfortune. Yet it appeared by the vexati- 
en of his ſpirit that he was much mooued, and in great care vnto whom he ſhould commit the 
charge of the Eaſt, which rebelled ; who both would conquer the Tewes , and chaſtiſe the in- 
habicants about them, that bare the ſame minde as they did. Ar laſt,he found Yeſpaſian, whom yc.o ſender 
be thought onely mcet for thac purpoſe ; a man who from his infancy had beene trained vp in Velpaſian to 
warres,cuen vntill he was gray-headed, who had appeaſed thepeopleof rhe Weſt, and helped 8910 indy 
MF thembeing troubled by rhe Germanes,and recouered it for the Romanes : as alſo he did Britan- his warres, ;/:- 
| 2 Coy, which was voknowne before; and for thar cauſe made his father Claudins triumph withour © + 
"J caking any paines for it. Nero conſ{idered all thefe, and his prudence grounded in old age with | 
ZY tisexperience,who alſo had ſonnes in the lower of their age to be pledges for his fidelitte,and 
that repreſenred their fathers wifedome. God,as it ſhould ſeeme,cuen then diſpoſing ſomething 
of the whole Common-wealth, Neyo ſent him to gouerne the armies in Syria, greatly encoura- 
ging him with faite ſpeeches and promiſes, as at that time nced required. 

Thus he departed out of Achaia,where he was with Nero-and he commanded T:t#s his fonne yeſpafian and 
toleade the fifch & tenth legions from Alexandria,and he himſelfe croffing over to Helleſpont, Tiwsgarber 
went after by land into Syria, where he aſſembled all the Romane forces,and all the helpe of the Cs gy 
Kings adioyning that were confederates. But the Tewes after Ceſti#s vnfortunate ſucceſſe became lewes. 

D proud of their victory, and could nor containe themſclues ; but like men toſſed at Fortunes plea- 
fure,they ſtill gaue more occaſion of warre:and gathering alltheir warlike forces together, they 
wentto Aſcalon,which.isan old Citie ſeuen hundreth and twenty furlongs diſtant from Icruſa- 
lm,which the Iewcsalwaies hated,for which cauſc alſo rhey firſt aſſaulted ir. The Goucrnours 
nthis expedition, were three mcnexcellent abouethereſt tor ſtrength and wiſedome,te wit,N:- 5 lewes be- 
ger of Perza,Silas the Babylonian,and 7b the Efſean. Now the citicof Aſcalonhad very ſtirgng **8*46u0n 
walls,but few men to defendiit;for it had onely one company of tootmen,and one band of horſ- 
men, whom Antonius gouerned. The Iewes made ſuch haſte, as though they had dwelt hard 
by. CAntomus periwading himſelfe that they would aflault him , cauſcd his horſemen to iſſue Antonie figh- 
forth of the citie: and ncither fearing the multitude nor the malice of his aduerſaries,he valiant- ark 
E ly aboad the firſt afſtult of the enemies, and beat them backe that attempted to aſſaulc the wall. 
So the Iewes who were vnskilfull, hauing to doe with them rhar were expert; and they being 
on foot fighting againſt horſemen, without order, againſt thoſe that were in good order, bcing 
lightly armed, againſt their aduerſaries who were well prouided,were eafily repulſed. = 

Finally,chey were more led by rage and wrath,then by goodcounell; and they againſt whom 
they fought were obedient, and would doe nothing without the commandement of rheir Lea- 
der, For their firſt rankes being broken, they were forced by the horſemen to turne their backs; 
and turning themſclues to their owne company,who turned toward the wall, became-as 1t were 
enemics to themſelues. Sothat euery one ſecking to auoid the horſemen, they were all diſper- | 
ed about the field , which was in euery place for theaduantage of the horſemen. This greatly. The Romanes 
helped the Romances to kill ſo many Iewes: for they that fled were eaſily ouertaken by the Ro- army 
manes, and killed ; and others compaſling diuers of the Tewes about, flew them with darts : ſo make agrear 
that the Iewes were in as great deſperation for all their huge multitude.as ifthey had bin alone, faugheer of 
The Tewes indeuouring to ouercome their misfortunes , wereaſhamed to flie, and fo fled not 
laſtly, hoping that fortune would change. But the Romans not wearied in that which they did 
with great dexreriry,continucd the fight rhe moſt part of the day: ſo that there were flaine of the 
lewes ten thoufand,and two of their Leaders, 7ohn and Sz{as. The reſt, many being wounded, ... 1c 
followed their Generall Niger, who fled into a little towne of Idumza, named Salis : many = lewes {laine. } 
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the Romans alſo were woundedin that fight. But the Iewes were not daunted with this misfor. G 


tune, bur the griefe thereof much increaſed their courage: neither were they diſmayed with the 
former loſſe of ſo many men within ſo ſhort time ; but rather calling to mindetheir great vie. 


ry they had before, were drawne to vndergoe yeranother mishap.Shorrtly after,before the meng » 


wounds were healed, they gathered together all their forces,and went againe to Aſcalon in orea- 
ter number and fury , but with the ſame ſucceſle and $kill in warlike affaires which they had be. 
fore. For Antarizs hauing warning which way they meant to come, placed an ambuſh in the 


' way, and the horſemen ſetting vpon them at vaawares, rhey killed aboue eight thouſand of | 


them, before they could prepare themlſelues to fight: and all the reſt fled, and Niger with th 


ſhewing as he fled many arguments of a valiant minde: and for that the enemies purſued them, yy 


chey fledinto the ſafeſt rower of a rowne called Bezedel. Antonius knowing it to bein vaine tg 
ſtay about the tower that was inuincible, yet loth to let the Generall of their aduerfaries to, 
eſcape,ſer fire.on the walles ; and ſo departing, triumphed, thinking that Nzzer had beene bur. 
ned; Bur he leapt into a deepe vault in the Caſtle, and ſo eſcaped, and threedaies after he ſheyw. 
ed himfelfe vatohis ſouldiers, who ſought for him weeping,that they might haue his body, fo 
they thought him dead : whom againlt all expectation ſeeing aliue , they were very glad, as 
| though by Gods prouidencehe eſcapedtro be ſtill their Leader.

| offered their helpe againſt their countrymen. To whom 7Yeſþaſian at their requeſt gaue a guard 
of horſe and foot, ſo great as he thought was able to reſiſt the force of their enemies, if the 
Iewes ſhould attemptany thing againſt them.

Galilee. of lower Galilee reacheth trom Tiberias vito Zabulon ; neere which is Prolemais by the Sea 
coaſt, In breadth itreacherh from the village Xaloth, ſituate ina great field, vato Berſabe,where 
alſo begins the bredth of high Galilee, and reacheth vnto the village called Baca, bordering vp- 
on the Tyrians ; andthe length thereof is from a village neere Iordan named Thella, vnto Me- 
roth. And being of ſuch bigneſſe, and enuironed with ſo many nations, yer did they alwaiesre- 
fiſt forraine forces. For the Galileans are fromtheir childhood warlike, and neuer are daunted 
by feare or penurie : for theircountrey is moſt fruirfull, ſer withall manner of trees, and very 
fertile, norwichſtanding the inhabitants take ſmall paines in tilling the ground. All parts thereof 
are tilled by theinhabitants, and there isno waſte part. 

There aremany Cities , and in euery place there are villages populous and rich : ſo thatthe 
leaſt village there, hath in it aboue fiftceene thouſand inhabitants. And alchough Galilee bee 
lefle in compaſſe then the region beyond the riuer , yet it is more populous, fertiler and richer 
then the ſame: for it isall tilled, and all beareth fruit. Bur that beyond the water, though it be 
bigger, yer it isnotall inhabited, forthere are many deſarts and barren places, and one bearerh 
wild fruits. Perza hath a good ſoile & large field, beſer with diuers trees, eſpecially oliucs, vines,

Butir fell nor out 
zheexpected ; for the people of Iotapata vnderſtanding of his comming, met him neere the 

towne , and ſuddenly encountring the Romanes , being a great multitude and well diſpoſed to 

foht,as thoſethat bare armes for the generall ſaferie of the countrey,and the liues of their wiues 

and children, they put the Romanes to flight, wounding many, only ſeuen being flaine : for the 
Romanes in flying kept their rankes : and being armed round abour, they were not dangerouſly 
wounded ; but the Tewes being vnarmed,rather truſted to their dartsand arrowes then to handy 

blowes. There were three Iewes laine,and a few wounded : and ſo Placidus when he ſaw him- 

kite repulſed from the rowne, he fled.

How Veſpalian did beat the walls of Totapatawith a Ramme, and other warlike Engines. 
) 
Esyas1an thinking himſelfe as it were beſieged, both for the long time which he had 
/ continued the fiege, and alſo for the diuers atlaults and priuy excurſions of the Iewes ; 
hauing now almoſt raiſed the Rampiers as high as the walles of the Citie, determined 
to batter them with a Ramme. A Ramme is a huge beame-like the maſt of a ſhip, whole end a Ramme. 
Sarmed with a ſtrong maſhue iron, made in theforme of a Rammes head : whereupon it takes 
his name, becauſc he butteth with his head. It hangeth on another beame with ropes, like the 
beame of apaire of ballances: the beame it hangeth on lying acroſlc,is held vp with two props, 
which being drawne backe by force of many men,and then ioyntly with all their forces ſhooued 
torward,it {triketh the wall with the head of iron:And there is no wall nor rower ſo ſtrong, but 
| though it abide the firſt ſtroke of the Engine, yet canit nor hold out long. The Generall of the 
Romans thought good to vie this meanes to take the city by force, for that the {iege was dange- 
rous, by reaſon that the ewes neuer reſted ; ſo the Romans with all kind of ſhot endeuourcd to 
beat the Iewes from off the walles that madeany reſiſtance : and the archers and they who vied 
{lings, were hard by:and when they ſaw that none of the Iewes durſt come vpon the walles,they 
applyed the Ramme vnto them; and couered it aloft with hurdles and skins,borh for to defend 
themſclues and the engine, and at the firſt aſſault the walls were ſhaken, ſo that rhe citizens cried, 
though the rowne had bin already taken, 7oſeph ſeeing them (till beat one place, and that pre. loſephsdeuice 
ſently che wall would fall, deuiſed a way to reſiſt the torce of the Ramme, and ſo he filled ſacks {2,0 Þreake 
with chaffe,and let them down off the wall iuſt againſt that place,where the Ram ſtrook ordina- the Rawme. 
ly,and ſo brake the force of the blowes, the looſeneſle of the chafte making no reſiſtance z'and 
drowning or abating the violence of the ſtroke. By this meanes the Romanes were hindered: 
for whicherſocuer they brought the Ramme, thitherdid they vpon the walls alſo remooue the 
lacks of chaffe,and brake theforce thereof: till ar laſtthe Romans alſo deuiſed a way to cut theſe 
lacks, taking long poles & binding Sierhes vnto the end of them, and fo cut theſe ſacks of chaſſe. 
And the Ram ſhooke the wall, and the wall newly built was not ſtrong enough toreſiſt, Then 
feph and his ſouldiers ſought to helpe themſelucs by fire-workes,and ſo they firedall thar was 
madeof dry wood inthree ſeuerall places,and wirhall the engines, and forts, and mounts of the

For the griete of thewound | 
being paſt, he ſhewed himſelfe to all that were forrowtull for him, and incited them to fights-

the Ieits, Acrall, deſpiſed all danger,and aflaulted the wals,one exhorting another. 7oſeph and his aſſociates, 
notwithſtanding,that many of them were killed with ſhor,darts and arrowes ; yet they forſooke K 

notthe walles, but with fire and ſword, and ſtones fiercely afſaulred them,that being defended 

with hurdles, battered the walles with the Ram, bur to little purpoſe : for they were continually 
killed;being in ſight of their enemies,and for that they could not ſee them,preſently were ſtriken 

downe,for their firedid make ſuch alight as though it had beene day, ſothat the Romans eafily | 

perceiued whirher to direct their ſhot : and for that their engines were not percciued afarre off, 

the Iewes could not defend themſeluesfrom the arrowes and ſtones that were ſhotagainſt them, 

by which meanes many of them were ſlaine, and the tops and corners of the towers beaten 

downe.

When all the trumpets began to ſound, and the aire to be obſcured with the multitude of ar- 

| rowes; Joſephs companions, remembring the charge giuenthem, ſtopped their eares, and armed 
their bodies againſt the ſhot of arrowes: And ſo ſoon as the bridges were ſet againſt the wal, pre- 
{ently they ran;and before the Romans could cnter vpon them, they got them into their hands, 
and refiſted them that ſought to come vpon them,ſhewing great prowefle & ſtrength,andthem- 
ſelues no way inferiour vato the Romans, though they were in extreme danger, and the Romans 
In none: and did not giue one foote backe, till either rhey did kill or were killed, But the Iewes 
had not any freſh men to ſecond tliem that were tired;8& the Romans,ſtill as they were wearied, 
{ent freſh ſupply, and ioyning together their long ſhields, exhorting one another, they became 
& it were a wall or defence inuincible; and the whole army like one body did beate backe the 
lewes,and ſo ſer foote on the wals. Then 1oſeph, in this deſperate caſe, deuiſed ſome way to re- 
pell this preſent calamiry:wherfore he commanded the Iewes to fetch ſcalding oyle,whichthey 
had ready,and powre it vpon the Romans yer ſeething,who alſo caſt the pans vpon them. This 
deuice brake the ranks of the Romans,ſo that with great paine and griefe they fell from the wal, 
and tumbled downe: for the ſcalding oylecafily got berweene their fleſh and armour, and ſcor- 
ched them like fire being eaſily heated, and long continuing hot by reaſon of the farneſſe; and 
the Romans,being loaden with helmets and breſt-plates,could not flee;ſo that ſome leapt down

Eſpaſian hauing finiſhed his ſhips, and furniſhr them with as many men as he thought 
ſuthced againſt them whom he was to purſue, he embarked vpon the lake, and himlſelfe 
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alſo went againſt them. The Taricheans could not poſſibly make any eſcape by land, A fighrby ſea 


athough they would, and were not able to fight hand ro hand with the Romanes, for their . aca teak 
mall pyrat boats were not able to withſtand their enemies great veſſels; and beſide that, they 
were not ſufficiently manned, fo that they feared to encounter with the Romanes who pref- 
kd all rogether vponthem : yer notwithſtanding ſomerime they came abouit rhe Roman ſhips, 
and caſt ſtones at the Romans afar off, and ſometime alſo came neere, and skirmiſhed with them: 
yet they themſelues alwaies had more harme then the Romans; for their ſtones which they caſt 
did only rattle againſt the Romans armour, but hurt them nor, and they were killed by the Ro- 
mans arrowes:and if at any time they were ſo boldas to come neere the Romans,they were {lain 
before that they could doe them any harme, or elſe drowned with their boats. And as many as 
Utempted ro wound the Romans, were flaine with Iauclins,and other with ſwords,the Romans 
leaping into their boats; and many were taken with their boats, the ſhips mecting one another.

Where- 
fore the inhabitants of this place put farre moreconfidence in rheir walles then chey of Totapata 
did; yet werethey fewer in number, and nor ſo warlike people as they ; bur forthe {iruation of 
the Citie,they eſtecemed themſelues more thentheir enemies : forthe City was full of men that 
fled thither by reaſon of the ſtrength of theplace : ſo rhar for ſeuen moneths they reſiſted them 
that were ſent by Agrippa to befiege them. Yeſpaſian departed from Ammaus, and pitched his Veſpation be: 
tents before Tiberias, and ſo went vnto Gamala, ( Ammaus is interpreted hore waters, for there {#9 Gawar 
safountaine of hot water which cureth many diſeaſes) and the Citie was fo ſicuate, that hee 
could not befiege it round about : wherefore he placed men to keepe watch in ſuch places as it 
was paſſable,and obtained the higheſt mountaine, where his ſouldiers pitching their rents, laſtly, 
encrenched themſclues. On the Eaſt-part of the citic in the moſt cminent place there was aca- 
tle, where the fifteenth and fift legions laboured againſt the rowne, and the tenth legion filled 
vpthe ditches and vallies. King Agrippa went vnto the walles, and ſpake varo them har defen- 
ded them, willing them to yeeld to the Romanes: bur one of them with a ſling ſtrooke him on Onewitha 
the right arme,and hurt him, and his familiar friends came about him to defend him. Then the 5 De 
Romanes, for anger that the King was hurt,and for teare of ſuch miſchances to themſciues,now 
became earneſt to aſſault the towne , perſwading themſelues that they would vſe ſtrangers and 
ticir enemics hardly,ifir lay intheir __ they had ſo cuill entreated one of their owne na- 
tion, for perſwading them vnto what was profitable for them. 
. Hauing quickly intrenched themſclues by reaſon of the multitude that laboured in thar buſt- 
neſſe,and by reaſon that they were accuſtomed to ſuch like worke , they beganto place the en- 
gines againſt the rowne wals. Chares and Toſeph weretwo of the moſt potent men inthe towne: 
they therefore animated and armed their Citizens, and brougnt them vnto the wals, who trem- 
bled for feare.

The Ro- tonne 
mancs againe built mounrs,and actempred to afſaulr the Citie, and many of the Cirizens fled by woe the af- 
thevallies where no guard was, and by ſecret vaults vnderneath the ground ; and they who for fault of Ga- 
fareleſt they ſhould bee taken remained inthe Cirie , periſhed for hunger : for all the viRtuals 
were reſeruedfor them that fought.

toenter into the Sanctuary. Thenthe people was incited againſt them by Azanzs his meanes, 
who was one of the Pricſts,and the moſt ancient and wiſeſt of them all, who perhaps had ſaued 
D the Citie, had he eſcaped the hands of theſe mifcreants. Bur they vſed the Temple as a Caſtle 
ad defence for themſclues againſt rhe people, and made the Sanctuary a place for them toexer- 
ale tyrannic in. And that which increaſed the ſorrow of the Citizens,was,that amidft theſe ca- 
lanities, their religion was alſo contumeliouſly abuſed: for thele theenes,to try of what ſtrength 
adcourage the people were, and their owne forces, did clect by lot ahigh Prieſt contrary to 
their law : whichas we haue already ſaid, requirerh that the high Prieſt ſhall bechoſen by ſuc- 
cfſion. This deed of theirs they coloured with an ancient cuſtome, alledging that in time paſt 
lichigh Prieſt was choſen by lot. But indeed this their fact was anabrogarion of the moſt firme 
ultome thar was amongſt the people, and was onely a deuice to get all gouernment into their 
lands by eſtabliſhing Magiſtrates at their pleaſure. | | 
| Thencalling one ofthe holy tribes named Eniachin,they caſt lors,and it fo fell out thatthelot 
fell ypon one, wherby thcir iniquity was diſcouered. This man whoſe lot irwas to be high Prieſt * _—_y 
Was named Phanes,who was the ſonne of Samruel,a man not onely vaworthy of that dignitie, but clowne wade 
who had beene ſo rudely brought vp, that he neuer knew whar the high Prieſt meant : this Pha-' high Pricft 
ms was borncin a village called Aphthaſis. Him,againſt his will they ferchr our of the field,and 
Sit had bezne in a ſtage-play they graced him with another mans perſon, and preſently gaue 
lim inſtructions how he ſhould behaue himſelfe, putting vpon him the ſacred attire ofthe high 
Prieſt,as though thatſo great impictic hadbeene buta ſport. Thereſt of the Prieſts, beholding a 
far off the holy lawes to be ſcorned, ſcarcely contained themſclues fromteares, &euen groaned 
! for ſorrow, that thcir ſacred dignities were ſoabuſed. The people could no longer endurethis 
tieirtyranny,but now euery one addreſt himfelfe to depoſe theſe tyrants. And thoſethar were Thebeſt Cit. 
moſt earneſt herein, were Gor:09 Toſephs ſonne, and Simeon the ſonne of Gamalzel, who went a- I . 
bout the City to euery one in priuate, and then in a publike afſembly exhorred the people to be no 
teuenged vponthoſe tyrants, who rooke from rhem rheirlibertiez and ro addrefle themſclues to 
purge the holy Temple from ſuch vile and vncleane perſons. Likewiſe the beſt diſpoſed amongſt 
te Prieſts, ro wir, Zeſs rhe ſonne of Gamala,and Ananus the ſonne of CAnanw, often inpub- 
lkeSermons reprehended rhe people, and vpbrayded them wirh their ſlouth,in that they. made 
1more haſte ro deſtroy thoſe Zelous people +. ſo thoſe wretches termed Fa—ee? : -

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though they had beene deuout followers of goodnetle, and not impious malcfactors. Thepco- (G 


ple being all aſſembled together, eucry man grieucd to ſeethe holy place ſo kept fora denne of 
thecues,and of their robberics and murders which they commutted ; yer did they notgoc about 
to reuenge, thinking themſelues roo weake to deale with theſe Zelous,as indeed they were. Then 
Ananus ſtood vp amongſt the middeſt ofrhem : and hauing often turned his eyes tothe Tem. 
ple,and beholden it till the teares ran downe his checkes, Oh faid he, how farre better were ix 
for me to dye;then to liuc,to ſee thc Houſe of God thus filled with impietie,and the Sanuary 
whercinnone ſhould come butthe high Prieſt, prophaned with the wicked feet of impious I 
ſons, being cloathed in Prieſts apparell, and bearethe name of the moſt authoritieamongſ? all 
names * and doe I yer liue,and doeI faue my ſelfe,and to bee gray-hcaded,abſtaine from dyin 

a glorious death 2 Nay,ratherT alone will goe againſt theſe murderers,and as though I were in 
a wilderneſſe where there were no man beſide my ſelte , I alone will goc and offer my ſoute for 
Gods ſake. For whar doth it auaile mce ro liue amongſt a people, thar hath no feeling of their 
owne calamitie,8 which ſecketh not to redrefle their owne preſent miſeries? for you being rob- 
bed and ſpoyled beare all patiently, and being bearen you hold your peace, and there is none a- 
moneſt you that dare openly mournefor themthat aremoſt cruelly murdered.O tyrannous go- 
uernment ! But why ſhould Iexclaimcagainſt the tyrants 2 D1d not you your ſelues make them 


great,and nouriſh their power and authoritie by your patience ? Did nor you,by deſpiſing thoſe | *y 


who before were in authoritie being bur a tew,make all theſe, who are many in number, tyrants 
ouer your ſelues2haue nor you keeping your {clues quiet,they being armed, turned their ſwords 
vpon yourowne heads © and as then it bchooued you to reſiſt their enterprizes, when firſt they 
iniured your kindred; you by ſuffering, haue made them thecues,becaule at firſt you made noac- 
count, when they deſtroyed houſes and whole families. And this was the cauſe, that at lait the 
rulers and potentates themſclues were {et vpon, and none would ſuccour them when they were 
drawne thorow the middeſt of the Cirie, and theſe murderers butchered them in priſon whom 
you thus betrayed. I willnot recount what men they were,and of what birth:bur I ſay they be. 
ing neither accuſed nor condemned , hauing no manto heare them, they were moſt cruelly 
murdered,as we haue ſeene any : for they were before our faces led to bee flaine, as the fatteſt 


amongſt the whole herd of bcaſts,all we beholding this:and yer no man opening his mouth nor 


lifting vp his hand. And will you alſo cndure: will you ſuffer the holy Sanctuarieto be propha- K : 


ned before your eyes? and will you,hauing ſo emboldened theſe miſcreants as ye ſee now,your 
ſclues ſtand in feare of them ? aflure your felues,they would, if they could deuiſe how, commit 
oreater impictie then this is. They keepe againſt you the ſtrongeſt place inthe whole Citi; cal- 
leda Temple, but now indeed it is afortreſſe or Caſtle of detence. Whar doe yee now thinke, 
ſuch a tyrannie being eſtabliſhed ouer you,and your enemies being euen vpon you; what do you 
deliberate to doe? Doe you expett the Romans to come and helpe you, to ſaue the Temple and 
ſacred myſteries? Our citic is now at that ſtay,and we haue ſo behaued our ſelues,that our veric 
enemics pitie vs, O yee wretches ! will you not ariſc, and as the verie brute beaſts doe,will you 
not reuenge your ſelues vpon them that haue thus wounded you? Will not euerie one of you call 
to minde the maſſacre of his friends,and what calamitie he himſclfe hath ſuffered, and fo encou- 
rage your ſelues tobe reuenged ? For ought I can ſec,you haucall loſt that ſacred and ſweerand 
naturall deſire of libertic, and now we imbrace bondage, as rhoug 
men euen from our anceſtors. But they endured many and hard warres to liue in libertie, and 


yeelded neither ro the power of the Kgyptians, nor-Mecdes, becauſe they would not bee at their . Þ 


command. What need isirto recount vnto you the warres of your predeceſſors * To what end 
doe weenterprize this war againſt the Romans (be it commodious for vs, or to our diladuan- 
tage)if not to obtaine our libertie © And we,who cannot indure to beſubiec vnto the Lords of 
the whole world,abide our ownenation to tyrannizc ouer vs. Some may account it aduerle for- 
tune to be once oucrcome by ſtrangers: but tobe {laues vnto the baſeſt of our owne nation, itat- 
gueth that we haue no ſparke of generoſttie in vs, and that webeare baſe and feruile minds. And 
ſecing I haue made mention of the Romanes, I will not ſticke to declare vnto you that which 
now commeth tomy minde,to wir, that ifwe be raken by them(which God forbid)yct ſhall we 


pari ſuffer no greatcr miſerie at their hands,then now we doe vnder theſe baſe tyrants. And how can 


you abſtaine from teares, beholding this Temple, enriched by the gift of the Romanes, robbed 
and ſpoyled by them of our owne nation, this being our mother Citic 2 and to fee thoſe men 
murdered, whom the Romanes (although they had conquered vs) would not haue rouched?

Afterthis exhorration the 
people cryed out, that they were ready to goc agaizſt rhe theeues,andto doe as they were reque- 

D fed, Whileſt that Aran ſelected out the moſt able men for warre, and ſer them in order, the Ananysdipo. 
{clous came and ifſued out vpon him,and(hauing intelligenceof all his intents and proceedings {* his foul: 
by certaine ſpies which they had appointed vpon purpoſc)bcing inraged {alyed our, and in com- __ 
panies,fomerime all at once,other times in ambuſhes; ſparing none that they met with. Ananus 
quickly gathered rogerher the people,who were more 1n number then the theeues:yer werethey 
not ſo well armed as they;but what they wanted in armes,rheir courage did ſupply.For the Ci- 
tizens were armed with fury,ſtronger thenarmour; & they which were gone out of the temple, 
witha more deſperate boldnes,rhen all che multitude how great ſocuer it was. For the Citizens 
thought it no abiding for chein in the Citric, except they could driueaway the Zelous : and the 
Lelous thought that they could not c{cape rorments and death ir {elte,exceprthat they were vi- 

| Qors.So at laſt they toyned bartell,cach vnder their Capraines and Leaders,and firſt of all both 
parties caſt ſtones one againſt another : andif any part fled, then the conquerors purſued = 
with drawne ſwords,and many were wounded and {lainc on both parts. Thoſe towneſmen thar 
were wounded , were by their friends carricd into their houſes ; but the Zclous that were hurr, 
ventinto the Temple,and polluted the ſacred pauements with their blood:{o that their religion 
was prophaned by their blood. Alwaies the thecucs in making excurſions gotrhe vpper hand. 

Hereat the Citizens being angry , ſeeing their number euery day increaſed , reprooued the co- 
wards: fo that if any oftheir company offered to flye from the Zelous,they made him ſtand and 
riſt whether he would or no,nor permitting him to paſſe away:And thus they bent alltheir for- 
cs againſt their enemies. At laſt, the theeues not able to make any longer reliſtance,by little and 
lttle retired themſclues inro the Temple , and Anau with his company catred the Temple by Tye gc of 
force with them , and brake the ranke of his enemies. Thenthey inthe vtter Temple were in the Citizens 
preat feare and fled into the inner Temple ; and ſhut the garcs with all ſpeed. Ananus would not _ mn ay 
offer violence to the ſacred gates,8& befidethat the enemies caſt darts from aloft : for hethought —P 
tagreat offence againſt God, although he might haue got the victory, to introduce the people 
dot being purified. Wherefore he clected fixe thouſand of the chiefe of all his men well armed, 
and + 5 wn them to keepe the porches,and others to ſucceed in their places while they tooke 
lt.

The [dumzans and Towneſ-men were both of one minde: for they 
thought rhar God was angry with them for bearing armes againſt their Metropolis, and perſwa- 
dedthemſclues that they could not eſcape death if they continued in their purpoſe. Ananus and 
his followers perſwaded themſelues thar they had now ouercomethem without warre , and 
that God had fought for them againſt the Idumzans. Bur they were falſe prophers, and what 
they iudged to befall their enemies, that fell vpon themſelues. In the meane whilethe Idumeans 


F lay as cloſe rogerher as they could, and couered their heads with their ſhields, ſo that by this 
.meanes the rain did them not ſo much harme. The Zealous were penſtue for che Idumezans more The Zealous 
than for themſelues, 8 deuiſed which way they might ſuccour them.

But the w 
fort difſwaded the reſt from this, ſeeing both a ſtronger watch placed to keep them in, and the 
City walsdiligently guarded becauſe of theIdumzans: and moreouer,perſwading themſelyes 
that CAnanw ceaſed nor,but went vpand dowae, firſt from one watch,andthen to another; yet 
char night he didnort ſo, not for {lothtulneſſe, bur becauſe that the deſtinies had ſo decreed that 
thereby both he and the Warch-men ſhould periſh, For abour mid-nighe the ſtorme increaſing 
the Watch-menfell into a ſound ſleepe. ; 

| ThentheZelous determined to file the barres and bolts of the gatesin ſunder; to effeR this, 
they tooke the inſtruments which were conſecrated tothe Temple, and this attempt was much 
furchered by the huge wind and thunder,which made ſuch a noiſe that they could not be heard: 
ſo iſſuing out of the Temple, they went priuily to the walles , and opened that gate neere vnto 
which the Idumzanslay; and ſuſpeRing that Aanus would make ſome refiſtance,they firſt of all 
drew their ſwords, and then together with the Idumezans came in: and if at that time they had 
aſſaulted the City,they had without any let or hinderance deſtroyedall the people therein: {6 
_ was their rageat thattime, But firſt of all they haſtned toaſliſt their fellowes,whom they 

eft beſteged, and requeſted the Idumzans not to leaue them in danger, for whoſe ſuccour they 
were come,nor permit them to incurre greater damage:for hauing firſt ſurprized the watchmen, 
it would be morecafie for themto afſaultthe City : which it they did not, but firſt ſet vpon the 
Citizens,they would preſently aſſemble together, and oppoſe themſclues againſt them, and not 
permit them toaſcend vp into the Temple. The Idumzans conſented vnto this,and fo th 
{ed thorow the City into the Temple. And the Zelous remaining in the Temple, carcfully ex- 
pected their comming ; at whoſe arriuall they rooke courage, and ioyning with the Idumzans, 
came out of the inner Temple, and ſer vpon the watch : and ſome being flaine who were faſt a- 
ſleep, the reſt were awaked by the cries of others,and ſo betook themſclucs to their armes,to de- 
fend themſclues, being yet amazed. And at firſt, thinking that they were onely the Zelous that 
gaue the ailault, hoped onely by their multitude ro ſuppreſſe them; but ſeeing others withoutthe 
Temple alſo aflailing them,they perceiued the Idumzans were broken in: FA the greater partof 
them being diſmaid, laid downe their weapons and cried ; and onely a few of them,young men 
well armed,and of good courage,encountred with the Idumzans,and for a good ſpacedefended 
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their idle fellowes : others went and aduertized the Inhabitants what was done, yer none durſt K 
come to helpe them, becauſe they now knew that the Idumzans were got in, but euery one 
lamented their hard fortune : and the women made great lamentation, when any of the watch- 
men fell into danger. The Zelous alſo anſwered their cries with the like , and then the tempeſt 
and thunder made all more dreadfull. The Idumzans ſpared none, becaule that they were na-

thoſewho requeſted fauour, nor them who made reſiſtance, for they ſlew many euen as they 
wereentreating them to remember that they were of their owne blood, and requeſting them to 
{parethem for reuerence of their Temple. There was no way to flye,nor any hope ofeſcape: be- 


ing driuenvp ina narrow roome, they hurt themſclues more then the enemies did,by crowding LB 


and treading vpon one another , for there was no placeto flye, nor their enemies ceaſed not to 
kill them. Being in this deſperate eſtate ; not knowing how to doe, they caſt themſclucs head- 
long downe intothe Cirie, and ſodicd a more miſerabledeath (in my mind) then they that dicd 


by the enemies ſword. The next day there was found ſlainecightrhouſand and fiue hundreth, Þ 


and al the vrter Temple flowed with blood. Yet this maſſacre ſufficed not the Idumwzans rage, but 


turning themſclues againſt the Ciry,they robbed and ſpoyled all houſes,and killed all they met, 


making no account of the death of the reſt of the multitude. They made diligent ſearch for the 
Prieſts, and many laid violent hands vpon them, and killed them : and ſtanding vpon their dead 


corpſes, ſometime they vpbraided Ananws with the peoples fauour rowards him, ſometime 7eſus BY þ 


withthe words he ſpake vpon the wall vatothem,, and were fo impious, as that they caſt away 
their dead bodies vnburied, notwithſtanding that the Iewes in this point are ſo religious, that at- 
ter ſunne-ſetthey takedowne the dead bodies ofmalefaors,who by ſentence haue bin adiudged 
vato the croſſe,and burie them, | | 

I thinke I doenot greatly miſſe the marke, if I affirme Anarus his death to haue beene rhe 
deſtruRion of the Citie, and from that time forth the walles of Ieruſalemto haue beene ouer- 
throwne, andthe Common-wealth of the Iewes to haue periſhed in that day when they beheld 


their Pricſtand Gouernour (laine, cucnin the middeſt of the Citie, He was a manthat cd F =>

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4 dableand moſt iuſt life: and being in greatdignitie, honour,and reputation; yet would hee not Aaprnay Fa 
exalr himſclfe aboue any one , were heneuerfo baſe, He was a man who thirſted after liberty, the __ 
aad bare the rule and gouernment of the Common-wealth. He continually preferred the publike 4932+ afts 
commodity before his owne priuategaine, being alwaics deſirous of peace; for he foreſaw that ,s, as 
the Romans could not be withſtood; and that, ifthe Tewes did not quickly accord with them, wv 
cheir ruine was at hand: briefly I ſay,that had Aran liued,they had yeelded with him vnto the 
Romans. For he was an eloquent Oratorand could perſwade admirably: whereby he had now 
eained vtO his fide thoſe that hindred him,and cauſed the wars;whom ifthey had had for their 
Captaine againſt the Romanes , it had not beene fo cafe for the Romanes to haue conquered 

them. Wirh him was ioyned 7eſ7es inferiour to Ananws,yer excelling all the reſt.So that I thinke 
Almighty God hauing decreed the totall ruine of the City, being now violated and filled with 
iniquity, and meaning by fire as it were to purifie the holy Temple which was now defiled and 
prophaned,he firſt rooke away the defenders thereof, and thoſe that loued them moſt dearely. 

Fo they who a little before were clothed in ſacred apparell, and reuerenced of all thoſe thar 
from the furtheſt parts of the world came to Icruſalem , now lay murthered and naked in the 
open ſtreets, left as it were a prey to be torne in pieces with dogges or wilde beaſts, who earſt 
were the authors of piety and religion.

And he ſent L. Annius to Geraſa,giuing himmany foormen,and part of his hor(- unto" 

men; who ar the firſt aſſault rooke the Ciry,and {lew 1900. young men, who thought ro have © 

fled,and led whole families captiue, giuing the ſoaldiers the ſpoile of their goods: and fo firing 

their houſes, he weat to other places adioyning. They who were able fled, and the weaker ſore 

who could not flye were {laine; and whartfoeuer came in their way,they conſumed it with fire. 

Thus all places both mountaines and plaines being waſted and oppreſſed with warres, the inha- 

( bitants living at Teruſalem had not whither to goe,when they defired to flie from the Zealous by |

After that Yeſþaſian was returned vato Czſarca, and with all his army purpoſing to goe to Te- Veſpaii hath 
rſalem, newes was brought him that Neyo was flaine, hauing reigned thirteene yeers and eight => , «vv - 
dies. Touching whom I will not recount how he did diſhonour the Empire, committing the 
whole {way of all the Common-wealth vnto tw6 moft wicked men,to wit, Nymphidins and Ti- 
rilinus, and of leaſt worth amongſt all the Libertines: and how he being taken by the treachery 
oftheſe two men, was forſaken of all his Senators; and fo fled only with foure truſty Libertines 
intothe ſuburbs,and there killed himſelfe: and how that long time afcer,they that depoſed him 

D were puniſhed for thar offence:and how the wars ended in Gallia; and that Galbabeing created Galba. 
Emperour, returned to'Rome out of Spaine : and how he was accuſed by the ſouldiers, and by 
them killed in the marker place,as one of bafe condition: and how 0ths was declared Emperor, oi, 
and led his fouldicrs againſt Yite{zs his army: alſo Yitelkins his broyles and his fight before the Virellius, 
Capitoll: and how Antonies Primus, and Mntianus flew Vitellizs, and fo appeafed the Germane 
troupes and ciuill warres: Of all theſe T haue refuſed ro ſpeake, becauſe I hope tixat both che 
Greeks and Romans haue written theſe things at large, yet I haue briefly recapitulated all ro 
continue my Hiſtory. : | 
After Yeſþaſ#an heard theſe newes of Nero, he deferred the fiege of Ieruſalem, expeRing who V*Þaban de 
ſhould be created Emperour after him. And when he was certified that Galba rajgaced, he deter. fiege ar Ieru- 
BY | nnincd ro doe noching; bur lye quiet till ſuch rime as he ſhould write vnto him his rinde, whe- fm 
WW ther he would hauc him proceed in chofe warres againſt the Iewes. And he ferit vnto him his 
lonne Titus both to ſalute him, and alfo to know his pleaſure concerning the Iewes. Likewiſe 
King Agrippe went with Titns for the ſame caufe vnto Galbs. But as threy wete paffing by Achiaia —” 
with long thips in winter time,as the caſtome is,newes was brought that Gab, was lain, hatlihg jy yg 
raigned ſeuen monerhs and ſeuen daies. After whom fucceeded 0tho,who goucrned the Empire — 
three monerhs. A2r5pp4 not terrified with this alteration, ſtill kept on his journey to Rome. But 
Titus(as God would haueit)returned from Achaia vnto Syriz;and fo to Czfarcavnro his father, 
They both were as it werc in ſuſpence whar would enſue, and who ſhould be Emperonr, the 
Empire being fo full of troubles: and fo they negleRed the wars againſt the Iewwes, beeeing their 
1 * owae countrey, and therefore thinking it an vnhit time to aſfaule ſtrangers.

the country about Maſlada. $0 he tcared not to per{wade them to attempt greater matters : for 
being defirous of rule, after he heard that Ananus was dead, he departed into the high places of 
the countrey, and with the voice of a cryer promiſed and proclaimed, thar all bondflaues thar 
would follow him,ſhould haue thcir liberty, and all other ſhould be richly rewarded; and fo he 
gathered rogerher all the wicked and deſperate people in the country. And hauing nov a large 
army, he robbed and ſpoyled all the rownes and villages thereabour; and his number daily en- 
creaſing, he alſo now preſumedro come into the plaine countries: fo that now cities ſtood in awe 
of him, and many Potcntates now feared him for his ſtrength and proſperous ſucceſſe, And his 
army did nor only conſiſt in thecues and ſlaues,but now many people of the countrey came vnto 
him, reuerencing him as their Prince and King. So they made excurfions intothe Toparchie of 
Acrabatena, and into the greater Idumza. For he had fortified a rowne called Nain walled a- 
bour, which he vſcd for his defence like a Caſtle. And inthe valley called Pharan he made many 
caues, and found many already made,and in theſe caues he kept his treaſure, and the booties he 
got: alſo all fruits ofthe earth thar he robbcd and ſtole, there he laid vp in ſtorezas alſo munition 
for diuers companies. And nov no man doubted, bur that being rhus furniſhed with men and 
munition,he would go to Ieruſalem. The Zelous fearing this,and defirous to preucnt him whom 


they cuery day did fee encreaſe his number,and to grow more potent againſt them; they armed 


many of their company, and went out to mcet him. $20 was not daunted at this, but boldly 
incountred them, and gauc them fo ſharp a battell, that he flew may of them in fight; and for- 
ced the reſt ro retire themſeclues into rhe rowne: yer hauing men ſuthcient,he would not beliege 
the towne; but firſt of all he purpoſed ro ſubdue Idumza, and ſoaccompanicd with 20000. ar- 
med men, he haſted rowards the borders thereof. | 

.  ThePrinces of Idumza vnderftanding this,prefently aſſembled fiue and twenty thouſand ar- 
med men :”and leauing at home ſufficient garrifons to defend their country againſt the incurſion 


' of the Sicari,which held the fortreſſe of Matſada,they accopanied with this train,went out and 


expected $mons comming into the borders of their country, where hauing met him they ioyned 


bartell,and fought a whole day,yetneither party got the victory. Then $:2292 returned to Nain, L. 


and theIdumzans home. Nor long after $im0» with a greater army then beforc, afſaulted rhe 
borders of their countrey, and pitching his tents ina village called Thecue, he ſent one of his

Simon hauing obtained this place, from hence he inuaded all Idumza, and not onely robbed fnce the - 
and ſpoiled all rownes and citics thereof, bur alſo he waſted and deſtroyed many territories: for So 
beſides his army,rhere followed him 4c000;fo that he could not find victuals ſufficient for ſuch 
a multitude. Moreouer, befides this calamitie that he brought vpon Idumza, he exerciſed great 
C cruelty and outrage vpon the countrey, and ſo cauſed a greater ſpolle therein. And like as after | 
locuſts the trees and woods where they haue bin are left without leaues : ſo whereſocuer $7207; _ ſpoy- 
had bin,all the countrey from wience he came heleft deſolate. And citherby fire,or ouerthrow- _ _ 
ing it by ruinating places where he came, or elſe by treading vpon it with the feer of his armie, 
or by devouring fuch as they found, they left nothing ſtanding nor growing<ither in field or 
towne : and onely by paſſing thorow fertile places, hee made the fields harder then barraine 
ground ; and left no f1gne ih places which he had deſtroyed, thatcuer they had beene tilled. 

Heereat the Zelous were againe mooued, yct durſt they not fight with him in open field : but 
placingambuſhes in the way he was to pafle, they tooke S7mors wite, and many of her feruants, The Zelous 
and fo came againe into the Ciric, reioycing as though they had taken Simon himſclfe. For they *% Simons 
D perſwaded themſclues, that S720» wonld preſently,laying armes aparr,come in humble wiſeand 
ntreat them to reſtore vato him his wite. But $/z20» was not mooucd with compaſſion for rhe Simons im- 
lofſe of his wife,bur with fury : and comming tothe walles of Ieruſalem. like a cruel! beaſt that Mite. © 
had beene wounded,and could not come to them that hurt him, he kild and flew all he met. And 
taking them that went our of the Citie to gather herbs and wood, he cauſed them to be whipped 
todeath, whether they were young or old: and this crueltie ſeemed onely wanting in him, that 
hedid nor cate the fleth of the dead bodies. Alſo he rooke-many and cur off their hands,and ſo 
ſent them into the City,thereby to terrific his enemies,and torecall rhe people from the Zelous: 
and bad them tell the Citizens, rhar except they preſcarly reſtored his witc vnto him, he ſwore 
by God who goucrned all,rhat hz would breake downe their walles, and vicallthar he fonnd in 
x the Citie after thar fathion, and that he would {pare no age, nor reſpect the innocent more then 


theguilty.. Theſe his threats did not onely territie the people, but alfo the Zelous, infomuch The zetous

ced garriſons in them, and ſo went to Ieruſalem, killing many that he foundn the way, and he 
tooke many captiues. And one of his Capraines called Cereals, with a part of horſeand foot- 
men, waſted all the higher Idumza, and in the way as he wear, he rooke Caphetraa Caſtle, and 
burnt it, and beſieged another called Capharis, enclozed witha ſtrong wall : for the whichcauſe 
he deemed that he ſhould haue made long abode there : but contrary to his expeRtation, the in- 
habirants opened the gates vnto him, and came and yeelded chemſelues, beſeeching him to hee 
good vnto them. When he had ouercome rhem,Cerealzs went vnto Hebron an ancient City,and 
{ct it on fire: this Hebronas I haue already faid,was ficuated vpon the mountaines, ſo farre from 
lerufalem : and breaking into it by force, he flewall them that he found there, and fired the Ci. 
tie. And hauing ſubducd all places, faue onely three Caſtles,to wit, Herodium, Maſſada,and Ma. 
cheron, which were kept by the theeues,now onely Ieruſalem remained to be conquered.

Hen Szmoz had recciued againe his wife from the Zelous,he went into Idumza, to 
\ / \ / rob and ſpoile that which he had left : and chafing the inhabitants vp and down,at 


laſt he forced themroflic vnto Ieruſalem,8& he himſelf followed them thither; and 1| 


befieging the wals, he killed all the workmen he took, that returned out of the fields from their 
labor. Thus $i--0z without the city,was more terrible to the people then the Romans;& the Ze. 
lous within the city cruellcr then them both,being incouraged & incired thereto by the counſel! 
ofthe Galilcans. For they had put 7o# inauthority:and 7obn inreward therof permitted all things 
to be done which they requeſted. There was no'end of robbing & ſpoiling rich mens houſes, and 
of flaughrring both of menand women;and now to injure any perſon was a paſtime. And hauing 
with blood-thed obtained their prey in ſecurity, & without all feare after they had gotten what 
they liked, they now began to luſt afrer women:yca,they became themlelues effeminate through 
luxuriouſneſle,drefſing their haire,and clothing themſclues in womens apparcll; and they anon. 
red themſelues with ſweet oyntments, that their bcautie might be pleaſing, andalluring ; their g 
eyes wanton-like, they now did not onely imitate the attire of women, bur alſo their impuden- 
cy,and became ſo thameleſle, that they now thirſted after vanaturall pleaſures, as though they 
had kept a ſtewes, and ſo protaned the whole citic with their execrable impurities. Yet though 
they did effeminate their taces,their hands were prone to blood-ſhed;and although they liued in 
ignominious manner,as people giuen ouer to pleaſure, yet could they quickly become warriers, 
and vnder the habits of women drawing their ſ\words,they did kil whomſocuerthey mer. Who- 
ſocuer eſcaped 1ohns hands, Simon crueller,murdered;and wholoeuer eſcaped the tyranny with- 
in the citie, was {laine by the ryrant without. So now there was no way to flye vnto the Romans. 
Furthermore, the army of 7o-#began to be diuided, for all the Idumzans ſeparated themſclues 
fromthe other people,and there began a mutiny againſt the ty rant, partly enuying his puiſſance, [, 
partly hating his crueltic. And ſoafſaulting him, they ſlew many of the Zelous, and compelled 
the reſt to flie into the Kings houſe, builded by Grapza, father of Izata, King of Adiabena. The 
Idumzans alſo brake in thither with them, and draue them from thence into the Temple,and ſo 
ſeized vpon Johns treaſure:for Toh liucd in thar palace,and rhither carryed all his _ Then 
thoſe Zelous that werediſperſed in the citie, came vnto them that were inthe Temple, and 70» 
purpoſed to ſend them againſtrhe rowneſmen,andthe Idumzans. , But they feared not ſo much 
their forces, althoughthey knew them to be the berter warriors, as they did fearethat now being 
deſperate, they would ſtcale out of the Templeinthe night, and ſoflay them, and fire the citic. 
Wherforeaſſembling themſclues, they deliberated with the Prieſts how to quoid their afaulrs: 
but it pleaſed God to turn their wn counſell tobe their deſtruction, & that they ſhould prouide M 
aremedy of ſafery,far worſe then. death ir ſelfe.For to depole 9bz,they deuiſed to introduce St- 
70n,& as it were to intreat yet another to tyrannize ouer the. So this counſell was thought beſt: 
and Matthias the Prieſt was ſent vnto Simon (whom before they ſtood in great feare of ) now t0 
requeſt him to come into the citie. With them alſo cameſuch as had fled from Ieruſale, for teare 


Simon enters Of the Zelous, intreating him in likemaner, becauſerbey defiredto rerurne to their wiues and t2- 
the citic with qmjlies.

Yet mayeſt 
c« thou once agane come into better eſtate, if firſt thou appeaſe Gods wrath that hath madethee 
cc deſolate. But I muſt notgiue place varo ſorrow,and write a Iamentation of my miſerable coun- 
« trey,feeing I haue vndertaken to write a Hiſtory of allthings that paſt there. Wherefore will 
« recount the reſidue of the impictic of theſe ſedicious. | 
The ſeditious people bceing diuided into three companies ; Eleazar and his followers, 
who had the keeping of the holy firſt fruits , and all the ſacred oblations, came againſt 70h», 
when they were drunke. And they who followed 70h» ſpoyling the people , aſſaulted Simon, 1, 
Tohnaſſauled and the Citic did ſuccour $77. Wherefore when obs was aflaulted on both ſides, hee tur- 
«nborh fide. ned ſome of his ſouldiers againſt Simon , and the reſt againſt Eleazar - and againſt Simon hee 


vſeddarts caſt from the porches of the Temple : and againſt Eleazar hee vſed Engines for ſhot. Þ 


And alwayes ſo often as they aboue his head ceaſed ( as they often did beeing either weary or 
drunken) hee freely aſſaulted $imonand his men. Alſo as farre as hee draue them into the Ct- 
tie, fo farre did hee fire all , and burne houſes full of corne and other neceſfaries : andthat 
which hee left vnburned , Simon at his returne ( when 7ohn was gone into the Temple) ſet on 
ne of 7m fire: as if vpon purpoſe, to the great aduantage of the Romane, they had conſumed all that was 
welny burne Prouided againſt the ſiege; ſo did they deſtroy their owne forces and ſtrength. To be ſhort, all 
all cheir was conſumed with fire about the Temple, and the Citie was made a plaine ground to fight 1n, 
_— and all the corne was burnt that might haue ſufficed the Citie many yeeres; and ſo they wete 
taken by famine , which they could not haue felt, had they themſelues not cauſed it. The

For after that 7z#5 had now gathered together part of his army , and by writing appointed The order of 
thereſt ro meer him ar Ieruſalem, he departed from Czfarea, hauing three legions thar lately Tirusarmy, 

D vnder the conduct of his farher Yeſpaſian had waſted all Indza, and the twelfth legionthar ſome- 
time vnder Ceſtizes were ouercome,and pur to flightby the Iewes: who though they were other- 
wiſe valiant enough ; yer they defired ro fighr againſt rhe Tewes to reuenge themſclues for that 
diſgrace. Titus commanded the fifr legion to meet him at lerufalem,and goe by Emmaus, and 
that the rench legion ſhould march by Iericho : the reſt hee tooke with himſelfe accompanied 
with the Kings torces that came to helpe him,hauing now more helpe then before,and many al. 
ſoout of Syria. Titus allo brought men with him to ſupply the number that was wanting, be- 
ing ſent by YVeſpaſian with Mutianms into Italy: for he brought 2000. choſen men fromthe legi- 
ons at Alexandria, and 3000. followed him from Euphrates, together with 77zberims Alexander 
his chicfeſt friend, and one next him in moſt authoritie, who before was Gouernour of Agypr,

good forrune. The Romans who were alwaies wont to obſerue military diſciplineand order,at 
that time by their ſudden aſſaulting, were ſo troubled, that they obſerued no order, and fo fled : 
yet whenſoeuer they turned againe vpon them that followed them, they cafily wounded the 
lewes, partly, becauſe that they were 10 earneſt, that they did not greatly fecke to defend them- 
ſelues,and alſo they did caſily ſtay the Iewes from purſuing them. Yer the number of them that The lewcs 
purſued them ſtill increafing , they werealſo more troubled, and ſoar laſt forced to forſake the ©iverhe Ro- 
( field, and leaue their tents : and the whole legion had bin in greater danger, had not Tit#s hauing their campe. 
preſent newes hereof ſpeedily came and ſuccoured them,and vpbraiding their cowardlineſſe re- 
called them from flight; who with them,and the choſen men he brought,encountring the Iewes 
onone {ide , he flew many of them, and wounded diuers, and put the reſt ro flighr, and forced 
them intothe valley. The Iewes being now in the lower ground,and hauing endured much at rhe 
Romans hands, fince fortune frowned vpon them, turned againe,and hauing the valley berweene 
them,they fought with the Romans. And thus the fight continued till the midſt of the day. 
A little after midday Tits guarding rhe reſt with thoſe that he brought ro ſuccour them, and 
placing others, to preuent the excurſions of the Tewes , hee commanded the reſt to entrench 
themſelues in the top of the mountaine.

vpon their ownedeaths , and not to endanger himſclfe for them , who ought rather to abide it 05s en 
then he: And that he ſhould think vpon his own eſtate, who was not a ſouldier,but General of the and drwento 
all,and Lord of the whole world, and thar he ſhould not abide when all others fled ſo faſt, & in fe moune 
x fuch danger. But he made as though he heard them not,ahd oppoſed himlelte againſt them that 
offered to affaulc him, ſtriking them vpoa the faces, and killing them that made refiſtance, and 
he purſued them downe the hill,and ſo forced them to retire. The Iewes amazed at his valour, 
did not yet flye into the Citie, but auoyded him on both fides, and fled intothe valley : then a- 
gaine purſuing them that fled from them ; yer Tits crofling them as rhey went, hindered their Titus valour 
purſuit, In the meane time thoſe that were encamping themſelues aboue, ſeeing them beneath _ _ 
put to flight, were diſcomfited, and all fled, thinking thar they were nor able to refiſt rhe Iewes, 
and imagining that Titus was likewiſe fled:for had they rhought that he had ſtaied by ir,they ne- 
ver would haue forſaken their quarters; yet being now terrified they knew not wherefore,ſome 
fled one way,and ſome another withoutany order, till ſome ſeeing the Emperor in the midſt of Feare& rrou-

Bout rliis time the Tewes deuiſed this ſtratagem againſt the Romans. The moſt courage- ing 
ous among the ſeditious people went our vnto the places called the womens towers, and LY E th 
| counterteited themſelues to be driuenthicher by them within the citie thar defired peace; the 
and for that they feared the Romans, they were come thither to hide themſclues one behind an- pic 
other : others ſtanding on the wals, and counterfeiting themſelues to be the Citizens, with loud mo 
 cryes deſired peace,and a league of friendſhip ; promiling to ſet the citie gates open,and inuiting 
' theRomans toenter : and crying thus, they alſo caſt ſtones againſt their countrymen before {po- 
ken of, as though they did driuvethem from the gates; and they made as though they would by 
force breake thorow the people,and come to the gates, partly by force, partly by entreating the 
people to permit them. And making many offers to go vnto the Romans,they turned againe like =

And then the Iewes returned reioycing in their good 
fortune; and deriding the Romans for being ſo decciued, lifting vp their ſhields and bucklers,

The Roman ſouldiers were receiued of their Captaines with threatnings, and of Ceſar with 
this ſpeech : The Iewesled only with deſperation, do all things with aduiceand counſell,deui- 
ſing deceits; and fortune fauoureth their practices becauſe they are ordered, and tralty to one ,, 
another. And now the Romans, whom for their obedience and diſcipline fortune was wont to ,, 
fuour,doe contrariwiſe offend herein, and for their raſh and vnaduiſed fighting are ouercome: C#fars ſharp 
and which is worlt of all, in Ceſars preſence offring ro fight withour their Capraines.

But all the other legions flocking adout Tz, beſought him to pardon their fellow ſouldi- The Roman 
ers,and to remir the offence of the raſhneſſe of ſome few, tor the obedicnce fake of the reſt: affir. 2iiers be- 
ming that their future valour ſhould be a ſuthcient recompencefor this their offence. Ceſar was forthcir fel- 
now pacified, partly thinking what was moſt profitable, partly for the intreaty of the reſt: for he coca 
. purpoſed to punith one man only,and to rebuke the reſt,and ſignifieto them his diſpleaſure, and 

\ D ſohe was reconciled to his ſouldiers, ſtraightly charging them to be wiſer hereafter: and after, 
he deuiſed now to be reuenged on the Iewes for this deceit.

being there vſed that were neuer ſo rare to be found: and the tops of theſe houſes for the length

candleſticke ſeuen lampes were placed, which ſignifierh the ſeuen planets (for ſo many did there or $rapere 
come all out of one ſtemme of the candleſticke) ypon the table were ſtanding twelue loaues of and center. 
bread,ſtgnifying the twelue celeſtial ſfignes,and reuolurion of the yeere. By the altar of incenſe, 

out of which proceedeth 13. odours, comming partly from the fea which is vnhabitable, and 

partly from the earth which is inhabited,is ſignified that all things are in the hands of God,and 

ſubie&t ro yeeld him abedience.The inner part of the Temple contained 20. cubires,which alſo 
C was ſeparated from the other part by a vail,and nothing was within it:and this place was the ho- 

ly of holies, and no man might enter, looke into it, nor violate the ſame. On each ſide of the 

lower Temple, there were many lodgings and doores to patle into, euery one of them hauing 

three roofes one aboue another: and there was a gate which led vnto borh ſides of the Temple, 

and vnto theſe roomes:but the higher part of the Temple had not the like roomes on each fide, 

and therefore it was made ſo much narrower then the other, yet was it highcr then it by 40. cu- 

birs, neither was it ſo gorgeous as the lower. For the whole height was 100. cubires, and the 

ground rhercof ſixty. The vttermolt part was fo curious and richly wrought, that it was vnpoſſt- 

ble for any one to imagine any workmanſhip that it wanted: for it was all couered with a maſſiue The ourward 

plate of pure gold, which ſhined far brighter then rhe morning {unne, ſo that it dazled the eyes court of the 
D of the beholders,as doth the ſun when itis gazed vpon. And a far off it ſeemd vnto ſtrangers thar 1**P* RI 

came thither, like a white mountaine: for where the Temple was not gilded with gold,there was plates of gold 

It milk whire. The rop hereof was all ſet full of rods of gold, very ſharpeat the vpper end like 

pikes, leſt the birds ſhould come and fit thereon, and fo defile it: many ſtones wherewithall it 

was builr, were 4.5. cubirs large, fiue cubits in length, and fixe cubits broad. Before the Temple 

there ſtood an Altar fifteene cubits high, being forty cubits broad,and as many long, and foure 

{quare,hauing corners made like hornes. The way to this Altar was on the South {ide, where it 

by little and little mounted from below euen vnto the Altar. This Alcar was builded withour 

yron,and neuer yron did rouch ir. The Temple and the Altar were enclozed with ſtone-worke, 

beaurifull ro behold, which was a cubit high, ſeparating the people from the Prieſts. Thoſerhar 
x were troubled with a fluxe of their ſeed, and Lepers were expulſed our of the city; and women 

alſo hauing rheir monerhly courſes,and thoſe that were not vncleane,might paſſe this foreſaid li- 

mit. Likewiſe menthar were not purified, were not permitted to come within the inner Temple; 

and thoſe that were,might nor come among the Pricſts: thoſe alſo that deſcended from the line 

of the Prieſts, and for blindneſle did not adminiſter their funtion, were notwithſtanding admit- 

ted into the place appointed for the reſt of the Prieſts that were ſound , and had a ſhare as they 

had; yet did they goe attired as lay-men, for onely he that did ſacrifice, might weare Prieſtly 

attire, 

The Prieſts that came vnto the Altar and Temple had no infirmity,and they were clothed ina The ny ho 
fine linnen garment, and abſtained from wine, and liued in abſtinence for reucrence of religion, iatayd} wg 
F leſt they ſhould ſinne whilſt they offred ſacrifices. The high Prieſt alſo aſcended with the Prieſts nedfrom | 
into the Temple; yet not alwaies, but euery Scuenth day, and in the Calends of euery moneth, — 
or 0n a feſtiuall celebrared according tothe cuſtome of their country, or wherein all the people 

were preſent. And then he ſacrificed being girded with a vaile, which couered his thighes euen 

vnto his priuities , vader which hee wore alinnen garment hanging downe vnto his feet , and The Sigh 

aboue ita round violet garment all fringed at the skirts , and hanged full of golden belles, and Jne'* 8 

pomegranats of gold, firſt one and then another: the bels ſignified thunder, and the pomegranats 

lightning.

wiſca rotchet of the ſame,wherin was more gold,8& in ſhape it was like the garment he wore on 
his body down to the thighes: it wasalfo buttoned with rwo golden buttons,made in the forme 
of Aſpes , wherein was inclozed the greateſt and moſt precious Sardonyx ſtones that could be 
found, bearing the names of the 12. tribes of I{racl engrauen inthem, On the otherſide did han 

12.precious ſtones,three and three ina rank,diuided into toure rowes. In the firſt was the Ruby, 
the Topaze and the Emeraud:in the ſecond rhe Carbuncle,the Iaſper and the Saphire:in the thirg 
the Agare,the Amethyſt and the Diamond:in the laſt the Onyx, the Beryl and Chryſolite, in e.

in was cngrauen facred letters,to wit,the 4.vowels. He did not alwaies vie this garment, but an- 

other moſt commonly not ſo gorgeous: this he ved when he eatred into the Sanctuary, which 

he did onely once euery ycerealone, none elſe going with him, vpon which day all the nation 

was wont to faſt. But we will hereafter ſpeake more at large of the City and Temple, the lawes 

and cuſtomes,the ordinances and obſcruations;for theſe things cannot be briefly declared. The 
Thedeſcripti» Caſtle Antonia was ſituate in a corner of the two porches of the firſt Temple,which looked yn- 
on of Antonia tg the Weſt and the North: and it was builr vypon arocke of ſtone 5 0.cubirs high,which on eue- 
ry {ide was inacceſſible:this firſt was built by King Herod,to ſhew the greatnes and magnificence 
of his minde. For firſt of all the rocke at the foot thereof was all coucred with thin and {lender 
ſtones like (lates,which did both adorne it,and would alfo cafily {lide downe if any one walked 
vpon them. Before the bartlements of the fort there was a wall 3. cubits high, within which the 
Caſtle Antonia was built 40.cubits high, being within all furniſhed and contriued likethe P4- 
lace of a King, hauing all kind of houſes of office, and other necetfary rooms. For there were por- 
ches,baths,and large hals,to place tents in: ſo that for all conuenient rooms and places it ſeemd 
to be a city,and for the magnificence thereof a Kings Palace.In outward faſhion it was built like 
a tower,and inuironed about with 4. other towers, at cuery corner one, whereof they that were 
on the South and Eaſt fide were 70.cubits high,the other rwo were onely 5. So out of thele 2, 
higheſt,one might haue a perfect view of the whole Temple. Where it ioyned tothe porches of 
the Temple,there was on cither fide of it a paire of ſtaires for the fouldiers ro come down out of

it intro the Temple. For alwaies the Roman ſouldiers lodged there, and guarded the Temple in K 


armour vpon feſtiuall dates, leſt the people ſhould attempt any rebellion or fedition. For the 
Temple was as a Caſtle to keepe the towne in awe, and the Caſtle Antonia to ouerthrow the 
Temple: there alſo were placcd the ſoldiers: likewiſein Herods Palace, which ſerucd for a Caſtle 
ouer the higher part of the city. The hill Bezetha was diuided from the ciry,as is before menti- 
oned: which being the higheſt of all,was ioyned to part of the new city, which did obſcurethe 
view of the Temple onthe North fide. And thus I haue here ſpoken ſufficiently of the city and 
the wall in this place,becauſe we meane hereafter to deſcribe them more at large. 

[ {1de the Idumaans: and thoſe ten thouſand had 50. Captains of their owne tellowes, yet 
all ſubic& vnro Siz0v. The Idumzans that tooke his part were fiue thouſand, and had 

ten Captaines, the chiefe of whom were 7acob, the ſon of Soſas,and Simon, the ſonne of Cathla, 

And 10hn, who kept the Temple, had ſixe thouſand armed men, ouer whom were twenty Cape 

taines : and then there came vnto him two thouſand of the Zelous, and foure hundreth, who 

before had followed Eleazay and Simon, the ſonne of [airus. So theſe warring one againſt ano- 

ther, the people was their booty, and the multitude that were not ſeditious as they were, Was 

Simons camp their prey. Simon kept the higher part of the City, and the greater wall euen vnto Cedron, 
againſt Iohn. 2nd all that part of the old wall which is betwcene Siloa and the Palace of Honobazns , who 
was King of Adiabena, that lieth beyond the river Euphrates : hee alſo kept all the hill Acra 

(which is the lower part of the city) vato Helenas Palace , who was Monobazus his mother. 

Bur 70hz kept all the Templeand the ſpace about ir,Ophla,and thevally Cedron:andrhar which 

was between theſe two places which Siwozand 1ohn kept, was all conſumed with fire, and mace 

a placeto fight in. For although the Romans tents were pitched necre vnto the wals of the city, 


yer didnot this {edition ceaſe; bur hauing recouered ſome ſecurity a while ar the Romans fil 
comming.

very man tought for his owne part, doing all thatthe Romans could with to be done, For th? 
Romanes did them no more harme then they did themſclues : for after chem the City ſuffcre1 
no new calamity, bur indured farre more miſerie before it was taken and deſtroyed by the Ro- 
mans,then ir did ar that time. For the Romans in deſtroying it,did rather end their miſery then 
bring them into it. For the ſedirious did take rhecity, and the Romans did ouercome and take 
the ſeditious, which was farre ſtronger then the wals : ſo that one may aſcribe all their miſeries 


co their owne nation, and equity and iuſtice vnto the Romans, as euery one ſhall clecrely fee by 
that which enſued. 


3 The City being inthe eſtate beforeſaid,T/z#s withchoſen horſmen went vp and downe with- 


out it,to eſpy where he might moſt cafily afſaultthe wals. And being in doubra long time what 
to doe, for rhat where the vally was,footmen could nor poſſibly get vpto it : and where it was 
walled,they ſeemed to be impoſlible to be battered downe with engines: Art laſt he determined 
to afſault ir on thar part, where was the monument of 704 the high Prieſt:for only in this place 
the firſt wall was lower then in other places, and it was not compaſt here with the ſecond wall, 
forthis place was not fortified, becauſe thar thoſe parts of the new City were not much inhabi- 
ted, So that from this place the wall might eaſily beaflaulced:wherby Titzs was perſwaded that 
the higher ciry,and the Temple,and Anconta, might eafily be taken. As he was thus viewing the 
place,one of his friends called Nzcazor,came vnto him: who was ſhot in the left ſhoulder with an 


(arrow, becauſe he deſired to come neere 7oſeph, who went thither of purpoſe to perſwade the 


lewes which were vponthe wall ro yeeld : for N:icanor was very eloquent. Ceſar perceiuing 
their minds,and that they would notabſtaine from him,who perſwaded them torhat which was 
moſt expedient for them, was now moued,and begancarneſtly ro befiege them : and fo he per- 
mitted his ſoldiers to waſte all the ſuburbes,and to gather all the rubbiſh, ſtones, wood,& other 
matter together,and madetherewith a mount. And diuiding his army into three parts, he diſpo- 
ſd of euery one what he ſhould doe,and in the mid(t of all vpon the mounts he placed archers, 
and before them engines for ſhot, wherewithall he hindered rhe incurſions of his encmies, leſt 
they ſhould annoy the work,and alſo did beate thoſe off from rhe wall, who made any reſiſtance 


from thence. And preſently all trees being cut downe;the ſuburbes appeared naked. Whilſt the 


D Romans, hauing gathered tlie wood together, were buſicd in their work, the Tees were nor idle: 


and then the people, who were troubled with murders and robberies, did hope to hauean end 
of their miſery,the ſeditious people being buſted againſt their enemies:and they now hopedthat 
ifthe Romans did onercome, they mightbe reuenged vpon them. 70h ſtill kept where he was, 
fearing $imm9n;yet were his followers very earneſt to' aſſault the Romans. But Sim07 being next 
vato the ſjege,did not reſt, but placed all along that parr of the wall, men with darts, which be- 
fore were taken from Seſlejs Gouernour of the Romans,and found'in the Caſtle of Antonia. But 
the darts did the Tewes ſmall pleaſure,by reaſon that fer of them knew how to vſe them:onely 
lomewho were taught by certaine that fled from the Romanes,could vſethem alittle. Yer did 
they aſſault the Romanſouldiers chat were building the mounts, wirh arrowes and ſtones; and 


E allo made incurſions vpon them by companies;and fought with them.Bur the Roman workmen 


were defended by hurdles that were'of purpoſe ſet before them : and euery legion had'ſtrange 
and admirable engines againſt the excurſions of their enemies,and efpecially the engines that the 
tenth legion had to caſt darts,and others that caſt ſtones; which did not onely repulſe them, by 
whom they were aſfaulted,but alſo thoſe that ſtood vpon the wall: for cuery ſtone was a talent 
weight,and were ſhot more thena furlong, and flew not only.thoſe that they did firſt ſtrike, but 
alſo many that were ſeiken with the tebound. Bur the Tews alwaies efpied the ſtoncs before the 
came (for they were white) and ſo auoided them: and they were nor only deſcried by th 

they made inflying, bur they mightcaſily be perceiued : and by this meaties the warchm 
therowers gaue warning alwaies when theſe engines were ſhot off, and when'the ſtones c

2 ſpeedy conqueſt. Neither parry was weary, neither did they euer ceaſe trom aſſaulting one 

another: all the day long the lewes in whole companies made excurſions againſt the Romanes, 


D and they omitted no kind of fight, beginning at Sunne-rife, and continuing all nighr long, tarre 


more terriblero them both then in all rhe day before: the ewes teared leſt rhar the Romanes 
ſhould ger the wall ; and the Romanes likewiſe mi{dreaded thar rhe Iewes thould inuade their 
campe. Thus ſtill all night long being armed,carly in the morning they were prepared againe ro 
heht, The Tewes did one ſtrive with another who ſhould vadergoe the moſt danger,and ſo de- 
ſerue his Captains fauour.

Ceſar himtelte beholding and loo- 
xing 01, who alſo was a witneſle of their deeds that behaued themſclues valiantly, would re- 
ward cuery man for his valour: beſide that,it was aduantage to be eaſily knowne vnto the Prince 
for a valiant man : ſo that many of them ſhewed that their alacrity was farre greater then their 
ſtrength, At this time Longinus one of the horſmen comming our of the Roman army, preaſed j® wu

doe the like. The Iewes now regarded not whar they ſuffered, but onely deuiſed which way to 
harme their enemy;nothing eſtecming death, ſo that they might kill ſome one of the Romanes. 
But Tits had as much care to preſcrue his ſouldiers, as he had to get the viRtory; affirming theſe 
tall aſſaults to proceed of deſperation: and that only was to be accounted for vertue, when one 
aid warily not indangerhimſelfe to atchieueany worthy action,and willed them rather to ſhew 
themſelues men where there was no danger.

How Casrtox the Iew derided the Romanes. 


Hen Titus commanded the rammeto be ſer vp againſt the tower on the North part of 

| the Citie , wherein acraftie and politike Iew accompanied with ten men had hid him- 
ſelfe, all the reſt being fled: this Iew was named Caitor. Theſe men hauing lien ſtill 

while there in their armour, at laſt being afraid, and the tower beginning to ſhake,they ſtart Vp: 
and Caſtor ſtretching forth his hand, did as it were humbly craue fauour art Czfars hands, anq 


with a lamentable voice beſought him to ſpare him.. Tix ſeeing the mans ſimplicity, as hee 1] 


thought, and perſwading himſelfe that the Iewes did now repent them of their enterprize, he 
cauſed the ram to ceaſe from battery,and the archers ro hold their hands;and withall permitted 
Caſtor to ſpeake his pleaſure.Caſtoy ſaid, thar he defired to come and makea league of peace, And 
Titus anſwered,that he would grant it,if ſo beal the reſt would do ſo likewiſc;and thar he would 
preſently confirme a league of peace berweene him and the city. Five of Caſtors fellowes ſeemed 
to be willing, and to requeſt the like;bur rhe other five counterfaited to withſtand them,crying 
out aloud, that they would neuer be ſlaues vnto the Romanes, ſecing they mightdie in liberty, 
Whileſt Ca#or and his fellowes were debating the matter, the battery ceaſed. In the meane 
time Caftoy priuily ſent word vnto S:mon, willing him whileſt the batterie ceaſed, ro deliberate 


what was expedient to be done in this neceſſity : for he a while would deceiue the Roman Em- 1 | 


perour, and hold him in ſuſpence. And in the meane time he ſeemed roexhort his companions 
that denied to embrace the kind offer of Titus :8 they as it were angry hereat, drew their ſwords 


and ſtrooke vpon their corſlers;and they ſo ſtriken ſcemed to fall downe,as though they had bin. Þ 


ſlain. Tits and his ſouldiers were amaz'd at this their obſtinacy;for being onthe lower ground, 
they could not well percciue what was done:and ſo they wondred at their deſperation, and alſo 
pitted their calamity. At this time one ſtrook Caſtor inthe buttock with a dart,and Caftor pulling 
It out of his fleſh,ſhewed it vato the Emperor;and complained of it,as being iniured. Tz pre- 
{ently with ſharp words corrected him that ſhot ir,and forthwith would haue ſent Joſeph to pro. 
miſe Caſtor pardon and peace.But 1oſeph denied ro goe,affirming that Caſtor only difſembled,and 


ſo hindred his friends that would haue gone. At laſt one Aexeas,who had fled vato the Romans, 


offered himſelfeto goe.Caſtor inuited him,as though he would giue him ſome thing in token of 
his true meaning. Then Aereas opened the skirt of his garment, thinking Caſtor would haue caſt 
him downe ſomething of worth: and when he came vnderneath the tower, Caſtor tooke a great 
ſtone and threw ir down vpon him;yer hurt him nor, becauſe he was aware of it,and auoided the 
ſtone; but it wounded another ſouldicr ſtanding by. Then Ceſar conſidering this deceit, began 
to thinke thar piety and mercy in wars was hurtfull, and rhat cruelty was not ſo eafily deceiued; 
and ſo being very angry at this deceit , hee cauſed the wall to be beaten with the ramme more 


then before. Caſtor and ins tellowes perceiuing the tower to ſhake, they ſer it on fire,and ſopal- 


{ed thorow the flame, and conueied themſelues into a mine of the tower; ſo thar againe the Ro- 
mans admired their courage, thinking that they had burned themſclues. 

Titus aſſaulting the wall oa this part,tooke it 5.daies after that he hadtaken the firſt;and cauſing 
the Iewesro fly from thence, he accompanied with ro00.choſen men about him,entred in where 
the woolmen,and copperſmiths,and marchant-tailors dwelr, which place was the new citygha- 
uing only narrow and ſtraight waies to goe vato the wall. And had he preſently beaten down 4 
great part of the wall, or according to the lawes of armes deſtroied what he had gotten, he had 
obtained the vitory withour any loſſe on his fide. Yer now hoping the Iewes would yeeld,ſce 
ing that if he pleaſed he might take them by force, he gaue the more ample and cafie paſſage to 
retire: for he did not thinke that they whoſe good he ſought, would haue bin traitors vato him.

I they were enclozed with enemies, the gates being ſhut,and aſſaulred without, by thoſe who ap- The Romans 
Hi p prehended their companions to bee in great danger, The number of the Iewes encreafing, and bs GREG. 

preuailing, for that they knew the waies and turnings of the ſtreets, many ofthe Romanes were 

{lainc,and violently borne downe, when they offered to reſiſt inthat neceſſity : for a multitude 

together could not flye,by reaſon of the narrowneſle of the ſtreets, that went vato the wall: and 

all that cntred into thecity had beene flaine, had not Titzs ſuccoured them. For placing at the 

beginning ofcuery ſtreet archers,and himſelfe being where moſt need was,he ſo did driue away 

the Tewes with darts and arrowes: and with him Domztizs Sabinus,who in that fight was proued 

a ſtout warriour ; who fo long continued beating the Iewes with arrowes, till all the ſouldiers 

were eſcaped away. | 

Thus the Romans hauing got the ſecond wall, were beaten from it againe: And the citizens fit The lewes 

( for war, were herear encouraged,and were drunken with this good fortune, thinking that now the one © 

Romans durſt no more offer to come into the citie, andrhat they could nor be ouercome,if they 

didarme themſclues to fight. For God, becauſe of their iniquitic had darkenedrheir vnderſtan- 

ding, ſo that they neuer conſidered that the Romane forces were far greater then they that were 

ouercome,nor the famine thar preſently enſued:for as yer they liyed vpon the deſtruction of the 

people,and dranke the blood of the citie : but the good did cuen now ſuffer famine,and many of 

them had already periſhed for want of foode: yer the ſeditious did reioyceat the death of the 

Citizens, as though thereby they wereeaſed of a great burthen , onely deſiring their liues that Thepeoplein 

barerebellious minds,and would toyne with themagainſt theRomans,reioycing at the death of ay"6g many 

thereſt,as free froma heauy clogge:and this was the affeQtion they bare vato their Citizens, And per. = 
k 3 D they armed themſelues and reſiſted che Romans, who now againe did attempt to enter the 

breach: and they threw downe ſtones and part of the wall. ypon them as they came vp , and fo 

draue them backe againe , and valiantly refiſted rhem for three dayes.

part of the ſuburbs gliſtered wich gold and filuer. This ſpeRacle was gratefull ro their own ſoul. all his 1ouldi 
diers,and terrible ro the Tewes: for all the old walles,and the North part of the citie, and many ** 
houſes were filled wirh the multitude ofthem, who came to view this fight:and there was no part 
of the citie that was not filled-ivich people ro ſee and behold ir. And fearecame vpon the very 
boldeſt amongſt all the Iewes, ſeeing boch the Romans armour and rheir order:and pertiapsthar

ſauc themſclues,and yeceld the city varo him:and told them of roſeph,how that he ſhould make a 
ſpcech vnto them intheir owne language, for he hoped thar they would hearetheir own countri- 
man. Then 7oſeph,going aboutthe city without the danger of ſhot,cried vntothem to ſpare them- 1 
ſelues, rhe Cite, the Temple, the people, and not become more hard-hearted vnto them then 
ſtrangers were. For the Romans did reuerence the holy places,notwithſtanding they had no ſo- 
cicty or portion in them ; and how cuen till this day they had abſtained from violating them : 
and they who were nouriſh: with them,and might onely ſaue them, did willfully cauſe their de.

Now if any one had preuented theſe rheeues, 
and eaten their meat before they could comeat them,then they were more cruell;and the other 
ſo much more tyrannouſly handled, as hauing committed ſome greater offence againſt them. 

They alſo deuifed moſt barbarous and cruell torments to extort food from others : for they

countrey ; which Ceſar ſent them word were both preſently to periſh. Moreouer, they ſaid, 
that the whole world was a Temple dedicated to God, farre more excellent then that of theirs,

joying, wapld deride all his threatnings, which could not come to pafle, God being the end of 
all.

E theRomane Capraines (for ſome of the Romanes alfo did commit this faule) and ſaid varothem ©9208 
In anger, that ifany of his ſouldiers did commit any ſuch acts for vncercaine gaine, and were not

\ / \ / robbed of all they had, hee preſently fell to ſacriledge, and rooke many gifts tha 


were beſtowed vpon the Temple, and carryed away ſacred vellels for Diuine Ser. 
uice,as cups, plates, tables, and thecruers of gold that Auguſtus and his wife ſent. So that now a 
Tew robbed and ſpoyled the Temple of all gifts wherewith theRomane Emperours and other 


| Nations had honourcd it: affirming vato his aſſociates, that without feare they might vſe the 


holy things of the Temple, ſeeing they fought for God and the Temple, and therefore it was 
lJawfull for them to be fed by the riches of the Temple. Moreouer, that it was lawfull forthem 
to ſpend the holy wine and oyle which the Prieſts reſerued for Diuine Sacrifice: which hedi- 
ſtribured inthe Templeamongſt the multirude,and they without feare were anointed therewith, 
and dranke thereof. I will not ceaſe ro ſpeake that which griefe compellerh me. I verily thinke, 
that had the Romanes forborne to haue come againſt theſe ſeditious,that either the earth would 
haue ſwallowed the Citie vp, or ſome deluge haue drowned it, or elſe the thunder and lightni 

which conſumed Sodom, would haue light vponit : for the peopleof the Citie were tar more 
impious then the Sodomites. Inbricte, by their deſperation and obſtinacy the whole nation 
was extinguiſhed. Whar need I recount cuery particular miſery £ Manneae the ſonne of Ly. 
zarws, flying to Tits out of the gate that was committed vato his cuſtody, and yeelding him- 
{clfe vato him , recounted vnto Tt , that from the time that the Romanes army was placed 
necre the Citie,from the fourcteenth day of Aprill, vntill the firſt of Fs were carryed out of 
that gate hekept, a hundreth, fiftcene thouſand and foureſcore dead bodies; yer was he not the 
Keeper of the gate; but being appointed to pay for the burying of the dead at the charges of 
the Ciry,was forced to number thedead badies. For others were buryed by their parents, & this 


Sixc hundreth was their buriall, ro caſt them out of the Cirie,and there let them lye. And certaine Noblemen 
thouſand dea 


flying vnto Titzs after him, reported that there were dead in the Citie 600000 poore folkes 
which were caſt outof the gates, and the others that dyed were innumerable : and thar when ſo 
many dyed that they were nar able to bury them, that thenthey gathered their bodies together 
in rhegreateſt houſes adioyning, and there ſhut them vp. And that a buſhell of corne was ſold 
foratalent, which is ſixe hundreth crownes: and thar after the Citie was compaſled with a 
wall, that now they could nor goe out to gather any more hearbs, many were driuen to that ne- 
ceſlitie, that they raked finkes and priuies to finde old dang of Oxento eate; and fo the dung 
that was loathſometo behold, was their meat. The Romanes hearing this , were moouedto 
compaſſion; yer the ſeditious within the Citie 5 who beheld this miſerable ſight, were nothing 
mooued , nor repented not , but ſuffered them to be brought to that calamitie : for their hearts 
were ſo blinded by the prouidence of God, that they could not ſee what hanged over their 
heads, and ouer the Citie,

dies were wearied with labour, and their minds with many griefes and moleſtarions. - But the 
Romans weremore grieucd at the calamity of the Ciry,then the Citizens within: for the Iewes 
notwithſtanding theſe miſeries did neuerthelefle ſtourly defend their wals : bur the cOurages of 

The = i the Romanes fayled,when they ſaw that the ewes policy made their mounts vnprofitable, thax 
909 og the ſtrength of the wals reſiſted their engines, that the Iewes boldnes overcame their ſtrengthin 
| yay vn fight;and eſpecially,ſecing that the Iewes hauing endured ſuch calamity, famine,and mifery,were 


{till more couragious then before: ſo that they. deemedtheir ſtrengrh nor to be ouercome; and 
that their minds were inuincible, who were hardned and encouraged by miſery. For who were 
ableto abide thcir forces in proſperity,who by aduerſity were incited to vertue? Wherefore the 
Romans made a ſtronger watch abouttheir mounts, Bur 704ns followers who were inthe Caſtle 
Antonia,fearing what might enfucif the wall were batterd,preuentedit in what they could,be- 
Thelews with fore the Rams were ſet vp: and taking firebrands in their hands, they aſſaulted the mount;bur de. 
firebrands ſet cejucd with avaine hope,they retired themſclues. For firſt of all they ſeemed ro diſagree among 
ofnes: burlo. themſclucs ; ſo that they came from their wals one after another,and ſome ſpace betweene every 
one ; fothat they came ſoftly and fearecfully; and briefly,not after the manner of the Tewes: for

Romanes more couragious then of late, who ſo defended their mounts with their bodies and 
weapons, that it was not poſſible to come and firethem.z and euery one was fully determined 
not to ſhrinke our of his place till he was flaine. For beſides that if ſo be that worke were de- 
ſtroyed, they had no hope left to build more, they all accounted it a ſhame that their vertue 
ſhould be ouercome by ſubrilrie, or their weapons by raſhnefſeand temerity, or their skill by a 
multitude ; or the Romanes by the Iewes. Alſo they had engines to caſt darts at themas they 
came downe their walles. And whenany one of the Iewes that was ſlaine fell downe, hehin- 
dred them that followed,and the danger of him.that went before terrified them that cameafrer, 
They alſo thar raſhly aduentured within the ſhotof adarr, cither were terrified, with the diſci-

of comardize, pline, and mulcitude of their enemies,or elſe wounded withtheir darts: and fo they all retyred, L 


one accuſing another of cowardlinefle, and atchicued nothing. 


The aNaule of The firit day of Tuly the citie was affaulred:andthe Iewes being now retyred, the Romans ſet 


the Cice the vp their Rammes, notwithſtanding that they were aſſaulted from Antonia with ſtones, fireand

ſword, and whatſocuer their enemies in thatextremitie could finde. For though the Iewes had 
great confidence in their walles, as that they could not bebattered; yet did rhey not permitthe 
Romans to placetheir Rams agaipithem. And the Romans being perſwaded that the Iewes fo 
laboured,becauſe they knew their wallfs to be weake,and leſt Antoniaby the breach ofthe wall 
ſhouldbe hurr, did ſtriuetoplace them againſt the wals. But the wall would nor yeeld vntothe 
Ram:-yerdidthe Romans ſafely 8 without danger (notwithſtanding that many darts were caſt 
atthem from offthe wals)perſiſt to beat the wall ivith their Rams : who being below and ſeeing 
the ſtones broken with the force of theirengins,they ſhiclded rheſclues withtheir bucklers: and 


theroftand when foure ſtones with much labour, were broken and ſhaken, thenighr hindred both 
parties from doing anymore at that time,and in it the wall now ſhaken with the Ramme (an the 
place which 795 had vndermined to deſtroy the mounts,the myne ſerrling) tell downe.

mies to flight: who, terrified with his ſtrength and courage, and indeed thinking that more had 
The power of COME Vp after him,fled. Wherein, who may not iuſtly blame Forrune,and accuſe herzas enuyin 
Forrune. at vertuous ats ? For rhis man failed not of his purpoſe, yet was he ſtricken with a ſtone, and 
throwne downe flat vpon his face moſt violently with a great noiſe : ſothat now the Tewes ſee. 
ing him alone, and lying on the ground, recurned againe, and ſhor at him on euery fide : and he 
kneeling vpon his knees, and couering himſelfe with his ſhield, did firſt of all revenge himſelfe 
' Vpont hisenemies, and wounded many that came neere him, till with wounding them he was fo 
_— weary,that he could ſtrike ao longer;and fo at laſt was ſlain with arrows: a man who for his ya- 
nions ſlaine. lour deſerued better fortune, and dicd as valiantly as his enterprize was courageous. Thoſe that 
were left of his company, hauing almoſt gotten to the top of the wall, wereflaine with ſtones, 
and the reſt being wounded, were carried intothe camp. And this was done the 3.day of July. 
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How the Romanes aſſaulted Antonia, and how they were driven backe from thence- 


W o daics after, twenty of the watchmen which guarded the mounts , two horſemen, K +7? 
nn aprorg and one trumpetrer , gathered themſclues together : and about the night houre of the 
nia, night, they came by the ruines into Antonia without any refiſtance: and finding the firſt 
watchmen aſleepe, they {lew them,and got the wall, and commanded the trumpetter to ſound; 
by which ſound the reſt of the watchmen were &waked,and fled for feare,before they ſaw what 
company of the Romans were gotten vpon the wall : and the ſound of the trumpet perſwaded 
them, that a great multitude of enemies were come vp the wall. Ceſar, hearing rhe ſound of the 
trumpet, preſently armed his ſouldiers; and accompanied with his chiefe Caprtaines, and acom- 
pany of choſen men, he aſcended the wall. The Iewes fled into the inner Temple, and the Ro- 
mans alſo brake in amongſt them by the myne that 10/47 had made to deſtroy the mounts of the 2: 
Romans. And the followers both of 1p and Simon, did courageouſly drive them backe: for L I 
they thought it the vrter ruine of all, that the Romans were now gotten into the holy place, Þ 
which indeed was the beginning of their victory. So they begana ſore fight,cuen in thevery en- 
tranice,cthe Romans ſtriuing to get the inner Temple, and the. Jewes endeauouring to beate them ®! 
backe towards Antonia. And now arrowes, darts, and ſpeares, nothing auailed cither part,but | 
. they both fought it our at handy blowes wich ſwords:and inthat conflict no man could diſcerne 
on which fide any one fought;tor the ſouldiers on both parts were mingled rogerher,and forthe 
| ſtraightneſſe of the place, could not keepe their roomes: for there was ſuch a noiſe thar no man 
could heare one another, and many were {laine on borh parts:and the dead bodies of thoſe that ! 
were {laine,and their weapons falling with crhem,did hurt many that trode vpon them; and who- # 
ſocuer hadthe worſt, preſently cried out pittifully,and the vitors ſhouted for ioy: neither was M | 
there any place to flic or follow;the fight was ſuch, that now one had the berter,and now rhe 0- 
ther. Moreouer,they thar ſtood in the forefront of the battell,were either of neceflity to kill or 
be killed:for there was no void ſpace left betweene the twoarmies. At laſt the Iewes courage 0- 
uercamethe Romans skill, and they were all beaten backe (hauing fought from the ninth houre 
of che night, vato the ſeuenth houre of theday.)

Hz x vas one Ian, a Centurion, borne in Bithynia, of good parentage, who (as my CAA 
| ſelf: well knew) was moſt valiant of all, both in ſtrength of body and skill, and coura- ow I 
geous mind. This 1#{/az, ſeeing now the Romans to haue the worſt (ſanding by T7t#s rude. 
in Antonia) he preſently leapt downe, and all alone purſued the Iewes who had the vidtory,into 
the inner Temple. And the whole multicude fled, deeming him by his force and courage, not to 
hauc beene a man. But he amongſt the midit of them,{flew whomſocuer he light on,one of them ' 
for haſte caſting downe another, So that this his deed ſeemd admirable to Ceſar,and terrible to 
his enemies. Yer did that deſtiny befall him which no man can eſcape;for hauing his ſhooes full 
of ſharpe nailes,as other ſouldiers haue, running vpon the pauement, he ſlipt and fell downe, his Iulian run- 
armor in the fall making a great noile: whereat his enemies, who before fled,now turned againe I"! ap «4 
vpon him. Then the Romans in Antonia fearing his life, cryed out: but the Jewes many at once mene. ” 
.ſtrooke him with ſwords and ſpeares. And hee defended many blowes with his ſheld, and 
many times attempting to riſe,they ſtrooke him downe again : yer as he lay, he wounded many; 
neither was he quickly flaine, becauſe all parts of his body, which being wounded might cauſe 
preſent death, were armed, and ſhrunk in his neckea long time ill the reſt ofhis body being cut 
c off,and no man helping him, his ſtrength failed. Ceſar was very ſorrowfull to ſeea man of ſo 
great forceand fortitude flaine in the fight of ſuch a multitude:and that the place wherin he was, 
hindred him from helping 1u/7an:and others that might haue helped him, durſt not for feare. Ar 
laſt, when 1#{zaz had a long time ſtriven with death, and wounded many of them that flew him, lalians death. 
he was with much ado killed, leauing behinde him a renowned memory,nor onely amongſt the 
Romans and Ceſar, bur alſo amongſt his enemies. Then the Iewes tooke his dead bodie, and 
beat backe the Romanes and ſhur them in Antonia. In this battell one Alexas and Gyphthers, Valiant foul- 
two of ons company, fought valiantly,and of Simons company Malachias and Indas, the ſon of _ —_ 
Merton, and James the ſon of Soſa, Capraine of the Idumezans; and two brethren of the Zelous, n 
the ſons of 7airms, Simon and Indas.

taine feaſt ro God, which they called Entelechiſmus , and that it was not ſolemnized for want of 
men; ſo that the people greatly mourned therefore)and againe commanded him to tell 704» that 

E whereof before he had ſent him word, to wit, that if he deſired to fight, he ſhould haue liberty 
to come, with what multitude he pleaſed; fo that the Ciry and the Temple might nor both pe- 
iſh with him, willing him now to deſiſt from prophaning the holy place, and from finning a- Timswillerh 
gainſt God: ſending him alſo word, that if he ſo pleaſed, he would grant him leaueto celebrate ponder og 
the feſtiuity which had bin now long time omitted, and that by what company he pleaſed. 70- letwithbim 
fe to the intent that not onely 70h might heare this offer of Titws,but alſo the reſt of the peo- — 
ple, he ſtood in an eminent place, from whence he might be heard, and in the Hebrew tongue he periſh allo. 
recounted vnto the Iewes Ceſars pleaſure,carneſtly requeſting them to ſpare their countrey,and 
forbid the fire now ready to take hold of their Temple , and to offer the accuſtomed facrifices 
vato God. When he had thus ſaid, the people were very ſorrowfull, and cuery one held his ; 

F peace,not knowing what to ſay. But the tyrant 704» hauing vſcd many rayling ſpecches againſt how ae 
Joſeph, ar laſt he anſwered,thar he need not feare the deſtruction of the Temple and City,ſecing (Sh, 
thar ir belonged to God.

of diuers manners from them , and willed them to remaine there , and promiſed euery one of 
them great poſſeſſions after the warres were ended. So they ioyfully departed vnto the place 
appointed. But the ſeditious, for that they were not ſeene, reported vnto the people, thar they 
who had fled vnto the Romans were ſlaine , meaning hereby to terrifie the reſt from fleeing to 
them : and thus their deuice a while preuailed, as their former did; and they that faine would, 
durſt not now flee for feare. But afterward when Tits recalled them from Gophna, and com- 
E_ manded them to goabout the wals with 7oſeph,and ſhew themſelues vnto the people;rhen many 
the lewes. Of the Iewcs fled vnto the Romans. And after they had gathered themſelues together, ſtanding L 
Thoſelew®s 11} before the Romans,they beſought the ſeditious with teares, firſt to receiue the Romans into

not for it, then to ſaue it: but if they. fought for it,to burne it: for now it ſeemed a caſtle and nor 
a Temple: and if any man were offended herear, it ſhould not be imputed to the Romanes or tg 


their Generall, but to the Iews who conſtrained them to do it;and he offended nor, they forcing: 


him to fire it. But 7i##s affirmed, that although the ewes fought for their Temple being men 
without conſcience, yet it ſhould not be deſtroied: for he would not ſo be reuenged of their ini- 


quities: neither would he cuer fire ſo goodly a building; for ſo it would redound to the loffe of 


the Romans;as alſo it would be acreditvnto them, if it were left remaining. And now Alexay- 


der, Fronto,and Cerealis,percciuing Ceſars mind,were of his opinion,and ſo he diſmiſſed the con- 


uocation, and commanded the ſouldiers and Capraines to reſt, that they might be more able to 
fight when need required: and preſently he appointed certaine choſen men to make the wayes 
euen, and eaſe for the army to paſle by the ruines, commanding them to quench the fire; and 
that day the Tewes being fearefull and weary did make no reſt{tance. The day following taking 
heart and aſſembled together, they aſſzulred the watchmen thar kept without the Temple, the 
ſecond houre of the day. The Romanes valiantly reſiſted their firſt aſſault, ſo defending them- 
ſelues with their ſhields as though they hada wall before them; yet ſure 1t was that they would 
not long abide, for that they were fewer in number then their enemies, and not fo deſperate as 
they were. Then Ceſar before his men retired (beholding the fight from Antonia) with cer- 
taine choſen horſinen came to ſuccour them : whoſe force the lewes not ſuſtaining, but the firſt 
of them being ſlaine,the reſt fled: and the Romans departing, they recurned,and fought againſt 
them; and when the Romans returned againe, preſently they fled, till abour the fift houre of the 
day,the Iewes were forced to berake themſelues into the Temple, and therethey were ſhut vp, 
Then 7zt4s returned into Antonia, purpoſing the next day toaffault them with all his army,and 
win the Temple. Bur the ſentence of God had already determined, that it ſhould be conſumed 
with fire : and now the fatall day was come after many yeeres, which was the tench of Avguſt: 
vpon which day alſo, the King of Babylon did once before fire it, yer was it now firſt ſera fire 
by our owne countrimen, who were indeed the cauſe thereof. For the ſeditious being quiet till 
Titus was departed, then againe they aſſaulted the Romans, and fo fought with the guard that 
were without the Temple, labouring to extinguiſh the lame; who putting the Iewes to flight, 
camevnto the Temple.

How the Temple was burnt againſt the will of Tirvs. 


Hena certaine ſouldier, whoexpeRed no command,nor feared to do ſo execrableafad, 

moued with ſome diuine fury,and lifted vp by his fellow,took in his handa flaming fire- 

brand, and caſt it into the golden gate which entred into the roomes on the North part 
of the Temple, and the flame preſently aroſe : which cauſed a great cry amongſt the Iewes, ex- 
preſſing their calamity, and euery one haſted to extinguiſh the fire; now neither accounting of 
their lives nor forces, hauing loſt that for which they ſo fought. Newes hereof was preſently 
brought vato Titus,by one who came from the fight, who then was reſting in his tabernacle,and 
he preſently aroſe and ran vnto the Temple to hinder the fire, and all the Capraines after hum; 
whereat the ſouldiers being terrified followed, and there aroſea great cry and tumulr in that ar- 
my being vnordered. Ceſar both with voice and hand madea ſigne vnto the ſouldiers,that were 
fighting,to quench the fire. Bur they did nor heare him, there was ſo great anoyſe, neither did 
they perceiuethe ſigne he had made vato them with his hand, becauſe that ſome were diſtracted 
with fight, others with anger: and the ſouldiers iſſued in, not reſtrained either by commands or 
threatnings , but euery one went whither fury carried him : and thronging together at the 
entrance , many preſſed one another to death ; and many being amongſt the fiery ruines of 
the ue Dans F as miſerably as thoſe that were ouercome. When they came vato the 
Temple, eucry one counterfeited himſelfe not ro heare Ceſars command, and ſo exhorted his 
fellowes that were before him to fire the Tere. The {editious now had no hope to with-

And the flame not hauing yet pearced "9p the 
inco the inner part of the Temple, nor yet conſumed the houſes and roomes about it, he deemed —O = 
thatas yet it might be preſerued: wherefore himſelfe came and entreated the ſouldiers to extin- to jauehe in» 
ouiſh che fire: commanding Liberalis the Centurion of his guard to beate thoſe with atrunchion ward Temple, 
that would not beobedient, and driue them away. Bur their fury and the rage of warre,and the 
hatred they bare againſt rhe Iewes, ouercame in them all Ceſars commands, and feare of them 
that forbade them. Many were incited ſo to doe,hoping of ſome bootie, thinking tharall the 
Temple within was full of money,becauſe they ſaw the gates of gold. Moreouer,a certaine ſoul- 
dier, when Cef.zr ſought to quench the flame, fired the poſtes about the doores : and preſently 
the flame appearing within, Ceſar and the Captaines departed, and ſo cuery one ſtood lookin 
vpon it, and no man ſought to extinguiſhir, Thus the Temple was burnt againſt Titzs his will. 
Andalthough euery man will judge1t a lamentable caſe,in ſucha building ſurpaſſing all that euer 
was ſeene or heard of, both in greatneſſe, workmanſhip, coſtlineſle and plenty of all things; in 
this yet we may comfort our ſelues, 1n rhat the deſtinies had ſo derermined. For neither liuing 
creatures,nor places, nor buildings can auoyd their deſtiny, One may alſo admire the exact and 
iuſt ceuolution of time: for it was now deſtroyed in theſame moneth, and on the ſameday that Fovmany, 
the Babylonians firſt deſtroyed it: and from that time that Salomon began the firſt Temple,vnto were devvcen

Thus diſperſed all ouer the City,they lurked in the ruines, lying in wait for thoſe that ſought abr wy 
to flee vntothe Romans, and many of them were taken, and all of them were flaine; for famine Toe piers 
had ſo weakned them, that they could not flee, andrhey caſt their dead bodies to dogs.

it is not lawfullto feaſt alone,yea,many times twentie are in acompany)they numbred 256000, 
and 500 oblations orlambs to be kild ; ſo that if we reckon to euery lambe ten men,the number 
amounts to 2700000 men, all purified, whole and ſound : for it was not lawfull for any that 
were lepers, or had a fluxe of ſced, nor women that had the monethly rermes,toeate of that {a- 
crifice, nor for any ſtranger, except he came thither for Religion ſake. And this multitude was 
aſſembled rogerher from other places , and was there by the prouidence of God ſhut vp as it 
were ina priſon. And the Citie being filled with men of warre was beſieged, that the number 
of them that werelaine, paſſed all that euer periſhed,cither by any plague ſeat from God, or by 
TheRomans FhE meanes of men ; who were partly openly flaine, partlyrakenby theRomanes : who ſear- 
ſearching the ching the yaults , and opening the ſepulchres, ſpared none they mer withall. Thereallo were 
Sts fnde found more then 2000, whereof ſome ſlew themſclues with their owne hands, other-ſome kild 
by others, the reſt periſhed by famine.

Bur before them the King of ing fuerimes 
z Babylon deſtroyed it, when he had inioyed the ſame, a thouſand three hundreth and threeſcore TIES 
yecres, eight moneths and ftxe dayes after it was firſt builr : but hethar firſt builr ir, was one once more 
ofthe Princes of the Cananeans,in his owne language called the iuſt King. For he indeed was ſo, *** 
and therefore was the firſt Prieſt that ſacrificed vato God, and dedicating a Temple,called the 
Citie Solyma : bur Daui/dthe King of the Iewes hauing driuen out the Cananeans, gaue it vnto 
his people to be inhabited, andatfter foure hundreth threeſcore foure yeeres and three moneths, 
it was deſtroyed by the Babylonians : and from King Dawid who was the firſt Iew thar raigned 
there, vntill the time that Ti##s deſtroyed ir, werea thouſand one hundred (cuentie & nine yeeres, 
2ad from the time that it was firſt ered vnrill it was by him deſtroyed , were two thouſand 
Z onehnndred and ſeuentie ſcuen yeeres : yet neither the antiquitie nor riches, nor the fame there- 
Ec ofnow ſpredall ouer the world, nor the glory of Religion did any thing profit or hinderir,from 
& being deſtroyed. Such was the end of the beſieging of Ieruſalem. When there was none left to 
kill, nor any thing remaining for the ſouldiers to get, and thatnow there was nothing, againſt 
which the ſouldiers could ſhew their outrage ( for they would haue ſpared nothing that they 
could haue ſpoyled ) Ceſar commanded them to deſtroy the Citie and Temple, onely yet lea- The Romans 
uing ſtanding certaine towers, that were more beautifull and ſtronger then rhe reſt, ro wit, Pha- wholly - 
ficlus, Hippicos,and Mariamme,and the wall char was on the Weſtſide ; meaning thereto keepe 5.099 - 
agarriſon , and that they ſhould be monuments of the Romanes vertue, who had ſurprized a Temple. 
Cirie ſo well fortified as it appeared by them. All the reſt of the Ciric they ſo plained, that 
they who had not ſeene it before, would nor belceue that it had beene cuer inhabired. This was 
) the end of their madneſſe , who were alwaies giuenvnto ſedition in Ierufalem , a moſt worthy 
Citic and famous amonglt all nations.

T Hvs was Teruſalem taken the ſecond yeere of Yeſpaſians raigne,on the eighth day of Sep- 


rroupes of horſemen and other companies of foormen: and all warres being now en- 
ded, hee purpoſed to thanke the whole armic for their valiant acts, and reward the moſt 
couragious for their deſerts. And placing a great tribunall in the middeſt beforethe campe,ſtan- 
' WH; ding in it with the chiefe Pecresabour him, from whence the whole armie might heare him, he 
eaue them heartie thankes for that of their good will rowards him , they had patiently abode Tjrus than- 
with him during thoſe warres, praiſing them for their loyaltie during all the forefaid rime, and kerb his ſoul- 
that in many $kirmiſhes they had thewed themſelues valiant , and by their valour had enlarged _— 
the dominions of their countrey : likewiſe they had now giuen all nations to vnderſtand, that rinued heir 
' neither rhe multitude of enemics,nor ſtrong holds,nor grearnefſe of Cities, nor raſhnes,nor bar- jc -owarde 
barous cruelrie of their aduerſaries could euer refift the forces of the Romanes, nor eſcape their 
hands ; notwithſtanding that in many things fortune fauoured them: adding that it was a credit 
tor them to haue ended thoſe warres that had continueda long time; which was all that t 
hoped for attheir comming; and which was moſt glory of all vnto them, that thoſe Captaines 
| BY © whom they had elected to be the Romane Emperours, were well liked and imbraced of all men, 
al ſtanding rotheir appointment;and acknowledging themfelues beholding to them thatelected 
them, Morcouer,that he admired them and loued them all, for thar cuery one ſhewed himſclfe 1; prom 
valiant and cquragious : affirming that he would now recompence thoſe with honours, and due es recom- 
delerr, who had behaued themfelues moſt valiantly, and moſt hazarded themſelues, and effefted anons 
worthy deeds , and whoſocuer was forwarder then the reſt, ſhould haue reward according to gies.

tained,tonominate them who had valiantly behaued themſelues in thoſe warres,and had perfor. 
med any worthy exployt: which being done, he called eucry one by his name,and praiſed them, 


#5 asgreatly reioycing at the valour of his countrymen,crowning them with crownes of gold, and 


put chaines of gold about their neckes, and gaue them large ſpeares of gold, and enſignes made 
of ſiluer ; he alſo preferred cuery oneof them, and gaue them of the ſpoile, precious garments 

with gold and filuer very plentiouſly : and thus hauing rewarded euery one according to his 
merit ; and praiſing God with all his army,he deſcended with great applauſe our of thetriby. 
nall, and went and offered facritices for the viftory , and hauing gathered a great multitude of 


Oxen about the Altarto ſacrifice them, he offcred thetmall,andrherewith feaſted his army, and H 


himſelfe three dayes with all his Nobilitic , diſmiſſing all the ſouldiers to depart whither they 
would , orthought good, appointingthe tenth legion to keepe Ieruſalem, and did not ſend it 
backe vnto Euphrates, where before it was. He baniſhed alſo the twelfthlegion out of all Syria, 
remembring that vnder Ceſti#s his gouernmenrthey fled from the Iewes , being before at Ra- 
phanzas, which he ſent vnto Malro that is firuate by Euphrares, inthe confines of Armenia and 
Cappadocia, and the othertwo hee kept with himſelte, as ſuſhcient ro guard him into Egypr, 
which were the fift and fifteenth legions. And comming to Czſarea by the Sea coaſt, he there 
layd vpall his ſpoyles, and cauſed the captiues ro be kept , becaulethat the Winter ſeaſon per- 
mitted him not to ſayle into ltaly. |

Of VesPasIans voyageby Sea,and how S1m ow was taken : and of the ſpettacles, 
and ſhewes made vpon his birth day. 


Hileſt 7/5 was bufied in the ſiege of Terufalem, Yeſpaſiar in a Marchants Ship fayled 
to Rhodes : and from thence departing ina Gally , hauing viſited all Cities by the 
which he paſſed,being ioyfuily receiued of them all, he went from Ionia into Greece, 
from thence vnto Corcyra,and then vnto Iapygia,andafterwards by Land. Thus Tit«s being re- 
turned from Czſarca onthe Sea coaſt,hecame vnto Czſarea Philipp, and there he madea long 


abodc, proclaiming all ſorts of paſtime : wherein many capriues periſhed, ſome being caſt vato K 


wild beaſts, others forced in great companies to fight one againſt another; being in this place, he 
vnderſtood that $:#20n the ſonne of Giora was taken, This Simorar ſuch time as Ieruſalem was 
beſieged, was inthe higher part of the citic, when the Romane army had entred the wals,and be- 
gan to waſte it: and with his moſt truſty fellowes, and certaine Maſons, hauing prouided them 
all neceſſary tooles,and victuals that might haue ſufficed them all for many dayes,he accompani- 
ed with them,and went into a ſecret caue,vnto the end thereof, & there he cauſed them todigge 
further, hoping ſo to ger outat ſome place where he might ſafely eſcape away. Yer this his hope 
had not ſo good fuccefle as he expected: for they hadbur digged a little way,ere vicuals fayled 
them : notwithſtanding, that they had made very great ſpare thereof. Then Sor thinking to 
feare the Romanes, clothed himſelfe in white, and a purple cloake buttoned abour him, and fo 
came our of the earth in that place where the Temple had beene builded before-time. And they 
that did firſt ſee him, were aſtoniſhedawhile, and ſtirred not, butler him alone: yer at laſt they 
came vnto him,and demanded whathe was,but $707 would not tell them, willing them to call 
their Captaine vnto him,andpreſently ſome of the ſouldiers ran to call him, and ſo he came: at 
that time Terentius Rufus was Captaine of the ſouldiers, Terentius hauing learned the truth of all, 


tz. kepthim bound, and related vnto Ceſar the manner of his taking , and thus Simon was by the 
power of Goddcliuered into his enemies hands , who hated him aboue meaſure, and ſo was 


wy heb puniſhed, for hauing ſo cruelly tyrannized over his owne countreymen, not taken 
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\ him to bee reſerued for his triumph, which hee purpoſed to make at Rome. After making ſome 


abode in that place, he celebrated his brothers birth day with great ſolemnitie : and in that ſo- 
[emnitie bringing forth-diuers Tewes , whoſe puniſhment hee had of purpoſe deferred till that 
ime;the number of all thar periſhed there with fighting againſt beaſts and amongſt themſclues, 
and by fire , amounted to more then two thouſand and five hundreth men. Yer the Romanes 
thought all theſe puniſhments too light and eaſte for them.  Afeer this, Ceſar came to Berytus 
(which is a Citie in Phoenicia,and a Colony of the Romanes) and here alſo he made ſome long 
abode, and celebrated the birth of his father, with farregreater ſolemnitie then the former, as 
well in making diuers ſhewes vnto the people; as in great expences and ſumptuouſneſſe, and cau- 


z ſing many capriues to periſhas before.

Of the calamitie of the Tewes at CAntiochia. 
Incited againſt them , both for certaine, criminall cauſes now laid vato their charge, as 


alſo for cerraine offences before committed, which neceſſarily I muſt recount, before 
ſpeake any thing of the reſt, The nation of the Iewes is mixed almoſt amongſt all nations ofthe 


| 4 T the ſame time the reſt of the Tewes were ingreat miſery,and the city of Antiochiawas 


( world,and eſpecially amongſt the Syrians,by reaſon of their vicinitie,and many of them wereat 


Antiochia,becauſc it was a great Citie, and the Kings that ſucceeded Antzochws, permitted them 
freely to inhabit there, and to entoy all liberties of the Citic. For Antiochus, ſurnamed £25 
ves, deſtroyed Ieruſalem, and ſacked the Temple:but the Kings ſucceſſors reſtored all the braſſe 
that was taken from the Temple vnto the Iewes, offering it vnto their Synagogue in Antiochia, 
and permitred them to haue the ſame liberties in the Citie, that the Greekes entoyed, and the o- 
ther Kings alſo of later times vſed them after the like ſort: ſo that their number greatly cncrea- 
ſed,and they enlarged their Temple and enriched ir with ſundry offerings, oftentimes winning 
many Pagans to be of their religion,and ſoas it were madethem alfo apart of their nation. Now 
about the rime that the warres began, and Yeſþaſian was newly arriued, the Iewecs began to bee 


D generally hated of all men: then one of them named Antiochus, reucrend for parentage, whoſc 


ather was Chiefe of all the Iewes in Antiochia, at ſuch time as the people of Antiochia were aſ- 
fembled in the Theater,this man came in amongſt them,and accuſed his owne father,and the reſt 
of the Iewesto haue conſpired together to burne the Citie in the night time, and delivered ſome 
Iewes vato them that were his gueſts, as conſpirators with the reſt. The people hearing this, 
could not repreſle their rage, but preſently cauſed them that were offered vnto them, to be burnt 
inthe Theater, and made great ſpcede to ſet vpon all the Iewes,hoping that by ſpeedy diſpatch 
they might preſerue their countrey , which otherwiſe was like to periſh. And then Antiochus 
tocnrage them the more,did now offer to facrifice according to thecuſtome of the Pagans, ther- 
by as it were aſſuring the Antiochians,that he hated the Tewes and their cuſtomes, willing them 


E alſo to compell all the reſt of the Iewes ro doethe like, for whoſocuer refuſcd ſo to do weretrai. 


tors. The Antiochians followed his counſel: but few Iewcs would obey them, yer they that dc- 
nyed to ſacrifice were {laine. Fhen Artzochus recciuing a. charge of ſouldiers from the Cap- 
taineof the Romanes, became molt cruell againſt his countrymen, and would not permitthem 
to keepe holy the ſeucnch day ; bur in it ro doc all labour and bulineſſe, that they were accuſto- 


' medto do vponany other day , and ſo vrged them hereto,that within ſhort time the ſcucnth day 


was not onely violated among them of Aniochia, bur alſo in other places and Cities round a- 
bout. The Iewes at Antiochia hauing then indured the foreſaid miſery, now fell intoas great ca- 
lamitie as that was, whereof I intending to ſpeake, was forced to relate the former. For it hapned 
that the foureſquare market was fired, and the publike places, where all Writings and Regiſters 


F were kept,as alſo the Kings Houſes: and the fire ſo increaſed,that with much ado it was himdred 


from firing the whole Citie. Of this fact Artiochus accuſedthe lewes, thereby ſufficiently in- 
citing the Antiochians againſt them, although that they had nor before borne them any malice, 
and making them ſo caſily belceue his calumniations, who now gaue full credit ynts lus accuſa- 
tions, by reaſon of that which was paſt:ſo that now hey almoſt perſwaded themſclues,that they 
did ſee the Iewes pur firevato them, and fo in a great rageall of them ſer ypon thetn that were

and forced them to their due obedience vnto the Romanes. Notwithſtanding , if hee had not 
come thither, not long after they had aflurediy beene puniſhed for their offence. For ſo ſoone 
25 newes of their rebellion was brought to Rome, Ceſar Domitzans hearing of it (not asone of 
his yeeres would hauedone, being very young ) vndertooke that expedition to goeand con- , 
quer them : but hauing his fathers courage,and being more skilfull then his age required, he pre- Domitianus

| dedto preuent them, if hereafter they did attempr the like; for he built farre more ſtronger 
KD Forrs then were before, ſo that the enemy could no way paſſe our of their owne countrey : by 
which meanes the warres in Mzha were quickly ended.

So the Antiochians ſeeing they could not obtaine their former petition, requeſted another thing 
of him,ro wit, thathe would takeaway the brazen tables, wherein were engrauen the Iewes pri- 
uiledpes : but Tits would not grant that, bur leauingthe Tewes inthe ſame eſtate he found them 
he departed from thence into Agypt: andas in the way he paſt by Teruſalem,comparing the de- 
ſolation of that place with the beauty and goodly buildings that were before itwas deftroyed,he 
lamented & pitied the ouerthrow thereof,not infolently retoycing as another would haue done 
for hauing deſtroyed fo faire and ſtrong acirie, bur curſing the ſeditious who forced him to de- 
ſtroy it,nor purpoſing to make his verrue knowne by the calamitie of wretches. Foras yer grcar 
part of the treaſure of the Citic was found in the ruines,and ſome the Romanes found of them- 
{clues ; but the moſt they got, the captiues told them of , which was gold and filuer, and other 
preciqus things buryed by the owners in the earth, being vacertaine what would betide them, 
Tit#s going forward in his 10urney ſpeedily paſt the wildernefſe, and'cameto Alexandria: and 
determining now to ſaylevnto Italy,heſent the rwo legions tharaccompanied him varto the pla- 
ces, from whence they came, thefift into Mxſ1a, the fifteenth into Panonia, commanding 7ohy 
and Simon Capraines of the priſoners and others,to the number of ſeuen hundreth,all of good] 
ſtatute,8& beautiful, to be carried preſently into Italy,meaning to vie them in his triumph. When 
he was now arriued at Rome as he deſired, the people were ſo aftected rowards him,as if he had 
beene their father,and came ro meet him./eſþaſiaz alſo honoured his ſonne 7;##s,meeting him in 
his owne perſon withgreat ioy:all thecitizens likewiſe receiued him with exceeeding ioy,ſeeing 
that now the farther and his his two ſonncs were met: Within a few dayesatfrer,they purpoſed to 
make a triumph in common, burthe Senate had decreed rhema priuate and peculiar triumph, 
for their valiantdeeds : and inthe day prefixed forthe ſame, no man in allthe Citie remained ar 
home, but cuery one got a place to ſtand in chatthey might ſee the Emperours, leauing onely 
roome bertweene them for their paſſage. All the ſouldiers before it was day light,euery one with 
his Captaine in companies, came and expected rhe Emperour, not at the Palace gate, but neere 


che Temple of Ifis: for the Emperours tharnight lodged there, and at day-breake Yeſþaſianand K | 


Titus came forth both crowned with Lawrell, and in purple garments made after their countrey 
faſhion, and they went vato Octauzans walks, where the Senate,Capraines and Knights expected 
their comming. Before the porch was made a tribunall,and in it placed feates of Tuory, which 
they aſcending fate downe in,& preſently all the fouldiers with loud voice declared theirvalour 
and fortitude. The Emperours were vnarmed and cloarhed in filke, and crowned with Lawrell. 
Veſpaſian hauing receiued their praiſes, they offering ſtill to ſpeake more in his commendations, 
he beckned with his hand,and made a fignevnto them to be ſilent: which being done, he aroſe vp, 
and couering the greateſt part of his head with his garment , he performed his ſolemne vowes, 


and Titus alfo did the like. That done,Yeþ aſian ſpake vntothemall in generall in few words,and L 
{o diſmiſſed the ſouldiers to goe to dinner, which according to the cuſtome, the Emperour was - 


to prouide for them : himſelte departed from them to rhe triumphant gare, ſo called, for that all 
triumphs paſſed that way, and they did cate meat,and put on triumphant apparell, hauing offe- 
red ſacrifices vnto thegods that were placed by the gate, and ſo went in triumph all along the 
place, where people ſtriued to ſee them, to the end thar all people might haue a berter view of 
them, Bur the ſpeRtacles there exhibited, both fornumber,yvarietie,and coſtlinefſe, cannot bede- 
ſcribed ſufficiently, being excellent in all chings, which any man could deuiſe, both workeman- 
ſhip, riches, and varieties, and nouelties of nature. For almoſt all things that cuer were in any 
placeamongſt men thar liuedin felicitie, cither rich or beautifull, and pleaſant to behold, all of 


them werethar day ſhewcd and ſeene in thattriumph, giuing ateſtimony of the large domini- M 


ons of the Romans, For there was ſuch ſtore of works of gold.filuer,and yuorie,that one would 
not haue deemed them to haue beene made onely for the pompe of that day, but to haue binſo 
plentifull, as ifthey had lowedall about the citie:ſome carricd fine tapeſtry made of all ſorts of 
purple, otherſome carried others diligently wrought with pictures and Babylonian worke, and 


there were ſo many gemmes and precious ſtones, ſome ſet in crownes of gold, ſome in other 


workes,that itappeared,that withour reaſon,we iudged them tobe rare and ſcarce. Morcouer, 
the pictures of their gods were carried withthem,which were admirable both for greatneſle ZN 
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a workeman(hip,and all of prectous matter, And diuers forts of liuing creatures were there to be Let 
feene, all adorned with foine attire, agreeing and alluding vnto their nature. There was alfo an the wotld, 
infinite multicude of men, in purple garments oucr-wrought with gold, which carricd all theſe _ after 
things,and they who were ſeparated from the reſt ro be {ecne, were attired in ſuch garments,thar "3g TTY 
as many as beheld them admired, The captiues went not without their gorgeous artires, but the GI 
variety and»bcaury ot the garments hid all the deformity of their bodies, which hapned through 
their bad vſage. The Pageants that were borne 1n that triumph, were of an admirable bignefle, The building 
{o that the people that beheld chem, wondred how it was poſſible that men ſhould carry them: Ag _ 
for many were buildedwirhrhree or foure lofts one aboue another , ſurpaſſing all that can bee 

z imagined of them for worke and coſt, for many of them were hanged about with Tapeſtric of 
gold,and all rhings annexed vato them, whereon they were carried, were made of wrought gold 
or Inory. Therein was curiouſly repreſented the manner of warre,and all ſtratagemes, and man- 
ners of tighting,that could be deutſed; ſome in one part of the Pageant, ſome in another. There 
mighr one haue beheld a moſt tertile and fortunate land deſtroyed, and all the army of enemies 
to be {laine, and ſome flying, others taken priſoners, and ſtrong and huge wals battered downe rhe yer of 
with Rammes, and Caſtles and ſtrong holds deſtroyed, and the wals of populous Cities to be *** m 

ruined, and the army entring the wals,all places filled with maſſacred men, and how thoſe that Ci birth, 
were not able to fighr, yeelding themſelues, asked mercy, the Temples ſer on fire, and after all 75» 
elſe was waſted,the houſes throwne downe vpon the owners heads.,and a riuer repreſenting ſor- 
C row,not flowing as it was wont, into tilled places,and to ſerue the vie of man, nor for cattell ro 
drinke, but into a Countrey which was in cuery part burning, and enuironed with flames, all 
which the Iewes in their wars endured. Theſethings were fo artificially repreſented vnto their 
viewes that had not ſcene them,as rhough they were now a doing : Before cuery Pageant went 
the-Captaine of rhe City, repreſenting the manner how ir was taken. Afr all theſe followed 
many ſhips, and in euery place were carried the fpoiles raken in warre: amongſt all which,thoſe 
that were taken in the Temple of Ieruſalem, were moſt excellent, for there was a golden table A rableof 
weighing many talents, and likewiſe a golden Candleſticke, the vic whereof was now not ſuch arm _ 
as we were wont to put 1t vnto, for in the middeſt of the ſtem thereof was fixed a baſe, and out great ratcae. 
. of it proceeded many {mall branches, framed like a three forked ſpeare, eucry one being ar the 
D top made like a Lampe, which were ſeuen in number, ſhewing the honour of the ſeucnth day, The 1aftof 
which is called the Sabbath amongſt the Iewes. Afeer all this,was carried the Iewes law,which the ſpoiles 
was the laſt of all the ſpoyles. Then followed many carrying the image of Victory,allmade of 
gold and Iuory. Afterwards,came Yeſþaſian,and after him Titus,and with him Domitzan gallantly 
adorned and mounted vpon an excellear horſe, and fo they went all to che Temple of 1upzter 
Capitolinus,and there was the end of all this pompe, where they made ſome abode. 
For it was an ancient cuſtome of their country , to repoſe themſclues there till ſome came 
and brought newes vnto them,of the death of him,who was Generall of their enemics. This as Simonthe 
then was $7mor Giora, who was alſo carried in the triumph, and hauing a rope faſtned abour his ,, 4, 
necke, was drawne all along the market place, where they that drew him did kill him. For it is with avalter 
E thecuſtome ofthe Romanes,thereto put malefactors to death that are condemned. After word 9% vis 
was brought that he was dead all the people made ioytull exclamations, and ſo they began to the marker 
ſacrifice: which done according tothe cuſtome, they returned into the Palace, and they feaſted P/ace- 
ſome,other ſome had prepared banquets for themſelues ar their owne houſes. For this'day was 
ſacred amongſt the Romanes, in ioy of the victory ouer their enemies, and an end of ciuill ca- 
lamity , and the beginning of good fortune, and hope, which they had in their new Princes, 
When the triumphs were ended, and all the Romage Empire quieted, Yeſþſian built a Temple, y, 
and dedicated it vnto Peace,which he did in ſo ſhort a ſpace as it was admirable:and hauing be- buildetk & de. 
ſtowed great coſt vpon it, healſo beautified it with diuers pictures and carued works. And he og 
placed in that Temple all rhings that men of former ages had come to ſee, from the vttermoſt 

F pars of the earth. And he placed here all thegolden veſſels,and other neceſſaries that the ewes 
vſed in their Temple, doing them great reuerence; But their law and the Tapeſtrie or purple 


veiles of the SanRuary he commanded to be kept in the Palace, 
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Cuare. X XV. 
How Herodjum and Macharus were taken by Bas svs. 


Lax ſent Lucius Baſilius into Iudaa to be Lieutenant there, who recciuing an army of 
Cerealis Yetilianus , he tooke the Caſtle and garriſon of Herodium, being yeelded vnto 
him. After this, gathering together all his army, who were diſperſed in diuers places of 


the countrey,he with the tenth legion purpoſed to warre againſt Macherus;tor he thought it ne- 


ccſſary to deſtroy that caſtle, leſt that for the ſtrength it might mooue many to rebell: forby rea- 
{on of the ſituation of the place, they that were in ir, had cerraine hope of their ſafery, and thoſe 
that ſought to aſſault it, were in great danger. For it was built vpon a rocke that was exceeding 
high, which made italmoſt inexpugnable;and nature had ſo deuiſed, that iris hard to come yn- 
to it, who hath enuironed it round about with vallies,{o deepe, that the bottome thereof cannor 
be deſcried , neither could one paſle ouer them, nor fill them vp: for that which is onthe Weſt 
part is threeſcore ſtounds large, and endeth at the lake Aſphalrites, and on this ſide Harherus 
hath a very high proſpc&, and it is inuironed on the North and South with vallies of thelike 
meaſure that the former is,whereby it is impoſlibleto win the Caſtle: bur that vally which is on 
the Eaſt fide, is at leaſt a hundreth cubits deep, and it enderh vpon a mountaine neere vnto Ma- 
hers. King Alexander ſeeing the nature of the place did there build a Caſtle, which afterward 
worthy to be fortified,as a principall defence againſt the neighbouring Arabians.For it was apt- 
ly fituate vpon a mountaine, where one might behold their borders: wherefore making a large 
wall,he buildeda City there in the place that men doe enter vato the Caſtle:he alſo compaſled 
the very top thereof with another wall,and in the corners he placed towers that were threeſcore 
Cubits high, and in the very middelſt of all he built a Palace, for largencfle and beauty admira. 
ble, and made many ciſterns to teceiue water in conuenient places, which ſerued the people a- 
boundantly,as it were {triuing with nature,thar the places which he had made inexpugnable, he 
by Artmight make places more ſtrong then thar was. He alſo laid vp there in ſtore,arrowes and 
engines , and made all 
©” A_ 

Inthe Kings Palace,there grew the hearbcalled Rue, which was very admirable for the great- 
neſſe, for there was no figge tree taller or broader then it : and it was reported that ir had con- 
tinued euer ſince Herods time, and had endured longer, had not the Iewes , Inhabitants of the 


place cut it downe. In the vallie thar lieth on the North fide of the City, there is a place called

on it the vrine of a woman or her flowers : which done, whoſocuer toucherh it is ſureto die,ex- 
cept he carry the roote hanging on his hand. Ir is alſo gathered another way without danger, 
after this manner : They dig all round about it, ſo that they leaue a very little of the root coue- 
red with earth, and then they tie a dog vato it, which ſtriving to follow his maſter who maketh 
as thoughrhe would goc away, he eafily pulleth vp the roote, and the dog preſently dicth, as it 
were in his ſtead that ſceketh to get it, ſo that afterward none that handlerh it or taketh it, neede 
to ſtand inany feare thereof. This hearb notwithſtanding all this danger is diligently ſought out 
for the vertue it hath. For ir driueth away diuels (which arethe ſpirits of wicked mcn) out of 
mens badies,if it be but applyed vato them, whereas otherwiſe if they had no helpe,rtheſe diuels 
poſſeſſing their bodies would kill them. Out of that place alſo doe ſpring certaine hot waters, 
very different in taſte one from another;for ſome are bitter, ſome ſweer, thereare alſo ſources of 
cold waters,one neere vnto another in a Plaine: but which is moſt admirable,rhere is a caue hard 
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by, not very deep,enuironed with an eminent rockeaboue, from the which there commeth as it M 


were two dugges or paps, hard by-one another, and out of the.ane of them rhere.flowerh very 
colde water, out of the other very hor; which mitgled togerhar make a pleaſant barh, and ſerue 
to cure many diſcaſes,and eſpecially helperh all paines of the ſinewes, In the ſame place alſoare 
mines of Sulphure and Alume. 
B4ſ[#s hauing viewed this place on every fide, reſolued. to beſtege it, and endeauoured to 
fill vp the vallie that was on the Eaſt ſide, and ſo make a way vato it: which he began to _ 
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Gabinius inthe war againſt Ariſtobulus deſtroied. But Herod when he was King,iudged this place . #5 
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ſening to raiſe a very high-mounr,and ſo make jr-eaſie ra beraken. Thoſe thatwere inhabitants, L PreonrN,

excarſions,and foughe with them they fourid; and many were flaihe on both parts. Fortune and dvelrin-the 
opportumity ſomerime cauſed oneito be victors, fometime another : for theTewes got the beſt onda 
when they could aſſault the Romans at vnawarcs, and the Romans ouercame, when they: were ofthe lewes 
aware of the Iewes comming and-armed themſehues. Bur the fiege was not etded by theſe sir- uecatbng _ 
miſhes< yea chance befell, that forced the Tewes to yeeld their Caſtle. Amongſt them that : 
were belieged was one Eleazdr a young man, and very hardy and bold in any enterprize ,, who Eleazar alew 
oftentimes made excurſions and-lought to hinder the Romanes worke, ' who alwaies in every 238, 
fight did greatly ndomage the Romanes, and by his valour and aduenturous courage, he gaue fierce inbold 
them that were his fellowes opportunity to aſſault the Romanes, and to flie againeand retire in Ps: 
ſafery , himſelfe being alwaics rhe laſt chat ſo retired. It hapned oneday that the fight being 


ended, and borh parts parted, heas it were contemning all men, and thinking thatnone of his

enemics durſt vndertakero combate with him, ſtajed without the gare, ſpeaking to them thar 


were vpon the wall, and'giuing greatattention vnto them. Then one Rufus an Agyptian one of 

the Roman army,eſpying this opportunity,ran vpon him ſo ſuddenly,that he at vaawares tooke 

him all armed as he was, and they vpon the wals ſtood amazed, whileſt Rufus led him vnrto the 
Romanseampe. Then the Generall of the Romans cauſed him to be led into a place ,- where picazarscats, 
they in tne Ciry might ſee him, and there to have all his cloaths taken off him, and whipped; mity mouerh 
and the misfortune of this young man did greatly diſcourage the Tewes, and all the city was re- AIFTNe 
ſoluedinto teares for the calamity of that one man. Baſſ#s-{ceing this, he deuiſed this counſell flue = 
againſt rhem; for he ſought ro mooue them fo'to compaſſion, that for ro ſauc him they ſhould 

yeeld their caſtle: which fell out as he deſired. For he preſently commanded a crotſe to be ere- 

Qed,as though he would preſently haue crucified Eleazar : which fight greatly moued rhem in 

the Caſtle to ſorrow : ſo that now with loud eries they lamented, ſaying that this calamity was 


|, inſupportable. Then Eleazar befought them rot to def} piſe him, who was now todiea moſt mi- 


ſerable death: and moreouer to. prouide for their owne ſafety in yeelding the Caſtle vnto the 
Romans vertue and fortunate ſucceſſe, + bee | 
Then they moued with his words, and many alſo wichin the City intreating for him (for he 
came of a great patentageand had many kinsfolks) rhough contrary to their natures , compaſ- 
ſion tooke place in them:and fo ſchding ſome'of their company ſpeedily,they deſired to patley, 
affirming they would yeeld their Caſtle vpon condition that they might ſately depart away,and 
Eleazar might be likewiſe reſtored vrito them. Which offer of thEirs the Romans accepred; and 
the ewes in the lower part of the City hauing intelligence of this coucnant, reſolued themſelues 
to flie away in the nighr: bur {o ſoone as they had'opened their gates,thoſe that had agreed with 


E 3a, gaue him intelligence thereof; either enuying that their countrimen ſhould eſcape, or elſe

N the fourth yeere of Yeſþaſians raigne , it hapned that Artiochus King of the Comagenes then 

Ceſennius Pri all his family fell inco great miſery vponthis occaſion : Ceſennins Petus Gouernour of to d 

Pecus Prefi- «Syria (cither for enuy , or tor that indeed it was ſo, for it is not well knowne) ſent letters the1 

EI vnto Ceſar, declaring vnto him that CAntiochus was determined to reuolt from the Romanes, cout 

dochus before together with his ſonne Epiphanes , and had made a league with the King of the Parthians, and they 
zlar, 


that therefore it was necetfary to preuent them 1n time, leſt that if they firſt beganto reuolt 0- 
penly , they might trouble allrhe Roman Empire with warres. Ceſar did not negleQtheſe: 
newes , for that the necrenefle of both the Kings countries one to another , ſeemed to require 
that they ſhould be quickly preuented : for Samoſata the greateſt Citic of Comagena is ſituate K 
vpon Euphrates, which might both eafily receive the Parthians, and be a ſtrong hold for them, 
and alſo there they mighr cafily paſſe ouer the riuer. Wherefore Yeſþaſian belecuing it, pet-. 
mitted him to doe what he thought expedient : and he forchwith, A»tzochus thinking nothing, 
- ſuddenly centred into Comagena,with rhe {txt legion, and cerraine other companies of footmen 
and troupes of horſemen, accompanied with Ar;ſtobulus King of Chalcidis, and Sohemus King 
Antiodwsis Of Emeſa, who came to aſſiſt him. So they entred the countrey without any fight, for none of 
ſuddenly in= the inhabitants offered to refit, Antiochus daunted with theſe vnexpeRed newes, did not ſo 
eadee vy muchas thinke of any warre againſt the Romanes, wherefore he determined to leaue the whole 
| | kingdome inthat eſtate that then it was in, and with his wife and children depart from thence, 
hoping hereby tocleare himſelfe vnro the Romans, from that which they ſuſpected of him: and L 
going almoſt a hundreth and thirty ſtounds from the City into a field, rhere he placed a taber- 
nacle. And Petus ſent men vnto Samoſata to take it, and left them to keepe the City, and hee 
Antiochus With the reſt of the ſouldiers purpoſed to goe againſt Antiochus.But for all this the King though 
"_ Wo by neceſſity vrged thereto, yet would he nor fight againſt the Romanes, bur bewailing his mil- 
curof his fortune,endured patiently all whatſocucr : but his ſons being luſty ſtrong young men, and skil- 
_ wit full in martiall affaires , could not eaſily abſtaine from fight in that their diſtreſſe. Wherefore 
childrenchen Epiphanes and Callimicus his two ſonnes had recourſe vnto their forces, and in a great fight that 
wigs wn - © ured a whole day, they ſhewed their valour, and departed recciuing no loſſe. But CAntio- 
Aciochus fi. £/#5 After this fight would not any longer abide in his countrey, but taking his wife and daugh- 
eh with his ters he ficd into Cilicia,and thereby diſcouraged his ſouldicrs,who deſpairing to keepe the king- M 
En dometorhim, revolted vato the Romans. But Epiphanes and the reſt were forced to fecke to 
Bpiphaves ſaue themſelues, before ſuch time as they were left deſtitute, and ſo accompanied with ten horl- 


pb men, they paſſed the river Euphrates: and thus being out of danger they came to Yologeſ#s, of 


j 4-0 whom they were receiued,nor as fugitiues, but with great honor, and according to their degree, Io

went againſt it. This Caſtle is called Maſſada. The Captaine of the Sicarians named Flea- cbriſts birth, 
zar,who firſt inuaded it,was a very ſtrong and valiant man, borne of the tribe of Tuda, who per- 7% 
ſwadcd a great many Tewesas is before ſaid, not to enroule themfelues when Cyrenexs was Cen- 
for,and ſent totaxe Iudza. For ar that time the Sicarians had conſpired againſt them that obey- 
ed the Romans, and inall things vicd them like enemies, taking and driuing away their goods, 
and firing their houſes,athrming that they did nor any thing differ from ſtrangers, who berrayed 
the liberty of rheir countrey, rather then they would fight for ir, and that they had rather haue 
them war onthe Romans ſtde. But that was onely an excuſe to hide their auarice and iniurious 
dealing, as the proofe made manifeſt, for they themſelues reuolred and bare armes againſt the 
Romans, and their enterprizes againſt the Romans were worſe then the reſt,and when their firſt 
forged pretence was knowne and confuted,they did rage more then before againſt thoſe that vp- The time 
braided them with it. For that time amongſt the Iewes abounded with all manner of iniquity, amongrhe 
| fothat none was left vndone:yca though one indeauoured to inuenr ſome new villanies, yetcould F** wack 
he deuife none that was not then practiſed: all laboured with this maladic,both in particular and tulinallman- 
in common, and euery one did ſtriue with other, to ſurpaſſe his fellow in impiety againſt God, 2« 9tiwpicty 
and iniuſtice towards his neighbour. The mighty vexcd the weaker ſort,and the meaner ſort de- 
( F ſtroycd the Porentares, wx their riches away from them; they gaped after rule and do- 
minion, thele after miſchicfe. 
The Sicarians were the firſt that were fo cruell and inturious againſt their neighbours: for not 
prouoked thereunto,neither by deed nor word, they flew and inturedall men wirhout cauſc, but jchn Giſcals, 
lohn ſhewed them to be very moderate. For he did not onely {lay all that counſclled that which 
was good and profitable, as his greateſt enemies , and eſpecially dealing thus with the citizens, 
but alſo many waics iniurcd his country,like one who had impiouſly Fj contemned God him-

{clfe. For he did eate forbidden meats, and violated his countries temperance: fo that i 


wonder to ſeehim obſerue no iuſtice nor fidelity rowards men,who had now infringed the laws 
of God. Againe,whart villanie did S/n G7oraleaue vadone,or what iniurie did he abſtain from 
to offer vato their bodics, who had choſen him for their ruler? Whar did kinred and friendſhip 
then preuaile any man? ſaue onely this, that it made them be more cruelly vſed, and euery day 
ro be more tyrannouſly butchered , then otherwiſe. For they thought ita hainous offence to 
abuſe ſtrangers,and a glory to excerciſe cruclty vpon their moſt familiar friends. The Idumzangs 
were followers of this fury,who killed the high Prieſts,and left not any one of note in the City, 
whereby God might be honoured;and induced all iniuſtice poſſible, wherein the Zealous excel- 
led. For they committed all miſchiefe, leauing nothing vnattempted that had cuer before that 
time bin practiſed : yet they tooke their name trom them that imitated good and godlineſſe, bur 
in truth it was to mock and flont them that did well:{o ſauage and crue]l was their nature,or elſe 
accounting the greateſt impicty to be goodnes. Bur their cnd was as they deſerued,and God py- 
niſhed their deſert with his iuſt vengeance. For euen vnto the latter end of their lives, they en- 
dured all rhe miſeries that is poſſible for mans nature to abide, being killed with diuers forts of 
torments. Perhaps one will ſay that their puniſhment was not ſo great as they deſerued : bur 
what puniſhment could bee deuiſed ſufficient for their deſerts Bur I cannot now ſtand to 
_—_ thoſe who periſhed by theſe mens crueltic: Wherefore I will returne to thar where ] 
eft. 

The Roman Captaine came againſt E/eazar,and them that kept Maſlada with him,who were 
Sicarians,and he brought an army with him,and preſently ſubdued all the confines and borders 
round abour, and he placed in cuery fit place garriſons, and enuironed the Caſtle with a wall , 
leſt any of rhem that were belieged ſhould eſcape , and that they that beſteged them might 
there keepe a continuall guard. Moreouer, he placed his campein a fit place for the ſtege, cuen 
there where the rock, that the caſtle was built vpon,ioyned vato the other mountain, which was 
an vnfit place to ger neceſſaries in. For not onely viduals were fetcht farre off by great labour of 
the Iewes who were commanded to doc it, but alſo water for the whole army ſomewhere elſe, 
tor there was no fountaine necre that place. This done, S:/ua attempred the {iege , whereinit 
was requiſite for him to vig both art and labour,by reaſon of the ſtrength of the Caſtle,which is

and it 1s by little & littleextended inlength,ſothat he that goeth that way,can make no haſte,bur 
muſt ſtep with onefoot firſt ypon them,and the other vpon another, & muſt ſtand vpon one foot 
whileſt he remoueth the other,and he that fallerh is ſure ro be lain in the fall:for there is ſuch a 
hollow place on cither {ide betweene the rocks, that it is able to terrifie the boldeſt man aliue. 


When thou haſt gone thirty ſtounds by this way , then thou commeſt tothe roppe of the hill, L 


which is not ſteepe at the top, but hatha Plaine about it,and 1ozathas the high Prieſt was the firſt 
that built a caſtle in this place, called ir Maſlada:& Herod after him beſtowed great labour and 
coſt in building that place , for he cnuironed it witha wall, ſeuen ſtounds circuit, all of white 
ſtone, twelue cubits high, and eight cubirs broad, and placed vpon it ſeuen and twenty towers 
that were fifty cubits high, by the which men paſſed into the houſes that were round about the 
wall within: for the King appointed the top of the hill for tillage, becauſe it was a more fertile 
and fatter ſoyle then any ground elſe, fo that ifatany time they within the caſtle wanted provuilt- 
on from other places, yet they might not be famiſhed, hauing this to finde them. Heallo buil- 
ded in this placea Palace for himſelfe, the way to which was onthe Welt fide within the caſtle 


wall, whoſe proſpect was toward the North, and enuironed the ſame with a moſt ſtrong wall, M 


and in the corners thereof he built foure moſt firme towers threeſcore cubirs high, very ſumptu- 
ous within, hauing divers roomcs and galleries and baths, ſupported in euery place with pillars, 
euery one of which was one onely ſtone, the wals thereof were of ſolid ſtone of diuers colours: 
and to euery houſe, and inthe top of the hill, and round about the Palace, he hewed certaine 
ciſternes out of the rocke for to beare water; ſo that by this meanes water was as plentifull, as 
though they had fountaines withinthe caſtle. There was a way vnto the caſtle vnder the ou

The prouifion within the Caſtle was admirable both for the magnificence thereof, and alſo 

for the long time it had continued, for there was Corne ſufficient tor many yeeres , and Wine Great tore 

and Oyle and diuers other prouiſion and heapes of Dates. Allwhich Eleazay found ready there, {;Pouhion'a 

hauing deceirfully obtained the Caſtle with his Sicarians, which prouiſion was all as ſound and 

as freſh, as thoigh it had newly beene layd vp in ſtore : notwithſtanding, that from thetime it _ _ 

remained there, vato thetime that the Romans tooke it, were a hundrerh yeeres, and the Ro. hrs ly 

mans found the reliques of the fruit incorrupted : and one may iuſtly thinke that the cauſe here- yeeres kepr 

of is the ayre aboutthe Caſtle, which by reaſon of the height of theplace is moſt pure, and free Y2*%"ups- 

from all earthly corruption. There was alſo found all manner of Armor in great quantiry,which 

Herod made, and would haue armed ten thouſand men, alſo vnwrought iron, brafle, and lead, 

ſothar one may iudge that prouiſton to haue beene reſerued for ſome great cauſe. Ir is reported 

that Herod prepared that Caſtle for his refuge, when hee doubted two great dangers, firſt, that

Forrhe Generall of theRomanes, hauing now compaſſed all rhe place with- 
out it with a wall, (as is before (aid) to the end that none might eſcape, hee did very wiſely, and 
ſo began to aſſiult the Caſtle, finding one onely place that would bearea mount. For behind the Therewasbur 
Tower that on the Weſt fide ſtopped vp thepaſſage intothe Cattle and Palace, there was a great _ Fs: 
rocke very large and long,yetnot ſo high as Maſſida by three hundrerh cubits. The rocke was travea 
called Leuce, which figniftieth whice. When S:/#ahad gotrenthis rocke, and aſcended ir, hee mount to bar- 
commanded his ſouldiers to build a mount thereupon ; and they chearcfully labouring, raiſed ©: 
aſuddenmount two hundreth cubits high : by reaſon of che heighr it ſeemed nor firme nor ſuf- 
ficient enough to beare the engines, but vpon it was built a Tribunall with great ſtones fifty cu- 
birs high, andas many cubirs broad, and the engines were ſuch as firſt Yeþaſaz, and after him 
Titus deuiſed to batter wals with, and ſo they made a Tower threeſcore cubits high, all plared 
abour with iron. |

Whereis now that gorgeous City ? where 
City razed js it that was once the mother City of all the nation of the Tewes ? ſo ſtrengthned with fuch 
R_ ſtrong wals, fo fortified with towers and caſtles to defend the wals, ſcarcely able to contain the 
« proution made for wagre, hauing in it ſo huge a mulcirude of mea to fight for it; what is it now I 
« become, wherein God himſelfe was thought to dwell? Itis now razed downeeuen vnto the ve-

Weare bome and take compaſſion vpon our felues, our wiucsand children, and that whileſt we haue time, to 
I = compaſſionate our ſelues, For both weare bornero dye,andall thatare begotten by vs,and the 
cannoraugd ſtrongeſt men liuing cannot auoidit : but iniury,and bondage, and to ſee our wiues and children 
che ſame, abuſed before our faces, is no neceſſicy proceeding from mans nature, but they onely are forced 
Fe to endure it, who when they might haue died without it,did refuſe for feare, We firſt of all tru 
ſting to our ſtrength, rebelled againſt che Romans; now laſtly they exhorringvs to obedience, 
Fleas: ts WE denyed : which of them then will not be enraged againſt vs, if they can take vs aliue * Moſt 
the lewesg Miſerable ſhall thoſe young men be, whoſe ſtrength will endure many torments, and thoſe old 
the Rowancs men will mooue compaſſion whoſe aged yeers cannot ſuffer tortures; one ſhall ſee his wife car. L 
Kixabappi. Tied away from him, and another his ſonne hauing his hands bound behind him, cry our vato 
neſſe among his father for helpe: who now whileſt they are free from the thraldome of their enemies, may 
telenes © oloriouſly aſſiſt vs with their ſwords. Let vs with our wiues and children die freemen, let vs al- 
'  « togetherdepart out of this life. This our religion commandeth, this our wiues and childrenper- 
« {wadeth; God himſclfe hath driuen vs vnto this neceſſity for this purpoſe. The Romans would 
« have ir otherwiſe, who feare leſt any of vs ſhould periſh,and not fall into their hands aliue. Let 
« Vs therefore haſten, that in ſtead of their expected hope, whereby they verily perſwaded them-

Whileſt Eleazar was yet ſpeaking, and defirous ſtill to continue his exhortation, they all in- M

another in che execution thereof, iudging him to ſhew moſt valour and fortitude, rhar firſt dil- 
patched himſelte. They were alſo deſirous to kill their wiues and children with themſclues. 
And which is moſt ſtrange, their mindes were nothing altered when they came to effect this 
bloody worke z but with the ſame reſolutionthey had, when they heard Eleazars ſpeech, euc- 
ry one retained his good affetiontowards his friends : yer permutting reaſon to rake no Pact 
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z and perfiwading themſelues rhat thus they had well prouided for their children, they all ar once Ig, 
embraced their wiues and children for their laſt farewell, and tooke their leaues of them, kiſſing RE f 
them with teares,andthen at once flew them, as though it had been done by the hands of other 4938. after 
men, and not their owne, comforting themſelues being forced ſoro doe, in thar hereby they 59/99 
ſhould eſcape the tyranny and cruelty of their enemies. Finally, no man was ſo cowardly, who WY 
durſt nor preſume to this ation; ſo euery one of them killed his deareſt friends. O miſerable 
people! whom neceflity forced to ſlay their wiues and children,accounting the ation thereof to 
be the very leaſt of all their miſeries? Whereforenow not enduring the griefe that enſued vpon 
this fact,and thinking that in liuing any while after chem, they ſhould injure them whom they 
had flaine, they with all ſpeed poſlible gathered all their riches together and ſer them on fire : Thelewes 
which done, they elected ten by lot, who ſhould ſlay the reſt, euery one proftrating himſelfe vp- wag Jag 
on his wife and children,and embracing them in his armes,and was ſo thine willingly by them roger, 
that executed thar wretched office : who hauing without feare diſpatched them , they caſt lots © _ 
whoſe fortune it was to kill all the reſt,and he vpon whom the lot ſhould fall, ſhould kill the 0- Tanchoſen 
ther nine,and laſtly himſelte vpon them all,cuery one ſo encouraging one another,that there was by lorto kill 
no difference betweene them that wereto be killed,and them that were to kill,and fo the reſt of- —_—_ m 
fred themſelues to death: which done,one who was the laſt of all, being yer aliue,went amongſt 
the dead bodies,and ſearched to ſee if none liued thar needed his hand in ſo great a multitude of 
laine people; and finding all of them diſpatched,he went and fired the Palace: which done, he 
c with all his force thruſt his {word into his owne body vp to the hilts, and fo fell downe by his 
deareſt friends. 
In this manner they died, thinking they had left no one aliue to haue fallen into the Romans 
hands, bur one certaine old woman, and another that was Zleazars couſin, who in learning and 
wiſedome ſurpaſſed all other women,and fiue children,who all hid themſelues in a caue where- 
in water was reſerued to drink, whileſt the reſt were buſicd in this maſſacre, who were in number 
900. and 60. beſide women and children. This calamity hapned the fifteenth day of April.In 
the morning the Romans expecting that the Tewes would fight with them, made bridges from 51,.nomn; 
their mounts vnto the wals, and fo aſſaulted the wals: and ſeeing none of their enemics appeare, expe the

without danger, they aſſembled all the Iewes together, and declared vnto them the temerity of i, 
theſe Sicarians,ſhewing them to be the authors of all the miſery rhar had befallen the Iewes,and agemblc and 
that now notwithſtanding they were eſcaped, yet they were notcertaine of their liues; for cralnls ou

Oniasby Pro» VPon this occaſion : 07:45 the ſon of S;0p one of the high Prieſts, being driuen out of Teruſa- 
lomies colent, lem, Antioc/us King of Syriathen warring againſt the Tewes, he came vato Alexandria,and was 
ty andtemple COurtcoully entertained by, Prolomseus who was then alfo enemy vnto Antiochns , affirming that 
in Egypt. he would annexe vato his countrey the people of the Iewes, if he would agree to that which he 
required. The King according to all that could be granted, he requeſted him to permit him to 
build a Temple in ſome place of his countrey, and that he might worſhip God therein accor- 


ding to the cuſtome of their countrey: for ſo the Iewes would hate Aztiochns the more,who had K 


deſtroyed their Temple at Ieruſalem, and be friendly vnto him, and many of them did flie vata 

him for religion ſake. Ptoloz2ws agreed {o to doe, and gaue him a piece of ground for that pur- 

poſe, a hundreth and foureſcore ſtounds from Memphis,in that place which was called the way 

_ to Heliopolis: where 0xzas building a Caſtle, made alſo a Temple vnlike to that of Ierufalem; 

Onias temple but he erected atower like that of Teruſalem, with ſtones, that was threeſcore cubits long, and he 
builrinEgypt builr an altar after the faſhion of that of his countrey , and adorned it with all manner of gifts 
(ſaue onely a candleſticke) which had in ſtead thereof a lampe to giue light, which he cauſed to 

be hung before the altar in a golden chaine, and he inuironed all the Temple with a wall made 

of bricke, and the gates he made of ſtone, and the King granted vato it great reuenues of money 

and ground, to the intent that the Prieſts might haue aboundance of all things which they re- 

uired. | | 

y But 0z#as did not this with a good conſcience,but for that he was at variance with the Tewes 

of Ieruſalem,for that they forced him to flie: and he perſwaded himſelfe that by the building 

of this Temple, he might withdraw all men from Ierufalem thither;and of this, there was apro- 

phecy 970.yeers before,and Eſazas foretold thata certain Tew ſhould build a Temple in Egypt. 

And thus that Temple was built,and Zuypas hauing receiued the Emperors letters, went vnto the

Yet notwithſtanding they haue hadthe knowledge of the nature of letters very late, and 
haucarrained the ſame wirh very great difficulcie. Forthey that ſpeake of the moſt ancient vie 
of the ſame,do boaſt and gloritic rhemſclues,rhat they hauerccciued the knowledge therof from 
the Phoenicians,and Cadmus. Yet notwithſtanding, there is not any one of them that can ſhew The — 
any record of that time;cither in their Temple,or in their publike Regiſters:whereas,after,there te Of 
z aroſe a great doubtand queſtion, whether thoſclerters were in vie during theirtime, who ſince inuenters of 
haue for the ſpace of many yeeres continued the ſiege before Troy. And in ſooth,their opinion ****: 
who affirme that they were ignorant ofthe vſe of thoſe letters, whicharear this preſent allowed 
and accuſtomed among vs, isnotto be refuſed. For it is moſt manifeſt, that there is not any wri- 
ting extantamong the Greekes that is more ancient then Homers poetie, which as it is moſt ma- among the 
nifeſt, hath beene in allowance and continuance fince the time of the ficge of Troy : and yet it is Greeks there 
reporred,rhat he lefc no part of that his poeſie in writing,which was compoſed of diuers ſongs, \.fno mare 
andonely ſung by roat; by which meanes it cameto paſſe, thatthere are ſo many contradictions ancicnt then 
in the ſame. And as touching thoſe who haue vndertakento write hiſtories among them, I meane Homer 
Cadmus the Mileſian,and Acuſilaws the Argiue,and after him if there wereany others ; they were ** 
C not aliue,bur very little time before the paſſageof the Perſians into Greece. Furthermore, they 
= whoamong the Gretkes were the firſt rhat incroduced Philoſophy, and the knowledge of cele- 
ſtiall and duuine things,thatis to ſay, Pherecydesthe Syrian, Pythagoras and Thales,theſeall of them 
confeſle with one accord,thart being inſtructed by the Zgyprians and Chaldecs, they haue pub- 
liſhed ſome few writings, which are ſuppoſed to be the moſt ancient among the Greekes, and it 
is hardly belecued alſo that they were written by them. What reaſon therefore haue the Greeks 
to be ſo proud , as if there were none but themſelues onely who knew the affaires of antiquitie, 
and could exactly exprefle their truth and veritie ? Or who cannor cafily coniecure by their 
owne Writers themſelues , that their writings were oncly vpon heareſay and ſuppoſition, and 
that their ſtyle was onely tyed to their vaine conieftures Hence commeth it to paſſe, that in 
D their bookes they cauill and reprooue one another, and make no conſcience to maintaine and 
write contradictions in one and the ſame thing. 
But it may be ſaid, that I taske ny felfe to a fruitleſſe labour, if I ſhould goe about to informe 
thoſe who are better experienced then my ſeltez in how many points Hellanicus differeth from 
Acuſilaws as touching the Genealogy : in how many places Acuſilaus hath correfted Herodotes ; 
or how Ephorus hath approoned that Hellanicus was a lyer in the greater part of that which hee 
reciteth. Epherus hath bin reprooued by Timeus ; and in generall,all they haue taxed Herodotus. 
Neither hath Timzeas vouchſafed to accord with Amntiochus, or Philiſtus, or Callias, inthe Hiſto- 
ries of Sicily. Neither haue they who haue written the Hiſtories of Athens, or thoſe who haue 
entreated of the Argoliques, followed others. Whar need I reckon vp tho(c who in particular 
E haueentreated ofcities,or of ſuccin& and ſhort matters * whereasin che deſcriptior. of the Per- 
lan warre,and thoſe exploits that were performed thercin, thoſe of greateſt authc:1 ic are moſt 
at oddes. Thucydides is accuſed by ſome for a lyer in diuers places, nocwithſtandins that hee ſee- Thucydides 
merh to haue deſcribed the Hiſtory ofhis time moſt exacly.Bur the cauſes of this a1ſcord are di- wit2 mit 
uers,and it may be that they who ſhall narrowly pry into them, ſhall finde more. Fur mine owne { his time 
part,thoſe two which I ſhall here ſer downe,in my opinion are of greatcſt waight, The firſt,and ſhe cauſtsof 


in my iudgement the chiefeſt, is, that amongſt the Greekes, from the beginning they haue nor — 


which hath made them erre,and giuen thoſe a priuiledgeto lye, who afterwards would looke to 
write any thing of ſuch matters as were acted long ſince. Neither arethe other Greckes onely to 
F be touched with this negligence for not making account of ſuch Regiſters, but amongſtthe A- 
thenians alſo ( who are reputed to bee glorious for the antiquity of their countrey, and who are 
exerciſed in Sciences)there is no mention of them. For it is ſaid, that the moſt ancient and pub- 
like writing which they haue, are thoſe capirall lawes which were ſet down by their Lawmaker 
Draco, who lived but a little time before Piſiſtratus tyranny. What need we ſpeake of the Ar- 


cades,who vaunt themſelues of their OA £ Forthey haue learned the vic of letters with 


very great difficlty,and ſome time after this: whereas therefore there was notany wrizing pub. 


beene induſtrious to keepe publike Regiſters of ſuch marters as happened in any timeor place: iewes. riches 
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liſhed before that time which might inſtruct thoſe that would learne , or reprehend thoſe that G 
publiſhed vntruths : from thence it is, that ſo many differences haue happened amongſt Hiſto- 
Anothercauſe riographers. A ſecond cauſe is,for that they , who addicted themſeclues ro compoſe Hiſtories, 
- rune 4 did not buſie themſelues about the inquiſtcion of the truth ( notwithſtanding that each of them 
by the Greci- did ordinarily promiſe no lefſe ) bur they laboured to expreſte how eloquent they were, and 
- _ fixed their whole ſtudy thereon , as the onely meanes whereby they hoped to obtaine. repy- 
g*ptet® tation aboucthe reſt. Some of them therefore addicted their ſtyles to fables, otherſome by flat- 
tering praiſes thought to curric fauour with Kings and Cities. The reſt inforced their ſtudies to 
accuſations, by obtrefting the worke of the writer thereof , vnder truſtro get the more credit 
thereby. In effec they haue followed that courſe in compoling their Hiſtory, that was cuery 1 
The gne of Way different fromthe true nature thereof. { For the afſured figne of a pertect and true Hiſtory 
acrue hiſtory. js whereas all men accord both in word and writing in {etting downe the famething ;) and 
they who haue written diuer{ly , made men belecue that they were the trueſt amongſt all the 
reſt. Wce ought therefore to grant rhe {uperioritie to the Grecians inall chat which concer. 
neth eloquence, andthe ornament of language, but not in that which appertainerh to antiquitie 
or truth of Hiſtory , and eſpecially whenthe queſtion is, what each man writ as touching his 
oWne Nation. | | 
Sceing therefore that both the Xgyprians and Babylonians long time ſince vied all diligence 
in writing, inſomuch as their prieſts were hereunto enioyned, who did moſt curiouſly intrear of 


? 
all fuch points : the ſane alſo did the Chaldees amongſt the Babylonians, and the Phoenicians 
alſo (inhabiting among(t the Greckes) vied lawes (both concerning priuate and publike affaires) 
which, becauſe all men confeſſe it, I will omit to ſpeake of. I ler paſſe alſo to recount what care 
our nation had of this point (no doubt greater then thoſe nations aboue mentioned had ) char- 
ging our high pricits and prophets rogxecute this oftice, which cuſtome hath beene obſerued 
eucn vnrill this our age: yea(and if I may preſume ſo far)will be obſerued in all ſucceeding ages, 
as by the ſcope of my ſpecchenſuigg I will endeuour to make manifeſt. For our nation did not 
oncly depute this office to the moſt juſt men amongſt them in the beginning, and vnto ſuch as 
were alwaies ready to appcaſe the heauy diſpleaſure and wrath of God kindled againſt them ; 
but they alſo prouided to preſerue the line and delcent of prieſts tromall impurity,and from be- 

Acuſtome 10g intermingled with others, For ng man amongſt ys can bea prieſt, who is not borne of a wo- K 
_ = man deſcended from the priclts line; neither in this caſe is any reſpect made either of riches or 
ndbiry honours : but the partie who claimerh the dignirie of prieſthood,muſt by many watneſles proue 
his Genealogy.,and that he is deſcended from prieſts. This cuſtome is not onely of force in Iew- 
ry,our owne country,but whereſocuer cl{e any of our nationinhabit, as in Agypr and Babylon, 
and in any other place, where continually the pricſts in their marriages haue this reſpec, notto 
marry with any woman that is not of their owne line, and they fend vnto Teruſalem the name 
and pedigree of the woman whom they haue married, and all teſtimony hereof which they can 
deduce from her anceſtors. Now if warres moleſt our nation ( as often they haue ) in the crime 
of Antiochus, ſurnamed Epiphanes, of Pompey the great, Quimtilins Yaro, and eſpecially in this our 
age, then thoſe Prieſts who ſuruiue make new Genealogies, and pedigrecs out of our holy writ 
for the foreſaid women, that are not deuoured by the fury of warre. For they come vnto theſe 
women, not fearing the company of ſtrangers amongſt whom they liue : yea, this is an euident 
VER token of the Priclts integritie, that cuery priclt during the reuolution of two thouſand yecres, 
amongſt the ATC egiſtred togerher with the names of their fathers , and if any one docerreor falſific any of 
ewes aree- thethings before-ſaid, he is then interdicted from the altar,and from exerciſing any prieſtly fun- 
Nel ie Fe tion. Sothat in the writings of ſuch men , all things muſt of neceſfitie bee true, and as they 
nameof their Ought to be, for that neitherall menare permitted to write,nor yet any diſſonance and difagree- 
facters: and ment is foundintheir writings. For ſuch things as paſtin ancient rimes quite beyond the me- 
hath continu» JMOry of men, were only written by our Prophets, who had the knowledge thereof by inlpira- 
Grooee- rica from God himſelfe: bur other things of later timcare onely recorded by thoſe who liued 
7 in the age, wherein the things they writ of were done. The bookes amongſt vs, containing the 
Two& rwen- Hiſtories of all ages, are neither infinite, nor one repugnant to another: for all our Chronicle 1s 
rope" * contained in 22 bookes, to which bookes ir is impictie to deny credit. afgs 
Fiue of theſe books were written by Moſes, comprehending Genealogies, and che beginning 
of mankind, and ſuchnorable cuents as hapned cuen from the beginning of the world vntill his 
death ; which is little leſſe thenthree thouſand yeeres, After the dearh of Moſes varill oy eume 
wherein 
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A wherein Artaxerxesliued, who was King of the Perſians, and ſonto Xerxes, the Prophets of our 
Nationeuery one writ the Hiſtory of his time wherein hee liued, ſo that of theſe mens wrrtings 
we haue thirtecne books: the foure other books, which make vp the number already mentioned, 
are knowne to containe holy Hymnes dedicated vnto God, and wholſome precepts for mans 
lifeand conuerfation. All things, which from Artaxerxes vntill our time haue hapned, are alſo 
ſet downe in writing : yet the bookes wherein they are regiſtred, doe not deſerue ſomuch credit 
-as the former of ancient times, for that there was no certaine ſucceſſion of Prophets in this age. 
Moreouer,it is euident, that to the former workes we gine as great credit as to the things we our 
= fclues write; and notwithſtanding they haue bin ſo long written, yet in all that time no man durſt 
= 3 preſume cither to alter or blot out any thing therein contained. For all Tewes euen from their 
cradle doe belecue theſe bookes to be ſacred, holy, and diuine, and therefore doegiueall credit 
poſhble vato them, and ſo would willingly ſuffer death, rather then to doe the contrary. Many 
captiues of our Nation haue already bin cruelly tormented,and diuers waies put to death in open 
Theaters, onely for that they would not commit any thing either in word or deed againſt their 
Lawes,nor violate the writings of their forefathers. Now who amongſt the Greeks did euer ſu- —_— 
 ſtaine the like? Nay,they are ſofar from doingit,that none can be found among them who would arecomparcd 
ſuffer any loſle in his goods or fortunes,thereby to preſerueall the writings of their Nation from gether. 
perdition : and the reaſon hereof is,that euery one eſteemeth the verity of their Hiſtories to de- 
pend vpon the will of the Writer. And this they doalſoof their moſt ancient Hiſtoriographers, 
C and not without cauſe: for they euery day ſee men of their owne times, writing Hiſtories of 
matters long paſt before in former ages, wherein neither themſelues were preſent, neither yet 
vouchſafe they to credit the writings of ſuch as werethen eye-witneſles thereof: yea ſome a- Some others 
mong them haue diuulged Hiſtories of ſuch things as of late befell our Nation, when themſelues Menon 
neuer haue beene in rhe place where ſuch matters paſt as they did write of were, nor haue lived ofthe ewes, 
in any neighbour place,where they might hauc probable report how matters paſt,but onely ma- 
king a few centones or brokennewes, they moſt impudently arrogateto their patcht ſtufte, the 
name of a Hiſtory. | | 
I my ſelfe haue compoſed a moſt true Hiſtory of thoſe warres, and of euery particular thing _— 1 
= theredone, as well I might, hauing beene preſent in all choſe affaires. For I was Captaine of the pen 
© D Galileans amongſt our Nation, ſo long as any reſiſtance could be.made againſt the Romans: and *« lewes, 
EZ thenit ſo fell our, that I was takenby the Romans, and being priſoner vato Tits and Yeſþaſian, 
they cauſed me tobe an eye-wirnes of all things that paſt. Firſt,in bondsand ferters,and afterward 
freed from them,I was brought from Alexandria with Titws, when he went to the ſiege of Ieru- 
falem. Sothat nothing could then paſſe whereof I had not notice. For bcholding the Roman ar- 
my;I committed to writing all things with all poſſible diligence. My {elte alſo did only manage 
all matters diſclozed vnto the Romans by ſuch as yeelded themlelues, for that I only didperfect- 
Iy vaderſtand them. Laſtly,being ac Rome,and hauing now leiſure,all buſtnefle being paſt, vied Ioſeph wric 
the helpe of ſome (for the priuity of the Greek tongue) and ſo I publiſhed a Hiſtory of all thar ——— 
had hapned in the foreſaid wars: which Hiſtory of mineis ſo true,that I fearenot to call Yeſþaſian warres being 
and Titus, Emperors in thoſe wars,to witnefſe for them. I firſt gaue a copy of that booke to them, Toleph fo 3 
afterwards to many noble Romans, who alſo were preſent in thoſe warres, I fold alſo many of his bookes to 
them to our owne Nation, to ſuch as vnderſtood the Greek language, amongſt whom were 74- =any- 
lis, Archelaus, Herod the honeſt, and the moſt worthy King Agrippe, who all doe teſtifie, thar 
my Hiſtory containeth nothing bur trurh: Who would nor haue deene {ilent, it in any thing ci- 
ther for ignorance or flattery I had changed or omitted any particular, Yet notwithſtanding all Some dode- 
this, ſome ill-diſpoſed perſons endeuour to diſcredit my Hiſtory, as though they were diſputing » 6-1 
proand contraamongſt children in ſchooles, being ſomerimes on aſuddento forge a feignedac- ;,,* 
cuſation, and otherwiſe to faine a ſlanderous and ſudden detration , neuer cont1dering that hee 
who promiſeth other men a true relation of things paſt, muſt either bee priuy vnco them by his 
F owne knowledge, as hauing beene preſent in theaffaires, or elſe haue thar which hee ſpeaketh 
from other mens mouthes by report of them whoknow them : both which I haue done. For I 
gathered my otherbooks of Antiquity out of holy Scripture,being my ſelfea Prieft,and skilfull 
in our Law, and the Hiſtory of our warres I haue written, my ſelte being an agent in many mat- 
tersthercin contained, andaneye-witneſſe of the reſt ; ſo that nothing was ſaidor done whereof 
T had not notice. How then canasy one excuſe them from impudency and malice, who labour 


againſt mee to prooue my relation falſe 2 They perhaps alleadge, that they haue read the com- 
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pugnant tothat,which my Hiſtory recounteth. 
Thus haue I (as I thought it neceſſary) made a digreſſion to ſhew how they areableto per. 
forme their word, who diſcrediting my Hiſtory, promiſeto ſet down truth in writing, I haue al- 
ſo ſufficiently (as I think) demonſtrared, thatthe regiſtring of things is more ancient amongſt 0. 
ther Nations,then amongſt the Greeks. I will now firſt of all diſpure againſt thoſe, who with all 
bends might and maine labour to prooue our Nation of no antiquity, for that (as they ſay) no Greeke 
"ccndeth) Writer maketh any mention ofir. This done, I will bring foorth proofe and teſtimony of che 
antiquiric hereofout of other Writers, and ſo I will ſhew thar their tongues are no flander,who 
ſeekto diſcredit our Nation. Firſt therefore,our Nation neither inhabiteth a country bordering 1 
vpon the Sea,neither are wedelighted in Merchandiſe, nor for this cauſe wearied with pilgrima- 
ges from place to place. Bur our Cities are ſituate far fromthe Sea in a moſ2t fertile foyle,which 
Thelewcs we till withall induſtry, and our whole endeauours are how to get tood for our children,and ro 
poker <3}. keepe our countrey Lawes, and how to leaue vnto our poſterity the knowledge of piety, which 
dren. = work We thinke all our age ought to be imploiedin. Beſide all this before mentioned,we hauea 
car; forme of liuing,different from all other Nations: all whichconcurring together, we had no need 
needtorraf- to trafficke with the Greeks, as the Egyptians and the Pheenicians doe, ,who giue themſclues to 
bcke with tne 2ro2ining and merchandiſe onely for the couctouſheſſe of money, Neither were our anceſtors 


—_ delighted in thefts and robberies, nor did our fathers make warre vponany Nation for deficeof 


warlike men. Wherefore the Phoenicians ſailing vato the Greeks to traffick with them, they were 
thus madeknownevnto them,and by them the Egyptians,and all other Nations,whoſailing vp. 
on the Seas, brought merchandiſe into Greece. The Medes alſo and Perſians were knowne vnto 
them,afrer ſuch time as they openly raigned ouer Afia,and the Perſians warred euen to theother 
oppoltte continent. 
Moreouer,the Grecks knew the Thracians,becauſe they were their neighbours, and the Scy- 
thians by failing to Ponrus,and finally all that were diſpoſed to write, knew all rhe Nations bor. 
dring either vpon the Eaſterne and Weſterne Seas; bur ſuchas dwelt farre from the Sea and ſea- 
coaſt, were long time vnknowne,as alſo appeares in Europe: forneither Thucidzdes,nor Herodotus, 
nor any other of that time, maketh any mention of Rome, notwithſtanding thar ſo long ſince it 
The Romans Was ſo mighty,and made ſo great wars: yctat laſt, with much adoo the Greeks heard of it. Yea, 
paobny their moſt curious Writers,and namely Ephors, were {o ignorant of the Frenchmen and Spani- 
the Greeks. - ards, that they thought the Spaniards to beea people onely denominated of one City, wherein 
| 26wwatd H- they inhabited, whereas the whole world now knoweth them to inhabit a vaſt countrey, anda 
> 06 ID 'great part of the Weſterne world. Likewiſe,the ſaid Greek Writes relate the maners of the fore- 
Spainero be ſaid peopleto be ſuch,as neither are, nor wereeuer vſedamong them. And the onely cauſewhy 
Cit, they wereignorant of the truth, was the diſtance of the place,and theſe Writers would ſeeme to 

tell ſomething whichothers of former time had not ſpoken of. No maruell therefore rhoughour 


Nation was vnknowne, and none of them in their writings made any mention of vs, being both 


Pur caſe therefore that I denied the Greeks to be ofany antiquirie,and to prooue my aſſertion 
ſhould conclude their Nationto be moderne, for that our Hiſtories made no mention of them, 
would they not laugh at this reaſon, and vſe the teſtimony of their neighbour Nations to prooue 

Argumentsto their antiquitie? I therefore will do the like,and vſe the reſtimony of the Egyptians and Phceni- 
foe: ofmore C14nS,Wholſe recordsthe Greeks cannot deny. For all Egyptians in generall are our enemics,and 
nnclquieythen among thePhcenicians they eſpecially of Tyre;Which I cannot iuſtly ſay of the Chaldees,who 
Gi haue beene Princes ouer our Nation, and becauſe of their affiniry and alliance with our countri- 
men,haue in their Chronicles made mention of the ewes. Yet when I haue prooued what I now 
auetre, and refell the ſlanderous reports againſt vs, I will then alſo ſhew who amongſt the Greeks 

ſpake of vs, that ſo the Greeks may alſo bedepriued of this ſhift and refuge, to excuſe their ma- M 

licious hes falſely forged againſt our Nation. And firſt of all I will begin with the writings of 

Manathon an the Egyptians, who, as they well know, doe nothing at all fauour vs, Wherefore Manethor, 
Fgypoan an Egyptian borne, $kilfull inthe Greeke tongue , as by his workes appeares ( for hee writ in 
; Greeke) compiling a Hiſtory of the cuſtomes and religion of his forefathers, collected (as him- 

{lf reporterh) our of the Egyptian-holy writings, often reprehendeth Herodotus , who being 

indeed ignorang, did much helpe the Egyptians.

larger poſſeſſions, notwithſtanding our countrey was furniſhed with many thouſands of ſtrong 1 I 


ſo farre from the ſea,and living after a different manner.

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4 Zgyprtian cuſtomes faith thus ( I will ſer downe his owne words, becauſe I vie them as a wit- 
nefſe. ) We haue a King ( quoth he ) named Times, in whoſe raigne God being angry with vs, 
contrary to all expectarion, an obſcure people taking courage, came from the Eaſt,and pitching 
their rents in our countrey, conquered it by force, no man reſiſting them; and committing 
our Princes to bonds, did finally burne our citics,and deſtroy the temples of our gods, and be- 
haued themſelues moſt cruelly againſt the inhabitants, killing many of them, and making ſlaues 
of rhe reſt with their wiues and children : finally, they chole a King amongſt themſelues, who 
ſhould be then of our countrey,his name was Salts, who comming ro Memphis, made both the gatris ſubdu- 
bigher and lower Prouince tributaries, leauing garriſons in ſtrong holds, and fortifying thoſe edrhe Agyp. 

z places in the Eaſt : Likewiſe, foreſeeing thar rhe Aſſyrians were more mighty then he,and would 

; inuade his countrey, he found our inthis Prouince a citie called Saire fit for his purpoſe, beeing 

ſituate onthe Eaſt ſide of the river Bubaſtis, which by an ancientdiuine was called Auaris, hee 
builded vp this citic,and compaſſed it with moſt huge wals, and placed in it two hundred thou- 
{and armed men to keepe it. This Saltz came in harueſt time, to the intent that hee might both 
pay his ſouldiers, and be a terrour vnto other people, and after he had raigned nineteene yeeres, 
he dyed. 
After him ſucceededanother King called Beoz, who raigned foure and forty yeeres, next ro 
him Aphinzs , who raigned thirtie fixe yeeres and ſeuen moneths, then CAphoſis, who raigned 
| rank Loo and one yeeres,and then 7andzs,who raigned fifty yeeres and one'moneth, after them 
Wc all raigned Aſs, nine and fortie yeeres and two moneths, and theſe fixe were the firſt Kings a- 
= moneſt them , cuer deſtroying and warring vpon the Zgyprtians, and labouring to extinguiſh 
their race. This nation was called Hicſos,which fignifieth Kings thepheards:for H:c in the ſacred Kings thep- 
rongue, fignificth a King, and Sos a ſhephcard or thepheards, according to the common ſpeech, M65 
and Hicfos is a compound word.Some fay theſe people were Arabians:bur in other copies I find 
that Hicſos, isnot interpreted kings ſhepheards, but ſhepheards that were capriues : for H/cand 
ac, alſo when it is pronounced, doth in the Agyprian tongue ſtgnifie a capriue, and this larter | 
expoſition ſcemeth to mero be thetrucſt, for ir is more agreeable with rhe Hiſtory. Wherefore 
Manathon reporteth theſe forefaid kings and ſhepheards'to haue ruled Agyprt fiue hundreth and 
= cleuen yceres : and after theſe, the King of Thebes,and the King of the re{fidueof Agypt, vniting 
their forces together, inuaded the ſaid ſhepheards,and heid on great and long wars againſt them, 

and that the ſaid ſhepheards were ouercome by the King Alrsfragumthoſis , allo that then they 

loſt all Agypt which he had in their power, and that they were ſhut vp in a place called Auaris 

containing ten thouſand acres of ground,which as Marathon reporterh, theſe thepheards enuiro- 

ned round about with a huge wall, to the end tharall their whole prouiſion mightr be fortified, 

and all the preys which they gor, defended. Moreouer, that Themoſis ſon of the faid 4lisfragum- 

thiſis endeuoured by force to ſubdue them,and for this cauſe beſieged rhem with foure hundreth 

and 80000, armed men: and at laſt deſpairingto take themby ſiege, he couenanted with them 

that they ſhould ſafely depart out of Agypt whirher they would; and that they vpontheſe con- 

ditions together with all their families and goods and catrell, departed out of Agypt into the 

wildernefle, and fo into Syria, being in number rwo hundrerh and forty thouſand, and that fea- 

ring the puiſſance of the Afſyrians, whoatthat rime raignedin Afta, they buildeda citie in the 

countrey now called Indza, which they made fo large thatit might receiue rhemall, and this ci- 

tic they called Ieruſalem. Further, the ſaid Marathon in another booke of the Agyptian affaires 

ſaith, char in the holy writings, hee finderh the foreſaid ſhepheards called capriues, wherein hee 

laith moſt true. For our anceſtors were wontto feed cattell,and ſo leading a paſtorall lite, were 
called ſhepheards,neither arethey vniuſtly called captiues:for our forefather 7oſep/ rold the King 

of Agypt that he was acapriue, and long time after hee called his brethren iato Agypt by the 

Kings command ; but we will hereafter examine this point more ſtraightly : I will now cite the 

teſtimony of the Zgyptians concerning this point, and alſo relaterhe words of Mayathon tou-

raer Armas . authoritie, oncly forbidding him to weare a Diadem, and to oppreſſe the Queene, motherto 
his countrey. his children, commanding hum alſo to abſtaine from the reft'of the Kings concubines. And 5/- 
theſis himſelfe went to Cyprus and Phcenicia, againſt the Aſſyrians and Medes , and ſubdued 'H 
them all, partly by the ſword, partly by the feare of his power and grearneſle : and being proud 
of all this his fortunate ſuccefle, he bent himſelte againſt the Eaſterne countrey, and deſtroyed 
with fire and ſword the cities of that place, with whole Prouinces: and ſpending much timein 
theſe warres, his brother Armas whom he left in Agypt, did without feare commit all that hee 
forbade him todoe : for hee oppreſled the Queene violently, and daily lay with the reſt of the 
Kings concubines, and being thereto counſclled by his friends , he put a Crowne vpon his head 
and rebelled againſt his brother. Alſo that he who was then chiefe of the Agyprians holy cu- 
ſtomes,ſent letters vnto Sethoſis, containing all that had hapned, and how TArmar hadrebelled 
againſt him ; who returning to Peluſia, came and enioyed againe his owne kingdome which by 
whereupon his name was cald Agyprt: for Mayerhon writerh that this Sethoſis.was namcd Egyptms, and his 
pe brother Armais Danars. | 

Thus farre Mazethor - out of whom it is euident by computation of the forcſaid times, that 
our nation was deliuercd out of Egypt,threc hundreth ninety and three yeeres before Danaus,and 
inhabited this countrey of Tudea fo long, before Daraus came vnto Argos: notwithſtanding the 

Manerhon inhabitants of Argos boalt their Citic is moſt ancient. Wherefore Manethon recounteth two 
ores er things for vs out of the Egyptian letters : firſt, that we came from another placeto them, afier- 
imo Egypr& wards went out of their country again,and that ſo long agoc, as it was alinoſt a thouſand yeeres 
_— depar beforethe Troian warres. Touching thoſethings which Aarethorn profeſſeth himſelfe,not to 
| haue gathered out ofthe writings ofthe Egyptians, who did write out of certaine tales and re- 
ports, I will hereafter ſhew, how they are alledged without any reaſon for them. Forl will once K 
againe leaue theſe, and go tothe teſtimony ofthe Phoenicians, which they writ concerning our 
nation. The Tyrians therefore haue Chronicles of very great antiquitie, which they haue kept 
with all diligence, concerning that which hath bin done among them,and indeed they are wor. 
Salomon buile thy of memory. Amongſt theſe Records it is written, that King Salomon built a Temple at Teru- 
habr4 143 {alem, a hundreth forty three yeeres and cight moneths, beforethe Tyrians erected Carthage. 
yeeres and 8. Sothey haue regiſtred the building of our Temple, tor Hircanus King of the Tyrians, was our 
_— King Salomons friend, obliged vnto him for his fathers fake, who for this cauſe alſo ofhis owne 
ans builded libcrality,gauc Salomon a hundreth and twenty talents of gold towards the building of the Tem- 
Carriage, ple, and cutdowne the moſt goodly wood called Libanus, which hee beſtowed vpon him, to 
ſhip of the Make the roofe of the Temple withall : for which bounty, Salomon gaue him againe many libe- L 
Tyrian king rall gifts, and among the reſt a country of Galilee named Zabulon : but Salomons wifedome was 
and of king  rhechiefe cauſe ofthis kings friendſhip towards him. For they ſent Problemes one to the 0- 
Problemes of ther to bee anſwered, and Salomon in his anſwers appeared moſt witty, as alſo he did in many 
CO and things elſe; and cuen vntill this day, many ofthe Epiſtles ſent one vnto another, are kept among 
the Tyrians. And that I doe not feare the authority wry x the Tyrians, I will prooue by the 
teſtimonie of Dz#s, a man who by common conſent hath faithfully written the Phoenician Hi- 
ſtorie, wherein he writethas followeth, 

After the death of Abibalus, Hircanu his ſon raignedin his ſtead, who encreaſed the number 
of his Eaſterne Cities, and inlarged Ieruſalem, he alſo ioyned the Temple of Tupiter 0lympris, 
ſituate in an land, vnto it, filling vp the water with earth, adorned it with golden gifts. After 
this aſcending into Libanus, he cut down the wood to build temples, and thar the king of Teru- 
ſalem named Salomon, ſent vnto him certaine riddles to be expounded, and hee againe thelike 
vnto him,couenanting together, that he who could not tellthe meaning of one anothers riddles, 
ſhould pay vnto the other a ſumme of mony,and that Hircanus confeſſing he could not expound 
Salomons riddles, did pay vnto him much money : Laſtly, that one Abdemonus a Tyrian did ex- 
pound the ſaid riddles, and writ more vnto Salomon, whych if Salomoncould not _— __ 

ou 
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A ſhould pay vnto Hircanus aſumme of money,and this teſtimony Dixs beareth vs concerning the 
foreſaid matter. Bur I will now recount the words of Menander an Epheſtan, who hath regiltred 
cheats of all kings both at home and abroad, endeuouring to make a trne Hiſtorie our of the 
writings of euery countrie. This man writing of the Tyrian kings, and comming to Hiramns, he 
ſaith thus of him: Abzbalus dying, there ſucceeded inthe kingdome his ſon Hiramns, who liued 
34+ yecres: and this king with a rampire contoyned Eurichorus,& erected there a pillar of gold 
in Iupiters temple, and went into the woods, and cur downe the Cedars of Libanus to make co- 
ucrings for the temples ; of which, pulling downe the olde, hee erected new, and dedicated rhe 
temple of Hercules and Aſtarius:bur that ro Hercules in the moneth of Peritius,and then the other 
to Aſtartus , when he with anarmy went againſt the Tyrians, who did not pay him tribute, 
whom when he had ſubdued, he returned againe. 

At this time alſo lived 46demonus a ſeruant vato the king, who was wont to expound the pa- 
rables, which king Salomor of Ierufalem ſent vntoking Hiramus: now how long it was fromthis 
kings time till the building of Carthage, we may thus calculate. After the death of Hiramns, his 
ſon Beleaſtartus, ſucceeded him, who liued forty and three yeeres, and raigned ſeuen: after him 
his ſonne Abdaſtartus, who liued twenty yeeres, and raigned nine; but this king was treache- 
rouſly {laine by the foure ſonnes of his nurſe, the eldeſt of whom raigned twelueyeeres, Nexr 
whom, Aſtartus the ſonne of Feleaſtartus, who liued fifty and foure yeeres, and raigned rwelue: 
= after him ruled his brother A#arimus, who liued fifty and foure yeeres, and fate inthe king- 
= © dome nine, then hee was flaine of his brother Phelleres, who raigned eightmonerhs, and 1t- 
ued fifty yeeres, and was flaine by a Prieſt of Aſtarta named 1thobalus, who liued threeſcore and 
eight, and raigned thirty two yeeres : him ſucceeded his ſonne Badezorus, who liued fortie fiue 
yeeres, and raigned fixe yeeres, to him ſucceeded his ſon Mettinus, who liued thirty two yeeres, 
and raigned nine. After him Pigmalion who liued fifty fixe yeeres, and raigned forty ; in rhe 
ſeuenth yeere of whoſe raigne, his ſtſter Dido builded a City in Africa , and named it Car- 
thage : ſo that from the time of king Hiramws vnto the building of Carthage, 1s by this compu- 
tation a hundreth fifty fiue yeeres, and two moneths: and for as much as the remple of Teru- 
ſalem was built in the twelfth yeere of Hiramws his raigne,the computation of the time ſince that 
yeere vntill the building of Carthage is 14.3. yeeres, and eight moneths. What need we alledge 

Z D more, ſeeing this teſtimonie of the Phcenicians © Thetruth is now ſufficiently made manifelt : 

for our anceſtors muſt needs haue come into this countrey we inhabit, betore ſuch time as they 

built a temple init, asI haue alſo made manifeſt in my Books of Antiquurie, collected our of our 
holy Scripture. | 
I wil now ſpeak of that which the Chaldees writ of vs in their Hiſtories;which do much agree 

all other matters with thoſe of our nation. And firſt let Beroſus be my witnes, who was a 

Chaldean borne, yet a man famous 8 knowne vnto all that loue learning, for he in the Grecian 

tongue did write Aſtronomie, andthe Chaldees Philoſophy. Beroſ#s imicating the moſt ancient 

Hiſtories writeth of the Deluge, and how mankind was therein exringuiſhed,and he inall things 

imitateth Moſes. He alſo ſpeaketh of the Arke wherein our forefather was preſerued , and athr- 

| E meth that it was carried into the tops of the mounraines in Armenia: after this hee proſecuteth 
the Genealogy of all that raigned from Noe, vntill Nabwlaſſarns king of the Babylonians and 
Chaldeans. He likewiſe ſetteth downe how long euery one raigned,and inproſecuting the deeds 
of this king he recounteth how he ſent his ſonne Nabuchodonoſor into Egypt, andrto our country 
with great power, who finding them rebels, ſubdued them and burnt the temple ar Ieruſalem, 
and ſo departed, carrying with him all our nation into Babylon : whereupon our City was. de- 
ſolare ſeuenty yeeres vntill the raigne of Cyras king ofthe Perſians. Morcouer, he affirmerh that 
the Babylonian kept Egypt, Syria, Phoenicia,and Arabia, exafting more of his ſubjects then e- 
uer any king of Babylon or Chaldea had done before his rime. And the words of Beroſ#s muſt 
_needs be to this effet : Nabwiaſſarns his father hearing thar his ſubſtitute in Egypt, Coeloſyria, 

F and Phoenicia had rebelled, he himſelfenor being able torake ſuch paines , commirted theſe 

_ affires vnto his ſonne Nabuchodonoſor, and gaue vnto him a parc of his army,; for that he was in 
the flower ofhis age,and ſent him againſt him:and Nabuchoaonoſor fighting with the ſaid Cham- 
pion, ouerthrew him, and ſubdued the countrey which of olde belonged vato them, and at the 
ſame time his farher Nabulaſſaras fell ficke in Babylon, and died, hauing raigned twenty nine 
yeeres. But Nabuchodonoſor long after vnderſtanding his fathers death , he diſpoſed of Egypt 
and other Prouinces as hee thought good, and taking the captiues of Iudza, Phoenicia, oo 
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the Syrians that liued in Egypt, hee committed them to cerraine of his friends, to bee brought G 
with other carriage and his army to Babylon; and ſo he himſelfe accompanied with a very few, 
took his journey to Babylon thorow the Deſart:and finding that the Chaldees ruled all,and thar 
their Nobilitic reſerued the Kingdom for him,he was made King,and commanded houſes to be 
builc for the captiues that were comming, in the moſt conuenient places of Babylon, and hee of 
the ſpoile beautified the Temple of Belus and other places moſt richly , and builta new Cirje 
withourthe wall ofthe old: and prouiding leſt hereafter the enemies might turne the riuer and {6 
haue acceſle vnto the Citie, he inuironed theinner Citie with three ſeuerall walles, and the our- 
moſt Citic likewiſe. The wals whereof were made of brick,bur the wals of the inner Citie were 
of brick and bytumen : this done, he builded moſt ſumptuous gates which might haue become 
Nabuchodo- Temples: and morcouer,neere vnto his fathers Palace he builded another farre greater,and more 
<  q__ coſtly thenirt was , the pompe whereof it were hard and perhaps redious to expreſſe. Yer this 
we will rehearſe worth the noting, that this ſo ambirious and aboue all credit gorgeous Palace 
was builded in fifteene daies: in it he erccted rocks of ſtone like mountaines, beſer withall ſorts 
of trees; hee alſo made a famous garden, all ſupported with pillers , tor thar his wifebeing 
brought vp inthe countrey ofthe Medes, deſired to haue a proſpect into the fields and moun- 
taines, 
Serairamis — This heerclateth of the forementioned King , and many things more in his booke of the af. 
Babylon, Fairesof the Chaldees, wherein hereprooueth the Grecke writers, who falſely affirmethat $e- 
mirams the Aflyrian Queene built Babylon,and that they falſely report thoſe wonderfull works 
about Babylon, to haue beene by her made and finiſhed. Wee muſt needs thinke thatthe Chal- 
dean Hiſtory is true,ſceing it agrecth with that ofthe Phoenicians, which Beroſ# writ of the King 
of Babylon, who ſubucrced both Phoenicia and all Syria: with them alſo accordeth Philoſtratus 
in his hiſtory oftheſiege of Tyria,and Magaſteres allo in his fourth book of the affaires of India; 
TheKing of Where he laboureth to prooue, that the ſaid Kingexcelled Hercules in ſtrength and valour; affir- 
Babylon eX- ming that he ſubdued the greateſt part of Africk, and Spaine, and that the Temple of Teruſalem 
celled Hercu. OD S pr P ; 
lesin ſtrength WAS burnt by the Babylonians,and againe recdified by Cyr#s;and we may proue it out of Beroſus, 
= "_ 12- who in his third book faith as followeth: Nabwchvaonoſor hauing begun the third wall, fell ficke 
em [anddicd, when he had raigncd forty three yeeres, and his ſonne Exelmeradechus ſucceeded him, 
who for his iniquity and luſtfull living, was treacherouſly flaine by his ſiſters husband, named K 
Nirigliſſoroor, after he had raigned two yeeres. He being dead, the traitor Nirighſoroor viurped 
the Kingdome, and raigned foure yceres, whoſe ſonne then a childe was made King, called by 
name Laboroſardochus,and he raigned nine moneths ; who for rhat he ſeemed to be of very cor- 
rupt manners, was {laine by his owne friends : after whoſe death,they who ſlew him conſulting 
Thewals of together, did make one Naborzdus a Babylonian, King, Ar this time the wals of brick and byru- 
pEn6450 built men about the river of Babylon were built. In the eighth yeere of this Kings raigne, Cyrus com- 
(ung ming with an army out of Perſia,conquered all Afia,and came with his forces againſt Babylon: 
but the King of Babylon hauing notice of his comming, leuied an army mecting him inthe way, 
and joyned banc] with-him; bur being oucrcome in the fight, hee accompanied with a very few 
of his men, was forced to flic into Borſippa. Cyrusnow beſieged Babylon, and purpoſed tode. 
ſtroy the outward wals thereof: but by reaſon that it was too ſtrong and too hard to win, he re- 
turnedto Borſippato befiege Nabonidus the King of Babylon who was fled thither. But Nabom- 
das notabiding the euent of warre, yeelded himſelfe vato Cyr#s,who dealt mercifully with him 
pel- and gaue him a Territory in Carmania, but expelled him out of Babylon: ſo Nabonidus led the 
reſt of his life inthat Prouince. This Hiſtory agreeth with ours;for in our writings we find that 
Nabuchodonofor in the cighteenth yeere of his raigne did deſtroy our Temple, and that it ſo re- 
mained threeſcore and ten yeeres: Alſo that in the ſecond yeere of King Cyrus, the foundations 
thereof were laid againe, and that it was finiſhed and recdified in the ſecond yeere of King Da- 
rius his raigne. This done,I will alſo relatethe Hiſtories of the Phoenicians,that we may abound M 
with proofe of that we fay,for they make a computation of the yeeres after this manner : In the 
raigne of King Ithobalus, N abuchodonoſor beſieged Tyrethirteene yeeres,after whom Baa! raigned 
he ten yeeres,next him Tudges were appointed,to wit, they that follow; Ecnibalus the ſonne of Ba-

Wherefore both the Chaldees and Tyrian Hiſtoriographers agree with vs concerning our The Chakdees 
Temple. So that the antiquity of our nation aboue mentioned is now made manifeſt, and with- nord 
out all controucrfie. And that which is already alltedged to this end, may be ſufficient for them, lews kiftory, 
who are not vpon purpoſe contradictions. Ir is therefore requiſite(to fatisfiethem who giue no 
credit to the writings of other nations, and contend that the Grecian Hiſtories onely are to be 
; BY 3 belecued)to bring many teſtimonies from the Greeks themſelues, who haue as opportunity ſer- 
ued, made mention of our nation and knowne it. Pythons a Samian borne, both of great anti- 
quity,and excelling all other Philoſophers in holinefſe towards the gods, is not only conuinced 
ro haue knowne the cuſtomes of our nation, but he did alfo as it plainely appeareth imiratethem 
in many things. His writings are in no place extant, but diuers haue recorded many notable 
things of him,and eſpecially Hermippus a man moſt diligent in ſearching of Hiſtories. This Her- Hermippus 
mippus recounteth in his firſt booke of Pythagoras, rhat the ſaid Philoſopher (hauing one of his olibbny of 
familiar friends named Calliphon dead, who was a Crotonian borne) reported this mans ſoule Pythagoras. 
to be perpetually wich him,and that the ſaid ſoule commanded him not to paſſethe place where 
= hisafſefell, and that he ſhould abſtaine from vncleane water , and that he ſhould with all dili- 
C gence eſchue blaſphemie: and then it followeth, this he did and faid, imitating the opinions of 
the Iewes and Grecians, and applying them to himſelfe. For ir is certainly reported, that this 
man gathereth much of his Philoſophie out of the Iewes lawes. Our nation in times paſt was 
well knowneto diuers citics, ſo that many of them doe now obſerue our cuſtomes, and others 
eſteeme them worth the imitation, as Theophraſtus doth wirneſle in his booke cntituled De /egi- Theophraſtus: 
64s: for he ſaith that the Tyrian lawes forbid to ſweare by any ſtrange Sacrament, and amoneſt feof God 
theſe ſtrange and forraine Sacraments, he reckonerh the oath called Corban, which oath is vied Herodotus 
onely amongſt the Iewes, and in our language fignifterh the gift of God.

Hecarzus Of our Nation the Iewes,out of which I will briefly note ſome few points that occurre, bur firſt 
re , I will ſhew of what antiquity he is. For he recordeth the time when Ptolomews neere vnto Gaza 
wich king fought with Demetrius,which hapned the cleuenth yeere after Alexanaers dearh,inthe hundreth 
Alexander. and ſeuentcenth Olympiade, as Caſtor writeth :. who ſpeaking of this Olympiade faith , that in 
this time Prolomers Lage oucrcame Demetrins rhe ſonne of CAntigonw at Gaza in fight:which 
Demetrius was called Poliorcetes , and all men confefſe that Alexander died in the hundrcth and 
fourteenth Olympiade: ſo thar it is cuident that at thatrime wherein Alexander liued, our Na. | 
tion flouriſhed.

Afeer this, Hecateus ſhewerth what manner of people wearc,and how religious in our lawes,and | t 
how that we rather will ſuſtaine all corments and death it ſelfe, then violate them in any thing, | a 
and that we account it a worthy thing ſo ro doe: adding moreouer,that being much hated of our q 
neighbours,and hauing ſuffered all contumelies both at the hands of the Perſian Kings and their q 
Thelewes Officers,yet that we could not be forced to change our opinions, but that we are continually ex- [ 
conſtancy #- exciſed to giue a reaſon thereof. Healfo recordeth anexample of our conſtant minds: for Alex- t 
Sder,  ander(quoth he) being at Babylon, and purpoſing to rcedific the temple of Bell, he commanded c 
all his ſouldiers to carry timber to the building hereof,and the Tewes onely difobeyed his com- | 
mand, for the which they endured many ſtripes and torments, till ſuch time as the King freed 
them from it : and they (quoth he) returning to their owne countrey, deſtroyed all the temples [ 
and altas that they found there, and ſome of them were by the officers therefore puniſhed, 0- { 
ther eſcaped fire; adding that we may iuſtly be admired for theſethings, and that our nationis 
exceeding populous; likewiſe that many of vs were carried captiues into Babylon, and there ſer- 
ued the Perfians, Moreouer, that many more were difperſt into Xgypr after Alexanders death, I 
fora tumult begun in Syria: He alſo recordeth the grearnefle of our countrey , and the fertilitie M 
thereof; they inhabir (quoth he) a countrey that hath almoſt thirtie hundreth thouſand acres of ;

Moreouer, he ſhewed how our Nation warred vnder Alexanders ſucceſſors, and he reporteth wine- 
that which he heard ofa certaine ew in the army,and I will ſer downthe Authors owne words. 
As I went (faith he) to the red Seca, a certaine Iew, one of the horſemen thar conduRed vs, na- 
B med Moſollamus,who was a courageous man, and one who excelled all archers el{e, both Greeks 
and other Nations ; This Iew (cuery one haſting on forward of his iourney,and being willed by 
- a Southſaier to ſtand) asked for what cauſe the multitude ſtaied and went not forward? Preſent- 
ly the Southſaier ſhewed him a bird which he diligently viewed, and told the Tew, thar if thar 
birddid ſtand ſtill in the place,then it was expedient for them to ſtand,and if the bird did mount 
vp and flee, that then they ought to march on forward; bur if it flew towards the place from 
whence they came, that then it was wiſedome to retire. The Iew hereat was filent, yet drawing 
+ his Bow, he ſhot an arrow and killed the bird ; whereat the Southſaicr and certaine other were 
oftended,and curſed him. But he,taking the vnhappy bird in his hand, ſaid vnto them : Areyee ,, 
ſomad,as to thinke that this bird,nor hauing the foreſight topreſcrue herlſelte from this death,is 
able to direct vs in the ſucceſſe of our tourney? Had rhis bird forcknowne future euents, ſhee , 
would haue eſchewed this place,for dread, that Moſollarzus a lew ſhould haue ſtrucken her with ,, 
anarrow. But we will now leaue the teſtimony of Hecatens: for euery one that liſt may read his 
book; and there vnderſtand this more at large. I will not omit the teſtunony of Agatarchides, a Agatarchides 
man of no cuill in his owne opinion, yet indeed one who hath vſed detraQion to our owne Na- Bi5cromonY 
_ tion, This man ſpeaking of Stratonzice, how leauing her husband Demerrins, ſhee came into Syria, | 
and how Seleuchus would not marry ker as thee hoped (who hauing an army at Babylon,;warred 
againſt Antioch,and had taken the City)and thar ſhee fled into Seleucia, whereas the might have 
madea fpcedier eſcape by water, but that ſhee was forewarned in a fleepe fo to doe, and rthar ſhe 
was there taken and died,&c. Agatarchides,hauing vicd this preſace,and inueighed again(t Stra- 
D zonices ſuperſtition, viethan example of our Nation on this manner : The people thar are called 
Tewes, inhabit a moſt ſtrong City, which they call Ierufalem ; rheſe pcople are wont to reſt vp- 
onthe ſeucnth day, and doe neither bearearmes, nor till their grounds , nordoe any other butj. Theiene® 
neſſe on«hat day, but their cuſtome isto remaine in their Temple, and rhere with ſtrerchedout 
arines continue in praier till night. And ſo vpon a time they perſeucring iathat foolery, whileſt 
they (hould haue defended their City, Prolomens Lagus entered it with many people and a great 
army: whogreatly tyrannizedouer them ; and ſo they found by experience, that the ſolemnity 
appointed by their Law, was preiudiciall vntorhem: ſuch like Churches as this,did teach them 
and all Nations elſe to flee vato dreames, which their law reacherh ; neucr conſidering thar hu- 
manepolicy cannot preuaile againſt that which muſt neceſſarily happen. Agatarchides thoughr 
E this which he reports of vs to be ridiculous: bur they that weigh it with indiffercncy, ſhall per- 
ceiue, that it is greater commendation to our Nation, who rather ſuffer their countrey and our 
ſatery to be loſt and endamaged,then to violate the Lawes of God. 
I thinke, I am thus able to ſhew, that many Writers omitted ro make mention of our Nation, Why certaine 
YM | Writers omit 
not forthat they knew vs not, butfor enuy. For 7erome, who writ a booke of ſucceſſion, in the ,, eat of 
ſame ime thar Hecatevs lived, who was a friend vnto King TAntigonus, and being Preſident of the lewes. 
Syri,ncuer mentioneth vs inall his Hiſtory ; notwithſtanding he was brought vp almoſt in our 
countrey. But Hecateus writa booke of vs; ſo differentare the mindes of men: for one of them 
_ thought our Nation worthy to bee diligently recorded, the other throughmalice was hindered 
from ſpeaking the truth : yetthe Hiſtories of the Chaldees;Egyprtians and Phoenicians,may fut- 
F fice to prooue our antiquitie, together with the Greeke Writers : for belides thoſe before men- 
tioned, Theophraſtus alſo, Theodotus, Manaſeas, Ariphanes, Hermogenes, Euemens, Conon, Zopy- 
7403, and many others, no doubt (for I haue not peruſed all mens bookes) haue manifeſtly teſti- 
fied of vs. For many of the forcſaid men were blinded with errors, as not hauing read our holy 
Scriptures, yetthey all ioyntly reſtific our antiquity, fpr which I now alledge them. Truly Deme- 
trius Phalerias, Philon the elder, and Eupolensus, did not much erre from the truth, and therefore 
reaſon itis they ſhould be borne withall : for they were not ſo $kilfull as torcach our wigings 
wit 
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with ſo much curioſitie. - Being come thus farre, itreſteth that I now preſent one point more, G 


whereof I made mention in the beginning of this book: to wir,that I declare the detraQtions and 
Thelaftpart, {landerous reports of diuers,concerning our Nation,to be falſe and void of-rruth; and I will vſe 
__ the teſtimony of thoſe writers, who record, that the \ying Hiſtoriographers, at ſuch timeas they 
&jonsand =COMMited to writing the foreſaid detraftions,did alſo euen againſt themſelues regiſter ſuch like 
fanders. flanders as they didagainſt vs. And I doubt not, but that all thoſe who are conuerſant in Hi- 
ſtories can teſtifie, that the like hath beene done by moſt writers for ri ws priuate hatred, or 
ſuch like reſpects. For ſome of the Gentiles haue attempted to deface the hohour and reputation 
of the moſt renowned Cities, and to defame the manners of their inhabitants. Thus did Theo- 
pompis to Athens, and Polycrates tro Lacedemon ; and the Author that writ Tripo/zticums (for it 
was not Theopompms as ſome ſuppoſe) vied the City Thebes very hardly : and Times in his Hi. 
ſtories of the foreſaid places, doth many times detract both them-and others. And this they do, 
calumaiating the moſt excellent that are,in ſomething or other;ſomefor enuy and malice;orhers, 
that their fond babbling may make them famous, and ſo indeed it doth among fooles, thatare 
knowne to haue no ſound iudgement, but wiſe men will condemne their malice. To bee ſhorr, 
The cauſeof this is the cauſe of ſo many flanderous reports forged againſt our Nation: Someto gratifie the 
malicebe- Egyptians haue attempted to depraue the truth, and ſo haue neither reported the verity concer- 
Egyptians Ning our anceſtours comming into Egypt , nor touching their departure from thence, and they 
and ewes. haue had many cauſes of maliceand enuy vrging them heerero. And chictely for that our pro-. 


genitors in their countrey waxed mighty , and fo departing to their owne countrey, were made ] 


happy and fortunate. Secondly, the diverſitie of our two Religions made great diſcord and va- 
rianceamoneſt vs,our Religion ſo farre excelling theirs in piety, as the dwuine effence of G O 
The Egypri- excelleth varcaſonable creatures (for they commonly worſhip ſuch brute beaſts for gods, and 
ans plhatrye eter One worſhippeth diuers kindes : vaineand fooliſh men, who from the beginning hauc bin 
accuſtomed to ſuch ſottiſh opinions, as would not permitthem to imitate vs in our diuine Reli- 
gion,and conformable to reaſon: and yet ſeeing many fauour and follow our Religion,they were 
heereby incited to ſuch hatred,that to derogate from vs, they feared not to falſtfie their own an- 
Clent records,not conſidering that in ſo doing they were led through a blinde paſhon,to write a- 
gainſt themſclues. Moreouer, I will proouc all I haue ſpoken, to bee true, by one mans words, 
whom a little before (being a famous Hiſtoriographer) we haue produced as a witnefle of our 
antiquitie, 
Manethon an = axcthon therefore, who confeſſeth himſelfe to haue gathered the Egyptian Hiſtory out of 
= their holy writings, hauing by way of a Preface recounted how our predeceſſors can into E- 
gypt with many thouſands, and there conquered the inhabitants, hee afterward confeſleth that 
loſing all their poſſeſſions in Egypt, they got the countrey which is now called Iewry, and in it 
buildeda Citie named Ieruſalem, and a Temple; and thus farre hee imitateth ancient Writers. 
Manectons {And then viurping to himſelfe authority to lie, proteſting that heewill inſert into his Hiſtory 
fabulousxe- CCrtaine reports diuulged amongſt the common people, hee reports things of the Tewes altoge- 


portsofthe ther incredible, intending to mixe with our Nation the lepers of the Egyptians, and other ſicke 
Egyptian 


Jepers. people of other countries, who (as he ſaith) being abominableto theEgyprians, made an eſcape [, 


from thence ; affirming alſo that they had a King named _1menophis , which is a fained name, 
and therefore he durſt not preſume to ſpeakedeterminately of thetime of his raigne: whereas he 
ſpeaketh exactly of the raigne of all other Kings. Hereuponalſo he addes certaine fables, forger- 
ting himſelfe that he reported the ſhepheards departure out of Egypt to Ieruſalem, to haue bin 
almoſt tive hundred andeightcene yeeres before his time: for King Themuſis raigned —_ 
departed out of Egypt,from whom the timethat other Kings did raigne,vntillthe rwo brethren, 
Sethon and Hermews, accompliſhed the terme of three hundreth foureſcore and thirtcene yeeres. 


Hee alſo faith, that the eldeſt of theſe two, Sethon, was called Egyprus, and the other Hermes, 


was called Danazs, whom his brother Scthoz expelled, and afterward raigned fifty gine yeercs; 


andafter him Rampſes , his eldeſt ſonne, raigned threeſcoreand ſixe yeeres. Hauing therefore M 


confeſſed, ouranceſtors to haue departedout of Egypt ſo many yeercs before, now laſtly hee 
addeth, that Amenophis was their King, who was a contemplator of the gods, as rus theit 
| King before him was, and that one Amenophs a Prieſt, the ſonne of Papius, didinall things moſt 
excellently accompliſh his deſire: which prieſt ſeemed to participate of ſome diuine nature, for 
heexceld in wiſedom,and could forerell things ro come,and that he gaue the King his ſurname, 


that he might alſo ſee the gods, if ſo be he would endeuour to cleanſe the countrey from lepers, 
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{ A andother vncleanepeople, Wherat the King reioycing,gathered togetherall the impotent peo- 
ple of his land,amounting tothe number of 80000.Aand ſent them, and other Egyptians appoin- 
red to this worke, into the Eaſt part of Nilus, there to hew and {quare ſtones. And that amongſt 
them there were alſo certaine learned Prieſts infected with leprofie, alſo that this diuine Prieſt, 
Amenophs,greatly feared,leſt the _——_ of the gods would fal vpon the King and himſelfe 
(who had perſwaded and counſelledthe King to do violenceto the foreſaid lepers) likewiſe that 
he ſaid, that becauſe he vſcd the helpe of vncleane perſons, they ſhould obtaine dominion ouer 
Egypt for 13. yeeres; yet durſt henot preſume to ſignifie this to the King, but he kild himſelfe, 
leauing this written in a booke, where men might finde it:and the King, hauing notice hereof; fell 
B into great ſorrow and heauineſle. This done, he ſpeaks as followeth : So the King, being reque- 
ſed for their quiernes and defence to afſigne them a city to inhabit, appointed vnto them a de- 
ſolate place called Auaris, which had:beene the ſhepheards city (this city the ancient Diuines 
call Triphonis) but they, hauing got the poſſeſſion of this place fit for rebellion, made choice of 
one of the Prieſts of Heliopolis to be their Captaine, whoſe name was 0ſarſiphus, and bound Cai, 
themſclues withan oath to obey him in all things: and he preſently madea law, that they ſhould Aneris 
. neither worſhip the gods of the Egyptians, nor that they ſhould abſtaine from thoſe beaſts 
which the Egyptians count holy,and that they ſhould marry with none but ſuch as they iudged 
to be their friends. 
Hauing ordained this and many things elſe contrary to the Egyptians religion, he cormman. 
C dedthem with great labour to enuiron their city with a wall,and to make preparation to war a- 
gainſt King Amenophis: and he himſelte making choice of ſome Prieſts,and a tew other vncleane 
perſons, ſent to Teruſalem to the ſhepheards which were driuen out of Egypt by King Themuſis, Ge 
declaring vnto them their owne and their fellowes 1nturies, and requeſted them to leuie an ar- the baniſhed 
my to fight with them againſt Egypt, promiſing them free entrance into Auaris, the countrey 2gainſt the 
where their fore-farhers inhabited, and that hee would furniſh them with all neceſſarics ; relling SP 
them thatthey ſhould now fight in ſo happy a time, as that without all doubt they might con- 
quer thecountrey. The ſhepheards heereat reioycing,all of them armed rhemſelues,to thenum. 
ber of two hundreth thouſand, and leauing their city,they camero Auaris. Burt Amerophis,Kin 
of Egyprt,hearing of their inuaſton, and remembring what CAmenephs, the ſon of the Prieſt Pa- 
D pi, had left in writing, was in great feare; and preſently aſſembling together the people of E- 
ypt, and conſulting with the Princes of his countrey, he ſear all holy beaſts, andall that the 
Picks eſteemed,before him, giuing the Prieſts eſpeciall charge to hide their idols: and he com- 
mended his ſonne Sethones (who alſo by his father Rampſes was called Rhameſſes) being but fiue 
yeers old,vnto the cuſtody ofa friend of his: and then accompanied with 3oo, fighting men,he 
met his enemies, but would not fight witch them, fearing leſt he ſhould fight againſt the pleaſure 
of the gods; and ſo heretired himſelfe to Memphis : and raking 4pzs and the reſt of the Egyp- TheEgyprian 
tian gods, he, wirh all his troups of Egyptians, tooke ſhip, and fled into Erhiopia. For the King wr org _ 
of Ethiopia vpon courtefie obeyed him, and for this cauſe he entertained him and his follow- ya bt ute,

ers,and prouided all neceſfaries for them, for that fatall thirteene yeeres baniſhmenr,and this was thiopian king 


= E donein Ethiopia, Inthe meanetime, the inhabitants of lerufalem came down into the country *oully

with the yncleane Egyptians, and did ſo tyrannize ouer the inhabitants, thar all their beholders 


judged their victory to be full of cruelty : for nor content to fire the cities and rownes, and to 
commit all maner of ſacriledge, and to deſtroy the Idols of the gods, they did alſo molt cruelly 
teare in pieces the ſacred Beaſts, and forced the Prieſts and Prophets to lay violent hands vpog 
them,and kill them: after which deed they draue them our of the country naked. lr is therefore 
reported, that a Heliopolitan Prieſt, 0 ſarſiphus by name, made lawes forthem, and ſtatutes ro 
oouerne them. This Prieſt was called 0ſar/iphves, taking his name from the god of Heliopolis, Ofarfiphus 
called Oſiris, who, being now thus conuerſant with this people, changed his name,and called ver, 
himſelfe Moſes. | Moſes. 

F Thus the Egyptians reportof the Iewes,and many things elſe,which for breuity ſake I omit. 
Mantthon furthermore writeth, that afterward Amenophs the King came with a great power our 
of Erhiopia,and his ſon Rampſes with him accompanied with agreat army;and that ioyning bar. 
tell with the ſhepheards and polluted perſons, he gauethem an ouerthrow,and purſued them vn. 
to the borders of Syria. And this is Manethors report : but for as much as he writeth old wiues om 
rales, dotages and lies, I will by manifeſt reaſon conuince him; firſt, diſtinguiſhing that whereof jues, © 
EF amto ſpeake hereafter. He of his owne accord granteth and confeſſc3h, that our ——_ * 
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firſt were not Egyprians,bur ſtrangers that came thither from another place,andconquered the G 
country,and againe departed from rhence.I will now out of his own writings endeauor to ſhew, 
that the weak people of Egypt were not mixed with vs,and that Moſes,who indeed was our con- 
ductor out of Egypr,and liued many ages before, was no leper. He therefore firſt of all ſerteth 
downe a ridiculous cauſe of this fore-mentioned faftion, which was, that King Amenophis was 
deſirous to ſee the gods. Which gods trow yee? he could already ſee the Oxe, the Goat, the 
Crocodile and the Munky,burt the God of heauen how could he fee ? And why had Amenophd 
this deſire? Forſooth, becauſe a certain King one of his predeceſſors had feen themzhe therefore 
knowing by him what things they were, and how he came to the fighr of them, needed no new 
deuice ro accompliſh his deſire: but perhaps rhe foreſaid prophet was a man of great wiſedome, 
by whom the King had confidence to atraine his deſire:bur if ſo he had bin, how chanceth it thar 
he was ſo vawiſe he could not perceiue,that it was an impoſſible thing to ſatisfie the Kings de. 
fire?for that which he promiſed was not brought to paſſe. Or what reaſon moued him to thinke 
that the gods were inuiſtble, becauſe of lepers and weake people ? The gods are offended with 
mens impieties,not with the defects of their bodies. And how was it poſſible thar at one inſtanr 
ſo many thouſand lepers and infirme perſons ſhould be gathered together ? or wherein did nor 
the King obey the Prophet * He commanded thatthelepers and intirme perſons ſhould be exj- 
led the country, and the King did not baniſh them the country, but ſent them to hew ſtones, as 
though he had needed workmen, and not purpoſed to cleanſe the countrey from lepers. Laſtly, 
he fairh,that the Prophet foreſeeing that Egypt wasto ſuffer,and fearing the wrath of the gods, 
killed himſelfe, and left his minde ina booke written vnto the King. How chanced it then thar 
the Prophet did not at firſt forcſce his owne dearh,and ſo oppoſe himſelte rothe Kings defire to: 
ſee the gods © or wherefore did he feare ſuch calamities as were nor to fall in his life ? or what 
great miſery hanged ouer his head, which might worthily cauſe him to kill himſelfe ro preuent 
it? But let vs heare that which followeth, more ſottiſh then all the reſt. 

The King(quoth he) hearing rhis, and ſtricken with feare,did not for all this expell thoſe le- 
pers he ought ro haue exiled, but at rheir requeſt gaue them (as he ſaith) a Ciry,wherein before- 
time the Shepheards did inhabit, called Auaris;whereinto they being come, they made aPÞricſt 
of Heliopolis their Prince, who deuifed lawes for them : commanding them neither toadore 
the gods, nor to abſtaine from offering violenceto ſuch beaſts as amongſt the Egyptians are {2- 
cred,but that they ſhould kill and ſpoile all things,that they ſhould marry with none bur ſuchas 
were their confederates,that he bound the people with an oath to keep thoſe lawes,and thatthey 
fortified Auaris to fight againſt the King. Adding moreouer,that he ſent to Teruſalem forbelp, 
promiſing to yeeld Auaris vato them, being a place ſometime poſſeſſed by their anceſtors, and 
that they from that place leading their forces, might eafily ſubdue all Egypt: he then ſaith, thar 
the Egyptian King, Amenophis,came againſt them with 300000. and yer for that he would not 
ſtrive againſt the decree of rhe gods, he fled into Ethiopia, and carried with him Apis and other 
holy beaſts, and that the inhabitants of Teruſalem comming downe, inuaded the land, fired the 
townes and cities,{lew their Nobles,vſed all ſorts of cruelty poſſible, and that the Prieſts name, 
who made lawes and ſtatutes for them to live vnder, was one of Heliopolis, 0ſarſipbus by name; 
deriuing the ſame from 0firzs, the god of Heliopolis : and that this man, changing his name, was 
afterward called Moſes. | 

Moreouer, that yy was”. boy in baniſhment thirty yeeres,came with a ſtrong pow- 
er out of Ethiopia; and —_ with the ſhepheards and polluted, he flew many of them, and 
put the reſt to flight, purſuing them vnto the borders of Syria. Maxethon remembreth nor, that 
here againe he telleth a very vnskilfull cale : for although the lepers and impotent perſons were 
offended with the King,for appointing them to hew ſtones; yer itis to be thought, that they re- 
celuing their owne defire at the Kings hands,to wit,a City to dwell in, that now they againe be- 
came the Kings well-willers.Suppoſing alſo their hatred ſtil continued rowards him, they rather , 
ſhould haue attempted reuenge by treaſon againſt him, then towards all their nation, wherein 
they had many deare friends and alliance. And although they had purpoſed to war againſttheſe 
men, yet would they not haue been ſo impious as to haue rebelled againſt the gods, and to haue 
Violated the lawes. wherein they were brought vp. 

A confueation Ve haue therefore cauſeto thanke Atavethon, in that he cleareth vs, and affirmeth his owne 
of Mancrhons COUntrimen(yea a Prieſt) to be authors of this impiery,and that by oath they bound themſclues 
we. les ſorodo. Buris it notagainſtall reaſon, that neither any of their councrimen nor kinlmen = 
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A led with chem, but that the poore diſtreſſed people were glad to ſend to Ieruſalem for ſuccour 2 
Bur whar ſociety of friendſhip had they with the people of Teruſalem,of whomthey came to de- 
mand help? Why? they were more their enemies then the reſt of cheir countrimen , and were 
all of quite different maners from vs. They of Teruſalem (as he faith) preſently did as they were 
willed to doe, in hope that,according as they were promiſed, they might ſubdue Egypt. Were 
they ignorant of that countrey our of which they had been driuen by force 2 Had they liued in 
pouerty or miſery, perhaps they might haue bin induced to haue done it: bur ſeeing they inha- 
bited a fortunate and rich ciry,and poſſeſſed a goodly fertile foile farre better then Egypt, what 
might mooue them therero? Whar reaſon had they,ar the requeſt of their ancient enemies (and 
they alſo ſo diſeaſed, as they of Ieruſalem could not abide their owne friends among them that 
had the like diſcaſes)to thruſt themſelues into danger 2 they could not fore-know the Kings in- 
cent to flee; as for Manethon himſelfe faith,he met them at Peluſia with 300000. men. And this 
they that went to war well knew. But what reaſon had they ro coniecture thatthe Kings minde 
would change,and he flee ? Then he ſaith,the army of Ieruſalem getting the granaries of Egypt 
into their hands,did much harme: and this he vpbraideth them withall,as who ſhould ſay;rhey 
were not requeſted to come as enemies ? or as though theſe matters be to be caſt in ſouldiers 
recths.,thar are ſtrangers and ſent for from our of another country; when as the Egyptians them- 
ſclues before their comming had done the like, and bound themſelues with an oath to performe 
the ſame, But ſhort rime after, 4-ezophs fought with his enemies, and gotthe victory of them, 

C and put them to flight, and purſued them vato the borders of Syria. As though that Egypt were Ti*Epilogue 
acountry ſo cafily ro be won by any man, thatar any place or part thereof inuadeth ite and that d&mencror 
the ſouldiers of Ieruſalem,hauing now by the lawes ofarmes poſſeſſed thar, and knowing Ame- the Egyprians 
nophis to be yet aliue, would not haue fortified that part of the countrey, whereby he might haue 
inuaded them, hauing all opportunity to doe it 2 or at leaſt chey would haue gotten more helpe 
from one place or another. Amernophrs,as he faith, purſued them euen vato Syria,thorow the ſan- 
dy and dry places: as though ir were eafie for an army that had nothing elſe ro do, but to march 
on forward,to paſſe leaſurely thorow them. To conclude therefore, our nation neither came of 
rhe Egyprians,as Manethon confelleth, neither was it mingled with the diſeaſed of that country: 

 foriris probable, that many of choſe ſick people periſhed in the ſtone workes,many in the grear 

E9 D fightand barrell,and the reſt of them in the flight. Ic now remaineth that I refute that which he 
ſpeaks of Moſes. AM 

The Egyptians do all agree that this man was a diuine perfon,and onero beadmired,bur they An anſwers 
commir great impiery in labouring to challenge him for their countriman, ſaying that he was a qanders ow 
Prieſt of Heliopolis, baniſhed wirh the reſt for leproſie. For he is recorded to haue lived fiue ching Moſes, 
hundreth and eightcene yeecres before this time, and ro haue guided our anceſtors out of Egypr, 
into thar countrey wherein we now inhabit;and his owne words teſtifie his body to haue beene 
cleane from that diſcaſe of leprofie : for he commandeth all lepers to be expelled our of the 
rownes and villages, and to liue apart by themſelues, alſo to be clothed in fome torne garment, 
and that whoſocuer toucheth them, or commeth vader the ſame roofe with them, is to be ac- 

- counted an vncleane perſon. And if ſo be a leper happen to be cured of thar diſeaſe, he appointed 
certaine purifications, cleanfings, and baths of fortunate waters, and all his haire ſhould be ſha- 
ued off; and rhat then after many and ſundry ſacrifices, he ſhould be admitted into the holy ci- 
ty. But contrariwiſe, had he beene vrged with that misfortune and calamity himſelfe, he would 
ſurely hauc beene more prouident, and more mercifull to ſuch as ſhould haue been afflicted with 
that diſeaſe. 

He did not onely make theſe ſeuere lawes againſt lepers, bur he alſo interdicted all that wan- 
red any ioynt or parcell of the body,from being Prieſts, or exerciſing any officeat the Altar: yea 
he alſo appointed , that if any Prieſt ſhould haue any of theſe defects beride him after he was a 
Prieſt, that then he ſhould be depriued of the dignity. How can it then be probable, rhar to his 

F owne preiudice and diſcredir he would haue enacted ſuch lawes 2 Allo the changing of his name 
is incredible: for he was called (as he ſaith) 0ſarſiph,which nothing agreeth with the tranſmuta- OY: 
tion of his name, but his true name berokeneth that Moſes was ſaued from the water. For, Moy 1a ,;, —_ 
the Egyprian tongue {ignifieth water. But I haue now ſufficiently,as I think,declared how Mare- Moy,whichin 
thon, whileſt he followed the ancicnt writers, did not much erre, but when he fell co old wiues ww wy yr; 
tales, he then either abſurdly fained chem of his owne head,or elſe for hatred he bare to our nati- feth water. | 
0:, belecued them. I now think it not amiſle to examinea little the words of Cheremon,who pro- 
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feſling himſelfe to write the Egyprian hiſtory, maketh mention of the ſame King Amenophy his 

AgainſtChz- ſonne Rhameſſes,as Manethon doth,and he reporteth that 7/s appeared to Amerephys in his ſleepe, 

ror checking him for that her Temple was deſtroyed;and that Phiritiphantes,a holy Scribe, told the 

King,thar if he would expel all polluted and vncleane perſons our of Egyprt,that then he ſhould 

not be any more terrified with theſe night viſions. Moreouer, that hereupon making ſearch for 

all ſick and diſeaſed perſons, he baniſht them our of his land,to rhe number of 25 0000. and that 

their Capraines were called Moſes and 7oſeph, holy Scribes,alſo that theſe Egyptian names were 

ſo,that cAroſes was named Tiſirhes; and Toſeph,Peteſephus,and that they came to Pelufium, where 

they found 380000. left there by Amenophis, whom he would not permit to come into Egypt, 

alſo that they all entring into a league together,fuddenly inuaded Egypt, and Amenophts not a- 

biding the brunt fled into Ethiopia, leauing his wife great with childe, who hiding her ſelfe in 

Meſſcnes, fon CAUCS and dens, did bring forth a child whom they cald Meſſenes,who afterward drauc the Tewes 

of Ameno- into Syria, being in-number 200000.and this done, he recalled his farher Amerophs out of Ethi- 
a opia.

Morcouer, Mazethon writeth how that 

theſe lepers were firſt ſent toa place to hewe ſtones, and afrerward cameto Auaris to dwell,and 

that they hauing already begun wars in Egypt,that then rhey ſent for help from Terufalem. And 

Cheremon ſaith, that they hauing lefc Egypr, found at Peluſia two hundrerh and fourſcore thou- 

{and men, whom CAmenophrs had kept there; with whom they ioyning againe, returned and 

inuaded Egypr, and then £Amerophis fled into Erhiopia: and which is worth the noting, hee ſet- 

teth not downe what countrimen, or to what purpoſe this great army was, whether Egyptians 

or ſtrangers, neither doth he ſhew any reafon why the King would not carry them into Egypt, 

Moreouer, Cheremon faineth a dreame of the lepers and 77s, and reporteth thar 7oſeph together 

The differece with Moſes was expelled, whereas Toſeph liucd foure ages before Moſes, cuery age containing at 

berween M7 leaſt a hundreth and ſeuenty yeers. Rhameſſes alſo, Amenophis ſonne, according to Manethons hi. 

Chzremons ſtory, being a young man fled into Erhiopia, and was baniſhed with his father, and afterwards 

biſtory, aſſiſted him in the wars : whereas Cheremon reporteth that he was borne in 1 caue after his fa. 

thers departure, and that hee getting the vitory did driue the Iewes into Syria, who were in 

number rwo thouſand. O felicity in lying ! for he neither told what nation thoſe three hundred 

and foureſcore thouſand were , nor yet how a hundreth and fourcſcore thouſand of them peri- 

ſhed,neither were they flaine in the fight,or fled vato Rhameſſes: and which is moſt to be admi- 


red, one cannot gather out of his words whom he calleth Iewes , or whether he attribute this L 


name vato the 25 0000. lepers,or vnto the three hundreth and fourſcore thouſand which were 

at Peluftum. 
But it is folly to oppoſe my ſelfe againſt them who haue ſufficiently contradicted themſelues: 
for had other men controlled their writings, they had been the more to be borne withall. I will 
Lyimachus adde Lyſimachius vnto the two former, who hath the ſame lie that they haue, yet farre more ab- 
3sreproued {urd a fiction then theirs. For he faith, that at ſuch time as Bocchorrs raigned in Egypr,the people 
for lying- of the ewes being ſcabbed and infected with leproie, fled into the temples to beg maintenance, 
and that ſo many men were with this diſeaſe infected, that a dearth and ſcarcity did fall vpon E- 
gypt. Likewi(: that King Bocchorss went vnto Ammon to know of the Oracle what cauſed the 
———_— dearth, and that anſwer was made, that if he would expel! all lepers and vncleane perſons from 
Lykmachus, Out of the temples into the defart, that then the famine would ceaſe, and that he ſhould drowne 
— theſe lepers, as if the ſunne diſdained that they ſhould liue, and that then hee ſhould purifie the 
ewes were ro TEMPIES , and ſo the earth would againe yeeld fruit : alſo that Bocchoris hauing this anſiver 
be conueied from the Oracle , he called together the Prieſts and ſacrificers, and hauing gathered le- 


_— pers and vncleane people together , he deliuered them to ſouldiers to be conducted into the 
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A drowned,other diſcaſed people were gathered together,and were carried into the wilderneſſe to

i g fing men by whom they paſt iniuriouſly,firing temples and robbing them : atlaſt in this maner, Vine 


they came vnto that place which they now call Iudza; and rhere building a City, they began to ary 


dwell, and of this fact called the City Hicrolyla, and ſhortly after growing more potent, they Pl leraa 
for auoiding ſhame,changed rhe name thercof, and called ir Ieruſalem, and themſclues the inha- 
bitants of Iexyuſalem. |

Or how didthey paſſethe wildernefle, and get the countrey wee now inhabit, 
XZ andbuilta City and a Temple famous thorow all parts of the world © Thou ſhouldeſt not one- 
2 ly hauetold thename of our law-maker, but alſo what countriman he was,and of what parents, 
and what moued him in his10urney to make ſuch lawes againſt the gods,and againſt men. For if 
they were Egyptians, they would not ſo eaſily haue forgotten the religion wherein they were 
brought vp:or of what place elſe ſocuer they were, they had ſome lawes or other,which they had 
been accuſtomed to keep.

At thing againſt vs;for in reſpe& of Apion, who pretendeth himſelfe ro be learned, I grow halfe ſu- 
pion wrote "_ : : : ; 

ſorerhing ſpicious, whether ir be a matter anſwerable to my deſcretion and wudgement, to vouchſate him 

very coldly. any reply at all. For as touching the one part of that which he hath written,it ſeemerh to be one 

and the fame, withthat which the reſt haue wricten:and as touching the other,ir is very coldand 

barren. Thegreater part thereof is farſed with follies and detraCtions, and betrayerh his igno. 

rance, approuing him to be a man borh looſe in condition, and turbulent in his life. And for as 

much as diuers men are ſo disfurniſhed of iudgement, that they rather ſuffer themſelues ro be 

wan by theſe follies, then to be wearied and wrought by that which is written with better con- 

{ideration,vainly doating on detraCtions,and growing diſcontent to giue eareto other mens well 

deſerued praiſes; I haue thought it neceſſary to examine ſuch a mans labours,the rather,for that 

he hath written againſt vs, as if he intended to accuſe vs beforea Tribunall, and conuidt vs by 

a publike triall, For I ſee that it is an ordinary courſe for the moſt part of men, to hug and take 


hearty pleaſure, when as he that beginneth to blame another man, is himſelfe conuicted and 


found guilty of thoſe defaults, which he imputeth and obicCterh againſt another. 
Truely it is no cafie matter to lay open the ambiguous and doubrfull ſpeeches which Apron 


vſcth,neither to vnderſtand perfe&tly what he intendeth to expreſſe. Bur like a man that is grie- L - 


uouſly diſtracted and confuſcd in his fooliſh lying, he groweth almoſt to that point, to recapitu- 

late that, which hath beene heretofore ſer our, and ſearch for, as touching the departure of our 
forefathers out of Agypt: and afterwards he falleth to accuſe the Iewes that inhabited Alex- 

andria : and thirdly, he intermixerh his blametull blaſphemies, againſt the ceremonies accuſto- 

Aplonconcer. 7cd 1n our Temple, and depraucth our lawes and ordinances likewiſe. Now, that our prede- 
ning Moſes Cefors haue not taken their originall out of &gypt , neither haue beene driuen from thence for 
andthe Ie&® any infirmity or deformity of their bodics, or tor any wound, vicer, or pollution; I ſupooſe 
« {hat I haue not onely ſufficiently approucd the ſame, bur alſo produced far more then was re- 

« quiſite. I will” therefore briefly report and repeat that which p10 alleadgeth: For in the 

«{ {hird booke of his Egyptian hiſtory, he writ thus : Ioſes, as I haue heard it from moſt anct- 

« Ent Egyptians , was borne at Heliopolis , who being inſtructed in the faſhions of his countrey, 

« conuerted ſuch prayers which were wont to be ſaid in open places and abroad, and cauſed them 

« £0 be practiſed andaccuſtomed in priuate Cloyſters, ſuch as were within the City, and ordat- 

« ned that in praying they ſhould turne themſelues towards the riſing Sunne. For ſuch is the fitu- 


« ationof the Citie Heliopolis, and in ſtead of obeliſques or Pyramides, he erected certaine pil- 
« lars , vader which there were certaine ingrauen Baſons , on which the ſhadow hapning to fall 


- (theplace wherein they ſtood being diſcouered and in open ayre)they obſcrued the ſame oe

; Now, this lye of his needeth no wordsto refurc it, ſeeing it is clearly refelled by rhe effects. 

For when <Moſes firft built that Tabernacle in honour of God, hee had no ſuch intent, nor 

faſhioned any ſuch forme, neither ordained his ſucceſſors to doe the like: and after this when as 

Salomo # builded the Temple in Teruſalem, he neuer thought of any ſuch curioſity as Apron for- 

gcth. He faich thar he hath beene informed by rhoſe of antiquity,that Moſes was a Heliopolitan, 
tor you muſt vnderſtand that Apron himſelfe was young, and belecued the relation of the aged 

fort of his acquaintance which conuerſed familiarly with him : yer cannot this learned Gram- 
marian iuſtifie where Homer was borne, neither from what countrey Pythagoras came, although 
in reſpect, they liued but yeſterday: and as touching Moſes, who liued{o many ages,and ſo great 
a number of yeercs before chem, he decideth rhe matter ſo cafily,and giuerh credit to the reports 
ofantiquity ſo ſlightly, that it appeareth moſt manifeſtly that he is buta lyer. As touching the 
time wherein hee ſaith that Moſes led away the blinde, leprous, and lame : this diligent Author 
accordeth very willingly with that which he himſelte hath ſaid. For Marerhor faith, that the 
[ewes departed out of Egypt about the raigne of Terhmoſis, three hundreth ninety ſix yeers be- 
fore Danaxs fled out of Greece. Lyſimachms,he ſaith, rhat this thing hapned during King Boccho- 
rs time,that is to ſay,one thouſand and ſeucn hundreth yecres before that time; I7olonalſo and 
ſome others hane alledged their opinions. But 4p/on,who pretendeth to bea man of more credit 
then the reſt, hath preciſely and exactly ſet downe the time, auerring that our departure was a- 


x | C boutthe ſeuenty Olympiade: nay more, in the firſt yeere thereof,wherein as he faich, Carthage 


was builded by the Phoenicians. Now hath he onely and purpoſely made mention of Carthage 
inthis place ; ſuppoſing it to be an infallible argument of the truth of his allegation: yer concei- 
teth he nor, that hemaketh a rod for his ownetaile, and draweth an argument againſt himſelfe, 
by which himſelte may be conuinced. For it we may giue credit to the Phoenician Chroniclers 
as touching this Colonic, it appeareth by them that King Hiram lived more then one hundreth 
and fifty yeeres before the foundation of Carthage. The truth whereof I haue heretofore ap- 
prooucd out of the words of the Phoenicians, who report that Hiram was Salomorns friend, who 
builded the Temple in Ieruſatkem : and thar he furniſhed him with much timber and other mat- 


ter toward the finiſhing of that building. Now Salomon builded the Temple fix hunireth and 


£7 D nclue yeeres after the departure of the I{raelires out of Egypt. And atter he had inconſiderate- 


ly reckoned the number of thoſe which were driuen out of Egypt in like manner as Lyſzmachus 
had done, namely, of one hundrethand ten thouſand men, he yeelded a moſt admirable reaſon, 
and ſuch as. may beeafily beleeued : from whence hee prerendeth that the name of Sabbath was 
deriued. For (faith he) atter they had trauelled for the ſpace of ſix daics, there grew certaine in- 
famations in their groines, by reaſon whereof they reſted on the ſcuenth day, being ſafely arri- 
ued inthe countrey whichat this day is called Iudza, becauſe the Egyptians call Sabatoſes an Y1- 
cer that groweth abour the groine. 

Who can otherwiſe chuſe bur laugh at this foppery 2 or contrariwiſe, who would not hate 
ſuch an impudent cuſtome in writing and coyning lies 2 For he reporterh as farre as a man may 
coniecture by his writings, thar all the Iewes who were to the number of one hundred and ten 
thouſand perſons, had theſe VIcers in their ſecrers. Now had all of them becne hault, lame, 
blinde,and ſickly as 4piozreporteth,they could not haue tournied one day: bur (ince they trauel- 
led thorow the Deſarr,and vanquiſhed all armies that refiſted rhem,it is no likely matter thar all 
of them were ſicke of a diſeaſe in rheir priuy parts cuery ſeuenth day: neither is it naturally poſſi- 
ble, that ſuch a diſeaſe ſhould befall ſo many thouſand men in their tourney, and that they every 
day ſhould trauell a certaine {pace and a limited march, neither ſtandeth it with any probability, 
bur rather a manifeſt abſurdity,that any ſuch thing ſhould befall them: but this admirable Apior 
fayth , thar they arriued in Indza within the ſpace of fix dayes. | 

Againe, he writeth that Moſes aſcending vp the mount Sinai , which is betwixt Arabia and 
Egypt, hid himſe!fe in that place for the ſpace of forty daies, and deſcending from thence, gaue 
Lawes vnto the Iewes. But how I pray you was it poflible for him to remaine forty dayes ina 
Deſart without water? or how could all the Iewes within ſix daies trauell from Egypt,iuto Iew- 
rie? As for his Grammarticall diuination of the word Sabbath, it ſauoureth roo much of impu- 
dency,orat leaſt of ignorance: for theſe words Sabbo and Sabbatum doe greatly differ: for Saba- 
tun inthe Iewes language, fignifieth reſt from worke ; but Sabbo in the Egyptian tongue, beto- 
keneth a diſcaſe about the priuie parts, as Apion ſaith. See heere what cauilling fictions this E- 
gyptian Apron vieth concerning CMoſes,and our —_ out of Egypt; wherein hee counter- 
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Apion denies feiteth and coyneth abſurdities vathought of by any others. Shall we then wonder if he belie ,, © 
pow 1 ng our forefathers, who maketh no bones to belic himſelfer for being borne ar Oafis,a towne in... © Mw 
gyptzthis high vareputed honour of che Egyptians forſweareth both his Countrey and Nation, #7: 
and counterteiting himſelfe to bean Alexandrian,he ratifieth his Nations wickednefſe. No mar- 
uell then though hee terme them Egyptians whom hee haterh and raileth againſt, for if hee had 
not beene perſwaded that the Mgyprians were wicked baſe people, he would neuer haue denied 
himſelfe to be their countriman: for ſuch as proudly boaſt of their famous countrey, eſteeme it 
a credit to beare the denomination thereof,and reprehend ſuch as without iuſt cauſe make them- 
ſelues of their Nation. Wherefore the Agyprians are one of theſe two waies affeted towards 
vs Iewes, for cither they claime vs to be their countrimen, as glorying of vs and their countrey; 
or elſe for that,they and their countrey being infamous, they defire that we ſhould be partakers 
Apion raileth of their ignominy, But indecd this worthy Apron ſcemeth ſo to inueigh againſt vs, as thereb 
againſt the rewarding the Alexandrians for beſtowing their Cities vpoa him : and knowing them to be at 
lewes, asthet» y1r;2nce with the Tewes at Alexandria, heeas it were caſteth a bone betweene them, and raileth 
by rewarding IP : | : 
the Alexaa-  Dotonely onthe Tewes of that Citie, but on all whereſocucr: but he belierh both of them moſt 
drians. impudently, But let vs-.examine thoſe hainous and enormous matters, and (as hee faith) ſuch as 
The ſca-coaſt , ; NE : 
ofAlexandria. ACC NOT to be ſuffered, of which he accuſeth the Alexandrian Iewes. Comming (quoth hee) our 
« of Syria, they ſeated themſelues neere the Sea-coaſt, where there was no Hauen neere vatothe 
<« ſurges of the water. 
Now if this place which they inhabited were ignominious, yet it followeth not that the 
Iewes owne countrey was ſo alſo: yea herein Apion raileth againſt Alexandria,which he maketh 
his owne countrey : for the ſea-coalt is part of Alexandria, and as all men mdgethe beſt place 
thereof to dwell in. Now ifthe Iewes by force of armes ſo vanquiſhedthis place,chat they could 
neuer ſince be driuen out of it : it is nodiſcredit to them, bur rather anargument of their valour, 
Bur Alexander gauethem that place to inhabit, and the Macedonians did allot them as great pri- 
uiledges as the Alexandrians had.I know not what Apron would haue fatd,if the Iewes had dwelt 
about Necropolis,and not about the Kings ſeat: their Tribes being euen ar this time called Ma. 
cedonians. Iftherefore Apr/oz haue read the Epiſtles of King Alexander, and Prolomeis Lazws,or 
others their ſucceſſors Kings of Egypt, or ſeene the pillers that are ereted-in Alexandria, con- 
Theliberries ning the priuiledges thar Ceſar the great granted vnto the Iewes ; if 1 ſay hee knew of theſe, x 
and p:iu> And yerdid preſume to write the contrary, then hee was a bad fellow : but if hee was ignorant 
edges gran» hereof, he was then an vnlearned perſon. The like ignorance alſo diſcouereth he,where he won- 
cedynote ers thatthe lewes that were in Alexandria were called Alexandrians. For all that are one Co- 
lewes. : 
lonie, though very dfferent people, yer doe they all beare the name of their tounder : and that I 
may ſhun prolixity,the Iewes of Antioch are called Antiochians; for Seleucs the founder made 
them alſo Citizens:the like may bealfo ſaid of the Tewes of Epheſus,and at the other Ionia,who 
by the Kings gifts enioy the ſame priuiledges with the reſt of the Cirizens. The Romansalſo of 
their clemency haue granted the name of their Nation,which is no ſmall gift,not only to priuate { 
perſons, bur to great Nations in generall. To be ſhorr,the ancient Spaniards,the Tyrrhenes,and 1, WY < 
Sabines, are called Romans ; or if Apioz will take away this denomination of the Citie wherein |

med with more diligence,he committed the care hereof notto any but Demetrizes Phalerins, An- 

areas and Ariſteus, Demetrius being the only mirrour of learning in his age, the other rwo being 
Eſquires of his owne body : neither would he haue cucr defired to haue beene inſtructed in our 

lawes and cuſtomes, it he had deſpiſed vs and had not rather admired vs. But Ap/oz kneww that 

almoſt all the Macedonian Kings his ſucceſſors in order, did peculiarly affe& our nation. For 3. Prolomzus 
Ptolomeus the third which was alſo called Exergetes, conquering Syria by force, did no ſacrifice ***8**: 
vato the gods of Egypt for his victory, but came to Icruſalem,and there after our maner ſacrifi- 

ccd many hoſtes vnto our God,and to him dedicated gifts worthy of ſuch a victory. Prolomens. 4.Prolomzus 
alſo ſurnamed Ph/lometor and his wife Cleopatra,committed the rule of his whole kingdomevnto Fiilometor. 


the Tewes, and 0145 and Doſithers both Iewes, were Generals of his army, whoſe credit Apior 


derradts: whereas he rather ought to haue admired them, and haue thanked them for delivering 
Alexandria whereot he maketh himſelfe a citizen. 
For when there was a rebellion in Cleopatras kingdome, and all was in perill ro be deſtroyed, 
theſe two men deliuered Alexandria from ciuill warre: Bur Apron faith thar after rhis,0n;25 came 
and brought a little army into the City at ſuch time as Termus, rhe Romane Embaſſadour was 
there preſent. True it 1s, and that fact of his was moſt juſt, For Ptolo-22us Phyſcon after the death 5. Proſomzus 
of his father Prolomens Philometor, comming our of Cyrene, endeuourcd ro expell the Queene (,9:6 mf 
Cleopatra,and the Kings ſons, to the end that he (contrary to all iuſtice) might poſleſſe the king- cure tbe lews, 
dome: and this was the cauſe why 0n:5 tooke armes againſt him in Cleopatras behalfe, not for- 
{aking his fidelity vnto Kings in the time of neceſſity: yet God himſelte did manifeſtly witneſſe 
his iuftice inthis action. For when Ptolomeus Phyſcon preſumed to fight againſt 0xzas his army,and 
tooke all the [ewes,their wiues and children that were in the city and bound them, and ſtripping 
them naked, caſt them before Elephants to be deſtroyed (and to rhe, intenr that the Elephants 
might rhe rather tread vpon them, made the ſaid beaſts drunken) all which ll our contrary to 
his expectation: for the Elephants forſaking the Tews which were caſt betore them,did fall vpon 
Ptolomens his friends that ſtood by,and {lew many of them;which done,here appeared vnto Pro- 
bmenus a moſt horrible viſion forbidding him to harme the Iewes : and his cliicfeſt beſt beloued 
concubine(alſo whom ſome cal 1haca,other Herexe)came vato him and beſought him to abſtain 
from ſuch impicty : whereupon he being lorry, did penance for that he had already commitred, 
and that which he thought to commit; {o that the Iewes of Alex2ndaia celebrate this day in re- 
membrancethat vponit God did manifeſtly deliuer them; yer 4p/0» (who ſpeaketh well of no 
man) accuſerh the Iewes of impiety tor bearing armes againſt Phyſcon, whereas indeed he ought 
rather to haue commended them for it: Bur Apzoz extollerh Cleopatrathe laft Queene of Alexan. Of Cleoparra 
dria, onely for that ſhe-was vaiuſt,and ingratetull vnto vs; whenhe rather ought to haue repro- GD 
ued her,in whom all impiety and wickednes raigned, both concerning her owne kinred and her 
husbands who loned her,and alſo generally againſt all the Romans and che Emperours his bene- 
factors, who killed her owne ſiſter Arſoein the Temple who had nor any wiſe offended her:ſhe 
alſo treacherouſly ſlew her owne brother, and deſtroyed her anceſtors gods and ſepulchers : 
and recciuing the kingdome from rhe firſt Ceſars gitt ,, ſhce ingrarefully rebelled againſt his ſon 
and ſucceflour;and infecting Antonte with her poyloned grinks and amorous inchantments, thee 
made him rebell againſt his country,and to be vaconſtant to his owne friends,depriuing ſome of Antoniethe 
Kingly dignity,and compelling others to be inſtruments of her impiery. And what elſe ſhall we jy nub 
ſay of her, who in the battell by ſea forced Antonivs her owne husband(who alſo had many chil- 
dren by her)to yeeld himſelfe,the Empire,and army vato her,and become oneof her followers? 
Laſtly, when Alexandria was taken by Ceſar, ſhe was fo cruelly minded, that not remembring 
her owne eſtate, ſhe accounted this her ſatery, if with her owne hand ſhe might kill the Iewes, 
that ſhe might be cruell and trothleſle to cuery body. 
| Is it notaglory thinke you to vs,that (as {pros reporteth) in the time of dearth and famine, 
wheat was plentifull in Tury,that it was not fold by meaſure? But Clespatrawas puniſhed as ſhe 
deſerued. And we call great Ceſar himſelfe to witnes of our fidelity, and the ſeruice we did him 
againſt the Agyprians, rhe Senate alſo and their decrees, and the writings of Auguſtus Ceſar, 
wherein our deſerts are teſtified. Theſe letters Apion ought to haue read,and to haue examined 
all teſtimonies of vs, which were left firſt by 4/enander,and then by all the Prolomces,and what 


the Senate of Rome decreed, and the mighty —_ And if ſo be Germanicus could not 
Fitt 3 get 
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get corne to {uffice all the inhabitants of Alexandria,that was a token of ſcarcity and dearth,and G 


not the Iewes fault. For whar all Emperours thought of the Alexandrian Iewes,it is manifeſt e. 
nough: for the Iewes want of corne was not onely left vnſupplied,bur alſo the want of other A- 
lexandrians.Bur they haue alwaics kept that wherwith the ancient Princes did put them in truſt, 
to wit, the keeping of the riuer,and whole countrey,as not being thought vnht for their purpo- 
ſes. But Apion thus vrgeth vs;IF(quoth he) the Lewes be citizens;how hap they worthip not the 
ſame God,nor haue the ſame religion that the reſt of the Alexandrians haue? To whom I thus 
anſiver ; How hapneth that you Agyptians'doſo contend and apre againſt one another onely 
for diucrſity of religion: ſhall we hereupon conclude that you are all Agyptians,or not all mene 


becauſe you worſhip and with great diligence nouriſh beaſts againſt narure? yer our nation ſee-.H 


meth one and the ſame. If therefore amongſt you Agyptians ſuch difference of opinions be. 
why doſt thou ſo maruell of this, that wein a ſtrange place,to wit,at Alexandria,doe conſtant] 

perſeuer in our firſt religion.* Bur he ſaith that we are the cauſe of all ſedition: which ſuppoſe he 
ſpeake true of the Iewes of Alexandria, yet are not all Iewes in all places the cauſe of ſedition, 
for we are knowne to be peaceable amongſt our ſelues. Bur indeed as cuery one may perceiue, 
the people like Apror himſelfe are authors of ſedition in Alexandria. For whileſt the Greeks and 
Macedonians held Alexandria, they and we liued peaceably together , and they permitted ys 
quietly to vic our owne ſolemnitics: bur when the number of Egyptians encreaſed, by conft- 
fon of time, ſedition alſo by their meanes encreaſed : but our nation remained vnpermixred, 


They therefore were authors of thoſe troubles, not hauing the gouernment of the Macedoni- } #7 


ans, nor the wiſedome of the Greeks ; but vſing their Xgyptian manners, and renewing their 
old hatred againſt vs. And thar wherewith all they hit vs in the teeth betalleth them: for moſt 
of them not hauing the priuiledges of the city them(elues, call vs ſtrangers that haue them. For 
none of the ancient Kings beſtowed the liberty of the city vpon the Xgyprians, neither haue a- 
ny of the Emperors of Rome beſtowed the priuiledge. Bur Alexander himſelte brought vs into 
the city, the Kings after him encreaſed more priuiledges, and it hath pleaſed the Roman Em- 
perour to ratifie and confirme them. But Ap/oz detracteth vs for not erecting ſtatues to the Em- 
perors,as though the Emperors knew not hereof, or that they needed Aproz to ſpeake for them; 


whereas he ſhould rather admire the Romans magnanimiry, and modeſtie, who compell not 


their ſubiccts to violate rheir ancient lawes and religion, but content themſclues with ſuch ho- K 


nours as the giver may with piety and equity giue them. For they account not of forced ho- 
nours which come of compultton. 

The Grecks and diuers other thinke it not amiſle to erect ſtatues; for they delight to haue the 
pictures of their anceſtors, wiues and children,and ſome of their beloucd ſeruants alſo:what mar- 
uaile then if they accord to yeeld rhe like honor to Princes and Emperors? But our Law-maker, 
not as prophecying the Romans power not to be reuerenced : but foreſeeing that it was neither 
profitable ro God nor man, forbade vs to make an Image of any liuing creature,much more ofa 
not liuing God (as we will prooue hereafter.) But he permitted vs to reverence all good men, 
with-any honour elſe not due to God, and all thoſe we giue vnto the Emperours, and people of 


Rome,and make our continuall ſacrifice for them; and not onely vpon workie daycs doe this,at L 


the proper coſt of all the Iewes,bur vpon ſuch daics as we offer no other ſacrifice,no not for our 
owne children,we then ſacrifice for the Roman Emperour, yeelding that honour to the Roman 
Emperour which we doe tonone elſ{c. And let this ſuffice to anſwer that which 4p:ozalledgeth 
againſt the Iewes of Alexandria : yet can I nor bur admireat them who gauc him this occa- 
fion, namely Poſsidonins and Apollonius Molon,who accuſe vs for not worſhipping the ſame 
gods that other doe, although they lic all alike, ſlandering our Temple moſt abſurdly: and yet 
forall this they doe not belecue that they herein commit any impiety : whereas it is a molt ig- 


. nominious thing for any free-man to lic vpon any occafion: much more of a Temple famous 0- 


uer all the world for ſanctity. For Apo» affirmeth that the Tewes in that ſacred Temple placed 


the head of an Aſſe, and worſhipped it moſt religiouſly. And this (quoth he) was manifeſtly M 


knowne at ſuch time as _Aztiochns Epiphanes ſpoyled that Temple , who found that Afles head 
being of maſſie gold, and great value. To this firſt ſlander I firſt anſwer , that were that true 
which he reporteth, yet an Agyprian ought not to haue ſpoken againſt vs for it: ſeeing thatan 
Aﬀe is of no lefle worth then a Goate,and other brute beaſts that they honour for gods. Was it 
poſhble that he knew not the contrary of his owne affirmations, by our deeds and Scriptures? 
For we vſe the ſame lawes that atthe firſt we did, and remaine in them without change, and - 
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A allthar our City (as others alſo haue) hath by the variable cucnt of warre,bcene vexed and trou- 
bled, and that Artiochus ſurnamed the god, and Pompey the great, and Licinins Craſſis,and now 
laſtly T?t#s Ceſar hauc all vanquiſhed our Temple, yer did they neuer find init any thing as Apr- 
92 aftirmerh, but ſincere piery,not lawfull tor vs to diſcloſe to ſtrangers. And as touching Amti- 
och, many writers of good credit report, that he neucr had any 1uſt cauſe to ſpoile our tem- 
ple, but that hee was drawne yntothis fact for want of money ; Not for thathe was our enemy, 
bur for tharas from his friends and fellowes, he ſought ſupply, and found nothing in that place 
that was worthy of deriſion : and thus doe Polyb;us Megapolitanus , Strabo the Cappadocian, 
Nicholas Damaſcene, Timagenes Caſtor the Chronicler, and Apollodorus auow, who all doe wit- 
nes, that Antiochus wanting money, brake the league he had with the [ewes,and robd and ſpoi- 
Ted their Temple being full of gold and filuer. Ap/oz ought to haue conf1dered this, had he not 
hadan Aſſes heart,and a dogs impudency, which he and his Countrimen worſhip for gods. As 
for vs,we do neither honour nor reuerence Afles,though the Egyptians do their Crocodiles and 


Aſpes, cſteeming them that arebirten by Afpes, and deuoured by Crocodiles, to be happy and 
fit for God. , 

But we eſteeme thoſe to be Afles which all our wiſemen do,to wit,them who beare burdens Who -_—_ 
impoſed vpon them; and if comming into a field they fall to ear, and doe not that which they amongſt the 


amongſt the 
ought to doe, wee vſe to beat them with many ſtripes, and force them totill the ground,and do lewes and 0. 
other drudgery.But Apion was either the greateſt Aſſe that euer was,intelling a lie;or elſe hauing **viiemen. 
begunne to doe it, hecould not compaſle his enterprizes, in that hee found not any uſt cauſe of 
detraction againſt vs. He addeth another fable ofthe Greekes detracting vs : to the which I will 
make only this reply, that it is more commendable and agreeing to piery, and lefle vncleanneſle, 
to paſſe thorow the Temple, then for Prieſts ro come and faine impious words and ſpeeches : 
which they not reſpeting, labourcd rather to excuſerhe facrilegious. Kings, then to write the Certain Hi- 
crutch of vs and our Temple; endeuouring tocurric fauour with Antiochus, and ro couer and hide phersgadeuor 
his ſacriledge, vied againſt our nation, for thar he wanted money, belccuing vs cuen in things to couer and 
that are to come. And Apron, as prophecying of the reſt, ſaith thar Antiochus found abed in INES. - 
our Temple, and 1n it a man lying, and a table ſer before him, furniſhed with all fowles that vic iury ang Nth 
either ſea orland, and that the man was hereat aſtoniſhed : And that ſo ſoone as Antiochus came 48x: 
into the Temple, he adored him as though he hoped for great helpe from rhe king , talling 


ny, , ; ; : Wp 
downe at his feet, and with a ſtrerched out arme, crauing licence to ſpeake : which the king 


granting, and willing himto declare what hee was, and why hee dwelt inthe Temple, and che 
cauſe of his meats before him ; the man warh ſighes and tearcs bewailed vnto Artzochns his ca- 
lamity, ſaying, He was a Grecian:and that trauclling in the country to get his liuing,he was fud- 
denly ſeized vpon by certaine out-landiſh men, and brought vnto the Temple,and ſhur vp there- 
in,and that no man might ſec him,and rhat he was there ted or fared with all dainties that could 
be prouided: and rhat at firſtrhis dainty fare made him ioytul,bur afterward he beganto ſuſpect 
it, and laſtly he was heereat amazed ; and then demanding of a levy that adminiſtred vnto him, 
for what cauſe he was therekepr, hee vnderſtood the ewes purpoſe, and law not to be reuealed, 
for the fulfilling whereof hee was there nouriſhed, and that the Iewes were wont to.dothe like 
euery yeere vpon a day appointed: and to take a Grecian ſtranger, and feed him a yeere, and 
then to carry him to a wood, and there to kill him,and facrifice him according to their rites and Yu 
ceremonies, and to taſte and cat ofhis cntrailes : and in theſacrificing of the Grecian, to ſweare oughtonce a 
to bee enemies to the Greeks, and the reſidue of the murdered man they caſt into a certaine pit, Jeererofacri= 
: x ; ea Grecian 
And that then this Greeke reported vnto Artzochus,that the time allotted varo him by the Tewes 
ro live was now almoſt expired,and therefore requeſted, for the reuerence he bare tothe Greci- I 
Sy ir lane gag" 
an gods, to ſauce his bloud from being ſpilt by the Iewes, and to free him out ofrhat imminent 
calamity. 2 
This fableis not only ſtuft full of all tragical cruelty, butalſo mingled with cruel impudency: 
* yet for all this,thefirſt deuiſers hereof do not free Antrochus from ſacriledge,as they hoped here- 
by to doe, who writ it purpoſely to flatter him. For that which they report of the Greek found 
in a bed, did not moue him to come and ſacke our Temple, he not knowing of it before he came 
and found it ſo (as they ſay.) Antiochus therefore was moſt impious,and not aſſiſted by Gods fa- 
uour in that enterprize, (wharſocuer theſe lyers mutter) as it is caſte to learne of the fact of him 
committed. For we doe not onely differ fromthe Greekes in religion, bur a great deale more 
from the Egyprians,and other nations:and what nation in the worldis there,that ſometime doth 
| not 
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not trauaile thorow our Countrey ? Is it then probable that we onely renue that conf} Piracy a- G \ 
oainſt the Greekes © Or how it is poſſible that ſo many thouſand people as are of our owne nati- 28 
on, ſhould all cate of theentrailes of one man as Apion reporteth © Or why did he not name this 
man whoſocuer he was: Or why did not the king carry him with trumpets into his country? ſee- 
ing that in ſodoing he might haue bineſteemed full of piery, and a great fauorer of the Greeks, 
& greatly ſtrengthen himſelfe againſt the hatred of the Iewes by their aide? But I omit to ſpeake 
more of this : for vnſenſible people voide of all reaſon, muſtnot be reprehended in word,but b 
| deedes : for all men that haue ſeene the building of the Temple, can teſtifie whar it was, and the 
Thedefcrip. Vadefiled purity thereof. For ithad foure porches about , and euery one of them by our lawes 
tion ofthe had ſeucrall keepers : and into the outward porch,all people, yea ſtrangers might enter without 
== breach of our lawes, women onely excepted that haue their monethly courſe. Into the ſecond 
porch it was lawfull for onely Iewes to come:and all Iewes might goe into it,and their wiues al- 
ſo when they were free fr6 pollution of their flowers. Into thethird porch, they onely of our na- 
tion that were purified and {anRified might come. Into the fourth, might only the Prieſts enter, 
who were cloathed with Prieſtly Stoles, and into the ſecret part of the Temple might only the 
high Prieſt come, attired with a Stole proper to him onely:yea we are 1nall things ſo carefull of 
picty, that our Prieſts are appointed houres when to enter into the Temple. 

For in the morning when the Temple was opened, the Prieſts that were to ſacrifice the 
hoſtes which were giuen them, entred into the Temple and ar nooneagaine when it was ſhut; 
yea it was not lawfull to carry any veſſell into the Temple: but there was onely there an Altar,a I 
Table, a Cenſer, and a Candleſticke, as is in our law mentioned , and: there is no other ſecret 
or hidden myſtery done, neither is there in that place any cating, and all the people can teſtifie 
this which I hauc here ſet downe, and our writings doe the like. For notwithſtanding that there

What then ſhall we ſay of pion, who examining nothing K 
of all theſe, hath raiſed ſuch incredible reports of vs? How ignomintous a thing it is for a Gram- 
marian, not to be able todeliuer the truth ofa Hiſtory £ Well, he knew the piery vied in our 
Tempe, but he purpoſely omitred it : yet could he remember to tell a fained tale of the acri- 
ficing of the Grecke, his dainty fareand that hidden food, that all men alſo that would, paſſed

Why thereforedothhe ſo raſhly accuſe vs for not worſhipping the ſame gods that other na- bl | 
tions doe;{eeing (as he ſaith)our predeceffours did fo eaſily belecue that Apollo would come vata | P

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A them,and that he walked vpon the earth with Rarres vpon his backe ? Perhaps indeed they had 
neuer before ſcene a candle or lampe, themſelues hauing ſo many : or itis likely that he walking 
thus quite thorow our countrey,whereſo many thouſand men arc,no one of them all met him ?7 
Did he in time of war finde the townes and villages,by which he paſt, without any watchmen 2 
Well, I omit the reſt. The gates of our Temple were threeſcore cubits high , twenty cubits The gates of 
broad, all covered with gold, yea,almoſtall of cleane gold, and theſe gates cucry day were ſhut the Temple, 
by two hundreth men:and it was too impious a thing to leaue them open. Is it then credible that 
this candle-bearer could eaſily open them, who alone was iudged to haue the aſſes head? So that 
now it remaineth doubttull whether Zabidis did bring backe againe the aſſes head,or elſe Apion 

B tooke it of him, and broughtir againe to our Temple, rhat there ©Atiochus might finde ir, and 
{o 4p/0z might haue another occafion of lying. He alſo bclicth vs concerning the oath which he Apionslis 
ſairh welewes do take, ſwearing by the God of Heauen and Earth,and Sea, neuer to fauour any concerning 
{tranger,and eſpecially the Greeks. This lier might berter haue ſaid,not to fauour any ſtranger, 3*oxhis 
and eſpecially the Agyptians,and ſo his former lies and theſe ſhould haue had better correſpon- © © 
dence with the beginning, if our anceſtors had beene expelled by their predeceſſors out of A- 
gypt,not for their wickednefle, but fortheir owne calamity. But weare ſo farre from the Greeks, 
that we {carcely cuer thinke of them: ſo that no man can ſay that there is any enmity betweene 
vsand the Greckes. Bur contrariwiſe, many of them haue embraced our religion, and ſome of 
them therein perſcuered: others againe haue forſaken it; yet none of them will ſay that he heard 
C this oath ſpokenof among vs: but it ſhould ſeeme that only 4pios heard of ir,in that he himſelfe 
indeed forged it. Truely his wiſedome and great prouidence is worthy to be admired (as ſhall 
hereafter appeare: ) for he, to prooue theſe his lies to be true, ſaith, thar itisa certainereſtimony 
that the lawes we obſerue are moſt vniuſt, andrthat we worſhip not God as we ought to doe, in 
that ve were ſubiect to diuers Nations, and our City endured many calamities : Whereas tou- Apion vpbral- 
ching themſclues,rhey are of a Ciry that flouriſheth in abſolute authority,accuſtomed to gOuerne ry one 
from the toundation thereof, and not to ſerue the Romans. Ineffec, who can reſiſt their ya- tie. 
lour? Truely no man but 4pzon would cuer haue flouted vs herewith, ſeeing that few Citics ſo 
flouriſh and raigne ouer other, that they.againe at no one time haue beene brought into ſubiecti- 
on: For many Nations are {abiec to others: only the Agyprians are freed from the captiuity of 
D ſuchas rule Europe and Aſa, for that (as they ſay) the gods flecing into their countrey,were ſa- 
ued by cntring 1nro the bodies of beaſts. Yet haue they nor indecd had any one dayes liberty 
ſince the beginning of the world,neither vader the goucrnment of their owne Princes, nor vader 
{trangers. | 
I will notſtand to reckon how often the Perſians haue waſted their City,deftroied their Tem- 
ples,and flaine their ſuppoſed gods. For it is nor decent that I ſhould imitate herein 4pions foo- 
liſhneſle : neither am I calling to memory what befellthe Athenians and Lacedemonins , the 
laſt of which, are recorded to haue beene moſt valiant , and firſt to haue beene moſt deuoute 
and religious:neither will I reckon vp thoſe moſt godly Kings,amongtt whom Creſ7 was one, 
who notwithſtanding fell into great calamities. Moreouer, I will aot recount how the Caſtle of 
Athens was ſet on fire,and the temples of Epheſus and Delphos likewiſe,and many others. There 
is now one Apzon, a new acculer of the Iewes, who vpbraideth them with their calamities , for- 
getting quite all miſery that hath befalne his countrimen the Zgyprians : bur hee was blinded 
with the fable of Seſoſtr;s (whom he ſaith ro haue becne King of Azypr.) We could report and _ . 
boaſt of our Kings, David and Salomon, who ſubdued many Nations vnto them : bur it is not fir Dann 
heere to ſpeake of them, But Apioz was ignorant of thar which allthe world knoweth, to wir, power, 
that the Agyprians haue ſerued firſt to the Perſians, and afrerwards to the Macedonians, and 
that as bond{laues : where we remaining in free liberty , raigned ouer all Cities round abour vs 
120, yeeres, euen vnto thetime of Pompey the great; and when all the other Kings were ſubdued 
by the Romans,onely our Kings for their fidelity and friendſhip towards them, were deare vnto 

F them. Oh, bur this ſticketh vpon 4piozs ſtomacke, that wee haue not had any famous men of 
our Nation, who haue inuented arts and ſciences, and beene excellent in wiſedome, ſuch as So- 
crates,Zeno,Cleanthes,and others, whom he ſetteth downe, were : and which is moſt to be admi- 
red, 4pion puts himſelfe intorhe number of theſe famous men: and faith, that Alexandria is ble{- Aptonprar 
ſed and happy, that hath deſerued to haue ſuch a Cirizen as he is : and great reaſon that he him- : 
ſelfe ſhould reſtifie that of himſelfe, which all menelſe perceiue in him,to wit,thar he is an im-

and morality, whereof one frameth and direcerh the ſpeech, the other the manners and actions, G 
whichbeing ſo, other lawmakers were indeed wie in aduice and counſell, and yet they made 
choice of one of theſe methods, and left the other : For the Lacedemonians were inſtructed in 
manners, and not in words, asalſo they of Crecte were : but the Athenians and almoſt all the 
Greeks were direccd and trained vp by lawes in cuery thing they were to doe, yet neuer could 
they put their written lawes in praCtice:bur our law-maker very induſtriouſly did conioyne both 
theſe together, for he neither omitted the training them vp in manners and good-cxerciles, nei- 
ther did he ſurccaſe to leaue them written lawes. And firſt of all, making his entrance from the 
very meates, and preſcribing to euery one a conuenient diet, he left no man liberty amongſt ys 
to dire himſelfe in the leaſt matter concerning his meat, but he by lawes defined, both from TD 
what meates we were to abſtaine, and what to cate, and what ought to be our ordinary diet, as 
alſo when we ought to labour, and when to ccaſe from worke; ſo that we as it were vnder the 
gouernment of a father or maſter, might neither ſinne willingly, nor for ignorance: for he did 
not appoint puniſhment for them that were ignorant of it, but by lavy enacted a moſt neceſſary 
and milde chaſticement for the voluntary offenders:and for this cauſe he did not onely will,that 
we ſhould once or twice or often heare the lawes, but that once euery week we all, omitting 0- 
ther buſines,ſhould come to heare the lawes,and fo learne them perfectly, which things all other 
law-makers as it is well knowne omitted : All which laudable cuſtomes all other law-makers 
haue neglected,and the moſt part of men are fo far from liuing according to their owne lawes, 
that they are altogether ignorant of them:and hauing offended their lawes through ignorance, | 
they then learne by other mens meanes,that they hauc made breach of their lawes, yea the chic- 
feſt and moſt eminent men amongſt them, doe profeſſe herein rhat they are ignorant, cauſing 
thoſe thatare learned and skilfull in their lawes, to ſit as it were in commiſſion with them to di- 
ret them, Whereas cuery one of our nation being demanded of our lawes, can anſwer as rea- 
dily as hce can tell his owne name: for cucry one of vs learning them as it were ſo ſoone as 
we come to the vſe of reaſon, wee haue them as it were written and printed in our mindes , 
and by this meanes both wee offend more ſeldome , and when we offend we are ſurcto be 
puniſhed. | | 

And this eſpecially is that which hath cauſed ſuch an vnity and concord amongſt vs. For to 
worſhip one Godall after the ſame manner, and nothing to differ in manner and conuerfation K 
one from another, is the onely way to eſtabliſh amity and concord in a Common-wealth. For 
only amongſt vsno man ſhall heare any different ſpeeches and opinions concerning God,which 
thing amongſt all nations elſe is moſt frequerit and ordinary : for amongſt them not onely cuery 
one of the comon people doth ſpeak his pleaſure in this point, but diuers Philoſophers alſo pre- 
ſumeto doit,ſom of them with their blaſphemous ſpeeches atrogether deſtroying the nature of 
God,and others with the like impudency denying him to haue any care of men:neither is there 
any difference amongſt vs of affaires pertaining to mans life, but all men with vs follow one 
common exprefle labour,and weallioyntly affirme the Son of God,and that he hath care of hu- 
maneaffaires,and all our actions and exerciſes: yea any one may learne of our women and chil- [. 
dren,that all things whatſoeuer, arc to be reduced to piety. Hence it groweth that ſome detract 
Our nation,for that amongſt vs were no men inuenters of new mattersand aCts: to whom we will 
thus anſwer,that other nations account ita glory not to perfiſt inany thing that their forefathers 
vſced, and hold them of moſt account amongſt them, that can beſt tranſgreſle their forefathers 
wiſcdome, But we contrariwiſe do account it the chicteſt point of wiſedomeand vertue, neither 
to doe,nor thinke any thing contrary to that which our anceſtors haue decreed, which is a token 
that our law was eſtabliſhed by as good aduiceas was poſſible. For thoſe lawes that in all points 
are notas they ought to be,are often by experience found faulty. But amongſt vs who belecue 
that our law was ſt eſtabliſhed by the will and pleaſure of Almighty God,nothing is pious and FF or 
vertuous which may any wiſe impugn the ſame. For who can take away any title therof,0t adde M 
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better in the ſtead ? or who is he that can transferre and carry vs from the obſcruance of them, IJ EF aft 
and ordain for vs better lawes to gouerne our Commonwealth ?

A keep our lawes, and obſeruc all other things belonging to their office with all integrity ; for our g,*7 . 
Prieſts are appointed ouer-ſeers of all things, and to tudgeall ſtrifes and controuerſies, and to people aroes 
puniſh the offenders. What monarchy then or kingdome can be more holy then this? Or how be made 
can God be better honouredthen amongſt vs, where all the peopleare prepared to piety , and _— 
the Prieſts commanded fo to rule and gouerne the common-wealth, as if chey were celebrating 
ſome feſtiuiry 5 And whereas other nations cannot celebrate their myſteries, which they tearme 
ſacrifices,in a few daies; we with 1oy and pleaſure and immutable wils,do celebrate our ſacritice 
continually without intermiſſion : It reſterh now that I ſer downe our precepts and lawes,as ar- 
guments of that which I haue ſaid. The firſt is of God : of whom our Law faith, God hathall of Goa and 

gthings, he is moſt perfect, moſt blefled, he is ſufficient both for himſelfe and all things elſc,he is of the divine 
the beginning, mid(t, and ending, famous amoneſt all things for his workes and benefits, more Ponce: 
manifeſt thenany thing elſe, but his ſhape and greatnes is to vs vnſpeakeable, all matters ( how 
precious ſoeuer) being compared with his excellent beauty are nothing worth, and all art com- The workes 
pared with his inuention is vnartificiall, we can neither ſee, conceiue, nor imagineany thing like *f God- 
him.He is holy,for we ſee his works;the light,the heauen 8 the earth;the:Sun,the moon, rivers, 
and ſea, fo many different ſhapes of liuing creatures, and encreaſe of fruits: All theſe God him- 
ſclfe made,not with hands or worke, nor as one needing any to helpe him, but he ſeeing them to 
bc good, they were preſently made. He is to be followed of all men,who ought to worſhip him 
by the exerciſing of vertue; for this is the moſt holy way to pleaſe him. We haue one temple.as 
alſo one God, which temple is common to all men, as hee is the common God of all men. For 
ſ1militude alwaies pleaſcth,him doe all our Prieſts honour with ſacrifice, and he amongſt them 
hath the firſt place, who by birth is the chiefeſt : and he firſt ſacrificeth ro God, ſeeth the lawes 
obſcrued, wdgeth controuerſies, and puniſheth thoſe that are conuicted by the law : whoſoeucr 
diſobcycth him, ſhall be puniſhed as one that rebels againſt God himſelte ; he offereth ſacrifices The cacrifices 
not pertaining to glutrony or drunkennes, for God is not pleaſed with ſuch ſacrifices, bur is ra- ofthe olde 
ther injured, and ſuperfluous expences are thereby made. . 

But God loueth them that aretemperarte, and orderly, and otgood behauiour,and eſpecially 

requirerh in vs that ſacrifice, an inuiolable chaſtiry. In our ſacrifices offered for our commoa 

=] good,wefirſt ofall pray in common,and then cuery one for himſelte, becauſe weareall tellows, 

#2 D and hethardclighteth herein more then in his owne life, 1s molt acceptable to God. Wee pray 

=) Aandvow vnto God,not requeſting riches of him,for he of his owae accord beſtowerh them vp- 

on cuery one,and left them amongſt vs : but we pray that we may haue part of them,and haning 

gotten them may keepe them.

Neither is ir lawfull for them to feaſt and banquet at their childe- [192 for ths 
birth, whereby an occaſion of drunkennes may grow, but that their beginning ſhould bee rem- * 
perate : they are likewiſe commanded to train vp their children in learning, that they may learne 

the law, and ations of their forefathers, and imitate them ; that ſo being trained vp in the Jaw 
they may not ſiane nor tranſgreſſe them by ignorance. 2

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Our law hath alſo prouided for the buriall of the dead , that our funerals ſhould neither be G 


pompeous, nor our ſepulchers gorgeous, commanding euery houſhold to performe all neceſſa- 
ries touching the buriall of their dead, permitting all men at any ones death to aſſemble them- 
ſclues rogether, and bewaile the dead: It alſo commanderh euery one (yea cuen the dead mans 
owne family) to purifie themſelues after the buriall, and ro goe afarre off, as ſeeming to be yn. 
clcane. Tr alſo appointcth puniſhment for them that haue committed murder,either wilfully or 
againſt their will. It bindeth euery man to obey his parents next after God,and commandeth that 
thoſe children that do not ſhew themſclues gratefull vnto them, or in any thing do grieue them, 
that they ſhould be ſtoned to death: Tt alſo commanderh all young men to reuerence old men, 


becauſe God is elderto vs all. It permitterh not friends to conceale any 1mpicty;for God is not H 


their friend who doth not diſcloſe them: and if friends fall out that doe know one anothers ſe- 
crets, yet they are commanded not to bewray them. If any Iudge takea bribe, he is to be puni- 
ſhed with death for omirting iuſtice, and afliſting the guilty. No man muſt take any thing away 
that he himſelfe placed nor; and no man.muſt take that which 1s not his owne. No man for len. 
ding muſt take vſury;and many ſuch like things our law commanderh,concerning cauſe of com. 
munion betweene vs and others. 

It is alſo not amiſle to recount how our Lawmaker prouided for the entertaining of ſtrangers 
amoneſt vs : For he ſeemeth ſo to haue prouided,that ro our knowledge we neither corrupt our 
owne lawes,nor deny to impart them to others:bur he entertainerh all liberally that will come 
and liue vnder our lawes, iudging the community of mans lite,not ſo much to confiſt in the na- 
tion wherof we come,as inthe vnity of our minds and conuerſation. He forbiddeth others that 
are ſtrangers, and come not with thar intent to be admitted to our folemnities; yet he comman- 
ded vs to exhibit vnto them,all other things neceſlary:and that we ſhould giue vnto all men,fire, 
water, meat, and bury them being dead. He harh alſo moſt mildly determined how we ought 
to deale with our cnemies, that weneither deſtroy their countrey with fire , not cut downe 
their fruit trees. We arealſo forbidden to rob and ſpoile thoſe that are flaine in fight, and deale 
iniuriouſly with our capriues; and eipcciall if they be women : yea he ſo endeauoured to teach 
vs humanity and mildnes,thar he prouided, that we vie euen vnreaſonable beaſts curteouſly, and 
only imploy them to ſerue our lawfull necd,and no further:for he forbiddeth vs to kill any tame 


thing bred in houſes,and char we ſhould nor kill the old birds and their young together, andal- x 


though many wild beaſts, enemies to mankind, doe affiſt vs 1n our labours, yet he commanded 
to ſpare them alſo. And in euery point he eſtabliſhed humanity and mildnes, amonegſt vs, vſing 
(as is before ſaid)lawes to direct vs therin, enacting alſo other, how they who infringe the fore- 
faid lawes,may be with all ſcueriry puniſhed : for the puniſhmear allotted to the violaters here- 
of,is for the moſt part death: as if any man commit adultery, rauiſh a Virgin, vſe the fin againſt 
nature with another,or ſuffer himſelfe to be ſo abuſed. We alſo haue lawes concerning our ſer- 
uants, and our meaſures,and waights, and vnlawfull bargaines and fales, or deceit, if either one 
rake any thing that is another mans, or which is not his ownezall rheſe are to be puniſhed not as 


other nations puniſh them, bur much more grieuouſly. But whoſoeuer either iniureth his pa- 


rents,or committeth impiety againſt God, he ſhall preſently be deſtroyed: bur they that obſerue L 


this law,are not rewarded with gold or filuer, nor with acrowne beſet with precious ſtone: but 
euery one hauing his conſcience to witnes,doth greatly profit,and gain eternity;as both our law- 
maker prophecieth, and God himſelfe doth moſt afſuredly promiſe to them thar obſerue them. 


Therewardof And if it chance that we be forced to ſuffer death for them, yer do we ioytully go to execution,

nothing doubting but that we ſhall ſo exchange this life for a better : I ſhould be loth to report 
this,if our deeds did not make it manifeſt : for many of our forefathers,onely for that they retu- 
{ed to ſpeake againſt our lawes,or otherwiſe then our lawes permitted, haue moſt manfully and 
conſtantly indured all torments and death it ſelfe.If our nation were vnknowne to all the world, 


The continu- and that this our voluntary obſeruarion of our lawes were nor manifeſt to all people,if any man

the lewes, 


ſhould report vnto the Greeks, that either he had read this which I haue declared,or elſe that he 
had found people in a ſtrange land,ſuch as we be,hauing ſo pious & honeſt opinious concerning 
od, and who had for many ages perſeuered therein; I doubt not but they would all admire 


and wonder hereat, conſidering the great mutabilitic amongſt themſelues. To be ſhort, there 


are ſome who ſticke not to deride them who haue lately written of the gouernement of Com- 
mon-wealths and lawcs , as though they had written things fabulous and altogether impoſli- 


ble, And that I ſpeake nothing of other Philoſophers that haue written ofthis - that 
tune 
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diuine Plato amongſt the Greeks, a man who in honeſt life, vertuous ſpecch, and ſound Philoſo- 
phic excelled all ochers. This man is almoſt continually fcoffed at by them, who in their owne 
Conccit arc $kilfull in ciuill affaires,and brought in as a Vice in a Comedic. Whereas whoſocuer 
conſtdereth his writings with diligence, ſhall often and eafily finde matrer agreeable with moſt 
mens manners: yea this P /ato himſelfe contetleth, that he dare not by reaſon of the common peo- 
ples ignorance ſer downe the true opinton of God. But many rhink Platoes words full of vanity, 
and licentiouſneſſe, and admire Lycxrgus, and cucry one commendeth the City of Sparta, tor 
that it ſo long time perſeucred in his Lawes. Itis therefore an enident demonſtration of vertue to 
remaine in their lawes. But if thoſe who ſo admire the Lacedemonians,doe compare them with 
vs, and thetime during the which their lawes were in force, with the time of our Commorn- 
wealth:they ſhall finde that ours hath continued morethen two thouſand yeeres, They thall alſo 
finde that the Lacedemonians did onely perfectly obſerue their lawes, during ſuch rime as they 
were in proſperity and liberty, and chat when their fortune changed, they then became vamind- 
full of their lawes. 

But wee, who haue felr many thouſand mi({-haps by reaſon of the often change of Princes in 
Aſia,haue not inrheſe our laſt miſeries and cuils forſaken our law. Neither can any man ſay,that 
liberty and licentious life is the cauſe, why wee ſo diligently obferue them , ſecing that whoſo 
pleaſe may ſee ſufficient proofe , that they tie vs to more ſtrict life and laborious, then thoſe of 
the Lacedemonians did them. For they neither tilled rhecarth, nor vſed any handy-craft, bur 
ceaſing from all labours and paines-taking, liued in their Citte far and faire-liking, hauing both 
their meate and all other neceſſaries prouided and prepared for them by others, and eſteemed 
thar onely their felicity to doe or endure any thing , ſo that they might prenaile againſt thoſe 
againſt whom they enterprized watres: and that they failed alſo herein, I omit to rehearſe; For 
not onely one or two of themar once, bur ofrentimes whole companies of them , forgetting 
their owne lawes,ycelded themſelues to their enemies. And can any one tell of, [ ſay not ſo 
many , but of one or two of vs that euer was treacherous to his owne lawes , or that feared to 
die for them 2 I meane nota common death, ſuch as ſouldiers are ſubject vnto, but ſuch a death 
as is affected by all rorments and tortures that can be deuiſed, Which I rhinke thoſe that preuai- 
led againſt vs impoſed vpon vs,not for hatred,bur that they deſired to ſee ſo admirable a matrer; 
and to ſee if wee being bur men, and ſuch whocſteemed it the greateſt impiery poſſible to doe 
it, could bee compelled by them to ſpeake or doeany thing contrary to our lawes. Yet it is 
no wonder thar wee for our law do die with ſuch conſtancy, rather thenany other Nation: ' for 
other Nations cannot abide to endure that which we account a trifle, ro wit, labour and ſimple 
fare, and tharno man cate whatſoeuer , or what hee defireth, to lic with them whom hee 
ought not, or to bee idle (except hee be of noble birth) or goe gallantly attyred : and weare 
alwayes carefull chat when we fight againſt our enemies, we obſerue our lawes concerning our 
meates. And thus wee take pleaſure to obſcrue and keepe our lawes, and to cxcrciſe fortitude in 
obeying them, | = 

Ler now Lyſimachus or Aolonns paſſe,and ſuch as they be,wicked lying writers, and Sophi- 
ſters, deceiuers of young men, and detracters of our owne Nation, as though we were the wic- 
kedeſt people liuing. As for me,I will not examine the lawes of other Nations: for it is our cu- 
ſtometo keep aud obſerue our owne,not to detract others; yea and our Law-maker openly pro- 
hibited vs from blaſpheming ſuch,as other Narions hold for gods,only for the name of God at- 
tributed vnto them : yet may wee not leaue the obtections of our accuſers vnanſwered, ſeeing 
that which we are to ſpeake againſt them, is not our owne deuice, but many before vs haue ſpo- 
ken it. Who then of all the wiſe Greeks will not condemne the moſt famous Poets, and eſpeci- 
ally,che Lawmakers,who at firſt brought and ſettled ſuch vain opinions of the gods among the 
common people? affirming the number of them to be ſo many as they thought g90d, and to be 
borne at diuers times one of another, allotting to euery one his proper place, as vato other [1- 
uing creatures : ſome to be vnder the earth, others in the ſea, and theancienteſt amongſt them 
in hell, fettered and bound : and thoſe whom they place in Heauen, in words they doe terme 
him a father, but in deeds they ſhew him to bea tyrant, and for this cauſe they report that his 
wife, his brother, and his daughter, whom they attirme to haue beene borne of his braine; con- 
ſpircd againſt him to binde him, and hang him, as they report him alſo, to hauc dealt by his fa- 
ther, Againſt theſe vaniries all excellent and wiſe men doe worthily inucigh , who belide this 
alrcady rehearſed, inderiſioa adde, how ſome of the gods are young, and ſome old; and ſome 
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infants, others are gods of arts and ſciences , and one isa Smith, another a Weauer, another a 


Pilgrime, and is at variance with mortall men, others delight in muſicke, others in ſhooting : 
moreouer,that they arcat variance one with another amongſt themſclucs, and thar they fall ou; 
one with another in mens behalfe,and that not onely one of them layeth violent hands vpon the 
other, but thar alſo they are wounded by mortall men,and ſorrow & tecle griete for the wounds: 
and that which is moſt abominable of all , doe vie carnall copularion with mankinde, and thar 
moſt vndecently, that their vabridled luſt is extended both to men and women. Then that their 
chiefe god of all, whom they call tarher,contemned and drowned certain women whom he him- 
ſelfe had decciued and gotten wirh childe, and that he could nor deliver rhe children borne of 
theſe women from calamity , for that deſtiny had obliged him , nor ſee their deaths withour 
tearcs. This is all good ſtufte, as alſo is that which tolloweth, to wit, adulteries commitred in 
Heauen,ſo openly,and impudently amongſt thegods,that ſome profeſle themſelues to enuy their 
fellow gods and goddefſles tied togerher in ſuch filthinefle. And what ſhould the reſt of them do 

when as their King andthe moſt ancienteſt amongſt them , could nor refraine his luſtfull licen. 
tiouſneſſe from the company of women 2 Moreouer, ſome of them became {cruants vnto men 

and ſome built houſes for money, and others became thepheards, others like malefactors were 
chained in hell. What man then that cuer was accounted wiſe, would not bluſh ar theſe follies, 
and reprooue the inuentors hercof, and the fooliſh belecuers alſo 2 Others preſumed to faine 


both terror and feare, and madneſle, and ſuch {implicity, as that they might be decciucd, and all 


other naughty paſſions to be found in the nature of their gods, and haue perſwaded whole citics 
to offcr ſacrifice to the moſt Noble amongſt them. And they are in grear perplexity, thinking 
that ſome of the gods are the giuers of all good rhings, others againcto be their enemies,and {0 
ſeeke to pleaſe them with gifts as they would doe wicked men; and they are verily perſwaded, 
that they ſhall ſuſtaine great damage by their meanes, except they do daily pacific their wrath 
by frequent gifts. What is the cauſe of this ſhamefull ignorance,and erroneous iniquity concer- 
ning God 2 Truely I am perfwaded, for that their firſt Law-makers were themſelucs hercinto 
ſceke, and ignorant of the nature of God , and that they did not faithfully deliuer vato their 
Common-wealth,ſo much as themſelues knew concerning this point: but as though ir had been 
a thing of leaſt moment, did wilfully let it paſſe, giuing licence to Pocts, and permitting them 


ro deitic and make gods whom-they pleaſed, and that the Orators ſhould write of the common- x 


wealths affaircs, and tell what them liked of ſtrange gods. Moreouer, the painters and image- 
makers amongſt the Grecks, had a great hand in making of gods,it being lawtull for themeucry 
one to frame what ſhape he liſt,and how he liſt, ſome of earth,others of colours: and the chiefeſt 
god-makers amongſt them vie iuory and gold to make their ood of; a true argument of their 
murable nouelty. And then the ancient gods whom they firſt ſo honoured and reuerenced as 
they could poſſibly deuiſe,being now withered with age,are out of credir,and other youngſters 
poſſe their places and honours: their temples alſo ſome are deſolate, others newly erccted, as 
men pleaſe. Whereas contrariwiſe, they ought moſt conſtantly to keepe their opinion of God, 
and his religion. 

A pollonius Molon was one of theſe proud fooles: bur thoſe Grecians that followed true 
Philoſophie, knew all that is already ſaid, and the cold reaſons of this allegory, and therefore 
did iuſtly deſpiſe them,and agreed with vs in the true and decent opinion of Gods nature. Which 
Plato well ſecing, affirmeth that Poets are not to be permitted in a common-wealth,and ſendeth 
Homer away very honourably crowned and anointed, leſt that he with his fables ſhould deſtroy 
or depraue the truc opinion of God. For Plato of all others eſpecially imitared our Law-maker, 
as hee did herein alſo, commanding all his Citizens thatall of them ſhould perfectly learne his 
lawes, and that for no caſualty, any ſtrange forraine cuſtome ſhould be admitted into their Ci- 
tie, butthat their Common-wealth ſhould be pure , and they perſiſt in the obſcruation of their 
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lawes. But _Apollonins Molon not reſpeting this, inucigheth againſt vs, for not receiuing into M 


our ſociety men of ſtrange opinions or religion, whereas not onely wedoe ſo, but commonly 
all Grecks, yea and the moſt prudent amongſt them. The Lacedemonians did expell all ſtran- 
gers, and did not permit their citizens to trauell into other countries, fearing that by both theſe 
wayes thcir lawes might be corrupted. They thereforeare to be ſpoken againſt rather then we, 
ſceing they neither admit ſtrangers to conuerſe with them, nor ro inhabit amongſt them, no 
nor imparttheir religion vnto them ; but wee,though nor deſirous to learne other Nations reli- 


gion, yet doe we not deny to impart ours ro ſtrangers that deſire to embrace it: which it [ bee 
| | not 
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A not decciuedis a token of magnanimity,and clemency in vs : but this ſhall ſuffice concerning 


the Lacedemonians, Apol/onins was ignorant how matters ſtood with the Athenians, who boaſt 
that their city 18 free from allnations : for they did moſt ſeuerely and without all mercy puniſh 
thoſe that did but ſpeake any word againſt their God. For what was the cauſe of Socrates his 
death 2 he neither betraicd the city to enemies, nor deſtroicd their temples, but only ſwore by 
aſtrange oath,which as he ſaid (whether in ieſt or in carneſt)adiuell taught him, and for this of 
fence was he put to death, by drinking hemlocke : his accuſers alledging, that he corrupted 
young men, and contemned the lawes and religion of his countrey. And this Socrates ſuſtained 


| being acitizenof Athens. 


Anaxazoras was of Clazomenia : and for that he affirmed the Sun which the Athenians wor- 
ſhipped for God,to be a fiery ſtone, he was by rhe ſentece of ſome few condemned to die. They 
alſo proclaimed;that whoſocuer would kill D:agoras of Melus,ſhould be rewarded with a talent 
for his labour,only forthat this Dzagoras was ſaid toderide their myſteries : Protazoras alſo had 
bin by them taken and pur todeatrh, had he not made quicke eſcape, only for that they ſuppoſed 


' him to haue written certain doubts of the Atheniangods. And what wonder is it that they fo 


vied theſe famous men, who ſpared not to vie the like cruelty vpon women 2 For they killed a 
prieſt, for that ſome accuſed her to worſhip ſtrange gods :and their law appointed, that whoſo 
did introduce ſtrange gods into theircity, ſhould bepuniſhed with dearh. Ir is therefore euident 
that they who enacted ſuch ſtraight laws, belceued not the gods of other nations to be gods:for 


C had they beleeued inthem, they would not haue depriued themſelues of the benefit of many 


gods. The very Scythians (who delight in manſlaughter, ſo that they very little differ from 
brute beaſts) yet do they thinke themſclues bound to maintaine their owne lawes,as beſt, fo that 
they ſlew Anacharſis a famous Greek, that came vnto them,only for that he ſeemed to attribute 


too much vnto the Grecian gods; yea thou maiſt finde many among the Perſians, who for this 
cauſe haucbecntortured. And it is euident that Apo/ſonius approoued the Perſtan lawes:for when 


the Greekes admired their fortitude and concord of opinions concerning God, I meane the for- 
titude they ſhewed in burning of their temples, this Apollonzns in all things imitared the Perfi- 
ans, violating other mens wiues, and putting our their childrens eyes; whereas our lawes ad- 
iudge him to death thar ſo vſeth vnreafonable beaſts:And neither the feare and terrour of poten- 


tates, nor the fauour of them whom all menreuerence, could euer cauſe-vs to forſake or aban- 


don theſe lawes : neither doe wee exerciſe fortitude, to the end to depriue other men of their 


| goods and fortunes by warre, but to keepe our owne lawes:and we who paticntly put vpall 0- 


ther iniury, yet ifany mando in our religion prouoke vs,we preſently ſecke reuenge, not reſpec- 
ting our ownability, yea though thereby wee worke our owne vtter ruine, and calamity. What 
therfore ſhould moue vs to immitate the laws of other nations, when they that made thoſe laws 
(yea euen the lawmakers themſelues) did tranſgrefſe them © Or how can the Lacedemonians a- 
uoid reproach for their inhoſpitality, and negleRing marriage 2 Or the Elians and Thebans for 
accompanying with men, contrary to the law of nature, which fact moſt ſhamefull, they dec- 
med good and neceſſary. Yea not contentto doe ſo themſelues, they allo aſcribed the like vnto 
their gods to be done by them (which the Greeks alſo now of late haue done) and tor this cauſe 
they refuſed to marry with their owne women , iudging their ſatisfaction ro be contrary to the 
preſcript of nature: But I will ſpeak no more of puniſhmenr,neither how great malefactors thoſe 
firſt lawmakers freed from puniſhment, being bribed with money, and how vniuſt they werein 
the lawes appertaining to wedlocke. Ir is long toexamine how greatoccaſtons of impiety they 
gaue. For many haue already long ago forſaken their lawes:which cannot be ſaid of vs,who for 
our lawes haue ſuffered lofle of ourcities, fortunes 8 liues,we keeping 6: perſiſting in our lawes 
cuen vnto death ;z and iFany Iew be ina ſtrange country where there is a tyrant King, yer doth 
not he ſo feare him,thar he would for his command in any iot tranſgreſſe our lawes.If therefore 
we do valouroutly endure thus muchFfor our lawes,all men muſt needs grant our lawes to be ve- 
ry good:bur ifthey ſay weſuffer all theſe calamities for ro maintaine wicked or naughty lawes, 
what puniſhment are they not worthy of, who hauing (as they ſay) better lawes then we, do fo 
eafily forſake them, whereas we do mainraine ours euen with our owne liues 2 Bur ſccing anti- 
quity of lawes is the greateſt argument to proue their goodnes, I will ſet downe of what anriqui- 
ty Our lawes are, together with our lawmakers opinion of the Deity ; if thereforeany one com- 
pare our lawes with the lawes of all nations, heſhall finde that ours are of more antiquity then 
theirs by many ages. For our lawes eſtabliſhed amongſt vs, haue beene imirated of all other nari- 
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ons : 
imitate ours, and our opinions of God; and in humility taught others, communion of life, and 
conuerſation: yea the common people did long fince imitate our piety: neither is there any nati- 
on cither Greeks or Barbarians, who haue not after ſome manner obſerued a Sabbath as we do, 
and faſting daies,and-candleſticks with lighr,all which they learned of vs, yea many do alſo ob. 
ſerue our cuſtoms concerning their meats,and our vnity and concord, wherin we excell all other 
nations,our community alſo and induſtric inarts and labours, and ſufferance for our lawes, And 
which is moſt to be admired, our law, not hauing any to force vs to obſerue it, hathſo obliged 


our hearts, that as God is of all the world honoured without.compulfion , fo arc our lawes 


amongſt vs all, we nor forced thereunto: And whoſocuer doth diligently conſider his owne na-. yy 


tion and family,ſhall find rhat which I haue reported,to be true. will now generally reprehend 
the voluntary malice of all men : for either they meane that we hauing theſe good lawes do yet 
little eſteeme them,and follow worſe,or if they do'nor ſo meane, let them hold their malicious 
tongue from any further calumniation. For I do not take vpon me the defence of this cauſe, for 
that I bearc any hatred to any man, but for that I and all the Iewes do honor and reucrence our 
Lawmaker,and belecue that whatſocuer he prophecied proceeded from God: yeaalthough our 
{clues did not know the goodnes of our laws, yet the multitude of them that imitate them, were 
a ſufficient motiue to induce vs thercunto. Bur I haue at large and with all fincerity diſcourſed of 
our lawes,and Cqmmon-wealth in my Bookes of our Antiquitic, And now I againe haue made 
mention of them heither in contumelie of other nations, nor in praiſe of our owne, but onely to 
reproue ſuch as haue moſt maliciouſly and impudently belyed vs, contrary to the kriown truth: 
AndI thinke I haue already fully performed that which I haue promifed, For I haue ſhewed 
our nation{contrary totheir affirmations) to be moſt ancient, which I haue proued by the teſti. 
mony of many ancient writers, who in their works haue mentioned vs. 

Our aduerfaries affirme vs to haue come of Egyptians: I haye ſhewed that our forefathers 
came into Egypt out of ſome other place. They alledge that we were expelled Egypt for their 
miſerie, in that they were infeRed with diſeaſe ; I haue proued that they came from thence to 
their owne country, by meanes of their owne proweſle and force,of their owne accord: Others 
labour to defame our Lawmakeras a wicked perſon, whoſe vertue many of ancient times, and ſo 


long timeas hath beene ſince him, do witneſſe. It is not needfull to ſpeake more largely of our K 


lawes: for they by themſclues appeare pious and good, and ſuch as doe nor inuite or incite vs to 
the hatred of other nations, but rather to communion and friendſhip, being borh enemies to ini- 
quity, and commanders of iuſtice, baniſhers of luxuriouſneſle, and teachers of frugality and la- 
bour: forbidding all wars enterprized for auarice,and preparing the people to ſhew fortitude in 
them, and for them; inflicting 1neuitable puniſhment vpon their tranſgreſſors, not eafily to be 
decciued by gluzing ſpeeches; and executing ination, all that they in word command: yet a- 
moneſt vs the execution of them and obſeruation is more ready thenthe words of them:I there- 
fore confidently affirme that we doe teach more pious and vertuous maners then other nations 
doe. For what can be better then inuiolate piety? what more iuſt then-to obey the law 2 what 
more profitable and commodious,then to beat vnity and peace amongſt our ſelues, and neither 
to forſake one another in calamity, nor iniure one another in proſperity , to contemne and de- 
ſpiſe death in time of warre,and in-peace to labour and till our grounds,and to vſe other arts and 
workes, and alwaies to thinke and beleeue, that God beholdeth all our ations, and ruleth and 
difpoſeth all things? IF this be either written or reſerued by any one before this time, wee ate 
thento thankethem as being their ſchollers : bur if they are knowne neuer before to haue beene 
extant,then we are knowneto be the firſt authors and inuenters of it. Let therefore all Aprons 


For chough the firſt Grecks did colourably obſerue lawes, yet all their Philoſophers did G 
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and Molons goe, and all others that with them are conuicted of lying and ſlandering. And this 


booke is written to thee Epaphroditus who louelſt the truth, and to others who by thee will, or 
are defirous to know the fame.

They ſhewed themſclues not to eſteeme of tor- t 
ments, fetters,nor no other ſorts of tortures impoſed vpon them : and to returne to our firſt ſay- \ 
ing, they premeditated patience, to endure whatſocuer the Iudges cruelty could deuiſe, I wall c 
therefore what I may, praiſe the fortitude of theſe brethren, or rather I will with all truth re- I 
hearſe the moſt worthy agony of theſe holy men, which deſerues all commendations;and ſetting R 
all adulation apart, proſecute with a bare hiſtoricall narration the manner of their martyrdome. M FE t 
Thedefcripti. Burt before I begin to declare the death of Nobility,I will alittle entreat ofreaſon,whichas I . 
GE _ haue affirmed,is no ſmall motiue to martyrdome. Reaſon it is, that makerh vs obſerue faſts and : 
| vſeabſtinence;itis reaſon that makes vs deſpiſe money,and by it weare taught not to account of 
dignitics and honours,which all men generally aime ar,yca reaſons gift it is that we do reſiſt the 
heat of luſtfull defires. Hence commeth ir, that hauing once ouercome ſuch things as the fleſh de- 
lighrs in,we findour ſcluesa little ableto reſiſt, we alſo learne to deſpiſe paings and torments,and 
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A ſo reſolute to ſuffer all things rhat ſhall be impoſed vpon vs. Which, thar it may more plainely 
appeare, let vs ſearch out the cauſe of this order, and wee ſhall ftinde wiſedome to bee the cauſe 
hereof, For no man can determine and diſtinguiſh good from euill, that is not endued with wiſe- 
dome ; this wiſedome is alwaies accompanicd with juſtice, and iuſtice is ſtill ioyned with ver- 
rue,and vertue and temperance cannot be ſeparated ; fo that this wiſedome confiſteth vpon foure 
parts. Beſides thele, there are two things that either do cauſe or hinder paſſion,ro wit, paine and Griefe and 
pleaſure: one of which we doe alwayes refuſe, and the other we doe alwaies deſire z yet where Painecaueor 
pleaſure ariſeth, and is preſently by reaſons rule put away, the mindeis there ſtrengthened ; and gon. © 
paine compared with glory , is through hope of a greater reward contemned before it come z 

B and being come, our minde is aſhamed not to ſuffer that which before it was reſolued to doe. 

Reaſon therefore is the guide of all our aftions, and by it we deſpiſe torments, and deteſt vice, 
which like a skilfull husbanamanpruneth and curteth away ſuperfluous branches, and killeth the _ _ 
hear of all corrupt and hurtfull humors, onely leauing that to remaine in vſe, which may ſome @y aoſined 
way be profitable to vs. 

Thus reaſon purifieth vs by paſſion, encouraging to ſuffer, and in our ſuffering and agony 
ſtrengrheneth vs. Who is not deftrous to eat of the fleſh of wilde beaſts and fiſhes? And who lu- 
ſterh not to car of feathered foules? nay,do not the dainty diſhes got either in ſea or land inuite 
vstocat of them? What then cauſcth vs to abſtainefrom them? that all men deſire them, yer no 
man cats them? Euen in this thing the mindeis taught ro ouercome it ſelfe in delightfull obieQts, 

C and to bridleall pleaſure,that when occaſion of marryrdome is offred,theminde ſerting aftdeall 
vanities, will not for a little pleaſure forget his accuſtomed verrue. 

For this cauſe was Joſeph iuſtly praiſed in that he was not ouercome by luſt, which raigneth in An _ 

a youthfull body : this reaſon ſo worketh with ſonnd aduice and mature counſell, thar it againe aſtih, . 
recouercth loſt triend{hip,and gettethnew,and ſuffereth no cruelty ro be committed. Of this we | 
hauealfo the example of Moſes, who had he not juſt occaſion to be angry againſt Dathan and A4- 
biram,rca{on (no doubt) would haue cauſed him to haue ſmothered all gricfe of mind. Did not 

our father 7acob with great vehemency reprooue his ſonnes,S;meorand Levi, rhar without reaſon 

they had ved ſuch cruclty,ſaying, Curſed be your anger? Which anger and wrath oftheirs had 

it beene bridled with reaton,neither had they beene curſed,nor the other had periſhed. For this 

D cauſe, God, the maker of mankinde, when he faſhioned vs and our manners, hauing finiſhed all 
hneaments of the body, hce now placed the minde to bee in ir, and to rule ir, leauing it certaine 
preceprs to obſerue and keep,to wit,temperance;and to imbrace and follow that which is good, 
and cleaue vnto tuſtice, and rule and bridle all pafſions inthe body ſubie vnto it , and obſerue 
the precepts of God. | 

Bur ſome will aske me wherefore wee offer to commit wickednefle, ſceing that reaſon ruleth 
our paſſion? But it is a ridiculous thing to thinke thar rea{on ſo ruleth, for reaſons rule cannot 
hinder the appetite from defire, but onely correc defire, and fo preuaile, that it ſuffer with pati- 
ence the loſle or abſtinence from ſuchthings as it deſired. For example ſake, reafon cannor hin- 
der thee from being angry , but it can ſo worke that thou commit no 1mptery when thou an- 
E gry : inlike manner, it cannot hinder thee from deſiring filthy pleaſure, yet can it cauſe thee not 
| toyceld vnto it. 
Reaſon therefore cannot vrterly extinguiſh vice , but onely bridle ir. Witnefle in this the a, jnfance 
example of holy Daxid, who fighting againſt ſtrangers with grear {ucceſle, and being at cuening 4a 
weary and faint,he came vnto his princely Tabernacle,that was guarded by his fouldiers, where 


he found them all at meate: yer himſelfe being rhirſty , durſt not drinke, notwithſtanding water «,,. gs. 2. 


was hard by,onely for that religion difſwaded him, for he had vowed not to drink betore he had 
conquered his enemics. Healſo forbade his men ro drinke, ſo that they might fight more cou- 
rageouſly. ifnot for that they were valiant, at leaſt for thar ſo they might haue drinke. Whiteſt 
thus his thirſt encreaſed, three young men of ſtrong bodies armed themfelues, and taking with 

F them a veſſell to pur water in,they went vnto their enemics camp,and there affaulted the watch- 
men, who for feare of death fled,and fo they paſt thorow the campe, till ſuch rime as they came 
where the water was,and taking ſome from thence,they broughrit to the King. Bur holy Dauid Dads ol - 
ſo bridled his humane appetite, that by reaſon hee quenched his deſire, and ſhewed an excellent \,\;akeive 


token of patience, teaching how the feare of God was to bee preferred before all things. For ta- nar] hee ſo

king the water he had much wiſhed for, and which had beene gotten with ſuch danger, hee pre- wa 


ſently powred it on the ground, as a ſacrifice ro God; chuling rather to die for thirſt, _ ”

offend the diuine maieſty:yer reaſon is not ſo forcible,thatir is able withour due conſideration to 


repreſſe the inordinate motions of the minde,and mitigate the griefe of the body. Bur it is now 
time to come to our hiſtory, yet is not this former diſcourſe to be thought impertinent, for that 
it is ſomewhat appertaining to the marter enſuing. Such was the wiſedome and fidelity of our 
forcfarhers,thar Selecs,King of Afta,enriched our Prieſts,and being a man of another religion, 
did aſcribe all his ations and worthy deeds to the religion and faith of our anceſtors. Bur wic- 
ked mens madnes could not herewith be ſatisfied. For one Sim07, hating the high Prieſt 0»:as, 
and finding no waics or meanes to be reuenged of him in his own country, went vnto Apollonines, 
Gouernour of Syria, Phcenicia and Cilicia, and before him in a publike afſembly told him, that 
he could help the King to an infinite treaſure, for (quoth he) there is hidden in ITeruſalem an in- 
finite deale of gold and filuer, whichby right belongeth vnto King $ eleucus, Apollonites hearing 


this, praiſed and commended Simon, and confiſcated the gold and filuer to the treaſure-houſe of 


Selencus ; and hauing authority from the King to ger it, he leuied an army, and ſo accompanied 


with $70n,came vnto our countrey,purpoſing if any violence were offred,to victhe defence of 
his ſouldicrs. 

When the treaſure-houſe of our Temple was now a ſacking,0#7a5 wept bitterly,and ſaid, that 
it was a heauy ſight to them ro whom this treature was commitred, to ſee it,or any part of it ta- 
ken away. But CApollonizs, neither reſpeRing the teares and intreaties of the old men, women, 
nor children, preſſed into the Temple, they all praying God to puniſh him, and to defend their 
Temple. Being now with agreat guard of armed men encred into the holy Temple, there appea. 
red certaine Angels on horſcbacke with weapons in their hands, and ſhining with a fiery flame 
about them, and they daunted the courage of this Infidell Apoſonizrs, who preſently tell downe 
flat vpon his face; and lying ſo a great while,at laſt he came a little ro himſelfe: and riſing vp, he 
leaned vpon his ſhoulder who keptthe Temple,not being able to ſtand alone, he was ſo terrified 
with the viſion he had ſeen. When he came a little ro himſclte,and was in ſome hope of recoue. 
ry, he ſtretched both his hands towards heauen, and humſclfe deſpairing to obtaine pardon for 
his offence commitced,he beſought the Hebrews (whoſe Temple he came-to ſpoile) ro make in- 
terceſſion forhim, himſelfe with reares crauing pardon for his offence, and not onely acknow- 
ledging his fault, but alſo confeſſing himlelte to hane deſerued death, and all puniſhment poſſi- 


G 


ble. Holy 0z4as ſecing this,and fearing alſo thar if Apollonzzvs ſhould then dy,the Hebrews would x 


be ſuſpeed to haue made him away,he made praycrs to God for him, and ſo obrained his ene- 
mies life. Apollenius preſently haſted ro Seleucue to let him vaderſtand what had hapned: but 
when he came he found Selencus dead,and Artiochus raigning in his ſtead,a man of tyrannous na- 
turc, who bare an ancient grudge to 0zas the high Prieſt: and therefore made 7aſon his brother 
high Prieſt in his ſtead; 1aſoz promiſing Antiochus, in lieu of this good turne, to pay him 3660. 
talents of {i[ucr cuery yeere. 

This Iaſon being now made High Prieſt, and chicfe amongſt all the nation of the Tewes, hee 
preſently forced all the people to impiety,and to forſake religion; ſo that ro build baths, he hin- 
dred the defence and building of the Temple, and all Doctors of our nation conſpired with him 
in this iniquiry. But hercat God was preſently wroth: who being difpleaſed, it was not needfull 
to ſecke forraine enemies, for Artiochus himſclfe was incited to rage againſt them. Who war- 
ring againſt Prolomeus, King of Egypt, he heard it reported that the Iewes did deeme him to be 
dead, yet was he very gallantly entertained by the inhabitants of Teruſalem : and preſently after 
the fight, he made an edict, that whoſo amongſt the Iewes refuſed to offer ſacrifice to the gods, 
hee ſhould preſently dye vpon the whecle. But the godly minded of our nation did little 
eſteeme this edi, yea the women circumciling their infants (as our law requireth)did afterward 
caſt themſelues downe headlong, to the end that they might ſo obtaine a preſent death with- 
out longer delay. CAntiochus perceiuing that the ſeuerity of his Edict could not compell the 


Hebrewes to forſake their religion, but that men voluntarily did chuſe death ; he fitting in an M 


eminent place from whenceall the Iewes might behold him,calling all of them together, he cau- 
{ed ſwines fleſh to be ſacrificed vpon the altar, and to be offered to cuery Hebrew to cate. A- 
monegſt this whole multitude aſſembled from all places,was one Eleazar a Prieſt well inſtructed 


= dad in learning, and the feare of G OD, a man of aged yeeres, and of a very reuerend countenance,

one that was knowne to all men,and famous for his vertue. To this man Artiochus ſaid thus : Be 


mm © aduiſcd by me, holy old man, to eſchew thoſe torments prepared for ſuch as are obſtinate, pre-

ſerue thy reuerend age,and-contemne not the benefit of this life, take the ſacrificeandeate - the 
wines 
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A wines fleſh: for it is contrary roall wiſe mens aduice to credit the Tewes opinions, and to refuſe ,; 
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that mear which nature hath as well ordained for mankindeas any other. We ſhew our ſelues ,, 
vngratefull for Gods benefits, who contemne his graces, and make difference where nature hath ,, 
made none; or what reaſon is there to ſhew that this beaſt is more abominable then others * Ei- or 


ther all beaſts are to beearen,or elle all to be eſchewed-: ir is ſuperſtition and idleneſſe to bar our ,, 


{clues from any thing by a law,when we haue no other for it but our will. Set apart thoſe vaine ,, 
and ſortiſh opinions,and at leaſt in this venerable age change thy opinion into better. Or ſuppoſe ,; 
your lawes are forcible and to be obſcrued, yet will they excuſe thee, ſeeing thou doſtnot finne ,, 
voluntarily, but by compulſion.

Eleazar,being permitted to ſpeake, thus replyed to Antiochus, who both exhorted and forced Eleazarsan- 


him to breach of his lawes. We, Antiochas,do not follow a vaine report, but we obſeruethe veri- 
ty of religion which our fathers kept, and feare of rorments cannot make vs embrace another re- ,, 
ligion,and forſake our owne:yea,ſuppole our religion delinered tovs by our fathers had no firme 
grounds, yet would I in nothing,no not compelled by torments,forfake ir.

Gods ſake is inflicted vpon vs,and notto deny thetruth,iuſtice or ptety, or GOD, who alone is _. 
true:and therefore I refuſe this profane meat, well knowing what I ought to cate, as warranted - 
therein by the precept of Almighty God, whole Jawes I haue learned to obey, and efchew all 
meats ſacrificed to Idols, and embrace with all my force that which 1s expedient for the ſoulc: : 
it is open tyranny to compell any one to that which religion forbiddeth, and to command that 
which is contrary to iuſtice. Do whatthou wilt,mock at thy pleaſure, yet ſhalt thou be more de- | 
rided then thou thy ſelfe derideſt.I will perfiſt in the holy ſteps of my forctarhers;norwithſtan- || 
ding thou therefore with tyrannous hands pluck out mine cies,and with a ſharp knife rip vp my |.

Whil Eleazar,full of conſtancy and liberty,ſpake thus, the ſouldiers that ſtood thereabour ſer wt 
y whipped 


haled him to be tortured;and ſtripping him naked,they hanged him vp, and whipped him, and 
whil'| on either {ide he was bcaten,a crier with an impious voice ſtill cried vnto him, Obey the 
Kings pleaſurc and command, But worthy Zleazar was not ouercome by torment, bur ſuffered 
all tortures,as though he had beene in reſt and fleepe,and did mantully and withour feare endure 
all corments : and fixing his venerable eyes vpon heauen, he knew in whom he belecucd, and to 
whom he ſacrificed his ſoule; and beholding the fleſh on eachi1de rent and rorne from his body, 
and the blood iſſuing our in great aboundance,he admired his owne patience, and thanked God 
the author thereof. Ar laſt, ſeeing in himſelfe the frailty of all fleſh (which is ſcarcely able roen- 
dure ſo ſharp torments) he fell ypon his face, which with ſtripes was all rent and torne, ſtil] glo- 
rifying God,as he did before his fall. Then one of the ſoldiers to gratifie the King,did like a mad 
man ſpurn and tread vpon him, therby to increaſe his zorments more. But E/eazar,both ſtrong in 
body and mind,did like a right champion of the true God, neuer ſhrinke at thoſe paines,but this 
paticnt old man did by patience ouercome thecruelty of his tormenters,{o that cuen the torturers 
themſelues admired, that he endured fo many torments. Then the Kings officers comming vnto 
him,faid; How long Eleazar wilt thou neglect to obey the King, and to free thy (elte from tor- 
ments? eate of the fleſh of ſwine,and redeeme thy ſelfe from all thou endureſt. E/eazar,although 


inthis martyrdome he had beene {ileat, yer could he not without anſivering endure to icnly lo 
protane

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« profane counſell, but as tormented with this ſpeech, he cried out 3 Weſonnes of the Hebrewes G 
« are not ſo effeminate as to forfake the way of our ſaluation, wherein we haue walked euen vntill 


our old age, neither are we taught for the auoiding of contumely which will not long continue, 
to giue others example and occaſion to finne. It is but awhile that this lite is to continue: ſo thar 
we forſake but a ſmall trifle, yet hope we for that which is of great moment. Wilt thou tyrant 


« eſteeme of vs if we ſhould yeeld vnto thee? nay, thou mighteſt iuſtly reproue our inconſtancy, 


We will thereforediczand reſigne our ſoules (O venerable father Abraham) into thy boſome. 

The ſoldiers ſeeing his conſtancy,did by the Kings command caſt him into the fire,and pow- 
red ſtinking and loathſome liquors into his noſtrils. All which this reuerend old man did moſt 
willingly ſuffer, and ſo was conſumed with the flame :* yet when nature began to faile, he ſpake yy 
after this manner, lifcing vp his dazeled cies to heauen: Thouart he (O God) from whom life 
and faluation proccedeth: behold,I die for obſeruing thy lawes,be mercitull to this thy nation, 


« and do not forſake them whom thou haſt hitherto protected, euen in thy boſome,and vnder the 


ſhadow of the wings of thy clemency,let my death endall miſery,and pacifie thy wrath bent a- 


« oainſt our whole nation for their offences, receiue me for them all, and beſtow them all vpon 


me. And amidſt theſe fpecches he ioytully yeelded vp the ghoſt. 

It is moſt true therefore which weat firſt affirmed,to wit,that the enduring of paines and tor- 
ments is wrought by our reaſons lore : which oncedetermined and refolued, maketh a proſpe- 
rous ſuffering of paines with all patience, which wiſely aduiſing men to that which is beſt, doth 
ſettle and confirme our opinions to follow it. If therefore reaſon and the inferiour powers be at 7 
variance,we muſt ſubie&t them to reaſon if we will make a perfect victory. With this guide of 
reaſon our father Eleazar was moſt ſafely directed, neither to be ouercome with paines, nor to 
give placeto any vnlawfull inticements and allurements , he ſaued the ſhip of his body from all 
ſhipwracke that might ariſe by the rempeſtuous ſtormes of vanity, and ſuffered himſelfe with 
no contrary wind to be driuen from the right courſe : yea,though it was toſted vpon the waues 


of tyranny, yet did it remaine ſound and vnbroken, and keeping a direct courſe, arriued in the 


hauen of {aluation. Neuer any man did ſecke ſo valiantly to defend his city from an enemy, as 
this holy old man did his ſoule, who amongſt ſtripes, croſſes and flames, was {till the ſame man 
he was before. For as the top of a high rocke ſtandeth fate , and reſiſterh the waue without a- 
ny domage vnto it ſelfe;euen ſo did the rocke of reaſon in this man beat backe the rage of thoſe K 
tempeſtuous waues, that did beat againſt his body, not permitting them to breake in and pearce 
the celeſtiall and diuine power of the ſoule. O happy old man,more bleſſed then all of thy age, 
O Prieſt more ſacred then all other Prieſts, who didſt not pollute thy ſacred lips with profane 
meats; impiety found no entrance that way,from whence ſo many prayers to God had procee- 
ded. The tyrants cruelty could not preuaile againſt thee, rhou therefore art made an example 
for all Prieſts of God to imitate. Sucha one behooued it a Pricſt to be, more ſtrong then tor- 
ments, moreable to ſuffer then the rorturers to inflict puniſhment, more forcible then Princes 
commands,yea and more potent then the fire, wherein thou didft periſh : and finally, thou waſt 
ordained to be crowned with the lawrell of martyrdome for thy ſufferance. Thou haſt ſurpaſſed L 
all antiquiry,thou ſhalt be an example to all poſterity. If then feeble old age,whereinall ſtrength 
and heate of body was extinguiſhed, now vnfit to ſuffer torments(as being already broken with 
age) could by the aduice of reaſon endure ſo many torments, ſo many miſeries, who dare deny 
reaſon to be the chiefe cauſe of our ſufferance 2 We haue ſeene that all cruelty hath beene oyer- 
come by a determinftion to perfiſt in the ſeruice and feare of God: yet many athrme, that nor all 
men who vſe the aduice of reaſon are able to vndergoe ſuch agonies; bur their affertion is vaine, 
andof no force:for moſt euident it is,that he onely is ouercome by paine,whom wiſedome hath 
not armed with patience. And no maruell if he, who raſhly enterprizerh ſo waighty a matter,and 
without due conſideration, doe at laſt forſake and repent himſelfe of that which he ſo vnaduiſed- 


ly vndertooke. But if we with due aduice and deliberation arme our ſelues,it is not ancafie mat- M 


ter ro remooue vs by any misfortune from our determination; when we make account that miſ- 
fortune will betide vs, we are not caſily diſmaied thereat when it doth betide, for that nothing 
befell vs that we expected not. | 

Therefore he thatis wiſe and valiant,is able to conquer his paſſions, for that he doth well de- 
liberate, and when he commeth to his agony, can put hisdeterminationin execution, Neither 1 
the wiſedome ofthis old man ſo much to be admired,ſecing children,and asit were infants,haue 


lo deſerued commendarions in this point, thatthey did worke aſtoniſhment in their —

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A tor che courage and cruelty of Antiochus, being ouercome by the wiſedome of old age, was now , . , 

the more increaſed , and by wicked counſell cauſed ſerien worthy children of the Hebrewes to cs 
be brought vnto Anrioch,out of their Caſtle Soſandrum,who being young in yeers,and ſo as he nebleyoung 
thought weake and vnable to ſuffer rorments, his hope was that either by periwaſions or terror Jeootthe | 
or tortures, he might force them to renounce their religion. Hee therefore commanded theſe their mother 
ſeuen, together with their mother Salomona who now grew well in yceres, to be brought before **Þ< brought

him : ſo they according to his command were brought, being of excellent beauty, and worthy 3 acc. 7. 


children of {o vertuous a mother; yea rhey reſembled Angels, their faces ſhining like the cleare 

light of the Sunne, their eyes ſparkled in moſt comely and decent manner,as teſtifying that they 

B ſurpaſſed in vertueall other of humane race and condition. She was deſcended of moſt vertuous 

and noble parentage, and fo ſhe her ſelfe had continued and lined; bur that excellent feature of 

body, enriched with nobility of blood and dignity, was now alſo made more noble by vertue 

and fortitude, wherein ſhe paſſed all other things that could be ſaid in her commendarions, The 

tyrant beholding them,and their morher amongſt them, with merry and gladſome countenance, 

he thus craftily ſpake vnto the children:I wiſh your good(O admirable young men) for ſo both Thekingser: 
your beauty of body and noble parentage perſwade me: doe not therefore like mad men reſiſt + trades, 
my command,auoid not onely.torments bur death alfo. For I deſire not only to exalt you vnto ,, 
honour, bur alſo to encreaſe your riches and poſſeſſions, contemne the ſuperſtirious and ſuper-.,, 

fluous belicte of your countrimen, and imbrace our religion: Which if you refuſe to doe (as I ,, 

C hope you will nor) I will deuiſe all torments, whereby I may by a lingring and painefull death 

conſume you. And to the end to terrifie them the more, he commanded all inſtruments of tor- 

ment to bee preſented vnto their view and eye-ſtghr. So wheeles, rods, hookes, rakes, rackes, 
cauldrons,cages, gridirons, were brought forth; and engines to torment the fingers and hands, 
oauntlets,awles,bellowes, brazen pots,and frying pans : tor thele are the names which we find. 

For that which I tearme bellowes,was a thin plate of iron to kindle or blow the fire with, like a 

fan, and farre more horrible deuices of torments were ſhewed vnto them, too long to rehearſe: 

whereof they hauing had a ſight, Antiochns ſaid : 

Conſent vnro me, O prudent young men: for if that I command you to commir a finne; yet Theyoung 
doe not you offend in doing it, ſeeing you commir it onely vpon compulſion. But the young om 
youths inflamed with a diuine ſpirit and ſenſe, contemned ſo many kindes of rorments, and 
deſpiſed the tyrants threats and fAlatterics ; and moſt godly (tor they gaue him no iuſt occaſion) 
they did driue the tyrant into a great rage. And by this it is euident how reaſon is maſter ouer 
paſſion : for if any tlothfull man not before trained vp to it, ſhould of a ſudden come to ſuch 
a puſh, at the very ſight of ſuch torments, his mind would haue beene troubled,and his counte- 
nance appalled, his legs vnder him would haue trembled, and he with feare confounded: ſo that 
he would preſently haue ſtept backe from ſuch an agony, and would forthwith haue alleadged 
himſelfe vnable to beare ſo many and ſo grieuous-rorments,ſaying, My ſelte being vawiſe, what , 
ſhold I haue made choiſe of? Whetherto endure thoſe torments,or accept of the promiſed bene. ,, 
firs? Whether ſhould I haue bin mooued to pity mine owne age, or to compaſſionate my mo- ,z 
E ther? God would not haue denicd pardon for this deed, [I being forced thereunto: and by doing 3, 
it though againſt my will,I ſhall getthe Kings fauour. But where reaſon and aduice taketh place, , |

The tyrant greatly mooued, to ſee that he could neither preuaile by faire promiſes, nor by

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threatnings,he cauſed them to be beaten with buls pizzles: and firſt of all he commanded Mac- G 


Antiochus Cabens,the eldeſt of the ſeuen brerhren,to be ſtript, and ſtretched out vpon a racke, and his hands 
commanded tg he bound behind him, and then to be molt cruelly beaten, who wearicd his tormenters by 
uo ah ſuffering (ſo great the force of vertuc is) fo that they defired more to leaue beating him,then he 
requeſted they ſhould leaue. This done, he was put vpon a wheele, and a waighr hanged at his 

feer, and fo ſtretched round abour it, that his finewes and entrailes brake, and ſo his paines in. 

creaſed : yer he being ouercome with paine, his mouth was not for all this ſtopped or hindered 

from calling vpon God, who beheld all; and reprouing the tyrant who deuiſed thoſe torments 

cc for the innocents, and taking ſtrength, he is ſaidto haue cryed our after this manner; Bloudy ty- 


« rant, who perſecuteft the Maieſty of God : I, whom thou thus tormenteſt, am no Witch, nor 


« one who haue murdered and killed another man,but one who dies for iuſtice,obſcruing the law, H 


&« and for charity. Then when the torturers, oucrcome with compaſſion, willed him to ſubmir 
« himſelfe vnto the Kings pleaſure, he anſwered : O ye wicked muniſters of tyranny ! your wheels 
« arenot ſo ſharp and cruell, thar 1 thereby will be forced to forſake heauen, whereon my mind is 
« fixed: teare my fleſh; yea,if ſo you pleaſe, roſt it at che fire: torture and torment each parcell of 
« my body with ſeuerall cruelty ; you ſhall forall this finde your {clues vnable to force vs young 
« men toimpiety. | | 

The dearhof As hce thus ſpake, a fire was kindled, and hee, as he was vpon the wheele racked , was ſo 

theeldeſt  throwne into the fire: and thus he was by flames and torments ſo burned, that his bowels ap- 

A peared; his mind nothing moued when his fleſh yeelded ouercome with paines, who amidſt his 


&« pangs cryecd thus vnto his brethren : O beloued brethren, learne of me an example of vertue, I 


&« conſider the ſtrength of an inuincible courage , contemne and deſpiſe the alluring bai:s of this 
« world, and rather obey God then this tyrant, who can if he pleaſe humble rhe proud and migh-

thren and mother ; and went before them to heauen, there to prepare a kingdome for himſelte

« ward for it in heauen. Let theſe rorments inflicted vpon me (O tyrant) ſatisfie thy cruelty, for

Whertore he commanded a globe to be broughr,and tied the holy martyrabout it in ſuch 
fort,that all his bones were ſer out of ioint,and diſplaced:whereat the holy martyr was nothing 
diſmaid, Th skin alſo of his head and face was puld off,and then he was put on the wheele: bur 
he could not be rackt any worle; for that his bones wereall diſplaced, and did hang one ſepara- 
ted from another in moſt pitifull manner : and when blood iflued from him aboundantly , hee 
was depriued of the vſe of his hands and feete; but perceiuing his life to be ſpent, he ſpake thus

Next after, followed Iudas,the fourth brother, whom all the people perſwaded and entreated 
co obey the King: bur he, contemning their praters and exhortarions, ſaid thus with all conſtan- 
Cy : Your fire ſhall neither ſeparate nor feuer me from the Law of God, nor from my brethren, 
who in ſtead of this mortal life entoy life euerlaſting.I denounce vnto thee,O ryrant,deſtruRion 
and ouerthrow; but to ſuch as belecue,ſaluation: make triall of me therefore thou cruell wretch, 
and fee if God will forſake me, who hath with open and ſtrerched our armes receiued my three 


brethren thar are gone before me , and whom the wombe of fo holy a mother at ſeuerall times: 


brought forth vato glory. The cruel tyrant hearing this, was much moued,and leapt down from 

C his chaire to torment this martyr himſelfe,that ſo he might ouercome him, and in his fury com- 
manded his tongue to be cut forth: bur he hereat not terrified, ſaid ro Antiochus, This cruel- 
ty will nothing auaile thee, neither ſhalt chou hereby tyrant, as thou ſuppoſeſt , conquer me. 
Our God needs not by voice to be awakened, bur rather by ſecret cogiration to be praid vnto to 
help his ſeruants : he prouideth for them that hold their peace, and heareth the prayers of ſuch 
as do call vpon him,ifthey deſerueto be heard,and only requireth purity of ſoule. For our God 
knoweth allrhings before we aske;and before we our ſclues enter into cogitation thereof, he vn. 
derſtandeth our neceſfity : cut out my tongue,thou canſt not cut out my mind while my life re- 
maineth. Thoſe prayers which by it I haue vttered ro Almighty God, haue taught it to ſuffer: 
would God thou wouldlt fo ſanctific all parts of my body by puniſhing them, tor thou therein 

D infliteſt puniſhment on thy ſelfe,and reward vpon me,and rhink not that thou ſhalt thus eſcape 
long vnpuniſhed. When he had thus ſpoken, his tongue was cur out of his mourh, and he bound 
to a ſtake,and there he was beaten with ropes ends:and he did patiently endure this,notwithſtan- 
ding the colour of his face became dead and wanne, Being looſed from thence, he was put vp- 
on the wheele: and then praying for his countrimen , he by dearth went vnto the reſt of his bre- 
thren. | | 

Then Achas, the fift brother, before he was haled to torments,ſpake in this manner ; Behold 
(thou tyrant) I come to be puniſhed before thou command me, hope not therefore any ior ro 
alter his minde who as thou ſeeſt defireth to be tormented. The bloud of my foure innocent bre- 

- thren, which thou haſt ſhed, hath condemned thee to hell-fire : I am co make them vp the num- 
E ber of fiue, that by it thy paines may be encreaſed. Tell me(bloudy wretch)for what offence by 
vs committed doſt thou thus puniſh vs: for what impiety doſt thou ſo perſecute vs? whar villany 
haue we committed? what wickednefſe, what naughtinefle haue we attempted £ This is all thou 
canſt alledge againſt vs,that we honor God our Creator,and liue iuſtly in obedicnceof his lawes, 
and therefore do not eſtceme thy puniſhments : but they are to vs honour and ſaluation, and not 
puniſhment : we ſhall be greatly rewarded by God, if no part of vs be left free from torment. 
Whil' thus he ſpake , his execurioners by the Kings command rooke him and caſt him into a 
brazen pot,and was preſt dowac in ir,his head to his feet:and afterward he ſuffred all other tor- 
ments, which his brethren had endured;yet not amazed hereat, he ſuddenly ſtarted vp, and thus 
bitterly inueighed againſt the tyrant: Cruell tyrant, how great benefits doſt thou againſt thy 
F will beſtow vpon vs ! yea, the more thou art incenſed againſt vs, the more acceptable to God 
ſhalt thou make vs: yea,I ſhould be ſorry if thou ſhewedſt mercy vpon me. This ſhort affliction 
eaineth vs life euerlaſting; if this temporall death ſhould not beride me, euerlaſting lite could 
not befall me. And thus he tiniſht his agony,and dyed, 

Thea the tormenters laid hands vpon the fixt brother, who was called Areth, whom the ty- 
rant permitted either to chuſe honour or puniſhment : bur he aggrieued at his offer , ſaid; Al- 
though(tyrant)I be younger in yeers then my 6 ty brethren, yer my conſtancy of _ ro 
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Theyalour of theirs is not inferior: for we wereall nouriſht vp together,all rogether inſtructed,and we will all 
thefixtbro. 1: £50ether in the feare of God. Haſten therefore to thy deuiſed rorments,and that time which 
ter < thou wouldeſt ſpend in exhorting me, ſpend it in deuiſing torrures for me. Antiochus hereat con- 
founded, commanded him to be bound to a pillar with his head hanging downe, in fuch wiſe ag 

humors running into 1t might cauſe ache: and this done, he cauſed a fire to be made ſo far off him, 

that itcould not burne him, bur roſt him. He alſo commanded him as he hung to be pricked with 
awles,that fo the heat might pearce into the holes they made in his fleſh. Whil'{t thus he was tor- 

mented, much blood like froth gathered about his head and face,and he then ſpake in this maner; 

« O noble fight! O valiant war! O ſtrife betweene piery and impicty! Theſe men haue paſt their 

« agonics, whoſe Crowne of Martyrdome 1s the puniſhment of their perſecuters: I do moſt wil- 

« lingly follow my brethren, that as by blood I am comoyned vnto them, {0 by death I may not 

« be ſeparated from them. Deuiſe,O tyrant, ſome new torment, for theſe which thou haſt already 

« deuifed,are already ouercome. O maſter of cruelty, enemy ot piety,perſecuter of 1uſtice! weſix 

« worthy young men haue conquered the Kings power, and what his Kingdome or the whole 

« world could afford. Thy fireis coldand heaterhnot,and the Kings weapons are bended and blun- 

« ted in our bodies; our God giueth vs more courage to ſuffer,then thou haſt to puniſh: and ſo the 
Theſixtbro- precept of God remainerh firme in vs. And as he thus ſpake, one took hold of his rongue with a 
prone, hot paire of tongs: and ſuffering the ſamerorments that his brethren had done,and fried in a fry- 

es, ing pan, he gaue vp the ohoſt. | 

Six of the brethren being now dead by diucrfity of rorments, onely one of the ſeuen remai- 

ned aliue with his mother , named 7acob , younger in yeeres- (but not in conſtancy of minde) 

thenthe reſt of his brethren : he,preſcnring himlſelfe before the tyrant, mooued him to compaſ- 

Jacobtheſe- fjqn, both for that he was left alone, and the laſt of his brethren, andalfo that he was to periſh:

« ſell. The mother hauing heard what the King ſaid, ſhe inclined her ſelte vato the King : which

« Pity thy mother, O ſonne, and comfort thy forrowtull mother, who bare thee nine moneths in

Behold how euident it is, that reaſon can rule our affections , ſeeing that children heereby Reaſonmi- . 
ſhewed more conſtancy then the tyrant could ſhew cruelty, For, it was reaſons force thar 1g 
wrought in them that determination to ſuffer all torments , rather then to forſake the way of 
{aluation. Theſe conſtant young men doe fitly reſemblc inexpugnable towers ;and them, who 
after a great tempeſt and ſhipwracke,do {ately enter the harbour of ſaluation, who guiding their 
courſe amidſt the boyſterous waues, at laſt obtaineche withed ſhoare.
